The  dangling  newscaster 

■Sir: 

Mr.  H.  Allen  Smith's  scholarly 
researches  into  the  problem  of 
newscasters  left  hanging  there 
after  they  have  bad  their  say, 
Tdtcr  Peeling  in  TV  (April), 
■■seemed  to  me  a  valorous  explora- 
tion of  a  field  too  long  neglected. 
It  has,  indeed,  been  one  of  the 
problems  that  (like  the  unneces- 
sarily high  tides  in  the  Bay  of 
Fundy)  we  have  tried  to  solve  by 
pretending  they  did  not  exist. 

I  have  given  this  matter  some 
thought  over  the  10  years  I  have 
been  caught  up  in  this  mess  (be- 
fore that,  at  the  United  Press,  we 
never  had  to  worry  about  things 
like  this;  the  only  worry  was 
whether  the  pay  checks  would  ar- 
rive from  New  York  on  Thursday 
or  Friday;  $45  less  deductions).  I 
have  considered  carefully  several 
solutions,  none  of  them  really  very 
good. 

One  is,  at  the  end  of  the  last 
sentence,  to  try  to  catch  the  di- 
rector's attention  by  making  with 
the  index  finger  an  ear-to-ear 
throat-cutting  motion  while  mak- 
ing with  the  tongue  and  teeth  a 
sound    approximately    like    "aaa- 


ccccrrr."  Or  "ccccrrrrkkk."  The 
objection  here  is  that  viewers  tend 
to  think  motions,  gestures  and 
sounds  made  by  the  man  on  the 
air  are  all  intended  for  them.  And 
to  explain  each  night  that  this  mes- 
sage is  only  for  the  director  would, 
after  some  months,  get  to  be  tire- 
some. 

Another  plan,  even  more 
faulty,  is  to  reach  below  the  desk 
and  lift  up  before  the  camera  a 
boldly-lettered  poster  filling  the 
screen  with  the  simple  legend:  "I 
have  finished.  Now  will  you  get 
that  damned  camera  off  me?"  I 
feel  this  poster,  if  woggled  and 
joggled  enough,  might  catch  the 
director's  eye  and  move  him  to  act. 
But  it  smacks  too  heavily  of  the 
high  school  theatrical  sight  gag. 
Not  only  that,  props  like  this  when 
kept  around  a  television  studio 
tend  to  get  stepped  on,  creased, 
and  bent  at  the  corners.  And  a 
thing  like  that  really  makes  a 
show  look  cheap,  as  they  say. 

Another  solution  is  simply  to 
never  finish.  To  continue  talking 
without  halt  until  the  time  has 
run  out  and  the  director,  prompted 
by  the  clock,  cuts  off  the  camera 
in  mid-sentence.  I  honestly  feel 
(though  I  know  others  may  not 
share  this  view)  that  many  sen- 
tences spoken  on  the  air  don't 
really  need  finishing  anyway,  so 
the  loss  here  would  i)e  small  and 
the  benefits  great. 

Does  Mr.  Smith,  as  the  Out- 
standing,  Scholar  in  this  rather 
specialized  field,  think  this  might 
be  the  answer?

This  year  the  publishers" 
spring  and  summer  lists  offer  some  very  good  light  books 
indeed.  They  also  announce  some  very  good  serious  ones. 
In  fact,  as  the  dourest  carper  must  in  all  honesty  ac- 
knowledge, the  publishing  business  is  looking  up.  Not  in 
years  has  the  season  produced  so  many  good  honks,  sound 
stuff  that  can  be  read  without  embarrassment  at  the  authors" 
ineptitude,  disgust  at  their  i)ad  taste  or  anger  at  their  folly. 
After  20  years  of  sniffing  one-third  ripe  or  completely  rotten 
iniiKJ-  fished  out  of  some  literary  garbage  j)ail  or  other,  the 
respite  of  tills  summer's  best  offerings  is  most  welcome. 
Here  are  a  few  for  your  consideration. 

Say,  Darling,  by  Richard  Bissell  (Atlantic-Little.  Brown, 
$3.%).  Having  startled  his  Rotary  Club  friends  by  writing 
a  iiest-seller.  Jack  Jordan,  Indiana  business  man.  comes 
to  New  York  to  help  make  the  book  into  a  musical  comedy. 
He  is  introduced  to  the  Algon(|iiiii  and  the  martini  lunch. 
He  learns  the  delights  of  the  New  Haven  bar  car  and  life 
in  the  Connecticut  suburbs.  He  spins  with  the  whirling 
dervishes  of  Broadway,  succumbs  to  the  stages  irresistible 
Irene  Lovelle.  tries  to  juggle  home,  family,  book.  star, 
stage.  Indiana,  New  York  and  do  it  without  spilling  a 
drop  of  the  next  martini.  It  is  a  hilarious  business. 

Mr.  Bissell  is  the  author  of  the  book  on  which  the 
smash  musical  comedy  The  Pa  jama  Game  was  based  and 
therefore  knows  whereof  he  speaks  about  the  free-and-easy, 
wisecracking,  big  money  world  of  Broadway.  But  he  is 
more  than  that.  He  has  genuine  humor.  The  publisher 
likens  him  to  the  late  Ring  Lardner.  and  the  similarity  is 
well  taken.  There  also  is  a  touch  of  the  late  Damon  Runyon 
or  of  what  Runyon  might  have  been  had  he  ever  managed 
to  find  his  way  east  of  Sixth  Avenue  to  see  how  the  other 
half  lives.  Not  the  least  of  Mr.  Bissell's  accomplishment 
is  to  put  in  cold  (but  inordinately  funny  I  print  a  lot  of 
things  New  Yorkers  know  about  their  city  but  only  one  in 
100,000  has  the  courage  to  say.  Say,  Darling,  is  recom- 
mended without  reservation.

$3).  Mr.  Potter's  discovery  of  the  social  phenomena  of 
Gamesmanship.  Lifemanship  and  One-Upmanship  and  his

ological  thought  here  and  in  England.  In  this  new  book  he 
sets  aside  scholarly  preoccupations  for  a  time  and  gives 
us  the  diary  of  his  two  visits  to  America  in  1955.  It  is  a 
quiet  book  without  much  to  startle  anyone  but  filled  with  a 
good  sense  not  always  present  in  the  vaporings  of  the 
British  literati  who  roam  our  fair  land.  No  serious  student 
of  Potter  will  want  to  miss  it. 

"Where  Did  You  Go?"  "Out."  "What  Did  You  Do?"  "Noth- 
ing." by  Robert  Paul  Smith  (Norton,  $2.95).  With  P-TA 
meetings  in  abeyance  for  the  summer,  the  well  advised 
parent  of  any  small  boy  will  rush  to  the  nearest  book  store 
and  buy  this  instanter.  It  is  Mr.  Smith's  contention  that 
Tom  Swift  was  better  than  Captain  Video,  that  grownups 
are  the  natural  enemies  of  children,  that  it  is  more  to  the 
point  for  children  to  understand  than  to  "be  understood," 
and,  to  resort  to  the  parlance  of  his  subjects,  that  organized 
play  is  a  pain  in  the  neck  and  today's  life  for  children 
lousy  in  comparison  with  the  pre-Freudian  joys  of  his 
youth.  To  his  thesis  I  say  amen,  and  to  the  originality,  the 
humor  and  unqualified  delight  of  his  little  book  I  say  well 
done.  It  should  be  read  aloud  at  the  first  fall  meeting  of 
every  P-TA  in  the  country,  even  if  it  takes  all  night. 

They  Hanged  My  Saintly  Billy,  by  Robert  Graves  (Double- 
day,  13.95).  This  is  a  highly  improbable  undertaking  by 
one  of  the  most  distinguished  living  poets.  Mr.  Graves  gives 
us  a  narrative  account  of  the  horrendous  life  and  times  of 
William  Palmer,  surgeon,  who  was  publicly  hanged  in 
England  in  1856  for  poisoning  John  Parsons  Cook  and  was 
commonly  supposed  to  have  poisoned  a  baker's  dozen  more. 
Mr.  Graves  describes  his  novel  as  being  full  of  "sex,  drink, 
incest,  suicides,  dope,  horse  racing,  murder,  scandal"  and 
comments,  "Nobody  can  now  call  me  a  specialized  writer." 
It  is  and  they  can't. 

The  Club,  by  Andrew  Graham  (Reynal  &  Company, 
$3.50) .  As  he  left  the  club  the  Old  Buffer  "tacked  slightly 
like  some  outmoded  galleon  until  night  breezes  and  fumes 
of  scotch  whisky  caught  in  his  sails."  This  will  give  you 
the  delicious  flavor  of  this  book  about  what  goes  on  in  an 
Upper  Middle  Class  London  club.  It  is  British  humor  at 
its  best  (and  there  is  none  better).  The  incomparable 
Osbert  Lancaster  illustrated  The  Club.  Drawings  and  hu- 
mor blend  as  exhilaratingly  as  the  old  Buffer's  scotch  and 
soda.

THE  HEEL  IN 

THE  HAND-TAILORED  SUIT  By  j„hu  shamik 


If  you  have  any  sort  of  eye  for 
male  fashion,  you've  probably 
been  struck  by  an  expensive  new 
look  in  television  heroes.  The  gray 
flannel  suit  is  demode;  the  button- 
down  collar,  frayed  by  on-cam- 
era  use,  has  been  discarded.  The 
standard  leading  man  on  recent 
dramatic  shows  is  a  more  extrava- 
gant type,  witii  a  taste  for  mono- 
grammed  silk  and  for  worsteds 
that  show  an  unmistakable  custom 
hand.  You'll  also  catch  occasional 
glimp.ses  of  him  in  black  tie, 
(shawl  collar,  pleated  tussah  shirt, 
square-end  bow),  and  even  that 
most  splendid  of  male  accoutre- 
ments, the  dressing  gown. 

This  development  has  mean- 
ing far  beyond  the  limits  of  haber- 
dashery news,  ll  is  the  wardrobe 
side  of  a  whole  new  fashion  in 
heroes  themselves.  We're  in  the 
upper,  or  stock-option,  brackets 
now,  where  the  boys  can  well  af- 
ford the  fancy  duds.  This,  for  the 
drama  shows,  is  the  age  of  the 
tycoon.  Away  with  tiie  commuter 
— tiie  (ii.>itrict  sales  manager,  pub- 
lic relations  assistant,  ad-agency 
copywriter.  We're  dealing  directly 
with  the  lop  brass — the  industrial 
baron,  the  department  store  chief, 
the  Hollywood  producer,  the  star. 
And  were  finding  them  a  pretty 
tough  batch  of  cookies. 

Economically  this  develop- 
ment represents  quite  a  speedy 
clind)  up  the  ladder.  It  wasn't  too 
long  ago  that  everything  happened 
in  derelict  farmhouses  or  seamy 
flats,  where  everybody  sleazed 
around  in  T-shirts.  There  was  a 
painful  air  of  living  on  the  cheap; 
even  the  emotions  were  pinched. 
People  went  around  fretting  about 
small  things  like  getting  married 
and  paying  the  rent. 

This  segment  of  the  drama 
population  is  all  but  extinct  now. 
The  last  time  I  saw  a  T-shirt  on 
camera  was  a  few  months  ago.  and 
then  it  was  used  only  for  purposes 
of  satire.  The  young  man  wearing 
it  was  impersonating  a  performer 
of  the  Actor's  Studio  persuasion. 
He  flickered  briefly  across  the 
small  screen,  a  nostalgic  reminder 
of  the  dreary  past,  as  a  minor  char- 
acter in  a  play  archetypical  of  the 
new  trend — an  adaptation  of  F. 
Scott  Fitzgerald's  The  Last  Ty- 
coon. 

The  beleaguered,  middle 
echelon  Madison  Avenue  type, 
next  in  line  of  heroic  succession, 
brought  us  up  a  notch  or  two  on 


the  economic  scale.  But  he.  after 
all,  wasn't  much  more  than  a 
white-collar  worker  with  equity — 
a  mortgaged  house  and  a  financed 
station  wagon  to  get  him  there 
from  the  train.  Still  pretty  small 
potatoes,  when  you  think  about 
it.  and  still  confined,  like  his  own 
natural  shoulders,  within  a  nar- 
row range.  Would  he  get  the  30- 
buck  raise?  Could  he  take  it 
without  spoiling  himself  morally? 
How  would  his  wife  get  alonji  in 
the  junior-executive  crowd?  What 
about  the  leak  in  his  boy's  bicycle 
tire? 

Unlike  the  T-shirted  hero, 
the  gray-flannel  kid  hasn't  been 
swept  off  the  boards  altogether— 
at  least,  not  yet.  He  survives  in  a 
subsidiary  status,  in  the  role  of 
the  magnate's  young  hireling.  His 
moralizings  are  still  heard,  but 
only  as  a  kind  of  toned-down  ob- 
bligato  to  the  hero's  dominant 
theme,  which  is:  "Get  on  top  and 
stay  there,  and  never  mind  the 
cost — to  yourself  or  anyone  else." 

"How  much  am  I  paying 
you?"  the  big  man  asks  our  young 
friend.  "Not  bad.  is  it?  Well,  you 
know  how  much  I  draw?  Two 
hundred  thousand.  Plus  stock  and 
a  percentage  r)f  gross.  Tve  got  a 
house  at  Malibu.  a  set  of  matched 
.laguars  and  a  52-foot  power  cruis- 
er, ril  lake  you  and  the  wife  out 
some  weekend.  You'll  love  it, 
don't  think  you  won't.  And  let  me 
tell  you  this,  sweetheart:  I  didn't 
get  it  by  being  tender  or  artistic. 
I  make  pictures.  I  give  the  people 
what  they  want." 

That's  a  pretty  tough  creed 
for  the  young  man  to  swallow. 
His  wife  keeps  urging  him  to 
chuck  it. 

"Why  do  you  keep  doing  this 
to  yourself.  Robert?  We  don't 
have  to  live  this  way."  Why  not 
go  home,  she  wants  to  know,  to 
that  suburban  Cape  Cod  or  the 
Greenwich  Village  apartment? 
Why  not  go  back  to  his  novel,  or 
his  old  job  in  the  small,  friendly 
advertising  agency,  or  the  boat- 
yard that  he  always  talked  about 
starting,  back  on  Long  Island 
Sound  ? 

"Because,"  he  insists.  "I've 
got  to  find  out.  once  and  for  all. 
I've  got  to  be  sure." 

Not  a  very  strong  answer,  is 
it?  Obviously,  this  kid  is  no  match 
for  the  boss's  dynamism.  The 
young  couple  trails  helplessly 
along  in  the  tycoon's  wake,  as  he 


moves  vigorously  and  ruthlessly 
from  triumph  to  triumph. 

It  is  all  very  cynical,  but, 
you've  got  to  admit,  it  does  have 
a  certain  sweep  to  it.  This  hero's 
problems  are  rather  grand  ones: 
Should  he  spend  the  million  on 
retakes  or  knuckle  under  to  the 
fiscal  crowd  from  New  York? 
What's  happening  to  the  Canadian 
market,  anyway?  Why  can't  his 
wife  get  along  with  his  new  girl? 
What  about  the  cardiac  leak  the 
doctors  warned  him  about? 

That  last  point  is  one  of  the 
nuost  characteristic.  Our  heroes 
nowadays  are  fraught  with  inti- 
mations o-f  mortality — and  how 
much  bigger  a  j)roblem  can  a  man 
have?  If  the  old  ticker  doesn't 
get  him.  we  are  given  to  under- 
stand, ulcers  will.  Or  else  the 
booze. 

It  is  morality's  trump  card — 
the  ultimate  vengeance.  The  forces 
of  idealism  may  seem  to  have  bee« 
licked.  Tenderness  and  art  have 
proved  wrong  once  again:  the  old 
cynic  has  given  the  people  what 
they  wanted,  they've  loved  it.  and 
he's  more  firmly  in  the  saddle  than 
ever.  But  good  guys  don't  give 
up — they  just  steal  away,  leaving 
death,  the  wages  of  cynicism,  to 
have  the  last  word.  The  earnest 
young  man  walks  out  on  the  chief 
at  the  very  moment  of  evil's  great- 
est victory,  leaving  him  alone  with 
his  whisky  or  his  pills. 

This  final  shot — dolly  back 
from  hero,  alone,  as  door  slams 
shut,  glass  in  hand,  bottle  on 
table — has  become  practically  a 
textbook  piece  of  camera  tech- 
nique. It  showed  up.  on  successive 
weeks,  in  two  Hollywood  stories, 
and  it  had  been  used,  not  long  be- 
fore, in  a  drama  about  a  merchant 
prince.  Maybe  it  all  goes  back  to 
the  TV  version  of  Born  Yesterday, 
which,  if  I  remember  right,  left 
Paul  Douglas  alone  with  his  bitter 
glass  after  Mary  Martin  walked 
out  on  him. 

Wherever  it's  used,  and  what- 
ever the  hero's  business,  this  con- 
clusion serves  to  remind  us  that 
he  can't  go  on  forever.  And  at  the 
end.  we  can  be  sure,  he'll  be  alone. 

Before  he  goes,  of  course, 
he'll  have  done  quite  a  bit  of  dam- 
age, though  sometimes  not  without 
qualms.  Ralph  Bellamy,  who 
seems  to  be  very  large  now  that 
the  tycoon  trend  has  set  in.  is  sel- 
dom allowed  to  go  down  without

SOUNDS  FOR  A 
SUMMER  SERENADE 


"Summertime  and  the  livin'  is 
easy,"  the  song  says.  It  is  a  time 
to  shelve  your  Bach  and  Wagner 
and  the  serious  listening  which 
that  music  requires.  It  is  a  drowsy 
time  of  divided  musical  attention 
at  your  favorite  vacation  spot 
where  the  sound  of  the  sea,  the 
murmur  of  the  crickets  or  the  wind 
sighing  in  the  trees  provides  the 
counterpoint  to  the  lighter  music 
of  a  relaxed  summer  mood.  Here 
are  some  suggestions  of  recent 
records  to  take  on  your  holiday. 

Who  these  days  remembers 
Emile  Waldteufel  ?  The  now  all 
but  forgotten  "French  Johann 
Strauss"  wrote  one  of  the  most 
widely  known  tunes.  The  Skaters 
Waltz.  In  the  Waldteufel  Waltzes 
(Angel  35426)  a  half  dozen  of  his 
best  known  compositions  are  bril- 
liantly played  by  the  Philharmonia 
Promenade  Orchestra  conducted 
by  Henry  Krips.  Vanguard  carries 
on  its  delightful  series  of  Strauss 
family  music  with  two  offerings: 
A  Strauss  Hi-Fi  Carnival  (VRS- 
498),  and  Hi-Fi  Hi  Jinks  with 
Strauss  (SRV-104).  The  splendid 
Vienna  State  Opera  Orchestra  un- 
der Anton  Paulik  gives  to  this  love- 
ly music  the  solid  beat  the  Vienna 
waltz  deserves  and  so  seldom  gets. 

Krips  and  his  orchestra 
(Angel  35427)  take  us  back  to 
Vienna  in  the  middle  of  the  19th 
century  and  play  6  rousing  over- 
tures by  Franz  von  Suppe.  Among 
them,  known  to  practically  all 
music  lovers,  are  Light  Cavalry 
and  Poet  and  Peasant. 

Be  careful  whom  you  take 
into  the  moonlight  with  you  if  you 
are  going  to  play  Vienna's  Favorite 
Songs  (Angel  65034),  sung  by 
Erich  Kunz,  star  baritone  of  the 
Vienna  Opera.  These  nostalgic 
songs  of  Viennese  love  and  heart- 
ache would  induce  flutterings  in 
almost  any  breast. 

Eugene  Ormandy's  Philadel- 
phia Orchestra  (Columbia  ML 
5177)  plays  a  record  by  the  great- 
est Strauss  of  all.  Richard;  here 
are  the  witty  Till  Eulenspiegel's 
Merry  Pranks,  the  waltzes  from 
Der  Rosenkavalier,  Don  Juan  and 
the  love  scene  from  Feuersnot. 

Decca  offers  a  series  of  rec- 
ords suitable  for  hammock  hear- 
ing which  might  be  called  "mu- 
sic for  dozing."  Among  them  are 
Rio  at  Midnight  (DL  8334)  with 
Dante  Varela  and  his  orchestra, 
Paris  at  Midnight  (DL  8339) 
with  Skitch  Henderson  at  the 
piano.    The    series    also    includes 


visits  to  Rome,  Hollywood,  New 
Orleans,  Manhattan  and  London. 
In  the  same  vein  VOX  offers 
Midnight  in  Spain  (25-260), 
Flamenco  music  of  castanets, 
songs  and  guitars  with  Luisa 
Linares  and  Las  Galindos.  Cook's 
Tour  of  Venice  (25-000)  gives  you 
the  sound  of  the  rippling  water  of 
the  Grand  Canal,  the  voices  of  the 
gondoliers  with  Gianni  Monese 
and  his  orchestra.  The  series  also 
takes  you  to  Paris,  Spain,  Italy 
and  Latin  America. 

Columbia  releases  a  fas- 
cinating record  called  Paris  Night 
Life  (CL  978)  with  a  rousing  Java 
by  Patachou.  a  hilarious  Gallic 
version  of  Davy  Crockett  and 
some  curious  attempts  at  rock  'n 
roll.  Perhaps  the  best  voice  is  that 
of  Juliette  Greco,  once  crown 
princess  of  the  Cafe  Flore  exis- 
tentialists but  now  a  suave  per- 
former at  such  places  as  the 
Waldorf-Astoria's   Empire  Room. 

Frank  Sinatra's  vast  follow- 
ing will  rejoice  in  Capitol's  A 
Swingin  Affair!  (W  803)  and  it 
will  bring  back  memories  to  some 
of  the  older  admirers  when  he 
breaks  out  with  Night  and  Day,  I 
Guess  ril  Have  to  Change  My 
Plans  and  Stars  Fell  on  Alabama. 

Harry  Belafonte  on  An  Eve- 
ning  with  Belafonte  (RCA  Victor 
LPM  1402)  proves  his  versatility; 
to  hear  him  sing  Shenandoah  is 
worth  the  price  of  the  record. 

Old  songs,  folk  tunes  and 
calypso  make  pleasant  listening  on 
summer  evenings.  Marianne  and 
Other  Songs  (Columbia  CL  990) 
is  a  group  of  12  .songs  by  The  Easy 
Riders,  three  talented  singers  and 
guitarists. 

And  the  Banjos  Sing!  (Gold- 
en Crest  Records  Inc.  CR  3016)  is 
a  heart-warming  record  by  a  lot  of 
people  with  voices  like  yours  and 
mine  standing  around  singing  a  lot 
of  old  songs  from  the  '20s.  Com- 
ing through  is  the  voice  of  that 
small  blonde,  there's  always  one, 
who  sings  with  sweet  breathless- 
ness.  The  songs — Yearning,  Mary 
Lou,  Together,  I  ffonder  What's 
Become  of  Sally,  Nobody's  Sweet- 
heart Now — recall  a  moment  from 
a  more  innocent  decade. 

Add  Funny  Face  (Verve 
15001)  to  the  many  good  record- 
ings of  musical  shows  and  films 
now  available.  If  anyone  has 
missed  My  Fair  Lady  (Columbia 
OL  5090) ,  get  it.  It's  probably  the 
best  musical  show  recording  ever 
made.

Letter  from   Paris 


Prepared  by  the  Editors  of  Maison  &  Jardin 


THE  FLEA  MARKET 


Except  for  the  Louvre  and 
Notie-Dame.  few  names  oc- 
cur more  often  on  the  "must"  list 
of  visiting  Americans  than  that  of 
the  Paris  Flea  Market.  Nothinp; 
like  it  exists  in  America  and  if 
the  purpose  of  travel  is  to  harvest 
new  impressions,  a  couple  of  hours 
among  the  thousand  open-air 
stands  of  the  Foire  aux  Puces  is 
worth  the  discomfort  of  a  hot  sun 
in  summer  and  a  particularly 
nasty  wind  in  winter. 

The  Flea  Market  has  existed 
on  this  spot  for  at  least  100  years. 
Before  the  days  of  sanitation  laws 
this  Court  of  Miracles  featured 
old  clothes,  mattresses  and  cur- 
tains which,  certainly,  contained 
fleas  among  other  stowaways. 
Nowadays,  such  merchandise  is 
banned  or  has  to  be  dry-cleaned 
before  sale.  The  Market  has  be- 
come a  rich  and  tightly-knit  asso- 
ciation of  licensed  dealers. 

The  display  takes  place  on 
Saturday  and  Sunday  only;  a  few 
stands  are  open  Monday  morning. 
Take  the  subway  to  the  Porte  de 
Clignancourt    station,    or     invest 


$1.75  in  a  taxi.  Don't  waste  your 
time  in  the  immediate  neighbor- 
hood of  the  subway  station,  where 
a  hundred  hawkers  .sell  poor-grace 
new  merchandise;  this  is  not  the 
real  Flea  Market.  Walk  a  couple 
of  hundred  yards  to  the  labyrinths 
of  alleys  known  respectively  as 
the  Cite  Biron,  the  Cite  de  la 
Brocante.  or  the  Cite  Paul  Bart. 
The  first  has  the  best  dealers  in 
small  pieces  of  furniture,  bibelots 
and  rugs;  the  second  features 
china,  glassware,  paintings;  the 
third  is  miscellaneous  but  the 
place  to  look  for  garden  orna- 
ments, stone  carvings,  etc. 

Each  dealer  has  the  right  to 
sell  anything  that  is  second-hand, 
but  in  fact  generally  specializes 
in  a  period  or  in  a  class  of  goods. 
Many  who  have  small  antique 
shops  which  they  tend  during  the 
week  come  here  for  the  weekend. 
Others  haunt  the  Paris  and  sub- 
urban auction  rooms. 

Some  Flea  Market  merchan- 
dise is  more  than  100  years  old. 
and  therefore  truly  antique,  but 
the  vast  majority  is  merely  elder- 


ly. Beware  of  the  subtleties  of  the 
French  language.  The  dealer  who 
solemnly  assures  you  that  a  can- 
dlestick is  Louis  XV.  means  that 
it  is  of  Louis  XV  design,  and  it 
might  have  been  made  yesterday. 
Only  when  he  says  it  is  d'epoque 
does  he  aver  it  to  be  an  original, 
which  may  or  may  not  be  exact. 
Pin  him  down  before  buying;  and 
don't  forget  that  there  were  two 
Empires,  one  from  1804  to  1814 
and  another  from  1852  to  1870. 
The  models  of  the  first  were  wide- 
ly copied  during  the  .second;  the 
former  are  rare  and  valuable,  the 
latter  quite  common. 

Most  Flea  Market  dealers  un- 
derstand English  much  better 
than  they  let  on ;  it  is  to  their  ad- 
vantage in  bargaining  with  you. 
Bargain  you  must  on  an  item  of 
any  importance,  but  do  not  expect 
to  halve  the  asking  price.  Ten  per 
cent  off  is  a  good  score;  20  per 
cent  is  excellent.  The  asking  prices 
are  high,  as  are  all  prices  in 
France,  but  by  patronizing  the 
Foire  aux  Puces,  you  have  an  easy

THE  SUMMER  SEASON 


Here,  after  a  wonderful  spring 
which  has  left  the  farmers 
gasping  for  rain  and  has  upset  all 
the  flower  show  dates.  London  pre- 
pares for  "the  Season"  and  the 
summer.  A  gentleman  has  adver- 
tised in  The  Times  for  an  experi- 
enced balloon  commander  for  an 
"important"  200-mile  European 
journey.  Oxford  Street,  the  main 
thoroughfare  through  the  center 
of  the  metropolis,  is  up  for  repairs, 
with  all  traffic  in  one  direction 
diverted  into  a  slithering,  snake- 
like traffic  jam  a  mile  or  so  long. 
The  Royal  Academy  has  opened 
its  doors  on  its  189th  summer  ex- 
hibition— marked  this  year  by  a 
savage  caricature  of  Sir  Winston 
Churchill  snarling  into  a  micro- 
phone. David  Hicks,  promising 
young  decorator  of  the  apartment 
of  Mrs.  Rex  Benson,  is  turning  the 
Dorchester  into  the  gardens  of 
Caserta  for  the  big  McLean  ball 
with  fountains  and  records  of 
crickets.  Debate  continues  un- 
abated about  the  B.B.C.'s  plans  to 
curtail  the  Third  Programme,  its 
cultural-intellectual      radio      pro- 


gram of  ten  years' standing,  as  part 
of  the  reshaping  of  its  resources. 
(A  Third  Programme  Defense  So- 
ciety sprang  at  once  into  existence 
and  action.)  Parking  meters  are 
about  to  make  their  first  appear- 
ance here,  and  the  police  have 
taken  to  towing  away  automobiles 
parked  where  they  shouldn't  be. 
The  fight  to  get  seats  to  see 
Laurence  Olivier  hoofing  it  as  a 
dead-beat  seaside  concert  party 
performer  in  .John  {Angry  Young 
Man)  Osborne's  new  play,  The 
Entertainer,  gets  more  like  the 
scramble  for  My  Fair  Lady  every 
day.  .  .  . 

The  talk  in  London  is  about 
Lord  Bessborough's  sudden  ar- 
rival as  a  serious  and  successful 
playwright — a  trilogy  of  plays 
with  mediaeval  settings  produced 
on  television  and  at  the  Lewes 
Festival  .  .  .  about  the  open  com- 
petition among  three  leading 
debutantes,  with  Henrietta  Tiarks 
at  present  well  in  the  lead,  but 
being  run  close  by  Francesca 
Roberti.     the    alluringly     minute 


daughter  of  Mrs.  Peter  Thorney- 
croft,  wife  of  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer,  and  the  exotic 
Daphne  Fairbanks.  Again  and 
again,  however,  conversation  has 
a  way  of  getting  back  to  the  prob- 
lem of  parking  and  keej)ing  Lon- 
don's traffic  moving.  After  a  brief 
interlude  of  relative  mobility  re- 
sulting from  Suez-induced  ration- 
ing of  gas,  central  London  is  back 
where  it  was  and  no  one  really 
knows  what  to  do  about  it.  The 
thing  has  got  to  a  pitch  that  the 
only  real  solutions — like  banning 
private  motorists  from  the  center 
of  the  city  altogether — are  so  radi- 
cal tliat  no  one  dares  openly  to 
suggest  them.

SKOL  OFF  THE  BEATEN  TRACK 
IN  SCANDINAVIA 


For  my  money  (and  it  takes  re- 
markably little)  the  closest- 
to-perfect  host  in  Europe  today 
is  the  Scandinavian.  The  middle- 
way  for  which  he  is  noted  in  gov- 
ernment manifests  itself  also  in 
his  reception  of  tourism.  His  hos- 
pitality is  unquestionably  his  own 
and  no  other's.  It  is  unfailingly 
gracious,  never  patronizing,  al- 
ways offered  spontaneously. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Scandi- 
navian goes  out  of  his  way  to  touch 
tiie  traveler  soothingly,  but  not 
fawningly.  on  the  sensitive  point 
of  nationality.  Enter  a  restaurant 
and  by  the  time  you're  seated 
chances  are  you'll  find  a  miniature 
flag  of  your  country  in  the  center 
of  your  table,  alongside  the  flag 
of  your  host  nation.  (The  Scandi- 
navian has  an  innate  knack  for 
guessing  one's  nationality  and  he's 
rarely  wrong.)  The  menu  may  be 
printed  in  two  languages — the 
Scandinavian  tongue  and  English 
or  French — but  the  food  will  be 
the  food  of  the  country,  served  at 
the  hour  local  custom  dictates  and 
offered  with  pride  and  without 
apology. 

The  Scandinavian  is  a  superb 
linguist.  Since  World  War  11 
(when  the  Nazis  occupied  Den- 
mark and  Norway)  his  second 
language  (except  in  Finland)  has 
been  English  instead  of  German, 
which  is  spoken  in  Denmark  and 
Norway  only  when  really  neces- 
sary. Your  host  will  enjoy  hearing 
you  say,  "Good  morning"  or 
"Thank  you"  in  his  language,  but 
he  is  sensible  enough  to  realize 
that  virtually  no  one  but  Scandi- 
navians speaks  the  Northern 
tongues. 

Important,  too,  is  the  Scandi- 
navian's attitude  toward  the  world. 
He  has  one  of  the  highest  stand- 
ards of  living,  and  he  harbors 
neither  jealousy  nor  bitterness 
toward  his  foreign  neighbors.  And 
because  he  is  well  educated,  he  is 
curious  about  other  ways  of  life, 
pleased  at  the  opportunity  to 
speak  other  languages,  convinced 
that  international  tourism,  besides 
being  a  profitable  industry,  actual- 
ly can  and  does  bring  peoples  to- 
gether and  promote  understand- 
ing. (He's  more  apt  to  invite  you 
into  his  home  than  any  other  Eu- 
ropean.) He  has  two  further  attri- 
butes that  make  him  a  good  host: 
scrupulous  personal  honesty  and, 
very  often,  a  splendid  sense  of 
humor.

American  travel  to  Scandi- 
navia increases  by  leaps  and 
bounds  each  year,  but  most  of  it 
is  concentrated  in  the  capitals  and 
larger  cities.  With  the  exception 
of  the  Norwegian  fjords  (the  usual 
tourist  zooms  through  them  in  a 
few  days)  Scandinavian  resort 
areas  have  been  little  visited  by 
Americans.  It  is  too  bad.  If  you 
will  take  the  time  to  sample  them, 
you  will  find  them  relaxing  but 
stimulating  too,  eminently  com- 
fortable though  rarely  elegant,  and 
situated  in  areas  ripe  for  whatever 
degree  of  sightseeing  you  have  the 
energy  for.  Their  pleasures  are  ex- 
tremely easy  on  the  pocketbook 
and  no  pne  expects  the  economy 
(national  or  personal)  to  rise  or 
fall  depending  on  the  size  of  a  tip. 

What  are  these  resorts  like? 
Four  I  found  hard  to  leave  were — 
a  Victorian  hotel  on  a  Norwegian 
fjord,  an  old-fashioned  place  in  a 
colorful  province  of  central  Swe- 
den, a  Finnish  lakeside  inn  that  is 
a  classic  example  of  early  Scandi- 
navian Modern,  and  a  handsome 
new  hotel  in  Denmark's  chateau 
country. 

Getting  to  Kvikne's  Hotel  on 
Norway's  Sognefjord  is  half  the 
fun.  One  has  several  choices.  Most 
direct  route  is  a  breathtaking  nine- 
hour  steamer  voyage  through  the 
fjords  from  Bergen,  on  the  Atlan- 
tic coast.  Or  one  may  go  by  moun- 
tain railway  from  Bergen  or  Oslo 
to  Voss,  thence  by  bus  to  Gud- 
vanger  and  by  fjord  steamer  di- 
rectly to  the  hotel. 


Sogne  is  Norway's  longest 
fjord  and  to  many  its  most  mag- 
nificent. Kvikne's  Hotel  was  built 
in  1877  on  a  promontory  with 
jagged,  snow-covered  peaks  al- 
most in  its  back  yard.  It  is  a 
rambling  white-frame  building, 
with  much  gingerbread,  and 
massive  lounges  and  dining  rooms 
typical  of  its  period.  Almost  half 
of  the  100-odd  rooms  have  private 
baths  and  balconies.  Rates  start  at 
$2.85  (European  plan)  with  bath. 
Meals,  per  day,  come  to  about  $4 
for  breakfast,  lunch  and  dinner, 
(The  Norwegian  breakfast  is  a 
vast  buffet  of  breads  and  toast, 
cereals,  a  variety  of  smoked  and 
tinned  fish,  fruits  and  juices,  and 
eggs.  Most  visitors,  after  the  novel- 
ty of  the  first  few  days,  lop  off  ev- 
erything except  the  fruit,  eggs, 
toast  and  coffee.) 

The  hotel  has  everything  one 
could  ask.  There's  a  bar  (some- 
thing new  in  Norwegian  resorts, 
for  until  recently  strong  liquors 
were  served  at  bars  only  in  major 
cities),  dancing  every  evening, 
tennis,  fishing,  rowing,  swimming. 
Rugged  walkers  may  use  the 
hotel's  private  chalet  for  overnight 
excursions. 

Excursions,  along  with  sun- 
baths  on  the  terraces,  are  the  fa- 
vored activities.  Trips  include  a 
daily  boat  ride  to  the  glaciers  at 
Fjaerland  and  bus-boat  tours  to 
the  ancient  village  of  Vik,  site  of  a 
frame.  12th  century  stave  church, 
one  of  the  few  remaining  in  Nor-

Ten  years  ago  there  were  fewer  than  2,500 
private  swimming  pools  in  this  country.  This  year  there  will  be  pools  in  100.000  American 
back  yards  (many  of  them  bought  like  automobiles  for  $500  down  and  $80  a  month).  In 
the  pages  that  follow  you  may  study  some  of  the  better  ones.

L  oday's  cabanas  and  pavilions  bring 

gaiety  with  comfort  to  beach  or  pool 


Gaiety  is  the  spirit  of  living  at  the  water's  edge  today,  and  it  shows 
itself  in  the  shelters  that  have  replaced  yesterday's  gruesome  bathing 
machine  and  barn-like  bathhouse.  The  demand  for  colorful,  amus- 
ing shelters  in  tone  with  the  high  style  of  modern  bathing  dress  has 
produced  a  supply.  Designers  and  manufacturers,  drawing  upon  the 
whole  world  and  all  history  for  ideas,  have  come  forth  with  a  flood 
of  contrivances  in  diverting  shapes  and  colors.  Most  (the  ones  shown 
here  are  examples)  are  small  and  compact  but  they  oflfer  escape  from 
the  hot  sun  or  sudden  showers  and  a  place  to  enjoy  a  cool  drink  or 
improvised  meal.  The  modest  ones  are  easy  to  make  or  inexpensive  to 
buy  but  no  less  interesting  in  inspiration:  pavilions  carried  on  cam- 
paign by  ancient  armies,  Victorian  gazebos.  Japanese  teahouses.  The 
contemporary  contributions  range  from  sundecks  on  stilts  to  tent-like 
umbrellas  and  portable  cabanas  to  more  permanent  structures  whose 
wood  or  concrete  floors  put  them  on  a  firm  footing  for  the  season.

A  swimming  pool  is  a  wonderful  thing  to  have  but  it  is  only  the  start- 
ing point  in  enjoyment  of  one  of  outdoor  living's  most  pleasant  diver- 
sions. Here  are  some  suggestions  for  widening  the  horizon  around 
your  pool  and  making  it  a  more  attractive  gathering  place.  Poolside 
paving  can  add  architectural  beauty  and  is  more  practical  for  sun- 
bathing or  lolling  than  sand  or  turf.  If  it  is  in  colors  that  absorb  light 
or  surfaces  that  break  up  the  sun's  rays,  glare  will  be  reduced.  Direct 
access  to  dressing  rooms  saves  housekeeping;  you  might  consider 
adding  a  louvered  wing  to  your  house  or  putting  up  a  curtained 
pavilion  as  a  temporary  bathhouse.  Skillful  planting  and  fencing  will 
insure  privacy.  Some  shady  area  for  lounging  or  dining  is  advisable. 
Trees  are  natural  umbrellas  but  small  dining  arbors  can  be  con- 
structed without  great  expense.  At  night  you  can  spotlight  trees  or 
make  a  focal  point  of  the  pool  with  torches  or  underwater  lighting.

No  longer  the  luxury  of  a  few  families  with  large  estates,  the  play 
house  by  the  pool  has  become  an  accepted  and  desirable  addition  to 
the  pleasures  of  living.  It  is  a  summer  resort  at  home.  It  may  start 
on  an  unpretentious  scale  as  roofless  dressing  rooms  which  can  be 
expanded  into  a  house  and  used  for  weekend  guests.  More  elaborate 
versions  have  living  rooms  with  glass  walls  overlooking  the  pool, 
bars  accessible  from  the  outdoors,  fireplaces  to  gather  around  on 
ihilly  days.  Heated,  the  pool  house  makes  a  year  round  family  room.

resist  mildew.  Closets  (or  built-in  benches  with  hinged  tops)  should 
be  planned  to  store  cushions  and  sun  mattresses.  If  you  want  to  pre- 
pare and  serve  informal  meals  at  the  poolside,  you  will  need  cup- 
boards for  canned  and  packaged  foods  and  dishes.  Choose  a  location 
for  your  pool  house  convenient  to  utility  connections.  You  may  want 
electric  outlets  for  refrigerator,  automatic  cooking  appliances,  radio 
and  TV,  as  well  as  a  telephone  jack.  The  decoration  should  produce 
a  cool,  casual  atmosphere.  Furniture  made  of  wrought  iron,  alumi- 
num, redwood,  rattan  and  peel  is  now  extremely  decorative  as  well 
as  durable.  Easy-to-care-for  upholstery  of  plastic  and  sailcloth,  floor 
coverings  of  tile  or  grass  matting  are  both  handsome  and  appropriate.

A  SUMMER  RESORT 

IN  YOUR  BACK  YARD 
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Maze  house,  above,  of  brightly  painted  plywood  is  roughly  T 
square,  4'4"  high.  Children  will  enjoy  finding  their  way  through  in- 
terior maze,  crawling  through  holes  in  walls.  Erection  is  easy:  panels 
rest  in  notches  in  pegs  driven  in  ground.  Plywood  tents,  right,  are 
made  of  triangular  sections  (resin-overlaid  plywood  with  plastic-like 
surface  is  recommended)  and  attached  by  swivel  peg  to  stakes.  Tent 
can  be  swung  on  peg  to  provide  shade.

One  of  childhood's  most  cherished  fantasies  has  inspired  a 
new  idea  big  enough  to  appeal  to  adults  too.  Mindful  of  the 
weird  architectures  kids  hammer  together  out  of  old  boards, 
packing  cases  and  what  not,  the  Douglas  Fir  Plywood  Asso- 
ciation commissioned  six  designers  to  do  some  thinking. 
.Some  of  the  results,  along  with  two  examples  of  inde- 
pendent inventiveness  on  the  same  line,  are  shown  here  in 
pictures  of  easily  built  contraptions  for  the  back  yard. 
Construction  requires  only  plywood,  concrete  and  metal 
piping,  alone  or  in  combination,  a  little  time  and  muscle. 
The  products  will  turn  the  back  yard  into  a  festive  Coney 
Island  for  the  children  or  give  it  a  resort  atmosphere  to 
help  adults  persuade  themselves  that  they  are  just  as 
happy  at  home  in  summer  as  they  would  be  at  the  seashore.

H&G  designs  and  builds 


the  total  tool  shed 


A  good  tool  shed  is  more  than  a  roofed  storage  bin.  It  may  be  regarded  as 
a  definite  contribution  to  the  gardener's  peace  of  mind,  and  it  also  can 
be  an  architectural  asset  to  his  property.  It  need  not  be  expensive,  but  it 
should  be  adequate  and  permanent,  pleasant  to  look  at.  On  most  home  sites 
there  is  no  room  for  eyesores. 

With  these  general  requirements  in  mind  H&G  has  designed  and  built  a 
combination  tool  house,  potting  shed,  store  room  and  work  center  that  an 
amateur,  with  a  little  skilled  help,  could  erect  in  his  spare  time  with  readily 
available  materials  and  at  moderate  cost.  Its  architectural  character  is  agree- 
able but  noncommittal  to  make  it  suitable  for  a  wide  variety  of  settings. 
The  facilities  are  flexible,  arranged  for  the  most  efficient  use  in  the  variety 
of  chores  every  gardener  either  faces  or  embraces. 

The  whole  job,  including  painting,  light,  plumbing  (a  faucet  on  the 
porch),  cost  less  than  $500.  The  shed  has  ample  work  space  and  it  holds 
all  the  tools,  gear  and  supplies  required  to  keep  up  an  intensively  cultivated 
family  half  acre.  As  you  will  see  on  these  pages,  the  completed  project  con- 
stitutes a  garden  headquarters.  If  you  would  like  to  duplicate  it  or  adapt 
it  to  your  own  landscape,  working  drawings  are  available. 

The  overall  structure  is  14  feet  long  (plus  a  four-foot  ramp),  8  feet 
wide  and  just  over  7  feet  high  at  the  high  side.  The  foundation  is  a  con- 
crete slab  on  footings  poured  directly  into  cleanly  dug  trenches  to  meet 
the  local  building  requirements  for  such  "accessory  buildings."  The  basic 
shell  is  of  half-inch  thick  exterior  grade  plywood  on  a  wood  frame;  the 
2  by  4  sills  are  bolted  to  the  foundation.  {Continued  on  next  page)

The  plywood  roof  is  10  feet  square  and  covered  with  asphalt  and  gravel  roll 
roofing  laid,  without  nailing,  in  asbestos  and  asphalt  mastic. 

High  fixed  panels  of  white  translucent  plastic  let  in  the  daylight.  The 
wide  door  allows  ventilation  when  the  house  is  in  use,  and  screened  weath- 
erproof eave  vents  are  open  all  year  to  prevent  excessively  high  tempera- 
lures  in  summer  and  forestall  condensation  in  winter.  Interior  walls  are 
sheathed  between  the  four  and  six  foot  levels  with  perforated  hardboard 
in  two  weights:  heavy  {Y^  inch)  for  heavy  fittings  to  hold  heavy  tools; 
light  (  Vs  inch  I  for  smaller  and  lighter  equipment.  A  work-bench  consist- 
ing of  planks  two  inches  thick  crosses  one  end.  It  is  strong  enough  to  sup- 
port any  reasonable  weight  of  flower  pots,  earth,  tools,  or  general  machinery. 
The  entire  building  is  painted  in  H&G  colors — Smoky  Pearl  for  outside  walls 
(and  a  maroon  door  to  match  the  residence  it  serves)  ;  the  same  gray  below 
the  bench  level  within.  Citron  on  perforated  board  and  aeiling  and  under 
the  eave  soffits  outside. 

Since  one  of  the  structure's  chief  functions  is  that  of  potting  shed, 
we  added  a  special  porch,  shaded  by  a  combination  of  vertical  and  hori- 
zontal un])ainted  redwood  strips,  where  seedlings  and  vacationing  house 
plants  may  be  enjoyed  and  easily  cared  for  during  the  hot  sunnner  jnonths. 
Pot  shelves  are  made  of  heavy  boards.  A  handy  faucet  on  one  of  the  porch 
posts  supplies  water  where  it  is  most  desirable — outside  the  shed,  not  in 
it.  There  is  a  weatherproof  flood  light  above  the  porch,  a  four  foot  twin 
fluorescent  work  light  and  three-wire  utility  outlets  over  the  bench. 

The  door,  also  of  plywood,  may  be  opened  in  two  stages,  since  it  is 
hinged  ill  the  center  as  well  as  at  the  edge.  First  stage  (22  inches)  passes 
all  small  tools,  many  others.  Full  width  of  44  inches  is  enough  for  power 
equipment,  wheelbarrows,  porch  and  terrace  furniture,  with  knuckle  room 
to  spare.

Anyone  who  has  seen  how  the  forces 
of  nature  or  the  hands  of  a  master  chef 
fashion  ice  into  fantastic  and  beau- 
tiful shapes  realizes  the  decorative  pos- 
sibilities of  frozen  w'ater.  In  enter- 
tainintf.  ice  has  been  used  more  for 
its  cooling  than  its  artistic  effect,  yet 
nothing  so  enhances  the  colors,  tex- 
tures and  forms  of  food.  Fresh  fruit, 
vegetables,  seafood,  dessert  or  wine 
frosted  or  surrounded  by  sparkling 
ice  crystals  can  supply  tlie  tiieme  and 
decoration    for    a    suniuier    or    l)uffet 


table  setting.  For  instance,  a  tropical 
table  could  have  a  centerpiece  of  "fro- 
zen volcanoes" — mounds  of  hard- 
packed  crushed  ice  with  fresh,  chilled 
fruits  fastened  to  the  slopes  with  tooth- 
picks. At  dessert  time  the  fruits  are 
dipped  in  a  dish  of  flaming  rum  set 
in  the  top.  On  these  pages,  you  will 
see  varied  examples  of  the  versatile 
art  of  serving  on  ice.  Certain  serving 
pieces  such  as  a  pitcher  with  a  hollow 
tube  in  the  center  or  a  double  crystal 
bowl    are   specially    designed    for    on-

cooker  turned  wine  cooler,  illustrate 
how  familiar  kitchen  objects  can  be 
cast  in  an  unfamiliar  role.  Insulation, 
the  principle  of  keeping  cold  things 
cold  (or  hot  things  hot)  is  an  impor- 
tant part  of  serving  on  ice.  Buckets 
with  insulated  linings  are  capacious, 
portable  containers  for  cold  soups  and 
salads  as  well  as  ice  cubes.  Silver,  a 
metal  with  insulating  qualities,  will 
keep  icy  for  some  time  if  well  chilled 
in   the   refrigerator.   Silver   or  crystal 


bowls  and  platters  look  and  stay  deli- 
ciously  cool  when  set  on  beds  of 
crushed  ice.  Cracked  or  crushed  ice, 
once  the  result  of  arduous  work  with 
an  ice  hammer,  is  easily  made  with 
modern  electric  or  hand  ice  crushers. 
Even  the  humble  ice  cube  is  now 
worthy  of  comment  in  the  entertaining 
sphere.  New  ice  trays  turn  out  the 
varied  shapes  shown  above  (for  details 
of  trays  and  crushers,  see  page  79).

A  HOUSE  FOR  LAKESIDE  LIVING 


Sloping  roofs  and  multiple  floor  levels  suit  a 
hilly  setting  such  as  this.  A  large  living-dining  room, 
with  a  two-story  view  of  the  water,  is  in  the  left  wing 
of  the  house.  It  opens  on  a  flagged  terrace  carved 
above  a  rocky  cove  of  the  lake.  The  second  story  bed- 
room wing  is  suspended  on  steel  posts  over  a  part  of 
the  terrace,  creating  a  lanai-like  shelter  underneath. 
An  open  deck  upstairs,  at  bedroom  level,  connects 
the    two    wings    and    is    an    effective    sound    baffle. 


This  wood  siding  house  with  a  lake  at  its  back  was  designed  for  enjoyment 
of  a  number  of  the  things  the  world  is  so  full  of  in  summertime:  boating, 
fishing,  swimming  and  plain  lolling.  The  living  and  sleeping  areas,  on  sepa- 
rate levels,  both  open  to  the  outdoors.  The  living-dining  room  (with  the 
kitchen  a  few  steps  away)  gives  on  the  large  sun  terrace,  and  there  could 
be  anchorage  for  a  sailboat  off  the  terrace.  An  outside  stair  puts  the  bed- 
rooms on  the  upper  level  only  a  hop-skip-and-a-dive  away  from  the  water. 
The  arrangement  of  the  house  in  two  wings  (1,232  sq.  ft.  of  floor  space  in 
the  living  wing,  350  sq.  ft.  in  the  bedroom  wing)  makes  it  easy  to  close 
off  the  bedrooms  and  use  the  main  section  for  winter  weekends.  Or,  the  front 
gallery  and  upper  deck  could  be  enclosed  with  glass  for  year-round  use 
of  the  entire  house.  In  all  seasons  the  wide  windows  offer  fine  lake  views. 


A  HOUSE  FOR  SUN  AND  SEA 


Window  walls  and  direct  access  to  the  beach  give 
this  house  the  airy  freedom  of  a  cabana.  Living 
room  (right)  and  master  bedroom  (left)  have  floor- 
to-ceiling  sea  views  and  shallow  porches  to  keep  out 
glare.  All  rooms  open  on  the  center  patio,  which  has 
a  glass  wind-screen  across  the  front.  (Bright  colored 
sliding  panels  or  roll  up  blinds  could  be  used  with  it 
to  control  sun  glare.)  Side  wall  of  the  living  room 
is    solid    to    give    privacy    if    there    are    neighbors. 


Here  is  a  house  for  the  languor  and  freedom  of  beach  life,  with  no  prob- 
lems to  intrude  on  sun  tanning  sessions,  dips  in  the  surf  or  other  outdoor 
pleasures.  The  center  of  it  is  a  1,700  sq.  ft.  patio  whose  deck  floor  is  impreg- 
nable to  wear,  water  and  sand.  A  living-dining-kitchen  area  opens  wide  to 
it  on  one  side,  and  there  is  a  pass-through  from  kitchen  to  the  roofed  out- 
door dining  space.  Three  bedrooms  and  two  baths  on  the  other  side  (one 
with  a  deck  entrance  for  surf  bathers )  are  screened  from  it  by  the  wood 
siding  wall  of  the  house.  These  two  enclosed  wings  total  1,248  sq.  ft.  of 
space.  The  living  room,  planned  around  a  handsome  metal  fireplace,  and 
the  master  bedroom  offer  a  change  of  scene  if  the  sunny  patio  and  wide 
expanse  of  ocean  pall.  Drawing  the  curtains  will  enclose  them  snugly. 
The  glass  panel  across   the   ocean   side   of   the  patio   keeps   it   windfree.

Bedroom  and  living  room  wings  (left  and 
right,  above)  are  separate  units.  Swimmers  coming 
from  the  lake  can  use  the  bedroom  gallery  to  reach 
their  rooms  without  going  through  the  bouse.  (There 
is  a  circular  shower  on  the  lanai  also.)  The  front 
door,  close  to  the  carport,  is  at  ground  level,  and 
from  it  eight  steps  lead  up  to  bedrooms,  eight  steps  go 
down  to  the  living  room.  Living-dining  room  and 
lanai  terrace  spread   out   from   the  center   kitchen.

The  center  patio,  the  heart  of  the  house,  more 
than  doubles  the  size  of  the  enclosed  living-dining 
room.  For  lounging,  sun  bathing,  al  fresco  meals  and 
parties  it  is  a  delightful  place  shaded  by  a  tall  tree.  A 
circular  sand  pit  for  children  is  landscaped  as  well. 
Although  a  glass  wall  and  sliding  doors  open  the 
living  room  wide  to  tiie  patio,  bedrooms  are  private; 
they  have  solid  walls  and  louver  doors.  Part  of  ihe 
patio  is  roofed ;  storage  unit  bouses  outdoor  furniture. 
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Living-dining  room,  sketched  at  right,  includes 
cushioned  stone  ledges  almost  surrounding  a  center 
fireplace.  A  breakfast  or  snack  bar  winds  around 
the  kitchen  wall.  A  sliding  glass  door  opens  to  the 
terrace.  The  living  room  is  two  stories  high  as  shown 
on  second  story  plan  below,  and  the  master  bedroom, 
like  a  mezzanine,  can  be  opened  or  closed  to  it  by 
sliding  panels.  Two  other  bedrooms,  in  separate  wing, 
share     intervening     deck     with     master     bedroom.

The  three  parts  of  the  house  are  seen  clearly  at 
the  front.  Here,  living-dining-kitchen  wing  is  at  the 
entrance  side,  left.  The  sleeping  wing  is  right. 
The  patio  is  shielded  from  the  road  by  a  louvered 
screen  but  admits  air  for  ventilation.  Although  the 
house  opens  admirably  to  outdoors  to  provide  the 
full  enjoyment  of  sea  and  sun  for  which  it  was  de- 
signed, it  is  well  shielded  on  sides  and  front  from  any 
neighbors.  Note  the  solid  walls  on  the  house  front.

Front  of  house  has  carport  and  entrance  at  left, 
closed  garage  for  owner's  car  at  right.  Unusual  treat- 
ment of  fascia  (wood  strip  across  the  top  I  was  account- 
ed a  major  success  of  the  architecture.  On  the  34-ft. 
lot  a  side  roof  overhang  could  not  be  used  because  the 
local  building  code  limited  allowable  width  of  house. 


In  most  desirable  beach  communities  of  both  the  East  and 
West  Coasts,  the  narrowness  of  available  lots  and  the  high 
cost  of  building  sites  complicate  the  problem  of  designing 
a  waterfront  house.  With  neighbors  crowded  in  on  both 
sides,  privacy  must  somehow  be  provided,  but  to  realize 
the  benefit  of  the  site  the  house  should  be  opened  to  the 
great  sweep  of  ocean  view.  Constricted  in  width,  it  still 
must  be  large  enough  to  justify  the  price  of  the  property 
and  accommodate  the  guests  who  add  so  much  to  the 
pleasure  of  owning  a  place  on  the  water.  And,  while  a  cer- 
tain luxury  is  expected  of  a  beach  house  like  the  one  shown 
here,  it  also  should  be  impervious  to  vacation  wear  and 
tear  and  off-season  weather  and  hospitable  to  an  atmos- 
phere of  blue  jeans,  shorts  and  drying  sailboat  gear. 

This  two-story  house,  only  29  feet  wide,  satisfies  all 
these  requirements  and  more.  Thanks  largely  to  tiie  entry 
hall  and  the  patio  between  the  living-dining  area  and  study- 
guest  room,  its  spaciousness  is  the  first  quality  that  strikes 
you.  The  sliding  glass  walls  of  the  living-dining  area  open 
almost  the  entire  first  floor  to  the  waterfront  view,  but 
privacy  from  the  neighbors  is  absolute.  The  patio,  or  iimer 
court,  is  a  pleasant  retreat  from  glare  and  winds  and  a  liaven 
for  plants  which  the  wind  would  whip  to  shreds  outside. 

Despite  the  house's  size  (three  bedrooms  with  provision 
for  two  to  be  added),  the  owner,  who  lives  alone,  takes 
care  of  it  without  a  full  time  servant  and  entertains  as  many 
as  five  or  six  guests  on  weekends.  She  prefers  an  informal 
way  of  entertaining  and  finds  the  arrangement  of  kitchen- 
living-dining  area  and  bay  terrace  ideal  for  her  purpose.

Straij^htforward  design  of  house 
is  seen  in  the  architectural  rendering  at 
left  above.  A  fence  guards  privacy  of 
the  glassed-in  patio  or  inner  court  at 
the  center  of  the  house.  The  one-story 
front  section  of  the  house  was  structur- 
ally stressed  to  permit  later  addition  of 
two  bedrooms  and  a  bath  above  the 
garage  and  carport-entrance.  Plumb- 
ing was  studded  in.  Bedroom  deck  or 
terrace  in  the  angle  behind  chimney 
serves  a  double  purpose:  it  extends  liv- 
ing space  and  is  a  barrier  between 
street  and  bedroom  window. 
Living  room,  seen  at  left  from  the 
bay  terrace,  gains  great  spaciousness 
from  the  vista  through  glass  wall  to 
patio  and  study-guest  room  beyond. 
The  gleaming  copper  panel  of  fireplace 
on  left  wall  is  an  interesting  focal  point. 
The  sliding  glass  walls  have  designs 
sandblasted  on  them.  The  motifs  are 
decorative  but  practical,  too.  Guests 
don't  mistake  the  wall  for  an  open 
space  and  get  their  noses  bumped. 
Patio,  seen  at  right  in  a  view  across 
the  living  room  toward  the  bay,  is  the 
secret  of  the  architectural  success  of 
this  extremely  narrow  house,  if  any  of 
its  fine  features  can  be  singled  out.  It 
eliminates  entirely  the  "railroad  flat" 
look  few  narrow  houses  escape.  It  en- 
larges the  entertaining  space,  creates 
a  shelter  from  strong  winds  for  both 
people  and  plants.  By  opening  the 
guest-study  room  to  the  outdoors,  the 
patio  makes  still  another  contribution 
to  the  house's  remarkable  spaciousness. 
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A  timeless  design  becomes  a  fresh  inspiration 
in  decoration  with  the  revival  of 

the  shell  theme 


One  of  Nature's  most  ornamental  designs  has  been  an  inspiration  of  the  decorative 

arts  for  centuries.  Intrinsically  of  little  value,  shells  have  been  used  as 

currency  and  jewelry,  copied  in  the  finest  metals,  and  now  are  often  high-priced  collector's 

pieces.  Their  intricate  convolutions  and  exquisite  symmetry  attracted  the 

appraising  eye  of  the  earliest  designers  and  artists.  The  Roman,  Renaissance  and 

Georgian  designers  who  copied  the  stylized  grace  of  the  scallop  in  architecture,  fabrics, 

furniture  and  precious  metals  made  it  a  synonym  for  classic  style.  ( A  shell  motif  was 

Sheraton's  signature  in  marquetry  pieces.)   The  curves,  contours  and  colors  of  shells  lent  beauty 

to  the  design  of  serving  pieces:  Cellini  fashioned  a  gold  bowl  in  the  sweeping  spiral  of  a 

nautilus;  the  great  potteries  of  Wedgwood  and  Royal  Worcester  imitated  the  shapes  of  clams 

and  scallops  in  porcelain,  enriched  plates  with  shell  patterns  and  prismatic  tones.  Yet 

while  the  shell  molif  was  widely  interpreted,  real  shells  were  largely  ignored.  It  was  left 

to  the  Victorians,  with  their  passion  for  minutiae,  to  adopt  the  shell  itself.  Shell-encrusted 

boxes,  mother-of-pearl  objects  crowded  the  whatnots  and  occasional  tables  of  Victorian  parlors. 

Today  we  respect  not  oidy  the  sha})e  but  the  substance  of  shells.  We  use  shells  in 

decoration  in  a  way  that  is  freer  and  less  formal  than  the  classicists,  truer  and  more  practical 

than  the  Victorians.  Shell  designs  contribute  their  delicate  whorls  to  fabrics,  wallpaper, 

floor  coverings,  furniture,  china.  Shell  shapes  are  reproduced  in  ceramic,  brass  and  wicker. 

Shells  make  an  especially  inviting  theme  for  a  table  setting  and  here  the  real  and  fake  can  be 

mingled  with  an  eye  to  effect.  Polished  abalone  shells,  intense  and  nacreous,  become  chowder  dishes, 

individual  salad  bowls,  candy  dishes.  Little  pink  freshwater  clam  shells  act  as  ashtrays; 

the  spiny  murex  holds  cigarettes.  The  cornucopia-shaped  nautilus  can  be  filled  with  flowers  for 

a  centerpiece.  Clam  shells,  from  giant  to  dwarf,  are  good  for  serving.  On  the  following 

pages  are  ideas  for  using  the  myriad  patterns,  shapes  and  representations  of  shells. 

Their  names  fall  as  gently  and  rhythmically  on  the  ear  as  the  sound  of  waves: 

moon  shell,  star  shell,  dove  shell,  slipper  shell  and  sun-dial,  angel  wing,  milky  periwinkle.

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Opposite: 

As  limpid  and  cool  as  the  sea,  this  summer  table  setting  derives  its  inspiration  from  the  luminous 
tones  and  delicate  flutings  of  shells.  Iridescent  crystal  wine  and  water  glasses  suggest  the  shimmering 
sleekness  of  mother-of-pearl,  braid  oval  place  mats  the  ribbed  surface  of  a  scallop  shell.  The  rosy 
tones  of  the  platinum-banded  plates  recall  the  colors  of  the  flamingo  tongue  shell.  The  traditional 
sterling  pattern  has  a  decorative  shell  motif,  a  design  used  extensively  on  Georgian  silver.  The  one 
realistic  touch,  underlining  the  theme  of  the  setting,  is  a  milky-white  porcelain  clam  shell  which 
serves  a  first  course  of  melon  balls.

Service  door  compartment  (above)  for  deliveries  is  a  time 
saver  in  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nathaniel  Robbins.  Indicator, 
set  from  the  inside,  specifies  orders  of  eggs,  butter  and  milk. 
Easy-to-reach  storage  for  gourmet  cooking  was  built  into 
this  traditional  kitchen  without  altering  its  old-world  charm. 
Instead  of  cabinets,  Miss  Nancy  Cook  installed  paneling  and 
open  shelves  of  deep-toned  cherry  wood,  finished  it  herself  with 
shellac,  pumice,  oil,  and  waxed  it  to  a  deep  patina.  Shelves  above 
the  cooking  center  are  sized  to  hold  bulky  pieces,  old  and  new: 
an  antique  coffee  urn,  a  blender,  a  decorative  collection  of  molds. 
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A  flexiljle  plan  produced  a  versatile  kitchen  that  has  many 
points  in  its  favor  for  a  mother  running  a  house  without  help. 
Designed  by  architect  Edward  D.  Dart,  A.I.A.  for  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
George  M.  Bard  II,  who  have  four  young  children,  the  kitchen  is 
a  vantage  point  for  baby-watching,  a  center  for  meals  and  enter- 
taining and  a  traffic-free  cooking  area.  One  end  of  the  kitchen 
has  a  folding  door  that  opens  to  a  playroom  (above)  where  a 
desk  provides  a  planning  center  for  the  cook  (above,  right).  A 
curtain  of  wood  between  kitchen  and  living  room  is  left  open  for 
entertaining,  family  meals.  Raised  counter  becomes  a  buffet.

Develop- 
ment houses  with  complete  air  conditioning  have  been  sold 
for  as  little  as  $15,000.  This  rapid  reduction  in  cost  results 
from  striking  advances  in  manufacture.  Now  mass  produced 
in  a  number  of  types,  styles  and  sizes,  the  equipment  is 
soundly  engineered,  compactly  designed  and  flexible  enough 
for  any  kind  of  installation. 

Since  air  conditioning  is  the  home's  newest  type  of 
service  system,  it  is  the  least  understood.  Nearly  everyone 
knows  something  about  furnaces,  fuse  boxes  or  drains,  but 
air  conditioning  calls  for  expert  advice.  Go  to  a  reliable 
dealer.  On  these  pages  three  important  questions  about  air 
conditioning  are  answered :  What  should  the  system  do?  What 
type  is  best  for  you?  How  do  you  get  the  most  out  of  it? 

The  continuing  experience  of  the  Austin  "Research  Vil- 


lage" in  Texas,  sponsored  by  the  National  Association  of 
Home  Builders,  Air-Conditioning  &  Refrigeration  Institute 
and  the  National  Warm  Air  Heating  &  Air-Conditioning 
Association,  demonstrates  that  an  air-conditioning  system 
must  satisfy  three  requirements.  It  should  keep  the  air  mov- 
ing, control  humidity  and  hold  the  temperature  steady. 

In  the  summer-time  still  air  usually  is  hot  air,  and  to 
cool  properly,  an  air-conditioning  system  must  introduce 
chilled  air  with  enough  force  to  insure  continuous  circula- 
tion. The  second  important  function  of  the  system  is  to  treat 
the  air.  The  equipment  should  remove  excess  humidity  and 
filter  out  dust  and  pollen.  Thirdly,  the  system  should  main- 
tain a  comfortable  temperature.'After  dark,  when  the  tempera- 
ture usually  diops,  it  may  not  be  necessary  to  chill  the  air. 
This  part  of  the  system  is  automatically  stopped  but  the  air 
is  still  de-humidified  and  filtered.  The  best  system  for  you 
to  have  is  determined  by  several  factors:  the  kind  of  home 


Northern  exposure,  free  from  direct  sunlight,  needs  a  minimum  of  overhang  for  shade.  Ven- 
tilating fan  removes  excess  moisture  and  heat  from  kitchen   and  laundry.  Roof  is  well  insulated.

The  sketches  below  show  you  how  to 

overcome  hot  weather  handicaps. 


you  live  in  or  are  planning,  the  climate,  the  cost  and  quan- 
tity of  water  in  your  area. 

Whether  your  system  is  to  be  cooled  by  water  or  air, 
sized  for  southern  or  northern  summers,  it  will  fall  into  one 
of  three  basic  types — the  "add-on",  the  "separate",  and  the 
"year-round".  The  "add-on"  type  is  what  its  name  implies. 
It  is  designed  to  be  added  to  your  existing  heating  system. 
If  you  have  a  forced  warm  air  heating  system  with  ducts 
large  enough  to  handle  the  necessary  volume  of  air,  the  air 
conditioner  is  connected  to  it  and  uses  its  ductwork.  If  you 
have  hot  water  heating,  a  chiller  has  to  be  installed.  The  cool 
water  is  sent  through  existing  piping  and  a  blower  is  neces- 
sary at  each  room  convector  to  force  the  air  into  the  room. 
A  "separate"  system  has  no  connection  with  your  heating 
system.  It  has  its  own  controls,  ductwork  and  outlets  and  can 
be  used  in  homes  that  have  a  type  of  heating  not  adaptable 
to  air  conditioning.  The  "year-round"  unit  contains  air  cool- 


ing and  air  heating  in  one  package.  If  air  cooling  is  not  de- 
sired at  first,  the  furnace  is  installed  and  the  cooling  section 
can  be  slipped  into  place  later.  Another  type  of  year-round 
system  is  the  heat  pump.  This  air  conditioner  uses  refrigera- 
tion to  provide  summer  cooling. 

The  effectiveness  of  your  air-conditioning  system  is  di- 
rectly related  to  the  way  in  which  it  has  been  installed,  and 
how  your  home  has  been  prepared  for  it.  The  best  of  equip- 
ment is  no  better  than  its  installation ;  a  house  that  is  poorly 
insulated  or  oriented  can  increase  air-conditioning  problems. 
The  four  sketches  below  take  you  around  the  four  sides  of  a 
house.  Each  point  of  the  compass  has  its  own  problems,  and 
shown  here  are  construction  ideas,  use  of  materials,  and  plant- 
ing that  should  help  you  to  help  your  air  conditioning.  By 
following  these  suggestions  you  will  be  able  to  cut  down  the 
size  of  the  cooling  system  necessary  for  your  house  and  also 
help  reduce  operating  costs  during  the  summer  months. 


The  south  side  receives  sunlight  all  day  long.  Overhangs  and  long  porch  shade  walls  and  windows. 

Terraces  and  walks  are  made  of  a  dark  or  rough  textured  material  to  absorb  heat  instead  of  reflecting  it. 
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A  wall  facing  west  is  exposed  to  the  greatest  amount  of  sun.  Here  it  is  protected  by  tall  trees  and 
wide  roof  trellis.  These  devices,  plus  insulation  in  the  wall,  keep  warm  air  out  and   cool   air  in.

First  weekend 


North,  across  the  board:  Rhododendrons  show  effects  of 
drought  more  quickly  than  most  plants.  Often  unsuspected  rea- 
son: in  shady  locations,  where  they  thrive,  plants  must  compete 
for  water  with  tree  roots,  reveal  thirst  promptly  when  their  large 
leaves  evaporate  more  moisture  than  they  receive.  Convenient 
remedy:  permanent  disposal  of  perforated  plastic  hose  among 
plants,  with  jets  aimed  upward.  When  need  arises,  garden  hose 
is  connected  to  plastic  sprinkler;  spray  revives  wilted  foliage 
while  you  watch,  waters  roots  as  well.  Witli  open  end  plugged 
in  winter,  irrigator  may  remain  in  place  for  years.  .  .  .  Where 
excessive  heat  rather  than  actual  droiijjht  causes  plants  to  wilt, 
similar  spraying  in  air  restores  turbidity.  Otherwise  porous  can- 
vas hose  permitting  slow  seepage  directly  into  ground  is  surest, 
most  economical  watering  device  for  gardens. 
Southeast:  Awareness  of  damage  caused  to  boxwood  by  mites 
and  scale  insects  outpaces  knowledge  of  improved  controls.  In 
hot  weather  both  sulfur  (mite  deterrent)  and  oil  sprays  may 
cause  more  damage  than  pests  do.  Safer  remedies:  lindane  and 
Aramite,  separately  or  together. 

Southwest:  Try  chelated  (organic)  iron  to  improve  and 
sUenglhen  yellows  and  pinks  in  summer  rose  blossoms,  not  just 
to  make  pale  foliage  greener.  Apjdy  to  soil  beneath  mulch. 


Second  weekend 


Rose  country :  Among  reasons  for  pruning  rambler  roses  in 
July  is  production  of  longer  canes  and  handsomer  flowers  for 
next  year.  Of  more  practical  importance:  removal  at  ground 
level  of  growth  that  has  flowered  will  keep  the  annual  opera- 
tion quick  and  tidy.  After  eliminating  old  branches,  start  train- 
ing of  young  replacements  that  should  make  spectacular  pro- 
gress by  season's  end.  .  .  .  Though  costly,  a  new  book.  Roses 
for  Pleasure  by  Richard  Thomson  and  Helen  Van  Pelt  Wilson 
(Van  Nostrand.  $5.95)  is  brisk,  informative,  readable.  Rose 
enthusiasts  may  find  it  a  bed  book  worth  keeping. 
Mid-south:  Many  annuals  will  flower  handsomely  in  autumn 
and  early  winter  from  summer  sown  seed.  Chief  cause  of  failures 
may  well  be  attempt  to  transplant  seedlings  in  hot  weather. 
Insurance:  sow  seeds  where  they  are  to  remain.  Simply  thin 
the  plants  as  necessary;  or  wait  until  cool  days,  then  move 
plants  only  with  a  ball  of  earth  intact  around  the  roots. 
San  Francisco  note:  The  diurnal  sea  change  of  the  bay  area 
(fog)  creates  a  good  environment  for  growing  seed  of  peren- 
nials and  alpine  plants.  Cool  moist  nights  speed  seedling  growth. 
But  beware  daytime  drying,  not  only  of  seedlings  but  all  plants, 
especially  in  windward  places.  A  latticed  windbreak,  even  a 
solid  glass  screen,  may  be  your  best  friend. 


Third  weekend 


General  alert :  Sprays  and  dusts  currently  available  to  gar- 
deners are  probably  more  deletereous  to  pests  and  less  danger- 
ous to  humans  than  they  have  been  at  any  time  in  recent  mem- 
ory. They  are  being  used,  however,  in  enormous  quantities,  and 
cumulative  irritations  following  their  use  may  escape  casual 
notice.  Almost  all  proprietary  compounds  containing  DDT, 
malathion,  methoxychlor,  sulfur  may  irritate  mucuous  mem- 
branes, cause  skin  rashes,  inflame  eyes  or  otherwise  bother  al- 
most anyone  under  certain  conditions.  Buy  a  mask  costing  a 
couple  of  dollars — and  use  it.  Wear  goggles  if  your  eyes  sting 
after  spraying.  Try  to  stay  upwind  of  your  work.  Wash  residue 
from  skin  promptly. 

Southwest :  There  seems  never  to  be  enough  water  to  give  the 
garden  its  quota,  nor  enough  mulches  to  conserve  what  water 
is  applied.  As  an  inexpensive  substitute  for  underground  water- 
ing, lay  canvas  soaker  hose  on  soil  beneath  mulch.  Plant  roots, 
not  mulch,  will  get  available  water,  with  evaporation  reduced 
to  minimum.  Fuchsias  and  tuberous  begonias  may  do  with  less 
soil  water  if  humidity  is  raised  around  foliage  bv  fogginc  or 
mist  sprayers.  Above  all,  provide  midday  shade  where  you  can. 
Northwest :  Shock  treatment  for  wisterias  reluctant  to  flower : 
prune  new  shoots  leaving  only  3  growth  eyes  for  next  year. 


Fourth  weekend 


All  temperate  regions:  Mainstay  of  gardening  where  sea- 
sonal variations  are  great  is  replenishment  of  soil  humus,  or 
organic  matter,  by  means  of  compost  produced  during  short 
summer  season.  Vegetable  wastes,  leaves,  clippings  and  the 
like  are  broken  down  into  humus-forming  matter  only  by  bac- 
terial action  in  the  presence  of  warmth,  moisture  and  air. 
Fortunately  compost,  to  be  useful  in  beds  and  borders,  need 
not  be  completely  disintegrated,  may  even  be  more  useful  if  it 
contains  a  good  deal  of  fibrous  matter  when  incorporated  into 
the  soil.  Well  organized  compost  program  will  produce  two 
batches  per  season:  1)  wastes  collected  previous  fall  and  de- 
composed during  current  spring  and  early  summer;  2)  wastes 
accumulated  this  season,  composted  now.  and  returned  to  gar- 
den in  autumn.  Suggested  container:  double  bin  made  of  con- 
crete blocks,  piled  2  or  3  rows  deep  with  open  joints.  Adjust 
size  to  suit  supply.  One  bin  brews  while  other  accumulates.  .  .  . 
Fashions  in  lawn  care  change.  Current  development  of  precise 
applicators  for  quick'acting  liquid  fertilizers  suggests  increased 
production  of  lawn  foliage,  larger  volume  of  clippings  after 
mowing,  and  desirability  of  removing  clippings  rather  than  leav- 
ing them  as  mulch.  Choosy  gardeners  may  wish  to  experiment 
with  feed  and  sweep  method,  even  though  it  means  more  work.

way.  Interesting,  too,  is  an  ancient 
stone  church  on  the  tiny  island  of 
Kvamsdy.  There  are  rowboats  for 
fishing. 

The  beach  at  Kvikne's  is  un- 
usual. It's  on  a  tiny  island  just 
off  the  hotel  front.  At  the  pier, 
nearby,  is  a  general  store  for 
hikers  to  stock  their  own  pro- 
visions, a  drug  store,  and  a  maga- 
zine stand. 

My  favorite  part  of  Sweden  is 
Dalecarlia.  a  lush  province  of 
rolling  hills,  thriving  towns  and 
tiny  villages  which — almost  alone 
in  Sweden— have  preserved  the 
nation's  colorful  folk  traditions. 
Rattvik.  one  of  the  principal 
villages,  is  on  Lake  Siljan,  five 
hours  by  swift,  modern  train  from 
Stockholm.  Near  the  village,  on  a 
wooded  hill  overlooking  the  lake, 
is  spacious  Hotel  Siljansborg. 
Rates  (American  plan  with  superb 
food)  range  from  $5  to  $8  a  day 
single. 

If  you  go,  try  to  be  there  on  a 
Sunday,  so  that  you  can  attend 
services  at  the  village  parish 
church.  People  in  this  part  of 
Sweden  wear  traditional  regional 
costume  to  church,  and  many  of 
them,  from  outlying  villages  on 
the  huge,  25-mile-long  lake,  still 
row  to  services  in  church  boats, 
long,  low  craft  adapted  from  the 
Viking  vessels. 

Swedish  sightseeing 

You'll  enjoy  visiting  Mora, 
where  Dalecarlian  artist  Anders 
Zorn's  collection  of  regional  paint- 
ings is  housed  in  a  museum; 
Falun,  the  regional  capital,  with 
its  unusual  Bergslags  Mining 
Museum  (the  local  mining  com- 
pany was  chartered  in  the  13th 
century),  and  the  Dala  Fornsal 
Museum,  with  notable  primitive 
paintings. 

Worth  exploring  are  tiny 
villages  off  the  main  highways 
which  few  tourists  bother  with.  I'd 
recommend  Dalstuga.  Skattung- 
byn  and  Sarna.  if  you'd  like  a  pic- 
ture of  really  rustic  hamlet  life. 
And  if  you  can,  visit  a  fabod — a 
small  mountain  farm  for  summer 
grazing  of  cattle.  With  luck  you 
may  hear  the  girls  blowing  their 
birch  bark  lures.  There's  good 
shopping  in  Dalecarlia — the  fa- 
mous gaily  painted  wooden  toy 
horses,  handsome  handwoven  tex- 
tiles, and  interesting  ceramics. 

Hotel  Aulanko  is  the  undis- 
puted queen  of  Finnish  resorts, 
situated  on  one  of  the  country's 
100,000  lakes,  in  an  unspoiled 
southern  forest  region  which  has 
been  designated  Aulanko  National 
Park  by  the  government. 


Quickest  way  to  Aulanko  is  a 
two-hour  train  ride  from  Helsinki. 
A  more  interesting;  route,  though, 
is  to  go,  as  I  did,  by  train  from 
Helsinki  to  Toijala.  and  transfer 
there  to  a  lake  steamer  for  a 
leisurely  journey  (with  lunch  on 
deck)  to  the  hotel's  pier. 

The  hotel,  faultlessly  oper- 
ated by  the  Finnish  Tourist  Asso- 
ciation, is  one  of  the  finest  in  the 
North.  Most  of  its  rooms  have 
private  baths,  and  all  have  ter- 
races (rates  $4 — $6  single  with 
bath,  16.50  to  $9  double).  The 
decoration  is  mid-30s  Finnish 
Modern.  The  fare  is  Finnish  food 
at  its  best — seafoods  (particularly 
crayfish),  thick  steaks,  dill-sea- 
soned salads,  the  superb  Finnish 
version  of  our  Rye-Krisp,  native 
berry  liqueurs  and  beers,  and  a 
fine  cellar  of  imported  wines. 

There  are  golf,  tennis,  swim- 
ming, and  of  course,  a  Finnish 
sauna  bath.  The  sauna  should  be 
avoided  only  by  persons  with  heart 
trouble.  It  is  a  dry  bath  with  heat 
produced  from  a  stove  burning 
birch  logs;  atop  the  logs  is  a  layer 
of  smooth  lake  rocks  occasionally 
basted  with  water  to  intensify  the 
heat.  Because  of  the  dryness,  one 
can  stand  as  much  as  250°F.  (I 
have  a  membership  certificate  in 
the  Noble  Order  of  Sauna  Friends 
to  prove  it.) 

You  stay  in  the  bathhouse 
(seated  on  a  wooden  bench)  for 
10  or  15  minutes,  then  a  dip  in  the 
lake,  repeating  the  hot-cold  oper- 
ation several  times.  Cold  beer 
traditionally  follows,  and  if  you 
are  thirsty  enough,  the  pound  or 
two  you've  shed  in  the  bath  return 
with  this  refreshment.  Result: 
you've  never  felt  better  in  your 
life.  And  if  you  stay  long  enough, 
you'll  want  a  sauna  a  week;  it's 
customary  with  the  Finns. 

Aulanko  is  but  a  few  miles 
from  Hameenlinna,  the  attractive 
village  where  Sibelius  was  born. 
Close  by,  at  Hattula,  is  one  of  the 
few  Finnish  medieval  stone 
churches,  with  fascinating,  well 
preserved  frescoes  and  murals. 

No  part  of  Denmark  has  more 
charm  or  beauty  than  the  island 
of  Funen,  which  separates  Jutland 
(that  part  of  Denmark  physically 
attached  to  the  continent )  from 
Zealand,  the  island  on  which  Co- 
penhagen is  situated. 

On  the  Baltic  coast,  85  miles 
from  the  capital,  is  Svendborg. 
yachting  center  of  Denmark,  prin- 
cipal town  of  Southern  Funen. 
There  you  will  find  the  new  Hotel 
Svendborg,  an  excellent  example 
of  contemporary  Danish  design, 
both    architecturally    and    in    its 


attractive  decoration.  Every  room 
has  a  bath  and  rates  start  at  about 
$2  single,  per  day,  European  plan. 
Breakfast,  lunch  and  dinner  come 
to  no  more  than  $5  a  day.  and  the 
Svendborg's  meals  are  first  class. 
Featured  each  noon  is  the  tradi- 
tional Danish  koldtbord  (cold 
table) — a  varied  selection  of  deli- 
cacies— hams,  roasts,  poultry,  sea- 
food specialties  like  tiny  shrimps 
and  smoked  eel,  rich  Danish 
cheeses,  dark  and  light  breads  and 
crisp  breads.  For  dessert,  served 
with  coffee,  there  is  Danish  pastry 
which  the  hotel  guarantees  "will 
make  you  hear  the  angels  sing." 
Stronger  stuff?  Denmark's  aqua- 
vit, always  drunk  with  food  at  the 
beginning  of  the  meal,  and  the 
country's  justly  famous  beers. 

Danish  delights 

Aside  from  eating,  Svendborg 
offers  other  pleasures — the  bath- 
ing beach  minutes  away  at  Chris- 
tiansminde,  with  its  own  restau- 
rant serving  country  specialties. 
You  may  make  excursions  by  boat 
to  islands  in  the  harbor — Taas- 
inge,  with  a  delightful  restaurant 
in  an  old  windmill;  Aeroe,  with 
its  tiny,  fairy-tale  village  of  wind- 
ing streets,  dwarf-like  houses,  and 
Kioebinghus,  a  coffee  house  dating 
from  1645,  where  a  stop  for  pastry 
and  coffee  is  a  requisite. 

Nearby,  and  open  to  visitors, 
are  a  number  of  the  Renaissance 
castles  including  Ekeskov,  sur- 
rounded by  a  moat  and  set  amidst 
formal  gardens,  and  Hesselager- 
Gaard,  home  of  Baron  Blixen- 
Finecke  and  his  family,  descend- 
ants of  the  original  owners. 

Odense.  Denmark's  third  city 
and  the  birthplace  of  Hans  Chris- 
tian Andersen,  is  25  miles  from 
Svendborg.  You'll  enjoy  browsing 
in  the  Andersen  birthplace,  now  a 
museum  of  Anderseniana,  and  you 
might  enjoy  lunch  at  the  famous 
Gamle  Kro.   (Old  Inn.) 

One  more  thing  about  Scan- 
dinavia: the  skol.  It's  a  ritual 
which  varies  in  formality  from 
country  to  country,  region  to  re- 
gion, and  it  sounds  more  complex 
on  paper  than  it  actually  is.  I  think 
you'd  prefer  learning  it  on  the  spot 
rather  than  the  directions  given 
here. 

But  this  should  be  said  of  it : 
no  other  Western  peoples  raise 
their  glasses  in  quite  the  same 
way  with  quite  the  same  meaning. 
The  Scandinavian,  when  he  toasts 
you.  looks  you  straight  in  the  eye 
and  you  return  in  kind.  I  believe 
you'll  find,  as  I  have,  that  the  hos- 
pitality which  the  one-word  skol 
expresses  so  sincerely  is  quite  as 
unique  as  the  toast  itself.     END

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DECORATING  TRICKS 
WITH  REAL  SHELLS 

The  beachcomber  s  trophies  can  be 
transformed  into  gay  summer  accessories 
to  brighten  house  and  garden 


That  fascinating  summer  hobby,  shell-collecting,  provides 
perfect  specimens  of  nature's  art  which  can  bring  new 
interest  to  the  decoration  of  your  home.  The  cool  beauty  of 
sea  shells  is  especially  appropriate  for  vacation  houses,  patios, 
terraces  and  gardens.  Shells  add  a  refreshing  marine  touch 
to  a  bathroom,  a  light-hearted  note  to  a  family  room.  Strung 
together,  they  make  an  airy  curtain  for  a  window.  Shells 
are  tougher  than  they  look  and  require  deft  handling.  To 
pierce  them  for  stringing  or  wiring,  use  a  high-speed  hand 
drill.  Another  method,  more  suitable  for  small  or  delicate 
shells,  is  to  lay  them  on  a  flat  board  and  punch  a  hole  with 
sharp  taps  of  a  dull  ice  pick.  Small  snail  shells  can  often  be 
pierced  with  a  strong  needle.  It  is  advisable  to  practice  first 
with  expendable  shells  until  you  can  gauge  exactly  the  amount 
of  force  or  pressure  that  is  needed.  The  tiniest  fragile  shell.s 
should  be  attached  to  surfaces  with  a  strong  glue  solution. 


Shell  trees  introduce  a  note  of  fantasy  to  a  foyer  or  fam- 
ily room.  For  tree  bases,  buy  white  cardboard  urns  at  florists 
or  dime  store.  Fill  the  urns  with  gravel  or  sand  and  cover 
the  sand  with  a  1"  layer  of  white  scallop  or  clam  shells.  Take 
balls  of  Styrofoam  in  three  graduated  sizes  (proportion  de- 
pends on  size  of  urn)  and  impale  them  on  a  green-painted 
dowel,  putting  largest  ball  at  bottom,  smallest  at  top.  Stick 
dowel  firmly  into  sand.  Glue  white  scallop  shells  of  appropri- 
ate sizes  on  the  balls  in  layers,  overlapping  them  like  shingles. 


Shell  mobile  is  fun  for  fam- 
ily room  or  child's  room.  Drill 
a  small  hole  in  hinge  edge  of 
scallop  shells.  Take  a  piece  of 
copper  wire,  make  a  small  loop 
off-center  and  bend  each  end. 
Hook  ends  to  shells.  Make  off- 
center  loop  and  bend  ends  of 
second  wire.  Hook  shorter  end 
to  loop  in  first  wire  and  long 
end  to  another  shell.  Repeat, 
alternating  direction  of  wires, 
until  desired  size.  Tie  fine  ny- 
lon string  to  center  loop  of 
last  wire  and  atlach  to  ceiling. 


Shell  bracket  for  a  bathroom 
shelf  is  clever  camouflage. 
Take  conch  shells  8"  to  10" 
long  and  drill  a  hole  in  the 
wide  lip.  near  the  top  edge. 
Run  fine  wire  through  the  holes 
and  attach  it  to  iron,  brass  or 
copper  shelf  brackets.  (If  the 
brackets  are  wood,  the  shells 
may  be  screwed  to  them.)  Se- 
cure shells  to  brackets  with 
glue  at  other  points.  Screw 
brackets  to  wall.  The  shells 
hide  the  metal  brackets  and 
appear   to   support   the   shelf. 


Shell  curtain  for  a  window  wall 
is  made  from  colorful  fresh-water 
snail  shells,  scallop  shells  or  simi- 
lar types  strung  on  nylon  cord. 
Pierce  the  shells  at  both  ends  and 
thread  them  on  lengths  of  cord,  2" 
apart,  making  a  knot  under  each 
shell  to  hold  it  in  position.  Fasten 
the  cords  to  wire,  spacing  them 
IV2"  apart,  and  string  the  wire 
across  the  window.  Alternatively, 
tack  cords  to  top  of  window  frame.

'^  1 1  hose  cherished  American  institutions  iced  water  and  ice 
■*-  cream  actually  had  their  origin  in  the  whim  of  a  Roman 
emperor  and  the  wayfarings  of  a  Venetian  traveler.  Nero,  who 
was  inbrdinately  fond  of  iced  water,  had  slaves  make  regular  de- 
liveries of  snow  and  ice,  sometimes  from  as  far  as  the  Alps.  The 
more  opulent  Romans  built  ice  houses  so  they  could  sip  their 
nivatae  potiones,  drinks  cooled  by  snow  strained  through  a  silver 
colander,  all  the  year  round.  The  Western  discovery  of  ice  cream 
is  credited  to  Marco  Polo,  who  sampled  cream  and  water  ices  on 
his  Oriental  trips.  He  introduced  them  to  the  Italians,  and  they 
found  them  much  to  their  taste.  In  fact,  when  Catherine  de  Medici 
married  Henry  II  of  France,  three  centuries  later,  she  insisted 
on  importing  her  own  chefs  to  prepare  her  favorite  iced  dishes. 
It  was  not  until  the  end  of  the  17th  century  that  the  trade  in 
snow  and  ice  became  so  wide-spread  and  lucrative  that  the 
French  government  found  it  a  convenient  source  of  taxation.  Yet 
the  sensuous  delights  of  ice  had  long  been  known.  Hippocrates 
warned:  "It  is  dangerous  to  heat,  cool  or  make  a  commotion 
all  of  a  sudden  in  the  body.  Everything  that  is  excessive  is  an 
enemy  to  nature.  Why  should  anyone  run  the  hazard  in  the  heat 
of  summer  of  drinking  of  iced  waters  which  are  excessively  cold 
and  suddenly  throwing  the  body  into  a  different  state  than  it 
was  before,  producing  thereby  many  ill  effects?"  But  men  eon- 
tinned  to  devise  means  to  thwart  nature.  During  the  siege  of 
Petra,  Alexander  the  Great  chilled  his  army's  wine  ration  in 
deep  snow-filled  trenches.  The  Egyptians  and  Portuguese,  with 
no  snow  at  hand,  cooled  water  by  evaporation,  exposing  it  to  the 
night  winds  in  porous  vessels  until  it  was  filmed  with  ice.  The

Incas  used  relays  of  runners  to  carry  snow  from  the  high  Andes. 
Refrigeration  did  claim  one  victim.  Sir  Francis  Bacon  is  said 
to  have  died  of  a  chill  caught  while  stuffing  a  fowl  with  snow 
one  wintry  day  to  see  if  it  could  be  preserved. 

Refrigeration  without  the  aid  of  nature  was  finally  discov- 
ered by  a  Spanish  physician,  Villafranca,  who  practised  in  Rome 
around  1550.  He  put  a  bottle  of  liquid  in  a  large  container  of 
water,  added  saltpeter  to  the  water  and  rotated  the  bottle  until 
the  contents  chilled.  In  1844,  one  Thomas  Masters  brought  out 
a  booklet  describing  his  double-motion  machine  for  making  ice 
and  ice  cream,  "a  novel  invention  which  no  mansion  can  hence- 
forward be  complete  without."  With  an  engaging  lack  of  mod- 
esty he  admitted  that  "the  merit  of  this  invention  is  due  to  Mr. 
Thomas  Masters,  who  by  the  researches  of  his  art  has  at  once 
triumphed  over  the  difficulties  and  imitated  the  chemistry  of 
nature."  Other  inventors  produced  ice  makers,  and  in  1863 
one  which  used  an  ammonia  and  water  solution  arrived  in  New 
Orleans.  Mechanical  refrigeration,  aided  by  a  shortage  of  natu- 
ral ice  in  1890,  found  a  country  eager  to  adopt  its  benefits. 

Today,  when  our  appetite  for  chilled  food  quickens  as  the 
temperature  rises,  we  have  only  to  turn  to  the  refrigerator. 
Iced  soups,  salads,  entrees  and  desserts  borrowed  from  the  world 
(some  fine  recipes  appear  on  the  following  pages)  can  be  quickly 
prepared,  served  on  ice  to  preserve  their  delicious  chill.  How 
far  we  have  come  from  the  days  of  Bacon,  who  lamented,  "Heat 
and  cold  are  nature's  two  hands  whereby  she  chiefly  worketh  and 
heat  we  have  in  readiness  in  respect  of  fire  but  for  cold  we  must 
stay  till  it  cometh  or  seek  it  in  deep  caves  and  high  mountains."

1  can  (16  ounces)  beets,  julienne  style 

ly^  tablespoons  gelatin 

y^  cup  sherry 

3  cups  canned  chicken  consomme 

1  tablespoon  lemon  juice 

2  teaspoons  sugar 

6  tablespoons  sour  cream 

Force  the  undrained  beets  through  a  sieve 
or  puree  in  an  electric  blender.  Soak  the 
gelatin  in  the  sherry,  place  over  hot  water ; 
stir  until  dissolved.  Combine  with  the 
pureed  beets,  consomme,  lemon  juice  and 
sugar.  Taste  for  seasoning.  Pour  into  6 
bouillon  cups  and  chill  until  firm.  Serve  with 
a  tablespoon  of  sour  cream  on  top.  Serves  6, 

Cream  of  Celery  Soup 

3  tablespoons  butter 
1  cup  chopped  onion 

1  bunch  celery,  sliced 

2  potatoes,  peeled  and  sliced 
6  cups  water 

1  teaspoon  salt 
y^.  teaspoon  pepper 
1  egg  yolk 

1  teaspoon  Worcestershire  sauce 

2  tablespoons  grated  Parmesan  cheese 
1  cup  heavy  cream 


Melt  the  butter  in  a  saucepan;  saute  the 
onion  for  10  minutes,  but  do  not  let  it 
brown.  Add  the  celery,  potatoes,  water,  salt 
and  pepper.  Cook  over  medium  heat  for  30 
minutes.  Force  through  a  sieve  or  puree 
in  an  electric  blender.  Strain.  Beat  egg 
yolk,  Worcestershire  sauce,  cheese,  cream 
together.  Gradually  add  the  soup,  stirring 
constantly  to  prevent  curdling.  Chill.  Serve 
with  a  dash  of  paprika.  Serves  6. 

Cream  of  Sorrel  Soup 

1  pound  sorrel  (sour  grass) 

6  cups  chicken  stock  (fresh  or  canned) 

2  teaspoons  salt 
Dash  of  nutmeg 
2  egg  yolks 

2  cups  light  cream 

Wash  the  sorrel  thoroughly  in  several 
changes  of  water.  Cut  off  the  stems.  Break 
the  leaves  into  thirds.  Combine  the  sorrel, 
stock,  salt  and  nutmeg  in  a  saucepan.  Bring 
to  a  boil  and  cook  over  low  heat  for  30 
minutes.  Force  through  a  sieve  or  puree 
in  an  electric  blender.  Beat  the  egg  yolks 
and  cream  together.  Gradually  add  the 
sorrel  puree,  mixing  steadily  to  prevent 
curdling.  Serve  very  cold  with  a  dab  of 
whipped  cream,  if  desired.  Serves  8. 
Note:  To  make  larger  amounts  for  freezing, 
prepare  just  the  sorrel  mixture.  The  day 
before  it  is  to  be  served,  heat  and  combine 
with  the  eggs  and  cream.  Chill  again. 

Cold  Mulligatawny 

1  cup  lentils 

7  cups  water 

2  tablespoons  butter 

y^  cup  finely  chopped  onions 

1  clove  garlic,  minced 

2  teaspoons  salt 

1  tablespoon  curry  powder 

1/4  teaspoon  dried  ground  chili  peppers 

2  teaspoons  lemon  juice 
1  cup  light  cream 

Wash  the  lentils  thoroughly.  If  presoaked 
variety  is  not  used,  soak  overnight  in  water 
to  cover.  Drain.  Combine  the  lentils  and  7 
cups  water  in  a  saucepan.  Bring  to  a  boil 
and  cook  over  medium  heat  1  hour  or  until 
tender.  Meanwhile,  melt  the  butter  in  a 
skillet;  saute  the  onion  and  garlic  for  10 
minutes.  Add  to  the  lentils  with  the  salt, 
curry  powder,  chili  peppers  and  lemon 
juice.  Cook  15  minutes.  Force  through  a 
sieve  or  puree  in  an  electric  blender.  Chill. 
Add  the  cream,  stir  and  serve.  If  desired, 
place  a  teaspoon  of  whipped  cream  in  the 
center  of  each  portion.  Serves  8. 


Beer  Soup 

1  quart  light  beer 
1  cup  dry  ivhite  wine 

1  cup  water 

2  tablespoons  sugar 

1  tablespoon  butter 

2  egg  yolks 

1  cup  heavy  cream 

Combine  the  beer,  wine,  water,  sugar  and 
butter  in  a  saucepan.  Cook  over  low  heat 
for  20  minutes.  Beat  the  egg  yolks  and 
cream  in  a  bowl;  gradually  add  the  soup, 
mixing  steadily  to  prevent  curdling.  Chill. 
Serves  6. 

Iced  Cherry  Soup 

1  pound  sour  red  cherries,  pitted 
y^.  cup  sugar 

6y2  cups  water 

2  tablespoons  cornstarch 

Cook  the  cherries,  sugar  and  6  cups  of 
water  over  low  heat  for  45  minutes.  (If 
canned  sour  red  cherries  are  substituted, 
reduce  cooking  time  to  30  minutes.)  Mix 
the  cornstarch  and  V^  cup  of  water  to  a 
smooth  paste.  Stir  into  the  cherry  mixture, 
stirring  constantly  until  it  begins  to  thicken. 
Cook  over  low  heat  for  5  minutes.  Chill. 
Serve  with  a  dash  of  sour  cream  or  whipped 
cream,  if  desired.  Serves  6. 

Cream  of  Carrot  Soup 

4  tablespoons  butter 
6  carrots,  sliced 

1  onion,  chopped 

2  potatoes,  peeled  and  sliced 

1  cup  sliced  celery  root  or  celery 

6  cups  chicken  stock  or  canned  consomme 

y^  teaspoon  white  pepper 

1  cup  heavy  cream 

Dash  of  nutmeg 

Melt  the  butter  in  a  saucepan;  add  the 
carrots,  onion,  potatoes  and  celery  root. 
Cook  over  low  heat  for  15  minutes,  stir- 
ring frequently.  Add  the  stock  and  pepper. 
Cover  and  cook  over  low  heat  for  45  min- 
utes. Force  through  a  sieve  or  puree  in  an 
electric  blender.  Add  the  cream  and  correct 
seasoning.  Chill  until  ice  cold.  Serve  with 
a  dash  of  nutmeg.  Serves  6.

Fish  Loaf,  Gastronome 

4  pounds  salmon,  white  fish  or  shrimp 

1  onion,  chopped 

2  egg  yolks 

2  tablespoons  cracker  meal 
3V^  teaspoons  salt 
Yz  teaspoon  white  pepper 
2  tablespoons  minced  parsley 

2  egg  whites,  stiffly  beaten 

3  onions,  sliced 

4  cups  water 

Yz  teaspoon  freshly  ground  black  pepper 
1  tablespoon  gelatin 

When  buying  fish,  ask  for  the  head  and 
skin.  Grind  the  fish  or  cleaned  shrimp,  then 
chop  it  together  with  the  chopped  onion, 
egg  yolks,  cracker  meal,  1^^  teaspoons  salt, 
white  pepper  and  parsley.  Fold  in  the  egg 
whites.  Combine  the  fish  heads,  sliced 
onions,  water,  2  teaspoons  salt,  and  black 
pepper  in  a  saucepan.  Bring  to  a  boil. 
Shape  the  fish  mixture  into  1  large  or  2 
small  loaves.  Place  on  a  rack  or  wrap  in 
cheesecloth  and  lower  gently  into  the  boil- 
ing liquid.  Cover  and  cook  over  low  heat 
for  11/2  hours.  Taste  the  stock,  adding  more 
salt  and  pepper  if  necessary.  Carefully  re- 
move the  loaves  and  place  in  a  pan  or 
serving  dish  at  least  3"  deep.  Soften  the 
gelatin  in  i/4  cup  cold  water  for  5  minutes. 
Strain  the  stock  and  add  the  gelatin,  stir- 
ring until  dissolved.  Pour  over  the  fish  loaf- 
Chill.  Slice  and  serve  with  horse  radish  as 
an  appetizer.  Serves  6-8. 
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Smoked  Salmon  Mousse 

IY2  tablespoons  gelatin 
3  tablespoons  cold  water 
2  tablespoons  butter 

2  tablespoons  flour 
V2  teaspoon  salt 

1  cup  light  cream 

%  lb,  cream  cheese 

14  teaspoon  freshly  ground  black  pepper 

3  egg  yolks,  beaten 

Yz  lb.  smoked  salmon,  minced 

1  cup  whipped  cream 

3  egg  whites,  stiffly  beaten 

Soak  the  gelatin  in  the  water  while  pre- 
paring the  white  sauce.  Melt  the  butter  in 
a  saucepan ;  stir  in  the  flour  and  salt.  Grad- 
ually add  the  cream,  stirring  constantly 
until  it  reaches  the  boiling  point.  Cook  over 
low  heat  for  5  minutes.  Remove  from  heat 
and  add  gelatin,  stirring  until  dissolved. 
Mash  the  cheese  and  add  with  the  pepper. 
Gradually  add  the  egg  yolks,  stirring  con- 
stantly to  prevent  curdling.  Cool  for  15 
minutes.  Fold  in  the  salmon,  whipped 
cream  and  egg  whites.  Turn  into  a  but- 
tered IV2  quart  casserole  or  souffle  dish. 
Chill  until  set,  about  4  hours.  Unmold,  or 
serve  directly  from  the  dish  as  an  appetizer 
or  luncheon  main  course.  Serves  4-6. 

Lobster  Rossini 

3  boiled  lobsters,  split 
Y2  pound  crab  meat,  flaked 

3  tablespoons  tomato  paste 

1  cup  mayonnaise 

2  teaspoons  chopped  chives 
6  anchovy  fillets 

2  pimentos,  thinly  sliced 

Carefully  remove  the  tail  meat  from  the 
lobsters  and  reserve.  Crack  the  claws  and 
remove  the  meat;  dice  the  claw  meat  and 
combine  with  the  crabmeat,  tomato  paste, 
Ys  cup  of  the  mayonnaise  and  chives.  Stuff 
the  shells  with  the  mixture  and  cover  with 
the  meat  of  the  lobster  tails.  Press  down 
gently.  Decorate  the  top  of  each  with  the 
balance  of  the  mayonnaise,  forced  through 
a  pastry  tube,  if  desired.  Arrange  the  an- 
chovies and  pimentos  on  top.  Chill  until 
ready  to  serve.  Serves  6. 

Shrimp  Ondines 

2  cans  (7%  ounces)  salmon 

4  tablespoons  butter 

1  cup  whipped  cream 

2  cups  cooked  chopped  shrimp 
%  cup  mayonnaise 

1  tablespoon  gelatin 

3  tablespoons  cold  water 


%  cup  white  wine 

6  whole  cooked  shrimp 

Chopped  parsley 

You  may  prepare  the  ondines  the  day  be- 
fore they  are  to  be  served.  Drain  the  salmon 
and  mash  very  fine.  Cream  the  butter,  add- 
ing the  salmon  gradually.  Beat  until  light 
and  fluffy.  Fold  in  the  whipped  cream.  Use 
6  shells  or  small  individual  dishes  or  co- 
cottes.  Line  each  with  some  of  the  salmon 
mixture,  reserving  enough  to  use  as  a  cover. 
Mix  the  chopped  shrimp  and  mayonnaise 
together.  Fill  the  prepared  dishes  with  the 
shrimp  and  cover  with  the  remaining  salm- 
on mixture.  Place  in  the  freezing  compart- 
ment. Soften  the  gelatin  in  the  water  for  5 
minutes.  Place  over  hot  water  until  gelatin 
dissolves  and  is  clear.  Stir  in  the  wine. 
Spoon  over  the  top  of  the  salmon  mixture 
and  chill  until  firm.  Garnish  with  a  whole 
shrimp  and  chopped  parsley.  Serves  6. 

Cold  Salmon  Wedges 

2  cans  f'7%  ounces)  salmon 

1  cup  rice,  half-cooked,  and  drained 

2  tablespoons  grated  onion 
IY2  teaspoons  salt 

Y^  teaspoon  pepper 

2  tablespoons  lemon  juice 

2  cups  milk,  scalded  and  cooled 

3  tablespoons  chopped  parsley 
3  eggs,  beaten 

Y^  cup  melted  butter 

Drain  and  flake  the  salmon.  Add  the  rice, 
onion,  salt,  pepper,  lemon  juice,  milk,  pars- 
ley and  eggs.  Mix  well.  Turn  into  a  lYz 
quart  buttered  casserole.  Pour  the  butter 
on  top.  Bake  in  a  350°  oven  for  35  minutes 
or  until  firm  and  brown  on  top.  Chill  and 
cut  into  wedges.  Serves  6. 

Potato  and  Shrimp  Salad, 
Provencale 

2  pounds  potatoes 

3  pounds  shrimp,  cooked  and  cleaned 
6  hard-cooked  eggs,  sliced 

1  pound  (or  1  package  frozen)  French  style 

green  beans,  cooked 
1  can  anchovy  fillets 
1  cup  dry  white  wine 
Y\  cup  cognac 
1  cup  olive  oil 
Yz  cup  lemon  juice 
1  teaspoon  salt 

%  teaspoon  freshly  ground  black  pepper 
%  teaspoon  dry  mustard 

Prepare  the  salad  the  day  before  it  is  to 
be  served.  Boil  the  unpeeled  potatoes  in 
salted  water  until  tender  but  firm.  Peel 


and  slice  them.  In  a  bowl  arrange  succes- 
sive layers  (starting  and  ending  with  the 
potatoes)  of  potatoes,  shrimp,  eggs,  green 
beans  and  anchovies.  Pour  the  wine  over 
all.  Cover  and  chill  overnight.  Beat  to- 
gether the  cognac,  olive  oil,  lemon  juice, 
salt,  pepper  and  mustard.  Pour  over  the 
salad  just  before  serving.  Serves  6. 

Coconut  and  Shrimp, 
Island  Style 

1  cup  grated  coconut,  fresh  or  dried 
1  cup  light  cream 

1  tablespoon  butter 

2  tablespoons  grated  onion 
1  clove  garlic,  chopped 

y^  cup  chopped  green  pepper 

1  tablespoon  soy  sauce 

3  tablespoons  chopped  cashew  nuts 

2  pounds   cooked   chilled  shrimp,   shelled 

and  split  iti  half 

Combine  the  coconut  and  cream  in  a  sauce- 
pan. Bring  to  a  boil,  remove  from  the  heat 
and  let  soak  for  30  minutes.  Press  all  the 
cream  from  the  coconut  and  discard  the 
pulp.  Melt  the  butter  in  a  skillet;  saute 
the  onion  and  garlic  for  5  minutes,  stirring 
frequently.  Combine  with  the  green  pep- 
per, soy  sauce,  cashew  nuts  and  coconut 
cream.  Chill.  Add  the  shrimp,  toss  lightly 
and  serve.  Garnish  with  a  little  toasted 
coconut,  if  desired.  Serves  6. 

Salmon,  Stockholm  Fashion 

3  onions,  sliced 

2  carrots,  sliced 

3  cups  water 


2  tablespoons  white  vinegar 

2  teaspoons  salt 

y^  teaspoon  white  pepper 

1  bay  leaf 

4  tablespoons  chopped  dill 

4  pounds  salmon  (in  1  piece) 

Combine  the  onions,  carrots,  water,  vine- 
gar, salt,  pepper,  bay  leaf  and  dill  in  a 
saucepan.  Bring  to  a  boil  and  cook  over 
medium  heat   for   10  minutes.  Wrap  the 


salmon  in  cheesecloth  or  place  on  a  rack. 
Carefully  lower  it  into  the  liquid.  Cover 
and  cook  20  minutes  over  low  heat.  Re- 
move cover  and  cook  20  minutes  longer. 
Lift  fish  out  of  the  stock  carefully.  Strain 
and  reserve  1  cup  of  the  stock.  Chill  the 
fish.  Serve  with  the  following  sauce: 

3  tablespoons  butter 
2  tablespoons  flour 
%  cup  heavy  cream 

2  egg  yolks 

3  tablespoons  lemon  juice 
%  teaspoon  salt 

%  teaspoon  white  pepper 
1  teaspoon  sugar 

Melt  the  butter  in  a  saucepan;  stir  in  the 
flour.  Gradually  add  the  cream  and  the  re- 
served stock,  stirring  constantly  until  it 
reaches  the  boiling  point.  Cook  over 
medium  heat  5  minutes.  Beat  the  egg  yolks, 
lemon  juice,  salt,  pepper  and  sugar  in  a 
bowl.  Gradually  add  the  previous  sauce, 
stirring  constantly  to  prevent  curdling.  Re- 
turn the  mixture  to  the  saucepan;  cook  1 
minute,  stirring  constantly.  Chill.  Serves  8.

Baked  Pate  a  la  Perigord 

lyz  pounds  calves'  liver 
%  pound  salt  pork 

2  anchovy  fillets 

3  eggs,  beaten 

2  tablespoons  heavy  cream 

1  cup  soft  bread  crumbs 

2  tablespoons  grated  onion 

2  teaspoons  salt 

y^  teaspoon  freshly  ground  black  pepper 

Grind  the  liver,  salt  pork  and  anchovies  3 
times.  Add  the  eggs,  cream,  bread  crumbs, 
onion,  salt  and  pepper.  Mix  until  very 
smooth.  Grease  a  9"  loaf  pan  and  turn  the 
mixture  into  it.  Place  in  a  shallow  pan  of 
hot  water.  Bake  in  a  350°  oven  for  1^^ 
hours.  Chill  and  turn  out  carefully.  Slice 
very  thin.

%  cup  cracker  meal 

3  tablespoons  grated  onion 
y^  teaspoon  salt 

%  teaspoon  freshly  ground  black  pepper 


yi  teaspoon  thyme 

Rich  pastry  for  2  pie  crusts 

8  slices  cooked  chicken  or  turkey 

1  egg  yolk,  beaten 

3  tablespoons  melted  butter 

Grind  the  veal,  ham  and  mushrooms  to- 
gether 3  times.  (Have  the  butcher  grind 
the  meat  for  you,  if  you  prefer.)  Soak  the 
bread  crumbs  in  the  cream  and  combine 
with  the  ground  meat  mixture,  cracker 
meal,  onion,  salt,  pepper  and  thyme.  Mix 
well.  Preheat  oven  to  375°.  Roll  out  half  the 
pastry  to  fit  an  11"  pie  plate;  a  loaf  or  oval 
mold  may  also  be  used.  Arrange  half  the 
chicken  over  the  pastry.  Turn  the  veal  mix- 
ture onto  it,  arrange  remaining  chicken  over 
that  and  cover  with  remaining  pastry.  Sea] 
the  edges  well  with  egg  white  or  water. 
Make  a  few  slits  in  the  top.  Brush  with  egg 
yolk.  Bake  for  25  minutes.  Pour  the  melted 
butter  into  the  slits.  Bake  40  minutes  long- 
er. If  top  gets  too  brown,  cover  with  a  piece 
of  aluminum  foil.  Chill  and  serve  in  wedges 
or  slices.

Ham  Mousse 

4  tablespoons  butter 
y^  cup  flour 

3  cups  milk 

2  tablespoons  gelatin 
y^  cup  cold  water 
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1  cup  soft  bread  crumbs 
V2  c«/'  light  cream 

2  pounds  cooked  ham,  ground  3  times 
4  tablespoons  catchup 
%  teaspoon  freshly  ground  black  pepper 
1  cup  whipped  cream 

Prepare  the  mousse  the  day  before  it  is 
required.  Melt  the  butter  in  a  saucepan; 
stir  in  the  flour  and  then  the  milk.  Cook 
over  low  heat,  stirring  constantly  until 
mixture  reaches  the  boiling  point.  Continue 
to  cook  over  low  heat  for  5  minutes.  Soften 
the  gelatin  in  the  water  for  5  minutes ;  then 
add  to  the  hot  sauce,  stirring  until  dissolved. 
Soak  the  bread  crumbs  in  the  cream.  Com- 
bine the  cream  sauce,  bread  crumbs,  ham, 
catchup,  and  pepper.  Mix  well;  taste  for 
seasoning.  Let  cool  for  20  minutes.  Fold  in 
the  whipped  cream.  Grease  a  2-3  quart  mold 
with  a  little  salad  oil.  Pack  the  mixture 
into  it.  Cover  and  chill  overnight.  Unmold 
carefully  before  serving  and  garnish  the 
platter  with  crisp  fresh  vegetables.  Serve 
with  the  following  sauce:  1  cup  sour  cream, 
mixed  with  1  cup  applesauce  and  6  table- 
spoons prepared  horse  radish.  Serves  6-8. 

Beef  and  Curry  Roll 

3  tablespoons  salad  oil 
Yz  cup  chopped  onion 

1  pound  ground  beef 

2  cups  chopped  mushrooms 
2  teaspoons  salt 
%  teaspoon  pepper 
1  tablespoon  curry  potvder 

1  cup  thick  cream  sauce 

2  cups  sifted  flour 
y<l  teaspoon  salt 
2  teaspoons  baking  powder 

4  tablespoons  butter 
%  cup  white  wine 
1  egg  yolk,  beaten 

Heat  the  oil  in  a  skillet;  saute  the  onion, 
beef  and  mushrooms  for  10  minutes,  stirring 
frequently  to  prevent  lumps  from  forming. 
Add  the  salt,  pepper,  curry  powder  and 
cream  sauce.  Mix  well  and  correct  season- 
ing. Set  aside  to  cool.  Preheat  oven  to  400°. 
Sift  the  flour,  salt  and  baking  powder 
into  a  bowl ;  cut  in  the  butter  vrith  a  pastry 
blender  or  2  knives.  Stir  in  the  wine  until 
a  ball  of  dough  is  formed.  On  a  lightly 
floured  surface  roll  out  the  dough  in  a  rec- 
tangle, Vs"  thick.

Prepare  the  ham  the  day  before  it  is  re- 
quired. Have  the  butcher  remove  the  bones 
from  the  ham  and  skewer  the  shank  end, 
but  leave  opening  at  other  end  for  stuffing. 
Mix  together  the  pork,  onion,  bread  crumbs, 
egg,  tomato  juice,  salt,  pepper,  ginger  and 
currants.

1  cup  beef  consomme,  fresh  or  canned 

Prepare  the  roulade  the  day  before  it  is 
required.  Have  the  butcher  pound  the  veal 
very  thin.  Melt  half  the  butter  in  a  skillet; 
saute  the  onion  for  10  minutes,  stirring  fre- 
quently. Add  the  parsley,  bread  crumbs,  1 
teaspoon  salt,  %  teaspoon  pepper  and  the 
thyme.

3  tablespoons  cold  water 

Prepare  the  beef  the  day  before  it  is  to 
be  served.  Brown  the  beef  on  all  sides  in 
a  Dutch  oven  or  heavy  saucepan.  Drain  off 
any  fat.  Pour  the  cognac  over  the  meat  and 
set  it  aflame.  When  flames  die  out,  add  the 
wine,  veal  knuckle,  salt,  pepper,  marjoram, 
thyme,  bay  leaf,  parsley  and  enough  water 
to  almost  cover  the  meat.  Cover  and  cook 
over  low  heat  for  l^/^  hours.  Add  the  onions 
and  carrots.

Pastry  for  2  pie  crusts 
2  tablespoons  chopped  parsley 

Heat  the  oil  in  a  skillet;  saute  the  onions 
for  10  minutes.  Mix  together  the  sausage 
meat,  eggs,  bread  crumbs,  salt,  pepper, 
marjoram,  the  sauteed  onions  and  the  oil 
remaining  in  the  skillet.

1  bay  leaf 

2  cups  Madeira  or  port  wine 
1  tablespoon  gelatin 

3  tablespoons  water 

1  cup  hot  beef  consomme  {fresh  or  canned) 
1  cup  port  wine 

Prepare  the  fillet  the  day  before  you  plan 
to  serve  it.  Have  the  butcher  make  a  hollow 
in  the  center  of  the  larded  3-pound  fillet, 
1"  in  diameter  down  the  entire  length.  (You 
can  keep  the  removed  piece  for  broiling  or 
sauteeing.) 

Cut  the  chicken  livers  in  half  and  press 
into  the  hollow  of  the  beef,  packing  them 
tightly  together.  Stuff  pieces  of  aluminum 
foil  into  the  ends.  Melt  the  butter  in  a 
Dutch  oven  or  heavy  saucepan.  Place  the 
fillet  in  it  and  brown  on  all  sides.  Add  the 
onions  and  continue  browning.  Add  the  salt, 
pepper,  thyme,  bay  leaf  and  wine.  Cover 
and  cook  over  low  heat  for  1%  hours.  Re- 
move fillet  and  strain  the  gravy.  Chill  over- 
night. Soften  the  gelatin  in  the  water  for  5 
minutes.  Add  the  consomme  and  stir  until 
dissolved.  Add  the  port  and  reserved  gravy, 
mixing  well.  Chill  until  it  begins  to  thicken 
and  set.  Place  the  fillet  on  a  long  serving 
dish  and  slice  it  V^"  thick,  but  do  not  sepa- 
rate the  slices.  Spoon  the  gelatin  mixture 
over  it  to  coat  it  well.  Chill  until  set.  If 
there  is  any  gelatin  left  over,  chop  it  and 
use  as  a  garnish.

1  large  onion

3  pounds  rolled  veal 
2  bay  leaves 

2  carrots 

2  stalks  celery 

6  sprigs  parsley

2  cans  (7%  oz.)  tuna  fish 
1  can  anchovy  fillets 

1  cup  olive  oil

Stud  the  onion  with  the  cloves.  Put  in  a 
saucepan  with  the  veal,  bay  leaves,  car- 
rots, celery,  parsley,  salt,  pepper;  add  wa- 
ter to  cover.

1  teaspoon  vanilla 

1  tablespoon  gelatin 
^  cup  cold  water 

2  tablespoons  cognac

1  cup  whipped  cream 

3  tablespoons  shaved  chocolate 

Preheat  oven  to  325°.  Mix  the  gingersnaps 
and  butter  together.  Press  on  the  bottom 
and  sides  of  a  buttered  11"  pie  plate.  Bake 
10  minutes.  Cool.  Lightly  beat  the  egg  yolks 
and  cornstarch  in  the  top  of  a  double  boiler.

The  bananas  should  be  as  smooth  as  possi- 
ble. Gradually  add  the  cognac,  sugar,  salt 
and  cream,  mixing  thoroughly.

1  cup  sifted  confectioners'  sugar 

y^  cup  sifted  flour 

y^  cup  unsweetened  cocoa 

y^  teaspoon  salt 

5  egg  yolks 

1  teaspoon  vanilla  extract 

5  egg  whites,  stiffly  beaten 

1  pint  vanilla  ice  cream 

Grease  a  jelly  roll  pan  (about  11"  x  16"), 
line  it  with  waxed  paper  and  grease  the 
paper.  Preheat  oven  to  400°.  Sift  the  sugar, 
flour,  cocoa  and  salt  together.  Beat  the  egg 
yolks  until  thick  and  lemon  colored.  Stir 
in  the  dry  ingredients,  stirring  just  enough 
to  blend  together.  Add  the  vanilla.  Fold  in 
the  egg  whites.  Spread  the  mixture  in  the 
lined  pan.  Bake  15  minutes  or  until  a  cake 
tester  comes  out  clean.  Turn  out  onto  a 
damp  cloth  and  carefully  peel  off  the  paper. 
Roll  up  in  the  cloth  and  cool.  (If  you  have  a 
freezer,  you  can  unroll  the  cake  as  soon  as 
it  has  cooled,  spread  it  with  ice  cream  and 
roll  up  again.  Keep  in  the  freezer  until 
ready  to  serve.)  If  you  haven't  a  freezer, 
keep  the  cake  rolled  up  in  the  cloth  until 
needed ;  then  spread  with  the  ice  cream  and 
roll  up  again.  Cut  into  diagonal  slices.  If 
desired,  serve  with  hot  chocolate  sauce  and 
whipped  cream.  Serves  8-10. 
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THE  RARE  WHITE  BRANDIES: 

SUMMER     MAGIC      By  Ja„.es  a    Beard 


If  you  would  serve  your  guests 
a  bit  of  the  distilled  aroma  and 
flavor  of  the  summer  harvest, 
search  out  the  rare  brandies  that 
the  French  know  as  alcools  blancs, 
the  "white  alcohols."  They  are  fine 
for  hot-weather  drinking,  and 
especially  delicious  in  summer 
fruit  desserts. 

When  you  hold  a  chilled  glass 
of  eau  de  vie  de  framboise  in  your 
fingers,  you  may  find  it  hard  to  be- 
lieve that  the  colorless  liquid  is  the 
very  essence  of  pounds — yes. 
pounds — of  ripe,  red  raspberries. 
Other  white  alcohols  bring  you  the 
concentrated,  uncompounded  fla- 
vors of  wild  black  cherries,  straw- 
berries or  plums.  All  these  color- 
less brandies  (there  are  about  a 
half  dozen  that  are  becoming  well 
known  in  this  country)  have  a 
pleasing  delicacy.  This  is  apt  to  be 
deceptive,  for  the  white  alcohols 
are  exceedingly  potent;  their  al- 
coholic content  may  be  higher 
than  that  of  gin  or  Scotch.  They 
are  best  taken  in  small  quantities 
and  are  at  their  finest  when  served 
cold.  I  always  think  of  them  as 
small  potions  of  summer  magic : 
they  conjure  up  bowls  of  ripe  sum- 
mer fruit,  refreshingly  chilled. 

Besides  being  entirely  color- 
less, the  white  alcohols  are  com- 
pletely dry — that  is,  unsweet.  They 
are  so  dry  that  the  first  sip  startles 
your  tongue.  Now,  to  go  about  this 
correctly,  bury  your  nose  in  the 
glass  and  breathe  in  the  aroma  of 
the  fruit.  Then  sip  again,  just  a 
mere  sip,  and,  letting  the  liquid 
trickle  down  your  throat,  wait  for 
the  after-taste.  As  soon  as  the  tang 
of  alcohol  on  your  tongue  dies 
aWay,  you  will  savor  the  cool  rich, 
but  dry,  fruit  flavor.  It's  a  pleasant, 
refreshing  sensation. 

Why  are  the  white  alcohols 
colorless?  Because  no  coloring  is 
added  to  the  distilled  liquid.  All 
brandies  are  eaux  de  vie,  distilled 
from  wine  or  from  fermented  mash 
of  fruit,  and  all,  in  the  original 
state,  are  colorless.  The  famous 
cognacs,  most  elegant  of  grape 
brandies,  start  out  pale  as  water, 
but  while  aging  in  oak  casks,  de- 
rive their  color  from  the  wood. 
The  popular  sorts  of  sweet  fruit 
brandies,  such  as  apricot,  black- 
berry and  peach,  take  some  color 
from  casks  in  which  they  are 
stored ;  coloring  matter  and  sweet 
flavoring  are  usually  added. 

The  producers  of  the  unique 
white  alcohols  go  about  their  work 
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differently.  They  strive  to  prevent 
any  coloring  of  their  brandies. 
Storing  of  the  distilled  essences  of 
fruit  takes  place  in  paraffin-lined 
casks  or  earthenware  crocks. 
Neither  sweetening  nor  flavoring  is 
added.  The  result  is  subtly  astrin- 
gent. 

Main  sources  of  white  eaux 
de  vie  are  the  French  provinces  of 
Alsace  and  Lorraine  and  Switzer- 
land and  Germany.  For  genera- 
tions the  fruit  growers  in  these 
regions  have  made  their  own  white 
brandies  in  small  pot  stills,  mostly 
for  their  own  pleasure.  The  Al- 
satian fruit  growers  do  sell  some 
homemade  brandies  to  good  res- 
taurants and  inns  in  France.  Dur- 
ing visits  to  France  I  have  often 
searched  the  countryside  for  bot- 
tles of  white  eaux  de  vie  crudely 
labeled  in  the  handwriting  of  the 
grower-distiller.  It's  good  fun;  the 
hunt  takes  you  on  back  roads,  and 
the  bottles  you  find  are  usually 
superior  to  the  commercial  brands 
shipped  to  this  country.  But  of 
course  that  is  saying  a  good  deal ; 
the  commercial  white  alcohols  now 
available  in  our  leading  liquor  and 
wine  shops  are  generally  excellent, 
and  in  recent  years  the  choice  has 
become  more  varied.  Look  for  the 
following  in  your  wine  or  liquor 
store. 

KIRSCH  or  KIRSCHWASSER:  This 
is  the  best  known  white  alcohol 
and  the  most  easily  obtained.  It  is 
made  from  the  small  wild  black 
cherry  native  to  the  Black  Forest 
region  of  Germany  and  to  nearby 
Switzerland.  The  fruit  and  its  pits 
are  crushed  and  allowed  to  fer- 
ment. Then  the  whole  fermented 
mash  goes  into  the  pot  still.  The 
product  is  the  dry  essence  of 
cherry. 

Long  a  standard  household 
liquor  in  West  Central  Europe, 
kirsch  is  an  important  ingredient 
in  a  number  of  classic  recipes. 
Swiss  cheese  fondue  calls  for  lib- 
eral amounts  of  kirsch;  some  ele- 
gant German  dessert  pancakes  are 
l)lazed  with  it.  It  is  used  all 
through  Western  Europe  to  flavor 
ice  cream.  Most  kirsch  comes  from 
Germany  or  Switzerland,  some 
from  Alsace;  and  there  is  now  an 
American  kir.sch  on  the  market, 
made  in  the  Hood  River  valley  of 
Oregon.  The  different  brands  vary 
considerably  in  price  and  the 
flavors  differ.  After  you've  tried 
several,  there  will  probably  be 
one  that  pleases  you  most. 


EAU  DE  VIE  DE  FRAMBOISE:  This 
distilled  essence  of  raspberries  is 
the  most  glamorous  of  white  alco- 
hols and  far  rarer  than  kirsch.  It 
takes  about  40  pounds  of  this  deli- 
cate fruit  to  make  one  quart  of 
the  eau  de  vie,  so  it  will  not  sur- 
prise you  to  know  that  it  is  very 
expensive.  The  best  is  found  in 
France's  great  restaurants,  but  a 
small  amount  is  shipped  to  this 
country.  If  you  find  a  bottle,  buy 
it  promptly  and  treat  it  with  re- 
spect. Though  framboise  is  unbe- 
lievably good  with  fruit  desserts, 
my  inclination  is  to  save  it  for  sip- 
ping straight.  It  seems  too  pre- 
cious to  lose  one  drop  of  the  full 
flavor.  Sip  it  from  an  iced  glass 
and  enjoy  the  rich  aroma  of  ripe 
raspberries. 

HIMBEERGEIST:  This  is  the  Ger- 
man version  of  framboise  and  not 
so  costly  as  the  French.  It  too  is 
rich  with  the  odor  and  subtle 
flavor  of  the  raspberry.  Try  it. 

MIRABELLE:  This,  not  so  well 
known  in  this  country,  is  the  es- 
sence of  the  small  yellow  Mira- 
belle  plums,  and  deserving  of 
popularity.  It's  dry.  of  course,  with 
a  soft  delicate  flavor  similar  to  that 
of  poached  plums.  I  like  it  straight 
and  as  a  delicious  addition  to 
plum  and  other  fruit  tarts. 

QUETSCH :  This  white  alcohol  is 
made  from  purple  plums  and  has 
a  quite  different  flavor  from  Mira- 
belle.  Some  people  prefer  one, 
some  the  other. 

PRUNA:  The  white  alcohol  of  the 
prune  plum,  with  a  more  pro- 
nounced flavor  than  other  plum 
brandies.  I  grew  fond  of  it  dur- 
ing a  stay  in  France  with  friends 
who  own  a  large  distillery  and 
produce  white  alcohols.  This  was 
their  favorite  after-dinner  drink. 
At  first  I  thought  it  had  a  strange 
fruity  after-taste,  and  soon  I  found 
the  flavor  compelling. 

FRAISE:  The  essence  of  strawber- 
ries, and  probably  the  scarcest  of 
white  alcohols.  Rich  with  the 
aroma  and  taste  of  ripe  red  straw- 
berries, yet  dry  and  tingling,  it  is 
very  difficult  to  find  and  should  be 
husbanded  with  care.  Drink  it 
chilled  and  sip  it  bit  by  bit. 

MYRTILLE:    This    white    alcohol

strange  gamy  flavor.  You  will  find 
your  introductory  sip  more  of  a 
surprise  than  your  first  taste  of 
any  of  the  other  white  brandies. 
Scarce. 

The  care  of  white  alcohols 

As  with  other  brandies,  white 
alcohols  keep  well  after  the  bottle 
is  opened.  You  need  not  consume 
the  whole  bottle  at  one  sitting; 
simply  cork  it  up  and  put  it  back 
on  the  shelf. 

How  to  drink 
white  alcohols 

Serve  them  in  tulip-shaped 
glasses  or  large  brandy  goblets  to 
capture  their  full  fragrance.  First, 
fill  ihe  glasses  with  cracked  ice 
and  swirl  the  ice  about  in  them 
to  chill  them  thoroughly.  When 
the  glasses  are  cold  and  frosty, 
pour  out  the  ice  and  put  in  a  small 
amount  of  while  alcohol.  Sniff, 
swirl  and  sip.  You  may  chill  the 
brandy  slightly  in  the  refrigera- 
tor if  you  wish,  but  be  careful  not 
to  let  it  get  icy  cold.  When  too 
rliilled  it  loses  some  of  its  aroma 
and  flavor. 

Drink  these  eaiix  de  vie  from 
frosiy  glasses  for  day-time  re- 
freshers or  as  after-dinner  drinks 
with  good  black  coffee. 

Mixed  drinks  with 
white  alcohols 

1.  KIRSCH  CHAMPAGNE 
CASSIS 

Put  several  ice  cubes  in  a 
large  goblet.  Add  1  ounce  of 
creme  de  cassis.  1/2  ounce  of 
kirsch  ami  fill  with  chilled  cham- 
pagne. 

2.  ETON  BLAZER 

In  a  cocktail  shaker  put  2  or  3 
ice  cubes,  1^2  ounces  of  English 
gin.  14  ounce  of  kirsch.  a  scant  tea- 
spoon of  powdered  sugar  and  the 
juice  of  a  half  lemon.  Shake  well 
and    strain   into   a   large   cocktail

glass.  Add  chilled  soda  water  to 
taste. 

3.  K.  C.  B. 

In  a  shaker  put  IV2  ounces  of 
crin.  V2  ounce  of  kirsch,  a  dash  of 
apricot  brandy  and  a  dash  of  lem- 
on juice.  Add  ice  and  stir  well. 
Strain  into  a  cocktail  glass;  gar- 
nish with  a  twist  of  lemon  peel. 

4.  ROSE  IN  JUNE  FIZZ 

If  you  feel  really  reckless 
with  your  eau  de  vie  de  framboise 
try  this  cool  summer  drink.  In  a 
shaker  put  2  or  3  ice  cubes.  IY2 
ounces  of  gin.  IV2  ounces  of  fram- 
boise, the  juice  of  1  orange  and 
the  juice  of  2  limes.  Shake  well  and 
strain  into  a  large  cocktail  glass. 
Add  a  dash  of  chilled  soda  water, 

5.  TOM  COLLINS  WITH 
KIRSCH  OR  FRAMBOISE 

Make  your  regular  Tom 
Collins  and  add  a  dash  or  two  of 
kirsch  or  framboise. 

6.  SIDECAR  WITH  KIRSCH 

In  a  shaker  put  ice.  2  ounces 
of  cognac.  1  ounce  of  Cointreau 
and  1  ounce  of  lemon  juice.  Add  a 
dash  or  two  of  kirsch  and  shake 
well.  Strain  into  a  cocktail  glass. 

Fruit  <lislies  with  , 

white  alcohols 

Kirsch  is  more  widely  used 
with  fruit  than  other  white  eau  de 
vie.  mainly  because  it  is  easy  to 
find.  You  may  substitute  any 
white  alcohol  for  the  kirsch  sug- 
gested in  the  following  combina- 
tions: 

1.  Ptnir  kirsch  over  sugared 
fresh  strawberries  or  raspberries. 

2.  Peel  a  fresh  pineapple 
aiul  cut  it  into  thin  slices.  Sugar 
to  taste  and  add  kirsch. 

3.  Peel  fresh  figs,  sugar 
lightly  and  add  kirsch. 

4.  Select  a  ripe  canteloupe. 
casaba  or  Persian  melon  and  cut 
a  slice  off  the  top.  Scoop  out  the 
seeds  and  fill  with  kirsch.  Put  the 
top  slice  back  on  the  melon  and 
place  it  in  the  refrigerator  to  chill 
for  several  hours.  .Serve  sliced 
with  some  of  the  kirsch  spooned 
over  each  serving. 


5.  Combine  sliced  fresh 
peaches  and  apricots,  sugar  to 
taste  and  add  kirsch. 

6.  Combine  fresh  strawber- 
ries, fresh  pineapple  chunks  and 
preserved  ginger.  Sweeten  with  a 
little  of  the  ginger  syrup  and  add 
kirsch. 

7.  Peel  oranges  and  cut  them 
into  thin  .slices.  Sugar  to  taste  and 
add  kirsch. 

8.  Poach  fresh  pears,  peach- 
es or  plums  in  sugar  syrup  or  in 
the  juice  from  canned  pears  or 
peaches.  Add  kirsch  just  before 
serving. 

9.  Cook  dried  prunes,  apri- 
cots, pears  and  peaches  in  a  sugar 
syrup  flavored  with  lemon  and 
orange  peel.  Add  kirsch  when  they 
are  cooked  and  let  stand  in  the  re- 
frigerator for  1  or  2  days. 

10.  Cherries  Jubilee:  Poach 
fresh  black  cherries  in  a  little 
sugar  syrup  until  just  tender  (or 
heat  canned  black  cherries) .  Blaze 
the  hot  cherries  with  kirsch  and 
spoon  over  vanilla  ice  cream. 

11.  Flavor  homemade  ice 
creams  with  kirsch. 

12.  Add  kirsch  to  cherry  pie. 
tarts  or  puddings;  add  it  to  other 
cooked  fruit  pies  and  tarts. 

13.  Bake  bananas  in  their 
skins,  split  them  open,  sugar  them 
lightly  and  blaze  with  kirsch. 

14.  Add  kirsch  to  dessert 
sauces:  hard  sauce,  foamy  sauce, 
fruit  sauces. 

15.  Blaze  dessert  crepes  and 
jiancakes  with  kirsch. 

Mirabelle  is  especially  good 
with  fresh  pineapple,  poached  or 
stewed  plums  and  plum  tarts  and 
peaches,  either  fresh  or  cooked. 
And  finally  for  those  elegant  mo- 
ments when  you  want  to  be  gen- 
erous with  eau  de  vie  de  fram- 
boise: splash  it  liberally  over  fresh 
red  raspberries;  or  over  raspber- 
ries and  fresh  pineapple;  or  over 
ripe  fresh  peaches,  plain  or  com- 
bined with  raspberries;  or  over 
fresh  peach  halves  broiled  with 
brown  sugar  and  butter  topping. 
When  combining  with  fruit,  use 
plentv.   Don't  lose  that   flavor!

showing  a  few  mitigating  flashes  of 
decency.  He  may  have  developed 
a  certain  paternal  affection  for 
the  young  underling,  and  visibly 
suffer  a  little  when  the  boy  walks 
out.  He  may  ruin  a  woman  or  two 
in  the  course  of  his  adventures; 
but  he  may  also  save  another  by 
giving  her  up,  untouched. 

These  are  only  interludes, 
though,  in  the  career  of  a  man 
ruthlessly  pursuing  his  destiny  to 
great  ends — the  career  of  a  suc- 
cessful heel. 


I  hold  no  brief  for  this  as  a 
way  of  life,  but  as  material  for 
television  drama  it  is  at  least  a 
promising  change.  In  the  past, 
we've  been  involved  mostly  in  the 
stories  of  people  who  don"t  want 
much  and  don't  reach  very  far  for 
it.  The  impact  of  their  success  or 
failure  is  commensurately  limited. 

The  old  rule,  the  bigger  they 
come  the  harder  they  fall,  is  a 
classical  axiom  of  the  drama,  as 
well  as  the  fight  game.  Give  us  a 
man  whose  desires  are  large,  who 


has  more  to  gain  or  lose,  and  the 
emotional  range  is  opened  up.  The 
chances  are  that  we'll  be  more 
deeply  gratified  or  dismayed  by  his 
success,  more  deeply  moved  by  his 
defeat. 

What  we've  been  missing  for 
the  last  few  years,  and  what  we 
now  seem  to  be  getting  again,  is  a 
hero  whose  dimensions  more  near- 
ly approximate  the  old  heroic  fig- 
ure. That,  as  any  tailor  will  tell 
you,  is  a  figure  you  just  can"t  stuff 
into  the  store-bought  suit.        END

prevent  sagging.  The  door  has  a 
lock,  though  the  key  hangs  beside 
it  on  a  convenient  nail. 

Our  design  permits  many 
variations.  The  porch  is  optional. 
An  8  by  8  foot  size,  or  even  a  6  by 
8  structure,  could  be  built  by  the 
same  method,  using  standard  4  by 
8  foot  plywood  sheets.  Framing  is 
of  2  by  4  inch  fir;  the  rafters  are 
2  by  4  where  they  are  supported 
by  end  walls.  4  by  6  inch  fir  across 
the  span  of  the  roof.  Boxed-in  eave 
soflits  enhance  appearance,  sim- 
plify construction,  keep  out  weath- 
er. Aluminum  "gravel  stop"  trims 
the  high  edge  and  ends  of  the  roof 
with  minimum  of  fuss  and  drip. 

The  editor  in  charge  of  tin 
project  raised  the  batter  board > 
liimself  but  let  a  contractor  lay  the 
foinulation.  Cost:  $120  for  every- 
lliing.  A  professional  carpenter 
was  hired  for  one  .Satiirdav 
(.$37..')0)  to  see  the  framing  in 
place.  Everylliing  else  was  done  b\ 
the  editor  and  his  wife.  She  did  all 
liie  iiainting  (2  coats) .  Their  labor 
included  the  remaining  carpentr\. 
])ainling,  wiring  (underground 
plastic  cable,  with  approved  sur- 
face wiring  and  fixtures  inside  I . 
and  plumbing  (underground  plas- 
tic pipe  from  residence  to  faucet 
on  tool  shed  post).  The  translu- 
cent plastic  cost  $.32.  including 
nearly  a  third  waste.  The  lumber, 
nails,  hardware  and  paint  to- 
taled about  $240.  Building  permit 
($15).  tool  fasteners,  wire,  fix- 
tures, oddments,  brought  the  total 
dose  to  f.'iOO.  Working  time:  three 
full  weekends  for  man  and  wife 
after  the  foundation  was  laid.  A 
familiarity  with  tools  and  paint 
brush  was  helpful  but  not  essen- 
tial. Patience  could  make  up  the 
difference. 

In  locating  a  tool  shed  on 
your  property,  you  should  consid- 
er convenience,  accessibility,  har- 
mony with  the  surrounding  land- 
scape first,  then  the  direction  in 
which  your  house  faces.  Construc- 
tion of  the  plant  porch  will  be  ad- 
justed to  suit  the  orientation  and 
the  degree  of  mid-day  shade  you 
want.  Many  arrangements  of  the 
shading  strips  are  possible,  in  both 
single  and  double  staggered  rows. 
.\lways  install  overhead  strips  so 
they  run  north  and  south  to  pro- 
vide continuously  moving  shade  on 
plants  beneath.  To  play  safe,  allow 
at  least  a  full  week  of  your  vaca- 
tion to  do  the  job  right  and  have  a 
little  relaxation  along  with  the  toil. 
The  resulting  satisfaction  will  take 
care  of  itself.  END

17  RULES  FOR 
POOLSIDE  SAFETY 


More  people  than  ever  will  be 
swimming  in  their  own  back  yards 
this  summer;  pool  builders  anti- 
cipate 45,000  new  installations  in 
1957.  For  the  pleasure  and  pro- 
tection of  this  growing  clan  of 
poolowners,  their  families  and 
friends,  the  American  National 
Red  Cross  offers  these  safety 
recommendations : 

1.  Consult  your  local  health  de- 
partment for  regulations  on  pool 
sanitation.  Learn  how  to  test  and 
maintain  purity  of  water. 

2.  Be  sure  the  deck  is  slip-proof 
a.s  possible.  Rough  cement  or 
.small  tiles  are  safe  surfaces. 

3.  Clearly  define  shallow  and  deep 
sections  of  pool.  Run  buoy  lines 
across  to  separate  them. 

4.  Post  pool  rules  and  regulations 
in  a  jirominent  place. 

5.  Make  some  provision  for  shade 
so  pool  users  may  be  sheltered 
from  excessive  sun  glare. 

6.  If  possible,  fence  pool  and  in- 
clude a  gate  which  can  be  pad- 
locked when  pool  is  not  in  use. 


7.  Be  sure  all  pool  users  know  how 
to  swim.  If  necessary,  your  local 
Red  Cross  chapter  will  help  ar- 
range swimming  classes  and  safety 
demonstrations. 

8.  Always  supervise  youngsters. 

9.  Permit  no  one  to  swim  alone. 

10.  Keep  a  rescue  device  handy 
at  all  times.  A  ring  buoy  or  reach- 
ing pole  is  recommended. 

11.  Keep  a  first  aid  kit  handy. 

12.  See  to  it  some  member  of  fam- 
ily knows  first  aid.  especially  arti- 
ficial respiration. 

13.  Allow  no  running  or  other 
horseplay  around  pool. 

14.  Do  not  permit  bottles  or  glass- 
es in  pool  area. 

15.  Have  antiseptic  footbath  or 
shower  arrangement  to  help  keep 
pool  clean,  prevent  infection. 

16.  See  that  diving  board  is  prop- 
erly placed.  Water  must  be  deep 
enough.  Caution  swimmers  to  stay 
away  from  area  directly  in  front 
of  board. 

17.  Check  your  insurance  policies. 
Be  sure  you  are  covered  for  acci- 
dents in  the  pool  area.

I  her  choked  liy  tiic  open-air  stalls 
of  street  markets.  Coming  up  at 
the  time  of  writing  is  the  annual 
.Soho  Fair,  which  entails  a  good 
deal  of  open-air  jollification  like 
waiters'  races  with  loaded  trays 
through  the  streets.  The  street 
markets  of  London  are  well  worth 
a  visit,  incidentally,  by  visitors 
from  overseas.  (See  letter  from 
Maison  &  Jardin,  page  15.) 

At  the  opposite  end  of  the 
scale  in  every  way  is  the  Design 
Centre,  in  the  Haymarket,  just 
marking  its  first  anniversary  with 
a  ceremony  honored  by  Prince 
Philip.  The  Centre,  first  of  its  kind 
in  the  world,  houses  a  permanent, 
changing  exhibition  of  the  best- 
designed  consumer  goods  pro- 
duced in  Britain.  It  is  run  by  the 
Council  of  Industrial  Design,  one 
of  three  government-sponsored  or- 
ganizations that  would  together, 
in  other  European  countries,  form 
a  Ministry  of  Fine  Arts.  A  typical 
British  compromise,  they  are  fi- 
nanced by  public  funds  but  remain 
autonomous  and  free  from  politi- 
cal pontrol.  The  Arts  Council  seeks 
to  encourage  music  and  the  drama, 
poetry,  painting  and  sculpture  in 
this  country  (it  subsidizes  the  op- 
era at  Covent  Garden,  mounts  ex- 
hibitions, publishes  a  poetry  maga- 
zine and  so  on ) .  The  British 
Council  carries  British  culture 
overseas  (art  to  the  Venice  Bien- 
nale,  for  example,  lectures  all  over 
the  world)   and  helps  foreign  stu- 


dents. The  Council  of  Industrial 
Design  is  charged  with  improving 
the  design  of  British  manufactur- 
ers generally. 

Controlled  by  a  changing 
panel  of  specialists  drawn  from  in- 
dustry, the  retail  trade,  architec- 
ture, education,  the  Council  of  In- 
dustrial Design's  director  is  vet- 
eran furniture  designer  Sir  Gordon 
Russell.  After  getting  off  to  an 
edgy  start  11  years  ago  with  a 
.staff  initially  composed  of  civil 
service  administrators  and  long- 
haired arty-crafties.  the  Council 
has  been  welded  by  Russell  into 
a  body  that  commands  increasing 
respect  from  industry.  It  issues  an 
excellent  monthly  magazine,  or- 
ganizes conferences,  exhibitions 
and  so  on,  and  the  Design  Centre 
is  its  most  recent  venture.  In  the 
absence  over  here — as  yet — of  any 
sort  of  consumers  council,  this 
provides  the  public,  in  effect,  with 
unbiased  judgments  on  china  and 
glass,  fabrics,  wallpapers,  furni- 
ture, kitchen  equipment,  radios, 
cutlery,  light-fittings,  door  furni- 
ture, carpets,  stores  and  heating 
appliances,  travel  goods  and  a 
dozen  other  categories,  from  the 
design  point  of  view.  First  year 
attendance  approximated  725.000. 
This  seems  to  have  persuaded  a 
good  many  manufacturers  that 
good  design  can  pay  and  a  nation 
of  shopkeepers  is  suddenly  find- 
ing the  whole  idea  of  design  quite 
respectable  after  all.  END

look  at  the  booty  of  several  hun- 
dred merchants,  instead  of  spend- 
ing days  or  weeks  opening  and 
closing  the  doors  of  city  shops. 
The  best  pieces  arrive  on  Saturday 
morning,  and  are  out  by  noon,  for 
Paris  decorators  and  professional 
buyers  for  foreign  shops  still  find 
the  Flea  Market  one  of  their  best 
sources.  Wealthy  Parisians  haunt 
it,  and  still  find  there  the  little 
lamp  that  goes  with  their  favorite 
clock,  the  opaline  vase  that 
matches  the  one  the  cat  broke. 

On  the  Banks  of  the  Tiber 

Rome  also  has  its  Flea  Mar- 
ket, less  cleaned  up  and  organized 
than  in  Paris,  an  image  of  what 
the  Paris  market  was  30  years  ago. 
Called  the  Mercato  di  Porta  Por- 
tese,  it  is  outside  one  of  the  Roman 
gates,  extending  for  nearly  a  mile 
on  either  side  of  the  Via  Portuense. 
It  is  open  Sunday  only  from  9  to 
1 ;  Etruscan  vases,  a  bit  of  Capodi- 
monte,  a  fair  painting  might  be 
found  a  few  yards  from  a  pair  of 
tarnished  slippers  and  a  punctured 
inner  tube.  It  is  a  real  game  of 
hide  and  seek,  quite  a  bit  of  fun. 
and  the  bargaining  has  all  the 
Commedia  dell'Arte  beat  for  wiles 
and  ruses.  The  dealers'  histrionics 
are  worth  a  couple  of  hundred 
lire  added  to  the  price.  Here, 
especially  if  you  wait  until  a  lit- 
tle before  the  1  o'clock  closing 
time,  you  can  sometimes  arrive  at 
half  the  original  asking  price. 

And  the  banks  of  the  Thames 

Before  the  war.  a  visit  to  the 
Caledonian  Road  Market  in  Lon- 
don was  a  rewarding  pastime,  but 
the  section  of  London  where  it 
flourished  was  badly  bombed  in 
the  war  and  has  been  rebuilt  to 
other  ends.  Nowadays  one  goes  to 
the  Portobello  Road,  north  of 
Notting  Hill  Gate  tube  station, 
where  a  number  of  small  second- 
hand shops  are  reenforced  on 
Saturday  mornings  by  a  fleet  of 
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stalls  set  up  on  both  sides  of  the 
road.  With  the  breakup  of  large 
English  homes,  a  deluge  of  good 
objects  descends  on  the  London 
market,  and  the  knowing  eye  will 
make  interesting  finds.  A  little 
bargaining  is  in  order  but  on  the 
whole  a  British  shopkeeper  isn't 
to  be  trifled  with. 

Another  and  smaller  succes- 
sor of  the  Caledonian  Market  is 
open  on  Fridays  in  Bermondsey.  in 
the  East  End.  and  sometimes  one 
finds  good  bits  of  silver  in  Petticoat 
Lane  in  Whitechapel  »n  Sunday 
mornings.  But  the  traveler  will  do 
best  on  the  Portobello  Road. 


And  also  in  Spain 

Madrid's  El  Rastro,  on  Sun- 
days until  3  o'clock,  is  perhaps 
the  saltiest  of  all  the  European 
flea  markets. 

It  begins  at  the  Plaza  de  Cas- 
corro.  which  is  reached  by  going 
down  Calle  Toledo  to  the  second 
street  after  the  Cathedral  of  San 
Isidro  and  turning  to  the  left.  We 
say  it  begins  because  nobody  ac- 
tually knows  where  it  ends.  Does 
the  Madrileno  have  some  old  nails 
to  sell,  or  a  fur  coat,  used  shoes,  a 
hat,  some  French  newspapers?

IN  DEFENSE  OF 


^^  Tender  of  wonders,  there  has  come  forward  at  last  a 
yy  patently  intelligent  critic  brave  enough  and  discern- 
m«  enough  to  defend  the  defensible  aspects  of  Victorian 
America.  Our  Victorian  architecture  is  the  specific  sub- 
jeit  of  .lohn  Maass's  handsome  new  book.  The  Ginger- 
bread Era  iRinehart,  $7.95).  but  its  implications  go  far 
hcyoiid  (;(ithic  cottages.  Tuscan  villas,  Mansard  roofs  or 
the  painstaking  carpentry  of  gingerbread  festoonery. 
What  Mr.  Maass  is  saying  in  substance  is  that  it  is  about 
lime  for  another  look.  Though  for  40  years  Victorian 
methods,  manners  and  morals  have  been  objects  of  con- 
tempt among  all  properly  indoctrinated  intellectuals,  it 
was  an  age  of  remarkable  vigor,  of  forthright  experiment 
and  of  considerable  aesthetic  achievement. 

'T  hope  this  l)ook  will  serve  as  an  antidote  to  long- 
entrenched  cliches,"  he  writes  in  the  foreword,  and  he 
(luotes  from  the  now  out  of  fashion  but  once  famous  Scot- 
tish novelist  and  dramatist  J.  M.  Barrie.  "Don't  forget  to 
speak  scornfully  of  the  Victorian  age,  there  will  be  a  time 
for  meekness  when  you  try  to  better  it." 

Mr.  Maass,  now  an  advertising  art  director  and  an 
instructor  at  the  Philadelphia  Museum  School  of  Art,  is  an 
Austrian  who  came  to  America  in  1941.  Among  the  first 
thin<Ts  that  struck  him  in  his  adopted  land  was  the  unique 
quality  of  Victorian  architecture.  He  toured  about,  sketch- 
ing, painting  and  photographing  Victorian  buildings,  and 
this  book,  his  first,  is  the  result.  It  contains  more  than 
100  photographs  and  75  drawings  and  rare  Victorian  en- 
gravings illuminated  by  an  exceedingly  well  written  text 
that  says  a  good  many  things  that  have  needed  saying  for 
a  long  time. 

Mr.  Maass  dismisses  as  "old  fashioned"  the  architec- 
tural historians  who  sing  the  glories  of  ancient  Eg.ypt. 
Persia,  Greece.  Rome,  of  the  Renaissance  and  the  Georgian 
but  lapse  into  mumblings  of  "an  age  of  horror"  when  they 
reach  the  Victorian.  He  contends  that  the  period  1840-1880 
made  America  what  it  is  today  and  that  an  era  so  vigorous 
and  so  adventurous  could  not  possibly  have  produced  any- 
thing but  "an  enormously  creative  and  progressive  archi- 
tecture." We  condemned  their  houses,  he  says,  because  we 
condemned  the  people  who  built  them,  but  perhaps  our 
disapproval  of  the  latter  was  not  altogether  well  founded 
eillier.  The  charge  that  Victorians  were  imitators  he  calls 
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THE  VICTORIAN  HOUSE 


false,  and  he  sees  a  laudable  architectural  individuality 
even  in  their  ""gallant  failures." 

"Calliniv  the  Victorians  imitators  is  to  attribute  our 
own  sins  to  a  more  upright  generation,"  he  says. 

The  illustrations  in  Mr.  Maass's  chapters  on  the 
American  Gothic  style,  our  Italianate  interlude  and  the 
Mansardic  era  should  evoke  a  sweet  nostalgia  in  anyone 
who  knew  them  in  his  childhood.  That  we  shall  ever  return 
to  the  complications  and  the  costs  of  those  styles  is  highly 
unlikely,  but  no  architecture  in  our  history  has  had  so 
strong  an  appeal  to  the  young,  perhaps  because  it  was  a 
product  of  our  age  of  innocence.  To  look  out  on  the  world 
from  a  third-story  window  seat  of  a  Victorian  cupola, 
to  shelter  on  a  rambling  verandah  while  a  summer 
shower  swept  across  the  earth,  to  create  a  private  wonder- 
land in  the  nooks  and  crannies  of  back  hallways — there 
was  a  Hansel  and  Gretel  quality  about  those  precious 
moments  that  no  window-walled  open  plan  will  ever  give 
a  child. 

Over  the  years  the  Victorian  house,  Mr.  Maass  points 
out.  has  had  no  rival  in  its  appeal  to  the  artist,  and  it  was 
inevitable  that  a  rebirth  of  interest  in  Victoriana  should 
have  occurred.  The  era  now  has  become  history  instead  of 
being  merely  "dated." 

"The  Victorian  house,"  he  writes,  "is  like  a  rugged 
character  actor  who  steals  the  scene  from  the  smooth-faced 
leading  man." 

Anyone  who  reads  and  enjoys,  or  is  provoked  by.  The 
Gingerbread  Age  should  turn  to  Oscar  Lewis's  Here  Lived 
the  Californians  (Rinehart,  $7.95).  Mr.  Lewis  has  written 
several  delightful  histories  of  raffish  times  and  places  in 
the  West  and  can  be  considered  a  sound  authority  on  Cali- 
fornia. This  book  is  concerned  with  100  notable  California 
houses,  beginning  with  surviving  adobes  of  the  Spanish  and 
Mexican  eras  and  covering  the  Victorian  period  and  the 
extravagances  of  the  railroad  and  bonanza  kings.  Tlie  sec- 
tion on  the  old  adobes  is  especially  interesting.  It  may  come 
as  a  shock  to  proponents  of  the  architecture  of  metal,  glass 
and  geometric  design,  but  those  old  fellows  knew  all  the 
virtues  of  simplicity  and  were  300  years  ahead  of  our  times 
in  designing  houses  for  the  crowded  city  lot.

SEATTLE  BEATS 
THE  DRUMS  FOR  ART 


By  Emily  Genauer 


Any  resemblance  between  a  mii- 
/-%  seum  director  and  a  typical 
Picasso  portrait  with  crossed  eyes 
is  no  coincidence  at  all.  Today  a 
museum  man  must  keep  one  eye 
on  attendance  figures,  and  the 
other  gazing  upward  to  the  Higher 
Values.  His  success,  which  deter- 
mines the  flow  of  gifts  and  en- 
dowments to  his  institution,  is 
measured  by  the  number  of  people 
he  can  entice  through  its  doors. 

Museum  admissions  are  regu- 
larly checked.  The  last  recorded 
annual  country-wide  total  came  to 
the  staggering  figure  of  60.000.000. 
But  even  in  this  day  of  tallying, 
taping  and  testing  audiences,  com- 
mercial pollsters  have  shied  awav 
from  any  attempt  to  determine  ex- 
actly what  museum  visitors  derive 
from  their  experience.  Recently, 
however,  the  Bureau  of  Social  Re- 
search of  the  American  University.* 
Washington.  D.C..  operating  with 
funds  granted  by  John  D.  Rocke- 
feller HI.  intrepidly  undertook 
such  a  project. 

Concentrating  on  three  Amer- 
ican cities,  the  bureau  entitled  its 
survey.  "Art  Exhibit  Audiences: 
Who  Comes?  Why?  With  What 
Effects?"  We  bring  up  the  results 
not  only  because  the  questions 
have  great  cuitural  and  sociologi- 
cal signifi('ance.  l)ut  becau.se  Seat- 
tle, theme  city  for  this  issue  of 
House  &  Garden,  was  one  of  the 
three  cities  and  yielded  some  of 
the  most  interesting  data.  The 
Seattle  Art  Museum,  though  rela- 
tively small,  is  a  first-class  institu- 
tion with  a  superb  permanent 
collection  of  ancient  and  modern 
art  and  an  extremely  active  pro- 
gram of  loan  exhibitions. 

The  purpose 

Officially  the  survey  was  to 
determine  the  public's  response  to 
a  magnificent  show  of  Japanese 
art  sent  to  tliis  country  by  the  gov- 
ernment of  Japan  as  a  good-will 
gesture.  The  exhibition  was  dis- 
played at  the  Metropolitan  Muse- 
um of  Art  in  New  York,  the  Na- 
tional Gallery  in  Washington,  and 
the  museums  of  Boston,  Chicago 
and  Seattle.  The  survey  was  initi- 
ated too  late  to  measure  reactions 
in  New  York  and  Washington.  But 
because  Boston,  Chicago  and  Seat- 
tle are  in  such  widely  separated 
parts  of  the  country,  and  serve 
audiences  less  transient  than  those 
in  New  York  and  Washington,  it 
was  decided  that  results  would  in 


any  case  have  greater  meaning. 
The  first  surprise  came  when 
it  was  learned  that  an  almost  in- 
credible one  out  of  every  seven 
adults  in  Seattle  attended  the  ex- 
hibition, probably  a  record  for  art 
show  attendance  in  any  sizeable 
city  in  the  country.  In  Chicago 
only  one  in  67  residents  saw  the 
show:  in  Boston,  where  one  might 
have  anticipated  maximum  inter- 
est in  a  cultural  event  of  this  na- 
ture, only  one  in  82  attended. 

The  explanation 

The  obvious  explanation 
would  seem  to  be  a  matter  of  sim- 
ple proportion.  Seattle's  popula- 
tion is  approximately  one-eighth 
that  of  Chicago  and  a  little  over 
one-half  that  of  Boston  and,  conse- 
quently, more  easily  reached.  Also. 
Seattle  has  a  higher  proportion  of 
college  graduates  than  either  Chi- 
cago or  Boston.  But  then  it  was 
learned  that  while  visitors  to  the 
show  were  as  a  whole  an  excep- 
tionally well-educated  group  in 
each  city,  the  educational  level  of 
those  who  went  to  the  museum  in 
Seattle  was  not  as  high  as  in  Bos- 
ton or  Chicago.  As  the  reports 
phrased  it.  ".  .  .  The  Seattle  visitors 
came  closer  to  being  a  cross-sec- 
tion of  the  population.  .  .  .  Almost 
two-thirds  of  those  interviewed  in 
Boston  and  in  Chicago  had  at- 
tended art  exhibitions  or  museums 
at  least  four  times  in  the  previous 
year,  though  only  one-third  of  the 
Seattle  respondents  had." 

Why  did  they  go?  What  cir- 
cumstances could  possibly  have 
made  one  out  of  every  seven  peo- 
ple in  Seattle  turn  out  for  a  show 
of  ancient  Japanese  art?  Did  Seat- 
tle's location  on  the  West  Coast 
make  for  a  larger  interest  in  Japa- 
nese art  or.  for  that  matter,  in  any 
aspect  of  Oriental  life?  Did  the 
Seattle  museum's  first-class  per- 
manent collection  of  Oriental  art 
stimulate  a  popular  taste? 

The  answer  was  nothing  as 
logical  as  that — or  perhaps  it  was 
even  more  logical.  Publicity  did 
the  trick.  In  Seattle  the  exhibit 
was  hailed  by  the  press  as  a  major 
civic  and  social  event.  Nine  out  of 
every  10  persons  interviewed  said 
they  went  because  of  newspaper 
articles.  Much  had  been  made  of 
Seattle's  signal  honor  in  being  per- 
mitted to  see  the  exhibit.  The 
Seattle  Times  wrote  that  its  pre- 
sentation in  that  city  along  witii

SUNDAY  NIGHT'S  SYNTHETIC  SCOOPS  By  ,„h„ 


Sharnik 


Here  we  are,  deep  in  the  re- 
run season,  and  still  no 
sign  of  relief  for  those  two  year- 
round  workhorses,  Ed  Sullivan 
and  Steve  Allen.  Other  people  get 
to  take  off  for  the  mountains  or 
the  seashore ;  there's  always  Mas- 
querade Party  or  an  old  kinescope 
to  replace  them.  But  not  those 
two.  They  just  keep  plugging 
away  live,  week  after  week,  no 
more  thinking  of  skipping  an  edi- 
tion than  would  your  Sunday 
newspaper. 

You  know,  we  just  might 
have  something  in  that  analogy. 
It's  no  longer  quite  accurate  to 
classify  the  variety  show  as  en- 
tertainment. In  the  hands  of  Sul- 
livan and  his  emulator  across 
the  street,  it's  become  a  form  of 
journalism.  Individual  parts  of 
their  programs  can  stand  repeti- 
tion, all  right,  but  there  would  be 
no  more  point  in  re-running  a 
whole  Sullivan  or  Allen  show  than 
in  reprinting  a  last  winter's  Times 
or  Courier  Journal. 

Of  course,  it's  a  rather  nar- 
row form  of  journalism  that  you 


get  on  the  screen  these  Sunday 
evenings,  something  like  having 
the  Broadway  columns  tossed  up 
on  your  front  porch  without  the 
news  pages  wrapped  around  them. 
Watching  either  of  the  programs 
(or  switching  back  and  forth  be- 
tween them,  as  a  lot  of  families 
seem  to  do),  you'll  never  get  to 
know  a  great  deal  about  current 
affairs,  but  you'll  certainly  find 
out  who's  mixed  up  in  them. 

Names  are  the  thing — news- 
worthy names.  We  have  developed 
an  apparently  inexhaustible  appe- 
tite for  them.  The  Broadway  col- 
umns feed  us  with  them  daily,  at- 
tached to  quotes,  anecdotes  and 
small  bits  of  personal  information. 
The  quotes  don't  have  to  be  either 
very  witty,  original  or  illuminat- 
ing, the  anecdotes  not  necessarily 
amusing,  the  information  neither 
entirely  accurate  nor  very  signifi- 
cant. All  that  seems  to  be  required 
is  the  mere  appearance  of  a  name 
that  the  public  either  can  recog- 
nize at  once  or  can  identify  with 
some  topical  development  in  a 
field  of  general  interest — not  just 


show  business,  but  sports,  politics, 
science,  the  arts. 

This  also  seems  to  be  the 
basic  idea  behind  the  Sunday 
night  television  fare.  TV  having 
certain  dimensions  that  are  lack- 
ing in  the  printed  page,  you  get 
the  face  (and  sometimes  the 
voice)  along  with  the  name  itself. 
But  apparently  we  don't  require 
anything  of  them  in  the  way  of 
theatrical  performance.  There  is 
nothing  inherently  entertaining — 
that  is,  nothing  either  tragic, 
comic  or  otherwise  dramatic — in 
a  glimpse  of,  say.  the  Notre  Dame 
backfield  rising  to  take  a  bow 
from  the  studio  audience.  But 
they,  or  their  equivalent,  are 
billed  as  an  attraction,  and  they 
get  a  big  hand. 

For  that  matter,  there  really 
isn't  any  great  dramatic  reward 
in  a  film  clip  showing  one  or  two 
unrelated  and  incomplete  scenes 
from  Kim  Novak's  latest  motion 
picture.  In  the  movie  houses,  you 
merely  tolerate  this  sort  of  thing 
as  advertising.  But  Kim  Novak  is 
news  of  sorts,  and  so  is  the  popula- 


tion of  the  Notre  Dame  backfield, 
for  a  few  weeks  of  the  year,  any- 
way. Come  April  or  May.  the  boys 
get  no  offers  to  do  their  little  act 
in  front  of  the  studio  cameras,  for 
the  very  obvious  reason  that  their 
topical  value  is  gone  by  then. 

Last  fall,  every  time  you 
switched  on  your  TV  set  you  got 
a  closeup  of  Don  Larsen,  the  New 
York  Yankees  ballplayer  who  had 
created  a  sports-page  sensation  by 
pitching  a  no-hit.  no-run.  no-any- 
thing-else  game  in  the  World 
Series.  By  reason  of  all  that  ex- 
perience. Larsen  ought  to  be  an 
even  better  television  performer 
now,  but  he  just  never  turns  up  on 
the  screen  any  more.  It  has  noth- 
ing to  do  with  how  well  he  can  de- 
liver a  line  on  camera;  he  just 
isn't  producing  headlines  off-cam- 
era this  season. 

The  widely  discussed  talent 
race  among  the  variety  shows  isn't 
really  that  at  all.  although  Sulli- 
van, Allen  and  their  less  cele- 
brated colleagues  at  various  times 
have  come  up  with  the  cream  of 
(Continued  on  page  104)

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SEATTLE 


Off  in  a  beautiful  corner  of  its  own,  Seattle  nurtures  a  home-grown  pride  in  its  scenery,  its  talent  for  ex- 
pressing a  way  of  life  with  taste  and  freedom,  its  signs  of  cultural  maturity,  its  bursting  civic  ambition 


TT^iom  the  visitor's  point  of  view,  the  600,000  or  more  citizens  of  Seattle,  Washington,  enjoy  enviable  status 
among  the  privileged  of  the  world.  Most  of  the  600,000  think  so,  too,  for  this  city  radiates  a  highly  com- 
municable euphoria.  For  decades  after-dinner  speakers  have  paid  homage  to  the  "spirit  of  Seattle",  and,  while 
this  oratorical  cliche  may  set  the  local  sophisticate's  teeth  on  edge,  it  does  truthfully  reflect  a  popular  state  of 
mind.  Although  Seattle  has  passed  its  first  century  of  life,  it  retains  the  characteristics  of  exuberant  adoles- 
cence. People  settle  in  Seattle  today  for  the  same  essential  reason  wagonloads  of  families  risked  the  hazards 
of  the  Oregon  Trail  nearly  a  century  ago.  Now,  as  then,  they  are  seeking  a  new  pattern  for  their  lives.  Finding 
nothing  of  Boston  or  Atlanta  or  Chicago  in  the  fabric  of  this  beautifully  remote  community,  they  add  ciiliiiral 
threads  of  their  own  and  do  it  without  apology.  So  it  has  been  as  the  Scandinavians,  the  Germans,  the  Japanese, 
the  Chinese  and  the  garden  variety  of  Americans  arrived,  each  giving  something  of  himself  to  create  one  of  the 
country's  most  refreshing  societies.  And  their  common  bond  is  a  pride  in  Seattle's  physical  beauty,  its  self  con- 
fidence and  its  growing  cultural  awareness. 

"Seattle,"  a  local  newspaperman  explained,  "is  the  biggest  booster  town  of  all.  If  you  have  any  doubts,  ask 
a  Boeing  aircraft  worker  who  left  Nebraska  six  months  ago  how  Omaha  compares  with  Seattle.  He'll  wondc>r  how 
you  ever  thought  up  such  a  ridiculous  question.  You  may  have  a  sophisticated  matron  on  Mercer  Ishuid  speak 
with  reverence  of  San  Francisco,  but  she  thinks  of  it  as  a  nice  place  to  visit.  Where  this  town  is  concerned,"  con- 
cluded the  reporter,  "the  local  people  are  single  minded.  They  nurture  the  illusion  tliat  Seattle  stands  apart,  be- 
yond comparison  with  any  other  place." 

Most  Seattleites  probably  would  agree  with  everything  about  this  appraisal  except  its  use  of  so  indecorous 
a  term  as  "booster".  There  are,  to  be  sure,  professional  boosters  aplenty  in  Seattle,  but  they  are  merely  selling  what 
everyone  else  is  delighted  to  give  away.  Although  the  citizens  could  boast  about  the  city's  high  wages  and  short 
hours  (traceable  in  large  part  to  an  ignominiously  deflated  local  pasha  named  Dave  Beck),  its  good  schools  and 
its  mild  climate,  they  usually  don't.  They  talk  about  the  scenery.  To  live  in  Seattle  is  to  be  a  scenery  addict,  and 
it  could  scarcely  be  otherwise.  All  around  exists  a  natural  spectacle  of  such  breadth  and  richness  that  the  eye  is 
powerless  either  to  ignore  or  reject  it.  In  bright,  cloudless  weather — of  which,  lamentably,  Seattle  may  be  in  short 
supply  at  any  given  moment — a  person  can  stop  whatever  he  is  doing,  look  up  and  {Continued  on  page  97)

Seattle's  playground 


To  the  average  Easterner,  the  Pacific  Northwest  is  a 
pretty  remote  place.  He  may  be  familiar  with  a  few 
wonderful  images,  like  the  Columbia  River  and  mountains 
named  Hood  and  Rainier,  Puget  Sound  and  the  Olympic 
Peninsula  and  Vancouver  Island  across  the  Canadian  bor- 
der. He  may  have  a  few  symbols  such  as  skiing,  salmon 
fishing,  and  tall  timber.  Beyond  that,  all  is  vague. 

Many  Northwest  people  complain  because  their  coun- 
try is  thought  to  be  remote.  I  no  longer  consider  it  so  but 
wish  that  1  could.  It  has  been  filling  up  with  people  far 
too  fast  to  suit  us  who  liked  it  as  it  was  before  there 
were  any  dams  on  the  Columbia  River,  before  industrial- 
ists began  i)utting  up  immense  manufacturing  plants  that 
attracted  even  more  visitors  who  only  loo  often  <lecided 
to  stay  and  grow  up  with  the  country.  It  is  now  too  late  to 
stop  the  trend  which  began  140  years  ago  when  a  young 
poet,  William  Cullen  Bryant,  wrote  about  "the  continu- 
ous woods  where  rolls  the  Oregon,  and  hears  no  sound 
save  his  own  dashings."  He  had  never  been  within  3,000 
miles  of  the  majestic  stream  lu;  wrote  about  and  seems 
not  to  have  known  it  alri-ad)  had  been  odicialiy  named 
the  Columbia. 

Whether  visitors  conic  looking  for  hydro-electric 
power  or  electrifying  scenery,  the  Columbia  is  still  our  first 
symbol.  It  has  tributaries  in  seven  states  but  the  main 
stream  rises  in  a  small  lake  in  British  Columbia,  little 
more  than  a  pond  that  lies  blue  and  cold  on  the  roof  of 
the  continent,  hemmed  by  the  Rockies  and  the  tumultuous 
Selkirks.  This  is  the  fountainhead  which  starts  the  great 
surging  stream  on  its  tortured  way  a  matter  of  more  than 
1,200  miles  to  the  sea  in  distant  Oregon. 

The  Columbia  is  the  only  stream  that  managed  to 
hammer  its  way  through  the  Cascade  Mountains.  Nowhere 
else   in   this   700-mile   long   rampart   is   there   a   passage.

Through  the  Columbia  gap  went  the  covered  wagons  of 
the  Oregon  Trail,  and  through  it  today  come  many  of  the 
visitors  by  rail  or  highway.  More  important,  the  Cascades 
split  the  Northwest  into  two  widely  contrasting  climates. 
The  change  is  sudden.  Even  the  slowlv  moving  pioneers 
noticed  it.  For  1.000  miles  they  had  come  through  a  region 
of  light  rainfall  and  sparse  vegetation.  The  winter  was 
cold,  the  summer  blistering.  But  as  they  came  floating 
through  these  mountains,  or  followed  along  the  Columbia's 
south  bank,  the  sagebrush  changed  to  gigantic  trees  of 
monstrous  girth:  the  sky  turned  to  lead;  mists  swirled  in 
little  clouds  around  the  headlands:  and  gentle  rains  be- 
gan to  fall. 

The  contrast  remains.  The  Cascades  mark  two  cli- 
mates that  can  be  seen,  smelled,  heard  and  felt.  The  people 
are  different.  There  is  a  subtle  yet  noticeable  difference  in 
speech,  and  even  more  difference  in  the  shade  and  depth 
of  sun-and-wind  tan.  The  range  often  divides  political 
thought  in  Oregon  and  Washington,  and  in  times  of  stress 
some  embattled  partisan  is  sure  to  propose  that  the  Cascade 
Mountains  ought  of  right  to  be  the  nmtual  border  of  four 
slates  instead  of  running  plumb  down  the  middle  of  two. 

Possibly  because  the  United  States  is  still  a  young 
countr) .  we  all  have  come  to  romanticize  our  pioneers  and 
like'  to  describe  this  or  that  region  as  the  Last  Frontier. 
The  Northwest  has  a  claim  to  the  distinction.  It  was  the 
last  corner  of  the  United  States  to  be  settled.  Although  the 
Northwest  had  a  trading  post  as  early  as  1811,  the  classic 
settler,  the  farmer-pioneer,  did  not  arrive  until  the  1840s. 
It  was  a  late  start  in  disputed  territory.  History  in  the 
Northwest  had  to  move  fast  to  assure  American  sovereignty 
at  all,  and  we  did  well  to  extend  it  as  far  north  as  we  did. 

Now,  three  generations  have  been  born  and  reared 
in  a  vast  region  which,  by  [Continued  on  page  101)

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Garden  terrace  is  skillfully  designed  to  reflect  the  contemporary  spirit  of  the  house  itself. 
Large  contrasting  slabs  of  smooth  concrete  and  pebble-textured  aggregate,  together  with  the 
rectangular  pool,  form  a  striking  geometric  pattern.  The  front  entrance  is  at  far  end  of 
covered  walk.  To  obscure  the  terrace  as  guests  approach  the  entrance,  the  walk  is  partially 
enclosed  by  opaque  glass  panels.  At  the  rear  of  the  terrace,  crossing  a  shallow  moat,  is  a 
wood  bridge  which  connects  the  terrace  and  living-dining  wing.  To  make  the  most  of  the  site's 
colorful  niadrona  trees  on  either   side  of  covered  walk,  tlie  iiouse  was  planned  in  an  L-shape. 
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Within  Seattle  and  its  network  of  growing  suburbs  are 
some  of  the  finest,  freshest  examples  of  residential  archi- 
tecture in  the  United  States  today.  Isolated  by  geography  and 
temperament  from  both  the  hackneyed  formulae  of  a  dead 
past  and  the  bloodless  austerity  of  the  modern  extremists, 
Seattle's  architects  in  recent  years  have  charted  a  beauti- 
fully creative  course  of  their  own.  The  houses  they  are  de- 
signing measure  up  to  the  splendor  of  the  Pacific  Northwest 
setting.  They  are  planned  by  men  who  understand  their  clients 
and  built  by  craftsmen  who  still  believe  a  job  is  worth  doing 
well.  The  Seattle  house  is  meant  to  be  loved  and  lived  in. 
The  best  of  Seattle's  houses  may  express  two  seemingly  con- 
tradictory qualities:  a  pioneer  willingness,  so  characteris- 
tic of  the  region,  to  attempt  something  that  has  not  been 
done  before,  and  a  sophisticated  understanding  of  the  graces 
which  enhance  contemporary  life.  One  of  these  qualities  may 
overshadow  the  other  in  a  particular  house,  but  both  invari- 
ably are  evident.  In  this  city  built  on  seven  beautifully 
rugged  hills,  a  site  for  a  house  may  be  as  much  a  challenge 
as  a  blessing  to  the  architect.  He  is  likely  to  meet  the  chal- 
lenge and  preserve  the  blessing  by  creating  an  ingenious 
design.  His  house  may  bear  a  look  of  Northwest  rusticity,  of 
Japanese  delicacy  or  of  urbane  sleekness,  but  in  any  case  it 
will  suit  its  site  and  serve  its  owners  admirably.  Its  mate- 
rials will  most  often  come  from  the  immediate  surroundings, 
and  they  will  resist  the  elements  and  gratify  the  senses.  In 
this  portfolio,  H&G  presents  a  collection  of  Seattle  houses 
which,  though  varied  in  style,  share  in  common  a  beauty 
worthy  of  the  city  and  a  utility  in  keeping  with  modern  life.

On  their  sloping  site  in  the  Seattle  suburb  of  Bellevue,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  John  E.  Putnam  wanted  a  house  with  a  sleek  con- 
temporary look.  They  enjoy  entertaining  their  friends  and 
wanted  the  right  background  for  it.  They  also  wanted  their 
two  small  children  to  have  both  freedom  to  roam  and  privacy. 
The  house  shown  here  is  the  architect's  handsome  answer  to 
the  Putnams'  wishes  and  the  site's  demands.  By  devising  an 
L-shaped  plan,  he  provided  a  separate  wing  for  the  children, 
well  isolated  from  the  adults'  rooms,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
space  for  a  large  garden  terrace  was  created  on  the  front 
portion  of  the  site.  This  terrace  is  not  only  convenient  to 
the  living  room  but  is  also  shaded  by  it  from  summer's  late 
afternoon  sun.  Because  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Putnam  were  eager  to 
take  full  advantage  of  the  view  of  Lake  Washington  to  the 
west,  the  roof  slopes  downward  to  a  generous  overhang  on 
this    side,    thereby    shading    the    living-dining-kitchen    wing.

The  approach  to  the  Putnams'  front  entrance  is  along  a 
graceful   covered   walk   parallel   to   the   carport   and  chil- 
dren's  wing.   Sliding  shoji   panels   opposite   the   doorway 
divide  the  entrance  hall  and  the  dining  room.  At  the  left 
is  the  living  room,  with  glass  walls  at  both  ends.  A  mas- 
sive fireplace  wall  of  native  stone  separates  the  living  and 
dining  rooms.  The  master  bedroom-bath  is  off  the  hall, 
adjacent  to  the  children's  rooms.  From  their  rooms,  the 
children  have  handy  access  to  a  stairway  descending  to  a 
large  playroom   at  ground   level  and  a  lawn  at  the  rear.

DESIGN  FOR  SEATTLE 
ENTERTAINING 

The  kind  of  informal  entertaining  Seattle  people  enjoy 
was  a  major  consideration  when  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Richard 
Connelly  planned  their  house.  Division  of  their  main  liv- 
ing space  into  a  living  room  and  a  large  family  room  also 
fitted  their  own  pattern  of  living:  it  offered  the  adults 
privacy  and  accommodated  the  liveliness  of  four  young 
boys.  Both  rooms  have  patios  and  entrances  from  the  main 
hall.  Their  cool  blues  and  greens  flow  into  the  coloring  of 
the  lush  Northwest  greenery.  The  family  room,  with  its 
large  fireplace  as  a  focal  point,  is  used  not  only  for 
family  meals  and  gatherings  but  for  entertaining.  The  Con- 
nellys frequently  have  cocktail  suppers,  and  the  arrange- 
ment of  kitchen  and  family  room  lets  the  hostess  enjoy 
her  guests  while  she  prepares  the  food  and  refreshments.

A  REGIONAL  HOUSE  FOR  INFORMAL  LIVING 


A  virtue  shared  by  many  Seattle  architects  is  the  ability  to 
combine  a  look  of  warm  regional  rusticity  with  the  latest 
facilities  for  making  life  pleasant.  This  house,  designed 
for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lysle  A.  Wood  and  their  teen-age  son, 
expresses  this  quality  well.  Like  so  many  Seattle  houses, 
it  is  built  on  a  sloping  site.  The  architect  took  advantage 
of  the  slope  to  include  a  large  recreation  room  at  ground 
level  adjacent  to  the  swimming  pool  and  a  lower  terrace. 
The  Woods  like  to  live  informally,  and  use  the  upstairs 
family  room  for  buffets  because  it  is  placed  conveniently 
between  the  kitchen  and  a  sheltered  sundeck.  Next  to  the 
kitchen  is  a  concrete  terrace  perfect  for  outdoor  meals  and 
entertaining.  The  living  room,  study  and  master  bedroom 
all  have  a  fine  view  of  Lake  Washington   in  the  distance.

A  HOUSE  FOR 
NATURE'S  GRANDEUR 


In  a  region  where  ahnost  every  prospect  pleases,  the  view 
from  the  Charles  Hayters'  home  is  outstanding.  Their 
house,  crowning  Cougar  Mountain  less  than  .'^0  minutes 
from  downtown  Seattle,  overlooks  mountains,  water  and 
forests,  a  view  that  captures  the  essence  of  Pacific  North- 
west grandeur  (see  cover  I .  In  its  conception  and  appear- 
ance, this  house  is  indigenous.  The  rich  textures  of  its  board 
and  batten  cedar  siding,  the  heavy-beamed  cedar  ceilings, 
the  rough-hewn  log  posts  on  the  terrace  and  craggy  stone 
fireplace  all  reflect  the  warm  tones  and  mood  of  the  sur- 
rounding region.  Yet  the  house  is  in  no  detail  self-consciously 
"rustic".  On  the  contrary,  it  fulfills  the  Hayters'  wishes 
for  an  efficient  modern  house,  furnished  in  the  contempo- 
rary spirit  and  easy  to  take  care  of.  The  sweeping  \ista 
to  the  east  may  be  admired  from  the  living  room,  its  ad- 
jacent covered  terrace  and  the  kitchen.  From  the  dining 
room,  by  contrast,  the  view  is  intimate,  focusing  on  the  patio 
which  is  enclosed  on  three  sides  yet  oriented  to  the  main  view.

A  CITY  HOUSE 

FOR  OUTDOOR  LIVING 

ON  A  NARROW  LOT 


Despite  the  vast  wilderness  at  its  backdoor,  Seattle,  like 
most  other  cities  in  the  U.S.,  is  running  out  of  choice  metro- 
politan residential  sites.  The  plot  on  which  this  fine  small 
house  was  built,  for  instance,  borders  on  a  golf  course  at  the 
rear  but  has  a  frontage  of  only  .55  feet.  It  is  a  measure  of  the 
designer's  skill  that  neither  the  house  nor  the  site  seems 
cramped.  The  land  was  used  so  well  that  it  includes  four  out- 
door areas  directly  linked  to  the  house  and  extending  the 
living  space.  From  the  kitchen,  breakfast  and  dining  rooms, 
there  is  convenient  access  to  a  charming  side  terrace.  The 
living  room,  down  two  steps  from  the  dining  level,  opens 
to  the  main  terrace,  from  which  a  rolling  fairway  is  seen. 


Entrance  walk  is  covered  by 
long,  extended  slope  of  the  cedar 
shake  roof.  At  left  is  a  flagstone 
lerrace;  streetside  planting 
jiuards  its  privacy  from  passing 
traffic.  Garage  at  right  of  wa^k 
not  only  extends  the  lines  of  the 
louse  but  serves  as  an  effective 
sound  buffer.  Exterior  walls  are 
\ertical  siding  stained  a  soft 
ray.  Border  annuals  are  profuse.

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The  people  of  Seattle  love  their  leisure  and,  more  than  most, 
know  how  to  make  the  best  of  it.  When  they  build  a  weekend 
house,  it  is  designed  to  appeal  to  a  family's  aesthetic  sense 
and  to  soothe  its  nervous  system.  Here  is  such  a  house,  built 
a  few  feet  from  the  Lake  Washington  shore  on  Mercer  Islaiul. 
Its  owners,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  V.  Lvans,  can  cook  every  meal 
outdoors,  enjoy  the  view  of  Mt.  Rainier  to  tlie  soutli.  and 
entertain  their  seven  grandchildren  in  the  house  or  on  llioir 
cabin  cruiser  at  the  dock.  And  it  can  all  be  done  vvitii  the 
greatest  of  ease.  The  balance  of  indoor  and  outdoor  spaces 
gives  the  Evanses  facilities  for  relaxing  in  comfort  and  ))ur- 
suing  their  hobbies  and  recreation.  Next  to  the  carport  and 
a  covered  walk  at  one  end  of  tlie  house  are  a  cabana,  a  bath 
house  and  a  work  shop.  On  the  terrace  between  this  area 
and  the  main  part  of  the  house,  there  is  an  outdoor  kitchen, 
which  includes  a  rotisserie,  sink,  refrigerator  and  ample 
countertop  area.  A  wall  of  wood  separates  the  terrace 
kitchen  from  covered  walk  between  carport  and  front  door.

"This  house,"  say  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Evans,  "is  as  close  to  perfec- 
tion as  we  could  ask  for — in  its  ease  of  entertaining,  upkeep 
and  the  beauty  of  its  setting.  We  had  definite  ideas  but  found 
it  difficult  to  express  them.  When  set  out  in  plan  form, 
though,  the  combination  of  house,  cabana,  bath-house  and 
workshop  was  extremely  pleasing."  The  house  is  finished 
outside  in  vertical  hemlock  siding.  All  interior  partitions  are 
sliding  panels  or  hemlock  planking.  Except  in  the  two  bed- 
rooms and  living  room,  which  are  carpeted,  the  floors  are 
vinyl  tile.  The  guest  bedroom  has  a  terrace  of  its  own  isolated 
from  the  living  area,  and  the  master  bedroom  opens  to  its 
own  covered  deck.  The  Evanses  have  furnished  their  week- 
end house  in  a  pleasing  manner  favored  in  Seattle.  The  furni- 
ture is  of  contemporary  style,  its  scale  light.  The  entire  living 
area  is  on  one  level,  but  the  design  of  main  rooms,  the  ter- 
races and  decks  give  an  impression  of  interesting  variety. 
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Master  bedroom  gains  a  trim,  smart  look  from  all-wood  finish  of  walls, 
ceilings.  Hanging  storage  chest,  at  rif.'lit.  is  lighted  by  recessed  fixiiire. 
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Private  sundeck  of  master  bedroom  is  fine  vantage  point  for 
viewing  lake.  Carpeting  is  gray;  sheer  draperies  are  pale  tan.

The  living  room  window  wall  frames  a  broad  view  of  Lake 
Washington  to  the  west.  A  similar  wall  on  south  overlooks  sun- 
deck.

THE  COSMOPOLITAN 

AIR  OF  SEATTLE 


Although  Seattle  takes  pride  in  both  the  quality  of  its 
houses  and  the  high  percentage  of  homeownership,  the 
city's  apartment  dwellers  can  live  handsomely,  too.  On 
this  page  is  the  apartment  of  William  S.  Teeter,  in  a 
three-unit  hillside  building  of  contemporary  design.  The 
apartment  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Raymond  C.  Anderson,  op- 
posite, occupies  an  upper  floor  of  one  of  the  largest  apart- 
ments in  downtown  Seattle.  In  expressing  the  city's  cosmo- 
politan approach  to  interior  design,  both  are  exemplary. 
Mr.  Teeter,  who  planned  his  own  apartment,  and  Lou 
Garner  Swift,  the  Anderson  apartment  decorator,  have 
assembled  contemporary  American,  Scandinavian  and 
Japanese  materials  into  beautifully  complementary  room 
settings.  Against  off-white  walls,  both  owners  have  hung 
excellent  oils  by  Northwest  painters.  The  decorative  at- 
mosphere of  both  apartments  is  urbane  but  comfortable. 
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Emphasis  on  white  as  a  background  in  the  Anderson 
apartment,  shown  on  this  page,  directs  attention  to  the 
form  and  color  of  furnishings.  Mirrored  entrance  wall, 
top  left,  reflects  brass  chandelier;  lines  of  heavy  chest 
and  brass  planter  are  in  Oriental  style.  White  vinyl 
flooring  has  decorative  brass  insets,  which  are  repeated 
in  the  front  of  bar  counter,  top  center.  Lowered  ceiling 
framework  helps  to  define  bar  area,  and  its  opaque 
panels  diffuse  light.  In  living  room,  top  right,  matching 
sofas  are  covered  in  a  cross-woven  pattern  of  beige  and 
white,  and  carpet  is  light  beige.  Lamp  is  a  casting  from 
an  old  carved  column.  Cocktail  tables  are  square  brass 
tubing  with  white  leather  tops.  The  painting  is  by  Seattle 
artist  Richard  Gilkey.  In  dining  room,  right,  table  is 
Italian  marble  on  custom  walnut  base;  chairs  are 
Scandinavian.  Lighting  fixture  is  by  Seattle  designer 
Irene    McGowan;     large    custom    cabinet    is    walnut.

Emphasis  on  simplicity  in  the  Teeter  apartment 
derives  from  straight  lines,  smooth  surfaces  and  excel- 
lent proportion  of  individual  pieces.

rn  our  home  on  View  Ridge,  high  and  breezy  above  the 
west  shore  of  Lake  Washington,  in  Seattle,  we  dine  well 
every  day  of  the  year.  There  are  the  vegetable  garden  and 
the  cellar  and  the  fruit  and  berries.  There  is  fresh  seafood 
the  year  round.  There  is  my  butcher,  who  is  also  a  violinist 
with  the  Seattle  Symphony.  There  is  abundance.  And  there 
is  reasonable  .'^kill  in  the  kitchen.  Thus  endowed,  how  could 
one  avoid  dining  well? 

What  1  say  about  my  home  applies  essentially  to  Seattle 
and  the  Northwest.  For  it  is  a  fad  that  this  blessed  nook 
of  a  blessed  land  is  richly  cnduvved  in  Bread  and  Wine.  A 
geographical  area  as  large  as  Seattle  and  the  Northwest,  or 
as  small  as  my  home  and  ni>  garden,  may  be  quite  jjroperly 
described  as  a  gastronomic  haven  if  it  provides  abundance, 
variety,  and  an  enviromnent  in  which  dining  is  always  a 
pleasure.  Should  it  provide  more,  it  would  offend  one's  sense 
of  pr()|)ortion;  should  il  provide  less,  it  would  not  be  worthy 
of  notice. 

From  the  nearby  sea  are  available,  every  day  of  the 
year,  salmon,  halibut,  cod,  sole,  silver  smelt,  perch,  red  snap- 
per, shrimp,  Dungcness  crab,  Olympia  and  other  oysters. 
There  are  also  shad.  I  rout,  and  catfish  from  the  rivers  and 
lakes.  Good  beef,  pork,  veal  and  lamb  arc  primed  for  the 
table  in  the  vast  grazing  areas  of  the  region.  Fowl  and  dairy 
products  are  ubiquitous.  Game  is  plentiful.  A  variety  of  vege- 
tables the  year  round  is  the  legitimate  boast  of  the  Puget 
Sound  country  and  the  Northwest.  From  the  neighljoring 
valleys  of  the  Yakima  and  the  Puyallup  come  fruit  and  ber- 


ries. Fine  California  wines — finer  than  most  people  think — 
are  just  a  few  hours  away.  And  then  there  are  the  culinary 
herbs,  without  which  a  kitchen  is  miserably  impoverished.  In 
the  Puget  Sound  country  these  aromatics  thrive  as  abundantly 
as  weeds:  and  the  most  important  of  them,  such  as  rosemary, 
sage,  oregano,  thyme,  and  parsley,  may  be  had  fresh  from 
the  garden  the  whole  year. 

To  these  gastronomic  blessings  may  be  added  a  pertinent 
meteorological  fact:  the  climate  which  so  favors  the  growth 
of  the  soil  is  also  conducive  to  sharp  appetites  and  pleasant 
dining.  Except  on  rare  occasions  and  in  isolated  spots,  the 
Northwest  climate  never  blunts  ones  appetite:  and  even  in  a 
metroj)olitan  center  such  as  Seattle  one  may  enjoy  a  view  of 
the  mountains,  the  waters,  or  wooded  areas  while  he  sips  his 
martini  and  anticipates  his  broiled  filet  of  salmon. 

Which  brings  us  back  to  seafood  and  a  closer  look  at 
one  or  two  of  the  region's  marine  specialties.  The  Kings  and 
the  Silvers  are  the  royalty  of  the  salmon  tribe;  and  the  nemesis 
of  the  sport  fisherman.  The  filets  of  these  swift  and  powerful 
and  heroic  masters  of  the  deep,  frigid  waters  of  Puget  Sound 
lui\(>  lured  mail)  a  discriminating  palate  away  from  top  sir- 
loin. But  they  must  be  properly  sauced  and  broiled;  and  this 
is  the  method  I  suggest:  Place  the  whole  fish,  or  any  part 
thereof,  in  a  baking  dish.  Pour  over  it  half  a  bottle  or  so  of  a 
good  dry  white  wine  and  bake  in  the  oven  until  done.  Don't 
overcook.  Meanwhile,  prepare  this  sauce:  Saute  in  plenty  of 
butter  a  finely  chopped  clove  of  garlic  and  a  green  onion.  Add 
a  dozen  capers  minced  and  [Continued  on  page  102)

Great  oaks,  we  were  told  in  childhood,  from  little 
acorns  grow,  and  the  maxim  applies  to  the  home. 
It  is  a  rare  room  that  cannot  be  improved  in  small  ways 
if  you  put  your  mind  and  imagination  to  it.  As  an  archi- 
tect, Thomas  Jefferson  was  a  master  of  making  little 
hings  count.  His  ingenious  designs  at  Monticello — the 
dumbwaiter  to  the  wine  cellar,  a  lazy  susan  door,  dual- 
purpose  furniture  and  storm  windows — were  the  products 
of  an  inquisitive  mind  that  delighted  in  solving  the 
mall  problems  of  everyday  living.  After  you  have  lived 
awhile  in  a  house,  no  matter  how  comfortable  and  up 
to  date  it  may  be,  you  will  discover  the  areas  that  can 
be  improved  to  fit  your  own  pattern  of  living.  Are  the 
top  shelves  in  the  kitchen  too  high  to  reach?  Do  your 
telephone  conversations  take  place  in  bedlam?

Decoration  in  the  kitchen 

If  the  kitchen  were  just  a  machine  for  cooking,  it  might  be  designed  like  an  automobile  in  a  standard  range 
of  sizes,  models  and  colors.  In  fact,  the  clinical  kitchens  of  the  1920's  with  their  forbidding  battery  of  white 
equipment  came  close  to  this.  But  today  the  kitchen  is  recognized  as  an  integral  part  of  the  decorative  scheme 
of  the  house,  as  important  as  living  room  or  bedrooms.  Although  major  equipment  and  cabinets  come  in 
modular  units  with  basic  finishes  and  shapes,  it  is  possible  to  absorb  them  into  any  decorative  plan,  from 
traditional  to  the  glimpse-of-tomorrow.  Kitchen  designers  draw  on  a  wide  range  of  natural  and  man-made 
materials  to  make  kitchens  unique;  they  introduce  the  personal  element  in  fabrics,  accessories,  lighting  fix- 
tures, murals  and  wall  coverings.  The  all-white  kitchen,  fast  returning  to  popularity,  is  enlivened  by  deco- 
rative touches.  There  is  no  reason  to  beware  of  unconventionality  in  kitchen  decoration.  Anything  (so  long 
as  it  meets  practical  requirements)  goes,  as  you  will  see  in  the  eleven  widely  different  kitchens  that  follow.

L.  W.  MacFarland's  small  kitchen  (shown 
on  page  52)  is  larpjely  due  to  the  serene

This  kitchen,  open  to  and  visible  from 
the  outdoors,  called  for  a  color  scheme 
that  would  complement  rather  than  com- 
pete with  the  garden  (shown  on  page 
51).  For  this  reason,  the  St.  Charles 
cabinets,  washer-dryer  and  refrigerator 
were  finished  in  Hs.G"s  Tawny  Beige;  this 
subtle  tone  is  warmer  than  white  but  not 
dominating.  The  main  pattern  interest  is 
a  hexagonal  vinyl  tile  floor  laid  in  alter- 
nating blocks  of  Gunmetal  and  white  to 
create  the  feeling  of  a  terrace.  Stainless 
steel  counters  and  equipment  in  the  cook- 
ing area  blend  with  the  neutral  back- 
ground; tlie  curtains  are  of  harmonizing 
tweedy  gray  fabric.  Fruit  and  flower 
colors  are  used  as  accents  throughout  the 
kitchen.  Glass-fronted  wall  cabinets  liave 
Bitter  Green  interiors.  Kitchen  tools  and 
utensils  are  Pastel  Carnation.  Citron, 
Lemon  Peel,  Cerulean  Blue.  A  Persim- 
mon banquette  adds  a  splash  of  color  to 
one  corner.  To  make  best  use  of  the  space, 
the  sink  was  set  in  a  corner  and  the  major 
equipment  arranged  to  give  maximum 
flexibility  to  laundry,  cooking  and  food 
preparation  areas.  Two  metal-topi)ed  but- 
ler's tables,  which  roll,  raise  and  lower, 
supplement  work  space  wiierever  needed 
and  act  as  indoor-outdoor  serving  tal)les.

A  rich  background 

The  size  and  open  plan  of  tliis  kitchen  de- 
signed by  William  Pahlmann  Associates 
(shown  also  on  page  52)  dictated  a  color 
scheme  that  was  strong  yet  simple.  The 
deep  patina  of  the  terra-cotta  vinyl  tile 
floor  and  the  warm-toned  Maple  Sugar 
cabinet  doors  (the  color  is  used  in  two 
values  on  base  cabinets  and  storage  wall 
doors)  is  accentuated  by  white  Formica 
countertops  and  beige-toned  fire  brick 
around  the  cooking  center  and  storage 
cabinets.  To  bring  variety  to  the  large 
floor  and  wall  areas,  rough  and  smooth 
textures  were  mingled :  fire  brick,  ceramic, 
wood  and  plastic.  The  decorative  focal 
point  of  the  kitchen  is  the  cooking  center 
where  equipment  is  built  into  an  arched 
brick  alcove  and  backed  by  an  imagina- 
tive tile  mural.  Built-in  refrigerators 
and  freezers  opposite  the  cooking  cen- 
ter are  finished  in  a  tone  to  blend  with 
the  Maple  Sugar  cabinets.  Illumination 
is  provided  by  a  large  skylight  surround- 
ed by  strip  lighting  which  at  night 
gives  the  same  effect  as  natural  daylight.

COLOR  AND  TEXTURE 
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A  cool  background 

The  restful,  airy  feeling  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
L.  W.  MacFarland's  small  kitchen  (shown 
on  page  52)  is  largely  due  to  the  serene 
background  of  Cerulean  Blue  metal  cabi- 
nets and  green  ceramic  tile  floor.  Cay  pat- 
tern is  introduced  in  apple-print  curtains 
at  the  window  over  the  sink  and  the 
bow  window.

Franklin  K.  Galloway  Jr..  designed  by 
Mrs.  Galloway  and  Reece  Williams,  vivid 
Mexican  colors  and  natural  woods  blend 
with  the  screened  patio,  (left  and  page 
.52 )  where  an  Indian  rug  makes  a  back- 
drop for  dining.  Kitchen  and  patio  have 
sand-colored  slump  stone  walls  and  tiled 
floor.  The  white  ceramic  tile  work  counter 
is  divided  by  a  peninsula  sink  into  two 
areas,  each  with  twin  burners  and  maple 
block,  allowing  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Galloway  to 
prepare  meals  together.

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For  a  sunlit  effect 

A  dark  kitchen  can  be  transformed  into  a 
bright  one  by  the  simple  expedient  of  col- 
or. When  designer  Jacquelyn  Ross  re- 
modeled her  kitchen,  slie  made  up  for  the 
lack  of  sunlight  (the  kitchen  is  shadowed 
by  nearby  houses  and  trees)  with  large 
areas  of  soft  yellow.  The  cabinets  and 
equipment  are  finished  in  yellow,  ceiling 
and  walls  are  covered  with  matching  tile 
and  wallpaper  which  provide  pattern  and 
decorative  interest.  Sheer  yellow  curtains 
cover  the  windows  which  are  of  clouded 
glass  with  louvered  glass  for  ventilation 
(see  page  53).

The  most  noticeable  feature  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Lewis  MacNaughton's  large  and 
workmanlike  kitchen,  designed  by  archi- 
tect O'Neil  Ford,  is  a  big  brick  chimney 
that  would  not  be  out  of  place  in  an  Earlv 
American  farmhouse.  Actually,  it  is  the 
core  of  a  well-equipped  modern  cooking 
center  with  four  burners  and  a  built-in 
oven.  Pots  and  pans  hang  from  the  bur- 
nished metal  hood  and  are  stored  beneath 
the  cooking  top.  Glowing  copper,  brick, 
and  the  floor  of  Texas  red  tile  are  the 
elements  that  bring  warmth  to  a  back- 
ground of  metal  cabinets  and  equipment.

A 
documentary  zinnia-print  paper  covers 
walls  and  ceiling.  The  Provincial-style 
wood  cabinets,  right,  have  graceful  curved 
quarter-round  moldings.  The  cooking 
top  is  built  into  a  brick  alcove,  and  old 
pewter,  classic  cooking  utensils  and 
modern  pans  are  ranged  next  to  it  on  open 
shelves  backed  by  the  print  wallpaper, 
below.

The  focal  point  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William 
Y.  Peters'  large  country  kitchen  is  a  tiled 
cooking  center  inspired  by  the  tile  char- 
coal stoves  of  Old  Mexico.  (Manufacture 
of  the  rare  green  tile  is  now  a  lost  art.) 
Mr.  Peters,  the  architect,  chose  a  color 
scheme  of  blues  and  greens  that  would 
create  a  cool  atmosphere  in  Arizona's  dry. 
hot  climate.  (See  page  53.)  Windows  at 
each  end  of  the  room  have  exterior  lou- 
vered  aluminum  sun  baffles  and  green 
matchstick  curtains  to  control  sunlight. 
Separate  cooking  areas  give  the  kitchen 
great  flexibility  for  entertaining.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  tiled  four-unit  cooking  top. 
there  are  twin  units  in  the  counter  at  the 
left  of  the  refrigerators,  a  barbecue  grill 
set  in  one  end  wall.  left,  and  twin  wall 
ovens.  A  retractable  hood  over  the  ovens 
can  be  pulled  out  to  dissipate  broiling 
smoke  and  odors,  pushed  back  into  wall 
space  when  not  in  use.

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Light  modern  textures 

The  spacious  feeling  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John 
Steadman's  living  kitchen,  designed  by 
Victor  Gruen  and  Associates.  A.I.A..  is 
due  to  an  imaginative  use  of  contemporary 
materials.  To  give  unity  to  the  dining  and 
cooking  areas,  which  are  linked  by  a  pass- 
through  peninsula  counter  (see  page  53), 
the  color  scheme  is  based  on  light  wood 
cabinets  and  a  brown,  beige  and  white 
floor.  The  airy  look  of  exposed  beams  and 
a  large  glass  gable  is  continued  by  the 
sleekness  of  white  tile  countertops,  a  vinyl 
tile  floor,  lacquered  matchstick  curtains, 
adjustable  brass  "star"'  chandeliers  and 
decorative  rigid  plastic  doors  in  hanging 
peninsula  cabinets.

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Still  life  in  the  garden 

Statuary,  well  chosen  and  sparingly  used,  offers  welcome  quiet  as  foil 
for  the  subtle  but  ceaseless  movement  of  sun  and  shade,  leaf  and  flower 


Tranquility  and  a  sense  of  the 
past  are  expressed  by  these  sweet- 
ly melancholy  figures  in  the  Hud- 
son Valley  garden  of  Mrs.  Lyman 
Delano.  The  stillness  of  the  pose 
enhances  the  majesty  of  the  great 
tree,  contributes  to  the  expression 
of  permanence  that  is  an  essential 
part  of  all  truly  beautiful  gardens. 
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The  touchstone  of  all  gardening  is  change,  but  change  out  of  control 
may  be  the  despair  of  the  gardener,  who  needs  a  few  fixed  reference 
points  to  help  him  keep  his  perspective.  Design  is  important, 
of  course,  but  there  is  nothing  to  compare  with  a  good  solid  inanimate 
object  to  provide  a  saving  sense  of  stability  amid  the  essential  rest- 
lessness of  growing  plants.  One  good  statue,  happily  selected  and  wisely 
placed,  will  not  only  serve  this  exacting  purpose,  but  may  pay  a  com- 
pliment to  the  taste  and  discernment  of  the  one  who  selects  and  displays 
it.  That  garden  statuary  so  often  misses  its  mark  is  attributable  as 
much  to  a  misunderstanding  of  its  best  function  as  to  lack  of 
inherent  merit.  Since  a  garden  is  neither  a  museum  nor  a  junk  shop,  a 
statue  or  piece  of  sculpture  must  first  of  all  be  displayed  not  for  its 
own  sake  but  as  a  part  of  the  whole  garden.  It  must  call  attention  to 
itself  for  what  it  adds  to  the  landscape  instead,  as  is  so  often  the  case, 
of  what  it  takes  away.  And  since  a  garden  is  a  place  for  relaxation  and 
renewal  of  the  human  spirit,  garden  sculpture  must  possess  serenity. 
No  leaping  deer,  no  dancing  nymph,  no  swooping  bird,  no  infant  acrobat. 
To  reflect  arrested  motion  is  one  thing;  to  freeze  motion  on  the  fly,  so 
to  speak,  is  quite  another,  and  actually  breeds  disquiet  where  it 
should  do  exactly  the  opposite.  {Continued  on  page  100)

on  the  gate-posts  of  Mrs.  W.  S.  Linn's  Illinois  garden.  Numer- 
ous  counterparts   are   available   to   those   who   seek    them.

Everything  you  do  during  August  is  twice  as  praiseworthy 
as  it  would  be  at  any  other  time  because  you  have 
only  half  as  much  energy  with  which  to  accomplish  it. 


First  weekend 


Bluegrass  country:  For  those  wlio  grow  tlieir  bluegrass  on 
lawns  rather  than  in  pastures,  August  marks  the  dark  befoje  the 
dawn.  Turf  malingers  and  yellows.  Edges  become  ever  more 
ragged.  The  clean  curves  and  straightaways  that  set  apart  the 
well  kept  lawn  in  spring  are  yielding  to  the  edger's  inroads. 
Sequel  to  this  preamble:  the  lazy  dog  days  suggest  the  highly 
rewarding  solution  of  fixing  lawn  lines  once  and  for  all  with 
metal  edging  strips — enameled,  galvanized  or  aluminum.  A 
simple  start-and-stop-job.  modifications  of  techni(]ue  could  make 
it  sedentary,  too.  after  the  spade-slit  trench  has  been  opened. 
Cost:  about  10  cents  per  running  foot  per  decade. 
Everybody's  August:  For  a  timely  chore  that  may  be 
pleasantly  dawdle<i  over:  turn  the  compost  iieap  .  .  .  plant  fresii 
and  choice  pansy  seed  for  next  spring's  bloom  ...  set  out  potted 
strawberry  runners  .  .  .  divide  madonna  lily  clumps,  reselling 
bulljs  12"  apart  .  .  .  pinch  back  chrysanthemums  for  the  last 
time  .  .  .  mulch  tuberous  begonias  with  pine  needles  or  buck- 
wheat hulls  to  conserve  moisture  and  prevent  mud-spattering  of 
flowers  .  .  .  plant  colchicum,  autumn  crocus,  sternbergia  lutea 
in  groups  of  a  dozen  or  two  along  the  fore  edge  of  the  evergreen 
border  .  .  .  order  new  daffodils  and  place  the  labels  now  .  .  . 
apply  the  year's  last  fertilizer  to  the  roses. 


Second  weekend 


North  and  east:  While  maturing  trees  extend  both  outward 
and  upward  from  their  extremities,  centers  of  lateral  branches 
remain  always  a  constant  distance  above  ground.  This  suggests 
that  young  trees  originally  set  close  to  paths  and  walks  may  now 
be  crowding  passersby,  that  low  branches  will  never  move  up. 
that  as  top  growth  increases  in  bulk,  low  limbs  may  be  safely,  if 
gradually,  lopped  without  upsetting  balanced  growth  of  tree. 
Never  merely  shorten  lower  limbs,  lest  shaded  stubs  die  and  ad- 
mit infection  into  tree;  cut  limbs  close  and  parallel  to  trunk.  Cut 
but  one  or  two  large  limbs  in  any  one  season,  partly  to  preserve 
maximum  sap  flow,  partly  to  keep  top  from  making  leggy  growth 
as  a  natural  consequence  of  pruning. 

Mid-south:  Common  error  of  new  gardeners  is  underesti- 
mating length  of  effective  growing  season.  While  it  may  be  too 
late  to  plant  most  annuals  for  fall  flowering  (exceptions:  corn- 
flower, zinnia,  sweet-alyssum,  some  marigolds) ,  many  vegetables 
produce  long  harvest  from  summer  seeding.  If  your  "attention 
span''  is  up  to  .standard,  sow  lettuces  (which  dislike  hot  sun  on 
leaves),  spinach,  beets,  carrots  (for  fingerlings),  kohlrabi 
(delicious  when  picked  golf-ball  size,  drowned  in  butter). 
West  coast:  For  shade-bred  mildew  on  tuberous  begonias; 
dust  with  captan;  give  them  sunlight  at  both  ends  of  the  day. 


Third  weekend 


Both  coasts,  northwest  and  east:  Since  good  technique 
may  improve  anyone's  garden,  mend  your  transplanting  ways 
with  evergreens  during  the  second  spring  that  August  represents 
for  many  of  them.  Broadleaved  shrubs  such  as  rhododendron, 
laurel,  pieris  have  shallow  fibrous  root  masses,  are  therefore  easy 
to  dig,  are  therefore  often  dug  carelessly,  may  therefore  be 
doomed.  Make  tiie  hard  way  easy  by  opening  a  trench  complete- 
ly around  the  roots  to  be  lifted  before  loosening  or  undercutting 
plant.  Too  close  spading  will  quickly  become  apparent  and  may 
be  corrected  before  damage  is  done ;  root  ball  will  be  firm,  "un- 
shaken," for  enclosure  in  burlap  and  removal  to  newly  prepared 
location.  Roots  should  be  well  established  before  winter  to  satis- 
fy evergreens'  never  ending  moisture  requirements. 
Far  south:  Poinsettias  that  have  become  leggy  or  undesirably 
tall  since  last  winter  may  still  be  cut  back  for  more  compact 
growth,  to  develop  new  flowering  shoots. 

Pacific  southwest:  Watering  should  be  extended  in  both  di- 
rections— upward  and  downward — as  summer  advances.  Ex- 
plore below  ground;  hoe  irrigation  trenches  alongside  root  areas 
if  available  water  is  not  going  deep  enough.  Increase  depth  of 
surface  mulches  to  reduce  evaporation  from  soil  surface.  Hose 
foliage  of  fuchsias  and  gardenias  with  mist  or  fog  nozzle. 
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Fourth  weekend 


Crahgrass  and  Jap  beetle  note:  Homeowners  who  regard 
this  ubiquitous  lawn  weed,  this  durable  grub  as  true  subversives, 
not  just  topics  for  conversation,  will  welcome  the  new  liquid 
distributors  for  lawn  and  turf  chemicals.  These  do  for  soluble 
weed  killers  and  pesticides  what  the  standard  bin  spreader  does 
for  dry  materials.  Since  most  plant  foods  and  fungicides  also  are 
available  for  liquid  application,  these  ingenious  contraptions 
usefully  fill  the  immense  void  between  slap-dash  hose-siphon  ap- 
plicators and  the  clumsy  watering  can. 

Southwest :  In  regions  where  a  garden  is  limited  largely  to  a 
few  heat  resistant  plants  in  boxes,  pots,  or  other  containers  that 
may  be  rushed  under  cover  when  frosts  come,  lawn  grass  is  as 
much  a  problem  as  everything  else.  For  other  ground  covers  that 
are  durable,  attractive,  trouble  free  and  virtually  heat-proof,  try 
trailing  and  creeping  species  of  lantana,  veronica  or  thyme; 
pimpernel  or  portulaca;  or  some  of  the  literally  hundreds  of 
mesambryanthemums  that  thrive  on  adversity. 
Gardening  after  dark:  Gardeners  go  to  bed  nights,  like 
ordinary  people,  and  before  they  sleep  they  delight  to  read  such 
new  books  as  Harold  W.  Rickett's  Botany  for  Gardeners  (Mac- 
millan,  |4.50) .  Uncompromisingly  authoritative,  it  is  pleasantly 
relaxed  as  well — precisely  what  the  gardener  ordered.

cities  like  Washington,  New  York, 
Boston  and  Chicago,  "constitutes 
the  greatest  recognition  of  the 
community's  cultural  growth.  .  . 
Let  us  prove  that  we  are  worthy 
of  this  recognition.  .  ." 

Seattle  did  a  job  that  cities 
large  and  small  all  over  the  coun- 
try might  emulate.  Each  school- 
child  delivered  to  his  parents  a 
letter  from  the  director  of  the  art 
museum.  Over  100.000  leaflets 
were  handed  out  at  P.-T.A.  meet- 
ings, inserted  in  public  library 
books,  distributed  by  the  Salvation 
Army,  enclosed  with  department 
stores'  monthly  hills.  As  a  result 
the  exhibit  in  Seattle  attracted  not 
only  persons  with  a  particular  in- 
terest in  art — regular  museum- 
goers — but  many  others. 

The  public  and  art 

But  the  Seattle  story  had 
some  minus  as  well  as  plus  as- 
pects. And  they  hold  significance 
not  only  for  those  who  have  a  vital 
interest  in  the  country's  cultural 
climate  but.  actually,  even  for 
those  whose  interest  in  art  is  so' 
small  that  they  never  attend  art  ex- 
hibitions at  all.  Anyone  who  pays 
the  taxes  that  support  our  thou- 
sands of  museums  has  a  vested  in- 
terest in  their  functioning,  and  he 
has  a  right  to  know  who  is  served 
by  the  institutions  we  have  all 
been  told  since  childhood  are  a 
repository  of  the  priceless  treas- 
ures man  has  created  in  his  nobl- 
est moments  and,  therefore,  as  im- 
portant as  schools  and  only  slight- 
ly less  so  than  churches. 

The  fact  is  that  while  one  in 
seven  Seattle  residents  attended 
the  exhibition,  almost  one-fifth  of 
the  visitors  reported  themselves 
"disappointed''.  Boston,  on  the 
other  hand,  where  relatively  few 
persons  attended,  had  the  best 
satisfied  group  of  "viewers",  with 
two  out  of  three  respondents  as- 
serting they  liked  the  show  "very 
much". 

The  conclusion  is  obvious. 
The  general  public,  curious  and 
eager,  can  be  persuaded  in  great 
numbers  to  visit  art  exhibitions 
even  of  material  as  unfamiliar  as 
ancient  Japanese  art.  Publicity  is 
the  best  lure.  Most  who  said  they 
did  enjoy  the  exhibition  came,  ac- 
cording to  the  report,  with  ex- 
planatory newspaper  and  maga- 
zine articles  in  their  hands. 

But  getting  people  inside 
their  doors  is  only  half  the  job 
that  American  museums  must  do 
if  they  would  perform  a  real  serv- 
ice. The  survey  stated  that  espe- 
cially "where  the  heavy  publicity 
drew  a  large  number  of  inexperi- 
enced museum-goers  and  persons 
not  acquainted  with  Japanese  art 
or  even  art  in  general",  the  visi- 


tors complained  of  insufficient 
wall  labels,  lack  of  catalogue 
guides,  too  few  lectures  and 
guided  tours. 

Obviously  a  museum's  dilem- 
ma can  be  resolved  only  if  it  sees 
its  responsibility  not  primarily  as 
a  permanent  or  even  temporary 
custodian  of  great  art.  but  as  an 
instrument  of  education.  It  must 
honestly  believe  that  the  public's 
ability  to  learn  is  even  greater 
than  its  seemino;  ignorance,  and 
that  showmanship  is  not  a  dirty 
word  but  an  important  tool. 

Indications  are  that  the 
Seattle  Art  Museum  right  now  is 
as  aware  of  this  as  any  museum 
in  the  country,  and  is  doing  an 
imaginative  job  in  developing  the 
enormous  potential  audience.  In 
the  past  year  it  produced  63V2 
hours  of  art  television  programs 
(a  figure  it  believes  to  be  a  record 
for  any  museum  in  the  country) 
and  held  67  lectures  and  tours  in 
the  museum  and  17  outside.  It  has 
instituted  a  program  for  working 
with  community  groups  in  order 
to  introduce  more  people  to  the 
museum.  This  year  it  sent  out  hun- 
dreds of  letters  to  women's  groups 
and  other  clubs  in  the  city  and 
neighboring  communities  inform- 
ing them  that  the  museum  is  avail- 
able for  teas  and  coffee  hours.  The 
many  groups  and  conventions 
which  responded  not  only  hold 
their  social  functions  at  the  mu- 
seum but  are  taken  on  tours  of  the 
galleries. 

The  museum  in  the  past  year 
has  brought  to  Seattle  a  long  list 
of  circulating  exhibitions  ranging 
from  old-master  drawings  from 
the  world-famous  Albertina  Gal- 
lery in  Vienna,  to  paintings  by 
Grandma  Moses.  But  it  considers 
its  most  important  functions,  from 
the  long-range  point  of  view,  to  be 
two.  The  first  is  to  acquaint  resi- 
dents of  Seattle  with  the  excep- 
tional quality  of  art  in  its  per- 
manent collections  (especially 
rich,  curiously,  in  Japanese  and 
Chinese  art.  although  there  are 
also  fine  examples  of  Egyptian, 
East  Indian.  American  Indian, 
old-master  European  and  modern 
art).  The  second  is  to  encourage 
and  sponsor  the  living  artists  in 
its  own  area.  As  a  result,  the  mu- 
seum owns  what  it  believes  to  be 
the  largest  regional  collection  of 
paintings  in  the  country.  Its  role 
in  promoting  artists  of  the  com- 
munity has  helped  bring  several  of 
its  most  talented  figures — Mark 
Tobey.  Morris  Graves  and  Ken- 
neth Callahan  are  the  best-known 
— national  and  even  international 
fame.  And  Seattle  has  shared  in 
this  fame,  to  the  point  where  it  is 
now  hailed  as  one  of  the  most  cul- 
turally aware  cities  in  America.

Despite  Norman  Douglas'  cynical  comment  that  "Curry  is  India's 
greatest  contribution  to  mankind,"  few  Indians  would  recognize 
what  we  call  curry.  The  thick  sauce  liberally  doused  with  curry 
powder   used   to   mask   leftover   chicken   in   many   restaurants   bears   no 
resemblance   to   the   Asiatic's   subtle   blend   of  spices   and   seasonings. 
Actually  curry,  a  corruption  of  the  Hindustani  turcarri,  is  a  single  basic 
form  of  Indian  cooking.  True  curries  can  be  bland,  hot,  dry,  liquid.  They 
derive  from  an  art  of  spice  culture  and  cookery  which  originated 
5,000  years  ago  with  the  great  and  civilized  Indus  Valley  Empire.  Devout  Hindus 
believed  that  food  was  created  for  man  by  the  gods,  and  their  philosophy 
is  an  integral  part  of  the  religion,  ritual  and  customs  of  India  today. 
Spices,   treasured   in   elaborately   carved   chests,  were   given   the 
reverence  accorded  precious  stones.  Sesame  seed  signifies  immortality 
to  the  Brahmans.  Basil,  which  the  Greeks  called  "the  herb 
of  kings,"  is  grown  by  the  Hindus  to  honor  the  dead.  At  certain  times 
in  the  world's  history,  spices  have  indeed  been  more  precious  than  gold. 
Alaric  the  Visigoth  demanded  3,000  pounds  of  pepper  as  part 
of  the  price  for  lifting  the  siege  of  Rome  in  408  A.D.  In  the  Middle  Ages, 
16  ounces  of  ginger  would  buy  a  sheep ;  a  pound  of  cloves  could  be  bartered 
for  a  cow.  Even  today,  saffron  costs  $152  a  pound,  mainly  because  it  takes  the  stigmas 
of  75,000  flowers  of  the  crocus  sativus,  gathered  by  hand,  to  produce  it. 
Curry  powder  is  a  blend  of  spices  such  as  turmeric,  fenugreek,  coriander,  cumin, 
cardamom,  cloves,  fresh  ginger,  peppercorns,  chili  peppers,  mace  and  mustard  seed. 
In  Asiatic  homes  combinations  of  these  spices  are  fresh  ground  on  the 
curry  stone  every  day,  according  to  the  dish  for  which  they  are  destined.  They  are 
intended  to  enhance  the  taste  and  appearance  of  the  food,  not  to  dominate  it. 
The  amount  of  seasoning  varies  with  local  taste.  Northern  Indian  food  is  rich  and  suave; 
Southern  cooking  tends  to  be  hotter.  Curries  are  fierier  in  the  neighboring  countries  of 
Indonesia,  Malaya  and  Ceylon.  Curry  cooking  is  spice  cooking  in  its  truest  sense,  and  the 
curry  recipes  that  follow  are  culled  from  the  spice  lands  where  cardamom  and  coriander,  cinnamon 
and  cumin,  poppy,  mustard  and  sesame  seeds  are  used  with  full  knowledge  of  their  special  properties  in 
cooking.  All  the  spices  and  herbs  listed  are  available  in  the  United  States  (for  mail-order  sources 
of  curry  seasonings  and  accompaniments,  write  H&G's  Reader  Service) .  Many  can  be  bought  in 
powder  form  but  they  are  better  fresh-ground  in  a  mortar,  blender,  spice  or  pepper  mill.  Let  these  recipes 
introduce  you  to  the  centuries-old  alchemy  of  spices,  secret  of  the  unique  cuisine  which  has  been 
called  "sublime  and  sacred,  inscrutably  inspiring  and  intelligently  illuminating,  like  Cambodian  carvings."

Fish 


Spiced  Fish  Chowder 
(Cambodia) 

3  pounds  pike,  or  scrod 
24  shrimp 

24  oysters 
y^  cup  butter 

4  small  white  onions,  minced 
2  bay  leaves 

1  dried  red  chili  pepper,  crushed 

1/2  tablespoon  dried  orange  rind 

4  lavage  or  anise  seeds 

15  cups  water 

1  tablespoon  turmeric 

Yz  clove  garlic,  chopped 

1  teaspoon  salt 

I  tablespoon  cashew  nuts 

4  medium  slices  canned  or  fresh  pineapple 

1  tablespoon  soy  sauce 

Clean  the  fish  and  cut  in  small  pieces. 
Clean,  shell  and  wash  shrimp.  Extract 
oysters  from  shells.  Melt  the  butter  in  a  pan 
and  brown  minced  onions.  Add  the  shrimp 
with  bay  leaves,  crushed  red  pepper,  and 
chopped  orange  rind  (it  may  be  dried  at 
home) .  Stir  for  5  minutes  over  medium  fire 
and  add  the  fish  with  the  anise  or  lovage 
seeds.  Add  one  cup  water  and  reduce  over 
a  fast  fire.  Now  add  the  turmeric,  oysters, 
chopped  garlic,  salt  and  14  cups  water. 
Add  cashew  nuts,  boil  one  minute  and 
then  simmer  for  15  minutes.  Ten  minutes 
before  the  dish  is  ready,  crush  the  pine- 
apple with  the  soy  sauce.  Stir  it  in  and 
thicken  chowder  before  serving.  Serves  6. 

Fish  Molee    (BaH) 

Molee  is  the  South  Indian  term  for  fish  pre- 
pared in  coconut  cream.  To  make  coconut 
cream  mix  1%  cups  grated  fresh  coconut 
or  coconut  flakes  with  1/2  cup  boiling  water, 
knead   and   crush   in   mortar,   then   strain 


through  a  cloth.  Strain  twice  more  adding 
1/2  cup  boiling  water  each  time  and  put 
the  liquid  in  the  refrigerator  for  a  few 
hours  or  overnight.  Collect  the  thick  part 
and  use.  Yield:  IV^  cups. 

2  pounds  small  fish,  such  as  porgy 

3  tablespoons  flour 

5  tablespoons  butter  or  oil 
Yz  tablespoon  turmeric

Clean  and  wash  the  fish.  Cut  into  2"  to  3" 
pieces  and  dry.  Dip  in  flour  and  saute  in 
the  butter  or  oil  with  the  turmeric.  Remove 
and  reserve,  keeping  them  warm.  To  the 
butter  in  the  pan,  add  the  grated  coconut 
with  the  ginger,  pepper,  salt,  minced  green 
pepper  and  milk.  Simmer  gently  for  7  min- 
utes. Now  add  the  coconut  cream.  Replace 
fish  in  the  mixture.  Shake  gently.  Cover  and 
steam  very  gently  for  10  minutes.  Serves  4. 

Dry  Braised  Fish  (India) 

2  pounds  fish,  such  as  salmon 

or  red  snapper 
1  cup  flour  or  chick-pea  flour 
1  cup  olive,  salad  or  peanut  oil 
V2  teaspoon  salt 
ly^  teaspoons  turmeric 

1  pint  yogurt 
^/i  cup  vinegar 

2  teaspoons  anise  seed 

1  teaspoon  cumin  seed 

%  tablespoon  crushed  green  ginger  or 

1/4  teaspoon  powdered  ginger 
1/2"  stick  cinnamon,  crushed 

2  large  onions,  sliced 

I  tablespoon  coriander,  crushed 
1  teaspoon  black  pepper 

3  tablespoons  lemon  juice 

Clean,  wash  and  dry  the  fish.  Cut  into 
medium-size  pieces,  gently  prick  all  over 


with  a  very  sharp  fork  and  rub  with  some 
of  the  chick-pea  flour.  (This  can  be  made 
at  home  by  grinding  chick  peas,  or  crushing 
in  a  blender,  a  few  at  a  time,  then  sieving 
the  powder.)  Then  rub  with  a  little  of  the 
oil,  salt  and  turmeric.  Let  the  fish  stand  for 
1  hour,  then  wash  in  cold  running  water. 
Rub  with  more  chick-pea  flour  and  yogurt 
and  rinse  with  the  vinegar.  Grind  the  anise 
seed  and  cumin  seed  in  a  little  water  with 
the  ginger  and  the  crushed  cinnamon.  Rub 
this  into  the  fish. 

Heat  the  remaining  oil  in  a  heavy  cas- 
serole and  brown  the  sliced  onions.  Place 
the  fish  in  the  casserole  and  reduce  heat. 
Cook  for  six  minutes  and  then  sprinkle  the 
crushed  coriander  and  pepper  over  the  fish. 
Add  the  lemon  juice.  Cover  and  cook  very 
gently  for  15-17  minutes  or  until  done, 
shaking  now  and  then  to  prevent  sticking. 
Uncover  and  dry  o£F  all  moisture.  Serve  hot. 
Serves  4. 

Oven  Baked  Fish  with  Cream 
(India) 

1  whole  2-pound  fish  (such  as 
sea  bass  or  whitefish)

Clean  and  wash  the  fish.  Gently  pierce  its 
skin  in  several  places  with  a  sharp  silver 
fork  and  rub  in  flour  or  chick-pea  flour. 
Wash  well  again  and  pat  dry.  Make  a  paste 
of  the  crushed  coriander,  pepper,  pounded 
green  ginger  and  a  few  drops  of  water.  Mix 
with  salt  and  rub  the  paste  on  the  fish.  Fine- 
ly chop  the  onions  and  fry  until  golden  in 
melted  butter.  Mix  them  with  the  crushed 
cardamom  seeds  (reserving  4  whole  seeds) , 
whole  cloves,  lemon  juice,  and  combined 
yogurt  and  cream  which  has  been  strained 
through  a  linen  cloth  to  rid  it  of  excess 
water.  Place  a  little  of  this  mixture  inside 
the  fish  and  a  thin  layer  on  top.  Bake  in 
medium  (350°)  oven  for  about  30  minutes.

Add  fish,  banana,  eggplant,  potatoes  and 
2%  cups  coconut  milk.  Cook  over  medium 
heat  for  10  minutes.  In  another  pan,  melt  1 
tablespoon  butter  and  fry  the  mustard  seed 
witl\  the  lentils  until  the  seeds  crackle  and 
pop.  Add  the  remaining  coconut  milk  and 
the  salt.  Then  add  fish-vegetable  mixture 
and  liquid  to  the  lentil  mixture.  Cook  5  min- 
utes, adding  the  lemon  juice  just  before 
serving.  Serves  4-6.

2  pounds  fish  (sea  bass,  lake  trout  or 
mackerel)

3  onions,  sliced 
V  stick  cinnamon

1  cup  milk 

^2  pound  blanched  almonds 
Vz  pi^t  yogurt 
%  pint  cream 

Wash  the  fish  and  soak  for  1  hour  in  water. 
Dry  and  cut  into  medium  pieces.  Melt  half 
the  butter  and  fry  the  onions  with  the  cin- 
namon. When  brown,  place  the  fish  on  them. 
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Sprinkle  over  turmeric,  black  pepper,  salt 
and  add  the  milk.  Shake  the  casserole  and 
simmer  covered  till  the  fish  is  almost  done, 
about  6  minutes.

%  tablespoon  chopped  parsley 
1  cup  mushrooms,  thinly  sliced 
1  cup  milk 

1  cup  buttermilk 

%  teaspoon  cumin  seed 

2  crushed  red  chili  peppers 
2  egg  yolks 

y2  cup  cream 
%  teaspoon  salt 

Poach  the  oysters  in  water  and  their  own 
liquor.  Drain  and  mince  them.  Melt  the  but- 
ter or  oil  and  add  the  chopped  parsley.  Fry 
for  %  minute  and  add  the  mushrooms.  Then 
add  the  combined  milk  and  buttermilk,  % 
cup  at  a  time,  boiling  away  the  liquid  after 
each  addition.  Add  the  cumin  and  2  table- 
spoons water  in  which  the  crushed  peppers 
have  been  soaked ;  discard  peppers.

3-pound  lobster,  parboiled 

1  cucumber 

Melt  half  the  butter  and  fry  sliced  onions 
with  cinnamon,  cloves,  cumin,  chili,  corian- 
der, turmeric,  and  tomatoes.  Mix  well  and

Clean,  wash  and  dry  the  duck.  Cut  it  into 
8  pieces.

Have  the  meat  ground  very  fine.  Heat  half 
the  butter  and  brown  the  meat  with  the 
finely  shredded  onions,  salt  and  coriander. 
Add  1/4  cup  water  or  so  to  the  meat.  Cook 
away  all  liquid.  Wash  the  capon,  dry  it  and 
prick  all  over  with  a  sharp  pointed  knife.

For  this  recipe  use  pale,  unsalted  butter 
or  shortening.  Wash  and  dry  the  chicken. 
Prick  it  all  over  with  a  sharp  pointed  knife 
and  rub  the  pepper  and  ginger  inside  the 
cavity  and  on  the  outside.  Truss  the  chicken. 
Heat  the  butter  in  a  very  heavy  skillet,  and 
mix  in  the  salt  and  yogurt.  Put  in  the 
trussed  chicken  and  raise  the  heat  high.

add  the  cumin.  Put  in  %  cup  water,  cover 
and  simmer  for  15  minutes.

%  pound  spinach 

4  tomatoes,  sliced 

1  teaspoon  black  pepper 

1  green  pepper,  cut  in  strips 

1  cup  pimentos  (canned  or  jresh)  shredded 

%  teaspoon  salt 

Cut  the  chicken  into  very  small  pieces. 
Qean  and  wash  the  shelled  shrimp.  Heat 
oil  and  put  in  saffron.  Add  the  chicken  and 
the  shrimp.

Have  the  duckling  boned  and  left  whole. 
Make  a  stuffing  of  pistachio  nuts,  cumin, 
onions,  egg  yolks,  yogurt,  butter,  rose 
water  and  V^  teaspoon  salt.  Stuff  the  duck- 
ling with  this  and  tie  up  well.  Roast  the 
duckling  for  i/4  hour  in  a  medium  (350°) 
oven,  and  then  put  it  in  a  casserole  with 
enough  akni*  to  cover.  Add  remaining  salt 
and  the  crushed  peppercorns.

4  tablespoons  butter 
3  tablespoons  dried  onion  flakes,  or 

1  large  onion,  chopped

1  teaspoon  crushed  red  chili  pepper 
Pinch  thyme 
Pinch  black  pepper 

2  bay  leaves 

2  pounds  calves  liver  or  chicken  livers 
i%  tablespoons  soy  sauce 
2  cups  milk 
%  teaspoon  salt 
y^  teaspoon  sugar 

2^/2  tablespoons  finely  chopped  cashews 

1  chopped  tomato 

Melt  the  butter,  and  saute  the  onions  and 
garlic.  Mix  in  and  stir  the  turmeric,  red 
pepper,  thyme,  black  pepper,  bay  leaves.

y^  teaspoon  powdered  ginger 

2  teaspoons  cumin  seeds 
V2  teaspoon  black  pepper 
2  minced  onions 

y-i  teaspoon  minced  garlic 

5  tablespoons  butter  or  oil 

2  pounds  lamb  or  pork,  cut  into  1"  cubes 
2-pound  squash 
5  cups  coconut  milk 
1  teaspoon  salt 

Grind  to  a  paste  all  the  spices,  onions, 
garlic,  with  a  little  melted  butter  or  oil. 
Rub  it  well  on  the  lamb  or  pork.  Put  aside 
for  y2  hour.  Then  thread  the  meat  on  small 
skewers  and  brown  in  butter  or  oil  in  a 
deep  skillet.  Cube  squash  and  put  in  the 
skillet.  Add  the  coconut  milk  (see  direc- 
tions under  Sea  Fish  Curry)  and  salt.

2  pounds  lean  lamb 
ly^  sticks  butter 

4  onions,  minced 

3  tablespoons  coriander 

2  tablespoons  ground  green  ginger,  or 

y2  teaspoon  powdered 
yo  pint  yogurt 

10  black  peppercorns,  crushed 
10  cardamom  seeds,  crushed 

5  tablespoons  ground  blanched  almonds 
y2  teaspoon  salt 

1  tablespoon  chopped  parsley 

Cut  the  meat  into  pieces  the  shape  and  size 
of  almonds.  Heat  half  the  butter  and  saute 
the  minced  onions.  When  they  are  trans- 
parent, add  the  coriander  and  ginger.  Fry 
for  10  minutes.  Add  2  tablespoons  water 
and  boil  it  away  over  a  brisk  flame.  Repeat 
twice  more.

2  pounds  lean  lamb,  cut  in  1"  cubes

1  tablespoon  cumin 
5  whole  red  chili  peppers 
8  small  turnips 

2  cloves  garlic 

1  teaspoon  powdered  ginger  \ 

1  tomato,  chopped 
%  teaspoon  salt 

Heat  the  butter  in  a  heavy  casserole.  Chop 
the  onions  coarsely  and  fry  until  pale  gold. 
Add  the  lamb.  Brown  the  meat  well,  stir- 
ring it  all  the  time.  Add  the  turmeric,  cumin 
and  well  ground  red  peppers.  Fry  together 
for  2  minutes  and  add  the  baby  turnips 
(halve  or  quarter  turnips  if  too  big).  Fry 
gently  another  3  minutes.  Now  pound  the 
garlic  in  a  mortar  or  work  through  a  press 
and  mash  with  ginger,  tomato  and  enough 
water  to  make  a  paste.  Add  to  the  meat 
mixture.  Season  with  salt  and  cook  for  a 
minute  or  so.  Turn  the  heat  very  low  and 
add  %,  cup  water.  Cover  tight  and  cook  till 
water  has  evaporated.  Add  another  ^  cup 
and  repeat  till  the  meat  is  done  and  turnips 
cooked.  Shake  the  casserole  a  few  times 
during  this  period,  and  do  not  stir  much. 
Serves  4.

y^  teaspoon  salt 

1  tablespoon  special  curry  sauce* 

2%  cups  water 

1  cup  tomato  puree 

y^  teaspoon  cracked  black  pepper 

y<l  cup  dissolved  meat  glaze 

(or  1/4  cup  Bovril) 
1  tablespoon  lemon  juice 

1  teaspoon  grated  lemon  rind 

Heat  the  butter  and  brown  the  meat.  Re- 
move and  reserve.  Splinter  and  fry  the  cin- 
namon. Remove.  In  the  same  butter,  fry  the 
minced  onion.  Add  meat,  rice  wine  and  salt 
and  boil  dry.  Then  add  curry  sauce  (see  rec- 
ipe below)  and  2  cups  water.  Boil  until  dry. 
Add  the  cinnamon  with  the  tomato  puree 
and  %  cup  water.

Use  whole  spices  except  for  the  turmeric, 
which  is  always  used  in  powdered  form. 

In  an  electric  blender  or  a  mortar, 
blend  or  pound  all  the  spices,  seasonings, 
sugar  and  garlic  to  a  fine  paste,  adding 
enough  white  vinegar  to  make  the  paste 
semi-solid.  Heat  the  oil  gently  in  a  double 
boiler  and  add  the  paste.  Mix  well  and  stir 
for  five  minutes  on  very  high  heat.  Turn 
heat  to  low  and  cook  until  mixture  is  re- 
duced to  a  thick  paste.  Cool  and  bottle  for 
future  use  (it  will  keep  for  several  months) . 
Makes  about  1^^  cups  sauce.  When  making 
this  sauce,  it  is  essential  not  to  use  any  water 
or  water-dipped  utensil  that  might  alter 
the  consistency. 

Beef  Curry  (West  Indies) 

2  pounds  stewing  beef 

1  tablespoon  special  curry  sauce 

1  crushed  red  chili  pepper

y^  teaspoon  sugar 

2  blades  chives 
%  teaspoon  salt 

4  tablespoons  raisins 

Wash  and  dry  the  meat  and  cut  in  2" 
pieces.  Season  with  curry  sauce  (see  reci- 
pe under  Pork  or  Lamb  Curry)  and  chili 
pepper.  Melt  oil  or  fat  and  brown  the  meat 
and  onions  for  4  minutes  over  medium 
heat.  Put  in  tomatoes  and  cover.  Cook  till 
dry.

%^to  1  cup  vinegar 
3  tablespoons  butter 
3  bay  leaves

Cut  the  beef  into  pieces  3"  to  4"  long,  less 
than  1/4"  thick.  Make  a  paste  of  the  spices, 
garlic  and  onions  ground  together  with 
the  vinegar.  Marinate  the  meat  in  this  for 
24  hours,  turning  and  pressing  down  with 
a  wooden  spoon  a  few  times  during  this 
period.

1  cup  bouillon  (3  cubes  dissolved  in  water) 

%  teaspoon  salt 

Mix  the  beef,  shrimp  and  chicken  with  the 
curry  sauce  (see  recipe  under  Pork  or  Lamb 
Curry).  Heat  the  butter  and  fry  mixture 
for  5  minutes.  Cover  the  casserole  and 
cook  for  5  minutes,  stirring  frequently.  Add 
the  vegetables,  pepper  and  garlic.

Fry  the  onion  in  the  oil  and  reserve.  In  the 
same  oil  put  the  turmeric  and  cloves.

of  other  Seattleites. 

Such  is  the  city's  allure  that 
the  local  semanticists  have  never 
been  able  to  define  it  with  a  ring- 
ing, all-encompassing  slogan.  To 
reassure  the  impatient,  for  in- 
stance, Seattle  is  called  "The  Fast- 
est Growing  City  in  the  World — 
For  Its  Age;"  to  cosmopolites,  it 
is  the  "Gateway  to  the  Orient;" 
to  seekers  after  a  latter-day 
Promised  Land,  the  city  repre- 
sents the  pulsing  heart  of  "God's 
Country."  But  the  slogan  most 
commonly  subscribed  to  is  simply 
The  Most  Beautiful  City  in 
America." 

Through  the  years  Seattle's 
pronounced  narcissus  complex 
has  invited  many  sour  epithets. 
Seattle,  critics  have  charged,  has 
been  so  mesmerized  by  its  scenery 
that  nobody  ever  notices  its  cul- 
tural shortcomings.  Only  a  couple 
of  years  ago.  in  a  regional  best- 
seller on  the  topic  of  local  dining. 
la  Seattle  author  named  William 
Speidel  Jr.  strongly  implied  that 
the  average  fellow  thinks  more  of 
liis  scenic  backdrop  than  his  taste- 
buds.  The  title  of  his  book  was. 
You  Cant  Eat  Mount  Rainier. 

Beecham  was  bellicose 

The  crudest  commentary  on 
cultural  Seattle  issued  from  a  dis- 
tinguished      phrasemaker,        Sir 
Thomas  Beecham.  who  conducted 
the  Seattle  Symphony  for  a  single, 
stormy  season  in  1941-2.  He  ranted 
at    the    local    music    critics    and 
fought  with  the  Symphony  back- 
ers, and  in  his  first  interview  after 
eaving  Seattle,  he  described  the 
ity  as  "an  aesthetic  dust-bin."  It 
s  regrettable  that  no  flood  of  pro- 
esting  letters  swamped  the  local 
;5ress.  Certainly,  the  city  wouldn't 
^tand     for     such     ignoble     man- 
landling    today,    no    matter    how 
elebrated   the   manhandler.   The 
jSymphony  itself  is  a  financial  suc- 
ess  and  a  source  of  civic  pride, 
hough  it  hasn't  a  decent  home  to 
all  its  own.  Under  the  direction 
;ince    1954   of   Milton   Katims.   a 
Toscanini   protege   and   an   inter- 
lationally    known    cellist,    it    has 
'Nourished    against    the    most    un- 
promising conditions.  For  its  regu- 
lar concerts,  the  Symphony  must 
blay  either  in  the  spacious  Civic 
K-uditorium.  described  by  several 
guest    conductors    as    having    the 
vorst    acoustics    in    the    United 
states,  or  in  the  audibly  accept- 
ible    but    small    Moore    Theater. 
)ccasionally.  Katims  and  his  mu- 
licians  have  by-passed  both  halls 
ind    presented    "family    concert" 
)rograms  in  neighborhood  school 
luditoriums  and  community  halls, 
ast  season,  the  Symphony  played 
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11  such  dates  before  as  many  as 
5,700  persons,  who  were  lured 
by  a  flat  $1  family  admission  and 
free  baby-sitter  service  on  the 
premises.  No  other  city  in  the 
U.  S.  has  anything  like  the  family 
concerts. 

In  the  realm  of  art,  Seattle  is 
entitled  to  preen  itself.  Next  to 
the  Boeing  airplane,  the  works  of 
its  best  painters — Mark  Tobey. 
Morris  Graves.  Kenneth  Callahan  i 
and  Guy  Anderson — are  the  city's 
most  famous  products  (see  Emily 
Genauer's  art  column,  page  8). 
Among  the  63  members  of  the 
Artist's  Equity  Chapter,  the  sixth 
largest  in  the  U.  S..  are  a  number 
of  other  names  that  are  beginning 
to  be  recognized  nationally.  Three 
artists — Richard  Kirsten,  Glen 
Alps  and  Danny  Pierce — have 
collaborated  in  an  assembly-line 
technique  to  produce  and  sell  ex- 
cellent multi-block  prints  for 
prices  ranging  from  $10  to  $75. 
They  and  other  painters  are  ex- 
hibited regularly  in  the  city's  com- 
mercial galleries,  a  music  shop,  a 
household  furnishings  store,  a  de- 
partment store  and  the  Moore  The- 
ater, which  supplies  a  mimeo- 
graphed sheet  listing  the  artists' 
telephone  numbers. 

Local  paintings  are  displayed 
periodically  at  the  suburban 
Bellevue  shopping  center,  and  an 
annual  art  auction  sponsored  by 
the  University  of  Washington 
School  of  Art  offers  first-rate  work 
by  instructors.  Although  there  is 
no  way  of  proving  it.  the  walls  of 
Seattle  houses  probably  display 
fewer  cheap  floral  prints  and  more 
"live"  art  than  any  in  the  country. 
These  same  Seattle  houses  also 
reflect  the  area's  predilection  for 
the  decorative  arts.  The  North- 
west Designer-Craftsmen,  a  collec- 
tion of  extremely  able  silver- 
smiths, potters,  weavers  and  furni- 
ture makers,  present  museum  ex- 
hibitions at  which  the  work  of  the

As  a  port  city  whose  com- 
mercial ties  with  the  Orient  have 
survived  the  trials  of  depression 
and  war,  Seattle  delights  in  its 
middleman  role  of  bringing  the 
wares  of  the  Pacific  Rim  countries 
to  buyers  from  Canada  and  the 
U.  S.  In  1950  a  group  of  Seattle 
businessmen  visited  Japan,  en- 
visioned a  heavy  flow  of  trade  with 
the  Japanese,  and  returned  to  or- 
ganize a  local  Japanese  Trade 
Fair,  which  was  introduced  the 
following  year  at  the  University 
of  Washington.  Since  then  other 
Pacific  Rim  nations  have  been  in- 
vited to  display  their  wares  in 
Seattle.  The  original  fair  lias  ex- 
panded into  the  Washitiglon  Inter- 
national Trade  Fair,  an  oilicial 
promolion  of  the  state,  and  this 
spring  more  than  2,000  |)rofes- 
sional  buyers  flocked  to  the 
Armory  to  examine  Korean  brass- 
ware  and  porcelain.  Hong  Kong 
teak  products,  fabrics  and  jewelry. 
Philippine  wood  carvings,  em- 
broideries and  hand-made  textiles, 
Japanese  lacquerware,  lamps,  cut- 
lery and  textiles.  But  even  before 
the  first  trade  fair  quality  prod- 
ucts from  India.  Pakistan.  Canada 
and  even  Mexico  and  South  Amer- 
ica were  exhibited  in  Seattle  and 
the  buyers  frequently  included  lo- 
cal devotees  of  foreign  art  and 
handicraft. 

A  rich  cultural  gift 

A  permanent  repository  of 
Far  Eastern  culture  and  a  perva- 
sive influence  on  Seattle's  aesthet- 
ic taste  for  nearly  25  years  is  the 
Seattle  Art  Museum  in  Volunteer 
Park.  Its  founder,  builder  and 
guiding  .spirit  is  Dr.  Richard  E. 
Fuller,  who  by  any  criterion  ranks 
as  one  of  .Seattle's  prime  cultural 
resources.  In  1925,  when  he  was 
26,  Dr.  Fidler  stopped  off  in 
Seattle  with  his  parents  after  a 
visit   to   the   Orient.   The    Fullers 
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never  left  town.  Richard  Fuller 
and  his  mother  originally  gave 
$300,000  to  construct  the  museum 
building,  and  how  much  more  of 
the  family  inheritance  has  gone 
into  the  museum  is  difficult  to 
tabulate.  The  art  museum  has  one 
of  the  Western  World's  great  jade 
collections,  and  no  major  exhibi- 
tion of  Asiatic  art  objects  in  the 
|)ast  10  years  has  been  assembled 
in  this  country  without  drawing 
upon  this  museum's  collections. 

Central  to  any  discussion  of 
Seattle's  cultural  life  is  the  Uni- 
versity of  Washington,  one  of  the 
three  western  universities  of  suffi- 
cient stature  to  gain  membership 
in  the  Association  of  American 
Universities.  Its  600-acre  campus 
sloping  down  to  Lake  Washington 
is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  the 
U.  .S.  Just  four  years  short  of 
being  100  years  old.  the  university 
has  an  enrollment  of  15,000«  a 
faculty  of  more  than  800  and  ex- 
traordinary physical  facilities. 
The  Drama  School,  for  instance, 
operates  three  campus  theatres, 
where  plays  are  presented  to 
Seattleites  on  regular  schedules. 
Two  of  them,  the  .Showboat  and 
the  Penthouse,  give  performances 
six  nights  a  week,  every  week  of 
the  year,  and  the  third,  called  the 
Playhouse,  specializes  in  experi- 
mental productions.  The  Henry 
Art  Gallery  on  the  campus  houses 
a  permanent  collection  of  19th 
century  paintings,  but  it  serves 
most  fruitfully  as  a  center  of  art 
a!nd  adult  education  activities,  as 
well  as  a  showplace  for  exhibitions 
of  contemporary  painting,  prints, 
sculpture  and  regional  examples 
of  the  decorative  arts.  Off  the 
campus  but  nearby,  the  university's 
arboretum  occupies  a  260-acre 
tract,  where  the  stunning  rhodo- 
dendron, azalea  and  dogwood  of 
the  Northwest  flourish  in  company 
with  exotic  plants  from  all  over 
the  world. 

Most  Seattleites  appreciate 
the  city's  growing  dedication  to 


the  arts  and  find  themselves 
brushing  against  them  now  and 
then.  But  their  first  allegiance, 
pure  and  simple,  is  to  the  out- 
doors. A  local  businessman,  an- 
noyed by  the  counter  claims  of 
chauvinistic  Californians  and 
Texans,  recently  reached  the  boil- 
ing point.  "The  outsider  tells  us 
that  he,  too,  is  close  to  the  beach, 
the  mountains  and  the  trout 
streams.  He  may  be  right,  but  does 
he  take  advantage  of  them?  Here 
in  Seattle,  we  do  all  the  things 
the  others  just  talk  about." 

One  of  the  best  known  facts 
about  Seattle  is  that,  per  capita, 
it  has  more  private  pleasure  boats 
than  any  other  city  in  the  world. 
This  statistic  is  most  meaningful 
as  a  symptom  of  Seattle's  compul- 
sion to  challenge  the  outdoors,  and 
no  one  could  find  a  better  arena 
than  the  great  Northwest  diversity 
that  lies  at  the  Seattleite's  door- 
step, or.  more  precisely,  at  his 
patio.  He  can  sail  from  a  mooring 
in  Lake  Washington,  through  Lake 
Union,  the  government  locks,  and 
on  northward  through  the  shel- 
tered waters  of  Puget  Sound  to 
the  emerald  San  Juan  Islands.  Or 
lie  can  set  out  in  a  rowboat  from 
a  dock  jutting  into  Elliott  Bay  and 
fish  for  salmon  not  more  than  15 
minutes  from  the  heart  of  the  city. 
If  he  and  his  children  want  to 
catch  bass,  they  can  all  take  a 
trolley  to  the  edge  of  Green  Lake, 
which  is  well  stocked  and  situated 
within  the  city  limits.

Playland  all  around 

A  Seattle  family  may  sample 
so  varied  a  recreational  potluck 
that  a  simple  recitation  of  its  con- 
tents unavoidably  assumes  the 
flavor  of  a  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce brochure.  Almost  every 
conceivable  outdoor  gambit  can  be 
pursued  in  a  weekend  playground 
which  includes  the  little  under- 
stood but  majestic  Olympic  Pen- 
insula to  the  west,  with  its  won- 


drous rain  forest  and  7,000-foot 
peaks;  the  Cascades  to  the  east, 
sprinkled  with  state-operated  ski 
trails,  and  dominated  by  their  fa- 
mous mountains.  Baker  and 
Rainier;  the  Sound,  dappled  with 
sailboats  on  a  Sunday  afternoon; 
and  Lake  Washington,  where  all 
boating,  water  skiing  and  swim- 
ming cease  and  all  Seattle  packs 
the  shoreline  when  the  gargan- 
tuan hydroplanes  spouting  30- 
foot  rooster  tails  race  at  terrifying 
speeds  for  the  Gold  Cup. 

The  red-blooded  outdoors- 
manship  that  sends  Seattle  scurry- 
ing to  the  trout  streams  and  ski 
trails  on  the  weekend  has  always 
served  as  a  primary  lure  in  entic- 
ing settlers  to  the  region.  Al- 
though it  has  been  true  for  some 
50  years  that  Seattle  is,  as  the 
slogan  proclaims,  "the  world's 
fastest  growing  city — for  its  age," 
more  than  40  per  cent  of  its  total 
growth  has  occurred  in  one  huge 
population  explosion  since  World 
War  II.  Most  of  the  newcomers, 
like  their  forerunners,  have  moved 
to  the  outer  rim  of  the  city  on  the 
north,  south  and  east,  and  though 
they  may  live  in  the  shadow  of 
wilderness  retreats,  the  distance 
downtown  is  still  surprisingly 
short. 

In  the  1920s  and  even  earlier, 
many  thousands  shook  the  city's 
dust  from  their  shoes  and  took  up 
])ioneer  residence  on  Bainbridge 
and  Vashon  Islands,  directly  west 
of  the  city  in  Puget  Sound,  and  on 
Mercer  Island  in  Lake  Washing- 
ton. The  islanders  formed  a  cult 
of     waterborne     commuters     and 
traveled    back    and    forth    via    a 
"mosquito  fleet"  of  steamers  and 
ferry  boats  which  linked   dozens 
of    small    waterside    communities 
with  Seattle.  The  last  ferries  on 
Lake  Washington  were  abandoned 
in  1940,  when  the  world's  largest 
floating  bridge,  presently  one  of 
the  city's  premier  tourist  attrac- 
tions, was  completed.  It  connects 
the  city  with  Mercer  Island  and 
the  booming  suburbs  on  the  east 
side  of  the   lake.   As  whole  new 
communities     have     mushroomed 
there,  the  need  for  a  second  bridge 
has  grown  urgent.  It,  too,  will  be 
a    floating    concrete    bridge,    but 
where  it  will  finally  be  located  is 
anybody's    guess    and    the    city's 
most    exasperating    civic    contro- 
versy. Meanwhile,  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  town  in  the  middle  of 
the  Sound,  the  Vashon  and  Bain- 
bridge Islanders  happily  ply  the 
commutable  waters  in  their  ferry 
boats,  hoping  that  new  controver- 
sies will   stall  the   proposals  for 
new  toll  bridges  which  would  span 
the  Sound  and  disrupt  their  bliss- 
fully bucolic  settings. 

But  Seattle  today  is  not  in  a 
stalling  mood.  The  Boeing  Air- 
plane Company,  which  alone  ac- 
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counts  for  nearly  one-third  of  the 
King  County  payroll,  has  an- 
nounced plans  for  an  ambitious 
expansion  program.  Its  mam- 
moth new  jet  transport,  the  707, 
blasts  ceaselessly  through  the 
skies  over  Seattle,  but  the  city 
doesn't  mind  the  racket.  It  can't 
afford  to.  The  citizens  have  taken 
such  a  proprietary  interest  in  the 
commercial  future  of  the  707s 
that  the  first  scheduled  Pan  Ameri- 
can World  Airways  flight  from 
Seattle  to  the  Orient,  still  two 
years  away,  has  been  fully  booked 
for  more  than  a  year. 

The  Northwest,  more  than 
most  sections  of  the  U.  S..  under- 
stands that  power  and  growth  are 
inseparable,  and  from  its  early 
years  when  giant  firs  and  cedars 
were  felled  to  make  room  for 
Henry  Yesler's  steam-powered 
sawmill,  Seattle  has  yearned  to 
grow  great. 

Greatness,  however,  was  not 
precisely  what  the  first  settlers  had 
in  mind  on  arrival ;  they  were 
mainly  eager  to  scratch  for  sur- 
vival. The  Puget  Sound  region  was 
virgin  wilderness  when  the  brig 
Exuit  hove  to  off  a  lonely  point 
on  November  19.  1851.  and  de- 
posited 10  adults.  12  chikiren  (the 
oldest  was  nine)  and  their  belong- 
ings on  a  windswept  beach.  It  has 
been  recorded  that  three  of  the 
four  women  were  weeping  as  they 
surveyed  the  scene  of  their  new 
home.  None  in  her  most  fanciful 
imaginings  could  have  guessed 
the  consequence  of  this  adventure, 
for  within  the  lifetime  of  one  of 
the  children.  Roland  Denny,  the 
same  stretch  of  timber  they  faced 
was  to  be  transformed  into  one  of 
the  world's  great  port  cities.  Be- 
fore he  died  in  1939.  Roland 
Denny  flew  over  the  same  landing 
place  and  peered  down  at  a  city 
nearing  a  half  million  population. 

Dreams  of  "by  and  by" 

The  site  where  the  Exact 
party  landed  was  named  "New 
York  Alki."  by  a  young  New  York- 
er who  may  have  harbored  mis- 
givings about  the  venture.  In  In- 
dian jargon.  New  York  Alki 
meant  New  York  '"by  and  by."  By 


the  following  February  it  was  ap- 
parent that  the  settlers  needed  a 
site  with  a  better  anchorage,  so 
three  of  the  men  paddled  north  in 
an  Indian  canoe  across  Elliott  Bay. 
Two  miles  from  New  York  Alki. 
they  discovered  a  harbor  walled 
on  three  sides  by  a  fabulous 
growth  of  timber.  One  of  the 
men.  Arthur  Denny,  used  his 
wife's  100-foot  clothesline  to  take 
soundings.  He  decided  the  harbor 
was  adequate,  indeed,  thereby 
unwittingly  jeopardizing  his  own 
finest  memorial.  Eighty-one  years 
later  a  Seattle  hill  named  for 
Denny  was  methodically  removed 
from  the  downtown  section,  the 
dirt  being  transported  by  con- 
veyor belt  and  a  fleet  of  barges. 
The  whole  hill  was  dumped  in 
Elliott  Bay.  where  Denny  had 
taken  his  soundings. 

One  of  Seattle's  most  remark- 
able pioneers  selected  the  new 
community's  name.  Dr.  David 
Maynard.  who  practiced  medicine 
now  and  then,  roistered  somewhat, 
and  invested  most  of  his  energy 
and  all  his  money  in  the  town  and 
its  people,  honored  an  old  fishing 
companion.  Chief  Sealth,  by  at- 
taciiing  to  the  young  community 
his  name  as  it  was  commonly  pro- 
nounced— Seattle.  In  Skid  Road, 
a  crisp,  informal  history  of  Seattle. 
Murray  Morgan  speculates  on  the 
aptness  of  Maynard's  choice: 
"There  is  no  trustworthy  ac- 
count," Morgan  writes,  "of  how 
the  old  chief  took  the  honor.  He 
may  well  have  been  horrified:  the 
Indians  had  a  superstitious  dread 
of  having  their  names  mentioned 
after  death." 

Seattle's  early  growth  was  by 
fits  and  starts.  It  was  a  logging 
town,  a  sundry  collection  of  lonely 
men  whose  choice  of  off-duty  com- 
panionship was  restricted  to  In- 
dian maidens  or  Barbary  Coast 
belles  from  San  Francisco.  To  re- 
dress the  imbalance  of  the  sexes  in 
Seattle,  a  young  transplanted  Bos- 
tonian  named  Asa  Shinn  Mercer 
undertook  a  bizarre  mission. 
Mercer,  whose  career  through  the 
wildest  of  improbabilities  was 
later  paralleled  roughly  by  Team- 
ster Dave  Beck's  (Mercer  was 
Seattle's  first  teamster  and  soon 
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became  president,  teacher  and 
janitor  at  the  tiny  Territorial  Uni- 
versity: Beck,  the  best  known 
teamster  who  ever  lived,  served  a 
term  not  long  ago  on  the  Univer- 
sity of  Washington  Board  of 
Regents),  made  two  trips  back 
East  in  the  1860s  to  recruit  young, 
respectable  New  England  ladies 
for  wifely  duty  in  the  pioneer  wil- 
derness. Beset  by  official  red  tape 
and  editorial  vilification,  Mercer 
nevertheless  succeeded  in  cart- 
ing back  so  many  "Mercer  Girls" 
that  many  thousands  in  the  North- 
west today  trace  their  descent  to 
them. 

Orthodoxy  in  public  affairs 
was  never  conspicuous  in  the  young 
Seattle.  The  coarse  Skid  Road  en- 
vironment of  its  logging  days 
nurtured  some  of  the  most  cavalier 
political  and  sociological  schemes 
ever  devised.  In  the  late  1800s. 
Seattle  was  the  Northwest's 
spiritual  touchstone  of  the  radical 
Wobblies.  free-thinkers.  free- 
lovers,  transcendentalists  and  an- 
archists. Bitter  and  bloody  labor 
strife  from  which  Beck  emerged 
all-powerful  provoked  James  A. 
Farley  to  observe  that  this  country 
consisted  of  "47  States  and  the 
Soviet  of  Washington." 

In  its  brief  but  sportive  his- 
tory Seattle  has  thrived  on  hope, 
caprice  and  high  optimism.  It 
hoped  fervently  for  a  railroad 
during  the  "17  Years  War"  with 
neighboring  Tacoma.  and  it  got 
the  Northern  Pacific.  It  hoped 
that  the  Klondike  gold  strike  in 
1897  would  bring  a  torrent  of  pros- 
pectors with  cash  for  a  grub-stake, 
and  the  city  grew  prodigiously.  It 
once  elected  a  mayor  who  stood 
for  a  wide  open  town,  then  re- 
called him  when  he  carried  out 
his  pledges  with  a  vengeance. 
Characteristically,  the  same  man 
later  was  re-elected  on  a  reform 
ticket.  A  local  band  leader  was 
elected  to  five  terms  as  lieutenant- 
governor,  although  when  he 
first  filed  his  candidacy  he 
conceded.  "I  can't  spell  it.  but  I'll 
take  it." 

Seattle  today  is  still  thriving 
on  hope  and  optimism.  An  aggres- 
sive, quasi-official  agency  called 
Greater  Seattle,  Inc..  reflects  a 
civic  urge  to  keep  growing  Ijiggei' 
and  greater,  faster.  But  tiiere  is  a 
small  cluster  of  dissenters.  A  local 
newspaj)er  has  noted  the  forma- 
tion of  a  highly  informal  body 
which  calls  itself  "I^esser  Seattle." 
Strangely,  both  Seattles.  the 
Greater  and  Lesser,  are  motivated 
by  the  same  emotion.  Greater 
Seattle  presumably  loves  the  city 
so  much  that  it  wishes  to  share  it 
with  outsiders.  Lesser  Seattle  con- 
sists of  a  local  few  who  love  the 
city  enough  that  they  would  keep 
further  settlers  from  spoiling  their 
happy  preserve.  END

Pretentiousness  is  always  to  be 
avoided,  and  the  documentary 
piece,  the  historical  commentary, 
the  purely  personal  monument 
seldom  belon«;  in  the  home  land- 
scape. Approach  warily  also  both 
allegory  and  abstraction,  because 
crarden  sculpture  should  be  under- 
standable at  first  sight.  Above  all. 
seek  an  effect  of  durability  and 
timelessness.  Good  garden  figures 
will  have  an  appearance  of  sub- 
stance. In  this  both  materials  and 
workmanship  play  parts,  although 
neither  alone  is  likely  to  be  a  de- 
termining factor.  Stone  is  recogniz- 
ably enduring,  as  are  such  weather- 
proof metals  as  bronze  and  lead, 
althougii  these  may  be  expensive, 
especially  if  the  pieces  are  unicpie 
or  of  limited  currency,  and  if  their 
artistic  virtues  command  a  pre- 
mium price. 

The  simple  virtues 

If  the  foregoing  seetns  aca- 
demic, arbitrary  or  unnecessarily 
restrictive,  you  iiave  only  to  con- 
sider the  numi)er  of  crystal  balls. 
|>laster  gnomes,  polychrome  hitch- 
ing posts  and  laughing  sjirites  that 
have  affronted  your  sensibilities 
and  peace  of  mind.  At  least  half 
the  statuary  intended  especially 
for  use  in  gardens  is  sheer  clap- 
Ira]).  Much  of  the  remainder  is  in- 
appropriately dis|)laye(i.  .Sotne  of 
the  most  effective  garden  sculpture 
carries  no  suggestion  of  plants  or 
gardens  at  all.  It  may  invoke  nos- 
talgia, inspire  melancholy,  stimu- 
late contemplation,  or  lighten  your 
spirit  without  reference  to  place 
and  with  only  enough  sense  of  time 
to  keep  it  from  being  either  ag- 
gressively contemporary  or  peril- 
ously quaint.  Good  garden  sculp- 
ture is  where  you  find  it.  It  may  be 
found  in  a  garden  supply  store  as 
a  simply  executed  reproduction  in 
cast  stone  of  an  unassuming  origi- 
nal, or  it  may  be  a  unique  treasure 
happily  encountered  in  a  wrecker's 
yard.  It  may  also,  of  course,  be  a 
fine  and  costly  work  of  art. 

Four  useful  rules 

There  are  really  no  hard  and 
fast  rules  about  garden  sculp- 
ture, nor  are  there  hard  and 
fast  rules  about  displaying  it. 
There  are  only  budgets  and 
opinions.  On  the  one  count,  it  is 
enough  to  say  that  garden  statuary 
is  not  necessarily  expensive.  It 
may  approximate  the  cost  of  a  fine 
shrub  or  tree.  As  to  opinions  about 
its  placement,  H&G  suggests  these 
considerations:  1.  The  size  of  the 
garden  does  not  determine  a  suit-

able  size  for  the  statues  that  might 
1)6    placed    ill    it.    Scale    is    what 
counts.  For  bold  open  effects,  or 
against    a    background    of    large 
plants    or    open    foliage    textures 
place  bold  but  simple  pieces.  In 
finely  detailed  gardens,  use  light 
and  graceful  ones.  2.  Statuary  need 
not  terminate  a  view  or  mark  the 
end  of  a  long  path.  It  need  not  even 
be  accorded  a  featured  location. 
Place  it.  rather,  where  its  spirit 
will     be    most    appreciated    and 
where  its  service  to  the  garden  will 
be  greatest — alongside  a  path,  be- 
neath   a   tree,    accenting    a    pool. 
\'^  here  masses  of  shrubbery  tend 
to   become   monotonous,    statuary 
can     offer    ideal    relief.     Where  i 
shadows  are  heavy,  a  graceful  fig-  \ 
ure  in  light  colored  material  can  i 
bring  an  effect  of  sunlight  where 
none  exists.  To  relieve  a  long  wall, ' 
to  add  interest  to  a  balustrade,  to 
provide  balance  in  an  asymmetri- 
cal arrangement  of  turf  or  terrace 
areas,  a  statue  can  serve  a  purpose ' 
far  more  important  than  that  of 
simple  decoration.  3.  Use  statues 
freely,  but  not  abundantly,  to  fix 
in  the  eye  and  the  memory  a  par- 
ticular   garden    view.    Even    the 
simplest    of    them    make    reliable 
focal  points  in  a  changing  seasonal 
pattern.  4.  Never  expect  a  statue 
to  cover  or  excuse  slipshod  gar- 
dening or  ill-tended  plants.  Nor 
should    you    try    to    hide    a    poor 
statue  with  planting.  To  be  effec- 
tive,   garden    sculpture    must    be 
clearly  seen. 

Whatever  its  source,  however, 
once  it  enters  a  garden  a  statue 
must  further  the  garden's  ends  at 
the  expense,  if  necessary,  of  its 
own.  It  must  complement,  not  com- 
pete. It  should  do  credit  to  its 
owner's  judgment  and  taste.  Above 
all  it  should  increase  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  beholder  in  the  statue 
itself  and  in  the  setting  it  adorns.

AUGUST  20th 
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SEATTLE'S  PLAYGROUND 
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and  large,  defies  the  abilities  of 
dedicated  boosters  to  describe  ade- 
quately. They  have  to  deal,  as 
ntimated,  with  not  one  but  two 
regions.  Locally  these  are  spoken 
of  as  East  or  West  "of  the  Moun- 
tains", meaning  the  Cascades. 

Eastern  Oregon  is  a  land  of 
contrasts  and  complexities.  In  it 
are  the  magnificent  Wallowa 
Mountains,  along  with  lava  beds 
of  an  immensity  to  give  one  to 
reflect  on  the  convulsions  of  nature 
that  bred  them.  Its  High  Desert 
s  a  haunted  country  with  the  lone- 
liness of  infinite  distances,  of  end- 
less rimrock,  and  marked  with 
solitary  buttes  that  are  coal  black 
one  moment,  purple  the  next.  I 
think  of  it,  too.  as  the  country 
where  the  ever  present  winds  make 
melancholy  music  on  the  tele- 
phone wires. 

Bordering  the  desert  is  the 
little  known  Malheur  Wildlife 
Refuge,  some  200,000  acres  to 
which  come  millions  of  smart 
birds  who  know  a  good  thing,  to 
rest  and  rear  their  young,  then  to 
ake  off  for  other  homes.  Border- 
ng  the  desert,  too,  in  an  astonish- 
ng  pattern  are  the  ponderosa 
pine  forests,  which  range  north 
through  Eastern  Washington  and 
account  in  large  part  for  the  in- 
dustrial income  of  the  area. 

Once  the  Cascades  are 
crossed,  the  influence  of  the  Japa- 
aese  Current,  a  sort  of  Pacific 
Gulf  Stream,  becomes  apparent. 
Western  Oregon  and  Washington 
s  often  called  the  Evergreen  Land. 
[This  is  no  fancy  of  a  chamber  of 
ommerce.  It  is  green  from  Janu- 
ary through  December.  Rain 
makes  it  so,  and  rain  falls  to 
he  amount  of  130  inches  annual- 
ly in  the  coastal  strip,  and  inland 
to  the  top  of  the  Cascades  varies 
rom  some  40  inches  in  the  val- 
eys  to  80  inches  in  higher  eleva- 
ions. 

The  greatest  single  natural 
feature  West  of  the  Mountains  is 
the  Douglas  fir  forest.  It  reaches 
from  the  California  border  up 
hrough  Oregon,  Washington,  and 
British  Columbia  into  Alaska. 
Erom  it,  according  to  fairly  re- 
jliable  statistics,  come  65  cents  of 
every  dollar  that  circulates  in 
Oregon  and  Washington,  the  two 
leading  states  in  national  lumber 
production.  A  great  deal  of  the 
virgin  timber  stands  in  several 
National  Eorests  and  two  National 
Parks,  the  Rainier  and  the  Olym- 
pic. Civilized  logging  operators, 
working  on  the  proposition  that 
timber  is  a  crop,  no  longer  leave 
cut  over  acres  to  the  vagaries  of 
fire  and  disease,  but  guard  their 
second-growth  lands  in  enormous 
tree  farms. 

This  forest  harbors  a  variety 
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of  small  and  big  game.  The  many 
streams  that  tumble  down  the 
West  slope  of  the  Cascades  into 
the  Columbia  and  the  Willamette, 
or  directly  into  the  ocean,  are  well 
stocked  with  trout,  steelhead  and 
salmon.  Everybody,  even  in  the 
larger  population  centers,  lives 
within  shouting  distance  of  both 
woods  and  water.  Recreation  areas 
are  on  the  fringe  of  the  towns  and 
cities.  The  ski  addict  and  the 
mountain  climber  never  had  it  so 
good  as  here,  what  with  Mounts 
Hood,  Adams,  St.  Helens,  Rainier, 
and  Baker  in  his  front  yard.  One 
of  the  strongest  impressions  made 
on  visitors  is  this  nearness  of 
urban  dwellers  to  woods,  streams 
and  mountains  and  to  seashore. 

Oregon.  Washington  and  Brit- 
ish Columbia  front  on  more  than 
1,000  miles  of  the  Pacific.  Much 
of  the  shoreline  is  still  in  a  wild 
condition.  That  the  Coast  Highway 
manages  to  follow  it  rather  closely 
does  credit  to  the  engineers  who 
laid  it.  This  highway  is  not  for 
people  whose  reason  for  travel 
apparently  is  to  brag  about  mile- 
age, but  for  those  who  like  to 
look.  Washington's  Olympic  Pen- 
insula is  for  them.  too.  "the  Last 
Wilderness",  whose  northern  front 
is  the  Strait  of  Juan  de  Fuca  across 
which  one  can  see  the  tip  of  Van- 
couver Island  near  which  stands 
"the  most  English  city"  in  Ameri- 
ca, handsome  Victoria. 

Then,  there  are  the  hundreds 
of  miles  of  inland  waterway  called 
Puget  Sound,  threading  Washing- 
ton to  Seattie,  to  Tacoma  and 
Olympia,  and  offering  fine  salmon 
fishing;  and  the  noble  piece  of 
water  named  Hood  Canal  for  a 
British  admiral  of  the  seas.  It  isn't 
a  canal  at  all  but  an  elongated 
inland  sea  along  the  shores  of 
which  are  the  melodiously  named 
communities  of  Hamma  Hamma. 
Huniptulips.  Lilliwaup,  Dosewal- 
lips,    Duckabush,    and    Quilcene. 

No  such  virtuosity  was  ex- 
pended in  naming  one  of  the 
Northwest's  greatest  sights.  Ore- 
gon's  Crater  Lake,  which  lies  in 
a  remnant  of  a  volcano's  casing. 
What  a  lake!  Until  I  saw  it,  I 
thought  the  intense  blue  shown  on 
souvenir  postcards  was  the  work 
of  a  master  in  the  mixing  of  col- 
ored inks.  But  it  is  due  to  minerals 
and  light.  I  do  not  believe  there 
is  another  blue  like  it. 

Thirty-six  years  ago  I  came  to 
the  Pacific  Northwest  on  a  round- 
trip  ticket.  I  soon  sold  the  return 
portion  of  it  and  have  made  this 
my  home  ever  since.  Like  many  a 
native,  I  am  privately  of  the  opin- 
ion that  this  entire  region  should 
be  set  aside  as  one  great  park  be- 
fore it  is  wholly  overrun  by  for- 
eign immigrants  like  me.       END

a  tablespoon  of  minced  parsley. 
Add  the  juice  of  a  lemon,  stir  in  a 
scant  teaspoon  of  flour  and  then 
add  enough  of  the  juice  from  the 
baking  dish  to  make  a  smooth 
fluid  sauce.  When  the  fish  is  done, 
lift  the  filets  from  the  bone,  place 
on  a  platter  with  the  skin  side 
down,  salt  and  pepper  to  taste, 
cover  with  the  sauce,  and  place 
under  the  broiler  long  enough  to 
heat  the  sauce  into  the  fish  without 
burning  or  browning.  When 
properly  done,  the  filets  will  be 
juicy  and  of  exquisite  flavor.  The 
proportions  are  intended  for  four 
pounds  of  fish. 

Fish,  and  especially  salmon, 
tends  to  be  dry;  and  the  danger  to 
avoid  in  preparing  it  for  the  table 
is  dehydrating  it  completely.  The 
-Scandinavians,  who  are  the  largest 
ethnic  group  in  the  Northwest  and 
also  the  leading  commercial  fish- 
ermen, insist  that  the  best  way  to 
prepare  salmon — and  most  other 
fish — is  to  boil  it  lightly  in  little 
water.  Their  advice  is  more  sug- 
gestive than  definitive;  I  prefer 
the  advice  of  the  Mediterraneans 
who  contend  that  fish  live  in  wa- 
ter and  must  i)e  drowned  in  wine. 

Not  always,  however.  We  have 
in  the  Nortliwest.  three  species  of 
cod  avaiiai)le  all  the  time:  ling, 
rock  and  black  cod.  The  latter  is 
somewhat  shark-like  in  shape  and 
is  sometimes  called  sable  fish.  Like 
its  l)retiiren  of  tiie  murky  bottom, 
it  iielongs  to  the  finny  proletariat. 
The  cost  per  pound  is  never  quite 
half  I  lie  cost  of  salmon.  But  there 
is  a(]iiafic  sni>i)bery  here;  for  the 
iinprcjiidiced  palate  finds  the 
transition  from  filet  of  salmon  to 
boiled  black  cod  a  very  pleasant 
one.  Let  him  who  doubts  try  this 
preparation:  Place  in  an  adequate 
j)an  chunks  of  black  cod,  quar- 
tcrctl  potatoes,  a  clove  of  garlic,  a 
glass  of  water,  two  tablespoons  of 
olive  oil.  the  juice  of  half  a  lemon, 
two  sprigs  of  parsley,  salt  and 
plenty  of  coarse  pepper.  Cover  and 
simmer  slowly  until  done.  The  re- 
sult will  be  a  dish  of  memorable 
delicacy  done  according  to  a  Scan- 
dinavian recipe  corrected  by  a 
Mediterranean, 

We  must  hurry  on,  giving  less 
notice  than  they  deserve  to  a  few 
other  gifts  from  the  sea.  The  sil- 
ver smelt,  firm,  white,  available 
fresh  every  spring,  is  a  delicacy  of 
Puget  Sound,  Oysters,  clams,  crab, 
shrimp:  the.se  are  the  shellfish  of 
the  region.  There  are  two  kinds 
of  clams:  the  razor  and  the  but- 
ter— or  rock — clams.  The  former, 
sweet  and  subtle  in  flavor,  is  avail- 
able only  at  certain  seasons  and  it 
comes  from  the  Northwest  shores 
of  the  Pacific;  the  latter,  strong 
and  definitely  marine  in  flavor,  is 
found  on  the  rocky  shores  of  Puget 
Sound  the  year-round.  This  is  the 
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clam  that  is  steamed  or  baked  for 
the  various  festivals  of  the  Puget 
Sound  country. 

There  are  many  oysters  in  the 
waters  of  Puget  Sound;  and  on 
certain  parts  of  Hood  Canal,  one 
may  gather  them  freely  at  low  tide. 
But  the  best  of  them  all,  the  most 
exquisite  oyster  in  the  world,  is 
the  microscopic  delicacy  known  as 
the  Olympia  oyster.  It  is  no  larger 
than  one's  thumbnail  and  it  is  very 
expensive.  To  eat  it  other  than 
raw,  with  but  a  whiff  of  lemon  and 
a  dash  of  pepper,  is  to  profane 
what  is  sacred. 

There  is  no  lobster  native  to 
the  Northwest,  but  there  is  the 
prized,  the  sweet,  the  succulent 
Dungeness  crab.  Even  more  than 
the  salmon,  this  ugly  creature  of 
the  bottom  is  absolutely  at  its  best 
eaten  from  the  cracked  shell,  with 
a  simple  leaf  lettuce  or  chicory 
salad,  accompanied  by  crisp 
French  fried  potatoes  {not  potato 
chips)  and  floated  to  its  destina- 
tion on  the  draughts  of  cold  beer. 

Blessings  on  Pike  Street 

The  region  is  indeed  richly 
endowed  in  Bread  and  Wine;  and 
no  provincial  bard  would  dare  at- 
tempt to  define  it  gastronomically 
in  the  manner  of  John  Collins 
Bossidy.  who  described  Boston  as 
"the  home  of  the  bean  and  the 
cod,"  The  grain  fields,  the  pas- 
tures, the  grazing  ranges,  the  nu- 
merous rich  valleys,  the  orchards; 
from  all  these  come  an  inexhausti- 
ble supply  of  legumes,  flesh,  fowl, 
dairy  products,  vegetables,  fruit, 
and  berries  to  grace  the  dinner 
table.  All  these  gastronomic  bless- 
ings, in  their  abundance  and 
variety,  are  dramatically  present- 
ed in  the  indigenous  Farmer's 
Market  in  Seattle  at  the  foot  of 
Pike  Street. 

A  walk  through  the  Farmer's 
Market  at  the  peak  of  the  season, 
say  in  early  August,  gives  one  the 
best  possible  impression  of  the 
lush  and  opulent  Northwest.  There 
are  brilliant  natural  colors,  fruit 
and  vegetables  cunningly  ar- 
ranged by  skillful  hands,  a  variety 
of  odors — and  the  last  remnants  of 
a  passing  generation  and  a  way  of 
life,  dramatized  there  in  those 
toil-marked  peasants  who  came  to 
America  to  labor  with  pick  and 
shovel.  Their  sons,  with  few  excep- 
tions, have  chosen  lighter  tools. 

And  what  of  Seattle's  restau- 
rants? Do  they  utilize  the  region's 
culinary  resources  with  talent  and 
good  taste?  We  may  answer  that 
in  gastronomy,  as  well  as  in  other 
elements  of  culture,  the  region  is 
catching  up  to  others  that  have 
a  longer  history.  There  are  at  least 
a  dozen  places  where  one  may  dine 
very  well,  and  one  or  two  where 
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one  may  dine  as  well  as  in  any 
restaurant  in  the  country. 

Americans,  whether  of  the 
west  or  the  east,  are  beef  eaters 
and  the  menu  of  quality  restau- 
rants in  many  cities  reflects  this 
fact.  Teagle's,  Pancho's,  El 
Gaucho  in  Seattle  are  first-rate  for 
those  who  enjoy  grilled  and 
broiled  meats.  The  Top  0'  the 
Town  in  the  Sorrento  is  widely 
appreciated  for  its  prime  ribs.  The 
Cloud  Room  of  the  Camlin  Hotel 
and  The  Outrigger  of  the  Ben- 
jamin Franklin  compare  favor- 
ably with  the  finer  dining  rooms 
of  the  west.  Von's  is  an  old  estab- 
lishment, highly  respected  among 
restaurateurs  for  the  quality  and 
variety  of  meats  and  seafood. 
Peter  Canlis's,  perched  high  above 
the  canal  which  joins  Lake  Union 
and  Puget  Sound,  offers  superb 
meats  in  a  striking  Oriental  set- 
ting. Crawford's,  Skipper's  and 
Ivor's  are  three  of  Seattle's  better 
known  seafood  houses. 

It  is  pleasant  to  know  that  in 
some  recently  established  houses 
there  is  a  return  to  what  we  may 
call  the  classical,  continental 
cuisine  with  its  emphasis  on  sub- 
tle sauces  and  balanced  dining. 
Such  a  place  is  Victor  Rossellini's 
410  in  Seattle,  where  a  dinner,  with 
wine  chosen  from  a  very  good  list, 
is  always  a  memorable  experience. 
The  famous  tortellini  di  Bologna 
are  given  an  unusually  gratifying 
character  with  a  delicate  white 
sauce  heightened  with  prosciutto 
and  oregano.  The  baked  rock 
point  oyster  Florentine,  too,  is  a 
gourmet's  delight.  With  such 
houses  as  Rossellini's  setting  the 
pace,  the  restaurants  of  Seattle 
are  indeed  coming  of  age. 

I  come  now  to  a  very  per- 
sonal reason  for  claiming  Seattle 
and  the  Northwest  as  my  gas- 
tronomic haven.  When  I  was  10 
years  old,  my  family,  landless 
peasants  in  search  of  bread,  came 
to  this  blessed  landscape  from 
Italy.  Within  24  hours  of  our  ar- 
rival, we  were  relatively  wealthy, 
for  these  were  our  assets:  all  the 
land  we  could  till ;  an  inexhausti- 
ble supply  of  wood  fuel;  fish  in 
the  Waters  and  game  in  the  hills; 
an  abandoned  fruit  orchard;  an 
abundance  of  water;  lumber  for 
our  building  requirements.  And 
immense  space  in  which  to  grow. 

We  went  immediately  to 
work.  And  as  the  years  passed,  in 
the  shadow  of  the  abandoned 
orchard,  which  more  and  more 
emerged  as  an  adequate  symbol 
for  our  new-found  blessings,  I 
came  gradually  to  know  the  joy  of 
laboring  toward  self-realization. 

Meanwhile,  I  learned  from 
my  hardy  peasant  ancestors  that 
there  are  values  beyond  the  realm 
of  arts  and  letters.  Among  other 
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things,  they  taught  me  to  respect 
the  soil,  to  make  it  yield,  to  con- 
serve and  never  to  waste  its  prod- 
uce. I  learned  from  them  the 
value  of*a  carrot  grown  on  one's 
own  plot  of  ground,  cultivated  by 
one's  own  hands.  In  observing 
them  at  work  with  pick  and 
shovel — and  working  with  them — 
I  discovered  that  there  are  joy 
and  dignity  in  labor;  and  as  I  sat 
with  them  at  table  after  the  day's 
work.  I  learned  how  to  relish 
Bread  and  Wine. 

A  carrot  for  a  book 

These  values  are  now  woven 
into  the  texture  of  my  being;  and 
if  I  am  to  live  happily,  I  must  live 
by  them  as  faithfully  as  I  try  to 
live  by  the  values  I  learned  at 
school.  Thus  I  attempt  to  balance 
the  life  of  the  mind  with  the  life 
of  the  body.  To  atone  for  writing 
a  book,  I  grow  a  carrot;  and  in 
order  that  I  may  continue  to  do 
both  in  good  humor,  I  dine  well 
every  day. 

Every  spring,  with  spade  and 
hoe,  I  go  to  the  garden  with  fresh 
excitement ;  and  on  a  plot  of 
ground  less  than  2,000  square 
feet,  I  grow  all  the  herbs  and 
vegetables  and  much  of  the  fruit 
for  a  family  of  five,  in  each  of 
whom  there  is  something  of  the 
caterpillar.  The  plot,  if  little,  is  in 
fact  a  microcosm  of  the  horticul- 
tural Northwest. 

At  one  time  or  another,  herbs 
and  vegetables  and  fruits  find 
their  way  to  the  kitchen,  there  to 
be  converted  into  dishes  which 
shall  please  as  well  as  nourish. 
Lamb  chops?  Smear  them  with 
garlic  and  grill  slowly.  When  they 
are  nearly  done,  throw  into  the 
skillet  minced  rosemary,  parsley 
and  oregano.  Stir  briskly  and 
sprinkle  the  juice  of  half  a  lemon 
over  the  chops,  just  before  serv- 
ing. Roast  chicken?  Lave  it  with 
wine  vinegar.  Mince  onion,  garlic, 
parsley,  sage  and  combine  with 
two  tablespoons  of  olive  oil.  Add 
enough  salt  and  pepper.  Rub  the 
fowl  inside  and  out  with  this 
preparation  and  roast  in  medium 
oven,  basting  it  now  and  then  with 
a  good  dry  white  wine. 

Or  shall  we  have  for  this 
evening  a  very  simple  supper?  We 
shall  take  from  the  garden  a  bit 
of  onion  and  garlic  and  parsley 
and  celery.  These  we  shall  mince 
and  saute  with  a  bit  of  lean  salt 
pork  which  has  been  chopped  to 
a  pulp.  We  shall  then  add  a  cup 
of  ripe  tomatoes,  salt  and  pepper 
and  let  the  sauce  simmer  slowly. 
And  while  it  simmers  we  shall  take 
from  the  garden  a  bit  of  chard,  a 
leaf  or  two  of  the  savoy  cabbage, 
tip  ends  of  the  zucchini  vines,  cut

From  the  cellar 
we  shall  bring  up  a  bottle  of  Char- 
donnay.  And  for  dessert,  a  bowl  of 
strawl)erries  and  blueberries 
sprayed  generously  with  sweet 
.Sauvignon  Blanc.  Or  do  you  prefer 


Bartlett  pears?  Or  Golden  Deli- 
cious apples  from  the  Yakima 
Valley,  and  Langlois  cheese  from 
the  Oregon  caves? 

I  ask  you  to  sit  at  our  table 
and  to  share  with  us  this  simple 
supper  which  reflects  so  well  the 
lush  opulence  of  the  Northwest. 
Your  presence  at  the  table  will 
add  flavor  to  the  soup;  for  the 
guest  always  heightens  the  etijoy- 
ment  of  Bread  and  Wine.  We  shall 
probably  talk  of  many  things;  and 
perhaps  I  may  tell  you  of  the  aban- 
doned orchard  and  what  it  taught 
me  about  America.  And  when  you 
take  your  leave.  I  shall  return  to 
my  lyrics,  in  our  home  on  View 
Ridge,  in  Seattle,  and  the  far 
Northwest,  which  is  my  gastro- 
nomic haven.  END

show  business,  and  all  have  intro- 
duced fine  performers  whom  you 
might  not  otherwise  have  been  ex- 
posed to.  But  the  main  impetus  of 
this  contest  is  the  effort  to  produ'ce 
not  the  biggest  show  but  the  big- 
gest l)illl)oard.  to  collect  the  larg- 
est assortment  of  names  that  are 
newsworthy  at  a  given  time.  Little 
or  nothing  in  the  way  of  per- 
formance is  demanded  of  them. 

I  guess  some  sort  of  climax 
was  readied  a  couple  of  months 
ago  when,  on  successive  weeks. 
.Sullivan  produced  the  rescuer  of 
Benny  Hooper,  the  seven-year-old 
subject  of  our  latest  child-in-the- 
well  episode,  and'  Allen  topped 
iiim  i)y  producing  little  Benny 
himself,  ahjng  with  the  rest  of  the 
Hooper  family.  Ail  of  them — 
rescuer,  rescued  and  relatives — 
were  <|iiite  handsome,  personable 
and.  as  far  as  I  could  see.  fully 
worthy  of  the  interest  and  admira- 
tion that  the  public  had  felt  for 
tiieni  during  their  terrible  experi- 
ence. None  of  them  displayed  any 
great  ability  at  singing,  dancing, 
telling  stories  or  any  of  the  other 
talents  normally  identified  with 
entertainment. 

One  curious  aspect  of  all  this 
is  that  even  people  who  are  enter- 
tainers by  profession  are  often 
used  as  names  and  not  as  enter- 
tainers. Robert  Mitchum,  a  Holly- 
wood actor  by  trade,  turns  up  in 
knee-length  trousers  and  big 
straw  hat  to  sing  a  calypso  num- 
i)er.  William  Holden.  also  an 
actor,  turns  up  on  the  Perry  Como 
show — but  also  not  to  act.  (All 
variety  shows  by  now  operate  on 
the  name-dropping  principle  to 
one  degree  or  another;  Sullivan 
and  Allen  are  merely  its  leading 
exponents.)    On    the    Como    pro- 
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gram  Mr.  Holden  was  presented 
briefly  in  the  role  of  a  comic,  ex- 
changing a  few  lines  of  patter 
with  his  host. 

"That's  what  they  call  shock- 
casting."  an  actor  friend  of  mine 
explained,  "only  it  isn't.  Shock- 
casting  is  when  a  crooner  like 
Sinatra  plays  a  regular  army  sol- 
dier in  From  Here  to  Eternity.  He 
plays  awfully  well — not  just 
Frankie  Sinatra  in  a  GI  uniform 
but  a  tough  little  character  with  a 
lot  of  life  to  him.  But  a  fine  dra- 
matic actor  stumbling  around  the 
stage  in  a  bum  buck-and-wing. 
or  singing  in  a  voice  like  my 
l)rother-in-law  who  always  wanted 
to  be  a  crooner  .  .  .  that's  not 
shock-casting — that's    publicity." 

This — to  quote  a  sharp-witted 
observer  of  the  contemporary 
scene.  Louis  Kronenberger — is 
the  Age  of  Publicity.  Things  that 
have  become  merely  familiar  by 
repetition  are  accepted  as  valua- 
ble. Frank  Costello  gets  a  round 
of  applause  and  letters  of  support. 
We  have  become  conditioned  to 
respond  to  the  package  without 
even  bothering  to  examine  the 
contents. 

I  think  it  was  Bob  Hope  who 
pointed  out  some  time  ago  that  all 
a  comedian  has  to  do  to  get  a  rise 
out  of  the  audience  is  to  mention 
the  name  of  a  city — just  say 
"Brooklyn."  or  "Cleveland."  or 
"Wichita  Falls,"  and  the  joint 
rocks  with  happy  applause.  Well, 
people  in  television,  like  the  peo- 
ple who  print  Broadway  columns, 
have  found  out  that  you  can  get 
the  same  effect  with  the  name,  and 
the  face,  of  a  halfback,  a  restau- 
rant proprietor  or  a  manufacturer 
of  children's  blouses.  END

'T^  0  see  a  fine  mind,  and  a  likeable  one.  come  into  full

this  feeling  that  I  turned  the  last  page  of  a  powerful,  tre- 
mendously moving  new  novel  by  James  Gould  Cozzens. 
Coupled  with  his  past  work,  By  Love  Possessed  (Harcourt, 
Brace,  $5)  lifts  Mr.  Cozzens  from  the  front  rank  of  our 
contemporary  writers  to  a  secure  place  in  the  whole  body 

of  American  literature.

Nearly  seven  years  in  the  writing.  By  Love  Possessed 
is  570  pages  of  rigorously  controlled,  enormously  effective 
prose  that  covers  49  hours  of  a  man's  life.  It  is  far  more 
than  a  story  or  a  psychiatric  study  or  a  philosophical 
rumination,  and  it  displays  a  penetrating,  mature  judgment 
that  has  not  been  equalled  in  American  fiction  since  the 
publication  of  Mr.  Cozzens's  Pulitzer  Prize  winning  Guard 
of  Honor  in  1948. 

The  protagonist  of  By  Love  Possessed  is  a  lawyer. 
Arthur  Winner,  .sensitive,  intelligent,  honorable,  a  good 
father,  able  in  his  profession,  the  pillar  of  the  community. 
His  second  wife  is  the  wife  most  grown  men  really  want, 
the  sturdy,  faithful,  loving  Clarissa.  He  has  had  three 
children  by  his  first  marriage.  His  professional  associates 
are  the  legal  patriarch  Noah  Tuttle.  whose  probity  is  the 
byword  of  the  law  courts,  and  the  cynical,  brilliant  Julius 
Penrose,  a  cripple,  whose  wife.  Marjorie.  is  driven  by 
the  devils  of  sex,  drink"  and  a  sense  of  sin. 

Arthur  Winner's  life  in  Brocton  was  serene  until  the 
day  two  things,  neither  notable  in  itself,  happened:  Mr. 
Woolf,  a  New  York  lawyer,  arrived  to  take  part  in  what 
appeared  to  be  a  routine  legal  action ;  a  girl  from  the  wrong 
end  of  town  charged  Ralph  Detweiler.  the  weakling  brother 
of  Noah  Tattle's  secretary,  with  rape.  Insignificant  as  they 
seemed,  these  unrelated  incidents,  in  the  next  49  hours,  af- 
fect the  whole  circle  of  Arthur  Winner's  associates.  They 
destroy  one  of  his  idols.  They  compel  him.  the  community 
symbol  of  maturity,  to  look  again  at  his  private  and  pro- 
fessional lives  for  a  deeper  meaning;  they  force  him,  in 
the  ironic  ending  characteristic  of  Mr.  Cozzens's  novels,  to 
compromise  with  his  principles  in  the  name  of  honor. 

In  the  interplay  of  seemingly  unconnected  happenings 
with  Arthur  Winner's  life,  in  the  resulting  evocations  of 
Arthur  Winner's  past,  Mr.  Cozzens  exercises  once  more  his 
masterful  narrative  skill  (unquestioned  since  1933's  The 
Last  Adam  ) .  his  ability  to  draw  characters  in  whom  you 
can  believe  and  from  whom  the  educated,  mature  person 
can  take  inspiration.  This  last  is  an  accomplishment  so  rare 
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in  today's  fiction  that  it  is  almost  startling  to  find  yourself 
fascinated  with  a  character  like  Arthur  Winner.  We  have 
become  accustomed  to  reading  about  dope  fiends,  perverts, 
psychotics — the  flotsam  and  jetsam  of  the  world;  we  have 
forgotten  that  admirable  people  make  better  stories  be- 
cause somehow,  while  they  must  fight  the  same  compulsions 
as  the  others,  they  manage  to  do  better  things. 

By  today's  distorted  standards,  Mr.  Cozzens's  obvious 
admiration  of  people  like  Arthur  Winner  is  suspect,  as  is 
his  absorbed  interest  (first  manifested  in  his  grossly  under- 
rated The  Just  and  the  Unjust)  in  the  legal  processes 
which  are  the  crowning  glory  of  Anglo-Saxon  civilization. 
Both  attitudes  have  caused  critics  to  shy  away,  but  some- 
thing much  simpler  has  frightened  them  altogether.  Mr. 
Cozzens,  it  is  fair  to  say,  is  the  only  remaining  major  novel- 
ist in  the  English  language  who  is  utterly  devoid  of  senti- 
mentality. (The  great  Somerset  Maugham,  having  retired, 
is  excepted.) 

When  occasion  demands,  Mr.  Cozzens  can  be  as  tough 
as  John  O'Hara  or  Ernest  Hemingway,  but  no  tear  trem- 
bles at  the  corner  of  his  eye  as  it  does  in  theirs.  He  is  as 
much  a  man  of  the  world  as  J.  P.  Marquand,  but  he  makes 
demands  upon  his  readers  that  Mr.  Marquand  would  never 
consider.  He  probes  as  relentlessly  as  William  Faulkner 
(there  is  a  striking  similarity  in  the  rhythms  of  their  sen- 
tences) ,  but  his  blade  is  much  the  keener  and  there  is  no 
tremor  in  the  hand  that  holds  it.  His  swift  understanding 
of  the  criminal  (note  again  The  Just  and  the  Unjust)  and 
of  the  earth's  misbegotten  is  so  sure  and  his  assessment  so 
right  that  the  claptrap  of  professional  purveyors  of  the 
nether  world,  like  Nelson  Algren,  seems  childish  by  com- 
parison. Mr.  Cozzens  understands  sex  in  a  way  Norman 
Mailer  and  Grace  Metalious  never  dreamed  of;  he  even 
understands  love,  an  accomplishment  heretofore  reserved 
to  the  French. 

At  the  start  I  stressed  the  likable  quality  of  Mr.  Coz- 
zens's mind.  The  great  British  novelists  of  the  last  century 
and  the  Georgian  period  had  it.  It  abounded  in  our  own 
mighty  Mark  Twain,  in  Edith  Wharton  and  Willa  Gather 
and  in  the  vastly  gifted  Booth  Tarkington  and  Ring  Lard- 
ner.  Even  the  iconoclastic  H.  L.  Mencken  and  Sinclair 
Lewis  had  it.  Nowadays  everyone,  apparently,  has  to  play 
Dostoyevsky.

As  you've  already  been  warned 
by  the  network  press  re- 
leases, the  television  season  about 
to  open  is  going  to  be  a  big  one  for 
Westerns.  It  may  be  hard  to 
imagine  how  this  thing  can  get 
any  bigger  than  it's  been  all  sum- 
mer, because  it  seems  that  every 
time  you  light  up  the  picture  tube, 
you're  looking  into  the  talking 
end  of  a  six-gun  wielded  by  a 
shady  character  in  black  dun- 
garees and  Texas  hat.  Along  with 
the  various  series — W'yatt  Earp, 
Gunsmoke,  Wells  Fargo  and  the 
rest — all  the  big  dramatic  shows 
now  go  west  regidarly.  Just  about 
the  only  program  still  operating 
completely  unarmed  and  in  city 
clothes  is  Ed  Murrow's  Person  to 
Person — and  that's  on  vacation  at 
tiie  moment. 

Sig  V8.  Zane 
Horse  opera  doesn't  happen 
to  be  in  my  end  of  the  television 
business,  and  I  don't  know  what's 
going  on  in  the  minds  of  the  boys 
down  the  hall.  But  maybe  they  are 
figuring  that  this  generous  fore- 
taste of  things  to  come  will  get  us 
in  tiie  mood  for  autimin's  full  por- 
tion. If  that's  the  case,  it's  just  as 
well,  because  what  we're  getting — 
and  will  be  getting  more  of — is 
the  "adult"  or  "psychological" 
Western.  And  'hat  takes  some  get- 
ting used  to.  if  you  were  raised  on 
the  muscular  or  juvenile  Western. 

You've  got  to  junk  your  Zane 
(irey  and  haul  out  your  Sig  Freud 
if  you  want  to  understand  what's 
going  on  down  there  in  Dodge  or 
Silver  (Julch  nowadays.  I  mean 
really  understand.  There's  a  lot 
of  the  familiar  gunplay  and  bar- 
room brawling — sure.  But  the  real 
conflict  is  going  on  way  down  deep 
inside  the  swirling  passions  of  the 
cowpokes  and  schoolmarms  them- 
selves— down  in  the  subconscious. 
You've  got  to  look  for  the  hidden 
meanings. 

For  instance,  sex.  Now, 
there's  plenty  of  boy-girl  stuff  in 
the  current  stories,  but  it's  an  un- 
easy sort  of  relationship.  The  girls 
are  obviously  unhappy;  they  ex- 
press their  discontent  in  a  way 
familiar  to  anybody  who  has  ever 
read  a  social-service  worker's  case 
history  or  seen  an  old  Ingrid  Berg- 
man movie.  Which  is  to  say,  they 
express  it  by  aggression. 

They  are  critical  of  the  men- 
folks.  Wives,  sisters,  fiancees — all 
the  ladies  are  forever  carping  at 
their  guys.  The  girls  gripe  because 


the  men  won't  quit  shifting  around 
the  countryside  and  settle  down 
on  a  little  piece  of  grazing  land. 
Or  won't  quit  searching  for  the 
man  who  killed  Pop  or  Brother 
Jess.  ("That's  all  past.  Ed.  It's 
over  and  done  with.  You  can't 
keep  living  with  this  bitter  thing 
gnawing  away  inside  you.")  Or 
won't  give  up  a  predilection  for 
gunplay  as  their  favorite  form  of 
exercise.  ("You're  not  a  man  any 
longer!  You're  just  an  animal — a 
hunted  thing,  with  your  fangs 
bared!") 

Excuses,  every  last  one  of 
them.  The  girls  may  think  it's 
altruism  that's  moving  them,  or 
the  peaceful  domestic  instinct  of 
the  female.  But  you  and  I  know 
the  real  reason.  It's  an  inner  re- 
sentment of  their  role  as  a  mere 
substitute  satisfaction.  They  know 
they  are  not  accepted  for  them- 
selves, only  as  a  replacement  for 
the  iiorse. 

Lady  vs.  livestock 

In  the  old  days,  a  cowboy's 
emotional  life  was  all  tied  up  in 
his  horse.  It  was  "Trigger"  this, 
and  "Lightning"  that:  any  woman 
who  happened  to  stray  into  the 
cast  was  just  "Ma'am."  But  you 
can't  get  horses  onto  a  television 
set  very  easily — it's  too  small  and 
livestock  is  expensive.  So  you  set- 
tle for  women  instead.  What 
woman  is  going  to  be  happy  know- 
ing that  she's  allowed  on  the  scene 
only  as  the  next-best  thing  to  a 
pinto  pony? 

The  men  in  their  lives  are  not 
exactly  pictures  of  sunny  adjust- 
ment themselves.  They  are.  in  fact, 
decidedly  anti-social  personalities. 
The  central  figure  of  the  current, 
or  dismounted,  horse  opera,  is  a 
quick-tempered.  quick-fingered 
killer  of  paranoid  tendencies.  In 
range-country  psychiatry,  we  clas- 
sify this  type  as  a  "gun." 

When  you  and  I  were  kids 
watching  Tom  Mix,  Tim  McCoy 
and  Ken  Maynard.  a  gun  was  just 
a  piece  of  equipment  supplied  by 
the  prop  man.  Now  it's  the  high- 
est-paid actor  in  the  cast — the 
title  part.  Within  a  couple  of 
weeks,  earlier  this  season,  you 
could  have  watched  Top  Gun, 
Courage  Is  a  Gun,  New  Gun  in 
Town,  End  of  a  Gun.  and  Return 
of  a  Gun.  At  the  rate  things  are  go- 
ing, one  of  these  days  we're  going 
to  get  a  story  about  a  young  killer 
who  learned  the  business  from  his 
father  and   takes  over  when   the

old  man  retires.  And  I'm  waiting 
to  see  what  they  call  that  one. 

A  gun  is  a  lonely  sort,  with 
some  kind  of  grudge  against  so- 
ciety He  is  rebelling,  in  other 
words,  against  his  own  peer  group, 
which  in  some  way  has  rejected 
him.  In  one  recent  episode,  he 
was  a  fellow  who  got  his  start 
by  iiilling  a  man  who  had  paid 
him  a  dime  for  a  hard  day's  work. 
Years  later,  he  is  still  carrying 
the  dime  with  him,  on  a  silver 
chain  around  his  neck — a  trans- 
parent piece  of  fetishism  if  1  ever 
saw  one. 

Rejection  vs.  revolver 

The  gun  seems  to  have  a 
strong  yearning  to  find  a  place  for 
himself  in  society,  to  be  a  part  of 
the  gang  down  at  the  saloon. 
Often,  as  we  meet  him,  he's  just 
dying  to  reform — if  only  anybody 
would  listen  to  him.  But  he  knows 
he'll  never  be  accepted,  because 
he's  just  different.  You  can  spot 
the  difference  as  soon  as  he  opens 
his  mouth — it's  the  damned  ac- 
cent. All  gun  parts  are  played  by 
young  men  with  speech  manner- 
isms straight  out  of  New  Jersey. 
It's  not  their  fault.  It's  just  that 
they  all  apparently  got  their  train- 
ing in  bit  parts  for  On  the  Water- 
front. With  a  handicap  like  this, 
how  do  you  expect  a  fellow  ever 
to  become  well  adjusted  to  fron- 
tier-town society? 

I  wish  I  could  offer  some  hope 
for  this  society's  younger  genera- 
tion, but  the  truth  is  that  the  kids 
are  just  as  bad  off  as  the  older 
folks.  The  children  in  the  old-time 
Westerns,     you'll     recall,     were 


clean-cut,  red-blooded  miniatures 
of  cowhands,  happily  tagging 
along  after  the  full-size  ones  and 
sometimes  rescuing  them  from  the 
rustlers  or  mine-claim  poachers. 

But  Western  kids  nowadays 
are  frightened,  sensitive  young- 
sters, they're  always  snuggling 
into  mother's  arms  for  comfort. 
And  no  wonder,  whh  all  those  sin- 
ister characters  lurking  around 
the  set — many  of  them  grimy-look- 
ing and  wearing  several  days' 
stubble  on  their  faces. 

Nervous  in  the  saddle 

The  mothers  and  dads  them- 
selves are  no  great  help^  They  are 
forever  panicking  at  the  appear- 
ance of  a  gun  along  Main  Street. 
They  spend  most  of  the  last  cou- 
ple of  acts  cringing  in  their  par- 
lors and  sometimes  in  the  family 
pew  of  the  local  church.  There  is 
just  no  moral  leadership  for  those 
kids. 

You  can  see  that,  down  be- 
neath the  sunny  surface,  the  Old 
West  was  really  grim,  and  its  peo- 
ple were  in  nervous  shape.  It's 
time  psychology  got  to  work  on 
this  field.  It's  really  working  hard, 
I  can  assure  you  of  that.  Just 
the  other  day,  while  wandering 
through  the  studio,  I  passed  a 
couple  of  dungareed,  Stetsoned 
actors  leaving  the  rehearsal  set  for 
a  coffee  break.  I  overheard  one  of 
them  say  something  about  "hittin' 
the  leather" — which,  in  my  day 
meant  leaping  into  the  saddle  and 
galloping  off  across  the  mesa. 
What  this  cowpoke  meant,  I  dis- 
covered, was  taking  a  session  on 
the  analyst's  couch.  END

11  BARGAINS  IN 
GREAT  MUSIC 

By   Roland   Gelatt 


Mark  Twain  liked  to  tell  of  the 
farmer  who  bought  a  horse 
for  $2  and.  when  he  brought  it' 
home,  discovered  that  it  was  worth 
it.  This  strikes  me  as  a  discourag- 
ingly  accurate  representation  of 
most  bargains.  You  get.  usually, 
what  you  pay  for.  But  not  always. 
Occasionally  we  find  merchandise 
that  accords  with  Webster's  defini- 
tion of  a  bargain  as  "an  advan- 
tageous purchase."  This  month  I'd 
like  to  call  attention  to  some 
records  that  are  low  in  price  and 
exceedingly  high  in  value — the 
"reprints""  issued  on  the  RCA 
Camden  and  Columbia  Entre 
labels. 

The  height  of  folly 

We  are  all  accustomed  to  buy- " 
ing  literary  classics  in  cheap  edi- 
tions. In  fact,  it  would  seem  the 
height  of  folly  to  pay  as  much  for 
a  Jane  Austen  novel  as  we  do  for 
the  latest  opus  by  Francoise 
.Sagan.  no  matter  how  we  might 
rate  the  authors'  talents.  Classics 
are  not  supposed  to  be  costly.  This 
attitude — call  it  the  philosophy  of 
the  reprint — has  now  permeated 
the  record  industry,  and  as  a  re- 
sult some  of  the  finest  recorded 
performances  of  all  time  are  avail- 
able at  a  fraction  of  original  cost. 

For  this  we  can  thank  the  de- 
velopment of  high-fidelity  record- 
ing techniques,  which  made  all 
pre-1945  records  about  as  up-to- 
date  as  the  cat-whisker  radio.  As 
a  result  of  electronic  progress,  the 
companies  long  established  in  the 
business,  notably  RCA  and  Colum- 
bia, found  them.selves  a  few  years 
ago  with  thick  catalogues  of 
technically  superannuated  discs. 
Most  of  these  low-fi  recordings 
were  supplanted  by  newer  ver- 
sions, hut  a  few  of  them  were  irre- 
placeable. For  example,  no  real 
substitute  could  be  put  forward 
for  the  recordings  made  in  the 
1930s  by  Toscanini  and  the  New 
York  Philharmonic-Symphony,  or 
by  Felix  Weingartner  and  the 
Vienna  Philharmonic.  These  were 
inimitable  performances,  classics 
of  the  phonograph — but  they  were 
not  hi-fi.  It  is  to  the  great  credit 
of  RCA  and  Columbia  that  they 
found  the  means  of  keeping  such 
recordings  in  circulation  by  reis- 
suing them  on  reprint  labels  at 
rock-bottom  prices. 

Probably  the  greatest  bargain 
ever  offered   the   record   buyer  is 


the  Toscanini-New  York  Philhar- 
monic interpretation  of  Beetho- 
ven's Seventh  Symphony  (RCA 
Camden  CAL  352) ,  issued  in  1936 
on  five  brittle  shellac  discs  for  $10 
and  now  available  on  one  vinyl 
microgroove  for  $1.98.  It's  not 
price  alone  that  makes  this  a  bar- 
gain but  the  fact  that  Toscanini's 
21-year-old  version  is  still  the  most 
satisfying  Seventh  on  records.  It 
re-creates  for  us  Toscanini  in  his 
late  60s.  not  yet  The  Old  Man.  con- 
ducting an  incredibly  responsive 
orchestra  in  a  more  genial  and  re- 
laxed manner  than  he  adopted 
later  on.  in  his  70s  and  80s.  The 
first  few  seconds  give  the  key  to 
this  interpretation;  a  bold,  re- 
sounding, but  far  from  shattering 
tutti  chord,  followed  by  the  undul- 
ating interplay  of  gentle  wood- 
winds, and  then  the  sotto  voce 
ascent  of  unbelievably  delicate 
strings.  The  whole  performance 
follows  suit — disciplined  but  not 
taut,  energetic  but  not  demonic. 
Admittedly  the  sound  in  the 
grooves  is  less  expansive,  less  de- 
tailed than  today's  best,  but  it 
still  seems  remarkably  good  (in 
1936  it  seemed  amazing)  and  the 
fidelity  to  Beethoven  is  unsur- 
passed. 

Toscanini  magic 

Other  mementoes  of  Tos- 
canini's years  with  the  New  York 
Philharmonic-Symphony  have  also 
been  reissued.  RCA  Camden  CAL 
309  revives  his  first  (and  most 
magical )  recording  of  the  poig- 
nant Traviata  preludes,  a  finely 
molded  Siegfried  Idyll,  Rossini's 
Semiramide  Overture,  and  Dukas' 
Sorcerer's  Apprentice;  CAL  326 
includes  Mozart's  Haffner  Sym- 
phony (again,  less  tightly  drawn 
than  the  later  recording  by  Tos- 
canini of  this  work)  and  Brahms's 
Variation  on  a  Theme  by  Haydn. 
I'd  recommend  them  at  double  the 
price. 

It's  now  often  forgotten  that 
Toscanini  shared  the  podium  of 
the  New  York  Philharmonic  for 
several  years  with  the  late  Willem 
Mengelberg,  a  Dutch  conductor 
four  years  his  junior,  whose  career 
fell  afoul  of  politics.  Mengelberg 
was  a  first-rate  musician,  espe- 
cially persuasive  in  the  orotund 
tone-poems  of  Richard  Strauss. 
RCA's  microphones  took  down 
Mengelberg's  impassioned  read-

celebrated  of  the  two.  Ignace  Jan 
Paderewski,  did  not  put  his  best 
foot  forward  in  the  recordinor 
studio,  and  the  recital  on  RCA 
Camden  CAL  310  contains  its 
share  of  poorly  articulated,  rhyth- 
mically flaccid  playing;  fortunate- 
ly, it  also  includes  a  few  selec- 
tions that  show  what  Paderewski 
was  capable  of.  The  Josef 
Lhevinne  recital  (RCA  Camden 
CAL  265)  on  the  other  hand  does 
not  falter  once.  This  is  pianism  of 
an  almost  vanished  style,  great 
dexterity  blended  with  understate- 
ment. Listen  to  Lhevinne's  feath- 
ery spinning  out  of  the  Schumann 
Toccata  on  Side  2,  and  you'll  see 
what  I  mean. 

The  pre-hi-fi  microphone  did 
an  excellent  job  of  capturing  a 
singer's  natural  timbre,  and  be- 
cause of  this — and  the  excellent 
material  available — the  best  re- 
print pickings  of  all  are  the  vocals. 
If  you  agree  with  me  that  there 
has  never  been  a  tenor  to  surpass 
Giovanni  Martinelli  in  nobility  of 
declamation  and  refinement  of 
phrasing,  then  you  shall  certainly 
want  RCA  Camden  CAL  274, 
which  contains  much  of  his  most 
representative  work,  including  his 
unforgettable  "Un  di  alV  azzurro 
spazio"  from  Andrea  Chenier.  And 
if    you    are    susceptible    to    cool, 


silken  singing  at  its  classic  best, 
you  will  not  want  to  miss  the 
collection  of  arias  by  soprano 
Elisabeth  Rethberg  on  RCA  Cam- 
den CAL  335.  Of  the  complete 
operas  at  reprint  prices,  the  Cam- 
den Trovatore  (CAL  289-90)  is 
easily  the  most  recommendable: 
Irene  Minghini-Cattaneo's  torrid 
performance  as  Azucena,  is  the 
most  convincing  on  records.  Final- 
ly, anyone  who  cares  for  the  fine 
art  of  song  projection  ought  to 
have  John  Jacob  Niles"  recital  of 
American  folk  songs  (RCA  Cam- 
den CAL  245) — even  those  ordin- 
arily allergic  to  folk  singers. 

From  all  present  indications, 
we  can  look  forward  to  a  healthy 
future  for  the  record  reprints. 
RCA's  fall  releases  will  bring  us 
another  Toscanini  record,  piano 
recitals  by  Sergei  Rachmaninoff 
and  Moriz  Rosenthal,  and  vocal 
collections  by  Lotte  Lehmanii. 
Rosa  Ponselle,  and  Ezio  Pinza. 
Columbia,  too,  has  bold  plans  in 
the  works,  though  details  were  not 
available  at  press  time.  These 
days,  when  everyone  is  talking 
about  the  high  cost  of  living,  it's 
nice  to  be  able  to  demonstrate  the 
low  cost  of  listening.  END

One  question  to  a  letter,  please. 


I  have  boiifiht  a  Louis  XV  desk.  It  is  signed  by  the  great  French 
cabinet  maker  Riesener  (1769),  and  is  similar  to  the  one  in  the 
Louvre.  My  research  indicates  that  Riesener  made  three  of  these. 
Could  mine  be  one  sent  to  America  by  Louis  XV  and  Marie  An- 
toinette when  they  planned  to  escape  from  France? 

A.  A. — Fort  Wayne,  Indiana 

To  trace  the  jonrneyings  of  royal  effects  would  involve  re- 
search in  history  rather  than  in  the  literature  of  furniture. 
The  Riesener  piece  in  Paris  has  been  made  the  object  of 
special  study  by  Curator  P.  Verlet  of  the  Louvre.  He  sup- 
ports his  statements  in  Mobilier  Royal  Francais  by  refer- 
ences to  many  original  documents.  Oeben  was  the  designer 
of  the  ingenious  roll-top  desk,  luxuriously  appointed  with 
clock  and  writing  sets,  lavishly  embellished  in  gilt  bronze 
and  marquetry.  Riesener  completed  the  execution  after 
Oeben's  death,  and  the  desk  was  copied  in  various  versions 
in  the  18th  century  and  also  after  185.5  when  the  piece  was 
reinstated  in  the  royal  apartments  by  the  Empress  Eugenie. 
For  additional  accounts  see  A.  Feulner,  Kunstgeschichte 
des  Motels,  and  C.  Packer's  recently  published  book.  Paris 
Furniture.

Art 


DESPITE  THE  ARTISTS, 


Now  in  this  season  of  redec- 
orating, when  fabric  swatches 
fly  and  walls  erupt  in  sample 
patches  of  paint,  take  warning. 
\  ou  may  think  as  you  survey  your 
living-room  that  you  really  must 
find  a  picture  to  hang  over  the 
sofa — but  let  no  one  hear  you  say 
it.  You'll  be  branded  a  barbarian 
immune  to  Higher  Values,  an  in- 
sensitive clod  because  you  equate 
the  colors  slapped  on  your  walls 
by  a  house-painter,  the  patterns 
mechanically  impressed  on  ma- 
terials-by-the-yard.  with  the  colors 
and  shapes  an  artist  has  wrung 
out  of  his  soul. 

Who  will  berate  you?  Artists, 
of  course,  if  you  run  into  any,  but 
also  countless  others  who  these 
days  consider  themselves  art- 
lovers  and  connoisseurs.  If  you 
casually  were  to  mention  that  you 
were  looking  for  a  spouse  to  go 
with  your  new  house,  you  would 
not  raise  louder  hoots. 

Actually  the  analogy  ma;^ 
not  be  too  far-fetched.  Pictures  are 
like  a  wife  or  a  husband,  even 
when  acquired  as  a  decorative  ac- 
cessory. Given  any  character  at 
all.  they  take  over  the  premises 
of  those  who  "own"  them. 

Resentful  artists 

There  are  logical  and  respect- 
al)le  reasons  for  buying  a  picture, 
at  this  particular  moment  in  our 
cultural  history,  simply  because  it 
promises  to  look  good  on  the  wall 
over  the  sofa.  I'll  not  dwell  on  the 
obvious  ones.  Any  work  of  art  prof- 
its from  a  harmonious  setting, 
and.  at  a  time  when  homes  have 
simultaneously  been  stripped  of 
gewgaws  and  standardized  with 
mass-production  furniture,  noth- 
ing can  breathe  into  them  as  much 
individuality  and  vitality  as  a 
painting  or  a  piece  of  sculpture. 

Right  now  I'm  thinking  of 
something  else,  of  the  nature  of 
most  present-day  art,  and  of  how 
ironic  it  is  that  artists  should  so 
resent  their  work's  being  esteemed 
essentially  as  decoration. 

One  of  the  first  principles  of 
art  criticism,  I've  always  felt,  is 
that  an  artist  be  measured  with 
his  own  yardstick.  (After  this,  of 
course,  the  critic  may  proceed  to 
measure  the  measuring-stick,  or, 
to  put  it  another  way,  to  appraise 
the  artist's  own  aims.)  But.  at  the 
outset,  he  cannot  judge  an  artist 
from  a  part  of  the  forest  other 
than  the  one  he  has  staked  out  for 
himself.  The  critic  cannot  berate 
him  for  not  telling  a  simple  story 
when  the  artist  had  no  interest  in 
doing  more  than  creating  a  lively 
pattern,  or  chide  him  for  lack  of 


emotional  depth  when  his  sole  aim 
was  to  balance  forms. 

Now  there  can  be  no  question 
that  most — by  no  means  all — 
artists  today  are  primarily  inter- 
ested in  style,  not  content.  If  they 
paint  or  sculpt  recognizable 
themes,  it  is  generally  a  pretext 
for  working  out  interesting  and 
provocative  compositions.  The  ma- 
jority of  artists  whose  works  have 
dominated  top  museum  exhibi- 
tions all  over  the  country  in  recent 
years  have  gone  the  whole  way 
and  discarded  subject  entirely. 
They  create  abstractions,  and 
their  pictures  are  likely  to  fall  into 
one  of  three  categories.  Either 
they're  frankly  conceived  as  for- 
mal constructions  in  which  the 
artist's  purpose  has  been  to  create 
physically  handsome  arrange- 
ments of  shapes,  colors  and  tex- 
tures functioning  interestingly 
together.  Or  they  are  so-called 
"action-pictures"  created  by  art- 
ists who  hold  that  the  very  process 
of  painting  is  more  significant 
than  the  result,  and  that  works 
created  in  a  great  spurt  of  energy, 
without  conscious  idea  or  plan, 
have  more  vitality  and  spontaneity 
than  others.  (Sometimes,  if  the 
artist  has  a  background  of  good 
training  or  a  strong  intuitive  sense 
of  design  and  action,  they  do.)  Or 
they  are  pictures  that  do  grow  out 
of  an  artist's  urge  to  express  some- 
thing, but  that  something  lies  so 
deep  in  his  subconscious  that  we 
cannot  follow  him  in  his  digging 
and  must  be  satisfied  with  the  re- 
sult purely  as  physical  object. 

Poets  with  brushes 

There  is  a  fourth  kind  of  ab- 
straction, too.  produced  by  artists 
who  deliberately  seek  to  express 
their  feelings  about  man.  his 
nature  or  his  environment,  in  gen- 
eralized abstract  terms  that  can- 
not be  read  literally  but  still  pro- 
voke a  lyrical,  sympathetic  and 
even  a  specific  response.  These  are 
the  poets.  They  are  relatively  few 
— a  Mata.  perhaps,  or  a  Miro.  or 
an  Afro,  or  a  Tanguy.  or  a  Mark 
Tobey,  or  a  David  Smith — and 
they  would  be  poets  in  whatever 
style  they  chose  to  work  and.  in- 
deed, were  poets,  even  before  they 
turned  to  abstraction. 

In  any  case,  compassion  and 
conviction  are  rare  in  contempor- 
ary art.  The  artists  may  feel  these 
things,  but  they  are  not  interested 
in  putting  them  down  on  canvas  or 
building  them  into  a  piece  of 
sculpture.  With  most  of  their  audi- 
ence that's  all  right.  Strong  con- 
victions can  be  as  discomfiting 
buns  on   one's  livinji-room   walls 
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as  they  are  when  proclaimed  by 
one's  guests.  In  this  age  of  anxiety 
we  like  to  think  of  the  home  as  a 
refuge  from  tensions,  a  place  for 
whatever  grace  we  can  still  sum- 
mon up.  I  am  not  concerned  here 
with  the  right  or  wrong  of  this, 
but  merely  the  fact  of  it. 

So,  it  would  seem,  artists  and 
their  public  are  agreed.  Whether 
they  would  put  it  quite  this  way  or 
not.  they  are  both  interested  basi- 
cally in  "'functional"  art,  pictures 
and  sculptures  that  quickly  draw 
attention  to  themselves  as  hand- 
some, even  elegant  objects — at- 
tractive guests  in  the  house,  who 
don't  spout  editorials  or  drag  out 
long  stories. 

Scorn  for  innocents 

Why.  then,  should  such  a  tor- 
rent of  hypocritical  scorn  be  di- 
rected at  the  innocent  who  is 
looking  for  a  picture  to  hang  over 
her  sofa?  The  answer  is  that  art- 
ists are  still  uneasy  in  the  new 
role  in  which  they  have  cast  them- 
selves. They  have  not  quite  thrown 
off  the  tradition   they  profess  to 


have  outgrown. 

Art  used  to  have  many  func- 
tions. It  told  a  story,  projected  an 
idea,  legibly  expressed  emotional 
and  spiritual  reactions  that  artist 
and  audience  both  saw  and  shared, 
or  to  a  dogma  or  mythology  they 
both  understood.  Very  possibly, 
as  we  examine  such  works  now, 
we  may  no  longer  recognize  the 
story  and  couldn't  care  less.  We 
may,  for  instance,  be  ignorant  of 
the  obscure  religious  episode  de- 
picted in  a  Renaissance  painting 
or,  even  if  we  recognize  it  in  a 
general  way,  not  know  the  mean- 
ing of  the  artist's  symbols.  Cer- 
tainly, we  cannot  comprehend  the 
precise  significance  of  the  primi- 
tive art  we  value  so  highly  today, 
the  idols  and  masks  and  other 
ritual  objects  originating  in  re- 
mote and  still  not  deciphered  cul- 
tures. 

Why,  then,  do  we  cherish 
such  things?  Is  it  only,  as  many 
artists  and  critics  insist,  for  their 
formal  attributes,  their  handsome 
shapes,  proportions  and  composi- 
tions,   their    harmonious    colors. 


their  inventive  detail?  And,  if 
that  is  true,  is  their  impact  on  us 
any  different  from  that  of  most 
art  today?  Are  they  not  in  their 
essence,  therefore,  merely  objects 
we  respond  to  simply  because  they 
are  physically  attractive? 

The  sense  of  affirmation 

I  think  not.  A  Renaissance 
Crucifixion  is  more  than  a  formal 
construction,  as  Cezanne's  Mont 
Ste  Victoire  was  more  than  a  tri- 
angle with  a  slightly  hooked  apex, 
and  as  an  African  idol  is  more 
than  a  series  of  rhythmically  re- 
lated jutting  planes.  The  artist 
started  with  a  special  interest,  an 
emotional  reaction  that  led  him 
to  chose  one  subject  over  another 
and  in  some  cases  (Cezanne,  for 
instance)  to  paint  it  again  and 
again.  It  is  this  positiveness,  this 
sense  of  affirmation,  which  carries 
through  to  the  observer,  informing 
and  transforming  the  artist's  crea- 
tion so  it  becomes  much  more  than 
an  arrangement  of  shapes,  colors 
and  lines. 

It  is  this  emotional  force  that 


is  missing  from  most  of  our  art 
today.  The  sculptor  fashions  wire 
constructions  that  shoot  into  space 
like  TV  antennae,  and  talks  of 
symbolizing  the  dynamism  and 
energies  of  the  modern  metropolis. 
He  is  very  earnest  and  no  doubt 
honest.  But  the  results  are  chiefly 
good  for  looking  through,  provid- 
ing an  open-work  pattern  more 
harmoniously  related  to  today's 
airy  furniture  than  most  unyield- 
ing heavy  figures  modeled  in  stone 
would  be.  The  painter  executes  his 
pictures  of  fresh  colors  and  sub- 
tle textures,  and  talks  of  spatial 
relations.  That  is  all  very  well,  but 
what  we  see  is  an  exciting  and 
provocative  wall  decoration  pro- 
viding the  relief,  the  zest,  sparkle 
and  spontaneity  our  austere  archi- 
tecture needs. 

And  that  is  fine.  Only  let 
there  be  an  end  to  all  the  condes- 
cension. It  is  clear  that  most  art- 
ists right  now  are  creating  precise- 
ly what  the  public  wants — 
spirited,  individual  decorations. 
Everybody  ought  to  be  very 
happy.  END

BRITAIN  BOOSTS  THE  CRAFTS 


Sculpture  in  the  open  air  is  no 
new  thing — being  at  least  as 
old  as  Easter  Island  and  the 
Acropolis — but  the  idea  of  exhibi- 
tions under  the  sky  seems  to  have 
oricfinated  in  England.  From  Lon- 
don's Battersea  Park  in  1948  the 
conception  spread  to  half  a  dozen 
countries  in  Western  Europe;  it 
i?  now  a  triennial  event,  and  nov- 
elty value  no  longer  attended  this 
summer's  fourth  such  show. 

And  yet  so  strangely  affecting 
is  the  impact  of  sculpture  under 
these  arcadian  conditions  that  one 
simply  cannot  approach  it  in  the 
same  frame  of  mind  as  in  a  gal- 
lery. It  is  a  magic  grove  that  one 
enters.  Figures  are  stilled  in  their 
action^  in  a  green  swath  of  grass. 
or  flicker  with  dappled  light  under 
the  trees;  the  passing  hours,  the 
moving  sun.  the  ch)ud's  shadow 
change  their  aspect,  their  very 
meaning.  This  intimacy  with  na- 
ture strikes  a  deep  chord  in  the 
English  heart — it  has  produced 
the  (rainsboroughs.  the  Constables, 
the  Turners  of  the  past,  and  just 
as  deeply  affects  our  great  con- 
temporaries. Henry  Moore  has 
said.  "I  would  rather  have  a  piece 
of  my  sculpture  put  in  a  land- 
scape, almost  any  landscape,  than 
in.  or  on.  the  most  beautiful  build- 
ing I  know"'. 

Elephant  transformed 

This  year's  exhibition  was  in 
Holland  Park,  most  recent  open 
space  acquired  for  the  London 
public.  Until  some  five  years  ago 
it  remained  a  tangled,  overgrown 
wood,  with  a  few  memories  of 
lawns  and  walks  and  formal  plant- 
ing— the  great  garden  of  Holland 
House,  a  Jacobean  mansion  in  the 
heart  of  London.  Here  came  Crom- 
well to  shout  important  matters  of 
state  at  the  deaf  General  Ireton; 
here  as  a  tenant,  it  is  said,  lived 
William  Penn;  Charles  James 
Fox  spent  his  childhood  here,  and 
Wellington.  Macaulay.  Byron, 
Scott.  Dickens  were  frequent 
visitors.  Bombed  in  the  war.  the 
building  relapsed  into  a  romantic 
ruin  and  was  a  white  elephant 
until  taken  over  by  the  London 
County  Council,  which  is  gradual- 
ly, under  the  imaginative  guidance 
of  architect  Sir  Hugh  Casson, 
transforming  it  to  new  ends. 

By  design  or  accident,  the 
sculpture  accorded  exactly  with 
this  joining  of  old  and  new. 
Moore,  Reg  Butler,  Barbara  Hep- 


worth  and  Lynn  Chadwick — last 
summer's  big  prizewinner  at  the 
Venice  Biennale — were  here,  but 
in  addition  to  the  often  savage 
modern  work  there  was  a  group  of 
19th-century  pieces,  all  sweetness 
and  sentiment  and  facile  grace, 
which  were  displayed  in  the 
orangery.  Here  for  a  moment,  in 
this  high-windowed  room,  all 
white  trelliswork  and  clambering 
greenery  half-masking  orange 
walls,  one  got  a  whiff  of  the  great 
days  of  Holland  House  a  century 
ago. 

Aid  for  the  crafts 

In  another  part  of  the  forest. 
as  Shakespeare  would  have  said, 
one  came  upon  a  forge  where  iron 
was  being  wrought  into  elaborate 
designs,  a  pottery  where  tradi- 
tional shapes  were  being  thrown 
on  the  wheel  as  unselfconsciously 
as  they  have  always  been;  upon 
wheelwrights  and  saddlers,  brick- 
makers,  boatbuilders  and  coopers 
at  work.  This  was  a  display  by  the 
Rural  Industries  Bureau,  a  gov- 
ernment-financed body  which  was 
set  up  36  years  ago  to  bring  new 
life  into  our  country  crafts  and 
slow  the  drift  of  young  people  to 
the  city.  This  it  is  doing  with  con- 
siderable success  through  its  es- 
sentially realistic  approach.  It 
helps  country  workshops  by  teach- 
ing new  methods  (like  boatbuild- 
ing in  glass  fiber),  by  discourag- 
ing "arty-crafty"  pastiche  and 
seeking  to  introduce  contemporary 
idioms  into  the  main  stream  of 
traditional  design,  by  giving  loans 
to  established  craftsmen,  and 
by  helping  with  the  costing  and 
accounting   side  of  the   business. 

What  else  has  been  happen- 
ing here?  British  House  &  Garden 
has  presented  its  second  "House 
of  Ideas",  a  three-story  town  house 
with  a  spiral  staircase,  and  no 
fewer  than  four  gardens — front, 
back,  a  glass-walled  patio  let  into 
the  living  area  and  a  roof  gar- 
den/sun-trap. The  significance  of 
this  house  really  is  seen  in  com- 
parison with  the  low  standard  of 
speculative  building  in  this  coun- 
try during  the  past  half-century 
and  more.  Anyone  wanting  a  mod- 
ern house  of  any  aesthetic  preten- 
sions had  to  build  it  for  himself. 
The  "House  of  Ideas"  is  an  off- 
the-peg  job.  one  of  a  number 
available  for  purchase  now.  and 
really  represents  a  new  enlighten- 
ment on  the  part  of  English  real 
estate  developers.  END

GUIDEBOOK  FOR  THE  ART  BUYER 


Living  in  Paris,  we  are  surprised 
how  often  a  visiting  American 
friend  asks  where  he  can  buy  a 
"good  modern  picture."  Thanks 
to  the  educative  power  of  the 
American  press  and  television,  he 
is  very  knowledgeable  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  it  isn't  easy  to  reply, 
especially  since  the  meanings  of 
"modern"  and  of  "good"  are 
themselves  quite  uncertain. 

Paris  is  a  good  place  for  him 
to  look  for  his  picture.  Young 
painters  swarm;  new  galleries 
open  every  month;  vigorous  and 
noisy  discussions  still  arise  in  the 
Left  Bank  cafes;  the  exhibitions 
are  visited  as  seldom  before.  In 
the  68th  annual  exhibition  of  the 
Independents  this  spring,  no  few- 
er than  3,827  canvases  were  shown 
by  nearly  2,000  artists;  the  ex- 
hibits spilled  over  from  the  halls 
of  the  world's  largest  art  gallery, 
the  Grand  Palais,  to  a  series  of 
hastily  installed  balconies. 

Where  to  go 

If  the  American  visitor  is  in 
Paris  in  May.  June.  October  or 
November,  he  can  start  looking  for 
his  picture  in  the  Salons.  In  May, 
the  Salon  de  Mai  will  show  him 
esteemed  and  sometimes  very  ex- 
pensive artists;  in  the  same  month 
takes  place  the  Salon  des  Artists 
Francais,  with  a  rather  too  liberal 
admissions  jury;  in  June  the 
Independents  features  another 
group  of  younger  or  relatively  un- 
known painters,  always  with  some 
interesting  results.  In  October,  we 
find  the  Salon  d'Automne,  some- 
what more  classical  in  spirit  than 
the  Independents;  and  in  the 
same  month  the  Ecole  de  Paris  at 
the  Galerie  Charpentier.  where 
100  painters  show  their  work  on 
invitation,  including  some  big 
names,  but  always  15  or  20  prom- 
ising newcomers. 

In  addition  to  the  Salons, 
most  painters  are  attached  to  one 
or  another  art  gallery;  sometimes 
a  gallery  represents  a  tendency  or 
a  school.  It  is  an  error  to  think 
that  prices  at  an  established  gal- 
lery such  as  Charpentier  will  be 
steeper  than  in  an  "intimate"  gal- 
lery. At  Charpentier,  for  instance, 
one  can  usually  find  canvases  by 
established  painters  such  as  im- 
pressionist Yves  Brayer  and  clas- 
sicist Chapelain-Midy  for  $1,000, 
and  those  by  men  on-the-way-up 
such  as  Genis,  Sebere  and  Faure 
from  1250  to  $500. 

Prices  vary  widely,  following 
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the  success  of  the  artist,  the  qual- 
ity, the  rarity,  the  size  of  the  in- 
dividual painting.  On  the  whole, 
Paris  prices  are  not  much  cheaper 
than  those  of  New  York  for  work 
of  similar  quality.  But  the  choice, 
the  degree  of  individuality,  and 
the  chances  for  future  apprecia- 
tion are  considerably  greater. 

It  is  tempting,  and  agreeable, 
to  take  a  flyer  with  one  of  the 
young  painters  at,  let  us  say,  the 
Salon  des  Independents,  or  an 
absolute  newcomer  at  one  of  the 
Left  Bank  galleries.  But  it  is 
surer  to  invest  a  bit  more  in  a 
painter  who  has  cleared  the  first 
hurdles,  and  has  achieved  some 
degree  of  critical  esteem,  without 
yet  being  in  the  "museum"  class. 
You  can  find  such  painters  in  each 
of  the  groups  into  which  modern 
painting  is  divided  and  Paris  of- 
fers a  gallery  for  every  taste. 

First  of  all.  we  find  the  Real- 
ists, who  simply  paint  an  object 
or  scene  that  you  can  actually 
identify,  in  its  true  proportions. 
They  produce  gracious  paintings 
with  which  it  is  easy  to  live.  In  the 
great  tradition  we  suggest  Chape- 
lain-Midy, Aujame,  or  Despierre 
(Galerie  Charpentier).  A  group 
featuring  a  return  to  the  realities 
of  the  world  today,  originally 
known  as  Forces  Nouvelles,  is  best 
illustrated  by  Humblot  and  Roh- 
ner.  They  have  returned  to  rigor- 
ous draughtsmanship  and  to 
chiaroscuro.  Another  group,  al- 
though their  painting  is  sometimes 
more  poetic  than  realist,  baptised 
themselves  la  Realite  Poetique; 
it  includes  Roland  Oudot  and 
Brianchon.  but  these  two  are  al- 
ready in  the  several  thousand  dol- 
lar class;  Yves  Brayer.  Cavailles, 
Legueult.  Limouse  and  Terechko- 
vitch  (Galerie  Charpentier  or 
Galerie  Bernier  )  are  fine  painters, 
and  more  reasonable. 

The  Expressionists 

The  next  group,  perhaps  the 
most  important  single  one  in 
Paris  today,  are  the  Expression- 
ists. Van  Gogh,  Soutine.  Chaojall 
were  their  masters,  but  abstract 
art  has  influenced  the  younger 
members  strongly.  They  change 
the  visage  of  the  object  which  they 
paint  to  conform  to  their  emotion 
or  sensation;  they  are  halfway 
between  imitation  and  invention. 
Lorjou  and  Rebeyrolle  (Galerie 
du  Bac)  are  thrusting,  vigorous. 
Buffet    (Galerie    Drouant-David)

and  Minaux  (Galerie  Bernier) 
are  .static,  melancholic.  Prices  are 
very  high  for  Buffet  and  for  Clave 
(Galerie  Greuzevault ) .  Take  a 
look  at  Cottavoz  (Art  Vlvant), 
Desnoyer  (Fricker)  and  Aizpiri 
(Petrides). 

Surrealism  is  no  longer  the 
leading  movement  in  painting 
that  it  was  just  hefore  the  w^ar, 
but  it  has  greatly  influenced  post- 
war art.  and  still  has  its  adepts 
who  seek  to  transfer  their  dreams 
to  canvas.  At  the  Galerie  de  Fur- 
stenberg.  directed  by  the  widow 
of  the  painter  Andre  Breton,  one 
finds  the  work  of  the  painters  of 
the  fanta.stic.  Domec.  Tailleux, 
Arikha  and  Zev;  they  profess  to 
continue  the  line  of  the  true  sur- 
realists. Also  surrealist,  but  with 
a  trend  to  more  literal  painting, 
are  Labisse.  Coutaud  (Galerie 
Rive  Gauche).  Capuletti  (Galerie 
Andre  Weil),  Leonor  Fini. 

l\aif  painting,  so  well  known 
to  America  in  the  work  of  Grand- 
ma Mo.ses,  has  one  important  rep- 
resentative in  Bauchant  ((ialerie 
Bignoii).  Others  of  interest  if  yon 
like  thi.s  type  are  Bouquet  and 
Van  Hyfte  (both  Galerie  de  ITn- 
stitut).  Jean  Even  and  Rimbert. 

Betwixt  and  between 

.So  far  we  have  talked  of  "fig- 
urative" painting,  but  painting,  in 
its  search  for  renewal  has  turned 
its  back  upon  recognizable  im- 
ages, even  upon  the  dream  figures 
of  the  surrealists,  and  invented  a 
new  art  called  "non-figurative." 

On  the  frontier  between  the 
figurative  and  the  non-figurative, 
we  find  two  groups,  one  simplify- 
ing and  stylizing  the  original 
scene  or  image  so  that  only  its 
structure  remains  visible.  Such  is 
the  art  of  Bazaine  (Galerie 
Maeght),  Esteve,  Manessier  and 
Singier  (Galerie  de  France)  and 
the  Portuguese  painter  Vieira  da 
Silva  (Galerie  Pierre).  A  second 
group,  parting  from  nature,  sug- 
gest an  imaginary  world,  where 
one  can,  all  the  same,  identify  the 
elements   of   the   real:    they   owe 


much  to  surrealism;  here  we  find 
Matta.  Saby.  and  Enrique  Zanartii 
(all  at  the  Galerie  du  Dragon). 

Although  every  abstract 
painter  feels  that  he  has  created 
his  own  path,  it  is  possible  to  dis- 
cern the  influence  of  Mondrian  in 
the  work  of  one  group  of  painters 
who  .seek  the  harmonious  relations 
or  contrasts  of  colors,  lines,  sur- 
faces. These  are  the  geometric  ab- 
stract painters;  there  are  also  the 
expressionist  abstract  painters, 
under  the  influence  of  Kandinsky. 
Among  the  former  in  Paris  studios 
today,  are  Herbin.  Vasarely.  De- 
wasne,  Taeuber-Arp  (Galerie  De- 
nise  Rene).  Among  the  latter  are 
Soulages.  Schneider,  Lanskoy 
(Galerie  Carre).  Hartung  (Gale- 
rie de  France)  introduces  a  spe- 
cial note  with  abstractions  that 
might  be  Chinese  calligraphs. 

The  "Spotters" 

Inevitably  grouped  with  the 
abstract  painters,  but  guided  by 
entirely  different  principles,  is  the 
group  of  Tachists.  Tache  is  the 
French  for  spot.  These  painters  no 
longer  are  interested  in  abstract 
planes  carefully  balanced  and  de- 
signed, but  put  spots  of  paint, 
blobs  if  you  prefer,  on  canvas  with 
a  hasty  motion,  usually  not  using 
a  brush  but  pouring  from  the  tube 
it.self.  A  sense  of  immediate  cre- 
ation before  the  spectator  is  the 
essence  of  tachisme;  surprisingly 
enough,  an  impression  of  mystery 
and  of  emotion  is  sometimes  the 
result.  Mathieu  and  Kallos  are  at 
the  Galerie  Pierre;  at  the  Galerie 
Stadler  you  will  find  the  Japanese 
painter  Imai,  Riopelle,  and  a 
South  African,  Christo  Coetzee, 
who  adds  a  third  dimension  to 
tachisme  by  sewing  ping-pong 
balls  to  the  canvas  and  then  im- 
bedding them  completely  in  the 
flowing  paint. 

Where  possible,  we  have 
placed  after  an  artist's  name,  the 
name  of  one  of  the  Galeries  where 
you  will  usually  find  an  example 
or  two  of  his  work.  Good  hunting!

AT  MYSTERIOUS 

STONEHENGE 

By  James  Stern 


One  evening  last  summer  my  wife  and  I  went  to  call  on  my  father,  an  octo- 
genarian ex-Hussar  officer  now  living  in  Somerset.  We  had  driven  from  Lon- 
don, through  Salisbury,  and  across  the  Plain. 

"We  stopped  for  a  few  minutes  at  Stonehenge,"  1  told  the  old  man.  "Crowds 
of  people  there." 

"People!"  exclaimed  my  father,  leaning  over  and  adjusting  his  ear-trumpet. 
"No  people  when  I  was  there.  Not  a  soul.  Only  hares."  He  paused  to  give  full  effect 
to  his  words.  "My  regiment  was  the  first  to  do  its  cavalry  training  on  Salisbury 
Plain.  When  we  rode  through  Wiltshire  villages,  the  cottagers  came  out  and  stared. 
Never  seen  a  soldier  before."  Pause.  "That  was  a  long  time  ago,  of  course.  In  the 
19th  century."  Pause.  "A.D.,  of  course." 

I  had  been  accustomed  to  a  slightly  different  version  of  this  familiar  anecdote. 
My  father  had  always  concluded  it  with  the  exact  date:  "That  was  in  '98,  1898 — 
A.D.,  of  course." 

"Interesting  that  you  should  have  put  it  that  way,"  I  said,  "for  modern 
archaeologists  date  the  erection  of  Stonehenge's  first  monolith  as  somewhere  about 
the  19th  century. — B.C.,  of  course." 

"Oh,  of  course,"  muttered  my  father,  disposing  of  his  trumpet.  Having  seen 
Stonehenge  in  1898,  why  should  he  be  interested  in  what  we  thought  of  it  in  1957? 
Could  something  of  such  antiquity  have  changed  during  his  lifetime? 

The  answer,  humanly  speaking,  is  Yes.  How?  Why?  Because,  thanks  to  seri- 
ous excavations  begun,  strange  as  it  may  seem,  only  in  1919  I  a  year  after  Stone- 
henge had  been  presented  to  the  nation  by  Sir  Cecil  Chubb,  who  had  bought  it  at 
an  auction  in  1915  for  £6,600 ) ,  we  know  more  today  of  the  history  of  the  monument 
than  our  fathers  did;  more  no  doubt  than  did  those  who  lived  here  in  Wessex  at  the 
time  of  Christ,  and  certainly  more  than  did  the  Britons  of  the  12th  century  A.D. 
One  of  them.  Henry  of  Huntingdon,  declared  of  Stonehenge  that  no  one  could 
guess  "by  what  means  so  many  stones  were  raised  so  high  or  why  they  were  built 
there." 

To  this  last  question  the  answer  is  still  not,  and  probably  never  will  be,  known 
for  certain.  All  that  can  be  taken  for  granted  is  that  Stonehenge's  purpose  was  fun- 
damentally religious,  that  it  was  a  place  where  men  could  gather  together  for  the 
performance  of  rituals  or  ceremonies  associated  [Continued  on  page  54)

with  invisible  powers,  possibly 
sacred  ground  from  which  to 
make  contact  with  the  spirits  of 
the  Nether  World.  In  short,  it  was 
a  form  of  temple,  which  may  have 
been  put  to  other  uses  as  well — 
feasts,  markets,  sacrifices — but  of 
this  nothing  is  known. 

Scraps  of  historical  evidence 
about  Stonehenge.  however,  are 
continually  turning  up.  As  recent- 
ly as  the  summer  of  1953  a  noted 
British  archaeologist.  R.  J.  C.  At- 
kinson, author  of  the  authorita- 
tive book  Stonehenge.  discovered 
on  one  stone  (a  so-called  sarsen 
weighing  approximately  50  tons) 
prehistoric  carvings  of  four  axe- 
heads.  Now  these  carvings  are  ac- 
curate representations  of  a  bronze 
axehead  "known  to  have  been 
manufactured  in  Ireland  and  dis- 
trii)uted  from  there  to  Britain  be- 
tween 1600  and  1400  B.C."  (The 
English  ecclesiastic  Geoffrey  of 
Monmouth,  who  died  800  years 
ago.  went  so  far  as  to  assert  that 
the  very  stones  of  Stonehenge 
came  from  Ireland.  Little  did  he 
know — but  let  us  not  anticipate.^ 
Six  months  later  another  prehis- 
toric carving  was  discovered,  this 
time  of  a  short-hilted  dagger — a 
design  which  in  sunlight  is  plain- 
ly visii)le  from  a  distance  of  100 
vards.  in  front  of  which  for  cen- 
turies a  countless  multitude  of 
luiinan  i)eings  has  passed,  but 
which  until  New  Year's  Day.  1954, 
had  never  before  been  noticed! 

Grecian  echo 

Only  one  other  dagger  of 
similar  form  is  known.  It  came 
from  Mycenae  in  southern  Greece, 
where  the  Mycenaeans  were  turn- 
ing it  out  for  their  warriors  at  the 
same  time  as  the  go-ahead  Irish 
were  turning  out  axeheads  for 
tbeir  somewhat  lethargic  neigh- 
bors across  the  sea.  It  was  at  this 
period,  we  shouldn't  forget,  that 
Wessex  was  involved  in  trade  with 
central  Europe  and  the  Mediter- 
ranean. Thus  in  a  sense  Stone- 
henge can  be  said  to  have  changed 
even  in  the  last  four  years:  the 
expert  today  is  searching  for  evi- 
dence he  never  thought  of  looking 
for  before. 

But  Stonehenge  has  changed 
in  another  respect  since  my  father 
took  off  from  the  Salisbury  Plain 
for  South  Africa  and  the  Boer  War 
nearly  60  years  ago.  As  he  says, 
he  saw  only  hares  then.  Hares 
there  are  still;  we  saw  one  on  that 
evening  of  last  summer,  but  we 
also  saw.  to  the  North — beyond  the 
crowd  of  visitors,  the  barbed-wire 
enclosure,  the  car  park,  and  a 
tractor  chugging  its  way  over  some 
distant  ploughed  land — a  long  line 
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of  barrack-like  buildings:  a  mod- 
ern military  camp:  and  to  the 
East,  on  the  skyline  above  nearby 
Amesbury.  more  buildings  includ- 
ing a  huge  white  hangar  glisteninor 
in  the  evening  sun.  (This  town's 
Avon  Hotel,  with  its  American  bar 
and  charming  garden,  is  one  of 
the  best  and  most  comfortable  in 
the  West  Country.)  Stonehenge. 
though  less  bedeviled  by  the  20th 
century  than  Britain's  cities  and 
coasts,  is  "not  what  it  used  to  be": 
two  circles  of  vast  megaliths  and 
trilithons  rising  from  undulating 
stoneless  green  downland  with 
nothing  in  sight  to  suggest  that  the 
soil  from  which  this  sanctuary 
rises  is  that  of  an  island  whose 
monarchs  have  had  power  over  a 
sixth  of  the  globe  and  whose  ships 
for  centuries  ruled  the  Seven  Seas. 

The  great  mystery 

Properly  to  appreciate  this 
ancient  sight  the  visitor  must  not 
only  stand  in  the  monolithic  shad- 
ow, be  must  also  be  equipped  with 
a  few  simple  facts  concerning  its 
history.  How.  after  all.  if  he  knows 
nothing  about  them,  can  these 
"few  big  old  stones."  as  I  have 
heard  one  tourist  describe  Stone- 
henge. persuade  the  uninitiated  to 
believe  tbat  he  is  gazing  at  the 
greatest  prehistoric  work  of  archi- 
tecture in  all  Europe  north  of  the 
Alps?  For  many  people  a  fascina- 
tion almost  as  great  as  the  very 
existence  of  these  few  big  old 
stones  is  the  mystery  that  sur- 
rounds them.  We  live  in  a  world 
where  momentous  discoveries 
about  the  Earth  and  the  Universe 
are  being  made  virtually  every 
year;  yet  to  listen  to  the  experts  in 
archaeology  being  interrogated 
about  this  ruin  on  English  soil  is 
to  realize  tliat  for  the  few  simple 
facts  that  are  known,  as  many 
others  ecjually  important  are  not — 
and  almost  certainly  never  will  be. 
Why/  For  the  simple  reason  that 
here  man  is  confronted  with  some- 
thing man-made  about  which  there 
does  not  exist,  and  never  can  exist, 
any  written  record. 

What.  then,  do  we  know?  It  has 
been  established  only  very  lately — 
last  year,  in  fact — that  Stonehenge 
is  not  what  it  had  always  been  con- 
sidered :  a  uniform  creation.  On 
the  contrary,  it  is  a  temple  built  in 
three  distinct  structural  phases 
over  a  period  of  500  years.  Having 
digested  this  sober,  stupendous 
fact,  there  arises  the  immediate 
question :  Who  on  earth  conceived 
the  over-all  idea?  To  which  the 
answer,  as  it  so  often  has  to  be  on 
this  subject,  is:  nobody  knows. 
Throughout  the  ages  there  have 
been  countless  suggestions.  One  of 
the  most  recent  as  well  as  perhaps 
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the  most  stimulating  to  the  imagi- 
nation is  that  of  Mr.  Atitinson.  who 
believes  that  "Stonehenge  itself  is 
evidence  for  the  concentration  of 
political  power,  for  a  time  at  least, 
in  the  hands  of  a  single  man  .  .  ." 
and  he  quite  possibly  a  Mycenae- 
an at  that! 

But  whoever  the  architect  or 
planners  may  have  been,  who, 
what  kind  of  people,  did  the  build- 
intr?  Was  it.  as  we  have  so  often 
heard,  the  Druids?  This  notion, 
thrown  up  no  longer  ago  than  the 
17th  century  by  that  noble  an- 
tiquary John  Aubrey,  whose  name 
will  forever  remain  associated  with 
a  circle  of  holes,  or  ritual  pits, 
which  surrounds  the  actual  stones 
and  whose  purpose  is  one  more  un- 
solved riddle — this  idea,  seeming- 
ly ineradicable  from  the  popular 
mind,  of  the  Druids  as  the  builders 
of  Stonehenge  is  best  left  unmen- 
tioned  in  the  presence  of  archaeol- 
ogists. Like  the  flowers  in  The 
Mikado,  the  Druids  not  only  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  case;"  if 
they  appeared  on  the  scene  at  all 
it  was  probably  not  until  1,000 
years  "after  the  event."  Every  year, 
nevertheless,  on  June  21.  the  sum- 
mer solstice.  Companions  of  the 
United  Ancient  Order  of  Druids. 


a  society  founded  in  London  in 
1781.  gather  together  at  Stone- 
henge from  all  over  the  British 
Isles  and  Britanny.  At  sunrise  on 
this  day,  the  longest  of  the  year,  a 
ceremony  known  as  the  Rite  of  the 
Golden  Dawn,  and  at  high-noon 
the  feast  of  Alban  Heflin  take 
place  v/ithin  the  stone  circle.  Any- 
one willing  to  rise  early  enough  or 
stay  up  all  night  after  the  tradi- 
tional midnight  vigil,  in  which  the 
Companions  of  the  Order  prepare 
themselves  for  the  coming  cere- 
monies, is  welcome  to  attend. 

Neolithic  beginning 

Here,  much  simplified,  is  how 
the  first  phase  of  the  building  took 
place.  Somewhere  about  four  mil- 
lenniums ago  there  arrived  from 
the  western  Mediterranean  among 
the  small,  dispersed,  nomadic,  sav- 
age population  on  the  southern 
shores  of  Britain  groups  of  Neo- 
lithic people  with  a  religious  doc- 
trine symbolized  by  tombs  of  mon- 
umental proportions.  Following 
them  came  another  wave,  the  so- 
called  Secondary  Neolithic  "cul- 
tures" who,  in  conjunction  with 
their  predecessors  and  the  indige- 
nous inhabitants,  invented  the  art 


of  pottery,  fashioned  tools  from 
antlers,  and  who.  in  spite  of  a  gen- 
erally gypsy-like  existenc'e.  do  ap- 
pear to  have  formed  themselves  in- 
to small  tribes.  It  was  these  tribes 
which  constructed,  for  the  purpose 
of  cremated  collective  burials,  cir- 
cular enclosures  surrounded  by  a 
bank,  the  ditch  on  the  inside,  and 
approached  by  a  single  entrance. 
Since  no  such  structure  has  ever 
been  discovered  outside  Britain,  it 
is  to  these  people  that  the  credit 
for  the  first  phase  of  Stonehenge — 
that  is.  the  bank,  the  ditch,  the 
Aubrey  Holes,  the  cremation-cem- 
etery, and  what  is  known  as  the 
Hele  Stone,  a  single  block  rising 
16  feet  above  the  ground  and 
weighing  at  least  35  tons — must 
be  given. 

Now  comes  the  second  phase, 
for  which  evidence  exists  that  its 
builders  were  the  makers  of  a  pot- 
tery scholars  know  as  "Beaker" 
pottery  and  that  they  were  at  work 
on  Salisbury  Plain  between  1700- 
1600  B.C. — the  dawn  of  the  Bronze 
Age  in  Britain.  Properly  to  under- 
stand and  follow  the  fabulous  feat 
achieved  by  these  men  a  map  of 
the  British  Isles,  or  at  least  of 
England  and  Wales,  is  strongly 
recommended.  I  mentioned  earlier 


that  Stonehenge  stands  in  a  stone- 
less  area.  Every  stone  in  the  monu- 
ment has  been  transported  at  least 
18  miles  to  the  site  by  the  iiands 
of  men.  I  also  mentioned  earlier, 
in  a  whispered  aside.  Geoffrey  of 
Monmouth's  belief  that  the  stones 
of  Stonehenge  had  come  from  Ire- 
land. They  didn't.  But  in  a  moment 
or  two  a  glance  at  a  map  will 
show  you  that  his  guess,  or  the 
prevailing  legend,  was  not  so  out- 
rageously preposterous  as  it  must 
have  sounded  then — indeed,  as  it 
must  still  sound  to  the  uninitiated 
today. 

The  mighty  task 

In  the  entire  structure  of 
Stonehenge  there  are  some  80-odd 
stones  of  a  material  referred  to  by 
geologists  as  "spotted  dolerite" 
and  generally  known  as  the  blue- 
stones,  on  account  of  their  color. 
Most  of  these  bluestones  weigh 
four  tons  apiece,  the  largest,  the 
so-called  Altar  Stone,  more  than 
six  tons.  In  1923  it  was  established 
beyond  shadow  of  doubt  that  these 
stones  were  transported  to  Salis- 
bury Plain  from  high  up  in  tiie 
Prescelly  Mountains  in  north  Pem-

Bacon,  it  would  seem  today,  was  only  half  right  350  years  ago  in 
describing  antiquities  as  "remnants  of  history  which  have  casually 
escaped  the  shipwrecks  of  time."  For  all  through  the  long,  dark 
night  of  the  Middle  Ages  efforts  to  save,  study  and  savor  the  glories 
of  the  classical  past  were  anything  but  casual.  Indeed,  had  it  not 
been  for  the  diligence  of  medieval  antiquarians,  the  Renaissance 
which  followed,  and  of  which  Bacon  himself  was  a  part,  could  not 
have  taken  place. 

Certainly  in  modern  times  a  preoccupation  with  preserving  the 
past  has  grown  with  each  passing  year;  it  takes  a  very  elusive  rem- 
nant of  history  to  escape  us  now.  And  critics  with  an  eye  to  the  new 
have  risen  in  every  age  since  Bacon  to  deplore  the  stifling  specter 
of  the  old.  But,  of  course,  the  old  things  that  have  endured  really 
do  not  frustrate  art  and  invention  today.  Rather  they  are  enjoyed 
and  used.  An  antique  piece  of  furniture,  for  example,  is  preserved, 
in  important  part,  because  the  original  merit  and  beauty  of  its  design 
have  been  measured  anew  by  each  succeeding  generation  and  found 
pleasing.  As  long  as  it  lasts,  it  serves  also  to  teach  and  to  inspire  new 
design. 

"Genius,"  wrote  Chateaubriand  two  centuries  after  Bacon, 
"creates,  and  taste  preserves."  We  would  agree  and  add  that  taste 
evolves  and  that  its  evolution  is  a  self-refreshing  creative  process.  In 
pursuing  H&G's  purpose  as  a  guide  to  the  arts  of  living,  we  are  con- 
vinced that  the  time  has  come  to  take  a  new  look  with  you,  our  readers, 
at  old  things — at  the  masterpieces  of  furniture  and  furnishing  of  the 
great  design  periods  of  the  past.

It  was,  I  think,  the  Grand  Street  Follies,  a  pleasant  little  review  of  the  late  Twenties,  in  which 
a  woman  clutching  an  ostrich  fan  sang,  "I'm  not  blue.  Oh,  no,  I'm  mauve."  Just  a  few  days  ago 
my  daughter,  who  was  reading  a  Victorian  novel,  asked  me  what  sort  of  color  mauve  was.  I 
fumbled  for  a  definition. 

"Something  in  the  purple  and  violet  family,"  I  said,  "but  grayer." 

That  seemed  unsatisfactory,  so  I  got  out  a  recent  chart  of  paint  colors,  hoping  to  show  her. 
It  was  not  there,  of  course.  The  "mauve  decades"  were  not  just  a  period  of  time;  they  were  a 
state  of  mind  llial  has  gone.  It  was  an  era  of  artistic  tastes,  of  somber  and  genteel  hues,  of  muted 
conversations  and  curtains,  of  dried  lavender  and  rose  petals  and  pomanders.  It  was  a  time  when 
women  sat  stiffly  on  rosewood  chairs,  their  gloved  hands  folded  in  their  satin  laps.  They  waited 
in  their  drawing  rooms  with  their  hats  on  for  odier  ladies  to  call.  No  wonder  that  my  daughter, 
17,  did  not  know  what  mauve  was  or  that  it  should  recall  no  image  to  her  mind.  She  lives  in  a 
kaleidoscope. 

Perhaps  it  is  because  we  are  determined  to  emanate  an  aura  of  gaiety.  Our  best  foot  forward 
has  bright  red  toenails.  We  do  not  tliink  about  colors  as  reflections  of  states  of  mind;  we  think 
about  them  as  decoration.  But  peojjle  are  still  "blue"  with  melancholy  or  "black"  with  despair; 
they  are  "green"  with  envy  or  "yellow"  with  cowardice,  and  when  they  are  healthy  they  are 
"in  the  pink."  Teen-agers,  at  least  my  teen-agers,  when  things  are  going  especially  right  for  them 
say  that  they  are  "golden."  Freud  has  taught  us  that  it  is  not  as  simple  as  that.  We  are  now  aware 
that  our  emotions,  like  our  automobiles,  are  scarcely  ever  primary;  they  are  at  least  two-toned. 

We  bavont  let  it  go  at  that.  You  can  now  buy  aspirin  in  pastel  shades,  I  am  told,  and  pink 
brooms.  Tyj)ewriters  are  red  and  pale  blue,  of  course,  but  they  are  also  gold,  and  there  are 
dictating  machines  in  ladylike  colors  for  lady  tycoons.  There  are  telephones  in  colors  to  suit 
your  personality  (who  would  choose  white?  I  and  for  those  whose  thumbs  may  or  may  not  be  green 
there  is  garden  hose  striped  red  and  white  or  printed  with  flowers  that  need  no  tending  and 
will  not  fade.  There  is  a  Hollywood  apartment  hotel  that  boasts  that  it  changes  the  color  of  the 
water  in  its  swimming  pool  each  week.  Coffee  urns  and  casseroles,  with  pots  and  pans  to  match, 
come  in  flowered  patterns  so  that  food  that  is  brought  to  the  table  steams  in  a  sort  of  herbaceous 
border.  Hammacher-Schlemmer  of  New  York  sells  handpainted  toilet  seats,  a  recall  of  the  Vic- 
torian commode. 

You  need  never  be  the  prey  of  white.  You  can  sleep  between  lavender  sheets,  bathe  in  pink 
bath  tubs,  cook  on  orchid  stoves  with  food  taken  from  cocoa  refrigerators,  clean  with  cerulean

Color  comes  first 


BY     FABER     BIRREN 


In  the  beauty  of  color  is  a  mirror  of  the  human  spirit — ■ 
ages  old  and  yet  eternally  new,  the  whole  of  custom  and 
culture,  the  all  of  fundamental  emotion. 

High  fashion  in  the  modern  art  of  interior  decoration 
is  less  a  process  of  creation  in  color  than  of  inventiveness  in 
fresh  interpretations  that  draw  from  the  riches  of  the  past. 
Though  love  of  color  is  profound  and  instinctive,  predilec- 
tions for  it  are  never  haphazard. 

In  the  research  that  serves  as  a  basis  for  the  House  & 
Garden  colors,  human  temperament  and  inclination  are 
carefully  studied.  One  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  fashions  rise 
and  fall  in  other  realms,  too — among  authors,  composers, 
painters,  even  among  philosophers.  There  is  a  queer  sort  of 
rejection  and  acceptance,  the  pattern  of  which,  though  vague 
at  times,  will  take  on  shape  eventually.  It  therefore  becomes 
the  job  of  color  research  to  analyze  these  vagaries  of  human 
taste  and  to  plot  the  directions  in  which  human  fondness 
seems  to  be  headed. 

Over  the  years  H&G  colors  have  gained  eminence  as  the 
best  and  most  accurately  predicted  vogues  of  the  present  and 
the  future.  To  develop  them  for  the  fashion  leaders  and  home- 
owners of  America  is  at  once  a  fascinating  and  laborious 
chore.  Mainly  it  is  fascinating  in  its  revelation  that  today's 
homeowners  find  something  they  think  is  neiv  in  colors  and 
color  combinations  that  really  are  old,  or  even  ancient. 

Certainly  the  new  look  of  the  H&G  colors  (please  turn 
to  pages  59-63)  betrays  mostly  the  fact  that  this  particular 
generation  at  this  particular  time  finds  the  hues  different  and 
refreshing  in  its  particular  experience. 

Colors  such  as  H&G  Tangerine,  Carmine,  Lemon  Peel. 
Citron,  Peacock  Green,  Larkspur,   Deep  Night — all  of  the 


primary  brightness — might  have  looked  conventional  in 
Alexandria,  Athens  and  Rome. 

Florence  and  Venice  during  the  Renaissance  ( and  Napo- 
leon and  Josephine,  who  found  elation  in  Italian  pretensions) 
favored  decorative  styles  that  featured  such  colors  as  H&G 
Bitter  Green,  Bronze  Green,  Green  Olive,  Marigold,  Hyacinth. 

The  more  conservative  British,  working  in  the  Georgian. 
Adam,  Chippendale,  Hepplewhite,  Sheraton  styles,  designed 
interior  fashions  of  softer  tone,  comparable  to  H&G  Mist 
Green,  Sandalwood,  Tawny  Beige,  Maple  Sugar,  Mocha, 
Saffron,  Dove  Gray,  Carnation,  Blue  Mist.  And  the  Vic- 
torians, flamboyant  in  the  extreme,  went  back  to  the  reds, 
greens  and  purples  of  antiquity,  through  gingerbread  forms 
that  the  world  had  never  seen  before  and  that,  one  hopes,  it 
will  never  see  again. 

Few  style  colors  are  really  new.  The  vast  majority  of 
them  have  echoes  from  the  past.  The)  may  be  novel  because 
they  have  not  been  seen  of  late. 

H&G  Siamese  Pink,  for  example,  is  a  form  of  magenta, 
and  magenta  as  a  name  derives  from  a  battle  fought  at 
Magenta,  Italy,  in  1859.  (The  French  and  Sardinians  were 
victorious  over  the  Austrians. ) 

H&G  Spanish  Gold  matches  a  color  once  called  Isabella. 
Tradition  has  it  that  Isabella  at  the  siege  of  Granada  vowed 
not  to  change  her  linen  until  Spain  had  prevailed.  And  because 
the  siege  lasted  12  months,  the  clothing  took  on  a  rather  subtle 
shade.   (Let  the  reader  forgive  the  euphemism  '"subtle.") 

In  what  is  called  the  unity  of  the  senses,  color  is  found 
to  have  many  curious  associations.  Technically  all  our  sensa- 
tions are  interrelated,  there  being  a  gestalt,  or  configuration, 
of  the  entire  human  organism.    [Continued  on  page  177)

Let  your  favorite  color  predominate 


Simplicity  is  the  secret  of  a  good  color  scheme.  A  single  color  or  family  of  colors  can  make  a  room  memorable, 
but  too  many  colors  will  cancel  each  other.  There  are  three  ways  to  vary  your  schemes:  with  different  values 
of  the  dominant  color:  with  textural  interest  in  fabrics,  wall  materials  and  furniture;  with  striking  pattern  contrast. 
In  the  room  below  warm  whites  predominate:  the  variety  of  materials  (metal  furniture  bases,  marble  tops,  textured 
wool  rug,  sheer  silk  curtains)  keeps  it  from  being  monotonous.  On  the  opposite  page  are  good  examples  of  using 
one  color  or  related  hues:  bold  patterns  (»f  color  are  blocked  out  on  floors  or  walls  or  established  by  furniture.

Recent  radical  improvements  in  paints  make  them  long  lasting, 

free  from  fading  or  discoloration  by  sun  or  rain. 


COLOR  ENLIVENS  YOUR  HOUSE - 

PROPER  PAINTING  PROTECTS  IT 


America's  swing  to  color  in  recent  years  is  nowhere 
u  more  engagingly  apparent  than  on  the  houses  of  our 
cities  and  suburbs.  Pink  houses,  houses  in  pale  yellow  and 
cafe  au  lait  and  all  sorts  of  ice  cream  hues  can  be  seen  wher- 
ever you  travel.  The  enormous  influence  of  West  Coast 
architecture,  where  color  is  king,  has  sparked  much  of  this 
trend  together  with  the  overwhelming  national  demand  for 
color  in  everything  we  use  from  cars  to  paper  napkins.  The 
appetite  for  exterior  color  isn't  regional.  You'll  find  colorful 
houses  in  New  England,  along  the  East  Coast  and  in  the 
Middle  West  (where  tepid  tans  and  grim  grays  once  pre- 
vailed). In  the  South  color  long  has  been  accepted. 

The  fact  is  that  color  enlivens  a  house  as  nothing  else 
does.  Research  shows  that  most  women  will  consider  color 
before  design  in  choosing  a  hat,  a  dress,  an  automobile,  a 
floor  covering,  a  wall  material.  It  is  the  ingredient  that 
invests  a  product  with  individuality.  That  is  why  there  is 
a  rainbow  to  choose  from  now  in  fabrics,  furniture,  towels, 
linens,  pots  and  pans  and  even  sponges.  And  the  same 
demand  applies  to  houses.  Leading  merchant  builders  of 
suburban  homes  make  color  planning  a  vital  part  of  design 
because  it  is  essential  to  sales.  Indeed  the  national  trend 
to  exterior  color  is  so  strong  that  75  per  cent  of  all  new 
houses  are  in  color.  In  10  years  there  has  been  a  60  per 
cent  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  painted  a  color 
instead  of  white. 

Today's  paints  are  improved  in  color  and  composition. 
This  has  been  made  possible,  to  be  sure,  by  great  strides 
in  the  paint  industry  and  in  its  products.  Color  selection  is 
no  longer  dependent  upon  the  whim  or  skill  of  the  handy- 
man painter  mixing  pigment  into  a  can  of  white  lead. 

All  major  paint  manufacturers  now  have  a  wide  choice 
of  exterior  colors  in  ready  mixed,  precisely  compounded 
paints;  one  company  alone  offers  more  than  200  color 
tones  in  exterior  finishes.  More  than  two  dozen  national 
manufacturers  make  paints  matching  H&G's  1958  pastel 
colors.  In  opaque  finishes  for  wood  (in  white  or  color)  there 


are  gloss  and  flat  house  paints  and  rubber  base  paints; 
there  are  rubber  base  coatings,  cement  base  paint,  vinyl 
and  alkyd  emulsion  paints  for  masonry  surfaces  and  also 
transparent,  water  repellent,  silicone  coatings.  Primers  and 
finish  coats  are  made  especially  for  metal  surfaces.  For 
wood,  there  are  self  cleaning  paints,  one  coat  paints  (for 
repainting  jobs),  various  paints  which  are  formulated  to 
meet  special  conditions  and  be  mildew  resistant,  blister 
resistant  or  fume  resistant  as  the  need  may  be.  To  retain 
the  natural  character  of  wood  siding  or  shingles  on  house 
walls  there  is  a  variety  of  oils  or  sealers,  transparent  or 
semi-transparent,  that  serve  as  a  preservative  to  the  wood. 
Some  are  colorless,  a  great  many  are  stains  that  add  attrac- 
tive color  to  the  natural  wood  surface.  Almost  all  of  these 
new  finishes  do  a  better  job  than  paints  used  to  do  be- 
cause each  is  manufactured  to  meet  specific  conditions  and 
stand  up  under  them.  They  are  a  considerable  improvement 
over  paint  that  was  just  paint  and  supposed  to  cover  any 
kind  of  surface.  And  the  wide  array  of  colors  has  a  double 
value.  The  bright  hues  stay  bright,  wash  clean  in  the  rain 
and  are  remarkably  impervious  to  fading  and  discoloration 
by  sun  and  weather. 

The  most  popular  colors  for  the  outside  of  the  house 
now  are  pastels.  The  soft  grays,  muted  tones  of  yellow  and 
pink,  greens  which  have  been  grayed  down,  and  light  cocoa, 
beige  and  buff,  increasingly  popular  now,  are  very  satis- 
factory for  house  walls.  They  get  along  admirably  with 
neighboring  houses  and  with  the  colors  of  earth,  trees  and 
sky  in  the  background.  ( Muted  or  grayed  earth  colors  often 
make  good  choices,  incidentally.)  Pastels  are  passive,  or 
restful,  in  their  effect,  which  means  that  they  wear  well 
and  you  won't  tire  of  them  quickly.  They  tend  to  add  a  look 
of  bulk  or  depth  to  exterior  surfaces  which  is  helpful  in 
making  a  small  house  seem  larger — a  useful  attribute  today. 
Chimneys  and  walls  of  natural  stone  or  brick,  walls  of 
natural  finish  wood  will  not  be  overpowered  by  adjoin- 
ing walls  in  a  pastel  color.  (Continued  on  page  155)

A  centuries-old  fascination  of  architecture,  decorating  and  art — the  prac- 
■^~*-  tice  of  visual  deception,  trickery  whereby  things  appear  to  be  other  than 
they  are,  is  today  enjoying  an  exciting  revival.  The  technique  of  trornpe 
Voeil  (literally,  "fool  the  eye")  created  architectural  details  for  the  flat  plas- 
ter walls  of  Pompeiian  villas.  The  Romans  had  a  taste  for  fantasies  such  as 
a  mosaic  floor  which  appeared  to  be  strewn  with  fragments  of  food.  Italian 
Renaissance  artists  and  architects  carried  trornpe  Vceil  to  fantastic  heights. 
Whole  rooms  were  frescoed  with  counterfeit  niches,  columns  and  coloiniades. 
The  famous  Mantegna  ceiling  in  the  Ducal  Palace  at  Mantua  is  a  soaring 
spectacle  of  clouds,  a  balustrade  and  interested  spectators.  False  perspective 
and  optical  illusion  have  a  purpose:  they  can  achieve  an  eflfect  of  depth  and 
space  on  flat  walls  or  in  limited  areas.  Today,  we  borrow  from  the  fabulous 
frauds  of  the  great  virtuosos  of  the  past  but  interpret  them  in  the  less  lavish 
medium  of  wallpaper,  murals  and  screens.  We  employ  make-believe  that  is 
practical  (a  painted  imitation  of  marble,  a  vinyl  tile  floor  that  simulates 
parquet)  or  enjoy  it  as  a  sheer  divertissement  ("fraudian"  fruits  mingled 
with  real,  a  collage  fireplace  screen).  Less  prodigal  with  illusion  than  our 
ancestors,  we  find  one  touch  sufficient  to  transform  a  room  and  look  on  these 
devices   more   as   passing   fancies   than   a   permanent   part   of   decoration. 
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SHAM    SHUTTERS,    wallpaper    facade    to    give    a    small 
study  an  illusion  of  depth,  could  also  cover  closet  doors.

The  only  constant  in  life,  the  maxim  tells  us,  is  change.  As  our  fortunes,  our  ambi- 
tions, even  the  makeup  of  our  families  change,  we  alter  our  lives  accordingly. 
And  it  is  our  nature,  in  this  dynamic  American  society,  always  to  seek  a  change  for  the 
better.  Perhaps  no  better  symbol  of  our  urge  for  self-improvement  exists  than  the 
remodeled  house,  for  it  is  meant  to  bring  new  beaut) ,  comfort  and  easier  ways  of  doing 
things  into  the  occupants'  lives.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  remodeling  sometimes  achieves 
these  ends  and  sometimes  it  fails.  And.  in  other  unhappy  cases,  the  result  may  be 
satisfying  but  the  cost  appalling.  To  make  a  change  for  the  better  in  your  house,  you 
will  need  architectural  assistance  and  an  understanding  of  both  the  opportunities  and 
limitations  of  remodeling.  It  is  seldom  wise  to  undertake  the  reconstruction  of  an 
ancient  house  but  rejuvenating  a  sound  20-  or  30-year-old  house  can  give  you  spacious- 
ness and  individuality  you  ma\  not  get  in  a  new  house.  The  three  cases  shown  in 
this  12-page  portfolio  offer  graphic  proof  of  the  transformation  that  can  be  wrought 
by  intelligent  remodeling.

HOW  TO  GAIN 

NEW  SPACE  IN 

AN  OLD  HOUSE 
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It  wasn't  the  house  so  much  as  the  site — in  a  Cali- 
fornia valley  with  mountains  rising  nearby — that  capti- 
vated Mr.  and  Mrs.  Malcolm  McNaghten.  The  house, 
built  in  1935,  was  bungalow-ranch  style,  and  the  rooms 
were  cramped  and  cheerless.  Today,  though  the  dimen- 
sions of  the  interior  remain  essentially  the  same,  this 
house  bears  almost  no  resemblance  to  its  old  .self.  The 
profile  was  vastly  improved  by  extending  the  eaves  of  the 
roof  on  all  sides  and  replacing  gables  with  hip  roofs.  But 
the  most  dramatic  changes  took  place  indoors.  An  old- 
fashioned  solarium  and  living  room  became  one  large, 
spacious  living  room.  A  fireplace  wall  was  removed,  the 
ceiling  beams  exposed  and  multi-paned  window  walls 
added.  In  the  place  of  a  bedroom-bath  is  a  large  combina- 
tion breakfast  room  and  kitchen,  and  the  new  master 
bedroom  suite  now  occupies  a  roomy  wing  all  of  its  own. 


In  valley  setting  with 
rugged  mountains  in  back- 
ground, the  house  spreads 
out  gracefully  on  site.  New 
white  brick  fireplace,  and 
walls  of  glass  give  the  house 
greater  comfort  and  style. 
Large  living  room,  center, 
has  a  terrace  adjoining  it. 
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The  dramatic  result  of  femodelinir.  above,  can  be 
appreciated  at  a  glance  in  tbe  two  drawings  shown 
here.  .4s  part  of  aheration,  a  new  lanai  and  terrace 
were  added  for  outdoor  living  space,  and  large  windows 
now  open  main  rooms  to  the  view — of  mountains  to  the 
north  and  ocean  to  the  south.

The  happiest  remodeling  experience  comes  with  the 
discovery  that  the  changes  in  your  house  give  you 
not  only  new  or  better  space  but  also  a  new  way  of 
living.  This  is  what  happened  to  the  H.  Preston 
Peters  family  when  they  added  a  family  room  wing, 
a  terrace,  and  a  swimming  pool  to  their  18-year-old 
Georgian  brick  house.  The  new  recreation  area, 
planned  primarily  for  swimming  and  casual  enter- 
taining, now  serves  the  family  in  ways  that  scarcely 
occurred  to  them  before  it  was  built.

It  contains  two  hotel  beds  which  pull  out  from  the 
wall,  and  a  bath  is  nearby  in  the  new  garage-storage 
section.  Acoustical  tile  ceiling  reduces  noise  in  the 
family  room,  and  wall  materials — brick  and  Philip- 
pine mahogany  panels — were  chosen  for  durability.

A  LITTLE  REMODELING  GOES  A  LONG  WAY 


If  you  knew  its  years  were  numbered,  how 
would  you  go  about  making  the  middle- 
aged,  undistinguished  house  shown  at  the 
left  a  more  pleasant  home?  Because  the 
house  stands  in  the  path  of  a  proposed 
thruway,  its  owner  faced  the  intriguing 
problem  of  modernizing  it  without  invest- 
ing in  costly  structural  alterations.  The 
solution  arrived  at  was  ingenious  and  the  result  striking.  Exterior  altera- 
tions, which,  were  made  primarily  to  achieve  privacy  and  improve  the  in- 
terior, were  limited  to  enclosing  a  porch,  adding  window  walls  for  a  fine  view 
of  the  city,  and  designing  a  screened  entrance  court.  Although  two  floors 
were  remodeled,  the  most  dramatic  change  was  on  the  main  level  where  a  few 
partitions  were  removed  to  create  one  large,  handsome  living  area.  Old, 
scarred  walls  were  covered  with  grass  cloth,  and  ihe  worn  wood  floors  were 
concealed  1)\  a  while  vinyl  covering.  Modern,  recessed  lighting  fixtures  may 
be  dimmed  to  suit  (he  family's  mood  or  to  improve  the  panoramic  view.  Excel- 
lent contemporary  furnishings  were  chosen  to  fit  the  house's  new  atmosphere. 


Fiitrancc  ((uni  i-  m  i  xccllent  example  of  how  an  unattractive,  head-on  ap- 
proach to  a  house  can  be  improved  by  the  simplest  means.  Alternate  concrete  slabs 
with  smooth  or  pebbled  surfaces  form  the  courtyard  flooring,  and  privacy  is 
achieved  by  screen  of  plastic  panels  on  the  front  and  another  of  cedar  strips  on  side.

The  coffee  course 


Coffee  and  conversation  go  together.  Since  the  17th  century,  Europe  ha?  had  its  coffee  houses  where  such  famous  wits 

and  writers  as  Voltaire,  Swift,  Samuel  Pepys,  Dr.  Johnson  and  Benjamin  Franklin  argued  and  expounded. 

In  America,  Revolutionary  schemes  were  hatched  in  the  coffee  houses  of  Boston  and  Williamsburg. 

Considering  that  the  United  States  today  consumes  over  half  the  world's  supply  of  coffee,  it  seems  strange  that 

(except  for  the  slapdash  business  coffee  break)  the  time-honored  custom  of  publicly  enjoying  coffee,  company  and 

Conversation  is  rarely  found  outside  metropolitan  espresso  houses.  The  enterprising  hostess  can  start  a  welcome  trend 

at  home  by  making  after-dinner  coffee  an  occasion  rather  than  an  afterthought.  Served  with  a  touch  of  ceremony, 

coffee  takes  on  a  special  air,  becomes  a  course  in  itself.  Coffee  goes  well  with  liquor,  liqueurs,  interesting  desserts. 

One  good  way  to  get  the  dinner  group  back  to  the  living  room  is  to  serve  coffee  and  accompaniments  on  a  coffee  table 

or  tea  cart.  If  you  are  having  a  buffet  party,  choose  a  dessert  that  goes  with  the  type  of  coffee  you  are  serving. 

For  instance,  cafe  brulot  is  delicious  with  croquembouche  ( a  pyramid  of  cream  puffs,  dipped  in  thick  caramel  syrup 

and  (lusted  with  confectioners'  sugar).  Turkish  coffee  goes  well  with  the  tissue-tbin  Eastern  pastry  called  Baklava. 

Italian  Ricotta  cheese  dusted  with  sugar  or  rich  zabaglione  served  in  goblets  is  good  with  espresso. 

KuMHjuats,  fruit  desserts  or  tarts,  tortes.  petits  fours,  rum  babas,  small  spicy  cookies  alHaste  good  with  coffee. 

If  you  are  serving  licjucurs,  try  combining  them  with  coffee.  A  Y^  jigger  of  white  creme  de  menthe,  Curasao,  kummel, 

anisette  or  (Jrand  Marnier  makes  a  demitasse  taste  quite  different.  Try  also,  cafe  cacao  I  add  Vi*  jigger 

crcme  de  cacao  to  each  demitasse.  top  with  whipped  cream  )  ;  cafe  Drambuie  (1/2  jigger  Drambuie  and  a  twist  of 

lime  peel)  ;  cafe  Cointreau  (Y^  measuring  teaspoon  lemon  peel  and  Y^  jigger  Cointreau  to  each  demitasse). 


Caft;  hrulot  (1inl>oIique  (also  known  as  cafe  diable), 
a  New  Orleans  specially,  is  an  impressive  way  to  serve 
after-dinner  coffee.  For  this  you  need  a  chafing  dish 
or  a  silver  bowl  over  a  candlewarmer.  In  the  blazing 
pan  or  bowl  put  1  slice  each  thin  lemon  and  orange 
rind,  1"  stick  of  cinnamon,  4  lumps  sugar,  2  cloves 
and  Y-i  vanilla  bean.  Add  P/>  cups  cognac  and  heat. 
Dip  up  some  of  the  spiced  cognac  and  sugar  in  a  ladle 
and  ignite.  Ladle  cognac  into  bowl  and  when  it  is 
blazing  brightly,  pour  in  3  cups  strong  black  coffee. 
Blend  by  dipping  up  and  pouring  back  the  liquids. 
When  the  flame  dies,  ladle  coffee  into  demitasses. 
Cafe  royale,  another  version  of  ffamed  cognac  and 
coffee,  is  served  individually.  If  you  have  the  cafe 
royale  spoons  which  are  made  to  fit  on  the  rim  of 
demitasse  cups,  put  a  cube  of  sugar  on  each  and  soak 
it  vvith  warm  cognac.  Ignite  and  slowly  drip  the  burn- 
ing sugar  into  cups  of  strong,  black  demitasse  coffee. 
Cafe  a  I'inferno  is  a  variation  of  this.  Rub  orange 
peel  around  the  rims  of  demitasse  cups,  half-fill  with 


coffee  and  float  Y2  jigger  cognac  on  surface  of  coffee  in 
each  cup.  Ignite  the  cognac.  Quench  before  drinking. 
One  of  the  great  but  lesser-known  delights  of  coffee 
is  its  variety.  If  you  are  having  guests  in  for  coffee 
after  dinner,  stage  a  coffee  tasting.  Buy  a  selection 
of  different  types  of  coffee  imported  from  Brazil, 
Arabia,  Java,  Guatemala,  Mexico,  Colombia  and  other 
parts  of  the  world,  and  let  your  guests  experiment 
by  blending  different  types  and  making  individual 
servings  in  French  cafes  filtres,  which  fit  on  glasses 
or  large  cups.  Mocha-Java  is  a  fairly  standard  blend 
now  but  try  combining  Santos  coffee  from  Brazil  with 
Mocha  or  Mocha  with  a  French  roast  coffee.  The  French 
or  Italian  roast,  a  very  dark  coffee  used  for  demi- 
tasse,  gets  its  distinctive  bitterness  from  long,  slow 
roasting  which  brings  out  the  oil.  Blending  it  with 
the  fuller-bodied  Mocha  gives  extra  richness  of  flavor. 
You  can  borrow  ways  of  making  and  serving  cof- 
fee from  other  coffee-drinking  countries  and  adapt 
them  to  your  taste   (four  are  described  on  page  97).

Foreign-style  coffees  have  their  own  special  equipment. 
Italian  espresso.  Follow  instructions  given  with 
espresso  machine  and  try  some  flavor  variations  such  as 
a  lemon  peel  twist,  a  drop  of  Angostura  bitters  or  ani- 
sette, a  cinnamon  or  peppermint  stick  stirrer.  Or  top 
with  whipped  cream,  grated  chocolate  or  orange  rind. 
French  cafe  filtre.  Use  the  individual  filters  over 
tall  7-ounce  glasses  seen  in  French  cafes.  Put  1  stand- 
ard tablespoon  French  roast  coffee  in  each  filter  and 
pour  6  ounces  fresh  boiling  water  over  it  (a  coffee  carafe 
on  an  electric  warmer  will  supply  water  as  needed). 
Irish  coffee.  Put  2  teaspoons  sugar  into  a  warmed 
wine  glass  and  fill  %  full  with  strong  black  coffee.  Add 
2  tablespoons  Irish  whiskey  and  float  1  tablespoon  light- 
ly whipped  cream  on  top.  Drink  coffee  through  cream. 
Turkish  coffee.  For  each  serving,  put  1  teaspoon  pul- 
verized dark  roast  coffee,  1  teaspoon  sugar  and  1  demi- 
tasse  water  in  a  Turkish  coffee  maker.  Put  over  heat 
and  stir  till  mixture  comes  to  a  frothy  boil.  Remove 
from  fire;  let  froth  subside.  Replace  on  heat.  Repeat 
operation  three  times  in  all.  Before  serving,  add  a 
little  cold  water  to  settle  the  grounds  and  if  you  wish, 
a  few  drops  of  rose  water.  Pour  into  cups,  grounds 
and  all.  (The  trick  is  to  stop  sipping  before  you 
reach  the  thick  dregs  at  the  bottom  of  the  cup.)

Here  is  an  all  electric  kitchen,  planned 

for  easy  operation  and  energy-saving, 

that  presages  tomorroivs  automation  in  living 


The  kitchen  of  the  future,  we  are  told,  will 
be  an  automatic,  electronic  marvel  to  do 
practically  all  the  cook's  work  for  her.  Until  this 
rosy  vision  materializes,  it  is  perfectly  possible, 
by  appraising  and  using  the  time-and-effort- 
saving  equipment  available  today,  to  incor- 
porate automatic  advantages  in  any  kitchen. 
The  kitchen  shown  here  makes  full  use  of  such 
standard  modern  features  as  push-button  con- 
trols, automatic  ovens  which  turn  on  and  off  at 
set  times,  a  dishwasher  with  a  device  that  elimi- 
nates scraping  and  rinsing,  decentralized  refrig- 
erator units.  Everything  is  arranged  so  that  even 
large-scale  cooking  can  be  done  with  a  minimum 
of  trouble  or  time.  The  main  cooking  center,  an 
L-shaped  island,  has  complete  storage  for  pots 
and  pans,  shelves  to  keep  cook  books  in  easy 
reach.  Its  centftil  position  reduces  steps  needed 
to  reach  the  mix  center,  ovens,  sinks  and  refrig- 
erators. A  higher-level  counter  is  both  snack  bar 
and  buffet.  Eight  cooking  units  and  two  ovens 
( one  will  later  be  replaced  with  an  electronic 
model  to  add  high-speed  cooking  facilities)  can 
turn  out  food  for  any  number  of  people.  An  air- 
conditioning  system  keeps  the  air  permanently 
cool,  filtered  and  dehumidified.  General  light- 
ing comes  from  a  luminous  ceiling  which  pro- 
vides perfect  shadow-free  working  conditions. 
The  background  color  scheme  is  a  sunny  yel- 
low chosen  for  its  psychologically  stimulating 
effect.  Walls,  cabinets  and  surfaces  of  equip- 
ment are  all  finished  to  match.  To  accent  the 
color  scheme,  vivid  orange  stripes  alternate  with 
yellow  and  soft  gray  on  the  vinyl  tile  floor.

The  truth  about 


lawn 


Raising  a  lawn  is  not  gardening  at  all.  It  is  fanning — 
on  an  all-out,  mass  production,  assembly  line  basis. 
With  anywhere  from  250  to  2,500  individual  plants  per 
square  foot  of  grass  area,  how  could  it  be  otherwise?  Not 
even  a  working  pasture  makes  such  demands  on  the  soil — ■ 
demands  for  food  and  minerals,  water  and  air — as  does  a 
lawn.  And  a  lawn  is  expected  to  be  continuously  and  uni- 
formly handsome.  No  lawn  will  ever  be  more  beautiful 
than  the  plants  of  which  it  is  made.  So  the  first  requisite 
is  selection  of  the  most  suitable  species  and  varieties  for 
both  the  region  and  the  immediate  situation.  The  remain- 
ing requirements  may  be  briefly  stated :  a  root  bed  whose 
mechanical  texture  can  retain  both  air  and  water  and  sup- 
port abundant  roots;  supplies  of  the  most  modern  fertilizers, 
insecticides,  fungicides  and  selective  weedkillers  unre- 
stricted either  by  timidity  or  delusions  of  economy;  aware- 
ness that  proper  timing  of  every  step  in  the  planting  and 
routine  care  of  lawn  plants  is  of  transcendent  importance. 
Since  lawns  are  essentially  two  dimensional  and  surface  is 
everything,  cultivate  a  willingness  to  forego  grass  for  some 
other  kind  of  covering  plant  when  too  much  shade,  or  root 
competition  from  trees,  or  the  dictates  of  good  design  make 
surface  of  grass  a  poor  choice.  Some  of  the  most  satisfactory 
alternates,  including  four  that  will  stand  near  the  lop  of 
any  list,  are  pictured  below.  On  the  following  pages  you 
will  find  H&G's  countrywide  view  of  lawnmaking  essentials.

TIME  YOUR  LAWN  WORK 
ACCORDING  TO  YOUR  LOCALITY 

Many  variations  in  temperature,  latitude,  alti- 
tude, or  relationships  of  land  and  ocean 
masses  exist  among  the  areas  denoted  by  num- 
bered arrows  on  map.  right.  These  different 
conditions  of  geography  and  climate  govern 
the  timing  of  most  operations  essential  to  a 
good  lawn.  Suggestions  for  dealing  with  some 
important  steps  and  procedures,  area  by  area, 
are  noted  in  the  paragraphs  below: 

ICrab  grass,  major  problem,  should  be  chem- 
ically checked  when  growth  is  active— mid- 
summer. Apply  mercury  fungicide  for  snow 
mold  now.  Sow  new  lawn  grass  before  Sept.  1. 

2  Last  call  for  crab  grass  eradication  Sept.  1. 
Fungus  troubles  controlled  now  at  high  al- 
titudes by  mercury  fungicides.  Apply  complete 
fertilizers  and  sow  new  lawns  before  Sept.  1.5. 

3  North-south  transition  area.  Treat  fungus 
troubles  now  to  October  but  withhold  water. 
Grubproof  all  lawns  with  chlordaneordieklrin. 
Fertilize  now.  Sow  liardy  grasses  about  Oct.  1. 

4Ai)ply  non-burning,  slow  release  fertilizers. 
Delay  new  seedings  till  October.  Delay 
fungicides  also  except  in  mountain  regions. 
Sow  seed  mid-October  at  latest. 

5 Too  warm  for  northern  grasses:  heart  of 
the  zoysia  country ;  upper  Bermuda  belt.  Re- 
peat early  summer  application  non-i)urning  fer- 
tilizer. Fall  Bermuda  seeding  wealher.  October. 
6  This  area  is  far  more  humid  than  more 
temperate  northern  and  inland  zones.  Fer- 
lili/.c  as  in  5.  Sow  Bermuda  spring.  October.

help  you  to  have  the  kind  of  lawn  you  want 


To  some  people  a  lawn  is  a  crusade  pursued  with  more 
madness  than  method.  The  rest  of  us  just  like  a  nice 
lawn.  We  work  hard  hut  fitfully  to  achieve  it,  and  more 
often  than  not  are  either  baffled  or  frustrated  by  the  result 
we  get.  If  you  are  a  crusader,  accept  our  good  wishes:  the 
perfect  lawn  is  as  handy  a  will-o'-the-wisp  as  any.  All  others 
can  take  comfort  in  the  fact  that  a  lawn,  as  we  pointed  out 
on  the  preceding  pages,  is  only  a  large  number  of  closely 
grown  plants  forming  a  suitable  surface  on  which  to 
arrange  a  landscape.  No  great  secret  need  be  learned.  No 
one  species  or  variety  of  grass  or  groundcover  is  either 
necessary   or   even   suitable   for   all   lawn   situations.   The 


iinportant  thing  is  to  select  the  lawn  plants  that  will  grow 
best  in  your  region  in  the  kind  of  soil  you  can  reasonably 
prepare  for  them  and  to  take  all  the  requisite  steps  when 
success  is  most  likely  to  ensue. 

The  kinds  of  grass.  Of  all  the  truly  perennial  turf  grasses 
capable  of  close  mowing  in  home  lawns,  Kentucky  blue 
grass  and  related  varieties  and  strains  are  the  most  widely 
acceptable.  They  may  be  grown  almost  anywhere  except 
the  deep  south — if  you  want  to  take  the  trouble.  In  north 
temperate  regions  where  rainfall  is  abundant,  they  are  un- 
excelled. Mixed  with  one  or  more  of  the  fescues,  especially 
lUahee  and  Trinity  strains  of  red  fescue  or,  newest  of  all, 
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THERE  ARE  4  ZONES 

OF  ADAPTABILITY  TO  CRASS 


Regions  where  the  most  dura- 
ble perennial  grasses  grow  with  least  care  are 
blessed  with  high  annual  rainfall  (30  to  43 
inches),  a  long  frost-free  growing  season,  ade- 
quate supplies  of  topsoil  or  organic  matter, 
soils  that  are  neutral  to  acid  rather  than  alka- 
line. Soils  best  for  grass  are  found  inland; 
high  rainfall,  mild  winters  occur  on   coasts. 


Though  variations  of  winter 
temperature  and  annual  rainfall  are  enormous, 
the  grasses  best  suited  to  separate  localities  in 
this  sprawling  zone  get  along  surprisingly  well 
on  a  reasonable  amount  of  routine  care.  Blue 
grasses  can  adjust  to  drought  and  cold  of 
plains,  which  have  one  third  the  rainfall  of 
the  Carolinas,  where  Bermuda  grasses  thrive. 


;hybrid  Pennlawn,  blue  grass  is  the  basis  of  more  good 
lawns  than  any  other  grass.  In  frost-free  regions,  or  where 
winters  are  mild,  one  of  the  zoysia  grasses,  of  Japanese 
or  Philippine  origin,  may  sometime  become  the  accepted 
turf  material.  Until  then,  Bermuda  grass  in  the  south  and 
southwest  and  buffalo  grass  in  the  dry  plains  areas  will 
be  the  average  homeowner's  chief  recourse,  with  the  bent 
grasses  for  special-purpose,  high-upkeep  turf  in  temper- 
ate and  coastal  regions. 

It  is  important  to  choose  grasses  reasonably  well  suited 
to  your  basic  climate  and  conditions.  It  is  even  more  im- 
portant to  know  what  you  must  do  to  grow  well  the  grasses 
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Heavy  annual  rainfall  (more 
than  60  inches  along  parts  of  the  gulf  coast) 
and  near-tropical  temperatures  promote  foli- 
age growth  too  unremitting  for  most  perennial 
species,  with  the  exception  of  some  zoysia 
strains.  Excellent  lawns  may  be  grown  in  this 
zone,  but  only  after  considerably  greater  initial 
effort  and  extensive  upkeep  or  replacement. 


'    ,  Inadequate  rainfall  is  the  most 

important  single  factor  militating  against  easy 
success  with  lawns  in  this  zone,  much  ot  which 
is  actually  semi-desert,  involving  hot  summers 
and,  in  inland  mountain  regions,  cold  nights. 
Alkaline  soils  complicate  further  the  grass 
farmer's  life.  Unless  artificial  watering  is  possi- 
ble it  may  be  wise  to  forego  grass  altogether. 


you  choose.  The  cost  of  seed  for  your  lawn  is  the  least  part 
of  the  total  expense,  and  one  kind  of  grass  will  cost  much 
the  same  as  another.  (Fine  seeds  like  blue  grass  cost  more, 
but  go  farther  than  coarse  seeds.)  Good  quality,  most  often 
recognizable  by  brand  acceptance  or  reliability  of  the 
source  of  supply,  is  always  worthwhile. 
Best  kind  of  soil.  Wherever  you  live,  the  best  soil  for  lawn 
plants  is  a  porous  loam,  heavy  enough  to  stay  put,  yet 
capable  of  holding  adequate  reserves  of  both  water  and 
air.  Too  much  clay  tends  to  exclude  air,  to  retain  water 
too  long.  Too  much  sand  loses  moisture  and  fertilizers  too 
quickly,   dries   out   grass  (Continued   on   page   178)

September  brings  the  best  spading  days  of  the  year, 
with  the  air  noiv  pleasantly  cool  on  the  gardener's  back, 
the  earth  still  warm  and  mellow  underfoot. 


First  weekend 


North,  northeast:  Toward  dusk  of  a  September  day.  say 
after  the  chores  are  done  and  before  it  is  time  to  wash  up  for 
supper,  the  spader  gets  in  his  best  licks.  There  is  no  better  pre- 
lude to  fall  planting  than  a  thorough  loosening  and  turning  of 
summer  packed  ground  while  it  is  still  warm,  alive  with  the 
bacterial  bustle  that  helps  make  a  garden.  Before  the  trowel 
work  of  bulb  planting,  spade-depth  digging  is  especially  help- 
ful. It  reduces  the  jarring  work  of  setting  the  bulbs,  makes  it 
possible  to  incorporate  compost  or  other  organic  supplements 
into  the  beds.  .  .  .  Although  chrysanthemums  need  all  the  sun 
tliey  can  get  while  they  are  making  leafy  growth,  once  they 
liave  set  buds  (which  most  do  by  mid  August)  they  will  flourish 
in  the  presence  of  considerable  shade.  Suggestion:  transplant 
now  for  sure  color  in  places  you  may  have  thought  too  dark 
for  blossoms.  Move  plants  with  undisturbed  soil  about  their 
rools;   waliT  tliciii  well.

Second  weekend 


Storm  warning:  As  the  season  advances,  flower  stems  often 
lose  some  of  their  resilience  and  blossoms  present  their  great- 
est weight  and  surface  to  the  wind.  Staking  of  such  sentinel 
plants  as  delphinium,  hollyhock,  balloon  flower,  boltonia,  aster 
becomes  essential.  Never  temporize  with  plant  supports:  make 
them  stout,  even  though  obvious,  and  tie  stalks  adequately  at 
frequent  intervals  along  their  length.  Basic  rule:  fasten  fastener 
firmly  to  stake  first,  then  less  tightly  to  stem. 
Northeast:  Tip  for  pansy  fanciers:  transplant  summer  sown 
seed  of  prized  varieties  as  soon  as  seedlings  are  large  enougli 
to  handle  (actually  as  soon  as  first  true  leaves  have  formed)  ; 
set  in  well  drained  bed  of  loamy  soil  spaced  6  inches  apart, 
lightly  strewing  straw  or  salt  marsh  hay  over  them  until  they 
have  become  well  established.  Leave  plants  in  this  transfer 
bed  till  early  spring,  when  they  should  be  finally  set  where 
yon  want  them  to  bloom. 

West  coast:  Fuchsia  cuttings  root  easily  now  with  the  modern 
aid  of  Ferlite  and  polyethelene.  Mix  the  Perlite  (a  fluffy  plas- 
tic) with  equal  volumes  of  coarse  sand  and  peatmoss;  in  a 
3-inch  potful  of  this  moist  rooting  medium,  place  a  single  tip 
cutting  and  enclose  all  within  a  polyethelene  freezer  bag,  folded 
and  paper-clipped  at  the  top. 


Third  weekend 


North  generally:  To  introduce  a  note  of  pure  heresy  into  your 
gardi'ning.  try  dividing  and  transplanting  peony  clumps  that 
have  20  or  more  main  flower  stalks.  Separate  into  sizable  divi- 
sions, with  seven  to  nine  growth  eyes  or  buds.  Plant  in  luinuis- 
rich  ground  into  which  a  fertilizer  high  in  phosphorus  and 
potassium  has  been  mixed  (or  add  a  handful  of  superphosphate 
and  a  quart  of  wood  ashes  for  each  hole).  Who  says  peonies 
grow  best  from  small  divisions  and  resent  being  disturbed? 
...  As  fall  planting  hits  its  stride,  pay  special  attention  to 
grouping  your  plants  in  more  effective  association  one  with 
another.  To  see  how  it  is  done  in  nature,  dip  into  May  Theilgaard 
Watts's  Reading  the  Landscape  (Macmillan,  $4.75),  a  book  to 
make  the  word  ecology  a  respected  member  of  your  vocabulary. 
Camellia  country:  In  this  ever  widening  zone,  keep  water- 
ing to  promote  full  development  of  new  flower  buds.  Especially 
spray  or  syringe  foliage  in  hot,  dry  weather.  News  note:  All- 
America  Camellia  Selection  for  1958:  Buddha,  a  pink  reticulata 
hybrid  with  fluted  incurved  petals. 

Southern  California:  Harshly  pruning  the  colorful  but 
rambunctious  hibiscus  once  a  year  hampers  growth,  good  flow- 
ering. Alternative;  head  back  (prune)  half  the  shoots  in  spring, 
half  in  early  fall  to  keep  the  plant  in  good  balance. 


|v^F|\  Fourth  weekend 


Temperate  zone:  Wiiere  there  is  an  appreciable  winter, 
most  evergreens  enjoy  two  springs:  one  following  mid-winter 
dormancy,  the  second  after  the  dormancy  of  deep  summer.  Mid- 
August  to  mid-September  makes  a  transplanting  time  less  favor- 
able only  than  April-May.  Keep  a  firm  earth  ball  about  the 
roots  with  a  snug  but  informal  diaper  wrap  of  burlap.  Suggestion 
for  four  hands:  transplant  sizeable  evergreens  in  a  shockproof 
burlap  sling. . .  .  For  tree  gardeners  generally:  John  M.  Haller's 
Tree  Care  (Macmillan,  $5.95),  concise,  readable  and  full  of 
home-size  information.  .  .  .  Close  observation  of  gratifying  pro- 
gress made  by  new  Corliss  euonymus  varieties  leads  to  unhappy 
conclusion  that  black  vine  weevils  apparently  like  evergreen 
euonymus  foliage  as  well  as  they  do  rhododendron  leaves. 
Specific:  50%  chlordane  dust  soaked  into  ground  around  roots 
to  destroy  larvae;  malathion  spray  on  foliage  to  control  adults 
that  chew  leaf  edges  at  night,  hide  during  summer  days. 
Northwest:  Feed  your  roses  for  the  last  time,  preferably  with 
a  liquid  fertilizer,  which  will  take  effect  quickly,  permit  plants 
to  ripen  top  growth  before  frost.  .  .  .  Plant  Dutch  iris  in  bulb 
beds.

SHOULD  YOU  REMODEL? 


{Continued  jrom  page  82) 


Architects  and  real  estate  people 
have  always  assumed  that  the 
choice  of  a  new  house,  or  even  a 
building  site,  may  be  based  on  a 
purely  emotional  decision.  Con- 
versely, a  family's  motive  in  re- 
modeling its  present  house  almost 
never  is.  By  living  in  a  house  week 
after  week  and  year  after  year, 
you  submit  it  to  the  truest  of 
tests:  either  it  gives  you  the  space, 
the  comfort  and  the  convenience 
you  consider  essential,  or  it 
doesn't. 

The  test  of  living  in  a  house 
tells  you  other  things,  too.  After 
a  few  years,  you  will  know  beyond 
doubt  whether  you  like  the  site, 
the  neighborhood,  the  schools,  the 
shopping  and  transportation  facil- 
ities, as  well  as  a  host  of  other 
social  and  psychological  intangi- 
bles which,  in  their  sum.  influence 
a  family  to  put  down  its  roots.  If 
your  house  is  fundamentally  sound 
and  if  you  are  deeply  attached  to 
it.  remodeling  often  can  solve  its 
shortcomings. 

Space,  comfort  or  both? 

Since  nearly  all  remodeling 
is  undertaken  to  provide  more  liv- 
ing space  or  to  modernize  existing 
facilities,  the  essential  problem  is 
how  to  get  the  most  of  space  or 
conveniences — or.  in  many  cases, 
both — without  spending  a  prohibi- 
tive amount  of  money.  As  a  gen- 
eral rule,  the  kind  of  remodeling 
you  should  undertake  may  depend 
upon  the  age  of  your  house.  If  it 
was  built  before  World  War  II,  in 
an  age  when  the  building  dollar 
was  stretched  much  farther,  it 
may  reflect  a  design  trend  which 
partitioned  a  relatively  great 
amount  of  floor  space  into  many 
small,  poorly  integrated  cubicles. 
Houses  of  this  era  often  can  be 
transformed  astonishingly  by  re- 
moving arbitrary  dividing  parti- 
tions and  replacing  small,  mean 
windows  with  large  ones.  Such  al- 
terations are  not  only  feasible  but 
economical,  since  they  can  be 
achieved  without  disturbing  the 
basic  structural  elements.  And  the 
result  will  create  what  most  fami- 
lies are  seeking  today:  real  space 
and  a  sense  of  spaciousness. 

While  the  pre-war  house  may 
have  plenty  of  space  to  alter  with- 
in its  walls,  the  newer.  post-World 
War  II  house — a  victim  of  soaring 
building  costs — most  often  doesn't. 
True,  the  builder's  newspaper  ad 
has  spoken  reassuringly  of  the  "ex- 
pansion attic,"  and  many  such  at- 
tics have  been  converted  into  bed- 
rooms at  modest  cost  as  the  size 
of  families  has  grown.  But  at  best 


attic  alterations  serve  only  to  meet 
an  acute  space  problem.  They  pro- 
vide new  space  without  gaining 
convenience  or  a  sense  of  spacious- 
ness, and  the  only  way  to  satisfy 
every  wish  is  through  adding  a 
wing.  Unlike  remodeling  the  in- 
terior of  an  old  house,  a  new  wing 
is  first  of  all  a  matter  of  architec- 
tural design.  To  be  worthwhile,  it 
should  not  only  increase  the  floor 
space  hut  also  enhance  the  exist- 
ing living  area.  And  the  new  wing 
must  look  good.  If  it  does  not  pre- 
cisely duplicate  the  architectural 
style  of  the  house,  it  should  at 
least  be  a  logical  extension  of  it  in 
terms  of  its  utility  and  conveni- 
ence. 

A  question  of  "amenities" 

In  one  sense,  remodeling  is  an 
economical  way  of  gaining  new 
space  and  convenience.  Specialists 
in  remodeling  refer  to  the  "com- 
parable amenity"'  of  a  new  house 
which  can  be  gained  througii  alter- 
ation in  an  old  one.  Although  in 
theory  such  "amenities"  should 
cost  less  to  incorporate  in  an  exist- 
ing house  than  in  new  construc- 
tion, alterations  can  be  very  expen- 
sive. The  contractor,  in  making  his 
estimate,  may  tack  on  an  addi- 
tional sum  as  an  entirely  justifi- 
able margin  of  safety,  since  he 
has  learned  by  experience  that 
many  unforeseen  problems  may 
arise  as  he  uncovers  awkwardly 
placed  pipes  and  conduits  or 
structural  members  whose  exist- 
ence he  didn't  suspect.  Even 
knowing  this,  you  can  remodel 
economically  if  (1)  you  limit 
yourself  to  alterations  which, 
when  combined  with  your  existing 
house,  give  you  more  space  than 
you  could  afford  if  you  were  to 
buy  a  new  house;  or  if  (2)  you 
modernize  to  gain  the  conveni- 
ences of  a  new  house  without  un- 
dertaking elaborate  structural 
changes.  In  either  case,  it  is  much 
cheaper  to  camouflage  old  flaws 
with  new  materials  than  to  pay 
skilled  lal)orers  for  removing 
them  before  beginning  the  con- 
structive work  of  remodeling. 

Whether  you  add  a  wing  or 
remodel  a  vintage  interior,  you 
should  hire  an  architect.  His  fee 
can  be  more  than  paid  from  the 
savings  his  planning  and  super- 
vision bring  you.  An  old  house 
about  to  be  altered  usually  pro- 
duces many  more  imponderables 
than  a  new  house  being  built  from 
the  ground  up.  These  imponder- 
ables may  create  difficulties  but, 
on  the  other  hand,  they  may  create 
a  house  uniquely  yours.  END.

PROPER  PAINTING

They  can  be  side  by  side  with- 
out conflicting  or  breaking  up  the 
house's  unity.  And  such  light  tones 
are  easy  to  maintain  in  paint  or 
stain.  Roofs  in  pastel  tones  are 
equally  popular  now  to  complete 
the  light  look  of  the  house.  Silvery 
gray  roofs  in  which  roofing  is 
topped  with  light  colored  granules 
(they  may  be  chips  of  stone, 
marble  or  other  materials),  or 
light  tone  roofs,  created  by  blenck 
ing  oyster  white  or  gray  granules 
with  red.  blue,  green  or  buff  ones, 
are  prevalent.  In  fact,  light  tinted 
roofing  granules  have  risen  in  de- 
mand from  zero  10  years  ago  to  50 
per  cent  of  all  roofing  granules 
used  now.  All  light  colored  roof 
materials  make  a  house  look 
larger  and,  together  with  light  col- 
ored walls,  have  the  great  advan- 
tage of  reflecting  heat  off  outside 
surfaces  of  a  house  in  summer,  a 
fact  better  appreciated  today  than 
it  used  to  be. 


Color  styling 

Color  need  not  be  merely  sur- 
face embellishment.  It  can  be 
made  an  integral  part  of  the  archi- 
tecture of  a  house,  to  give  it  better 
definition.  As  you  approach  a 
house  you  are  aware  of  color  be- 
fore you  ever  see  details  of  trim, 
doorway,  trellis,  windows  or  other 
elements.  Coordinating  this  color 
to  relate  roof,  walls  and  architec- 
tural details  to  each  other  (and  to 
nearby  houses  and  landscape)  in 
the  most  effective  way  is  the  busi- 
ness of  color  planning  or  styling. 
It  is  important  to  any  house,  just 
as  site  planning  is. 

The  large  areas  of  a  house — 
roofs  and  walls — are  likely  to  be 
treated  as  a  single,  unbroken  area 
of  color  today,  whether  the  archi- 
tectural style  be  Colonial  or  con- 
temporary. But  a  variety  of  mate- 
rials   is    employed — stone,   -brick

and  -wood,  asphalt,  asbestos  and 
composition  roofing,  aluminum, 
vitreous  enamel,  steel  and  copper 
— and  their  various  textures  pre- 
sent many  color  possibilities  and 
problems.  For  accent,  colors  can 
be  applied  to  details  to  sharpen  or 
i  point  up  the  design  of  the  house. 
In  the  past,  trim  colors  went 
on  shutters,  window  boxes,  heavy 
frames  around  doors  and  windows. 
Today  such  features  are  often 
small  or  non-existent.  But  effective 
color  accents  can  go  on  roof  over- 
hangs, soffits,  the  front  door, 
fences,  window  sash,  trellis,  ter- 
races. And  don't  overlook  the  fact 
that  the  colors  of  outdoor  furni- 
ture, window  curtains,  plants, 
flowers,  awnings  are  all  a  part  of 
the  scheme.  In  most  new  houses 
the  outside  and  inside  of  the  house 
merge  at  some  point.  Where  you 
have  large  glass  areas  open  to  out- 
doors it  is  essential  that  interior 
color  be  carried  outside  and  be 
part  of  an  overall  color  scheme. 
(House  &  Garden  conducts  an  ex- 
terior color  styling  service.

Good  painting  practice 

Painting  the  exterior  of  your 
house  is  not  just  a  problem  of 
choosing  a  color.  The  paint  cover- 
ing the  walls  is  a  protective  coat, 
essential  to  preserving  its  sound 
structure.  It  isn't  something  to  be 
applied  only  when  you  want  to  im- 
prove the  appearance.  Painting  is 
a  maintenance  job  which  should 
follow  a  long-term,  fixed  program. 
That  means  painting  at  planned 
intervals.  White,  gloss  house 
paints  are  usually  applied  every  5 
or  6  years,  if  they  are  the  self 
cleaning  type  in  which  the  paint 
film  chalks  off  evenly.  Flat  house 
paint  needs  renewing  about  every 
4  years  but  deep  colors  may  not 
have  to  be  repainted  for  6  to  8 
years.  Penetrating  oil  natural  fin- 
ishes, which  are  not  opaque  paints, 
can  be  applied  every  5  to  8  years. 
Not  painting  may  be  almost  as  im- 
portant as  painting  because  too 
many  coats  build  up  a  thick  body 
of  paint  which  eventually  will 
crack.  It  is  essential  always  to  use 
a  paint  compatible  with  the  exist- 
ing paint  on  the  house.  So  keep  a 
record  of  the  paints  used.  Neglect 
here  causes  a  great  many  paint 
troubles. 

Danger  signs 

If  the  paint  is  peeling  from 
the  sides  of  the  house,  you  know  it 
needs  painting.  But  you  may  not 
realize  that  trouble  may  be  brew- 
ing for  the  whole  structure  be- 
cause unpainted  wood  will  warp, 
nails  pull  loose,  joints  open  up, 
and  moisture  get  inside  to  start 
costly  decay  and  deterioration.  So, 
check  first  all  points  where  little 
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troubles  may  develop  into  big 
ones.  That  means  minute  inspec- 
tion of  joints,  copings,  sidings, 
steps  and  metal  work  to  be  sure 
they  are  sound  and  not  admitting 
water.  It  means  checking  founda- 
tions and  painting  any  hairline 
cracks  with  waterproof  paint  and 
using  a  good  red  oxide  paint  on  all 
roof  gutters  and  down  spouts. 

Inspect  cornices  and  eaves 
and  look  over  all  window  frames 
and  sash  to  see  that  joints  are 
sealed,  glass  properly  puttied. 
Make  a  similar  inspection  at  those 
points  where  porch  floors  or  roofs 
join  house  walls.  Doors  and  win- 
dows should  be  protected  from 
water  by  flashing,  caulking,  roof 
overhangs  and  the  like.  Painting 
the  underside  of  board  siding  with 
a  water  repellent  is  another  pre- 
caution. 

Next  examine  the  paint  on  the 
surfaces  of  your  house.  If  there  is 
a  uniform,  chalk-like  film,  the 
paint  coat  is  chalking  away  but  is 
still  protecting  the  surface.  This  is 
a  normal  aging  process.  Under 
sunlight,  paint  gradually  becomes 
powdery  and,  in  white  paints  espe- 
cially, a  certain  amount  of  chalk- 
ing has  a  cleansing  effect.  Surface 
dirt  is  carried  off  by  rain  and 
wind.  This  "self  cleaning"  action 
keeps  the  paint  looking  fresh  up 
to  a  certain  point.  After  that  a  new 
paint  job  is  needed.  In  hot.  dry 
areas  paints  which  weather  away 
slowly  should  be  used.  The  effects 
of  the  sun  are  the  principal  paint 
problems  in  these  sectors,  rather 
than  moisture,  and  paints  that  re- 
sist chalking  hold  up  better  under 
strong  sunlight.  In  most  of  this 
country  however,  the  biggest  prob- 
lem is  moisture;  it  is  the  number 
one  cause  of  most  paint  failures. 

If  painting  has  been  deferred 
too  long,  was  improperly  applied 
or  unsuitable  paint  was  used,  the 
coats  have  probably  failed.  The 
most  frequent  causes  responsible 
for  paint  failure  are  listed  below. 
If  several  occur  at  the  same  time, 
it  is  not  advisable  to  repaint  before 
removing  old  paint,  a  difficult  and 
expensive  process. 

BLISTERING:  Blisters  are 
caused  by  water  which  seeps  up 
through  the  painted  surface.  It 
pushes  up  the  paint  film  in  blisters 
which  break  and  peel.  They  may 
be  found  on  wood,  cement  and 
stucco  surfaces.  The  cause  may  be 
rain  getting  into  the  house  through 
leaks  in  the  structure  or  water 
condensing  in  house  walls  because 
there  is  no  vapor  barrier  between 
the  liealed  interior  of  the  house 
and  cool  outside  walls.  It  frequent- 
ly occurs  in  the  cooler  areas  of  tne 
United  States.  Moisture  from 
cooking,  washing,  bathing  is  an- 
other possible  cause.  Blister  resis-

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tant  paints,  effective  only  on  new 
or  raw  wood,  have  been  developed, 
but  for  repainting  jobs  the  remedy 
is  removal  of  all  old  paint,  drying 
of  the  surface  and  repainting. 

SPOTTING:  The  signs  are  a 
speckled  appearance  of  light  and 
dark  spots.  It  is  most  often  caused 
by  unequal  oil  absorption  of  the 
painted  surface.  When  more  oil  is 
absorbed  in  one  place  than  an- 
other, the  glossy  coat  flattens  and 
changes  color  in  those  places. 
Skimpy  painting  may  be  a  cause. 
To  get  rid  of  spots,  you  must  wire 
brush  and  sand  the  surface  and 
apply  a  priming  coat. 

CRACKING:  Cracks  in  the 
paint  coat  are  fatal.  Water  enters, 
seeps  through  the  wood,  causes 
edges  of  the  paint  to  curl  up.  flake 
and  brush  off.  The  cracks  could  be 
caused  by  use  of  a  poorly  made 
paint  or  water  leaking  in  or  by  a 
paint  which  is  unable  to  shrink  or 
expand  as  wood  does.  Wire  brush- 
ing tlie  surface  and  repainting 
witii  paint  coats  of  equal  elasticity 
are  prescribed. 

ALLIGATORING:  Cracks  in 
paint  which  reacii  to  the  bare 
wood  resemble  alligator  hide  and 
are  easily  identified.  They  are 
usually  caused  by  use  of  several 
incompatible  paints.  A  fast  drying 
top  coat  may  be  applied  to  a  soft 
undercoat  or  one  which  hasn't 
dried.  In  drying,  the  undercoat 
pulls  and  cracks  the  to|)  (-oat  into 
the  alligator  j)atlern.  All  this  paint 
must  be  removed  and  new  paint 
of  first  (piality  a|iplicd. 

STA1NIN(;:  Paints  may  be 
blemished  or  stained  in  various 
ways.  Leaking  pipes  or  gutters 
may  be  responsible  or  mildew  may 
attack  some  areas  of  the  paint.  To 
eliminate  mildew,  wash  the  surface 
with  Irisodium  pljosphate,  apply  a 
special  compound  for  mildew  be- 
fore applying  new  primer  and 
paint  coat.  Stains  may  be  caused 
by  ])ainling  surfaces  which  are 
still  danip  and  by  knots  in  wood 
whicii  secrete  resins.  The  resins 
push  the  paint  film  off  and  stain 
the  area.  The  knots  can  be  sealed 
with  products  made  especially  for 
that  purpose  or  by  a  mixture  of 
aluminum  powder  and  shellac. 
They  should  be  scraped  and 
sanded  first  if  the  whole  area  is  to 
be  repainted. 

SAGGING:  Paint  that  drapes 
or  sags  is  generally  poor  paint. 


There  is  not  a  proper  balance  be- 
tween the  pigment  in  the  paint  and 
the  thinner.  Sagging  also  may  be 
caused  by  uneven  application  of 
paint:  where  the  paint  is  applied 
thinly  it  sets  fast  and  where  the 
paint  is  thick  it  overflows  onto  the 
thinly  coated  areas,  pulled  down 
by  its  own  weight.  It  is  necessary 
to  sand  away  the  uneven  surface 
of  sagging  paint  and  repaint  it. 

Moisture  will  get  in  if  the 
house  is  painted  when  wet,  damp 
or  when  it  is  painted  in  freezing 
weather.  So  don't  have  painting 
done  if  the  temperature  is  likely 
to  drop  below  50°  F.  And  don't 
paint  after  a  heavy  rain  or  early 
in  the  morning  before  wood  has 
had  a  chance  to  dry.  (Don't  paint 
in  the  hot  sun  either  or  when  a 
strong  wind  may  blow  dirt  or  in- 
sects into  the  fresh  paint.) 

Success  or  failure  in  house 
painting  is  pretty  much  a  matter 
of  how  satisfactory  the  foundation 
or  priming  coat  is.  The  job  of  the 
primer  is  to  stick  to  the  surface 
and  stop  suction.  The  job  of  the 
finish  coat  is  to  protect  against 
sun,  rain  and  frost.  Look  for  the 
following  characteristics  in  a 
priming  coat  if  your  house  needs 
complete  repainting. 

1.  The  primer  should  be  specifical- 
ly designed  to  cover  the  various 
types  of  surfaces  encountered — 
wood  or  masonry  or  metal.  The 
products  of  responsible  manufac- 
turers usually  carry  descriptive 
material  indicating  the  formula- 
tion of  the  paint,  its  use.  the  mix- 
ing required,  etc. 

2.  It  should  be  ready  for  applica- 
tion with  little  or  no  thinning.  Tiiis 
eliminates  the  hazard  of  improper 
mixing. 

3.  It  should  penetrate  deep  enough 
to  secure  proper  adhesion  without 
its  oil  content  being  absorbed  by 
the  wood.  When  all  the  oil  soaks 
into  bare  wood  or  old  paint  it 
leaves  a  porous  layer  of  pigment 
which  will  suck  oil  out  of  the  top 
coat.  Proper  adhesion  and  con- 
trolled penetration  of  oil  come 
with  quality  paints. 

4.  It  should  seal  the  surface  well, 
have  good  hiding  power  ("hiding" 
means  ample  covering  capacity  I 
and  be  formulated  properly  to  pre- 
vent sagging  and  similar  paint 
failures.  , 
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5.  It  should  be  easy  to  apply.

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Beef 
Cook  Book 


By   JAMES   A.  BEARD 


mong  the  honored  names  in  the  annals  of  good  eating  is  that 
of  Edward  Heardson,  the  beloved  "Chef  Ned"  of  the  re- 
nowned Beefsteak  Society  of  London,  which  was  founded  in 
1735  and  dedicated  to  the  enjoyment  of  that  most  royal  of  meats, 
rare  beef.  When  Chef  Ned  lay  dying,  so  the  story  goes,  he  asked 
that  he  might  breathe  his  last  in  the  society's  dining  room.  His 
wish  was  granted,  and  here  are  lines  commemorating  the  event : 
"We  who  partook  of  all  his  fleshly  toils, 
Received  his  bastings,  too,  and  shared  his  broils, 
Now  in  our  turn  a  mouthful  carve  and  trim 
And  dress  at  Phoebus'  fire  our  steak  for  him. 
His  fondest  hopes,  betrayed  with  many  a  tear, 
Were  that  his  life's  last  spark  might  glimmer  here, 
And  the  last  words  that  choked  his  parting  sigh, 
'Oh,  at  your  feet,  dear  masters,  let  me  die!'  " 
Chef  Ned's  devotion  to  his  task  and  to  the  hungry  members 
of  the  Beefsteak  Society  is  expressive  of  a  British  trait  now  cen- 
turies old:  the  British  dearly  love  beef.  The  17th  century  poet 
Richard  Leveridge  went  so  far  as  to  attribute  British  courage  and 
statesmanship  to  the  "mighty  roast  beef  of  Old  England."  To- 
day British  beef,  especially  Scottish,  is  still  the  best  in  Europe. 
But  the  finest,  juiciest,  tenderest  beef  in  the  world  now 
comes  from  the  plains  and  western  ranges  of  the  United  States, 
and  even  a  beef-loving  Englishman  will  concede  it,  knowing  that 
American  fondness  for  beef  is  simply  one  of  the  Anglo-Saxon 
traditions  transplanted  in  the  New  World.  And  we  have  gone  one 
step  beyond  praising  the  "good  red  meat"  itself ;  we  have  woven 
the  production  of  beef  into  our  culture.  The  Western  cowboy  (or 
cowpuncher  or  cowhand)  is  an  American  folklore  hero.  We  sing 
his  songs,  idealize  him  in  story  and  celebrate  his  prowess  in 
rodeos.  In  real  life  he  may  be  neither  so  gaudily  attired  nor  so 
quick  on  the  draw  as  the  Western  movie  suggests,  but  he  well 
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deserves  our  acclaim,  for  he  was  a  participant  in  the  opening  of 
the  West  and  its  frontier  cattle  wars,  and  he  still  is  an  indis- 
pensable cog  in  the  fascinating  process  that  converts  a  Texas 
steer  into  a  "New  York  cut"  on  your  plate  at  dinnertime. 

When  shopping  for  beef,  it  is  an  advantage  to  have  basic 
knowledge  of  the  grades  of  beef  and  of  the  ideal  treatment  of 
the  various  cuts.  Beef  graded  prime  by  the  standards  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  is  the  very  best  quality.  It  is  good 
from  tail  to  snout,  and  in  many  localities  it  is  not  easy  to  find; 
most  of  the  nation's  prime  beef  goes  to  fine  restaurants  in  big 
cities.  Yet  there  is  a  chance  your  butcher  may  be  able  to  supply 
you  with  it,  and  if  this  is  so,  you  are  lucky  indeed — but  you 
will  pay  for  your  elegant  taste.  Prime  beef  is  cherry  red  with 
creamy  marblings  of  fat  that  give  tenderness  to  the  meat  as  it 
cooks.  This  top  grade  is  invariably  well-aged,  often  covered  out- 
side with  mold  and  even  pungent  to  the  nostrils.  Don't  let  the 
mold  distress  you;  the  butcher  will  cut  it  off. 

Choice  beef  is  fine  meat,  one  grade  below  prime.  When 
choice  beef  is  properly  aged,  only  the  person  with  a  trained 
palate  can  distinguish  it  from  prime.  Choice  beef  is  plentiful 
and  almost  as  costly  as  prime.  Beef  graded  good  is  just  that.  It 
is  not  quite  as  tender  as  the  two  top  grades,  but  filets  of  good 
and  the  next  grade,  commercial,  can  be  excellent  buys.  Other 
cuts  of  these  grades  will  require  long  cooking  or  tenderizing. 

To  clear  up  one  point  that  mystifies  people:  a  steer  is  also 
an  ox,  particularly  if  the  steer  is  full  grown  or  used  as  a  draft 
animal.  Ox  is  the  old  Anglo-Saxon  term;  it  is  still  used  in  desig- 
nating such  cuts  as  oxtail.  Beef  is  from  the  Latin  and  a  more 
elegant  term.  Like  our  ancestors,  we  are  great  beef  eaters.  It 
is  estimaled  we  consume  around  83.5  pounds  a  head  each  year, 
proof  that  this  meatiest  of  meats  is  as  popular  a  part  of  the 
menu  now  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  the  stalwart  Elizabethans. 


When  you  buy  beef,  estimate  a  pound 
of  meat  per  person,  taking  fat  and 
bone  into  consideration. 

1.  Chuck,  Shoulder  and  Arm.  These 
are  less  tender  cuts  to  be  used  for  long 
cooking.  Try  them  for  Swiss  steaks,  stews, 
carbonnades,  oiseaux  sans  tetes,  braised 
beef,  pot  roasts. 

2.  Ribs.  One  of  the  best  cuts.  Use  as 
roast  or  steaks.  The  first  five  ribs  make 
the  choicest  roast.  They  should  be  cut 
short  and  well  tied.  Use  the  rib  ends 
(short  ribs)  that  the  butcher  cuts  off  the 
roast  for  braising.  A  two-rib  roast  may  be 
roasted  on  the  spit  with  bone  left  in. 

3.  Loin.  This  portion  of  the  animal  fur- 
nishes steaks:  sirloin,  porterhouse,  club 
or  strip  steak  (the  boneless  sirloin). 
Pan-broil,  broil  or  saute.  The  English 
roast  beef  is  generally  a  large  sirloin 
roasted  in  the  oven  just  to  the  rare  stage. 

4.  Rump  or  Hip.  Excellent  steaks. 


5.  Round.  This  is  the  leg  and  includes 
top  and  bottom  round.  Top  is  considered 
a  little  finer.  Use  these  cuts  for  braising, 
for  Swiss  steak,  for  the  best  stews,  and  for 
fine  lean  ground  beef. 

6.  Shank.  This  cut  from  either  the  shoul- 
der or  the  leg  has  a  great  deal  of  muscle. 
Use  it  for  soups  and  stews. 

7.  Plate,  Brieket,  Short  Ribs.  These 
have  fine  flavor.  Use  them  for  braising 
or  boiling.  Plate  or  brisket  make  delicious 
pot  au  feu.  They  are  also  excellent  when 
corned. 

8.  Flank.  This  is  used  for  London  Broil. 
It  is  a  thin  oval-shaped  piece  with  definite 
coarse  grain.  Broil  or  saute  very  quickly — 
it  should  be  red  rare  in  the  center — and 
carve  into  paper  thin  slices,  cutting  them 
on  the  diagonal. 

9.  Tail.  This  gives  wonderful  flavor  to 
soups  and  stews.  It  can  also  be  used  by 
itself  as  braised  oxtail. 


Roasts  and  Grills 


Roast  Ribs  of  Beef 

A  standing  rib  roast  of  beef  has  a  great 
deal  of  bone.  I  always  allow  at  least  1 
pound  per  serving. 

There  are  two  schools  of  thought  on 
roasting  beef.  Some  prefer  the  searing 
method;  others  insist  slow  cooking  is  bet- 
ter. I  admit  that  slow  roasting  at  one  steady 
temperature  is  easier  and  more  economical 
because  there  is  less  shrinkage  and  the  meat 
needs  no  attention.  However,  the  finished 
roast  lacks  a  rich  glazed  exterior.  I  like 
my  roast  beef  crunchy  and  brown  on  the 
outside  and  juicy  and  red  in  the  center.  To 
get  this  result  I  use  the  searing  method.  It 
takes  more  trouble — it  has  to  be  watched 
and  basted — but  is  well  worth  the  effort. 

Rub  the  roast  well  with  salt  and  with 
very  coarsely  ground  black  pepper  (use  a 
coffee  grinder  to  get  the  pepper  really 
coarse   or  substitute   the   cracked   pepper 


now  sold  by  some  spice  firms).  Insert  a 
meat  thermometer  in  the  thickest  part  of 
the  roast,  making  certain  that  it  does  not 
touch  the  bone.  Put  the  roast  in  a  baking 
pan  and  place  a  small  piece  of  beef  suet  in 
the  bottom  of  the  pan.  Roast  in  a  450°  oven, 
basting  every  10  minutes  wliile  cooking  at 
high  heat.  Some  people  advise  turning  the 
heat  down  after  20  minutes,  but  I  have  kept 
large  beef  roasts  at  high  heat  for  as  much 
as  an  hour  before  reducing  the  temperature. 
Use  your  own  judgment;  turn  the  heat 
down  to  325°  after  the  meat  has  achieved 
a  good  brown  glaze  on  the  outside.  Con- 
tinue basting  and  cooking  until  the  meat 
thermometer  registers  close  to  120°.  This  is 
for  very  rare  roast  beef.  If  you  prefer  it 
less  rare,  let  meat  cook  until  thermometer 
reaches  desired  mark.  Remove  the  meat 
from  the  oven  and  let  it  stand  for  15  min- 
utes before  carving.  It  will  continue  to  cook 
with  its  own  heat  and  the  juices  will  settle. 


Small  Two-Rib  Roast 

A  small  roast  of  two  ribs  will  serve  two 
persons  amply.  Have  the  butcher  trim  it  and 
tie  it  firmly.  This  can  be  roasted  quickly  in 
the  oven,  of  course,  but  I  prefer  to  do  these 
smaller  cuts  on  a  rotisserie.  Spit  the  meat 
diagonally,  balancing  it  carefully  so  that 
the  spit  will  not  wobble  as  it  revolves.  Cook 
at  high  heat  for  about  1  hour  for  rare  beef 
or  insert  a  thermometer  and  cook  until  it 
registers  120°  or  desired  mark.  Carve  this 
small  rib  roast  as  you  would  a  steak ;  that 
is,  slice  it  down  from  top  to  bottom,  rather 
than  in'toward  the  bone. 

Filet  de  Boeuf 

A  filet  of  beef,  perfectly  cooked,  is  one  of 
the  most  elegant  of  party  dishes.  It  is  ex- 
pensive, but  there  is  no  waste — no  bone,  no 
gristle,  no  fat — and  it  cooks  quickly.  A  filet 
weighs  from  4  to  8  pounds.  Allow  about  1 
pound  per  serving. 

Since  the  fat  has  been  trimmed  from 
the  filet,  some  recipes  will  call  for  barding. 
To  bard  a  whole  filet,  do  not  cover  the 
entire  piece  of  meat  with  fat  but  use  a  strip 
1^"  wide  and  wrap  it  around  the  filet  the 
long  way,  tying  it  securely.  Insert  a  meat 
thermometer  in  the  thickest  part  of  the 
meat  and  roast  in  a  450°  oven  for  30  to  40 
minutes,  or  untU  the  thermometer  registers 
120°  for  a  very  rare  filet.  If  you  prefer  it  a 
little  less  rare,  roast  to  125°;  135°  for 
medium.  Season  the  filet  with  salt  and 
pepper  as  it  cooks  and  baste  often  with  the 
pan  juices.  If  you  cook  it  without  barding, 
baste  with  melted  butter  and  beef  fat. 

Roast  filet  may  be  served  in  any  of  the 
following  ways: 

Bouquetiere.  Surround  the  filet  with 
mounds  of  finely  cut  green  beans  cooked 
and  well  buttered,  tiny  French  peas  but- 
tered and  touched  with  a  bit  of  tarragon, 
tiny  potato  balls  cooked  until  golden  brown 
in  beef  fat,  tiny  buttered  beets,  small  white 
onions  braised  in  butter  and  glazed  with  a 
bit  of  sugar,  mushrooms  sauteed  to  a  golden 
brown.  Serve  Sauce  Bearnaise  with  this. 

Sauce  Bearnaise 

Chop  3  shallots  or  small  green  onions  very 
fine.  Add  1  teaspoon  of  chopped  parsley 
and  2  teaspoons  of  chopped  fresh  tarragon 
(or  1  teaspoon  of  dried  tarragon).  Cook 
these  in  %  cup  of  wine  vinegar  until  they 
are  almost  reduced  to  a  glaze.  Strain.  In 
the  upper  part  of  a  double  boiler  put  4  egg 
yolks.  Place  over  hot,  not  boiling,  water  and 
whisk  with  a  wire  whisk.  Add  the  strained 
liquid  a  little  at  a  time,  whisking  constant- 
ly. Be  careful  not  to  let  the  water  boil.  Con- 
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tinue  cooking  and  whisking  until  the  mix- 
ture thickens.  Add,  one  at  a  time,  8  table- 
spoons softened  butter,  beating  each  in 
thoroughly.  Season  to  taste  with  salt  and 
a  tiny  bit  of  cayenne  pepper  and  add  fresh 
chopped  parsley  and  tarragon  if  you  like. 

Fran^ais.  Surround  the  roast  filet  with 
artichoke  hearts  heated  in  butter  and 
sprinkled  with  chopped  parsley  and  chives. 
Alternate  the  artichokes  with  molds  of 
potatoes  prepared  as  follows:  use  small  in- 
dividual round  molds  (such  as  French 
daiiole  molds)  and  butter  them  well.  Fill 
each  one  with  potato  slices,  and  top  each 
slice  with  a  dot  of  butter  and  salt  and  pep- 
per. Cook  in  a  425°  oven  for  about  30  min- 
utes or  until  the  potatoes  are  just  tender. 
Unmold  and  arrange  around  the  roast.  A 
fine  claret  is  delightful  with  this. 

With  Tomatoes  and  Sauce  Bor- 
delaise.  Surround  the  roast  with  tomatoes 
stuffed  with  herbs  and  crumbs  and  baked. 
With  this  serve  Sauce  Bordelaise  and  thinly 
sliced  potatoes  French  fried  until  very  crisp. 

Quick  Sauce  Bordelaise 

This  is  a  short  cut  version  of  the  famous 
French  sauce.  I  find  it  very  satisfactory. 
Chop  2  small  white  onions  very  fine  and 
slice  4  or  5  mushrooms.  Saute  gently  in  but- 
ter until  they  are  soft  and  lightly  browned. 
Add  iy2  cups  of  dry  white  wine  and  1^ 
cups  of  stock,  broth  or  bouillon.  Simmer 
until  reduced  to  about  2  cups  of  liquid. 
Season  to  taste  with  salt  and  freshly  ground 
black  pepper  and  stir  in  1  tablespoon  of 
tomato  puree  or  paste.  Thicken  the  sauce 
with  small  balls  of  butter  and  flour  kneaded 
together. 

FUet  of  Beef  with  Red  Wine 

Select  a  whole  filet  and  do  not  have  it 
barded.  Rub  it  well  with  butter,  salt,  rose- 
mary, coarsely  groimd  black  pepper  and 
finely  chopped  parsley.  Roast  in  the  oven 
(see  Filet  de  Boeuf)  basting  frequently 
with  red  wine.  Serve  with  braised  onions 
and  Sauce  Bordelaise. 

Boeuf  en  Chemise 

Buy  a  piece  of  filet  weighing  2  or  3  pounds 
and  have  the  butcher  bard  it  and  tie  it.  Rub 
it  well  with  salt  and  freshly  ground  black 
pepper  and  roast  it  in  a  400°  oven  allow- 
ing 12  to  15  minutes  per  pound;  or  insert 
a  meat  thermometer  in  the  thickest  part  of 
the  filet  and  roast  until  the  thermometer 
registers  120°.  This  will  give  you  very  rare 
beef. 

While  the  meat  is  cooking,  prepare  a 
pastry  dough  with  3  cups  of  flour,  %  cup  of 
butter,  a  little  salt  and  just  enough  hot  wa- 
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ter  to  make  the  mixture  hold  together.  Roll 
it  out  on  a  floured  board  and  sprinkle  it 
with  a  little  flour,  salt  and  pepper. 

When  the  meat  is  done,  untie  it  and  re- 
move the  barding  fat.  Place  the  roast  on 
the  pastry  and  wrap  it  up  thoroughly,  fold- 
ing the  pastry  about  it.  Place  on  a  baking 
sheet,  brush  with  beaten  egg  and  cook  in  a 
425°  oven  until  the  pastry  is  done  and 
nicely  browned. 

Serve  with  Sauce  Bearnaise  (see  recipe 
under  Filet  de  Boeuf  Bouquetiere) ,  braised 
endive  and  Parisienne  potatoes  (scrape  the 
skins  off  tiny  new  potatoes,  steam  them  in 
plenty  of  butter  until  they  are  tender,  sea- 
son to  taste  with  salt  and  freshly  ground 
black  pepper) . 

Tournedos  Bayard 

Tournedos  are  thick  slices  of  filet  (1%"- 
2"),  surrounded  with  barding  fat.  Allow 
1  tournedos  per  serving. 

Saute  4  tournedos  in  6  tablespoons  of 
butter,  beef  fat,  or  butter  and  beef  fat 
mixed.  Sear  them  quickly  to  a  nice  brown 
on  both  sides,  then  lower  the  heat  and  cook 
until  hot  through  but  still  juicy  and  rare 
in  the  center.  Season  with  salt  and  pepper. 

Arrange  the  tournedos  on  a  hot  platter 
or  hot  plates  and  top  each  one  with  an 
artichoke  heart  heated  in  butter  and  gar- 
nished with  a  slice  of  foie  gras  or  home- 
made liver  pate. 

To  the  pan  in  which  the  tournedos  were 
cooked,  add  %  cup  of  port,  2  tablespoons 
of  butter  and  2  tablespoons  of  heavy  con- 
somme, beef  extract  or  glace  de  viande. 
Heat  together  and  pour  over  the  tournedos. 
Serve  with  Pommes  Vapeur  (steamed 
potatoes  or  boiled  potatoes  steamed  until 
dry  and  fluffy) .  Serves  4. 

Beef  Scallops  with  Cognac 

Buy  1%  pounds  of  beef  filet  or  sirloin  and 
have  the  butcher  cut  the  meat  into  small 
flat  scallops  as  if  he  were  preparing  veal 
scallopine.  Flour  the  scallops  lightly  and 
saute  them  quickly  in  hot  beef  fat  (about 
3  tablespoons  of  rendered  beef  suet  is  need- 
ed to  cook  1^/2  pounds  of  scallops) .  These 
thin  beef  slices  will  only  take  a  minute  or 
two  to  cook;  to  brown  nicely  allow  about 
%  minute  for  each  side. 

Remove  the  scallops  to  a  hot  platter 
and  keep  them  hot.  Pour  off  the  fat  from 
the  pan  and  add  1  teaspoon  of  salt,  1  table- 
spoon of  Worcestershire  sauce,  1  tablespoon 
of  tomato  puree  and  %  cup  of  chopped  pars- 
ley. Blend  and  heat  thoroughly  and  add  2 
ounces  of  cognac.  Pour  this  sauce  over  the 
meat  and  serve  with  steamed  rice  and  but- 
tered leeks.  Serves  4. 


VARIATION 

This  version  known  as  Beef  Scallops 
Smitaine  is  equally  tasty.  Cook  the  scallops 
as  above  and  remove  them  to  a  hot  platter. 
Add  1  cup  of  sour  cream  to  the  pan,  season 
to  taste  and  heat  through,  but  do  not  boil. 
Pour  over  the  scallops. 

Beef  Stroganoff 

1^2  pounds  tender  beef  fdet  or  sirloin,  cut 

in  thin  strips 
5  tablespoons  butter 
2  tablespoons  olive  oil 
2  chopped  green  onions 
y4^  cup  white  wine 
Dash  of  Worcestershire  sauce 
V-/2,  c^ps  sour  cream 
Salt,  freshly  ground  black  pepper 
Chopped  parsley 

Melt  4  tablespoons  butter  in  a  skillet  or 
chafing  dish  and  add  1  tablespoon  oil  to 
keep  the  butter  from  burning.  Saute  beef 
strips  in  the  hot  fat  very  quickly,  browning 
on  both  sides.  It  should  take  only  a  minute 
or  so  to  cook.  Remove  meat  to  a  hot  platter 
and  add  remaining  butter  and  oil.  Add 
green  onions  and  let  them  cook  down  for 
a  minute.  Add  wine,  Worcestershire  sauce 
and  sour  cream.  Be  sure  the  heat  is  low.  The 
sour  cream  must  not  boil  or  it  will  curdle. 
Stir  sauce  until  well  blended  and  heated 
through  and  season  to  taste  with  salt  and 
pepper.  Pour  sauce  over  beef  slices  and  top 
with  chopped  parsley.  Serve  with  rice. 
Serves  4.  This  dish  should  be  cooked  quick- 
ly just  before  it  is  eaten.  It  may  be  cooked 
right  at  the  table,  in  a  chafing  dish. 

Steak 

There  are  four  basic  ways  to  cook  steak. 
Your  choice  of  method  should  be  governed 
by  the  cut  you  are  using  and  the  thickness 
of  the  meat. 


Broiled  in  the  oven.  Steaks  for  broiling 
should  be  thick — at  least  1"  and  if  possible 
2-214"  or  even  3"  thick.  Good  cuts  are  sir- 
loin, porterhouse,  thick  T-bones,  thick  rib 
steaks,  rump  steaks. 

If  you  have  an  oven  thermometer,  put 
it  in  the  broiler  and  heat  to  350°.  Otherwise, 
get  the  broiler  good  and  hot  and  then  re- 
duce the  flame  or  heating  unit  a  bit.  You 
should  cook  the  steak  with  heat  that  is 
better  than  medium,  but  not  roaring  high. 
Grease  the  hot  rack  with  a  little  fat  cut 
from  the  edge  of  the  meat  and  arrange  the 
steak  on  it.  Place  it  about  3"  from  the  heat- 
ing unit.  Cook  a  V^/^'-T  steak  4  to  5  min- 
utes before  turning.  Then  cook  for  another 
5  minutes.  This  should  give  you  a  rare 
steak,  but  make  sure  by  testing  with  a  tiny 
cut  near  the  bone.  The  outside  of  the  meat 
should  be  crusty  brown.  If  it  isn't,  raise  the 
heat  a  little  during  the  last  minute. 

If  you  like  your  steak  less  rare,  cook 
it  for  6  to  8  minutes  on  the  first  side  and 
finish  cooking  the  other  side  until  it  is  done 
to  your  satisfaction. 

Very  thick  steaks  (3")  should  be 
seared  thoroughly  on  each  side  very  quickly 
before  cooking  through.  Simply  sear  the 
first  side  with  a  high  heat,  then  turn  and 
sear  the  other  side.  Then  lower  the  heat  and 
cook  for  several  minutes  on  each  side  until 
done  to  your  satisfaction. 

Season  the  steak  toward  the  end  of  the 
broiling  with  salt  and  pepper. 

Charcoal  Broiled  Steak.  As  with  oven 
broiling,  larger  thicker  steaks  are  the  best 
choice  for  this  cooking  method.  Be  sure  you 
start  your  fire  well  in  advance  and  have  a 
good  bed  of  ashy  coals.  Arrange  the  coals 
over  an  area  slightly  larger  than  the  shape 
of  your  steak.  Grease  the  rack  and  place 
the  steak  about  4"  to  5"  from  the  hot  coals. 
For  rare  meat,  cook  a  2"  steak  for  5  to  6 
minutes  on  each  side.  Move  the  firebox  up 
to  char  the  outside  of  the  meat  during  the 
last  minute  of  cooking.  Season  to  taste  with 
salt  and  pepper. 

Pan  Broiled.  This  method  is  especially 
good  for  large  steaks  about  1%"  thick.  You 
will  need  a  very  heavy  skillet:  stainless 
steel  or  cast  aluminum  is  best.  Be  sure  to 
trim  all  excess  fat  from  the  steak  to  pre- 
vent unnecessary  smoking. 

Put  the  skillet  over  the  heat  and  get 
it  almost  red  hot.  Then  add  a  thin  layer  of 
salt  all  over  the  bottom  of  the  pan.  Let  the 
salt  heat  thoroughly  and  place  the  steak  on 
top,  searing  it  quickly.  Turn  and  sear  the 
other  side.  Lower  the  heat  and  cook  for 
about  5  minutes  on  each  side.  This  should 
give  you  a  rare  steak,  but  test  for  doneness 
by  cutting  into  the  flesh  near  the  bone.  If 


you  do  not  like  very  rare  steak,  allow  more 
minutes  of  cooking  on  each  side — about  8-10 
minutes  per  side  will  give  you  medium  rare. 
Season  with  pepper  (no  salt  needed,  of 
course). 

Sauteed.  This  method  is  popular  in 
France  and  Italy  and  some  of  the  most  fa- 
mous recipes — Steak  au  Poivre,  for  exam- 
ple— call  for  it.  It  is  the  best  method  for 
small  steaks,  thin  steaks,  and  those  with 
little  or  no  fat.  Tiny  club  steaks,  minute 
steaks  and  filet  mignon  are  all  good  choices. 
You  can  saute  steak  in  butter  but  it 
tends  to  burn  over  very  high  heat.  It  is  wiser 
to  use  beef  fat  or  oil,  or  part  butter  and  part 
beef  fat  or  oil.  Heat  a  good  heavy  skillet 
and  add  enough  fat  to  make  a  very  thin  film 
over  the  bottom.  When  the  grease  is  piping 
hot  add  the  steak  and  sear  it  quickly.  Lower 
the  heat  and  finish  cooking  on  the  bottom. 
A  very  thin  steak,  say  V2",  will  only  take  a 
minute  per  side.  Allow  2-3  minutes  per  side 
for  a  l"-thick  steak,  and  4  to  5  minutes  for 
a  lV^"-thick  steak.  When  the  first  side  is 
cooked,  turn  the  meat  and  turn  up  the  flame 
to  sear  the  second  side.  Then  finish  cooking 
over  a  lowered  flame.  If  the  steak  is  fairly 
thick — 1  to  \y^' — sear  it  on  both  sides  be- 
fore lowering  the  flame  to  cook  through. 
Do  not  try  to  saute  steaks  over  1%"  thick. 
Season  with  salt  and  pepper. 

Suggestions  for  Serving  Steak 

Here  are  some  good  ways  to  serve  steak 
cooked  in  any  of  the  ways  listed  above.  The 
following  sauces  and  seasonings  add  inter- 
esting flavors  and  give  more  variety. 

Parisienne.  Add  finely  chopped  parsley 
to  creamed  sweet  butter  and  heap  it  on  hot 
steak.  This  is  usually  served  with  crisp 
French  fried  potatoes. 

Herbed.  Add  tarragon  and  chopped  cress 
to  the  butter  and  serve  in  the  same  way. 


Provencal.  Pound  or  grind  anchovies  and 
mix  with  sweet  butter  to  spread  on  the  steak. 

Olive  Butter.  This  is  another  favorite 
from  the  south  of  France.  Chop  green  olives 
very  fine  and  blend  them  with  butter  to 
spread  on  steaks. 

Mustard  Sauce.  Melt  14  pound  of  butter 
in  a  saucepan  and  add  i/4  cup  of  chopped 
green  onions,  2  tablespoons  of  prepared 
mustard,  ^  cup  of  chopped  parsley  and  % 
teaspoon  of  tarragon.  Pour  over  steak. 

Onions.  Steak  smothered  in  onions  is  an 
old-fashioned  favorite.  Cover  the  steak  with 
a  thick  layer  of  onion  rings  sauteed  in  but- 
ter until  golden  and  tender.  Allow  1  table- 
spoon of  butter  to  each  onion  and  cook  them 
gently,  covering  the  pan  during  the  last  few 
minutes  to  steam  the  onions  tender.  You 
can  also  use  French  fried  onion  rings,  really 
crisp  and  crunchy. 

Mushroomed  Steak.  For  4  servings, 
saute  the  caps  from  2  pounds  of  mushrooms 
in  6  tablespoons  of  butter  and  6  tablespoons 
of  olive  oil.  Add  a  chopped  garlic  clove  and 
cook  gently  until  thoroughly  tender.  Then 
add  a  good  handful  of  chopped  parsley 
(Italian  variety,  if  possible)  and  season  to 
taste  with  s&lt  and  pepper.  Some  people  like 
to  cook  the  mushrooms  down  until  they  are 
almost  black  and  then  add  a  dash  of  Wor- 
cestershire sauce  to  them.  Or  you  may  flavor 
them  with  a  dash  or  two  of  sherry  or  Ma- 
deira. Pour  over  hot  steak. 

Steak  au  Poivre 


I  use  small  12-ounce  minute  steaks  for  this 
popular  French  steak  dish.  Allow  1  to  a 
serving.  Saute  them  in  beef  fat  or  half 
butter  and  half  beef  fat. 

A  supply  of  freshly  crushed  pepper- 
corns soaked  in  cognac  makes  a  more  tasty 
steak  au  poivre.  Crush  the  peppercorns 
with  a  rolling  pin  until  they  are  coarsely 
cracked,  heap  them  into  a  jar  and  cover 
with  cognac.  Put  a  lid  on  the  jar  and  set  it 
aside,  so  that  you  have  cognac-pepper  ready 
whenever  you  cook  a  steak.  Failing  this, 
use  plain  crushed  peppercorns.  Press  the 
pepper  into  the  steak  on  both  sides  with  the 
heel  of  your  hand,  and  use  plenty  of  pep- 
per. 

Heat  the  fat  in  the  skillet,  allowing 
about  1  tablespoon  of  fat  for  each  steak. 
If  you  are  cooking  several  steaks,  you  will 
need  at  least  two  skillets.  When  the  fat  is 
piping  hot,  put  in  the  steaks  and  sear  them 
quickly  on  the  bottom.  Lower  the  heat  a  bit 
and  cook  for  about  2  minutes;  then  turn 
the  steaks  and  repeat  on  the  other  side.  Re- 
move to  hot  plates  and  season  with  salt. 
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Rinse  the  skillets  with  cognac,  allow- 
ing about  1^  cup  for  each  pan.  Pour  this 
over  the  steaks  and  serve  with  watercress 
and  grilled  tomatoes. 

VARIATIONS 

1.  After  adding  the  cognac  to  the  pan,  add 
1/^  cup  of  heavy  cream  and  heat  through. 
Pour  this  sauce  over  the  steaks. 

2.  After  adding  the  cognac  to  the  pan,  add 
1/4  cup  oi  bouillon  and  1  cup  of  sour  cream. 
Blend  thoroughly  and  heat  through  but  do 
not  boil.  Pour  over  the  steaks. 

Flank  Steak 
(London  Broil) 

Flank  steak,  cooked  just  to  the  rare  stage 
and  carved  in  thin  slices  on  the  diagonal, 
is  excellent  eating.  Have  the  butcher  trim 
the  steak  well.  Broil  it  quickly,  allowing  3 
to  4  minutes  to  a  side,  until  it  is  nicely 
charred  on  the  outside  and  still  juicy  red 
in  the  middle.  Season  to  taste  with  salt  and 
pepper  and  cut  it  on  the  diagonal,  holding 
the  knife  so  that  it  slopes  from  left  to  right. 

VARIATIONS 

Oriental.  Marinate  the  steak  in  i/^  cup 
of  sherry,  ^4  cup  of  soy  sauce,  2  chopped 
cloves  of  garlic  and  i/4  cup  of  chopped  fresh 
ginger  or  1  teaspoon  of  ground  ginger. 
Soak  it  for  several  hours,  turning  frequent- 
ly. Broil  and  carve  as  above. 

Chili-Oriental.  Add  1  tablespoon  of  chili 
powder  to  the  Oriental  Marinade. 


Braised  Beef 

Roulades  of  Beef 

12  3"  X  5"  pieces  round  steak,  about  i/4"-%" 

thick 
1  cup  mashed  potatoes 
1^  cup  chopped  smoked  ham 
V2  cup  chopped  sauteed  mushrooms 
1  cup  finely  chopped  hard-cooked  egg 
1/4  cup  chopped  parsley 
Salt,  pepper 
Flour 
Butter 

Vt.  cup  sherry 
%  cup  bouillon 
1  pint  sour  cream 
Chopped  parsley  for  garnish 

Pound  the  meat  pieces  very  flat  or  ask  the 
butcher  to  do  this  for  you  when  he  cuts 
them.  Mix  the  potatoes,  ham,  mushrooms, 
egg,  and  parsley  together  and  season  to 
taste  with  salt  and  pepper.  Put  a  heaping 
spoonful  of  this  stuffing  on  each  beef  piece, 
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roll  it  up  and  tie  it  securely.  Roll  the 
pieces  in  flour  and  sear  them  on  all  sides 
in  butter.  Add  the  sherry  and  bouillon,  cov- 
er the  pan  and  sinuner  gently  for  2  hours. 
Remove  the  meat  to  a  hot  platter  and  skim 
the  fat  from  the  juices  in  the  pan.  Add  the 
sour  cream,  stirriag  it  in  to  blend  thorough- 
ly, but  do  not  let  it  come  to  a  boil  or  it  will 
curdle.  Heat  through  and  pour  over  the 
roulades.  Garnish  with  chopped  parsley 
and  serve  with  braised  cabbage.  Serves  6. 

VARIATIONS 

1.  Stuff  the  roulades  with  chopped  an- 
chovies, green  onions  and  ripe  olives.  Brown 
the  rolls  in  olive  oil,  add  two  minced  cloves 
of  garlic  and  tomato  sauce  and  bouillon  for 
the  liquid.  Instead  of  sour  cream,  add  more 
tomato  sauce  to  make  the  broth. 

2.  Stuff  the  beef  rolls  with  strips  of  dill 
pickle  and  seasoned  bread  crumbs.  Add  a 
touch  of  dill  to  the  liquid  and  use  sour 
cream  to  make  the  sauce. 

Braised  Beef  with  Olives 

4-pound  piece  shin,  bottom  round  or  chuck 
4  tablespoons  chopped  suet 
1/4  pound  salt  pork 
2  pounds  veal  knuckle 

1  piece  marrow  hone 

2  tablespoons  cognac 
%  cup  white  wine 

2  leeks,  sliced 

I  stalk  celery,  sliced 

1  sprig  parsley,  minced 

I  teaspoon  thyme 

1  bay  leaf 

1  tablespoon  tomato  paste 

ly^  cups  hot  consomme 

P/2  cups  small  green  olives,  sliced 

Have  the  butcher  tie  the  piece  of  beef  firm- 
ly so  that  it  will  hold  its  shape.  Chop  the 
suet  coarsely  and  cut  the  salt  pork  into 


cubes.  Try  out  the  beef  suet  and  to  the  1. 
from  the  suet  add  the  veal  knuckle,  marrow 
bone,  salt  pork  cubes  and  the  beef.  Turn 
the  heat  down  and  cook  this  gently  for  20 
minutes,  turning  occasionally.  Add  the  cog- 
nac, white  wine,  leeks,  celery,  parsley, 
thyme  and  bay  leaf  and  cover  the  pot.  Cook 
very  gently  for  3  hours,  tmning  the  meat 
from  time  to  time.  Uncover  the  pot  and  cook 
for  15  minutes  or  until  the  liquid  is  com- 
pletely evaporated.  Pour  off  any  fat,  and 
add  the  tomato  paste,  hot  consomme  and 
sliced  olives.  Cook  for  10  minutes,  or  until 
well  blended  and  heated  through. 

Serve  the  meat  and  sauce  vrith  steamed 
potatoes  and  an  endive  salad.  Serves  4-6. 

Pot   Roast   Nicoise 

4-5  pound  piece  top  round  or  rump 

2  cloves  garlic,  slivered 

Salt,  pepper,  rosemary 

Flour 

6  tablespoons  olive  oil 

2  cups  red  wine 

2  mashed  cloves  garlic 

1  large  onion  stuck  with  cloves 

1  bay  leaf 

1  teaspoon  rosemary 

ii/4  cups  tomato  puree 

Y2  cup  cognac 

1  cup  black  olives,  sliced 

Chopped  parsley 

If  you  buy  well  aged  prime  or  choice  grade 
of  beef,  there  is  no  need  to  have  it  larded. 
Otherwise,  ask  the  butcher  to  lard  the  piece 
in  several  places  with  pork  fat.  Make  8  to 
10  slashes  in  the  flesh  and  insert  garlic 
slivers.  Rub  the  roast  well  with  salt,  pepper 
and  rosemary  and  dredge  it  with  flour.  Heat 
oil  in  a  deep  kettle  and  brown  the  meat  on 
all  sides.  Add  the  wine,  the  mashed  garlic, 
the  onion,  bay  leaf,  1  teaspoon  rosemary 
and  1  cup  tomato  puree.  Cover  the  pan  and 
simmer  gently  for  4  hours,  basting  the  meat 
frequently  with  the  juices  in  the  kettle.  Re- 
move the  roast  to  a  hot  platter,  skim  the 
fat  from  the  liquid  and  taste  for  seasoning. 
Add  1/4  cup  tomato  puree,  the  cognac,  black 
olives  and  cook  for  4-5  minutes,  or  until 
thoroughly  blended  and  hot  through.  Sprin- 
kle the  sauce  with  chopped  parsley  and 
serve  with  the  pot  roast.  Serves  4-6.  Good 
accompaniments  are  polenta  and  sauteed 
eggplant.  To  make  polenta,  mix  II/2  cups  of 
cornmeal  with  3  cups  of  boiling  salted  wa- 
ter very  slowly.  Stir  the  cornmeal  in  a  bit  at 
a  time  to  be  sure  the  mixture  is  sniooth. 
Pour  it  into  a  mold  or  a  colander  lined  with 
thick  cloth  and  steam  over  hot  water  for 
three  hours,  or  until  very  firm.  Serve  in 
slices  with  plenty  of  butter,  salt  and  freshly 
ground  black  pepper. 


Boeuf  a  la  Mode 

5-6  pound  piece  top  round  steak 
4  tablespoons  butter  or  pork  fat 
Salt  pork  slices 

1  calf's  foot 

2  onions  stuck  with  cloves 

3  carrots,  sliced 
2  leeks,  sliced 

1  small  turnip,  sliced 

1  bay  leaf 

1  teaspoon  thyme 

Handful  of  parsley 

Salt,  pepper 

1  bottle  red  wine 

^  cup  cognac 

Have  the  butcher  lard  the  steak  for  you 
in  about  six  places.  If  you  have  a  larding 
needle  and  can  do  this  job  yourself,  soak 
larding  pork  in  cognac  for  a  day  before 
putting  it  in  the  beef.  Brown  the  piece  of 
round  steak  in  butter  or  pork  fat  or  a  mix- 
ture of  both.  In  a  large  heavy  kettle  with 
a  tight  lid  place  a  layer  of  salt  pork.  Put 
the  round  steak  on  top  and  add  the  calf's 
foot,  onions,  carrots,  leeks,  turnip,  bay  leaf, 
thyme,  parsley  and  salt  and  pepper  to  taste. 
Pour  red  wine  over  and  add  enough  water 
to  cover.  Put  a  lid  on  the  kettle,  bring  the 
liquid  to  a  boU,  lower  the  heat  and  simmer 
for  4  or  5  hours.  The  liquid  must  be  kept 
just  below  the  boiling  point.  If  you  can 
cook  this  in  a  very  slow  oven  it  is  easier  to 
regulate  the  temperature. 

Remove  the  meat  and  blaze  it  with  the 
cognac.  Skim  the  fat  from  the  pan  juices 
and  serve  juices  with  the  meat.  Accompany 
with  boiled  potatoes  and  braised  onions. 
Serves  4-6. 

To  serve  cold:  In  a  large  mold  place  a 
bed   of   thin   carrot   slices,   sliced   stuffed 


olives,  capers  and  sliced  pickles.  Cover  this 
with  a  thin  layer  of  aspic.  Trim  the  meat 
and  cut  into  slices — not  too  thin — and  ar- 
range these  in  a  neat  layer  in  the  mold. 
Skim  the  excess  fat  from  the  liquid  and  re- 
duce it  a  little  over  high  heat.  For  each 
2  cups  of  liquid,  dissolve  1  envelope  of  un- 
flavored  gelatin  in  ^  cup  of  water.  Stir  this 
into  the  hot  liquid  until  melted.  Cool  and 
pour  over  the  meat  in  the  mold.  Chill  thor- 
oughly and  unmold  on  a  platter.  Serve  with 
Mustard  Sauce.  You  can  make  individual 
molds  if  you  choose. 

Serve  with  potato  salad  and  thinly 
sliced  tomatoes  dressed  with  oil  and  vinegar. 

Mustard  Sauce 

First  prepare  a  rich  cream  sauce  as  follows: 
melt  4  tablespoons  of  butter  in  a  saucepan 
and  blend  in  4  tablespoons  of  flour.  Slowly 
add  1  cup  of  milk  mixed  with  1  cup  of 
cream,  stirring  constantly.  Continue  stirring 
and  cooking  until  the  mixture  is  smooth  and 
thick.  Season  to  taste  with  salt  and  pepper. 
Add  2  tablespoons  of  prepared  French  mus- 
tard and  2  teaspoons  of  dry  mustard.  Blend 
thoroughly. 

Steak  and  Kidney  Pie 

2  pounds  top  round  steak 

3  veal  kidneys 
Flour 

6  tablespoons  butter  or  oil 

2  medium  onions,  sliced  very  thin 

y^,  pound  sliced  mushrooms 

1  teaspoon  salt 

1  teaspoon  freshly  ground  pepper 

1  teaspoon  crushed  rosemary  leaves 

1  tablespoon  tomato  paste 

2  ounces  cognac 
I  cup  red  wine 
Puff  paste 

Cut  the  round  steak  into  2"  cubes.  Trim  the 
fat  from  the  kidneys  and  cut  them  into  small 
cubes.  Dredge  the  steak  and  kidneys  in  the 
flour  and  sear  them  quickly  in  the  hot  but- 
ter or  oil.  Add  onions  to  the  hot  fat  and  let 
them  cook  until  just  soft.  In  a  deep  baking 
dish  arrange  the  meat,  onions  and  sliced 
mushrooms.  Mix  the  salt,  pepper,  rosemary, 
tomato  paste,  cognac  and  wine  together 
and  pour  over  the  meat.  Cover  the  dish  and 
bake  in  a  350°  oven  for  3  hours,  adding 
more  wine  if  the  liquid  gets  too  low. 

While  the  meat  is  cooking,  prepare  a 
puff  paste:  Knead  and  cream  ^4  pound  of 
sweet  butter  with  your  hands  until  it  is  soft 
and  smooth.  Place  it  in  a  napkin  or  clean 
cloth  and  squeeze  out  any  excess  moisture. 
Then  form  it  into  a  rectangle  about  %" 
thick  and  chill.  Sift  2  cups  of  flour  with  % 
teaspoon  of  salt  into  a  mound  on  a  work 


table  or  board.  Pour  %  cup  of  ice  water  into 
the  center  of  the  flour,  a  bit  at  a  time,  work- 
ing it  in  with  your  fingers  as  you  go.  Add 
the  water  very  slowly;  you  may  not  need  all 
of  it.  The  dough  is  finished  when  it  forms  a 
soft  ball  about  the  same  consistency  as  the 
creamed  butter. 

Place  the  dough  on  a  floured  board  and 
roU  it  out  into  a  rectangle  %"  thick.  Place 
the  chilled  butter  rectangle  on  top,  and  fold 
a  flap  of  the  dough  over  the  butter  from  the 
left  to  the  center.  Then  fold  the  dough  at 
the  right  over  the  butter.  Press  the  edges 
together  and  chill  for  20  minutes.  With  a 
floured  rolling  pin  roll  the  dough  out  into 
another  rectangle  %"  thick,  being  careful 
not  to  break  the  dough  covering.  The  butter 
should  not  ooze  out.  Fold  the  dough  over 
again  as  you  did  before.  Roll  again  and  fold 
again.  Chill  for  20  minutes. 

Repeat  the  rolling  and  folding  twice 
more,  chill  again  for  20  minutes  and  then 
roll  and  fold  two  more  times.  Chill  for  15 
minutes  and  then  roll  the  dough  into  a  cir- 
cle 2"  larger  than  the  top  of  the  baking  dish 
containing  the  meat.  Place  the  dough  on  a 
cookie  or  baking  sheet  and  bake  at  450°  for 
10  minutes.  Reduce  the  heat  to  350°  and 
finish  baking  until  puffed  and  brown. 

Reaiove  the  cover  from  the  meat  dish 
and  slip  the  puff  paste  on  top.  Serve  at  once. 
Serves  4. 

Boeuf  a  la  Bourguignonne 

3-4  pounds  lean  beef  (chuck  or  top  round) 

cut  into  ly^"  to  2"  cubes 
4  large  slices  salt  pork,  cut  into  small 

cubes 
Flour 

1  teaspoon  salt 
1  teaspoon  freshly  ground  black  pepper 

1  leek,  well  washed 
Sprig  of  thyme 
2-3  sprigs  parsley 

2  cloves  garlic 
Red  ivine 

V2  pound  mushrooms 
4  tablespoons  butter 

Put  the  cubes  of  salt  pork  in  a  large  heavy 
skillet  that  has  a  tight  cover  or  a  Dutch 
oven.  Try  out  pork  over  a  low  flame.  Mean- 
while, roll  the  beef  cubes  in  flour.  Add  to 
the  pan  and  brown  on  all  sides.  Add  a  little 
butter  or  bacon  fat  if  necessary.  When  cubes 
are  browned,  add  salt,  pepper,  leek,  thyme, 
parsley  and  garlic.  Cover  with  red  wine, 
bring  just  to  a  boil  and  lower  flame  to  sim- 
mer. Cover  the  pan  tightly  and  let  the  beef 
cook  gently  until  thoroughly  tender.  Re- 
move beef  from  pan  and  strain  sauce.  Mean- 
while, saute  the  mushrooms  in  the  butter 
until  lightly  browned.  Add  to  the  beef  and 
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strained  sauce.  Thicken  the  sauce  if  you 
wish  with  small  balls  of  butter  and  flour 
kneaded  together.  Taste  for  seasoning. 
Serves  6. 

Serve  with  boiled  potatoes,  lavishly 
buttered,  and  tiny  white  onions  glazed  in 
butter  and  sugar.  (To  prepare  glazed  on- 
ions, peel  18-24  small  onions  and  steam 
gently  in  butter,  turning  frequently.  When 
browned,  sprinkle  1  teaspoon  sugar  evenly 
over  top  of  onions.  Cover  pan  and  shake 
vigorously  for  a  minute  or  two  until  onions 
are  glazed.  Uncover  and  season  to  taste.) 

Carbonnade  Flainande 

3-4  pounds  lean  beef  (chuck  or  round) 

cut  into  cubes 
5  tablespoons  butter 
2  pounds  onions,  sliced 
Flour 
4-6  tablespoons  beef  fat,  butter  or  butter 

and  oil 
I  teaspoon  salt 

1  teaspoon  freshly  ground  black  pepper 

2  cloves  garlic 

1  pint  beer 

Melt  butter  in  a  large  Dutch  oven  or  large 
heavy  skillet  and  saute  the  onions  until  soft 
and  just  lightly  browned.  Roll  beef  cubes 
in  flour  and  brown  them  in  the  beef  fat,  but- 
ter or  butter  and  oil.  Add  browned  meat  to 
onions  with  salt,  pepper  and  garlic  and 
enough  beer  to  cover.  Cover  pan  with  tight- 
ly fitting  lid  and  simmer  gently  until  meat  is 
thoroughly  tender.  If  you  prefer  a  thicker 
sauce,  add  small  balls  of  flour  and  butter 
kneaded  together  and  stir  in  until  sauce  is 
smooth  and  thickened.  Serves  6.  Serve  with 
boiled  or  baked  potatoes  and  plenty  of 
beer  to  drink, 

Sauerbraten 

4-pound  piece  of  beef  (round,  chuck  or 

rump) 
lYz  cups  red  wine  vinegar 
1/2  cup  dry  red  wine 

2  onions,  sliced 

2  carrots,  sliced 
1  bay  leaf 

3  allspice  berries 
3  cloves 

I  tablespoon  peppercorns 

I  tablespoon  salt 

8  tablespoons  butter 

1  tablespoon  oil 

5  tablespoons  flour 

1  tablespoon  sugar 

%  cup  gingersnaps,  crumbled 

Ask  the  butcher  to  tie  the  meat  so  that  it 
will  hold  its  shape.  Make  a  marinade  of  the 
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mixed  vinegar,  wine,  onions,  carrots,  bay 
leaf,  allspice,  cloves,  peppercorns  and  salt. 
Put  the  beef  in  a  deep  bowl  and  pour  the 
marinade  over  it.  Cover  and  leave  in  the 
refrigerator  to  soak  for  3  days,  turning  the 
meat  occasionally  during  this  time. 

When  the  beef  is  well  soaked,  remove 
from  the  marinade  and  wipe  dry.  Melt  4 
tablespoons  of  butter  with  the  oil  in  a  heavy 
Dutch  oven.  Brown  the  beef  on  all  sides  in 
the  hot  fat  and  sprinkle  it  lightly  with  flour 
as  you  turn  it.  Heat  the  marinade  and  pour 
over  the  browned  beef.  Cover  the  kettle, 
lower  the  heat  and  simmer  gently  until  the 
beef  is  thoroughly  tender,  about  3  hours. 

When  the  meat  is  done,  pour  off  the 
sauce  and  set  the  kettle  on  one  side  to  keep 
the  meat  warm.  Skim  fat  from  sauce  and 
strain  it.  In  a  heavy  skillet,  melt  4  table- 
spoons butter  and  blend  in  4  tablespoons 
flour  and  the  sugar.  Cook  gently  until  flour 


and  sugar  are  slightly  browned.  Add  the 
strained  sauce  slowly,  stirring  it  until  it  is 
smooth  and  thickened.  Add  the  gingersnaps 
to  the  sauce.  Pour  over  the  meat,  cover  and 
cook  gently  for  Yz  hour.  The  traditional  ac- 
companiment for  sauerbraten  is  dumplings, 
but  I  prefer  noodles.  Serves  4. 


Boiled  Beef,  Short  Ribs 


Braised  Brisket 
with  Sauerkraut 

3-4  pounds  sauerkraut 

2  coarsely  chopped  garlic  cloves 

IY2  teaspoons  cracked  pepper 

1  bottle  white  wine  (riesling  or  traminer) 

4-pound  piece  brisket 

1  garlic  clove,  slivered 

Flour 

Beef  fat 

Salt 

In  a  large  Dutch  oven  or  heavy  kettle  com- 
bine the  sauerkraut,  garlic  cloves,  cracked 
pepper  and  wine,  reserving  one  cup.  Cover 
and  simmer  for  3  hours. 

Slash  the  piece  of  brisket  in  several 
places  and  insert  slivers  of  garlic.  Dredge 
the  meat  in  flour  and  brown  on  all  sides  in 
hot  beef  fat.  Season  to  taste  with  salt,  add 
^  cup  of  white  wine  and  cook,  covered, 
over  a  very  low  flame  for  30  minutes.  Turn 
the  meat  several  times  as  it  cooks.  Then 
put  the  beef  on  top  of  the  sauerkraut,  add 
the  juices  from  the  pan  in  which  the  beef 
has  cooked  and  the  remaining  %  cup  of 
white  wine.  Cover  and  simmer  for  2  hours 
or  until  the  meat  is  thoroughly  tender. 
Serves  6-8, 

Serve  with  plain  boiled  potatoes 
dressed  with  butter  and  chopped- parsley. 

Corned  Beef 

This  homely  fare  is  really  a  delicate  dish, 
delicious  hot,  cold  or  in  hash.  I  prefer  the 


corned  brisket  or  boneless  rump.  If  you 
buy  brisket,  be  sure  it  is  not  too  fat.  In 
New  York  and  in  some  other  areas  there 
is  a  special  pickled  corned  beef,  well  sea- 
soned with  bay  leaf,  mustard  seed  and 
thyme.  This,  if  you  can  find  it,  is  especially 
good.  Buy  1  pound  of  corned  beef  per  serv- 
ing, to  allow  for  fat  and  shrinkage. 

Put  the  piece  of  beef  in  a  large  kettle 
with  cold  water  to  cover  and  bring  to  a 
boil.  Lower  the  heat  and  simmer  for  10 
minutes;  then  pour  off  the  water.  Add  1 
onion  stuck  with  cloves,  a  bay  leaf,  2  cloves 
of  garlic,  a  sprig  of  parsley  and  a  stalk  of 
celery.  Cover  with  fresh  cold  water  and 
bring  to  a  boil  again.  Put  a  lid  on  the  ket- 
tle, lower  the  heat  and  simmer  until  the 
corned  beef  is  tender.  This  will  take  about 
3  or  4  hours. 

Serve  the  meat  cut  in  very  thin  slices 
with  potatoes  boiled  in  their  jackets  and  a 
selection  of  mustards.  Steamed  buttered 
cafbbage,  turnips,  carrots  and  onions  are  all 
excellent  accompaniments. 

Cold  Corned  Beef 

Cook  corned  beef  according  to  directions 
above.  Remove  it  from  the  hot  liquid  and 
put  it  in  a  large  flat  bowl  that  has  been 
rubbed  with  a  cut  clove  of  garlic.  Weight 
the  meat  down  thoroughly.  You  can  do  this 
by  placing  a  large  plate  on  top  of  it  and 
heaping  the  plate  with  heavy  canned  goods ; 
or  put  a  brick  or  your  electric  iron  on  top 
of  the  plate.  Weighting  the  meat  as  it  cools 
makes  it  firmer  and  easier  to  cut  in  slices. 


When  the  corned  beef  is  cold,  remove 
the  weights  and  slice  the  meat  very  thin. 
Serve  with  mustards,  horse-radish  tmd 
potato  salad  garnished  with  onion  rings. 

Corned  Beef  Hash 

For  3  pounds  of  cold  cooked  corned  beef, 
boil  2  pounds  of  potatoes  in  their  jackets 
until  just  tender.  Peel  the  potatoes  and 
chop  them  rather  coarsely.  Peel  2  large 
onions  and  chop  them  quite  fine.  Chop  the 
corned  beef  into  coarse  pieces  with  a  large 
heavy  knife  or  a  chopping  knife.  Combine 
the  chopped  potatoes,  onions  and  meat  and 
season  to  taste  with  freshly  ground  pepper 
and  a  touch  of  nutmeg. 

Allow  1  cup  of  the  meat-potato  mixture 
for  each  serving.  For  4  cups,  heat  6  table- 
spoons of  butter  in  a  skillet.  Add  a  dash  of 
water  to  the  hash  and  heap  it  in  the  skillet 
loosely.  Cook  until  it  is  heated  through  and 
add  Vz  cup  of  heavy  cream.  Lower  the  heat 
and  simmer  gently  until  a  good  brown  crust 
forms  on  the  bottom  of  the  hash.  Fold  it 
over  and  turn  out  onto  a  hot  platter.  Top 
with  poached  eggs  and  chopped  parsley  and 
serve  with  chili  sauce  or  tomato  sauce. 


various  flavors.  Serves  4.  You  may  add 
potatoes  to  the  pot  during  the  last  hour,  if 
you  like,  or  serve  the  braised  ribs  with  but- 
tered noodles. 


Specialties 


Braised  Short  Ribs  of  Beef 

4  pounds  lean,  meaty  short  ribs 

Flour 

Salt,  pepper 

4  tablespoons  beef  fat  or  butter 

2  bay  leaves 

2  cloves  garlic 
1  onion  stuck  with  cloves 
I  teaspoon  rosemary 

3  carrots 
1  turnip 
1  cup  red  wine 

Dredge  the  ribs  with  seasoned  flour  and 
brown  them  in  the  hot  fat.  Add  the  bay 
leaves,  garlic,  onion,  rosemary,  carrots, 
turnip  and  enough  water  to  cover.  Bring 
to  a  boil  quickly  and  then  lower  the  heat, 
cover  the  pan  and  simmer  gently  for  1  hour. 
Add  the  red  wine  and  continue  cooking  for 
another  hour  or  until  the  ribs  are  thor- 
oughly   tender    and    permeated    with    the 


Beef  Tongue,  Alsatian 

Buy  a  fresh  beef  tongue  and  soak  it  in 
acidulated  water  (1  tablespoon  of  vinegar 
to  1  quart  of  water)  for  2  hours.  Remove, 
trim  and  place  in  a  large  kettle.  Cover  the 
tongue  with  fresh  cold  water  and  add  2 
leeks,  2  carrots,  2  turnips,  a  sprig  of  pars- 
ley, 2  onions  stuck  with  cloves,  and  salt  and 
pepper.  Bring  this  to  a  boil,  lower  the  heat 
and  cover  the  pan.  Simmer  gently  for  3 
hours  or  until  the  tongue  is  tender.  Remove 
and  skin  and  return  to  liquid  to  keep  hot. 
Serve  bowls  of  the  broth  and  put  the 
sliced  meat  t.nd  vegetables  on  a  platter  to 
be  served  together.  Serves  6.  Good  accom- 
paniments are  horse-radish,  horse-radish 
mustard,  or  horse-radish,  prepared  mustard 
and  sour  cream  blended  together.  Braised 
Brussels  sprouts  or  spinach  dressed  with  oil 
and  garlic  go  well  with  this  boiled  tongue. 

Oxtail  Ragout 

Buy  2  or  3  oxtails  and  ask  the  butcher  to 
disjoint  them.  This  does  mean  disjoint — cut 
through  at  the  joints — not  simply  hack  into 
pieces.  Also  buy  1  calf's  foot. 

Place  the  oxtails  in  flat  baking  dish, 
season  them  to  taste  with  salt  and  pepper 
and  sprinkle  very  lightly  with  flour.  Roast 
in  a  4.S0°  oven  for  30  minutes,  shaking  the 
pan  from  time  to  time  and  basting  the  meat 
with  juices  in  the  pan. 

Remove  the  meat  from  the  oven,  pour 
off  the  fat  and  blaze  the  oxtails  with  2 
ounces  of  cognac.  Transfer  the  pieces  of  ox- 
tail to  a  deep  casserole  and  add  2  carrots, 
cut  in  pieces,  an  onion  stuck  with  cloves, 
1  teaspoon  of  thyme,  a  sprig  of  parsley  and 
a  bay  leaf.  Cover  with  water  or  broth  and 
cook  in  a  350°  oven  for  3  hours.  Reduce 
the  heat  to  250°  and  cook  for  3  hours.  Serve 
in  deep  bowls,  giving  each  person  plenty 
of  the  rich  broth.  Serves  4-6,  With  it  serve 
boiled  potatoes  and  braised  cabbage  sprin- 
kled with  poppy  seeds. 

Oxtail  ragout  is  even  better  if  made 
the  day  before.  Let  it  cool,  skim  off  the  fat 
and  reheat  before  serving, 

VARIATION 
v^f^      Substitute  red  wine  and  water  for  the  plain 
water  or  broth  in  the  recipe. 


Tripe   with  Red  Wine 

This  hearty  dish  can  be  made  well  ahead 
of  time.  It  will  keep  for  several  days  in 
the  refrigerator  and  is  good  reheated. 

Buy  3  pounds  of  tripe  cut  into  small 
strips,  2  calf  s  feet  split  in  two  or  a  large 
veal  knuckle,  and  i/4  pound  of  beef  suet. 
Chop  the  suet  and  slice  3  or  4  medium 
onions.  In  a  large  casserole  make  a  layer 
of  the  chopped  suet;  add  the  tripe,  the 
sliced  onions,  the  calf's  feet  or  veal  knuckle, 
1  bay  leaf,  1  teaspoon  of  thyme,  1  table- 
spoon of  salt,  1  tablespoon  of  freshly 
ground  .pepper,  4  ounces  of  cognac  and 
enough  red  wine  to  cover.  Put  a  lid  on  the 
casserole  and  seal  it  tightly  with  a  flour  and 
water  paste.  Bake  in  a  350°  oven  for  3 
hours.  Reduce  the  heat  to  250°  and  bake 
for  5  more  hours.  Remove  the  casserole  from 
the  oven  and  let  it  cool.  Skim  off  the  fat  and 
reheat.  Serve  very  hot  with  boiled  potatoes 
or  rice.  Serves  4-6. 

Beef  Kidney  Stew 

Buy  1  beef  kidney.  Trim  off  the  fat  and 
gristle  and  remove  the  membrane.  In  a  bowl 
put  2  cups  of  water  and  2  tablespoons  of 
vinegar.  Soak  the  kidney  in  this  for  2 
hours. 

Remove  the  kidney  from  the  water  and 
cut  it  into  thin  slices.  Dredge  these  in  flour 
seasoned  with  salt  and  pepper.  Heat  2  table- 
spoons of  batter  with  1  tablespoon  of  olive 
oil  and  sear  the  kidney  slices  quickly, 
browning  them  on  both  sides.  Add  1  finely 
chopped  onion  and  cook  for  2  or  3  minutes. 
Sprinkle  with  a  pinch  of  thyme  and  1 
tablespoon  of  chopped  parsley  and  add  1 
cup  of  red  wine.  Cover  and  simmer  gently 
for  15  or  20  minutes,  or  until  the  kidney 
slices  are  tender. 

Serve  with  boiled  potatoes.  Serves  4. 

Beef  Liver  Julienne 
in  Cream 


Cut  I  pound  beef  liver  into  thin  strips 
and  roll  each  strip  in  flour  seasoned  with 
salt,  pepper  and  paprika.  In  a  heavy  skillet 
heat  2  tablespoons  of  butter  with  2  table- 
spoons of  olive  oil  and  brown  the  liver 
strips  quickly  on  all  sides.  Add  2  finely 
chopped  green  onions  and  a  handful  of 
chopped  parsley  and  pour  over  all  %  cup 
of  dry  vermouth.  Cover  and  let  the  liver 
simmer  very  gently  until  tender.  Remove 
the  hot  liver  to  a  platter  and  add  1  cup  of 
sour  or  heavy  sweet  cream  to  the  pan.  Stir 
this  into  the  juices,  being  careful  not  to  let 
it  boil  or  the  cream  will  curdle.  When  it 
is  hot  through  pour  it  over  the  liver  strips.

Electric    percolator    method. 

Fill  empty  pot  with  fresh  cold  water 
to  level  marked  inside.  Put  in  coffee 
basket  with  1  standard  measure  reg- 
ular-grind coffee  for  each  serving. 
Plug  in.  Percolating  stops  when 
coffee    is    brewed     (6-9    minutes). 


Macchinetta  method.  Fill  sieve 
between  two  cylinders  with  drip- 
grind  coffee.  Assemble  mac- 
chinetta, spouted  cylinder  on  top, 
water  in  other  half,  sieve  between. 
Set  on  the  fire.  When  steam  issues 
from  hole  in  lower  cylinder,  remove 
from  fire  and  turn  upside  down  un- 
til all  brew  has  dripped  through. 


Chemex  method.  Put  paper  filter 
in  neck  of  maker,  add  regular-grind 
coffee  (1  standard  measure  to  6 
ounces  water).  Pour  on  small 
amount  of  water  just  below  boiling 
point,  about  185°F.  Let  it  seep  in 
for  1  minute,  then  slowly  add  the 
rest    of    the    almost-boiling    water. 


Vacuum  method.  Measure  fresh 
cold  water  into  lov.'er  bowl,  place 
ori  heat.  Put  filter  in  upper  bowl. 
Add  vacuum-grind  coffee  (1  meas- 
ure to  each  6  ounces  water).  When 
water  boils,  reduce  heat.  Insert  up- 
per bowl  with  a  slight  twist.  Let 
most  of  the  water  rise  into  upper 
bowl.  Stir  well  and  lower  heat.  After 
1-3  minutes,  remove  from  heat. 
When  brew  filters  into  lower  bowl, 
remove    upper    section    and    serve. 


Drip  method.  Put  1  measure  drip- 
grind  coffee  for  each  serving  in 
coffee  basket  and  cover  with  the 
perforated  top.  Place  on  lower  part 
of  pot  and  pour  freshly  boiling 
water  over  coffee.  When  all  coffee 
has  dripped  through,  serve  at  once.

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BEER:  THE  ANCIENT 
AND  HONORABLE

B 


eer  is  the  old  reliable.  Across 
America,  right  at  this  mo- 
ment, millions  of  refrigerators  are 
stocked  with  it.  Beer  is  the  favor- 
ite tipple  of  the  typical  American 
male  but  by  no  means  just  a 
"man's  drink;"  often  it  is  the 
favorite  beverage  of  the  typical 
American  wife.  too. 

Next  time  you  and  the  neigh- 
bors are  enjoying  a  few  glasses  of 
cool,  heady  brew,  you  might  try 
quizzing  them  on  the  history  of 
beer.  Ask.  casually,  "By  the  way, 
where  did  beer  originate,  any- 
how ?  " 

No  bred,  no  egges 

Most  people  haven't  any  idea. 
They're  likely  to  speculate  about 
its  being  invented  in  central  Eu- 
rope— you  know.  German  beer 
halls,  beer  festivals,  the  Student 
Prince  and  Heidelberg.  When 
prodded,  some  recall  that  Robin 
Hood  and  his  Merry  Men  drank 
"brown  October  ale"  in  Sherwood 
forest.  The  literary  are  aware  that 
the  English  wassail  bowl  was 
filled  with  spiced  ale  and  passed 
round  to  the  verses  of  this  rollick- 
ing song: 

Bring  us  in  no  browne  bred,  for 

that  is  made  of  brane. 
Nor  bring  us  in  no  ivhite  bred,  for 

therein  is  no  gane. 
But  bring  us  in  good  ale! 
Bring  us  in  no  befe,  for  there  is 

many  bones. 
But  bring  us  in  good  ale,  for  that 

goth  downe  at  ones, 
And  bring  us  in  good  ale! 
Bring  us  in  no  egges,  for  there  are 

many  schelles. 
But  bring  us  in  good  ale,  and  gife 

us  nothing  elles; 
And  bring  us  in  good  ale! 

Beer  is  to  Anglo-Saxon  peo- 
ple what  wine  is  to  the  French 
and  Italians,  but  no  country  or 
people  can  lay  special  claim  to 
it.  Beer  of  some  sort  has  been 
made,  or  is  being  made,  in  almost 
every  land  where  grain  is  grown. 
It  is  an  ancient  and  honorable 
beverage,  with  a  history  that  is 
intertwined  with  religious  mys- 
teries. 

The  earliest  written  record  of 
beer  appears  on  an  ancient  Meso- 
potamian  clay  tablet  of  several 
thousand  years  before  the  Chris- 
tian era.  Even  then  it  was  an  im- 


portant drink,  and  brewing  was 
an  important  occupation  handled, 
surprisingly  enough,  mainly  by 
the  women.  In  old  Babylonia,  beer 
was  associated  with  religious  fes- 
tivities; its  sponsor  was  the 
Goddess  Siris;  the  temple  priest- 
esses were  in  charge  of  brewing. 
In  Egypt  Isis  was  goddess  of 
brewing,  and  the  royal  brewery  of 
the  pharaolis  produced  thousands 
of  gallons  every  year  for  special 
religious  ceremonies.  The  (Greeks 
and  Romans  were  beer  ((iiaffers 
and  spread  the  fashion  wherever 
they  colonized.  Beer  was  made  in 
ancient  China  and  .lapan.  by  I  he 
Incas  of  pre-Columbian  Peru,  by 
natives  in  the  heart  of  Africa. 

The  Anglo-.Saxon  peoples 
took  to  beer — yes,  just  as  fish  take 
to  water.  In  fact,  they  used  beer 
instead  of  water,  partly  becaus" 
their  sources  of  water  more  often 
than  not  were  contaminated.  I'eo- 
ple  who  drank  water  miglit  be- 
come sick  and  even  die.  Iml  not 
people  who  stuck  to  beer. 

Beer  for  babes 

It  was  served  at  breakfast, 
lunch,  dinner  and  between  meals, 
and  even  small  tots  in  the  family 
had  beer  as  a  matter  of  course. 
The  16th  century  household  rec- 
ords of  the  Earl  of  Northumber- 
land list  the  following  rations  for 
"braikfaste"  for  his  two  young 
sons:  "Half  a  loif  of  household 
Brede,  a  Manchet  (a  small  loaf 
of  white  bread),  a  Dysch  of  but- 
ter, a  pece  of  Saltfish,  a  Dysch  of 
Sproits  or  III  white  Herrynge  and 
a  Potell  of  Bere."  Since  a  potell 
was  then  two  quarts,  the  sons  of 
Northumberland  began  their  day 
with  a  quart  of  beer  apiece! 

Beer,  or  rather  the  lack  of  it, 
played  an  important  part  in  the 
settling  of  the  Pilgrims  in  New 
England.  Originally,  the  Pilgrims 
headed  for  the  Virginia  colony 
but  bad  weather  drove  them  to  the 
north,  and  when  they  sighted 
Cape  Cod,  they  were  forced  to 
land  and  remain  there  because  the 
ship's  supplies  were  running  low. 
The  record  in  their  journal  states: 
"We  could  not  now  take  time  for 
further  search  .  .  .  our  victuals  be- 
ing spent,  especially  our  beer." 

All  the  American  colonials 
drank  beer  like  water;  many 
brewed  their  own  or  were  part

The  first 
commercial  brewery  in  this  coun- 
try was  buih  by  William  Penn 
and  a  reconstruction  of  it  in 
Bucks  County.

Hopping  it  up 

Beer  has  undergone  only  two 
major  refinements  since  ancient 
times.  Both  were  German  discov- 
eries. It  was  in  Germany  in  the 
14tli  century  that  hops  were  first 
added  to  beer  and  with  this  addi- 
tion beer  acquired  its  distinctive 
flavor  variously  described  as 
earthy,  sour,  fermented  and 
skunky.  I  like  "skunky"  as  a  word 
to  express  the  special  taste — not 
the  overpowering  odor  of  the  ani- 
mal, but  the  odd.  fascinating 
aroma  of  skunk  lilies  tliat  open  in 
early  spring  in  marshy  spots.  If 
you  have  ever  walked  in  a  field  of 
ripe  hops — there  are  vast  stretches 
of  them  in  the  Far  West  and  in 
New  York  State — -you  must  have 
noticed  the  same  pungent  smell. 
Hop  fields  are  a  wonderful  sight. 
The  long  green  tendrils  of  the 
vines  are  trained  on  wires  strung 
high  above  the  ground  and  at 
harvest  time,  they  trail  bright 
leaves  and  heavy  clusters  of  soft 
green  cones.  A  himch  of  hops 
makes  a  stimning  floral  arrange- 
ment. 

Having  added  hops  to  beer, 
German  l)reweries  of  the  19th  cen- 
tury then  invented  the  method 
that  produces  lager  beer,  the  most 
popular  tyjie  today.  Beers  drunk 
in  colonial  times  were  heavier  and 
flatter,  more  like  ale. 

To  each  his  own 

The  term  "beer"  covers  all 
liquids  made  with  fermented 
malt — malt  being  kilned,  roasted 
grain.  The  beer  we  know  is  made 
with  fine  barley  malt  with  other 
raw  grains  sometimes  added.  The 
barley  malt  is  ground  and  put  in- 
to the  mash  tub  with  water.  It  is 
then  cooked  and  stirred  into  a 
mash.  The  solids  are  allowed  to 
settle  and  the  liquid  left  is  called 
"wort."  The  wort,  along  with 
hops,  goes  into  a  kettle  and  is 
boiled  to  get  the  hop  flavor.  After 
boiling  for  a  couple  of  hours  or 
so,  the  wort  is  strained,  poured 
into  a  vat  and  yeast  is  added. 
When  it  has  fermented  it  is  stored 
in  kegs,  bottles  or  cans. 

Beer  must  be  pasteurized  be- 
fore it  is  bottled  or  canned  to  pre-

vent  it  from  starting  to  ferment 
again  and  exploding  the  contain- 
ers. Beer  stored  in  kegs  need  not 
be  pasteurized  for  the  heavy  bar- 
rels can  withstand  the  pressure. 
Some  beer  drinkers  say  the 
pasteurization  affects  the  taste, 
and  they  insist  on  "draught"  beer. 
Others  prefer  the  bottled  or 
canned  varieties.  I  say,  take  your 
choice. 

The  flavor,  body  and  aroma 
of  beer  depend  on  a  number  of 
things:  the  amount  of  kilning  of 
the  malt;  the  type  of  water  used; 
the  amount  and  types  of  other 
grains;  the  length  of  time  and  the 
temperature  of  cooking  the  mash; 
the  quality  and  the  amount  of 
hops;  the  type  of  yeast  used;  and 
the  temperature  at  which  fermen- 
tation takes  place. 

Here  is  a  list  of  the  major 
types  of  beer: 

Lager:  This  popular  light  brew 
is  delicately  flavored,  clear  and 
bubbly.  It  gets  its  effervescence 
in  a  special  process  by  which  the 
carbonic  acid  gas  given  off  during 
fermentation  is  captured  and  add- 
ed to  the  beer  again  before  it  is 
bottled.  Most  American  beer  is 
lager. 

Bock  heer:  This  is  heavier, 
darker  and  sweeter  than  regular 
beer  and  is  a  seasonal  product.  It 
comes  on  the  market  in  spring  for 
about  two  months.  In  regions 
where  there  are  many  Americans 
of  German  descent,  Bock  beer 
festivals  are  held  in  the  spring 
with  much  dancing,  feasting  and 
singing.  .Some  people  believe  that 
Bock  beer  is  made  with  the  dregs 
scraped  from  the  vats  when  they 
are  cleaned  out  in  winter.  Every 
Bock  beer  season  I  hear  this  ru- 
mor repeated  by  someone.  It's  in- 
teresting, but  untrue.  Bock  beer  is 
simply  made  with  a  recipe  that 
differs  from  that  for  regular  beer. 
As  a  seasonal  drink,  like  May 
wine,  it  probably  dates  from  an- 
cient spring  rites  of  pagan  times. 
Ale:  Ale  is  fermented  at  a  higher 
temperature  than  beer  and  conse- 
quently has  a  stronger  flavor.  It  is 
a  little  heavier,  more  velvety  and 
higher  in  alcoholic  content.  Often 
fine  ales  are  produced  in  areas 
that  do  not  do  well  with  beer; 
water  that  makes  excellent  ale  is 
not  right  for  the  lighter  brew. 
Stout:  This  is  a  very  dark  ale, 
thick  in  texture,  strong  in  flavor. 
It's  an  excellent  accompaniment 
for  oysters.  When  mixed  with  an 
equal  amount  of  champagne,  it 
becomes  black  velvet,  a  favorite 
Christmas  drink  in  England. 
Fanciers  of  stout  insist  it  should 
not  be  chilled,  contending  that

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icing  destroys  some  of  the  full. 
heavy  flavor. 

Porter:  If  you  remember  the 
love  story  of  the  poet  Robert 
Browning  and  Elizabeth  Barrett, 
you  will  recall  that  Mr.  Barrett 
forced  porter  on  the  invalid  Eliza- 
beth to  restore  her  health.  The 
poetess  found  it  revolting.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  porter  was  a  com- 
mon prescription  in  the  19th  cen- 
tury for  the  delicate.  It  is  a  very 
dark  ale  with  heavy  foam,  but  less 
pimgent  and  earthy  in  flavor  than 
stout  or  fine  ales. 
Sake:  The  Japanese  beer  made 
from  rice.  It  is  higher  in  alcoholic 
content  than  American  beer  or  ale 
and  should  be  drunk  slightly 
warm.  Some  enjoy  it  with  Oriental 
foods. 

Besides  the  variation  in  types 
of  beers,  products  from  different 
breweries  vary  in  flavor  and  body. 
Each  firm  has  its  own  formula.  It 
jvould  be  folly  to  try  to  list  all  the 
well  known  American  beers  and 
ales.  Every  section  of  the  country 
has  its  own  special  brews;  some 
are  sold  nationally;  many  are 
made  in  small  quantities  and 
marketed  locally.  I  have  often 
found  outstanding  beers  among 
lesser  known  regional  products. 
Canada  sends  us  some  excellent 
beers  and  ales,  and  fine  Mexican 
beers  are  sold  in  many  areas.  I 
can  only  suggest  that  beer  drink- 
ers try  the  various  brews  available 
in  their  communities  and  select 
the  one  they  like  best. 

In  addition  to  the  inexpensive 
American  beers  and  ales  there  are 
many  famous  imports,  costlier, 
but  well  worth  trying.  Some  shops 
that  carry  the  imports  offer  a 
taster's  package  with  as  many  as 
a  dozen  beers  to  sample.  Look  for 
the  following: 

Pilsner:  From  Pilsen  in  Czecho- 
slovakia. A  favorite  for  genera- 
tions. 

Munchener:  From  Munich  in 
Germany.  Considered  by  many  to 
be  the  best  in  the  world. 
East  India  ale:  An  English  ale 
so-named  because  great  quantities 
of  it  were  exported  to  the  Orient 
many  years  ago.  It  is  a  soft,  deli- 
cate drink  with  a  velvety  texture. 
Delicious. 

Export  beer:  Another  English 
item  with  a  higher  alcoholic  con- 
tent than  the  average  beer.  The 
extra  alcohol  is  supposed  to  make 
it  a  good  traveler. 

Denmark  and  Holland  pro- 
duce fine  light  beers. 

Besides  sake,  the  referment- 
ed  beer  from  Japan,  there  is  a  reg- 
ular fermented  Japanese  beer  that 
is  very  tasty.  In  fact,  it  is  a  great

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favorite  with  tourists  in  the  Far 
East.  It  is  now  being  imported  and 
is  available  in  small  quantities  in 
some  areas. 

Beer  can  be  served  at  any  and 
all  times  and  with  almost  any 
food,  and  there  are  some  dishes 
that  seem  to  demand  it — curries, 
for  example,  and  all  other  hot 
and  spicy  foods,  such  as  Mexican 
chili  dishes.  The  cool,  sharp  quali- 
ty of  the  brew  cuts  the  hot  tang  of 
such  foods  as  no  other  drink  can. 
Of  course,  cheese  and  beer  have 
been  age-old  companions.  For  a 
late  evening  snack  there  is  noth- 
ing better  than  a  cheese  platter 
that  includes  sharp  aged  Cheddar, 
some  English  Cheshire  and  per- 
haps .some  of  that  excellent  Oka 
cheese  made  by  the  Trappist 
monks  in  Canada  and  this  coun- 
try, along  with  some  good  firm 
bread  and  chilled  beer  or  ale. 

Beer  goes  well  with  hearty 
meats  such  as  steaks  and  chops 
and  to  me  it  seems  better  with  a 
good  thick  mutton  chop  than  most 
wine.  It  is  a  natural  ally  of  oysters 
and  clams  and  delicious  with 
salmon.  It  is  the  best  accompani- 
ment for  fish  deep  fat  fried;  it  cuts 
the  fat.  Of  course  beer  goes  with 
all  pork  dishes  and  sausages,  for 
their  richness  needs  the  astringent 
accent.  The  old-fashioned  Dutch 
lunch  of  cold  cuts,  cheese,  potato 
salad  and  rye  bread  always  calls 
for  steins  of  beer  or  ale,  and  these 
earthy  brews  go  equally  well  with 
almost  all  other  cold  picnic  fare. 
Sauerkraut  or  choucroute — ^the 
classic  sour  cabbage  of  Germany 
and  Alsace — is  generally  served 
with  beer  and  often  is  cooked  in 
ale  or  beer. 

Cooking  with  beer,  in  fact,  is 
as  old  as  cooking  with  wine,  and 
many  of  the  world's  most  famous 
dishes  depend  on  it  for  their  spe- 
cial flavor.  Belgium's  carbonnade 
flamande  is  a  beef  ragout  with 
beer  as  the  liquid;  Welsh  rarebit, 
the  cheese  fondue  of  England,  is 
made  with  fine  old  Cheddar  and 
ale.  Fish  poached  in  beer  is  deli- 
cate and  delectable,  and  beer 
makes  the  best  base  for  a  fritter 
batter. 

But  to  drink  beer,  rather  than 
eat  it,  is  the  greatest  joy.  For 
pleasure  at  its  peak,  chill  the  beer 
to  about  45  degrees.  Ale  should 
be  slightly  warmer.  Serve  it  in 
chilled  heavy  mugs,  or  chilled 
sheer  crystal.  Do  not  pour  it  high 
and  fast.  You'll  have  only  a  glass 
of  foam.  Slide  it  slowly  and  gently 
down  the  side  of  the  glass  and  you 
will  have  a  sparkling  cool  drink 
with  just  the  right  amount  of  ef- 
fervescence. Try  this  on  a  hot 
afternoon  and  repeat  as  often  as 
necessary.  END

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colored  bulbs  ("candlelight  yel- 
low, sun  gold,  green,  aqua,  sky 
blue" )  and  garden  with  seeds 
taken  from  tinted  packages  and 
fertilized  with  a  hyacinth  spread- 
er. You  can  clip  your  coupons  or 
your  roses  with  scissors  with  red 
plastic  handles,  and  you  can  fall 
exhausted  from  your  labors  before 
a  color  television  screen  set  in  a 
colored  plastic  cabinet.  But  when 
you  go  to  bed  you  can.  at  least, 
dream  in  black  and  white,  which, 
it  is  said,  most  of  us  do. 

The  wave  of  color  which  has 
engulfed  us  or.  more  accurately, 
the  wave  on  which  we  now  seem 
to  be  happily  floating,  rose  from 
the  dull  sea  of  khaki  and  dark 
blue  of  World  War  II.  The  Civil 
War  produced  a  comparable  re- 
action and  the  tastemakers  of  the 
last  quarter  of  the  19th  century 
were  determined  to  bring  under 
control  the  gaudy  colors  that  had 
sprouted  on  the  walls  and  in  the 
windows  of  brownstone  and  Gothic 
cottages  and  farmhouses  all  over 
America.  There  was  a  good  deal  of 
talk  about  liic  vulgarity  of  "crim- 
son curtains  against  white  walls" 
and  of  "staring  papers."  just  as 
there  are  likely  to  be  admonitions 
in  a  decade  or  so  about  the  bright 
colors  in  which  we  deck  our  houses 
and  our  cars  and  our  males  today. 

Men  in  love 

Tiie  progress  of  color  since 
I  lie  war  has  been  a  gradual  one. 
In  the  depression  year  of  1936 
women's  tastes  ran,  according  to 
a  color  expert,  to  rust  and  green. 
A  decade  later,  just  after  the  war, 
the  most  popular  colors  were 
"blue,  wine  and  burgundy."  (I 
had  always  thought  that  burgundy 
was  wine;  perhaps  you  know  the 
difference.)  In  1957  the  most 
popular  colors  are  greens,  yellows, 
pinks  and  cocoas.  (It  has  seemed 
to  me  that  women's  dresses  this 
year  have  run  to  underwater 
colors,  bluey  greens,  a  tribute  per- 
haps to  the  fad  for  skin  diving.) 
Men.  on  the  other  hand,  appear  to 
have  gone  from  almost  complete 
disregard  of  color  in  the  Thirties 
to  a  passionate  love  affair  with  all 
colors.  Not  only  is  it  they  who  buy 
the  canary  slacks  to  wear  with 
raspberry  jackets  and  plaid  cum- 
merbunds, but  they  also  buy  the 
automobiles  that  are  painted  to 
look  like  fishing  lures — red  and 
white  or  lavender  and  pink  plugs 
decked  with  silver-tipped  fins. 
They  can  get  away  with  it,  I  sus- 
pect, because  women  not  only  let 
them  but  abet  their  extravagances. 

It  is  interesting  to  speculate 
on  what  may  have  caused  this  de- 
mand for  color.  I  think  we  can  dis- 


miss the  commercial  reasons  not 
as  irrelevant  but  as  following 
rather  than  preceding  the  desire. 
It  is  an  axiom  of  fashion  that  no 
designer  can  launch  a  style  until 
the  public  is  ready  for  it.  and 
though  manufacturers  of  all  sorts 
of  goods  today  have  discovered 
that  there  is  sales  appeal  in  color, 
they  created  the  supply,  not  the 
demand. 

The  reaction  to  the  war.  as  we 
have  noted,  may  have  had  some- 
thing to  do  with  it.  There  was  a 
desire  for  a  "new  look"  after  ra- 
tioning and  shortages  had  re- 
strained changes  of  fashion,  but 
that  would  not  account  for  the  cur- 
rent fashion  for  light  and  bright 
colors.  The  pendulum  of  tastes  is 
likely  to  swing  in  longer  strokes 
than  that.  This  current  vogue  for 
color  in  all  probability  is  less  of  a 
reaction  to  the  war  than  it  is  to  the 
idea  of  respectability  that  we  as- 
.sociate  with  the  mauve  decades 
and  the  late  Victorian.  Houses 
were  bigger  in  those  days,  and  g 
10-room  house  could  be  built  for 
$3..500.  It  was  full  of  nooks  and 
crannies,  of  dark  stair  wells,  and 
stained  glass  windows,  and  the 
light  was  dim  and  the  wallpapers 
muted  after  the  dictates  of  two 
prophets  of  taste,  Charles  East- 
lake  and  William  Morris.  It  was 
considered  "artistic"  to  have  sepia 
reproductions  of  Raphaels  and 
Guido  Renis  on  the  living  room 
wall,  and  the  dining  room  was 
decorated  with  a  plate  rail  sup- 
porting the  family's  prize  pieces  of 
Delft  ware.  The  number  of  orna- 
mental surfaces  that  had  to  be 
cleaned  or  dusted  was  not  con- 
sidered a  problem  by  housewives 
with  maids  they  hired  for  $7  or  $8 
a  month;  they  were  merely  part  of 
the  routine  of  "gracious  living." 

The  worst  sin 

Gradually  in  the  early  dec- 
ades of  this  century  houses  began 
to  grow  more  light,  colors  became 
paler  and  windows  larger  and  the 
sun  was  let  in.  "Suitability,"  as 
preached  by  Elsie  de  Wolfe,  was 
the  watchword  of  interior  decora- 
tion. Suitability  meant  chintz  and 
French  furniture  and  colors  that 
blended  into  one  another.  The 
worst  sin  against  good  taste  was  a 
"jarring  note."  Further  than  that 
the  working  parts  of  the  house,  the 
kitchen  and  pantry  and  laundry, 
were  divorced  from  the  living 
parts  of  the  house.  Tools  of  all 
sorts  were  for  the  use  of  the  help 
and  whether  they  were  attractive 
to  look  at  or  not  was  of  no  moment 
to  anyone  so  long  as  they  were  of 
good  workmanship  and  durable. 
Even  in  those  families  where  there 


was  no  servant,  it  did  not  occur  to 
anyone  that  the  implements  of  life 
should  be  more  than  serviceable. 
Decoration  was  for  the  parlor  and 
the  livins  room. 

Then  a  change  came  and 
more  and  more  families  discov- 
ered that  the  entire  house  was  liv- 
ing room.  The  kitchen  was  no 
longer  just  a  kitchen;  it  was  a 
dining  room  at  breakfast,  just  as 
the  living  room  was  a  dining  room 
in  the  evening  and  the  back  yard  a 
dining  room  in  summer.  The  parts 
of  the  house  began  to  take  on  not 
only  a  unity  of  use  but,  as  a  natu- 
ral next  step,  a  unity  of  attitude 
and  of  decoration.  The  kitchen 
began  to  look  less  like  an  operat- 
ing room  and  more  like  a  living 
room,  and  the  living  room  with  its 
clean-lined  furniture  began  to  look 
something  like  an  operating  room. 
The  house  went  through  a  meta- 
morphosis, and  color  began  to 
turn  up  everywhere.  All  the  rooms 
assumed  new  functions  and  many 
of  the  formalities  of  living  became 
relaxed. 

Eager  ears 

But  there  is  still  another  con- 
tribution to  our  concern  with  color 
in  the  house  which  we  must  not 
overlook.  As  the  functions  of  the 
house  were  made  to  overlap,  the 
ideas  of  modern  design  began  to 
seep  slowly  into  the  public  con- 
sciousness. Echoes  from  the  Bau- 
haus  in  Dessau,  very  faint  indeed 
at  first,  whispered  functionalist 
ideas  into  ears  that  were  eager  to 
hear  a  new  doctrine  of  design. 
Gradually  ornament  fell  into  dis- 
favor; more  clean-limbed  furni- 
ture and  equipment  replaced  the 
old  encrusted  models.  In  most 
families  some  sort  of  functional 
design  appeared  in  the  kitchen 
and  bathrooms  first,  because  it 
was  space  saving  and  easy  to 
clean.  To  relieve  the  monotony  of 
the  surfaces  colors  became  more 
and  more  important. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  in  the 
bolder  houses  the  colors  should 
have  been  those  of  the  abstract 
painters  with  whom  the  function- 
alist movement  was  so  closely  as- 
sociated. Primary  colors,  con- 
sidered vulgar  a  few  decades  be- 
fore, were  once  more  respectable. 
The  shocking  (not  so  long  ago) 
combinations  of  gray  blues  and 
browns  that  the  painter  Braque 
used  so  subtly  appeared  in  clothes 
by  designers  like  Elizabeth  Hawes 
and  before  long  in  the  rooms  of 
sprightly  young  couples  who  ex- 
perimented with  painting  the  walls 
of  a  room  in  different  colors.  The 
concept  of  the  house  had  come  a 
long  way  since  the  days  of  the 
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mauve  decades.  The  idea  of  the 
good  IHe  was  no  longer  "refine- 
ment;" it  had  become  relaxation 
and  gaiety. 

The  gay  deceiver 

The  result  has  been,  among 
others,  the  rainbow  in  which  we 
are  now  living.  We  have  been  en- 
during a  great  deal  of  experimen- 
tation with  colors,  some  of  it,  as  in 
automobiles,  downright  ludicrous, 
much  of  it  a  pleasure.  We  have 
also  seen  color  used  as  a  substi- 
tute for  thoughtful  design,  per- 
haps on  the  theory  that  if  an  ob- 
ject is  painted  a  bright  enough 
color  or  tricked  up  with  enough 
roses  and  gilt,  nobody  will  notice 
how  essentially  fumbling  its  de- 
sign is.  Rainbows,  after  all,  are  al- 
ways the  result  of  conflicting  phe- 
nomena happening  at  the  same 
moment,  and  like  all  natural  phe- 
nomena they  are  unhampered  by 
consideration  of  taste  or  discrimi- 
nation. The  rainbow  in  which  we 
live  includes  the  juke  box  along 
with  the  jewel  box,  the  tawdry  and 
the  tasteful,  the  gutsy  and  the 
genteel.  It  also  includes  delight. 

There  is,  however,  this  dif- 
ference between  the  current  phe- 
nomenon and  the  folklore  about 
the  usual  one:  first  we  found  the 
pot  of  gold  and  then  went  looking 
for  the  rainbow.  END 

COLOR 
COMES  FIRST

Thus  it  is  possible  to  speak  of  the 
different  experiences  of  different 
sense  organs  as  having  the  same, 
or  similar,  qualities. 

It  sounds  perfectly  logical  to 
speak  of  light  beers,  light  tones, 
light  perfumes;  heavy  colors, 
tastes,  odors  and  sounds;  sharp 
voices,  sharp  notes,  sharp  words; 
strong  or  weak  colors,  odors, 
flavors;  dry  wines,  hot  music; 
cold,  bright  or  dull  feelings.  The 
brain,  receiving  stimulations  of  all 
sorts  from  all  sides,  tends  to  mix 
them  up  pretty  much  in  the  same 
mental  porridge. 

With  foods  the  appetizing 
quality  will  depend  much  on  col- 
or. Butter  has  to  be  a  certain  tint 
of  yellow.  Meat  and  potatoes  must 
be  the  right  shade  of  red  and 
white.  For  the  most  part  peach, 
warm  red,  orange,  brown,  light 
green  are  the  "edible"  hues,  but 
gray,  chartreuse  and  purple  are 
not.  Pink  would  "taste"  good  in 
frosting  or  cake,  but  it  would  be 
something  else  again  in  a  slice  of 
bread.  Many  a  man's  distaste  for

Things  that  look 
wrong  cannot  possibly  taste  right. 

Yet  topping  off  these  psychic 
elements  that  persist  in  the  ex- 
perience of  color — all  humanity 
shares  them — is  a  constant  ebb 
and  flow  of  change  brought  about 
by  cultural  shifts  and  the  whims  of 
fashion.  Though  tomorrow's  home 
never  looks  like  yesterday's  home, 
except  where  traditional  purists 
are  at  work,  there  is  a  never  end- 
ing rise  and  fall  of  color  prefer- 
ences. These  trends  move  in  cy- 
cles, repeating  themselves  over 
and  over  through  the  years.  And 
constantly  to  the  fore  come  those 
simple  and  primitive  hues — red, 
yellow,  green,  blue — which  are  as 
fundamental  to  mankind  as  hun- 
ger and  thirst. 

All  human  beings  share  a 
more  or  less  common  regard  for 
color.  The  Indian  who  bedaubs  his 
body  with  pigments,  the  florid  cos- 
tumes and  ornaments  of  primi- 
tives, the  gaudy  likes  of  a  child  are 
rarely  looked  upon  as  an  expres- 
sion of  vulgarity  or  superficiality, 
for  one  recognizes  that  these  pre- 
tenses are  heart-felt.  Even  the  so- 
phisticate may  shop  Fifth  Avenue 
for  a  scarlet  dress  to  wear  at  the 
Waldorf.  In  this  she  may  be  sister 
to  the  aborigine  who  centuries  ago 
boiled  homespun  cloths  in  herbs 
and  roots  to  achieve  the  same  hue. 
In  truth,  there  is  nothing  archaic 
or  clownish  about  colors ;  they  are 
all  beautiful — -yesterday,  now  and 
forever. 

Man  lives  by  color 

The  pristine  charm  of  color 
has  carried  through  all  centuries, 
working  its  way  into  the  culture 
of  all  peoples,  showing  itself 
in  mythology,  religion,  custom, 
science,  art.  Man  must  symbolize 
the  great  moods,  convictions  and 
faiths  of  his  life  with  hues  to  be 
draped  on  his  body,  carried  in 
ensigns,  displayed  on  the  altars, 
buildings  and  monuments  of  his 
creation.  He  just  can't  do  without 
them. 

It  is  hardly  a  coincidence  that 
a  lot  of  eminent  thought  has  been 
devoted  to  color,  and  at  times  from 
very  unexpected  sources.  Obvious- 
ly, a  person  sucli  as  an  artist,  who 
works  with  color,  becomes  versed 
in  its  tradition  and  mysteries.  But 
other  minds,  with  not  immediate 
cause  to  do  so.  have  also  gone  in 
quest  of  the  spiritual  rainbow  that 
lies  within  the  human  psyche. 

Goethe  is  an  outstanding  ex- 
ample. Having  a  philosophical 
mind  that  championed  feeling  and 
emotion  against  the  cold  mathe- 
matics of  science,  he  took  on  the

We  find  this  eighth  wonder  of_the 
world  nodding  to  its  fall ...  so  that 
the  sun  can  at  last  shine  into  this 
old  nest  of  rats  and  owls." 

To  Goethe,  color  became 
something  of  an  obsession.  So 
much  so  that  he  belittled  his  own 
efforts  as  a  poet,  admitting  that  a 
lot  of  better  ones  had  lived  before 
him  and  would  come  after  him. 
"But  that  in  my  century  I  am  the 
only  person  who  knows  the  truth 
in  the  difBcult  science  of  colors — • 
of  this.  I  say.  I  am  not  a  little 
proud." 

Goetlie  spread  the  virus  to 
Schopenhauer  who.  as  a  young 
man.  took  up  the  great  man's 
cause  and  borrowed  his  parapher- 
nalia. But  Schopenhauer  was  also 
an  emotional  individualist,  and 
the  disciple  and  master  promptly 
collided  witli  each  otlier. 

Gladstone  was  wroii}; 

In  tlic  British  statesman  Wil- 
liam Kwart  Gladstone,  one  comes 
upon  an  unexpected  interest  in 
color.  Yet  the  great  liberal  set  out 
to  couple  his  love  of  classical  lit- 
erature with  a  profound  study  of 
the  color  j)redilections  of  the 
Greek  poets.  However,  with  great 
pains  he  concluded  (erroneously) 
that  man's  color  sense  was  of  fair- 
ly recent  development.  Homer,  it 
seems,  made  copious  references  to 
red.  brown  and  purple,  but  not 
to  blue  and  green.  The  following 
statement,  though  never  delivered 
in  the  halls  of  Parliament,  certain- 
ly resounds  with  histrionic  elo- 
quence: "So  full  grown  is  it  (the 
color  sense)  that  a  child  of  three 
years  knows,  that  it  sees,  more  of 
color,  than  the  man  who  founded 
for  the  race  the  sublime  office  of 
the  poet,  and  who  built  upon  his 
own  foundations  an  edifice  so 
lofty,  and  so  firm  that  it  still 
towers  unapproachably  above  the 
handiwork  not  only  of  common, 
but  even  of  many  uncommon 
men." 

Gladstone,  unfortunately,  was 
mistaken   about   blue   and   ereen. 


The  colors  were  probably  so  ob- 
vious that  Homer  didn't  bother  to 
mention  them  by  name.  In  any 
ev.ent,  one  knows  that  Greek 
architecture,  sculpture  and  poly- 
chrome abounded  with  them. 

In  more  modern  times  the 
philosopher  Havelock  Ellis  also 
had  a  go  at  the  bards,  but  he 
broadened  his  field  to  include  t-he 
Bible  and  the  v^rriters  of  his  own 
country.  Of  Shakespeare:  "He 
plays  with  color,  lays  it  on  to  an 
impossible  thickness  ...  no  great 
poet  ever  wed  the  colors  of  the 
world  so  disdainfully  . .  ." 

According  to  Ellis.  Chaucer 
liked  yellow  hair.  Coleridge  had 
a  repugnance  for  black,  while 
Baudelaire  loved  it.  Keats  and 
Wordsworth  were  enthralled  by 
green.  Poe  doted  on  things  yellow 
and  golden,  whereas  Whitman 
couldn't  stand  them. 

Color  fancies  of  artists 

These  predilections  and  antip- 
athies for  color,  showed  by  every- 
one, have  been  given  wide  expres- 
sion in  literature,  art  and  music. 
Kandinsky.  for  example,  had  a 
particular  horror  for  yellow.  '"It 
may  be  paralleled  in  human  na- 
ture with  madness,  not  with 
melancholy  or  hypochondriacal 
mania,  but  rather  with  violent, 
raving  lunacy."  If  yellow  hardly 
deserves  such  an  indictment,  it 
was  favored  by  the  painter  Van 
Gogh  (luring  the  more  psychotic 
period  of  his  life.  It  is  said  that 
Gainsborough  painted  his  Blue 
Boy  as  a  temperamental  refuta- 
tion of  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds'  in- 
sistence that  every  good  painting 
had  to  be  dominantly  warm  in 
tone.  Picasso  had  a  so-called 
"blue  period."  Gauguin  stuck  to 
pink  most  of  his  career. 

Artists  work  with  color  and 
quite  naturally  end  up  with  fan- 
cies about  it.  What  of  others 
who  go  out  of  their  way  to  deal 
with  the  subject  where  it  has 
only  vague  connections  with  their 
talents? 

Fascinating  alliances  are 
found  in  the  art  of  music,  where 
even  color  terms  are  intermixed. 


The  word  color  itself  is  known 
to  music  as  a  description  of  gen- 
eral sound  quality.  Hue  refers 
to  shifts  in  sound  effects.  Tone 
is  synonymous  with  timbre.  In- 
tensity is  easily  referable  to  color 
or  sound. 

According  to  scholars  in  mu- 
sic, many  composers  had  curious 
notions  about  color.  Liszt  had  cer- 
tain pet  phrases.  "More  pink  here, 
if  you  please."  "That  is  too  black." 
"I  want  it  all  azure."  Beethoven 
considered  B  minor  the  black  key. 
Schubert  likened  E  minor  "unto 
a  maiden  robed  in  white  with  a 
rose-red  bow  on  her  heart."  Sun- 
light was  like  C  major,  whereas 
cold  colors  were  minors.  Debussy 
admitted  an  effort  "to  catch  these 
violet  rays  of  emotion." 

Wagner's  "color"  music 

Wagner  was  outspoken.  "I 
am  differently  organized  from 
other  men.  I  must  have  beauty, 
light  color."  He  considered  his 
"fire"  music  to  be  color  trans- 
lated into  sound.  In  one  of  his 
scores  he  used  red  for  strings, 
green  for  wood  winds  and  black 
for  brass.  Music  was  obliged  to 
resolve  irself  into  "movements  of 
feeling,  into  blends  of  color." 

To  Scriabin  color  and  music 
were  pretty  much  one  and  the 
same  thing  from  the  standpoint  of 
emotion.  For  his  Prometheus  he 
wrote  a  special  color  score,  which 
he  called  "Luce." 

The  appeal  of  color  is  uni- 
versal in  order.  Love  of  it  is 
natural,  profound  and  spontane- 
ous in  human  life,  with  no  barrier 
of  age  or  education.  The  art  of 
color  thus  has  qualities  of  sim- 
plicity that  set  it  apart  in  this 
world. 

Everyone  has  a  feeling  for 
color  that  comes  from  the  heart. 
A  person  may  be  naive  or  illiter- 
ate in  poetry,  the  rest  of  literature, 
music  and  art.  but  not  so  with  col- 
or. In  this  realm  of  beauty  he  finds 
himself  blessed  by  the  gods  and — 
high  born  or  low  born,  ignorant  or 
intellectual — his  taste  is  good 
taste,  to  himself  and  usually  to  the 
world  at  large.  END

roots.  Homogeneity  of  soil  texture 
is  essential  to  ready  movement  of 
soil  water  and  oxygen  about  roots, 
so  layers  or  pockets  of  organic 
matter,  clay  or  sand  are  to  be 
avoided. 

In  building  a  new  lawn  on 
new  ground,  first  remove  the  avail- 
able topsoil  layer  and  then  re- 
spread    it,    after    loosening    and 


grading  the  subsoil.  Rather  than 
buy  so-called  topsoil  (unless  you 
are  sure  of  your  source)  add 
straight  "humus"  (equivalent  to 
at  least  four  full  bales  of  peatmoss 
per  LOOO  square  feet  of  lawn 
area).  On  all  but  the  heaviest 
clays  or  loosest  sandy  soils,  this 
will  give  your  seed  a  good  root 
hold.  After  that,  well   fed   grass 


will    serve    to    a    surprising    de- 
gree   as    its    own    soil    improver. 
Lawn   procedures.     It  is 

fair  to  say  that  nine  lawns  out  of 
ten  are  grossly  underfed,  and  that 
four  out  of  five  are  incorrectly  fed. 
Given  a  basic  soil  of  even  fair 
mechanical  adequacy,  you  may 
feed  good  grass  into  a  condition 
of  health  and  vigor.  This  will  cost 
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you  something:  not  only  in  money, 
but  in  the  necessity  for  regular  and 
adequate  mowing,  for  carefully 
controlled  moisture  (too  little  will 
not  support  heavy  feeding;  too 
much  may  cause  excessively  thick 
growth,  induce  disease),  for  regu- 
lar grubproofing,  for  insecticidal 
and  fungicidal  treatments,  for 
eradication  of  weeds.  In  general 
(and  this  is  very  general  indeed) 
a  lawn  will  respond  best  to: 

1.  Fall  sowing  of  all  temperate 
region  grasses.  Bermuda  grass 
and  some  other  warm  weather 
kinds  are  best  sown  in  spring, 
in  early  summer,  or  according  to 
incidence  of  the  rainy  season. 

2.  Feeding  with  complete  fer- 
tilizer in  early  spring  and  again 
in  early  fall,  with  an  early  summer 
supplement  of  organic  or  slow  re- 
lease plant  food.  Total  amount  of 
nitrogen,  the  key  grass  nutrient, 
should  approximate  5  lbs.  per 
1,000  sq.  ft.  per  season.  When  pre- 
paring a  new  seed  bed,  you  would 
do  well  to  mix  into  the  upper  6 
inches  of  soil  25  lbs.  of  super- 
phosphate per  1,000  sq.  ft.  Local 
fertilizer  requirements  will  vary 
enormously,  and  should  be  locally 
checked. 

3.  Grubproofing  of  all  lawns, 
initially  and  at  least  every  two 
years,  with  chlordane  or  dieldrin. 
Chlordane  is  probably  the  most 
generally  serviceable,  and  will 
help  control  not  only  the  chief 
enemies  of  turf  in  Japanese,  Asi- 
atic garden  and  June  beetle  areas, 
but  many  other  troublesome  pests 
as  well. 

4.  Disease  control  treatment, 
on  demonstrated  or  anticipated 
need,  in  regions  where  snow  mold, 
brown  patch,  and  other  turf  ail- 
ments are  known  to  prevail.  Sea- 
sonal rainfall,  added  water,  tem- 
perature in  relation  to  humidity, 
absolute  temperature  ranges  are 
all  factors  governing  the  incidence 
of  disease  and  the  necessity  for 
control.  Some  grasses  (Kentucky 
blue,  for  example)  are  subject  to 
apparently  uncontrollable  attacks 
of  leaf  spot.  Merion  may  suffer 
from  rust.  The  newer  fescues  in 
mixture  with  blue  grasses  may 
help  minimize  these  and  other  ills 
in  the  total  lawn.  Remember  that 
not  all  troubles  descend  on  all 
grasses  or  all  lawns  at  once. 

5.  Adaptation  of  lawn  plant  to 
lawn  condition.  This  means  simply 
that  it  is  a  waste  of  time  to  ex- 
pect grasses  to  grow  as  well  on  a 
sun  baked  slope,  over  buried  ledge 
rock,  in  poorly  drained  swales,  in 
profound  shade,  or  in  competition 
with  invasive  tree  roots  as  they 
would  if  left  to  themselves  in  a 
fair  field.  In  still  other  words:  sup- 
plement grass  with  groundcovers 
where  grass  does  so  poorly  that  it 
mars  the  beauty  of  the  landscape. 
There  are  scores  of  good  ground- 
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covers  in  addition  to  the  ivy,  pach- 
ysandra,  myrtle  and  the  others  pic- 
tured earlier. 

6.  Watering  when  and  only 
when  the  lawn  will  be  truly  bene- 
fited from  supplementary  water- 
ing. Most  casual  efforts  with  the 
family  hose  do  more  harm  than 
good.  They  are  usually  either  too 
little  or  too  often  or  both,  en- 
couraging shallow  rooting  and  in- 
viting disaster  during  prolonged 
droughts  or  hot  spells.  At  the  other 
extreme,  egged  on  by  makers  of 
do-it-yourself  sprinkler  outfits  and 
by  the  sheer  weight  of  neighbor- 
ly competition,  grass  conscious 
householders  drench  their  grass, 
encouraging  a  growth  so  lush  and 
soft  that  it  yields  easily  to  disease 
or  suffers  badly  when  freezing 
weather  comes.  Lawns  should  be 
watered  only  when  the  ground  is 
dry  two  or  three  inches  down,  and 
then  should  be  wet  to  a  depth  of 
five  or  six  inches. 

Tip  to  grass  farmers 

At  the  outset,  we  said  that 
raising  a  good  lawn  fell  into  the 
category  of  farming,  not  garden- 
ing. Now  we  urge  you  to  take  a 
tip  from  the  farmer  and  acquire 
detailed  knowledge  of  your  crop 
as  any  farmer  would:  consult  ap- 
propriate government  agencies — 
federal,  state  and  local.  Their 
recommendations  may  not  be  as 
brief  as  ours,  or  as  glamorous  as 
some  of  the  advertisements  you 
read,  but  their  work  is  painstak- 
ing, tested,  and  enormously  in- 
formed. One  new  federal  booklet 
we  especially  recommend :  Better 
Laivns  (1957),  Home  and  Garden 
Bulletin  No.  51,  available  for 
15  cents  from  the  Superintendent 
of  Documents,  U.  S.  Government 
Printing  Office,  Washington  25, 
D.  C.  Generalized  but  inclusive, 
this  booklet  has  the  added  virtue 
of  suggesting  to  you  those  special 
areas  in  which  you  will  wish  to  get 
more  specific  regional  informa- 
tion. For  this,  write  your  State 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station 
(inquire  at  your  county  seat). 
Finally,  consult  your  County  Agri- 
cultural Agent  about  purely  local 
conditions. 

You  are  the  only  judge  of  the 
kind  of  lawn  you  want  and 
whether  the  lawn  you  have  meets 
your  requirements.  You  may  wish 
to  treat  lawn  tending  as  a  kind 
of  weekend  conditioning  program, 
to  be  casually  pursued.  You  can 
do  pretty  well  that  way.  But  if  you 
want  a  really  good  lawn,  you  will 
not  deviate  far  from  the  program 
just  outlined.  Whatever  you 
choose  to  do,  remember  that  in 
this  kind  of  farming,  your  life 
does  not  depend  on  the  quality  of 
your  work — only  your  pleasure 
and,  just  possibly,  your  peace  of 
mind.  END

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brokeshire,  on  the  south-west  coast 
of  Wales  .  .  .  How  far  from  Stone- 
henge  is  that?  Well,  if  the  prover- 
bial crow  were  to  fly  direct,  across 
half  of  Wiltshire  to  Bristol,  over 
the  river  Severn  into  Glamorgan, 
across  the  whole  length  of  that 
county  and  Carmarthenshire  into 
Pembrokeshire,  the  distance  wotild 
be  some  135  mifes! 

How  was  this  feat,  unequalled 
in  European  history,  humanly  pos- 
sible— more  than  3,500  years 
ago — without  so  much  as  a  horse 
or  a  wheel? 

There  were,  needless  to  say. 
but  two  alternative  routes:  land 
and  water.  And  although  of  course 
it  can  never  be  proven,  it  is  gener- 
ally assumed  that  the.se  essentially 
barbaric  heroes  chose  to  make  as 
much  of  the  journey  as  possible  by 
sea — that  is.  by  boat  from  Milford 
Haven,  along  the  coast  of  south 
Wales,  up  the  Bristol  Channel,  to 
a  point  in  Gloucestershire  some- 
where north  of  Bath.  Many  miles 
of  the  journey  from  there,  hftw- 
ever,  would  have  to  be  made  not 
only  by  river — the  stone  probably 
placed  in  or  between  dug-out  ca- 
noes lashed  together — but  also  by 
land;  and  experiments  made  re- 
cently have  proved  that  to  drag  a 
solid  block  the  size  of  the  Altar 
.Stone  across  country  by  sledge 
and  roller  requires  a  minimum  of 
110  able-bodied  men.  (The  British 
archaeologist  Dr.  J.  F.  S.  Stone 
l)elicves  that  a  different  route  was 
taken:  from  Milford  Haven  by  sea 
to  Hayle  in  north  Cornwall.  7-8 
miles  overland  from  there  to  Mara- 
zion.  and  thence  along  the  English 
Channel  coast  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Salisbury  Avon  at  Christchurch  in 
Hampshire.)  However  many  bar- 
barian Britons  it  took  to  carry  out 
this  job,  the  stone  arrived,  and  the 
second  phase  of  Stonehenge  ends 
with  the  setting  up  of  a  double  cir- 
cle of  Welsh  bluestones  within,  or 
at  the  center  of,  the  earlier  en- 
closure. 

The  five-year  haul 

After  such  an  achievement  it 
may  seem  something  of  an  anti- 
climax to  consider  the  24-mile 
journey  of  the  seven-times  heavier 
sarsen  stones  over  hill  and  dale 
and  across  one  sizable  river  from 
Avebury  on  the  Marlborough 
Downs — a  task  of  transportation 
it  has  been  calculated  would  take 
1.500  men  at  least  five  and  a  half 
years  to  accomplish.  Having  at- 
tempted to  digest  such  feats  of  the 
imagination,  the  tired  reader  may 
not  feel  like  mustering  sufficient 
interest  to  inquire  what  happened 
when  all  this  mass  of  sarsen  had 
finally  reached  its  destination  and 


the  third  and  final,  but  most  prob- 
lematic, period  of  Stonehenge's 
construction  began. 

But  let  us  not  delude  our- 
selves into  thinking  that  even  in 
comparison  with  the  past  it  was 
child's  play  to  erect  these  great 
blocks,  to  stand  them  up  oh  end 
and  plant  them  so  firmly  in  the 
earth  that  they  would  remain  there 
with  the  permanency  of  moun- 
tains, as  so  many  of  them  have,  for 
thousands  of  years.  The  builders, 
moreover  were  not  to  be  satisfied 
with  simply  making  the  larger 
sarsens  stand  upright,  they  must 
needs  construct,  in  the  shape  of  a 
horseshoe,  five  gigantic  trilithons 
— each  trilithon  consisting  of  two 
uprights  on  top  of  which  rests, 
fixed  with  consummate  artistry  by 
mortice-and-tenon  joints  (like  the 
frame  of  a  door ) .  a  six-to-seven 
ton  lintel  averaging  some  IOV2  feet 
long  and  2i/^  feet  thick. 

Then  the  tooling 

But  again  we  are  anticipating. 
For  before  the  work  of  erection  of 
these  huge  pillars  can  begin,  the 
double  circle  of  bluestones  has  to 
be  removed  (no  one  knows  why) 
and  their  holes  crammed  with 
chalk  to  prepare  the  ground  for 
the  sarsens.  (Later  the  bluestones 
were  "replanted"  in  a  circle  and 
horseshoe  positions,  which  they 
still  retain.)  Even  now,  however, 
the  sarsens  were  still  not  ready  for 
erection.  They  first  had  to  undergo 
a  process  of  "tooling" — or  shap- 
ing. Indeed,  it  is  very  likely  that 
the  first  phase  of  this  work  was 
started  before  these  stones  set  off 
on  their  voyage,  so  as  to  avoid  the 
hauling  of  superfluous  weight.  To 
tool  sarsen,  which  is  as  hard  as 
flint  and  the  most  unworkable  of 
all  British  rock,  these  primitive 
men  pounded  it  with  mauls  of 
stone  the  size  of  footballs  and 
weighing  at  their  heaviest  as  much 
as  60  pounds.  It  has  been  estimated 
that  just  to  dress  the  sarsen  stones 
alone  would  keep  50  men  em- 
ployed 10  hours  a  day  every  day  of 
the  week  for  33  months.  And  when 
the  tooling  was  finished,  the  proc- 
ess of  polishing  began.  .  .  Only 
then  did  these  prehistoric  masons 
get  down  to  the  business  of  build- 
ing. 

The  method  of  erection  is 
considerably  easier  to  describe  by 
diagram  than  in  words.  The  first 
stones  to  be  put  up  were  the  up- 
rights of  the  trilithons.  and  the 
first  job  was  to  dig  the  holes.  This 
in  itself  cannot  have  been  simple, 
for  the  stones  were  of  unequal 
length,  and  it  was  essential,  for 
the  sake  of  the  lintel,   that  they

STONEHENGE

should  be  dead-level  with  one  an- 
other at  the  top.  Three  sides  of 
the  hole  were  dug  perpendicular, 
but  the  fourth  at  a  slope.  Opposite 
this  incline  a  row  of  stout  wooden 
stakes  was  sunk  in  the  hole  in 
order  to  protect  its  inner  face.  The 
stone  itself,  horizontal  and  on 
large  wooden  rollers,  was  then 
hauled  to  the  edge  and  tipped  over 
the  incline  so  that  when  it  struck 
bottom  the  stone  was  already  some 
considerable  way  from  the  hori- 
zontal to  the  vertical  position.  To 
get  the  stone  into  the  vertical  state 
ropes  could  have  been  attached 
to  the  stone-end  and  the  stone 
pulled  upright,  as  telegraph  poles 
are  erected  today.  To  accomplish 
this  feat,  however,  would  seem  to 
have  required  almost  superhuman 
strength,  even  for  these  prehistoric 
men.  An  engineer.  Mr.  E.  H.  Stone, 
has  suggested  that  a  contrivance 
of  timber  in  the  shape  of  a  triangle 
placed  behind  the  hole  and  at- 
tached to  the  stone  by  ropes  would 
so  diminish  the  effort  required  that 
in  this  manner  a  block  of  26  torts 
could  be  raised  by  as  few  as  180 
men ! 

Archaeology's  headache 

There  seems  little  doubt 
among  the  experts  that  this  meth- 
od, or  something  very  similar, 
must  have  been  employed  to  raise 
the  upright  sarsens,  but  the  raising 
and  dropping  in  place  of  the  lintels 
on  top  of  tiie  upriglits  was  some- 
thing else  again.  The  solution  of 
this  conundrum  is  giving  the  ar- 
cliaeologist  a  headache  to  this  day. 
General  opinion  seems  to  be  that 
use  must  have  been  made  of  what 
is  known  as  a  crib,  a  timber  con- 
struction in  appearance  not  unlike 
a  diving  raft.  The  lintel  would  be 
levered  up  onto  this  crib,  and  by 
a  continuous  process  of  leverage. 


first  one  end  of  the  stone,  then  the 
other,  raised  higher  and  higher, 
an  inch  or  two  at  a  time.  To  raise 
in  this  manner  a  lintel  of  almost 
seven  tons  would  require  for  the 
crib  alone  approximately  one  mile 
of  timber  in  poles  six  inches 
square.  Just  how  long  it  would 
take  to  raise  from  the  ground  and 
fix  in  position  one  lintel  on  two 
uprights  is  one  of  those  little  arith- 
metical problems  it  seems  the  spe- 
cialists have  considered  unworthy 
of  solution. 

In  the  34  centuries  since  its 
completion  Stonehenge  has  suf- 
fered many  vicissitudes,  among 
them  partial  destruction  in  the 
Roman  occupation  or  in  the  Mid- 
dle Ages,  possibly  in  both  periods: 
and  it  has  been  attacked  for  cen- 
turies by  vandalism,  by  men  and 
women  hardly  deserving  of  the 
name  of  visitors,  who  until  quite 
recently  thought  nothing  of  hiring 
hammers  from  Amesbury  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  hacking  off  chunks 
of  stone  to  take  home  as  souvenirs. 
Indeed,  neither  time  nor  nature 
(in  the  form  of  the  English  cli- 
mate) has  dealt  to  Stonehenge 
more  than  a  small  fraction  of  the 
damage  it  has  suffered  at  the 
hands  (let  alone  the  fingers  and 
the  hob-nailed  boots)  of  that  great 
creator  and  destroyer:  Man. 

Nevertheless,  enough  of  this 
ruin  on  Britain's  soil  remains  to 
inspire  those  of  us  who  stand  in  its 
shadow,  possessed  of  no  more 
knowledge  of  its  life  than  the  little 
that  has  been  squeezed  into  these 
pages,  with  much  the  same  sense 
of  awe  that  we  feel  when  gazing 
upwards  through  the  dazzling 
glass  of  the  Cathedral  of  Chartres. 
It  is  the  awe  that  overwhelms  us  at 
sight  of  a  mighty  work  of  art  that 
has  been  created  by  the  indomi- 
table faith  and  fortitude  of  our 
doughty  ancestors.  END

HOW  TO  CLOSE 
YOUR  SUMMER  HOUSE 


Moving  day  at  the  end  of  sum- 
mer need  not  be  the  bane 
of  an  otherwise  carefree  holiday 
if  you  keep  in  mind  the  common 
sense  "musts"  '  for  closing  a 
house.  You  want  first  of  all  to  pro- 
tect it  against  cold,  dampness, 
wind,  rain,  wild  life  (a  mountain 
hazard)  and  fire.  Secondly,  you 
want  the  interior,  and  all  your 
cherished  furnishings,  to  be  clean, 
dry  and  fresh  upon  your  return. 
You  want  your  summer  house  to 
welcome  you  next  season  without 
reproach.  It  will,  if  before  lock- 
ing up  you  carry  out  the  precau- 
tionary measures  suggested  in  this 
check  list : 

1.  Disconnect    refrigerator 

and  clean  the  surface  with  a 
cloth  wrung  out  in  soapy  water. 
Remove  racks,  shelves  and  freez- 
ing trays,  rinse  in  hot  suds  and  flry 
tlioroughly.  Wash  the  rubber  door 
gasket  and  leave  the  door  ajar.  If 
you  have  an  ice  refrigerator,  re- 
move the  drain  pipe  for  cleaning. 

2.  Clean  the  kitchen  range 

with  a  mild  scouring  powder  and 
steel  wool,  and  leave  the  oven  door 
open  to  air.  Turn  off  the  pilot 
light  of  a  gas  range  and  be  sure 
all  petcocks  are  closed  tight. 
Burner  bowls,  wicks  and  fuel  line 
of  a  kerosene  range  should  be  free 
of  dirt  and  carbon.  Ashes  should 
be  emptied  from  a  wood  and  coal 
range;  clean  surface  with  nonflam- 
mable stove  blacking. 

3.  Wash  counters  with  soap 
and  water  or  a  gentle  scouring 
powder.  Throw  out  every  scrap 
of  soap  (rats  love  it),  and  run 
scalding  water  down  the  drain. 

4.  Scrub  plastic  surfaces  of 

food  preparation  counters  with 
damp  cloths,  and  give  them  a  glow 
with  self-polishing  wax.  Linoleum 
flooring  needs  mopping  with  mild 
soapsuds;  never  use  harsh  soap  or 
abrasives. 

5.  Inspect  kitchen  cabinets 

and  dispose  of  all  perishable  food. 
Throw  out  all  bottled  liquids,  es- 
pecially ink,  which  is  unpleasant 
to  have  freeze.  Scald  empty  canis- 
ters and  leave  covers  off;  enclose 
matches  in  metal  boxes,  or  toss 
them  out.  (Mice  will  chew  them  if 
they  can't  find  anything  else.) 

6.  Protect  small  appliances 

against  dust  and  rust;  put  your 
toaster,  iron,  mixer,  waffle  grid, 
etc..  in  plastic  covers  or  waxed 
garbage  bags.  Wooden  containers 
such  as  salad  bowls  and  cheese 
boards  should  be  washed  with  mild 
soap  and  water,  rubbed  witii  olive 
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oil  and  stored  in  dry  cabinets. 

7.  In  your  living  room  remove 
ashes  from  the  fireplace  and  close 
the  chimney  draft.  Chipmunks, 
squirrels  and  stray  bats  may  use''' 
the  flue  as  a  thruway.  If  feasible, 
fit  a  fireboard  or  metal  strip  in  the 
chimney  opening,  and  stretch  a 
fine-mesh  wire  screen  over  the 
chimney  top.  Do  not  leave  fine 
books  or  water-colors  where  direct 
sun  may  fade  them.  To  protect 
piano  felts  hang  4  oz.  paradichlor- 
benzine  crystals  in  muslin  bags  in- 
side the  case,  close  it  tight  and 
move  the  piano  away  from  an  out- 
side wall. 

8.  Protect  furniture  with  a 
coating  of  furniture  wax  or  polish; 
do  this  to  all  wood,  peel  or  wick- 
er porch  furniture. 

9.  Roll  up  curtains  on  card- 
board cylinders  after  they  have 
been  laundered  (but  not  starched), 
or  simply  cover  with  paper  for 
dust  protection. 

10.  Your  upholstered  pieces 

should  be  lightly  vacuumed  to  dis- 
lodge lint  and  grit,  especially 
along  hems,  welting,  seams,  and 
the  underside  of  chairs  and  sofas 
where  moth  larvae  may  collect  and 
hatch.  Remember  that  moths 
breed  the  year  round  in  tempera-  . 
tures  of  50°  and  over.  Use  a  re- 
liable moth  spray  on  your  furni- 
ture, rugs  and  wool  fabrics. 

11.  While  you  are  spraying, 

give  some  thought  to  a  good  in- 
secticide to  apply  on  cracks  and 
crevices,  corners,  baseboards,  be- 
hind book  cases,  openings  around 
water  pipes,  heat  ducts,  door  and 
window  sills,  electrical  outlets  and 
drain  boards.  Sprinkle  some  DDT 
powder  in  the  corners.  Do  not  use 
insecticides  near  people,  pets,  toys, 
cribs,  or  walls  adjacent  to  cribs.  | 
Wash  your  hands  with  soap  and 
water  after  spraying,  and  store  the 
liquid  (or  wettable  powder)  out 
of  reach  of  children.  This  type  of 
spraying  and  mothproofing  may 
be  an  exacting  business,  but  it  is 
well  worth  the  time  and  care. 

12.  Bedroom  closets,  chests, 
drawers  and  cabinets  can  be 
turned  into  "cedar  closets"'  by 
squirting  the  interiors  with  a  cedar 
spray  repellent.  This  makes  good 
winter  storage  for  blankets,  woolen 
sweaters,  and  summer  clothes. 
Doors  of  a  "cedarized"  closet 
should  be  fitted  with  rubber  or 
felt  gaskets  for  a  tight  seal. 

13.  Your  blankets  should  be 
laundered  or  dry  cleaned  l)efore

THREE  WAR  BOOKS 
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George  Orwell's  1984  was  frightening  enough,  but  the 
hydrogen  bomb  has  blown  his  timetable  to  smither- 
eens. Now  Nevil  Shute,  one  of  the  superb  story  tellers  of  our 
day,  has  amended  the  schedule  in  a  new  novel.  On  the 
Beach  (William  Morrow,  $3.9.5.)  In  Mr.  Shute's  vision  the 
year  is  1963,  and  a  mass  of  i^dioactivity,  moving  irresistibly 
from  the  Northern  to  the  Southern  Hemisphere,  supplants 
Big  Brother  as  the  desolater  of  mankind. 

The  setting  is  Australia  two  years  after  the  final  war, 
the  cast  of  characters  a  group  of  brave  people  waiting  out 
tiieir  last  six  months  of  life.  Among  them  is  Commander 
Dwight  Lionel  Tower.s,  captain  of  the  United  States  nuclear 
submarine  Scorpion.  Except  for  the  submarine  Swordfish 
(at  Rio  de  Janeiro  when  last  heard  from),  it  is  the  only 
operable  vessel  afloat.  There  is  no  more  fuel  for  planes. 

The  Swordfish  already  has  reconnoitered  the  Eastern 
Seaboard  of  the  United  States  and  gone  as  far  as  the 
mouth  of  England's  Thames  without  finding  a  sign  of  life. 
But  indecipherable  radio  signals  keep  sounding  in  the 
vicinity  of  Seattle.  Can  someone  there  have  survived  the 
atomic  holocaust  and  the  final  cobalt  fallout?  It  is  Com- 
mander Towers's  assignment  to  make  sure. 

This  is  the  kind  of  story  none  tells  better  than  Mr. 
Shute.  His  background  as  an  aeronautical  engineer  and 
as  an  officer  of  the  Royal  Navy  Reserve  in  World  War  II 
gives  him  a  mastery  of  Machine  Age  detail  that  few 
writers  can  match.  But  it  does  more  than  that.  It  lends 
authority  to  his  portraits  of  people  who  can  do  things 
and  who  stand  up  under  fire. 

Commander  Towers  is  a  figure  not  soon  to  be  for- 
gotten. In  his  quiet,  unobtrusive  style  Mr.  Shute  has 
created  as  poignant  a  character  as  has  come  our  way  in 
a  long  time.  Though  he  knows  that  his  wife,  Sharon,  and 
their  children  must  be  dead  with  everyone  else  in  Con- 
necticut, the  commander  prefers  to  go  about  his  job  ai^ 
if  they  were  still  alive  and  waiting  for  him.  While  others 
devote  their  final  months  on  earth  to  whiskey,  women  or 
wild  sports  car  racing,  the  commander  hunts  through 
Australia's  depleted  shops  for  a  pogo  stick  for  his  boy. 
It  is  a  concept  that  easily  could  have  brimmed  over  into 
the  maudlin.  Under  Mr.  Shute's  restraining  hand,  it  is 
finely  touching. 

In  his  earlier  novels  Mr.  Shute  repeatedly  has  dis- 
played a  prescience  of  history's  turnings.  It  is  devoutly 
to  be  lioped  that  it  has  failed  him  in  this  version  of  the 
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Music   Roland  Gelatt 
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Art    Emily  Genauer 
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final  war.  As  his  characters  see  it,  it  was  a  war  nobody 
wanted  but  nobody  knew  how  to  stop.  Albania  began  it 
with  bombs  on  the  Middle  East.  In  the  final  days  of  the 
resulting  Arab-Israeli  war,  Egypt  sent  bombers  over  Wash- 
ington and  London.  They  carried  Russian  markings;  we 
unleashed  an  atomic  attack  on  Russia.  Russia  retaliated. 
With  all  the  diplomats  and  high  governmental  officials 
dead,  the  conduct  of  war  eventually  devolved  on  lieu- 
tenants who  knew  no  other  course  but  to  keep  firing.  In 
the  end  Russia  and  China  used  cobalt  bombs  on  each 
other.  And  the  world,  says  Mr.  Shute,  had  to  die  because 
atom  bombs  became  so  cheap  even  Albania  could  afford 
them.  It  is  a  thought  to  give  the  United  Nations  pause. 

From  Mr.  Shute's  fictional  war  that  ends  humanity, 
it  might  be  appropriate  to  turn  to  two  distinguished  fac- 
tual books  about  the  great  conflict  of  our  own  time.  World 
War  II.  Peter  Fleming's  Operation  Sea  Lion  (Simon  & 
Schuster,  $5)  is  a  brilliantly  written  and  witty  account 
of  the  Nazi  invasion  of  England  that  never  came  off.  Sir 
Arthur  Bryant's  The  Turn  of  the  Tide  (Doubleday,  $6.95) 
is  a  history  of  the  war  years  1939-43  based  on  the  diaries 
of  Field-Marshal  Lord  Alanbrooke,  Chief  of  the  British 
Imperial  General  Staff.  No  library  will  be  complete  with- 
out both  of  them. 

Mr.  Fleming,  whose  Brazilian  Adventure  is  among  the 
travel  classics,  shows  in  Operation  Sea  Lion  that  he  is  a 
figure  to  be  reckoned  with  in  history,  too.  With  wry  ob- 
jectivity, he  relates  Hitler's  fantastic  preparations  to  invade 
Britain  in  1940  and  the  no  less  fantastic  improvisations 
of  the  British  to  meet  the  threat.  Using  official  British 
and  German  sources,  he  answers  many  fascinating  ques- 
tions that  have  been  talked  about  for  years.  (The  ultimate 
British  weapon  to  repel  the  invaders,  for  example,  was  not 
the  storied  sea-on-fire  but  mustard  gas  to  be  sprayed  from 
planes.)  Operation  Sea  Lion  is  highly  diverting  reading, 
and  it  gives  a  new  perspective  to  the  events  of  Britain's 
"greatest  hour." 

Sir  Arthur  Bryant,  one  of  the  outstanding  historians 
of  our  time,  calls  the  Alanbrooke  diaries  "the  most  im- 
portant of  all  contemporary  personal  records  of  the  war," 
and  it  is  hard  to  quarrel  with  his  description.  Alan- 
brooke's  opinions  have  aroused  heated  controversy  in  Eng- 
land, and  time  has  disputed  many  of  them,  but  this  vivid 
book  makes  the  slickly  ghost  written  memoirs  of  our  mili- 
tary leaders  seem  pale  by  comparison.  J.H.D.

Those  turbulent  sounds  reach- 
ing you  lately  from  the  tele- 
vision arena  may  not  have  seemed 
very  promising.  The  thud  of  pro- 
grams suddenly  dropped,  the  scur- 
rying of  sponsors  in  retreat,  the 
anguish  of  stars  in  outrage  against 
the  rating  system  ...  it  has  cer- 
tainly been  a  harrowing  overture 
to  the  season  that  is  now  opening. 
Listen  closely,  though  (as  they  tell 
you  in  the  program  notes  of  avant- 
garde  concerts ) .  and  you  can  de- 
tect a  certain  theme  in  all  the  caco- 
phony— a  rather  cheery  one.  at 
that. 

New,  new  noises 

There  is  good  reason  to  think 
that  the  recent  noises  are  sounds 
of  transition.  The  new  order  of 
things  is  already  taking  shape  on 
your  home  screen.  In  broad  outline, 
you  could  describe  the  change  this 
way:  the  big  single  j)roduction  is 
replacing  the  weekly  series  as  the 
dominant  form  of  TV  program. 

Don't  expect  every  last  "Las- 
sie" and  "Life  of  Riley"  to  vanish: 
these  bread-and-butter  programs 
(or,  to  some  people's  taste,  sulphur 
and  molasses)  will  still  be  filling 
up  the  bulk  of  the  air  time  lor 
quite  a  while,  I  suspect.  But  there 
now  seems  to  be  a  general  agree- 
ment that  you  can't  hold  the  public 
indefinitely  with  slight  weekly 
variations  on  a  threadbare  routine. 
A  great  share  of  the  industry's 
time,  production  facilities  and 
talent  is  being  diverted  this  season 
to  programs  that  may  appear  only 
once  or  every  so  often,  in  a  form 
long  enough  to  give  good  material 
its  due — and  no  more. 

Around  the  time  this  issue  of 
H&G  comes  into  your  hands,  Bing 
Crosby  and  Frank  Sinatra  will  be 
getting  ready  to  go  on  the  air  in 
a  big  joint  production.  But  don't 
look  for  them  next  week — same 
time,  same  channel.  In  weeks  to 
come.  Mary  Martin  will  return  to 
the  little  screen  in  the  musical 
"Annie  Get  Your  Gun,"  and 
Mickey  Rooney  will  do  "Pinoc- 
chio."  There  will  be  no  ensuing 
39  weeks  of  "Oh,  That  Annie!" 
or  "That  Kid,  Pinocchio!" — either 
of  which  developments  might  have 
been  expectable  under  the  old 
scheme  of  things. 


On  assorted  networks  there 
will  be  a  whole  slew  of  other  fairy 
tales  with  music,  adaptations  of 
Broadway  plays  with  and  without 
music,  operas  and  Shakespeare 
productions,  all  done  as  one-shots 
in  lengths  running  from  an  hour 
to  two  hours. 

Even  in  dealing  with  world 
events,  the  networks  are  putting 
new  emphasis  on  the  occasional, 
full-scale  treatment,  as  against 
day-by-day  coverage.  NBC  bas  a 
number  t>f  long,  periodic  docu- 
mentaries coming  up,  on  subject* 
ranging  from  Picasso  to  the  life 
and  times  of  a  typical  doctor.  CBS 
is  ready  to  spring  air  time  for 
"depth"  treatments  of  important 
events,  situations  and  issues  as 
they  occur,  all  over  the  world. 

You  can  see  the  whole  trend 
summed  up  in  a  single  phenome- 
non when  "Junior  Miss"  goes  on 
the  air.  A  successful  Broadway 
play  of  some  seasons  ago,  it 
spawned  that  almost  endless  series 
of  "Corliss  Archer"  programs^ 
that  being  the  young  heroine's 
name.  Now  it's  coming  back  as  a 
single  special  production,  and  with 
music  added. 

This  is  the  year 

This  whole  development,  of 
course,  has  been  in  the  making  for 
several  years.  But  I  think  it's  1957 
that  future  scholars  are  going  to 
settle  on  as  the  official  turning 
point  when  they  start  writing  doc- 
toral theses  on  the  cultural  impact 
of  television  on  American  life. 
(Scholars  will  have  more  time  for 
projects  like  these  once  the  weekly 
quiz  shows  start  falling  by  the 
wayside. )  If  you  want  to  know  why 
the  big  change  just  at  this  time, 
consider  an  item  that  appeared  a 
few  months  ago  in  Variety,  the 
hometown  newspaper  of  that  scat- 
tered community  called  show  busi- 
ness. 

Commenting  on  an  upsurge  in 
movie  theatre  attendance  around 
that  time.  Variety  speculated  that 
it  was  at  least  partly  the  result  of 
a  changed  attitude  toward  TV 
among  the  public.  It  said,  in  effect, 
that  after  a  decade,  TV  was  finally 
losing  its  status  as  a  novelty.  Most 
people  had  now  seen  enough  of  it,

You  might  miss  Jackie 
Gleason,  but,  after  all,  he'd  be  on 
again  next  week,  doing  pretty 
much  the  same  sort  of  act.  (Glea- 
son, as  you  know,  is  now  among 
the  missing.) 

Changing  focus 

I£  the  analysis  is  accurate, 
then  this  is  a  kind  of  historic  mo- 
ment. Ever  since  the  first  seven- 
inch  tube  lit  up,  people  have  been 
wondering  when  television  would 
stop  being  a  major  subject  of  con- 
versation and  dominant  influence 
on  the  American  household  rou- 
tine, and  become  just  one  more 
medium  of  entertainment  and  com- 
munication. I  haven't  noticed  any 
of  the  decision  makers  around  my 
own  video  shop  staring  momen- 
tously toward  the  horizon  and  mut- 
tering. "This  is  the  end  of  an  era." 
Still,  I  think  there  is  some  feeling 
that  the  time  has  come. 

One  very  homey  piece  of  evi- 
dence seems  to  support  it:  In  the 
average  American  living  room,  un- 
til just  lately,  the  TV  set  was  likely 


to  be  the  central  piece  of  furniture 
— the  social  focus  of  the  house- 
hold. In  more  and  more  homes, 
you  may  have  noticed,  it  is  now 
being  shunted  to  the  den,  the  play- 
room, the  bedroom — places  where 
viewing  is  more  likely  to  be  a  mat- 
ter of  selection  rather  than  an  eve- 
ning-long endurance. 

Ph.D.'s,  take  note 

A  couple  of  outside  influences 
ought  to  be  noted  here  (in  case 
those  Ph.D.  candidates  are  still 
with  us)  :  leisure  and  prosperity. 
TV  is  a  cheap,  passive  form  of 
amusement;  easier  money  and 
shorter  working  hours  are  making 
us  a  nation  of  participants.  Fish- 
ing, sailing,  golf,  travel  and  other 
active  hobbies  are  already  compet- 
ing heavily  nowadays  for  people's 
time. 

With  TV's  novelty  gone,  with  so 
many  other  amusements  to  choose 
from  and  money  enough  to  enjoy 
them,  people  have  indeed  become 
more  selective  about  what  they'll 
sit  and  watch.  They  are  less  willing 
to  accept  the  merely  routine  pro- 
gram week  after  week.  And  it's  a 
rare  producer,  writer  or  star  who 


can  rise  above  the  routine  very 
often  when  he's  got  to  put  a  show 
on  the  air  every  seven  days. 

"You  can't  think  up  a  com- 
pletely fresh  concept  every  single 
week,"  a  producer  faced  with  the 
problem  was  telling  me  on  the  bar 
car  the  other  afternoon.  "So  what 
you  do  is,  you  find  yourself  a  basic 
situation,  and  you  start  ringing 
little  changes.  Well,  don't  forget, 
you've  still  got  the  same  star  and 
the  same  writers,  unless  God  for- 
bid they  wind  up  in  some  hospital 
or  go  write  a  book,  so  how  far  off 
the  beaten  track  can  you  get?  One 
week  your  character  gets  into  trou- 
ble because  he  lied  to  his  wife 
about  the  poker  game,  and  next 
week  he'll  be  in  trouble  because  he 
lied  to  her  about  his  golf  score.  It's 
the  easy  way  of  programming,  but 
let  me  tell  you.  it's  tough  enough ! " 

The  costly  bore 

It  is  also  very  expensive — air 
time  and  production  costs  being 
what  they  are.  More  and  more 
sponsors,  apparently,  have  decided 
that  they  can't  afford  39  straight 
weeks  of  expense  for  a  running  se- 
ries— especially  when  it  is  very 
likely  to  wind  up  an  unattended 


bore.  They  would  rather  put  the 
same  money  (it  may  well  come  out 
to  less)  into  an  occasional  big  pro- 
duction using  well-known,  high- 
priced  talent  who  will  bring  in  the 
customers  and  leave  them  feeling 
happy  they  turned  the  set  on. 

A  fresh  tonic 

From  the  viewer's  standpoint, 
the  big  one-shot  productions  some- 
times turn  out  to  be  merely  preten- 
tious. But  at  least  the  potential  of 
good  entertainment  or  fairly  thor- 
ough information  is  there.  Judging 
by  this  season's  enlarged  schedule 
of  spectaculars,  specials  and  occa- 
sionals,  there  will  be  much  to  re- 
vive the  viewers'  appetite.

The  high  fidelity  demonstration 
disc,  conceived  to  impress  lis- 
teners with  its  startling  realistic 
sound,  has  come  in  for  a  good  deal 
of  derision  lately.  Musical  sophisti- 
cates liave  taken  a  lofty  view  of  the 
whole  notion  and  ask  why  anyone 
would  want  a  record  merely  for  the 
sake  of  its  brilliant  sound.  I  dis- 
agree. In  a  country  which  strives 
constantly  for  increased  standards 
of  excellence  in  every  field — auto- 
mobiles, plumbing,  TV  projec- 
tion— it  seems  reasonable  to  me 
that  the  record  people  should  want 
to  create  a  record  now  and  then  for 
the  specific  purpo.se  of  showing  off 
their  skills.  It  is,  of  course,  under- 
standable that  an  entire  evening 
listening  to  these  show  pieces 
would  l)e  a  surfeit. 

And  now  1  would  like  to  rec- 
ommend what  is  probably  the  mo.st 
elaborate  and  impressive  hi-fi 
demonstrator  yet  created:  a  Capi- 
tol album  entitled  "The  Orches- 
tra" (SAL  8385).  with  which  the 
veteran  conductor  Leopold  Sto- 
kowski  makes  his  debut  on  this 
label.  It  comes  with  a  confusing 
booklet  about  Stokowski  and 
about  the  music,  but  this  should 
not  put  anybody  off:  the  record- 
ings  themselves  are  something  spe- 
cial. The  intent  is  to  "display  the 
orchestra's  characteristic  sounds." 
and  for  this  purpose  Stokowski 
hand-picked  an  ensemble  of  New 
York's  finest  instrumentalists  and 
chose  eight  musical  excerpts  with 
which  to  demonstrate  the  sections 
of  the  orchestra,  singly  and  in  com- 
bination. From  the  very  first  selec- 
tion, a  brass  fanfare  by  the  French 
composer  Paul  Dukas,  it  is  clear 
that  this  orchestra  is  inimitably 
Stokowskian  in  tone — an  opu- 
lent, velvety,  heavily  perfumed 
kind  of  tone.  Capitol's  engineers 
have  captured  that  tone  with  re- 
markable precision.  This  record- 
ing, happily  neither  too  loud  nor 
too  brilliant,  recreates  the  orches- 
tral timbres  with  great  verity.  The 
sound  of  massed  strings  in  particu- 
lar has  never  been  more  success- 
fully reproduced  than  it  is  here  in 
Samuel  Barber's  Adagio  for 
Strings  and  the  Scherzo  movement 
from  Tchaikovsky's  Fourth  Sym- 
phony. Stokowski's  fussy  con- 
ducting and  his  conglomerate 
assortment  of  music  are  open  to 
some  question;  but  purely  on  the 
level  of  sound  for  sound's  sake, 
this  album  is  hard  to  beat. 

It  shouldn't,  however,  be  al- 
lowed to  overshadow  some  other 
recent  issues  of  similar  purpose: 
"Hi  Fi  Fiedler"  (RCA  Victor  LM 
2100) ,  "Fiesta  in  Hi  Fi"  (Mercury 
MG  50134)  and  "Hi  Fi  Jinks  with 
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Strauss"  (Vanguard  SRD  104). 
The  first  is  a  Boston  Pops  program 
of  three  war-horses — Marche 
Slav,  the  Coq  d'Or  Suite,  and 
William.  Tell  Overture ;  the  second 
presents  the  Eastman-Rochester 
Symphony  in  four  folksy  pieces  by 
young  Americans.  All  this  is  fine 
for  savoring  a  hi-fi  set. 

To  move  on  to  some  other  mat- 
ters :  every  autumn  in  recent  years 
has  seen  a  deluge  of  new  opera  re- 
cordings, and  1957  is  proving  no 
exception.  One  deserves  immedi- 
ate mention:  Puccini's  La  Boheme, 
recorded  at  La  Scala  with  Maria 
Callas  and  Giuseppe  di  Stefano  in 
the  leading  roles  (Angel  3560).  I 
had  not  expected  too  much  of  this, 
for  Maria  Callas — who  excels  in 
the  portrayal  of  passionately  su- 
percharged operatic  heroines — 
seemed  ill  suited  to  the  fragile  role 
of  Mimi.  But  as  it  turned  out.  An- 
gel's new  set  delighted  me  thor- 
oughly; I'd  call  it  the  most  satisfy- 
ing Boheme  in  the  catalogue.  Al- 
though Callas  is  by  no  means  an 
ideally  ingenuous  Mimi,  she  sus- 
tains the  ebb  and  flow  of  Puccini's 
melodic  line  so  artfully  and  com- 
municates the  big  dramatic  cli- 
maxes with  such  intensity  that 
doubts  are  soon  quieted.  Her  Act 
HI  "Addio"  is  on  par  with  Claudia 
Muzio's  (than  which  I  have  no 
higher  praise)  and  her  deathbed 
scene  is  performed  with  great  con- 
viction. Di  Stefano,  not  usually 
one  of  my  favorite  tenors,  sings 
gloriously  as  Rodolfo. 

Beecham's  ability  to  refurbish 
shopworn  music  has  been  long  cel- 
ebrated, and  it  should  come  as  no 
tremendous  surprise  that  his  new 
recording  of  Tchaikovsky's  Nut- 
cracker Suite,  with  the  Royal  Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra  (Columbia 
ML  5171),  displays  the  old  bon- 
bon as  if  for  the  first  time.  This 
Nutcracker  is  an  interpretative 
tour  de  force  of  the  first  order. 
Part  of  it  has  to  do  with  the  vir- 
tuosity of  the  instrumentalists; 
rarely  does  one  ever  encounter  or- 
chestral playing  of  such  sprightly 
delicacy.  Part  of  it  has  to  do  with 
the  conductor's  ear  for  the  right 
tempo — sometimes  slower  than 
what  we  expect,  sometimes  faster, 
but  always  marvelously  apt;  the 
"March."  for  example,  sounds  ever 
so  much  more  effective  at  his 
stately  gait  than  at  the  customary 
scramble,  and  the  "Arabian 
Dance"  at  a  jaunty  allegretto  for 
once  escapes  seeming  dull  and 
plodding.  But  neither  orchestral 
virtuosity  nor  rightness  of  tempo 
can  wholly  explain  why  Beecham 
makes  something  like  the  "Dance 
of  the  Reed  Pipes"  sound  utterly 
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new  and  enchanting;  indeed,  this 
cannot  be  explained — it  is  simply 
a  stroke  of  genius.  Beginning  rec- 
ord collectors  might  well  regard 
Beecham's  Nutcracker  Suite  as  a 
basic  item. 

Somehow,  the  British  conduc- 
tor's alchemy  seems  less  potent  in 
his  recording  of  Grieg's  Peer  Gynt 
music,  also  with  the  Royal  Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra  (Angel 
35445) — but  then  the  music  itself 
has  far  less  substance.  Not  even 
Beecham  can  rekindle  the  delight 
that  Peer  Gynt  once  held  for  me. 
Still,  it  is  magnificently  executed 
here,  and  I  should  hesitate  to  dis- 
courage anyone  for  whom  Grieg's 
popular  score  has  not  yet  worn 
threadbare. 

A  large  number  of  new  musi- 
cians are  coming  to  the  fore  in 
Europe's  concert  halls  and  opera 
houses,  and  most  of  them  are  gain- 
ing repute  here  either  in  person  or 
via  records.  Gyorgy  Cziffra,  a  Hun- 
garian pianist  in  his  mid-thirties 
who  fled  Budapest  during  the  up- 
rising in  November.  1956,  and  es- 
caped to  Paris,  has  been  steadily 


gathering  accolades.  He  well  may 
be,  as  the  critic  of  the  Paris  Figaro 
avers,  the  most  prodigious  pianist 
since  Horowitz,  but  his  first  re- 
cording does  not  convince  me  of 
this.  Cziffra  has  made  his  debut 
on  discs  playing  Liszt's  Hungarian 
Fantasy  and  Piano  Concerto  No.  1 
with  the  Paris  Conservatoire  Or- 
chestra under  Pierre  Dervaux 
(Angel  35436).  The  dreary  ac- 
companiments provided  by  the 
Frenchman  must  have  hobbled 
Cziffra  severely. 

My  enthusiasms  were  far 
more  thoroughly  aroused  by  Svia- 
toslav  Richter,  a  42-year-old  Rus- 
sian pianist,  who  is  represented  by 
a  recording  of  Schumann  piano 
pieces  (Decca  DL  9921).  He  is  a 
less  flamboyant  and  extroverted 
musician  than  his  compatriot  Emil 
Gilels  (who,  incidentally,  returns 
to  the  United  States  for  a  second 
concert  tour  this  season),  but 
Richter's  more  introspective  style 
is  in  its  own  way  every  bit  as  re- 
warding. Not  since  the  prewar  re- 
cordings of  Alfred  Cortot  have  I 
heard  Schumann  played  with  such 


expansive,  fresh-petaled  beauty, 
and  Cortot  at  his  best  did  not  com- 
mand the  dexterity  that  Richter 
shows  here  in  Traumes-Wirren. 
The  recording,  made  in  Prague  by 
German  engineers,  has  a  lovely 
round  resonance.  All  told,  one  of 
the  finest  piano  discs  of  the  past 
decade. 

There  are  some  promising 
new  singers,  too,  coming  from 
Europe.  Two  who  will  appear  here 
this  fall  are  Anita  Cerquetti,  a 
lusty-voiced  Italian  dramatic  so- 
prano, and  Rita  Streich,  a  German 
coloratura.  Cerquetti's  first  record, 
a  varied  recital  of  arias  ranging 
from  Spontini  to  Puccini  (London 
LL  1601),  is  an  admirable  exer- 
cise of  full-throated,  uninhibited, 
yet  generally  controlled  vocalism. 
The  sweet  agility  of  Miss  Streich 
can  be  sampled  in  a  recital  of 
Mozart  songs  (Decca  DL  9915) 
and  a  collection  of  coloratura  arias 
(Decca  DL  9943). 

Otto  Klemperer's  recording, 
with  the  Philharmonia  Orchestra, 
of  Mozart's  Symphonies  No.  38 
and  No.  39  (Angel  35408)  should 


not  disappoint  those  many  ad- 
mirers who  have  applauded  his  re- 
emergence  as  an  international  ce- 
lebrity. Klemperer  gives  weight 
and  drama  to  these  works  without 
allowing  them  to  become  taut  or 
heavy.  Mozart's  Serenade  No.  10 
for  Wind  Instruments,  a  master- 
piece of  fragrant  scoring  and 
kaleidoscopic  melody,  has  had 
several  first-rate  interpretations  on 
LP,  but  none  so  flavorfully  re- 
corded as  the  latest  version,  by 
members  of  the  Berlin  Philhar- 
monic conducted  by  the  late  Fritz 
Lehmann  (Decca  DL  9918). 

There  is  wonderfully  glowing 
sound  also  in  the  recording  of 
Bach's  Concertos  in  C  for  Three 
Harpsichords  and  Orchestra  and 
in  A  minor  for  Four  Harpsichords 
and  Orchestra,  made  at  Germany's 
Ansbach  Bach  Festival  under  the 
direction  of  Karl  Richter  (London 
LL  1446).  This  is  the  kind  of 
busily  complicated  music  the 
French  novelist  Colette  must  have 
had  in  mind  when  she  character- 
ized Bach  as  "a  sublime  sewing 
machine."  END

EARLY  AMERICAN  SILVER 


By  Gregor  Norman- Wilcox 


If  nowadays  many  say  they  like 
"modern"  instead  of  antiques, 
so  did  our  forebears.  In  1754  these 
"Elegant  and  Ufeful  Defigns  of 
Houfehold  Furniture"  in  Chippen- 
dale's Director  were  in  "the  Goth- 
ic. Chinese  and  Modern  Tafte," 
which  meant  an  Anglicized  ver- 
sion of  the  French  rococo  style. 
For  a  sofa  or  a  man's  curled  wig, 
a  silver  teapot  or  a  petticoat,  the 
advertisement  rarely  skipped  the 
clinching  persuasion:  It  was  "in 
the  latest  taste." 

Old  silver,  its  styles  restlessly 
changing,  was  always  in  the  "new 
fashion'd"  or  modern  design  of  its 
time.  The  present-day  rarity  of 
early  pieces  is  in  good  part  due*lo 
the  continual  melting-down  of  old 
fashioned  or  "decayed"  plate  so  it 
could  he  remade  in  newer  design. 
A  tankard,  though  actually  made 
in  1778,  might  be  gratefully  in- 
scribed "The  Gifte  of  Josha  Par- 
syns  1682";  they  cherished  the 
sentiment  and  silver  but  changed 
the  design  to  "modern."  It  was 
not  so  often  that  silversmiths 
worked  from  new  silver  ingots, 
hammering  them  flat  and  then 
laboriously  "raising"  these  plates 
into  what  shapes  they  wanted. 
Only  later  would  they  have  the 
convenience  of  silver  in  rolled 
sheets.  (About  1730  the  first  hand- 
operated  "Flatting-mill,  which  re- 
duces Silver  to  the  required  thin- 
ness" was  invented.)  Mostly  their 
material  came  from  the  wreckage 
of  outmoded  or  outworn  articles, 
or  else  a  pocketful  of  silver  coins 
would  be  melted  down. 

"Made  of  money" 

(Jeneral  Washington  in  1777 
took  "16  Silvr  Dolls"  (the  Span- 
ish dollars  called  pieces-of-eight) 
to  the  Philadelphia  goldsmith  Ed- 
mund Milne,  who  fashioned  from 
them  a  famous  set  of  12  plain 
camp  cups,  the  sort  collectors  now 
call  julep-cups.  As  customary, 
Milne's  bill  showed  8  pounds,  8 
shillings  for  his  labor  (with  the 
pound  then  worth  $3)  and  credit- 
ed Washington's  silver  coins  at  20 
shillings  per  ounce. 

In  this  way  a  mixed  lot  of 
coins  had  gone  into  the  Colonial 
melting-pot — English  crowns  and 
shillings,  Spanish  dollars  or  the 
Dutch  daaldcr  called  a  "dog  dal- 
ler,"  and  such  gold  coins  as  the 


French  Louis  or  English  sovereign, 
the  Portuguese  half-Johannes  or 
"half  joe"  from  the  West  Indies 
trade.  Counterfeit  coins  and  in- 
ferior ones  slipped  in  too. 

To  his  eternal  credit  the  Co- 
lonial silversmith  worked  wholly 
on  his  honor.  His  name  or  initials 
struck  on  a  piece  were  the  buyer's 
only  guarantee.  Since  1300  Eng- 
land had  imposed  strict  regula- 
tions. The  craft  guild  or  Worship- 
ful Company  of  Goldsmiths  (an- 
other name  for  silversmiths)  was 
empowered  to  test  and  certify  all 
work,  imprinted  it  with  "hall- 
marks" that  testified  to  the  quality 
and  told  where,  when  and  by 
whom  an  article  was  made.  Over 
here,  except  in  Baltimore  and  for 
the  brief  period  1814-30  (when 
the  English  system  was  copied), 
there  was  no  official  supervision  at 
all.  Trade  associations  like  the 
Silversmiths'  Society  of  New  York 
had  only  local  and  permissive  au- 
thority.

As  today  we  look  for  trade- 
marks and  trust  the  "leading 
brands"  at  sight,  so  in  American 
silver  the  name  REVERE  or  per- 
haps I*C  for  John  Coney,  or  a 
heart  with  WK/B  (for  Benjamin 
Wynkoop  of  New  York)  showed 
that  a  piece  was  of  good  "sterling" 
quality  because  its  honest  maker 
said  so. 

The  silversmith  was  a  man  of 
consequence  in  his  community — 
he  served  in  the  Colonial  courts, 
was  an  officer  in  the  militia,  even 
had  his  portrait  painted.  He  was 
a  cultivated  man,  who  owned  such 
books  as  Guillim's  Display  of 
Heraldry  or  Sympson's  New  Book 
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Cyphers  (subtitled  "a  Work 
ry  Entertaining  to  such  as  are 
urious"). 
[)  If  in  those  stern  days  you 
^Here  lucky  enough  to  accumu- 
te  a  few  dollars,  you  took  them 
this  man  of  taste  who  made  them 
to  a  silver  cup  or  tankard.  This

A  diverse  assortment 

Colonial  silverwork  of  the 
ntury  before  1725  looks  odd  to 
;  now,  with  its  simple  porringers 
)Owls  for  eating  gruel)  or  fancy 
garboxes,  its  many  drinking  ves- 
Is  such  as  brandy-bowls  and 
nkards,  cups  for  caudle  or  pos- 
t — those  detestable  beverages 
ade  from  spiced  wine  or  ale, 
ead  and  eggs,  curdled  milk.  One 
surprised  at  the  scarcity  of  can- 
esticks  or  any  other  silver  light- 


ing devices.  As  the  general  pros- 
perity increased  in  the  18th  cen- 
tury, waiters  and  salvers  appeared, 
a  few  inkstands,  pipe-lighters 
filled  with  smoldering  charcoal, 
chafing  dishes  used  to  keep  food 
hot  or  to  heat  brandy  for  the 
punchbowl  or  even  used  in  the 
bedchamber  for  hot  washwater 
and  the  shaving-basin.  Tea-taking 
was  not  in  wide  fashion  until 
George  IPs  time,  though  chocolate 
pots  were  seen  around  1700.  The 
wider  range  of  articles  for  the  din- 
ner service  (with  salts  and  sauce- 
boats,  dish-crosses  and  bread- 
baskets) would  not  develop  until 
the  mid-century. 

Notice  that  these  were  use- 
ful, not  merely  ornamental,  things. 
Provincial  .society  made  no  de- 
mand for  great  silver  candelabra 
or  complicated  epergnes,  for  the 
lavish  services  of  plate  wanted  in 
luxurious  English  houses.  The 
English  styles  were  followed  here 
(or  the  Dutch  ones  favored  in 
New  York)  but  always  in  a  lean 
and  simplified  taste  that  empha- 
sized handsome  form  with  little 
added  decoration. 

The  base  of  a  cup  might 
show  short  twisted  ribbing  called 
"gadrooning,"  or  embossed  leaf- 


age was  sparingly  used;  but  plain 
surfaces  were  preferred,  at  most 
with  an  engraved  coat  of  arms  or 
flattering  border.  Silversmiths 
were  often  the  engravers  of  book- 
plates, paper  money  or  prints. 
Paul  Revere's  town  views  and 
"Boston  Massacre"  (1770)  are 
well  known.  His  fellow  townsman 
Nathaniel  Hurd  (a  leading  gold- 
smith 1755-70)  began  as  an  en- 
graver in  1749.  Isaac  Hutton,  the 
later  Albany  silversmith,  was  "an

expert  engraver  of  maps  &c"  in 
1789-95. 

Of  course,  with  silverwork 
as  with  furniture,  glassware  or 
whatever  else,  "the  imported"  al- 
ways had  prestige  in  fashionable 
circles.  Against  this  competition, 
able  Colonial  makers  might  be 
kept  to  the  level  of  mere  buckle 
and  button  men,  makers  of  spoons. 
They  did  well,  though.  In  a  group 
of  small  work  by  New  York  toy- 
makers  (Plate  III,  John  Marshall 
Phillips'  American  Silver)  some 
spoons  and  a  necklace,  a  baby  rat- 
tle or  "coral-and-bells"  and  a 
baby's  spoon  with  bells  attached, 
all  are  wrought  of  fine  gold. 

Where  were  enough  custom- 
ers to  be  found?  In  all  the  area 
that  later  became  the  Thirteen 
States  there  were  only  50,000  peo- 
ple in  1650,  a  quarter-million  by 
1700,  just  over  a  million  in  1750. 
A  decade  before  the  Revolution 
we  had  only  five  major  cities, 
ranging  from  Newport's  popula- 
tion of  8.000  and  Charleston's 
12,000  to  Philadelphia  with  a 
bursting  30,000. 

But  given  encouragement. 
American  makers  could  do  work 
of  the  richest  elaboration,  like  the

The  Federal  style 

The  years  of  our  Revolutioli 
were  marked  by  another  rebellion, 
in  the  arts  of  design.  People  were 
tired  of  elaborate  shapes,  and 
since  about  1770  the  English 
world  of  design  had  been  trans- 
formed. Neo-classic  was  now  the 
"modern."  in  everything  from 
doorway.s  or  carpet  patterns  to  a 
silver  coffeepot.  From  the  wonder- 
ful massy  designs  of  Paul  de 
Lamerie  in  the  1740s.  and  the 
fanciful  articles  that  in  the  '.SOs 
showed  graceful  .scrollwork  and 
piercing  all  over,  taste  shifted  to 
tiie  opposite  extreme.  The  fashion 
was  quiet  and  lean.  Vase  shapes 
were  used  wherever  possible,  and 
decoration  of  crisply  engraved 
"hright-cul"  borders  or  a  classifc 
medallion  with  flower  swags. 

This  restrained  style  was  like 
an  old  friend  to  the  American  sil- 
versmith, who  (except  in  details 
like  a  cast  scroll  spout  or  a  molded 
"piecrust"  edge)  had  avoided  the 
fancier  English  patterns  anyway. 
Among  the  most  admired  of  all 
American  work  are  those  plain 
and  elegant  lea  services  in  "Greek 
fashion"  that  appeared  in  our 
Federal  [)eriod.  two  decades  after 
178.S. 

Freshness  and  vitality  lasted 
here  while  English  work  went  into 
decline.  Over  there  shortcut 
methods  were  resorted  to.  Many 
jiieces  no  longer  were  laboriously 
liammered-up  by  hand,  hut  made 
of  thin  sheet-silver  put  into  shape 
and  seamed.  Mucli  had  been 
learned  from  the  Sheffield  and 
Birmingham  silver-platers,  who 
since  the  1760s  (scheming  every 
way  to  undercut  the  costs  of  Lon- 
don silver)  had  been  inventing 
new  machines — the  fly-press  for 
(  utting  pierced  work,  die-stamps 
for  quickly  shaping  a  piece,  roll- 
ers that  turned  wire  into  molded 
and  beaded  edges. 

The  crafts  shop  was  indeed 
disappearing  in  England,  its  place 
taken  by  great  establishments 
where  artists  and  architects  (men 
who  knew  nothing  about  forging 
silver)  created  the  designs. 
Craftsmen  like  the  famous  Paul 
Storr  were  not  much  more  than 
shop  foremen.  Americans  did  not 
surrender  to  the  machine  so  easily, 
and  here  the  small  silversmith  in 
his  own  shop  lasted  another  half- 
century,  the  rhythm  of  his  hammer 
and  swage  heard  in  busy  street 
and  country  town  alike. 


"Coin  silver" 

Silverware  is  never  made  of 
"pure"  silver,  a  blank-white  metal 
too  soft  to  hold  its  shape  and  give 
service.  Somewhat  diluted  with 
copper,  it  becomes  tough  and 
malleable,  and  shows  a  softly 
warmer  color.  Recognized  in  Eng- 
land since  the  year  1300,  "ster- 
ling" quality  is  about  7  per  cent 
copper  (decimally.  .075  of  alloy  to 
.925  pure  silver) .  When  silverware 
was  made  from  melted-down  coins 
that  were  themselves  of  the  estab- 
lished sterling  fineness,  it  was  of 
course  "sterling  silver."

The  so-called  coin  silver  of 
our  great-grandmothers  was  not 
made  from  coins,  but  so  named  be- 
cause it  agreed  with  the  quality 
of  American  coinage.  This  was 
slightly  poorer  than  sterling — 
from  1792-1837  of  .8924  grade,  but 
then  improved  to  .900. 

Sterling-quality  silverware 
has  always  been  made  here, 
though  STERLING  has  been  used 
as  a  mark  only  since  about  1857. 
Baltimore  during  its  hallmarking 
period  (1814-30)  used  a  special 
alloy  of  .917  grade.  From  about 
1800-50  a  still  lesser  alloy  was 
widely  used,  truthfully  stamped 
with  the  mark  COIN  or  perhaps 
PURE  COIN,  sometimes  the  word 
DOLLAR  or  in  Philadelphia  the 
word  STANDARD. 

But  these  differences  are 
slight,  nor  can  the  eye  distinguish 
them.  And  to  tell  the  truth,  those 
old  Spanish  dollars  or  pieces-of- 
eight  from  which  so  much  of  our 
early  silver  was  wrought  had  only 
been  of  .900  or  the  coin  silver 
quality.  END

THE  NEW  INTEREST  IN 
17th  CENTURY  PAINTING 


By   Emily   Genauer 


The  tragic  but  true  story  of  the 
starving  artist  painting  in  his 
lonely  garret  pictures  which  after 
his  death  will  be  worth  a  fortune, 
has  become  a  cliche.  What  is  not 
generally  known  is  that  the  can- 
vases he  is  painting  may  also  raise 
sky  high  the  financial  value  of 
works  completed  centuries  before 
he  was  born. 

Searching  eyes 

For  it  is  the  living  artist's 
"rediscovery"  of  certain  pictures 
and  sculpture  as  his  endlessly 
searching  eyes,  raking  through 
the  accumulated  treasure  of  our 
museums,  or  studying  the  pages 
of  illustrated  art  histories,  sudden- 
ly respond  to  some  past  and  pos- 
sibly obscure  expression,  which 
gives  them  a  new  value.  Inevitably 
he  transplants  his  vision  to  the 
eyes  of  the  rest  of  us,  makes  us 
see  things  as  he  does.  It  was  the 
cubists,  poking  around  a  Paris 
museum  of  natural  history  in  the 
first  decade  of  this  century,  who 
first  perceived  and  then  opened 
our  own  eyes  to  the  dynamic  and 
expressive  carving  of  the  African 
idols  we'd  previously  dismissed  as 
ethnological  specimens.  It  was 
Matisse  who.  through  his  own  en- 
thusiasm for  Persian  miniatures, 
unveiled  to  us  beauties  that 
hitherto  had  been  the  concern 
chiefly  of  scholars  and  bibliophiles. 
It  was  the  expressionists,  experi- 
menting with  distorted  forms  to 
give  their  pictures  heightened 
emotional  impact,  who  found  their 
spiritual  ancestor  in  El  Greco  and 
made  us  understand  that  the 
elongated  writhing  shapes  histori- 
ans had  formerly  charged  to  the 
artist's  myopia  were  deliberately 
and  brilliantly  conceived  to  con- 
vey a  sense  of  unearthly  exalta- 
tion. 

Ahsolute  values 

Nevertheless,  the  notion  per- 
sists that  art  is  by  its  very  nature 
the  embodiment  of  absolute 
values.  We  may  not  be  able  to  de- 
fine those  values,  but  we  expect 
them  to  be  unchanging  and  endur- 
ing, and  it  is  because  of  them — as 
opposed  to  the  real  but  chiefly  so- 
ciological interest  attaching  to 
old  costumes  and  even  to  much 
antique    furniture — that    we   pre- 


serve and  cherish  art  in  our  mu- 
seums. 

The  obvious  answer 

How  does  it  come,  then,  that 
museum  basements  all  over  Amer- 
ica are  full  of  paintings  which  the 
cultivated  men  of  other  times 
considered  beautiful,  and  today's 
experts  dismiss  as  unworthy 
of  wall  space?  The  obvious 
answer  lies  in  the  fact  that  in 
art,  as  in  fashions,  furniture,  even 
in  women,  beauty  lies  in  the  eyes 
of  the  beholder,  and  that,  as 
an  art  scholar  once  phrased  it, 
"Every  epoch  acquires  different 
eyes,"  Add  to  this  thought  the 
explanation  offered  by  Bernard 
Berenson.  doubtless  the  greatest 
art  critic  of  our  century,  that  we 
value  certain  art  expressions  for 
what  he  calls  their  "negative" 
merits,  their  quality  of  "not  being 
objects  raved  about  yesterday," 
and  it  would  seem  that  perhaps 
art  has  no  absolute  value  after  all. 


One' 


s  own  image 


I'd  prefer  to  put  it  differently. 
The  quality  of  a  work  of  art  lies 
in  the  fact  that  it  never  ceases  to 
be  interesting,  that  it  is  many 
things  to  many  people,  that  it  is 
in  effect,  a  mirror  in  which  one 
may  .see  one's  own  image,  emo- 
tions and  ideas.  It  is  the  artists 
of  today  who  keep  polishing  up 
the  mirror  of  past  art  so  they  and 
we  may  see  ourselves  in  it.  who 
uncover  in  it  that  "perpetual 
modernness"  which.  Emerson 
wrote,  "is  the  measure  of  merit 
in  every  work  of  art." 

It  is  true  that  artists  in  other 
times  have  also  looked  back  to 
their  past.  The  sculptors  of  the 
Renaissance  found  inspiration  in 
ancient  Greece  and  Rome.  (Joya 
learned  much  from  Reml)randt. 
Renoir  grew  out  of  Rubens.  The 
art  of  our  own  century,  thougii  it 
must  seem  the  product  of  unprec- 
edented and  untrammeled  experi- 
ment, may  be  regarded  by  future 
historians  as  more  firmly  rooted 
in  tradition  than  any  whicii  came 
before.  Picasso,  for  instance,  the 
most  revolutionary  figure  of  our 
time,  has  derived  every  {)hase  of 
his  extraordinarily  varied  art 
from  a  past  reaching  back  thou-

sands  of  years.  Research,  travel 
and  the  wide  dissemination  of  col- 
or reproductions  have  made  avail- 
able to  our  artists  the  art  of  all 
centuries  and  places.  As  a  result, 
our  artists  have  had  an  incredible, 
unparalleled  feast  spread  before 
them.  But  like  the  children  in  a 
famous  psychological  and  nutri- 
tional experiment  who  were  daily 
turned  loose  before  a  table  heaped 
with  every  kind  of  food  and  deli- 
cacies and  were  found,  after  a 
while,  to  be  eating  what  their 
bodies  basically  required,  so  our 
artists,  surveying  the  art  of  all 
periods,  have  found  beauty  in 
that  which  reflected  and  satisfied 
their  own  aesthetic  thinking  and 
needs,  and  at  the  same  time  re- 
lated to  the  aesthetic  climate  of 
their  own  time. 

"Why  this?" 

The  question  remains.  "Why 
have  our  artists  singled  out»  one 
kind  of  art  and  not  another?"  The 
answer  may  lie  in  the  fact  that 
ours  is  a  day  when  paintings  and 
sculptures  are  more  esteemed  as 
physical  objects  than  as  a  means 
of  communicating  ethical,  senti- 
mental or  literary  values.  For  this 
reason  the  story-telling  art  of  the 
late  19th  century  is  today  regarded 
unsympathetically.  It  is  why 
Rajjhael's  soft  and  smiling  Madon- 
nas are  discounted  as  so  much 
sweetness  by  artists  who  greatly 
admire  the  clean  line  of  the  austere 
Madonnas  by  the  earlier  Duccio. 
It  is  why  one  reads  in  recently 
published  art  histories  not  about 
the  spiritual  exaltation  in  Giotto's 
great  murals  but  rather  about  the 
artist's  extraordinary  grasp  of 
picture-construction.  It  is  why  the 
dark,  quiet  art  of  Rembrandt, 
while  still  greatly  cherislied  as 
one  of  the  profoundest  of  all  hu- 
man expressions,  is  either  by- 
passed by  artists  as  a  source  of 
ideas  or  esteemed  by  them  primar- 
ily for  subtleties  of  his  paint  tex- 
ture, and  overlooked  by  collec- 
tors who.  for  no  less  money  than 
would  be  required  to  buy  a  Rem- 
brandt, snatch  up  instead  the  more 
vivid,  decorative  canvases  of 
Picasso,  Gauguin  or  Matisse. 

The  reappraisal 

Interestingly  enough.  al- 
though Rembrandt  is  still  too 
much  a  painter  of  timeless  inner 
meanings  for  him  to  be  appeal- 
ing to  artists  chiefly  interested  in 
external  form,  other  17th  cen- 
tury artists  have  lately  come 
in  for  the  most  searching  and 
enthusiastic  reappraisal.  The 
Spanish  Zubaran,  for  instance, 
for    generations    dismissed    as    a

melodramatic  painter  of  religious 
images,  has  only  within  the  past 
three  or  four  years  been  redis- 
covered by  painters  of  the  abstract 
school  as  a  master  of  still-lifes  so' 
bold  and  solid  in  their  shapes  and; 
over-all  construction  that  they 
seem  forerunners  of  their  modern 
master.  Cezanne.  Caravaggio.  lonp 
classified  as  a  painter  of  florid, 
baroque,  religious  tableaux,  is 
now  beginning  to  be  valued  by' 
modern  painters  not  because  of 
the  symbolic  mystery  with  which 
his  splashes  of  light  penetrated 
dark  pools  of  shadow,  but  because 
the  painters  see  that  with  his  light 
he  was  able  to  control  and  adjust 
spatial  relationships.  Vermeer. 
who  used  to  be  prized  for  the  gen- 
tle stillness  of  his  exquisitely 
drawn  and  coolly  luminous  Dutch 
interiors,  is  now  hailed  because 
painters  see  in  his  balancing  and 
adjusting  of  the  intricate  patterns 
of  Dutch  floors,  walls,  figures  and 
furniture,  the  forerunner  of  that 
20th  century  Dutch  master  o 
simplified,  perfectly  balanced  ab 
stract  patterns,  Mondrian.  Pous 
sin  they  no  longer  view  as  a  paint 
er  of  decorative  scenes  ou^  o 
classical  mythology  but,  rather,  ai 
a  genius  of  order  and  measure,  of 
rhythmical  sequences  of  line  and 
shape  whose  themes  are  of  no 
consequence  whatever. 

"Tangible  things" 

But  why  do  our  artists  seem 
to  respond  with  such  warmth  es- 
pecially to  artists  of  the  17th  cen- 
tury? Carl  Bridenbaugh  suggest.- 
the  answer  in  his  article  The 
Boisterous,  Brilliant  17th  c.  on 
page  85  of  this  issue.  "Rapid  and 
often  bewildering  change  in  every 
sphere  of  life  was  the  prime  char- 
acteristic of  the  boisterous  cen 
tury  .  .  .  the  revolutionary  nature 
of  the  century  is  best  understood 
today  in  terms  of  tangible 
THINGS— the  material  things  of 
this  world."  Mr.  Bridenbaugh  then 
goes  on  to  speak  of  the  emergence 
in  the  Nth  century  of  what  we  call 
taste,  of  the  time's  cosmopolitan 
quality,  of  its  dynamism. 

These  also  characterize  the 
sociological  and  therefore  the 
aesthetic  climate  of  our  own  time 
It  is  this  analogy  between  the  two 
centuries  which  may  explain  why 
our  artists,  working  in  the  ways  of 
the  20th  century,  many  of  then) 
thinking  in  terms  of  that  purely 
abstract  art  which  is  our  unique 
invention  and  yet  is  so  completely 
an  embodiment  of  Mr.  Briden 
baugh's  "things,"  "taste,"  "dy- 
namism," have  still  found  s. 
much  nourishment  in  the  art  oi 
the  17th.  ENE

IDENTIFYING  WOODS  IN  ANTIQUES 


A  nyone  interested  in  learning 
l\.  about  antique  furniture  will 
aenefit  by  being  able  to  identify 
jne  wood  from  another.  The  fol- 
owing  brief  listing  of  woods  and 
acts  about  them  should  be  help- 
:ul  to  the  novice. 

Pine:  The  wood  found  in  an- 
iques  is  usually  rather  soft,  with 
I  closed  grain  (i.e.,  no  pores). 
]]olor  may  range  from  almost 
;reamy  white  through  shades  of 
-ellow-brown.  Its  knots  are  hard 
ind  darker  than  the  surrounding 
vood.  Pine  was  widely  used  in  con- 
truction  of  old  tables,  cupboards. 


{V^alnut:  A  hard,  medium- 
drained  wood,  whose  surface  color 
n  antiques  may  range  from  a  light 
golden  brown  to  a  deep  chocolate 
irown.  The  wood  has  an  odor  when 

ut  which  may  persist  to  help  iden- 
ify  it.  Walnut  was  widely  used  in 

arly  American  and  Victorian 
urniture.  architectural  interiors 
md  gun  stocks,  both  as  solid  wood 

nd  veneer.  The  veneers,  however, 
vere  usually  overlays  and  not  our 
nodern  superior  "bonded"  ply- 
wood construction.  Walnut  domi- 

ated  the  French  furniture  of  the 

8th  century  and  was  the  predomi- 
lant  wood  of  late  17th  and  early 

8th    century    England    (William 

nd    Mary,    and    Queen    Anne ) . 


Yellow  poplar:  A  semi-hard, 
close-grained  wood,  often  stained 
to  match  walnut  and  combined 
with  it  in  Victorian  and  early  20th 
century  pieces.  Unfinished  sur- 
faces frequently  have  a  brown 
tone,  but  underneath  is  usually  the 
yellow-green  coloration  so  charac- 
teristic of  yellow  poplar.  The 
wood  occasionally  has  dark  brown 
or  black  knots  and  streaks.  Al- 
though usually  a  "supporting" 
wood,  poplar  was  often  used  alone 
to  make  tables  and  chests.  The 
one-piece  bottoms  of  Early  Ameri- 
can chairs  were  sometimes  made 
of  it.  Today  it  is  frequently  used  as 
veneer  or  lumber  core  between  the 
pieces  of  veneer  that  are  bonded 
into  plywood. 

Cherry:  This  wood  has  a  grain 
closely  resembling  yellow  poplar, 
but  it  is  harder  and  more  durable 
and  its  coloring  different.  Antique 
cherry  is  usually  a  dark  red-brown. 
Nearly  always  cherry  is  found  in 
solid  form  in  antiques,  except  that 
matched  crotches  of  cherry  ve- 
neers made  up  the  door  faces  of 
many  lovely  prized  pieces  of  the 
early  1800s.  Cherry  was  frequently 
used  to  make  small  bedside  and 
sewing  tables  and  in  the  construc- 
tion of  chests  of  drawers.  The  sup- 
ply of  cherry  today,  like  walnut, 
is  not  abundant  but  readily  avail- 


able. In  fact  since  1950.  when  pro- 
vincial styles  in  furniture  began 
their  popularity  climb,  cherry  has 
become  the  third  or  fourth  most 
important  furniture  wood. 

Maple:  A  hard,  close-grained, 
heavy  wood  much  used  in  Early 
American  and  Colonial  antiques. 
Because  it  was  very  durable,  much 
of  it  has  survived.  Newly  cut  maple 
is  almost  white,  but  the  surface 
of  wood  found  in  well  preserved 
antiques  is  invariably  honey-cot- 
ored.  A  pleasing  variation  of  the 
wood  often  found  in  antiques  is 
bird's-eye  maple.  You  will  find  it 
used  along  with  a  similar  wood, 
birch,  in  almost  all  of  the  Early 
American  reproductions  today. 
Bird's-eye  Maple:  The  wood  is 
characterized  by  formations  which 
somewhat  resemble  a  series  of 
birds'  eyes:  hence  the  name.  The 
figure  appears  frequently  in  the 
veneer  on  antique  drawer-fronts. 
More  recently  (about  the  turn  of 
the  century)  complete  pieces  ve- 
neered with  it  were  popular. 

Mahogany:  A  fairly  hard, 
medium-grained  wood.  As  found 
in  antiques,  it  shades  from  a  quite 
bright  red  through  red-brown.  (It 
is  actually  a  light  brown  when 
freshly  cut.)  The  wood  has  a  dis- 
tinct tendency  towards  high 
lights — that   is,    alternating   light 


and  dark  streaks.  A  great  deal  of 
mahogany  veneer,  some  of  it  beau- 
tifully and  fancifully  figured 
swirls  and  crotches,  was  used  in 
Victorian  antiques,  and  mahogany 
was  the  predominant  choice  for 
late  18th  century  English  styles. 
It  was  popular  with  18th  century 
designers  Chippendale,  Hepple- 
white  and  Sheraton  as  well  as 
their  American  contemporaries — 
John  Goddard.  Wm.  Savery,  and 
Samuel  Mclntire.  One  variety. 
San  Domingo  mahogany,  has  a 
wide  color  range  from  red  to 
black.  Mahogany  is  still  used  in 
modern  furniture  both  as  plywood 
(veneered)  for  the  larger  flat  sur- 
faces and  as  solid  mahogany  for 
the  chairs,  posts  and  carved  parts 
of  case  pieces   {i.e.,  chests,  etc.). 

Rosewood:  This  wood  is  hard, 
open-grained,  often  a  dark  brown 
or  smoky  purple  with  veins  of 
black  intermingled.  Solid  pieces 
are  relatively  rare;  veneer  is 
more  frequently  encountered. 
Many  of  the  small  antique  melo- 
deons  were  veneered  with  it. 

Birch:  A  wood  almost  as  hard  as 
maple,  occasionally  with  a  distinc- 
tive cross  or  diagonal  figure,  birch 
differs  from  maple  in  one  notice- 
able respect;  it  has  a  slightly  open 
grain — that  is,  very  small  pores.

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NATIVE'S  RETURN

\kT  lien  I  was  born  on  a  farm 
TT  settled  by  my  great  grand- 
father near  the  Swiss  village  of 
Vew  Glarus.  Wisconsin,  the  news 
was  sent  to  Switzerland  where  I 
was  registered  as  a  citizen  of  Elm, 
Glarus  Canton.  Elm  was  the  Al- 
pine village  of  400  persons  which 
ny  ancestors  had  left  70  years 
before  and  to  which  no  one  in  the 
amily  had  ever  returned.  Switzer- 
and  never  disclaims  her  own.  and 
myone  with  an  unadulterated 
Swiss  peaigree,  no  matter  how  far 
emoved  he  may  be,  is  considered 
i  Swiss. 

Though  I  was  a  fourth-gen- 
ration  American,  my  childhood 
ould  not  have  been  more  Swiss 
f  my  peasant  ancestors  had  never 
left  Switzerland.  In  New  Glarus 
we  observed  Swiss  holidays,  ate 
wiss  food,  played  Swiss  games, 
yodeled  and  spoke  only  Mutter- 
prache.  the  Schweizer-Deutsch 
patois  of  Elm. 

One  hundred  and  two  years 
fter  my  ancestors'  departure 
from  Switzerland  I  was  the  first 
jf  their  descendants  to  return  for 
1  visit.  Though  it  had  rained  al- 
most constantly  since  I  had  en- 
ered  Switzerland,  the  July  morn- 
ing was  bright.  The  snowy  Alps 
toward  which  I  was  headed  were 
visible  beyond  Zurich  Lake.  It 
was  Saturday  and  the  train  was 
jammed  with  ruddy  youths  on 
their  way  to  Canton  Glarus.  a  fa- 
vorite with  weekending  Zurich- 
ers.    We    followed    the    shore    of 

DCTOBER,   1957 


Zurich  Lake,  alive  with  swimmers 
and  sailboats  looking  like  coveys 
of  white  butterflies.  Soon  after 
leaving  the  lake  we  arrived  at 
Ziegelbruecke.  the  gateway  to 
Canton  Glarus.  The  entire  canton 
is  under  25  miles  long,  in  the 
shape  of  a  "Y."  only  a  brisk  Sun- 
day hike  for  a  sturdy  mountaineer. 
As  the  train  travelled  up  the  river, 
the  mountain  walls  grew  higher 
and  closer,  with  each  village  hud- 
dling in  claustrophobic  peril. 

Glarus.  itself,  is  near  the 
head  of  the  main  valley  just  below 
the  fork  in  the  "Y."  Here  the 
railroad  station  was  surprisingly 
cosmopolitan  with  kiosks  of 
American  magazines  and  French 
and  English  books.  I  had  expect- 
ed an  old  town  with  narrow  streets 
cluttered  by  goats  and  peasants. 
What  I  saw  was  a  graciously  open 
city  with  wide  streets,  neo-classic 
palaces,  public  gardens  and  foun- 
tains. Destroyed  by  fire  in  1861, 
the  town  was  wisely  re-designed. 
Despite  the  oppressive  mountains, 
it  has  a  feeling  of  space  where 
no  space  exists.  The  planners  suc- 
ceeded in  creating  an  atmosphere 
of  light  and  air,  like  a  miniature 
Paris. 

My  purpose  in  stopping  in 
Glarus  was  to  trace  my  family 
tree.  For  this  I  went  to  the  court 
house,  a  large  stone  building  in 
the  heart  of  the  town,  not  far  from 
the  twin-spired  cathedral.  A  box 
of  geraniums  made  a  scarlet  cor-

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nice  over  tlie  door.  I  was  directed 
to  the  second  floor,  down  a  long 
corridor  to  a  door  which  said 
Landesarclnev.  A  thin,  large- 
framed  man  came  out  of  a  corri- 
dor and  peered  at  me  over  his 
glasses.  He  was  Herr  Doktor 
Jacob  Winteler-Marti,  custodian 
of  what  is  probably  the  world's 
most  astounding  genealogical  rec- 
ords, a  roomful  of  volumes.  They 
are  the  works  of  a  genealogist 
named  John  Jacob  Kubli-Mueller, 
a  distant  relative,  who  devoted  his 
life  to  tracing  the  histories  of  ev- 
ery cantonal  family  back  to  the 
16th  century  and,  in  some  cases. 
further.  When  he  died  in  1933 
Herr  Kubli-Mueller  left  his  rec- 
ords to  the  government,  which 
moved  them  to  the  court  house 
and  employed  Dr.  Winteler-Marti 
to  keep  them  up  Today  every 
citizen  of  the  canton — and  very 
nearly  every  citizen  of  New 
Glarus,  Wisconsin,  if  he  so  de- 
sires— can  go  to  the  archives  and 
trace  his  ancestry  back  more  than 
300  years. 

The  black  sheep 

Using  Dr.  Winteler-Marti's 
index  as  a  guide.  I  found  the  first 
Kubli  in  the  archives  was  named 
Hans  and  was  born  in  1446.  His 
sons  and  grandsons  distinguished 
themselves  largely  in  war.  In  1513 
Felix  Kubli  was  killed  in  a  fool- 
hardy Swiss  campaign  to  wrest 
Milan  from  the  Viscontis.  and  12 
years  later  Thomas  Kubli  joined 
another  Italian  campaign  to  cap- 
ture Pavia.  Several  16th  century 
Kublis  were  in  trouble  with  the 
law.  Paidus  Kubli  was  ordered  by 
a  judge  to  stop  drinking,  and 
Peter  and  Fridli  Kubli  were  on 
trial  for  a  crime  which  the  rec- 
ords discreetly  fail  to  name. 

In  1597  Yodel  Kubli  was 
married  to  Margaret  Luchsinger, 
and  their  union  is  the  beginning 
of  an  unbroken  line  down  to  the 
present.  In  1853  Oswald  Kubly 
decided  to  emigrate  with  his  wife 
and  four  children  to  the  Swiss 
colony  of  New  Glarus  in  America 
There  he  cleared  the  Wisconsin 
farm  on  which  his  descendants 
have  lived  ever  since.  The  record 
ended  with  the  births  of  two  chil- 
dren. Lila  Marie  and  Herbert 
Oswald  Kubli,  myself.  I  brought 
the  archives  up  to  date  with  a 
notation  of  my  sister's  marriage 
and  of  her  three  children. 

It  was  only  five  o'clock  when 
I  said  goodbye  to  Dr.  Winteler- 
Marti,  but  the  shadows  of  the 
mountains  were  already  darken- 
ing the  valley.  The  sky  from 
mountain  to  mountain  formed  a 
pale  blue  roof.  Roses  spilled  from 
bushes,  hedges  and  trees.  Petals 
covered  the  surface  of  a  fountain 


which  spurted  water  50  feet  into 
the  air  and  cast  scores  of  rain- 
bows in  every  direction.  My  rev- 
eries were  interrupted  by  a  wild 
clanging  of  church  bells.  It  was 
the  Saturday  afternoon  "prayer 
ringing"  which  the  mountain 
walls  echoed  into  a  cacophony  so 
tortuous  I  could  not  believe  a 
prayer  would  have  been  possible. 

They  do  yodel 

The  same  bells  awoke  me  at 
five  o'clock  the  next  morning. 
When  they  rang  again  at  six, 
there  was  nothing  to  do  but  rise. 

After  a  breakfast  of  sausages 
and  eggs,  I  went  to  the  station  to 
take  a  train  for  Elm.  Though  it 
was  not  yet  eight  o'clock,  the  sta- 
tion was  jammed  with  Sunday 
mountaineers.  A  ruddy  quartet  of 
Salvation  Army  women  moved 
through  the  crowd  singing  W^hen 
the  Roll  is  Called  Up  Yonder.  As 
we  pulled  away  from  the  station, 
some  youths  began  to  yodel, 
drowning  out  the  lachrymose 
quartet  on  the  platform.  I  rode 
the  train  only  four  miles  to 
Schwanden,  the  station  in  the  fork 
of  the  "Y"  which  divides  the  can- 
ton into  two  valleys.  In  Schwan- 
den I  switched  to  a  red  electric 
trolley  that  was  bright  and  gay 
as  a  toy.  This  was  the  Kleintal 
(small  valley)  train,  traveling 
from  Schwanden  to  Elm,  the  last 
village  in  the  meadow  of  the 
Haustock  Alp.  We  started  to 
climb  at  once,  through  an  abyss 
so  narrow  that  the  same  passage 
served  as  train  track,  auto  road 
and  footpath.  The  conductor  told 
me  that  the  pass  frequently  filled 
up  in  winter,  isolating  the  villages 
above. 

The  valley  widened  into  a 
sunny  plateau  of  vegetable  gar- 
dens and  small  fields  arranged 
about  clusters  of  dark  brown 
buildings.  The  heavens  shook 
with  the  roar  of  waterfalls,  scores 
of  shimmering  cascades  on  both 
sides  of  the  valley  emptying  1,000 
feet  or  more  from  the  snowfields 
above.  The  sun  was  warm  but  the 
air  was  brisk  and  biting  and  light 
dazzled  the  eyes.  Ahead  of  us  I 
recognized  Martins  Loch,  a  hole 
in  the  mountain  through  wliich 
each  November  11.  the  day  of  St. 
Martin's  feast,  oblique  rays  of  the 
sun  shine  for  a  few  minutes  on  the 
spire  of  the  Elm  churcii  2.000 
feet  below.  The  car  came  to  a  stop 
at  a  small  wooden  station  above 
which  the  village  of  Elm  stretched 
another  half-mile  upwards. 

I  started  walking,  feeling  as 
Rip  Van  Winkle  must  have  felt, 
moving  through  a  place  I'd  never 
seen,  yet  felt  I  had,  where  every- 
thing was  familiar  at  the  same 
time  it  was  unfamiliar.  I  passed 
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low  dark  chalets  and  Victorian- 
style  clapboard  houses  built  after 
an  avalanche  wiped  out  much  of 
Elm  in  1881.  The  village  was 
empty  as  a  ghost  town,  and  many 
of  the  houses  were  shuttered. 
Finally  I  met  an  old  man  carry- 
ing hay.  I  asked  him  where  every- 
one was,  and  he  replied  that  ev- 
eryone was  either  in  hayfields  or 
in  church. 

The  700-year-old  church 
where  my  ancestors  worshipped 
was  familiar  from  photographs. 
In  the  crowded  graveyard  I  felt 
some  of  Rip  Van  Winkle's  terror 
when  I  saw  my  own  name  on  three 
of  the  stones.  The  mixed  black 
slate  and  white  marble  tomb- 
stones made  an  eerie  effect. 

Gauche  American 

Entering  the  church  was,  I 
imaojine.  rather  like  entering  a 
17th-century  meeting  house  in 
Puritan  New  England.  The  in- 
terior was  like  the  cemetery  out- 
doors, a  stark  counterpoint  of 
black  on  white.  The  church  was 
unadorned  white  and  the  dress  of 
the  parishioners,  unrelieved  black. 
The  women  wore  black  bonnets 
uniform  in  design;  the  men's 
black  stove-pipe  hats  stood  upside 
down  in  a  row  on  a  shelf.  The 
minister  wore  a  black  robe  with  a 
crossed  white  collar.  The  parish- 
ioners turned  to  look  at  me.  I  was 
wearing  a  short-sleeved  striped 
sports  shirt  without  jacket  or  tie. 
In  embarrassment  I  slipped  into 
the  nearest  pew  and  discovered 
that  I  was  seated  with  the  women, 
separated  by  the  center  aisle  from 
the  pews  of  the  men.  The  minister, 
bearing  in  mind  no  doubt  the  hay- 
makers in  the  meadows,  was 
warning  against  the  sin  of  not 
keeping  sabbath.  When  he  fin- 
ished, the  congregation  sang 
vigorously.  A  Miahty  Fortress  is 
Our  God.  The  people  hurried 
away,  speaking  to  one  another  in 
hushed  whispers.  Not  even  the 
minister  greeted  me.  I  stood  in 
the  begonia  and  geranium-cov- 
ered graveyarTl,  lonely  among 
tombstones  bearing  the  names  of 
Kubli  and  Elmer. 

Men,  wearing  loose-fitting 
cotton  "hay-shirts"  with  hoods  to 
keep  chaff  out  of  hair  and  ears, 
were  carrying  the  hay  down  to 
the  barns  in  luige  bundles  tied  to 
their  backs.  One  was  passii,ig  the 
cemetery.  From  under  the  hay 
peered  a  grizzled,  beard-stubbled 
face. 

"You  carry  it  well."  I  said. 

"There  was  a  day  when  I  car- 
ried it  better,"  he  replied. 

"The  preacher  does  not  ap- 
prove of  your  working  on  Sun- 
day," I  said.

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A  FEW  KIND  WORDS  FOR  MODERN 

Philip  Hiss,  the  designer  and  owner  of  H&G's  Hallmark  House  No.  2, 
tells  us  on  page  90  of  the  preference  of  his  five  children  for  modern  de- 
sign. They  have  lived  with  it  from  birth  and  are  so  accustomed  to  it  that 
they  protested  at  having  to  live  even  temporarily  in  an  "old-fashioned" 
house  while  their  new  one  was  being  built.  As  they  have  been  exposed 
to  more  styles  of  architecture  than  most  American  children,  the  young 
Hisses'  liking  for  modern  is  certainly  a  conscious  one.  Yet  because  the 
contemporary  style  was  handed  down  to  them  by  their  father,  it  is  quite 
literally  a  traditional  style  for  them  which  presumably  will  be  handed 
on  to  their  own  children.  In  any  event  what  is  often  referred  to  today  as 
modern  architecture  has  existed  for  considerably  more  than  a  genera- 
tion, and  many  examples  which  have  endured  are  no  longer  truly  modern. 

But  there  can  be  little  argument  that  the  Hiss  house  presented  in  this 
issue  qualifies  as  modern  by  almost  any  standard.  Indeed  some  readers 
who  will  derive  inspiration  and  delight  from  H&G's  Tradition  Up  to  Date 
series  beginning  on  page  77  may  scorn  Hallmark  House  No.  2  as  the 
epitome  of  all  they  find  objectionable  in  modern  design.  For  them  the 
Hisses'  house  is  all  glass  and  steel  and  stone;  a  flat-top  box,  stark,  ugly, 
without  character.  We  suggest,  however,  that  such  readers  will  be  doing 
themselves  a  disservice  if  they  thus  dismiss  the  Hallmark  House. 

To  begin  with,  it  is  a  new  and  in  many  respects  original  design  by  an 
educated  and  thoughtful  man  of  our  own  age.  Our  civilization  will  be  judged 
by  future  generations  on  the  basis  of  what  we  create  and  not  on  the  basis 
of  our  skill  in  imitating  or  adapting  things  designed  by  our  predecessors. 
We  live  in  a  time  that  is  ripe  for  creativeness.  In  fact,  we  have  designed 
and  produced  a  flood  of  materials,  equipment  and  products  that  have 
made  living  vastly  more  pleasant  and  easy.  Many  of  the  newest  and  most 
effective  of  these  can  be  studied  in  the  Hisses'  house.  We  should  not  allow 
our  aesthetic  development  to  fall  behind  our  progress  in  engineering.  Yet 
this  we  will  surely  do  if  we  rely  safely  and  solely  on  the  past. 

Finally,  there  must  be  more  than  the  merit  of  convenience  in  any 
home  which  a  civilized  family  finds  graceful  and  rewarding  to  live  in. 
Careful  examination  of  the  Hisses'  house  will  reveal  a  numl)er  of  tradi- 
tional derivations.  Its  simplicity,  symmetry  and  rectangular  form  are  quite 
classic,  for  example,  and  many  of  the  architectural  means  for  cooling 
the  house  were  in  use  in  ancient  Egypt.  For  the  best  modern  designs  rely, 
of  course,  on  accumulated  knowledge  and  experience.  Every  age  is  thus 
an  age  of  synthesis. 

We  present  both  Tradition  Up  to  Date  and  the  Hallmark  House  in 
the  same  issue  not  because  they  are  so  different,  but  because  they  relate 
so  closely.  It  is  largely  modern  architecture  and  materials  that  have  given 
traditional  furniture  its  new  look,  and  it  is  to  traditional  design  that  we 
turn  for  education  and  inspiration  in  fashioning  the  tradition  of  tomorrow.

ith  this  issue  H&G  begins  a  four-part  series  on  our 
great  heritage  of  design  and  its  place  in  the  bold  new  living 
pattern  we  are  creating.

Like  Shakespeare  in  modern  dress,  good  traditional  design 
^  transposed  into  contemporary  settings  will  not  lose  its 
original  beauty  and,  indeed,  will  gain  new  values.  The  follow- 
ing pages  show  how  traditional  pieces  can  be  adapted  to  con- 
temporary backgrounds  which  were  either  imposed  by  archi- 
tects or  deliberately  created  through  the  use  of  color,  fabrics, 
wall  and  floor  materials.  The  decorators  used  one  or  two  defi- 
nite colors  in  variations  (one  color  may  be  white  which  sharp- 
ens the  lines  of  the  furniture ) .  They  eliminated  conflicting 
patterns  on  walls,  floors  and  furniture.  Heavily  carved  furni- 
ture has  been  set  against  plain  wall  areas.  Warm  toned  woods 
and  painted  finishes  contrast  with  cool,  clean  floor  surfaces. 
With  mixtures  of  periods  and  woods  unity  is  achieved  through 
color  and  fabric.  Fabrics  that  are  washable  or  finished  to  re- 
sist stains  and  wrinkles  are  used  for  upholstery.  Many  of  them 
borrow  traditional  motifs  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the 
furniture.  Absence  of  clutter  and  ostentation  lets  you  enjoy 
the  patina  of  woods  and  beauty  of  detail — those  finer  points 
of  traditional  furniture  which  in  themselves  enrich  a  room.

ctober  1st  (1660)  My  layings  out  upon  my  house  in  fur- 
niture are  so  great  that  I  fear  I  shall  not  be  able  to  go 
through  them  without  breaking  one  of  my  bags  of  £100.  .  .  . 
Office  in  the  morning.  This  morning  my  dining-room  was  fin- 
ished with  green  serge  hanging  and  gilt  leather,  which  is  very 
handsome.  .  .  .  So,  home,  where  my  wife  tells  me  what  she  has 
bought  today,  namely  a  bed  and  furniture  for  her  chamber. 

These  and  similar  expenditures,  noted  in  shorthand  in 
the  famous  Diary  of  Samuel  Pepys  when  he  and  his  French 
wife  first  entered  upon  their  luxurious  mode  of  living,  both 
set  the  tone  and  indicate  the  direction  that  domestic  life  in 
Western  Europe  was  beginning  to  take  in  1660.  We  can  per- 
ceive what  Pepys  and  his  contemporaries  did  not  see,  that  their 
world  was  reflecting  a  revolutionary  movement.  In  truth,  the 
17th  century  was  every  bit  as  revolutionary  and  the  future 
seemed  just  as  uncertain  as  our  own  appears  today. 

The  age  was  a  boisterous  and  lusty  one,  an  age  of  bril- 
liant innovators  and  brash  but  great  men  who  were  fertile 
in  new  ideas  and  bursting  with  the  energy  of  inspired  youth. 
It  was  one  of  the  most  exciting  periods  in  which  to  live  and 
one  that  fires  the  imagination  today  as  we  read  about  it. 
This  was  also  the  time  when  venturesome  Englishmen  and 
their  families  were  founding  colonies  on  the  American  shore 
of  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  Indeed  the  hundred  years  between 
1600  and  1700  constitute  one  of  the  most  important  centuries 
in  all  recorded  history.

Rapid  and  often  bewildering  change  in  every  sphere  of 
life  was  the  prime  characteristic  of  the  boisterous  century. 
It  opened  in  the  late  middle  ages  and  closed  with  the  coming 
of  modern  times.  In  France,  the  Low  Countries,  and  especially 
in  England,  Europeans  of  the  upper  and  middle  classes  found 
themselves  facing  in  two  directions  at  once:  tradition  still 
held  them  in  its  grip;  they  were  surrounded  by  much  that 
was  old  and  familiar,  but  the  strange  and  the  new  also  con- 
fronted them  and  strongly  attracted  them.  This  change  can  be 
seen  in  ideas,  beliefs,  and  attitudes,  though  the  shifts  in  these 
aspects  of  existence  are  less  evident  and  comprehensible  to 
us,  but  the  revolutionary  nature  of  the  century  is  best  under- 
stood today  in  terms  of  tangible  THINGS — the  material 
things  of  this  world,  the  concrete,  the  surviving  familiar  ob- 
jects round  and  about  that  can  be  seen  and  felt. 

Most  striking  was  the  emergence  of  what  is  called  taste, 
as  it  found  expression  in  the  style  and  manner  of  living  of 
the  upper  and  wealthy  classes:  in  architecture,  in  interior 
design,  in  the  decoration  of  rooms,  and  in  the  clothing  of 
both  sexes.  Inevitably  the  newly  rich  sought  to  emulate,  if 
not  to  join,  the  gentry  by  lavish  display  of  their  wealth  in 
their  houses  and  on  their  persons.  After  all,  as  Lord  Burghley 
told  his  son,  "Gentility  is  nothing  but  ancient  riches."  If  a 
man  of  Shakespeare's  day  had  been  permitted  to  return 
in  1700  to  the  England  of  Sir  Isaac  Newton,  he  would  have 
seen  much  that  was  familiar,  but  the  outward  and  visible 
changes  in  domestic  living  would  have  seemed  to  him  the 
harbingers  of  a  strange,  new  age. 

What  had  happened  to  bring  about  such  radical  de- 
velopments? Actually  life  on  the  continent  of  Europe  had 
slowly  begun  to  change  as  early  as  1500,  but  the  climax  of  the 
movement  is  best  observed  in  England  during  the  century 
when  what  is  now  the  United  States  was  being  settled.  Eco- 
nomic changes  of  a  very  complex  nature  brought  about  a 
remarkable  rise  in  the  standard  of  living  of  the  gentry.  Even 
more  important  for  our  purposes  is  the  fact  that  the  middle 
class  began  to  share  in  the  benefils  by  1600,  because  from 
their  ranks  the  colonies  drew  the  leaders  whose  descendants 
would  gradually  merge  into  an  American  aristocracy  in  the 
18th  century. 

Whatever  else  the  religious  upheaval  of  the  period  and 
the  new  attitudes  toward  life  unleashed  by  the  rise  of  Modern 
Science,  which  had  its  birth  in  this  century,  accomplished, 
they  did  turn  the  public  mind  away  from  the  medieval  habit  of 
concentrating  u|)on  eternity.  As  the  old  respect  for  authority 
and  the  old  certainty  about  a  future  life  faded,  men  took  a 
more  modern  delight  in  trying  to  improve  in  every  way  life 
in  the  world  as  they  found  it.  This  gradual  shift  from  em- 
phasis on  the  spiritual  and  {Continued  on  page  142)

Dictionary  of  Design 


Part  1:  17th  century 


3.  ENGLISH,  CHARLES  H,  1660 


The  17th  century  was  a  century  of  beginnings — new  lands  were  being  explored  and 

settled  and  new  wealth  was  pouring  into  Europe.  Renaissance  elegance  ruled  well 

into  the  1600s  and  gradually  developed  into  the  full-blown  baroque.  The  baroque  developed 

first  as  an  architectural  style  in  Italy,  then  moved  on  to  France,  Holland,  England 

and  America,  changing  character  and  developing  new  forms.  Simple  pieces  reflecting 

fashionable  styles  were  created  for  people  who,  a  century  earlier,  had  been  satisfied  with 

a  stool,  a  box-like  chest,  and  straw  bedding.  Just  as  carving,  veneering,  and  gilding 

ft 

characterized  court  furniture;  turning,  painting,  and  boldness  of  design  characterized 
the  simpler  pieces.  Comfort  became  a  consideration  and  furniture  began  to  have  an 
artistic  as  well  as  a  practical  function.  By  1700  forms  familiar  to  us  today  had  made 
their  appearance  and  were  ready  for  the  refinement  of  18th-century  design. 

Stools 

Until  the  end  of  the  17th  century  the  stool  was 
perhaps  tiie  most  widely  used  of  all  furniture 
forms.  The  armchair,  if  the  household  afforded 
one,  was  reserved  for  the  master  or  an  important 
guest.  The  simple  joint  (meaning  "joined")  stool 
was  the  most  eoninion.  The  turned  legs,  single- 
board  top,  and  sturdy  stretchers  of  the  American 
cedar  example  (1)  could  be  found  throughout 
Europe.  The  form  had  its  aristocratic  counterpart 
in  the  upholstered  stool,  of  which  many  were  in 
use  when  the  privilege  of  being  seated  in  a  chair 
was  a  matter  of  protocol.  Legs  and  feet  were  often 
elaborately  carved  as  in  the  French  example  (2) 
of  the  mid-century.  The  Charles  II  walnut  stool 
upholstered  in  tapestry  (3)  represents  an  Eng- 
lish version  of  Flemish  baroque  carving. 
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Early  Chairs 


Turned  chairs  like  the  early  17th  century  English 
example  (4)  were  derived  from  medieval  forms. 
Usually  of  oak,  they  were  simply  constructed  with 
plank  seat,  sturdy  posts  and  back. 

Chairs  of  the  mid-century  were  often  square- 
seated,  and  concessions  to  comfort  were  made  by 
adding  arms,  raising  the  back,  and  replacing  the 
rush  or  "flag"  seat  (5)  with  upholstery.  Another 
version  is  the  New  England  rectangular-pdst  type, 
with  square  posts  and  slats  across  the  back  (6),

Later  Chairs 

Wainscot  chairs  evolved  during  the  Middle  Ages 
from  seats  built  into  paneled  walls.  The  American 
example  (7)  shows  the  dignity  and  strength 
which  characterized  these  throne-like  chairs.  As 
part  of  the  development  of  new  forms,  chairs  of 
lighter,  simpler  type  appeared  in  which  the  panels 
are  smaller,  as  in  the  English  country  chair  (8) 
of  oak  made  after  the  middle  of  the  century. 

In  France,  the  Burgundian  chair  (9)  has 
boldly  shaped  slats  instead  of  a  solid  back  and  the 
seat  is  upholstered  in  needlepoint.  Cushions  were 
used  for  centuries  until  early  in  the  1600s,  when 
upholstery  was  attached  permanently  to  court 
pieces  of  Italy  and  France.  England  and  the  Col- 
onies adopted  upholstery  for  such  pieces  as  the 
Cromwellian,  or  "farthingale,"  chair  (10), 
which  had  no  arms  in  order  to  accommodate  the 
wide  skirts  of  the  period. 

The  Spanish  chair  (11)  is  richer  in  appear- 
ance, with  geometrically  carved  stretchers  and 
small  paw-like  feet.  The  seat  and  back  are  velvet 
slung  simply  across  the  frame,  fringed  and  lav- 
ishly decorated. 

Portugal  also  contributed  much  to  furniture 
design  during  these  years  (12),  especially  in- 
fluencing the  baroque  decoration  of  Flemish 
pieces  which  in  turn  affected  English  taste.  "Por- 
tuguese feet"  were  widely  used  from  the  middle  of 
the  century  on  by  English  and  colonial  makers. 

The  elaborately  carved  and  caned  armchair 
called  the  Charles  II  chair  was  introduced  into 
England  by  that  monarch,  who  returned  from 
exile  in  Holland  much  impressed  by  the  Flemish 
baroque.  The  walnut  chair  with  crown  and  thistle 
carving  is  a  Scottish  example  (13)  of  a  style 
popular  on  the  Continent  as  well  as  in  England. 
The    American    chair    (14)    is    starkly    simple.

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Settees  and  Daybeds 

Seats  for  more  than  one  were  first  simply  an  ex- 
tension of  the  stool  into  a  long  bench.  Early  wains- 
coted benches  or  settles  were  high,  solid  pieces 
used  in  the  great  halls.  Later  arms  were  added, 
the  back  lowered,  and  the  frame  became  much 
lighter.  The  colonial  cedar  bench  (15)  has 
turned  spindles  and  simple  straight  legs.  A  type 
which  developed  from  the  Charles  II  arnuiiairs 
was  simply  two  chairs  joined  in  one  piece  (16). 
Caning  (adopted  from  the  Orient)  was  often  used 
for  back  as  well  as  seat.  A  further  development 
was  the  addition  of  upholstery  as  seen  in  the  Wil- 
liam and  Mary  bench  settee  (17)  with  elaborate- 
ly crossed  stretchers  and  crewelwork  upholstery. 
In  France,  the  piece  was  enlarged  to  the  size  of 
our  modern  sofa  (18). 

The  earliest  type  of  chaise  longue,  or  daybed, 
was  simply  an  extended  chair  (19).       Continued 
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18.  FRENCH  1690 
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Tables 

Stylistically,  tables  became  more  varied  dur- 
ing the  17th  century.  The  long  draw-out  table  ( 1 ) 
we  mistakenly  call  a  refectory  table  reached  a 
height  of  decoration  in  heavy  Jacobean  carved 
oak  pieces'.  A  contemporary  Spanish  example  (2) 
of  walnut  has  wrought-iron  stretchers  and  an  un- 
usual carved  drawer.  Variations  on  the  rectangu- 
lar table  began  to  appear  by  mid-century — the 
oval  English  walnut  piece  (3)  is  similar  in  many 
ways  to  Flemish  and  Italian  examples.  In  America, 
the  butterfly  table  (4) — so-called  because  of  the 
shape  of  the  wing-like  pieces  whicb  supported 
the  leaves — became  popular. 

Elaborately  decorated  and  carved  "extra" 
tables  began  to  appear,  for  use  as  side  or  serving 
tables.  The  William  and  Mary  piece  (5)  com- 
bines many  woods  in  beautiful  inlaid  floral  pat- 
terns. Rural  cabinetmakers  often  painted  simpler 
versions  of  these  floral  designs  on  tables,  chests, 
and  cupboards. 

Smaller  tables  like  the  gateleg  (6),  which 
opened  to  support  round  or  rectangular  leaves, 
became  more  popular  at  the  end  of  the  century. 


Chests  and  Highboys    ' 

The  chest,  like  tlic  stool,  was  one  of  the  ear- 
liest pieces  of  furniture.  In  Italy  it  was  a  deco- 
rati\e  piece  (7) ,  often  so  carved  and  paneled  that 
little  flat  surface  remained.  In  England  the  chest 
was  simpler  (8) — usually  of  oak  with  carved 
panels,  and  raised  from  the  floor  by  straight  legs. 
Later  in  the  century  drawers  were  added  to  the 
bottom  part  of  the  chest  and  the  decoration  be- 
came more  ornate.  The  Connecticut  Valley  oak 
ciu'st  (9)  has  carved  panels  and  applied  split 
spindles  painted  black. 

Once  drawers  were  added  and  the  chest  was 
raised  from  the  floor  it  became  a  very  versatile 
piece  of  furniture.  One  of  the  most  functional 
forms  was  the  highboy  or  tall  chest  with  a  drawer 
below.  The  American  maple  piece  (10)  has  the 
shaped  stretcher  in  front,  turned  legs,  and  ball 
feet  characteristic  of  the  William  and  Mary  style. 


Commodes  and  Lowboys 

The  low  chest  of  d  awers.  or  commode,  was 
widely  used  by  the  end  of  the  century  throughout 
Europe  and  in  the  colonies.  With  its  kingwood 
veneer,  metal  mounts  on  drawer  and  frame,  and 
hoof  feet,  the  Louis  XIV  example  (11)  embodies 
the  elegance  of  French  court  furniture  of  the 
period.  The  country  chest  (12)  of  oak  and  pine 
from  New  England  is  as  richly  decorated  in  its 
own  way.  with  carved  geometric  molding  and 
painted  designs. 

The  lowboy  is  a  decorative  piece,  half  table, 
half  chest,  wbich  could  be  used  as  a  table  or  sup- 
port for  a  high  chest.  English  examples  (13)  of 
the  William  and  Mary  period  are  characterized 
by  continuous  stretchers  connecting  as  many  as 
six  or  eight  legs.  The  American  walnut  example 
(14)    is,  by  contrast,  much  simpler. 
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Desks  and  Secretaries 

By  ihe  end  of  the  century  the  writing  desk 
was  a  fairly  common  piece.  First  a  simple  stand  to 
support  a  book,  it  was  raised  on  a  frame  as  in  the 
American  maple  example  (15).  In  another  form 
it  became  a  taller  piece — a  cabinet  with  a  drop 
front  like  the  English  marquetry  desk  (16)  of 
walnut,  elm.  and  colored  woods.  The  American 
painted  version  (17)  of  the  drop-front  desk-box  is 
made  of  tulip-poplar  and  oak.  Still  another  type  of 
desk  is  the  French  court  piece  (18)  with  recessed 
center,  or  "'kneehold.'"  It  is  elaborately  dec- 
orated in  the  fashion  created  by  the  royal  de- 
signer Andre  Charles  Boulle,  whose  technique  of 
inlaid  metal  bears  his  name  (buhl).  Desk  and 
chest  combined  before  the  end  of  the  century  in 
the  piece  which  we  know  as  a  secretary.  The  Eng- 
lish walnut  example  (19)  depends  for  decora- 
tion on  the  richness  of  the  wood,  crossbanding  of 
veneer,  raised  moldings  around  the  drawers,  and 
the  bold  cornice  of  the  top.  The  early  New  York 
piece  (20)  of  cedar  wood  is  similar  in  arrange- 
ment of  shelves  and  drawers. 


Cupboards

The  cupboard  is  basically  a  chest  which  opens 
in  the  center  rather  than  at  the  top.  As  such  it  was 
a  very  versatile  piece  and  its  design  was  as  varied 
as  its  uses.  The  Dutch  cupboard  (21)  was 
made  early  in  the  century  and  is  raised  on  slender 
legs.  The  Italian  version  (22)  has  carved  figures 
on  either  side  of  the  drawer  and  the  carefully  con- 
cealed door.  Architectural  in  design,  the  mold- 
ing and  scrolled  feet  add  weight  and  importance 
to  the  small  piece.  Larger  cupboards  or  credenzas 
(23).  elaborately  paneled  and  veneered,  were 
popular  in  Italy,  France,  and  Spain. 

In  England  and  Northern  Europe  the  cup- 
board was  often  supported  on  an  open  frame 
which  provided  a  place  to  display  silver.  The 
English  oak  press  cupboard  (24)  has  the  lower 
shelves  enclosed  and  is  richly  decorated  with 
veneering  of  holly  and  fruitwood.  In  the  Ameri- 
can example  (25)  the  lower  shelves  have  been 
replaced  by  drawers. 


Beds 

By  the  end  of  the  17th  century  beds  had 
developed  forms  we  still  know  today.  In  Northern 
Europe  beds  were  built  into  the  wall  and  enclosed 
with  curtains  which  could  be  drawn  against  drafts. 
The  Swedish  bed  of  1693  (26)  has  cupboards 
built  in  at  the  foot  and  is  similar  in  style  to  many 
Flemish  and  German  beds  of  the  period. 

In  Southern  Europe  hangings  were  not 
needed  and  the  low-post,  free-standing  bed  de- 
veloped. The  Spanish  example  (27)  has  turned 
le"s  and  raised  headboard.  The  American  bed 
(28)  of  about  the  same  period  is  of  pine  with 
low  posts  and  a  very  shallow  headboard.  It  is 
raised  high  enough  to  permit  the  trundle  bed 
to  fit  underneath.  Both  have  rope  stretched  across 
the  frame  to  support  the  bedding  and  coverlet.

III  creating  a  house  for  his  own  family,  designer  Philip  Hiss  has  interpreted 
a  classic  architectural  form  in  such  a  provocative  way  that  the  house,  as  described  here 
in  Mr.  Hiss's  own  words,  has  been  selected  as  H&G's  Hallmark  House  Number  2.

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In  1955,  when  we  set  about 
designing  a  new  house  for 
ourselves,  we  had  out- 
grown two  previous  ones. 
There  were  five  Hiss  chil- 
dren in  two  age  groups: 
Valerie  was  21  and  soon 
to  be  married:  Michael 
was  14.  The  small  ones 
were  Philip,  4,  .Shirley,  3,  and  Larry,  1.  All  of  them  had  lived 
with  modern  design  since  birth,  and  we  only  learned  the  full 
extent  of  their  apjjrecialion  for  it  when  we  sold  our  home  and 
moved  into  a  pleasant  but  old-fashioned  house  while  the  new 
one  was  being  built.  They  called  the  place  "gloomy"  and 
"awful,"  and  the  older  two  protested  that  they  couldn't  live 
in  it.  They  did,  of  course,  but  their  outburst  reassured  us 
that  they  preferred  to  live  in  a  contemporary  house. 

Our  building  site  on  Lido  Shores  in  Sarasota  stretched 
250  feet  between  a  busy  waterway  and  a  main  highway.  It 
was  quite  bare  and  flat,  with  no  old  trees  or  interesting  con- 
tours. But  the  beauty  of  the  water  more  than  compensated: 
moreover,  almost  anything  can  be  made  to  grow  in  semi- 
tropical  profusion  in  a  remarkably  short  time.    The  design 


possibilities  were  great,  even  though  the  problems  were  many 
and  sometimes  contradictory :  our  needs  were  for  a  relatively 
large  house  on  a  small  lot.  privacy  from  the  outside  world 
and  for  each  of  us  indoors,  a  civilized  yet  practical  design  in 
a  sub-tropical  climate  of  well  defined  rainy  and  dry  seasons 
and  occasional  hurricanes*  We  wished  most  of  all  for  a  dra- 
matic and  stinmlating  environment  in  which  architecture 
does  not  overpower  the  individual  but  instead  becomes  a  dis- 
ciplined, orderly  and  beautiful  background,  even  for  the 
prosaic  affairs  of  everyday  life. 

A  number  of  architectural  solutions  were  considered  and 
rejected.  We  j)referred  a  two-story  plan,  and  the  smallness  of 
the  lot  finally  dictated  it.  The  desire  for  visual  openness  and 
through  ventilation  in  the  spring  and  fall,  when  the  house 
would  not  be  closed  for  heating  or  air  conditioning,  sug- 
gested a  plan  one  room  deep.  In  essence,  the  rectangular  form 
of  our  house  is  quite  simple.  It  is  based  on  a  3Y/  module. 
All  doors  and  windows  are  this  size,  and  bay  sizes  are  a  mul- 
tiple of  this  basic  unit.  Thus  the  house  is  105'  long  and  35' 
wide,  with  all  bays  measuring  14'  x  21'  except  for  the  central 
bay,  which  is  21'  wide.  Despite  the  basic  simplicity  of  design, 
there  is  much  detail  to  arrest  the  eye:  and  preciseness  of  struc- 
ture is  contrasted  with  the  rich  color  of  tropical  planting.

HALLMARK  HOUSE  continued 

Foremost  among  our  re- 
quirements in  a  house  is 
privacy  for  each  member 
of  the  family.  Although 
any  family  must  have  uni- 
ty, it  also  thrives  on  a  di- 
versity of  interests.  It  is 
understood  in  our  family  that  adults  as  well  as  children  have 
rights  and  needs  that  must  be  met,  and  we  have  regarded 
privacy  as  a  many-sided  problem.  Indoors,  our  house  is  di- 
vided into  four  zones — two  on  each  floor  separated  by  the 
central  stair  hall:  on  the  main  floor,  a  living  zone  (living 
room  and  study)  and  a  utility-work  zone  (dining  room, 
kitchen-laundry,  maid's  room  and  bath)  ;  on  the  second  floor, 
a  master-guest  sleeping  zone  (master  bedroom-dressing  room- 
bath  and  guest  bedroom-bath)  and  the  children's  sleeping  and 
play  zone  ( three  bedrooms  and  two  baths ) .  Doors  to  the  stair 
hall  from  all  zones  measurably  increase  privacy,  and  there  is 
sound  insulation  between  the  first  and  second  floors,  as  well 
as  in  some  walls.  Outdoors,  the  house  has  almost  complete 
privacy  from  the  road — despite  a  total  of  more  than  3,000 


square  feet  of  glass — and  a  large  measure  of  privacy  from 
the  water  side.  Fences  and  planting  screen  the  lower  floor 
from  the  road,  and  storage  walls  along  the  upstairs  balls — 
together  with  the  reflective  qualities  of  plate  glass,  sunshades 
and  draperies — protect  the  second  floor.  The  less  \  ulnerable 
water  side  can  be  thrown  open  to  the  world  or  closed  around 
the  family  by  the  manipulation  of  sunshades  and  draperies 
( the  glass  alone  is  reflective  enough  to  insure  privacy  by  day 
and  there  is  very  little  boat  traffic  at  night). 

In  individual  rooms,  a  sense  of  privacy  is  achieved 
through  decoration  and  furnishings  which  reflect  the  charac- 
ter and  the  purpose  of  each  area.  The  living  room,  done  in 
cool  blues,  is  more  formal  than  the  rest  of  the  house.  The 
study,  by  contrast,  has  a  feeling  of  warmth  and  intimacy, 
heightened  by  its  many  books.  Here,  the  children  watch  TV, 
but  only  at  specified  hours.  The  kitchen-laundry,  though 
planned  for  efficiency,  is  as  civilized  as  the  other  rooms.  Cook- 
ing is  done  in  full  view  of  the  water,  and  glass  to  the  floor 
on  one  side  opens  the  kitchen  to  the  outdoors.  In  the  master 
bedroom,  colors  are  muted,  restful,  while  the  children's 
rooms  in  the  other  wing  form  a  gay,  colorful  private  world.

In  addition  to  the  four 
zones  within  our  house 
proper,  we  have  three  oth- 
er zones  which  we  think 
of  as  living  areas:  the 
pool-cabaiia  area,  used  by 
the  whole  family  or  alter- 
nately as  an  adult  or  child 
recreation  area;  the  garage,  in  which  four  doors  can  be 
raised  on  either  side,  making  the  space  into  a  covered  pa- 
vilion where  children  can  play  in  hot  or  rainy  weather,  where 
teenagers  can  play  ping  pong  or  dance,  and  where  even  adult 
parties  can  be  held;  and  a  children's  outdoor  play  area  to 
the  east  of  the  house  with  chinning  bars,  swings,  sandbox 
and,  as  a  "climbing  tree,"  a  many  trunked  banyan. 

Since  we  wished  to  take  full  advantage  of  our  sur- 
roundings, we  incorporated  many  sun  control  devices.  Deep 
balconies  and  terraces  reduce  direct  sunlight  and  glare: 
they  also  protect  openings  against  normal  rain.  Motor-oper- 
ated redwood  sunshades  with  fixed  louvers  control  intense 


sunshine  and  still  allow  us  restricted  vision  outward.  At  the 
entrance,  sun  control  is  accomplished  with  a  concrete  brise 
soleil,  or  "breathing  wall,"  which  adds  ornament  to  the 
entry,  a  considerable  amount  of  privacy  and  a  dramatic  play 
of  sunlight  and  shadow. 

The  essential  materials  we  chose  for  our  house  were 
selected  for  their  ease  of  upkeep,  permanent  good  looks  and 
for  their  appeal  to  rather  civilized  tastes.  The  charcoal  color 
of  the  steel  frame,  which  is  exposed  inside  the  house  and 
out,  was  dictated  because  it  fits  into  the  general  color  scheme. 
The  pumice  brick  of  the  end  walls,  specially  made  for  the 
house,  was  chosen  for  its  off-white  color,  its  light  weight, 
its  insulating  qualities  and  its  texture,  which  was  enhanced 
by  raking  the  horizontal  joints.  The  blue  anodized  alumi- 
num curtain  walls  were  picked  only  after  long  study  for 
a  feeling  of  luminosity  and  depth  that  suggests  yet  dif- 
fers from  the  plate  glass  walls.  And  the  glass  itself,  far 
from  being  the  cold,  hard  material  it  is  often  pictured 
as,  has  a  living  quality.  It  is  a  kaleidoscope  in  which  is 
seen  the  reflection  of  trees,  the  sea  and  the  sunset  clouds.

No  other  natural  phenomenon  has  an  impact  on  the  human  spirit  to 
compare  with  that  of  spring  after  winter,  and  no  manifestation 
of  spring's  arrival  is  more  heartwarming  than  the  emergence  of  the  first 
flowers  from  unpromising  and  wintry  land.  The  fact  that  these  flowers 
are  all  but  guaranteed  not  only  to  the  expert  but  to  the  merely  eager  is 
no  more  than  an  extension  of  the  basic  miracle.  In  autumn  you  thrust 
a  few  sackfuls  of  unprepossessing  bulbs  into  still  warm  earth.  For  nearly 
half  a  year  you  hibernate,  with  the  bulbs  as  far  out  of  mind  as  they  are 
out  of  sight.  Then,  when  winter  breaks,  and  just  as  though  you  had  really 
gone  to  some  trouble  in  the  matter,  your  garden  suddenly  fills  with 
flowers — little  ones  and  big,  tall  and  short,  in  sunny  pockets  and  in 
shady  swales  under  the  canopy  of  slowly  unfolding  leaves.  No  two  days 
of  spring  are  the  same,  and  March  is  not  even  remotely  like  May  except 
in  the  continuing  abundance  of  this  colorful  display.  To  say  that  you 
need  not  be  an  expert,  or  even  an  experienced  gardener,  to  succeed  with 
flowering  spring  bulbs  is  not,  however,  to  deny  that  taste  and  intelligence

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EASY  LUXURY  OF 
A  SUMMER'S  LILIES 


Silk  i)urses.  Jonathan  Swift  said,  could  not  be  made  from  sow's  ears. 
But  presumably  Swift  never  grew  lilies.  From  drab,  misshapen  and 
scaly  lumps,  planted  in  the  dreariest  days  of  the  fall,  emerges  a  whole 
summer's  flowering  of  unparalleled  grace  and  beauty.  Almost  as  easy 
to  plant  as  a  tulip  or  a  daffodil  and,  even  the  best  of  them,  scarcely 
more  expensive  than  a  good  rose  bush,  lilies  as  a  group  can  bring  more 
luster  and  luxury  to  your  garden  than  any  other  flower.  They  can  also, 
severally  and  collectively,  break  your  heart  or  infuriate  you  or  both 
with  their  seeming  inconstancy.  Knowing  that  some  lilies  are  as  easy  to 
grow  as  beans  and  that  some,  handsome  and  amenable  for  a  season, 
may  never  bloom  a  second  time,  H&G  has  this  recommendation:  grow 
lilies  in  your  garden  because  for  the  least  trouble  they  give  you  the  most 
exciting  flowers  in  the  world.  Part  of  the  excitement  lies  in  the  undeni- 
able fact  that  growing  lilies  is  likely  to  be  a  gamble.  Part  lies  in  the  also 
undeniable  fact  that  no  other  plant  group  that  the  gardener  grows  affords 
such  an  innnense  range  of  choice — in  form,  season,  characteristics,  toler- 
ance of  varying  situations,  longevity  and,  yes,  price.

How  to  cut  our 
heating  bills  in  half 


By  ARTHUR  M.   WATKINS 


Take  (tdvantage  of  free  sun  heat 


If  all  the  new  things  engineers  have  learned  in  recent 
years  about  heating  houses  could  be  put  to  work  at  once, 
our  total  national  home  fuel  bill,  estimated  at  more  than 
$3,000,000,000  a  year,  could  be  cut  nearly  in  half.  Moreover, 
many  of  us  could  heat  our  houses  in  winter  and  cool  them 
in  summer  for  no  more  than  we  pay  now  for  winter  heating 
alone.  These  facts  suggest  that  major  break-throughs  in  heat- 
ing problems  have  been  made.  They  have. 

Two  things  have  happened.  In  their  search  for  better 
heating,  engineers  shifted  their  sights  from  the  heating  unit 
itself  to  tW  whole  heating  syslern.  Builders  have  concen- 
trated on  making  the  house  frame  virtually  nivulnerable  to 
sunnner  heat  and  winter  cold. 

Many  new  studies  and  tests  have  been  carried  out  in  the 
last  year  or  so.  Thus  far  none  by  itself  has  made  much  of  a 
stir.  But  added  up.  jubilant  experts  say,  the  advances  are 
evoking  a  revolution  in  home  heating. 

A  good  example  of  what  is  being  done  to  save  you 
money  is  the  test  house  built  by  a  Toronto  engineer  named 
Barney  Kellam.  A  large  one-and-a-half-story  house  of  about 
2,000  square  feet  of  living  area,  it  cost  nearly  $30,000.  But 
Kellam's  average  fuel  bills  are  a  mere  $122  a  winter,  or  about 
$15  a  month  for  a  rugged  climate  where  heating  is  needed 


eight  months  of  the  year.  Fuel  bills  paid  by  people  owning 
the  same  size  house  in  a  similar  climate  often  run  at  least 
$250  to  $300  a  winter. 

Kellam's  bills  are  low  mainly  for  these  reasons:  Two 
to  three  times  more  insulation  was  put  in  the  house  walls 
and  roof  than  is  normally  used  in  houses,  even  in  Canada. 
The  house  was  built  broadside  to  the  winter  sun,  with  large 
windows  opening  to  the  sun  for  extra  warmth.  Double  glass 
windows  and  weather-stripping  were  used  throughout.  And 
Kellam  placed  the  house  "as  far  as  possible  north  of  the 
neighbor  to  the  south  so  that  his  neighbor's  house  cast  the 
minimum  area  of  shadow  on  it." 

These  things  are  not  new  to  architects.  The  important 
fact  is  that  Kellam  is  one  of  the  first  experimenters  to  com- 
bine all  under  one  roof  and  then  to  document  the  results 
meticulously  over  a  test  period  of  several  years. 

He  found  that  "one  of  the  most  important  influences  on 
fuel  consumption  is  wind  velocity."  His  fuel  graph  jumps 
sharply  whenever  the  wind  increases.  He  concluded  that  a 
windbreak  can  be  as  beneficial  as  thermal  insulation  for 
greater  comfort  and  lower  fuel  bills. 

He  also  found  something  new  about  the  old  practice  of 
setting  back  the  thermostat  at  night:  Overnight  fuel  bills  caa

be  cut  as  much  as  33  per  cent.  The  last  research  on  this — 
1951  tests  at  Purdue  University — showed  savings  of  about 
10  per  cent. 

Kellam  charted  his  fuel  consumption  and  savings  against 
outdoor  temperatures.  His  savings  were  33  per  cent  when  it 
was  30  degrees  outside  at  night,  fell  to  about  20  per  cent 
when  it  was  20  degrees  outside,  down  to  virtually  nothing 
when  it  was  zero.  The  colder  it  gets  outside,  he  explains, 
the  longer  the  heater  has  to  work  the  next  morning  to  warm 
up  the  house.  Savings  also  depend,  he  adds,  on  having  a  well 
insulated  house,  and  not  setting  back  the  thermostat  too 
much;  he  set  his  back  six  degrees,  from  72  degrees  to  66, 
eight  hours  a  night. 

In  Minneapolis  a  young  American  builder  is  corroborat- 
ing Kellam's  findings.  Though  it  gets  very  cold  in  Minne- 
apolis, the  fuel  bills  for  heating  builder  Robert  Norsen's 
$15,000  to  $20,000  one-story  houses  are  as  low  as  $83  a 
winter.  Even  when  it  is  20  to  30  degrees  below  zero,  his  houses 
are  remarkably  warm  and  comfortable. 

Norsen  houses  are  not  built  the  way  most  builders' 
houses  are.  Like  Kellam,  Norsen  found  that  it  makes  plenty 
of  sense  to  face  each  house  so  that  the  extra  large  window 
areas  receive  the  warm  south  sun  in  winter.  ( Deep  roof  over- 


hangs, like  wide-brimmed  hats,  shade  the  same  windows  from 
the  overhead  sun  in  summer.)  Norsen  says  that  the  winter 
sun  provides  all  the  indoor  heat  needed  until  the  temperature 
drops  to  about  10  above  zero.  He  also  puts  an  extra  layer 
of  insulation  board  over  the  concrete  slabs  of  his  houses,  and 
insulates  the  walls  and  roof  thoroughly.  His  home  buyers 
have  their  cake  and  can  eat  it  too;  they  enjoy  perfect  com- 
fort at  minimum  annual  costs. 

Fuel  bills  even  lower  than  Norsen's  appear  to  be  possible 
for  you  wherever  you  live.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  new  tests 
indicate  that  the  average  house  of  1,200  squaxe  feet  can  be 
heated  and  cooled  in  many  parts  of  the  United  States  for 
about  $120  a  year,  or  only  $10  a  month.  This  is  the  half- 
way mark  conclusion  of  a  two-year  test  program  in  which 
172  actual  houses  in  more  than  50  cities  are  being  studied. 

The  program,  sponsored  by  the  Owens-Corning  Fiberglas 
Corporation,  started  last  year.  Company  officials  wanted  to 
dramatize  the  best  ways  to  build  houses  to  insure  low  cost 
heating  and  cooling.  They  chose  typical  houses  being  put 
up  by  speculative  builders.  The  houses  range  in  size  from 
a  $14,000  ranch  house  of  826  square  feet  on  Long  Island  to  a 
$39,000  sprawling  custom  house  of  3,775  square  feet  in  Pasa- 
dena. All  the  houses  were  sold  on        ( Continued  on  page  123 ) 
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Good  ductwork  is  extremely  important 
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Should  a  kitchen  tell  what  s  cooking 


The  scent  of  cinnamon  or  rising  yeast  rolls  emerging 
from  the  kitchen  on  a  crisp  autumn  night  is  a  de- 
light. But  there  are  less  appetizing  odors  involved  in 
cooking  ( shrimp  boiling  in  a  kettle,  chicken  frying  in 
deep  fat ) .  Grease  and  unwanted  odors  may  permeate 
the  entire  house  and  linger  long  unless  they  are  removed 
promptly  at  the  source.  In  the  dramatic  kitchen  pic- 
tured here,  ventilation  is  doubly  important  because  the 
kitchen  opens  into  the  foyer  as  well  as  the  dining  room. 
Steam  and  cooking  odors  rising  from  the  built-in  range 
are  expelled  through  a  hood  placed  directly  over  the 
cooking  island.  A  Trade-Wind  iau  in  the  hood  sucks 
up  the  vapors  and  pushes  them  out  of  the  house  through 
a  vent  in  the  roof  directly  above  it.  The  fan's  suction 
also  gets  rid  of  odors,  smoke  and  air-borne  grease 
from  the  twin,  staiidess  steel  ovens  nearby.  This  brown 
and  while  kitchen,  with  its  formal  elegance,  is  easy  to 
clean  in  other  ways:  countertops  on  three  sides  are  white 
Formica;  standard  wood  cabinets  are  faced  with  dark 
walnut  Formica  doors  and  a  long  work  area  under  the 
windows  has  a  surface  of  ran(!oin-])attern  ceramic  tile.

Gardeners  Month 


The  things  you  do  in  October's  garden  will  go 
unrewarded  or  unpunished,  as  the  case  may  be,  until 
the  flowering  year  begins  again  next  spring. 


First  weekend 


Norlh  of  the  frost  line:  The  condition  in  which  plants  "go 
into  winter."  as  the  jargon  puts  it,  has  much  to  do  with  the  way 
they  emerge  to  enter  spring.  Adequate  moisture  now  (neither  too 
much  nor  too  little)  is  an  important  determinant  of  future  well- 
being,  especially  with  newly  |)lanted  evergreens,  which  release 
moisture  through  their  leaves  all  winter  without  receiving  replen- 
ishment from  recently  disturbed  roots.  Correct  rate  of  applica- 
tion (neither  too  fast  nor  too  slow)  is  best  achieved  with  patience 
and  a  no-splash  hose  nozzle  that  will  permit  easy  direction  of 
the  water  flow.  Itepcated  applications  to  three  or  four  plants  in 
secpience.  then  to  three  or  four  more,  and  so  on,  may  insure  best 
distribulion  of  reijuired  water  in  shortest  total  time  and  with 
least  effort.  .  .  .  Among  many  rules  for  success  with  peonies,  one 
too  little  known  enjoins  the  gardener  to  cut  dried  stems  at  sea- 
son's end  below  ground  level  to  avoid  infection  of  new  shoots 
next  spring  by  old  diseased  stubs. 

Mid-Houtli :  Freesias,  among  the  less  familiar  window-sill 
bulbs,  will  open  sweetly  fragrant  blossoms  before  year's  end  if 
you  plant  tliem,  six  or  so  to  a  six-inch  pot,  in  a  half-sand-half- 
loam  mixture.  Keep  them  outdoors  as  long  as  there  is  no  risk  of 
night  frost,  tb<Ti  bring  inside  to  a  cool  (60°-65°),  sunny  place. 
Of  all  the  av;iila!)lc  shades,  white  still  seems  best. 
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Second  weekend 


North  temperate  zone:  The  direct  approach  may  be  most 
effective  with  scale  insects  infesting  many  deciduous  shrubs.  On 
small  magnolias  especially  (plants  no  taller  than  arm's  reach) 
scrub  with  a  stiff  nail  brush  dipped  in  nicotine  sulfate  solution 
the  brown  scales  that  cling  to  the  under  sides  of  the  branches. 
Brush  exposes  vulnerable  organisms  beneath  scales;  nicotine 
applies  coup  de  grace.  This  measure,  where  feasible  at  all,  will 
supplement  if  not  obviate  the  necessity  for  dormant  sprays  in 
late  winter.  .  .  .  Suggestion  from  a  lazy  gardener:  rake  fallen 
leaves  only  as  far  away  as  may  be  required  to  get  them  out  of 
sight — behind  groups  of  shrubs,  into  fence  corners — while  they 
weather  and  decompose.  A  dozen  small  leafmold  pockets  are 
handier  and  more  likely  Jo  be  used  than  just  the  mother  lode, 
which  always  seems  to  be  over  on  the  far  side  of  the  lot. 
Pacific  coast :  In  autumn  as  well  as  in  spring  many  shrubs  may 
be  chosen  while  in  flower,  bought  at  the  nursjry  in  cans,  trans- 
ferred to  your  garden  without  check  or  setback.  If  you  choose 
among  graceful  sasanqua  camellias  while  they  are  in  flower, 
you  will  find  them  as  variously  rewarding  as  the  more  dramatic 
and  imposing  japonicas.  .  .  .  Another  choice  shrub  to  be  enjoyed 
now  for  fragrant  flowers:  Eucryphia  cordifolia,  together  with 
one  or  two  of  its  hybrids.  Fine  from  the  fog  belt  north. 


Third  weekend 


North  and  northeast:  Without  at  least  the  rudiments  of  a 
plan,  a  water  garden  starts  as  a  mess  and  concludes  in  chaos. 
Without  a  little  routine  care  each  fall,  it  can  become  in  a  season 
or  two  a  malodorous  sinkhole.  Tropical  water-lilies  are  not  easily 
carried  over  winter  unless  you  have  a  greenhouse  (better  buy 
new  plants  each  year).  Hardy  lilies  may  be  stored  in  basement 
or  garage,  in  tubs  covered  with  burlap  kept  wet  to  prevent  dry- 
ing. More  simply,  with  water  all  but  drained  out.  pool  and  tubs 
may  be  plentifully  mulched  with  leaves  or  salt  marsh  hay.  .  .  . 
Some  summer  flowering  bulbous  plants,  notably  gladiolus,  tuber- 
rooted  begonias,  dahlias,  are  best  left  in  position  until  touched 
by  frost,  tlien  lifted  for  winter  storage.  Others  such  as  tuberoses, 
caladiums,  ismene  gain  nothing  by  being  left  until  frost  stops 
development,  may  suffer  damage.  Safe  general  rule:  after  super- 
ficial drying,  prevent  loss  of  natural  moisture  inside  bulb  by 
final  storage  in  vermiculite  or  plastic  foam  at  temperatures  in 
40-50°  range. 

Mid-south:   Amrmg  spring  flowering  bulbs  in  shady   shrub 
borders  or  leafy  woods,  plant  tubers  of  Begonia  evansiana  for 
pink  flowers  all  summer  long  and  into  autumn. 
Southern  California:  November  chrysanthemums  last  into 
December  if  you  apply  licpiid  fertilizer,  keep  plants  sprayed.

Prelude  to  house  plants:  The  cramped  and  concentrated 
life  of  a  pot  plant  makes  special  demands  on  the  soil,  which  must 
serve  as  a  substantial  reservoir  for  air  and  nutrients  as  well  as 
to  support  abundant  roots.  Basic  essentials  for  a  good  potting 
soil  are  equal  parts  of  sand  and  good  clay  loam.  To  save  work 
and  space,  both  now  and  later,  mix  sand  and  loam,  a  bushel  or 
two  at  a  time,  in  cart  or  wheelbarrow.  Store  this  basic  mixture 
indoors.  During  winter,  add  to  it  special  supplements  of  leaf- 
mold,  compost,  peatmoss,  fertilizer  as  need  indicates.  ...  To 
your  winter  reading  list,  add  Plants  Indoors  (Abelard-Schuman, 
S4.50)  by  C.  R.  Boutard.  Director  of  the  Berkshire  Garden  Cen- 
ter in  Stockbridge.  Mass.  Originally  published  in  England,  it 
reflects  the  various  skills  and  cheerful  prejudices  of  a  practicing 
gardener  trained  in  half  a  dozen  countries  and  nurseries  in 
Europe.  The  author's  charts  and  descriptive  notes  are  particu- 
larly helpful. 

Non-regional  clean-up  note:  More  branches  of  trees  and 
shrubs  are  broken  or  damaged  during  the  growing  season  than 
during  winter  and  are  best  removed  or  pruned  when  the  damage 
is  first  discovered  at  time  of  leaf  fall.  Attention  to  this  useful 
task  reveals  once  again  the  essential  architecture  and  individual 
beauty  that  summer  foliage  so  often  hides.

Every  day,  more  than  100.000 
Americans  move  from  one  home  to 
another,  but  the  pangs  and  prob- 
lems involved  fall  heaviest  upon 
the  wife.  Often,  her  husband  is  at 
work  at  his  new  job  and  cannot 
lelp.  Children  are  disconsolate. 

To  help  a  family  on  the  move, 
James  D.  Edgett.  president  of 
North  American  Van  Lines.  Inc.. 
developed  this  detailed  plan. 

Well  in  advance 

#  Set  moving  day  and  select 
your  mover,  relying  on  his  local 
and   national   reputation.   Do   not 

et  "low  bids"  or  estimates  fool 
you.  By  federal  law.  moving  costs 
are  ba.sed  on  actual  weight  and 
mileage,  so  the  "low  bidder"'  must 
charge  the  same  as  others. 
9  Decide  what  you  will  do  and 
what  the  mover  will  do.  Movers 
can  pack  and  unpack  everything. 

#  Go  over  the  entire  house  with 
your  mover  and  make  an  inventory 
with  him  that  will  be  a  handy 
check  list  when  you  unpack. 
9  Notify  utilitv  companies, 
stores,  newspapers,  magazines, 
milkman  and  insurance  companies 
of  your  moving  date  and  new  ad- 
dress. Leave  a  change  of  address 
card  with  your  post  oflice. 

#  If  you  are  moving  out  of  town, 
ask  your  physician  and  dentist  to 
recommend  new  doctors. 

On  moving  day 

Some  tricks  used  by  profes- 
sional movers  the  day  they  pack 
can  be  used  as  a  guide  if  you  de- 
cide to  do  your  own  packing  ahead. 
O  Set  aside  one  clo.set  or  box  for 
things  you  will  want  first  in  your 
new  home:  soap,  coffee  pot,  frying 
jian ;  and  another  for  items  to  go 
in  the  car. 

#  Clothes  will  go  direct  from 
closet  to  wardrobe  container  to 
closet.  Mattresses,  pianos,  chairs, 
sofas  and  tables  all  are  protected 
with  special  pads  and  covers. 

#  China  and  fragile  bric-a-brac 
are  wrapped  in  paper  and  placed 
in  heavy  cartons  with  shredded 
paper  cushions  between  layers. 

9  Lampshades  are  wrapped  in 
tissue  and  packed  in  cartons. 

#  Do  not  load  dresser  drawers. 

#  Heavy  items  (books,  canned 
fruit)  go  in  small  cartons:  bulky 
items  (pillows,  blankets)  go  in 
large  ones.  Never  pack  above  the 
edge  of  the  carton. 

Federal  regulation  states  that 
you  must  pay  for  your  move  by 
certified  check,  money  order  or 
cash  before  the  driver  unloads.  If 
your  husband's  company  is  paying 
the  bill,  just  sign  the  paper.    END

Fuel 
and  power  consumption  are  me- 
tered 24  hours  a  day.  The  $10  a 
month  figure  is  the  estimated  over- 
all average  so  far. 

Wlien  Owens-Corning  engin- 
eers first  checked  the  houses  sub- 
mitted for  the  program  they  found 
that  most  needed  four  major 
changes  in  order  to  give  comfort  at 
low  costs.  These  were:  1)  better 
placement  in  relation  to  the  sun, 
2)  more  insulation  than  originally 
specified.  3)  shading  devices  and 
4)  attic  ventilation.  The  first  two 
measures  help  in  summer  and 
winter,  the  last  two  chiefly  in  sum- 
mer (though  attic  ventilation  is 
also  useful  in  winter  for  other 
easons). 

If  you  go  overboard  for  things 
like  extra  insulation,  it  naturally 
will  boost  the  cost  of  your  house. 
But  it  has  turned  out  that  such 
mprovements  make  possible  the 
ise  of  smaller,  less  expensive 
leating  and  cooling  units  almost 
jvery  time.  In  more  than  a  few 
:ases  the  savings  on  equipment 
nore  than  balanced  the  extra  cost 
or  the  improvements.  The  savings 
n  operating  costs  are  icing  on  the 
ake. 

The  Owens-Corning  study  is 
lot  the  only  one  of  its  kind.  The 
esults  of  a  study  by  the  Alumi- 
lum  Company  of  America,  though 
ot  in  full  agreement,  show  that 
he  average  house  of  1.200  square 
eet  "properly  built,  can  be  heat- 
d  and  cooled  for  about  $12  a 
iionth."  "In  some  areas,"  Alcoa 
ngineers  say,  "it  may  be  $14.  in 
thers  as  low  as  $10."  These  fig- 
res  are  based  on  new  research  at 
'ennsylvania  State  College  and 
le  National  Bureau  of  Standards. 
1.200  square  foot  house  is 
sed  as  a  base  because  this  is 
le  average  size  of  today's  new 
ouses. 

Another  study,  at  the  Uni- 
ersity  of  California,  shows,  per- 
aps  best  of  all,  the  great  im- 
ortance  of  year  around  sunshine 
»ntrol.  Many  of  us  know  this 
ivolves  proper  orientation  of  a 
ouse  in  relation  to  the  sun. 
rofessor  L.  W.  Neubauer  of  the 
niversity  found  that  a  house  with 
^  le  best  possible  orientation  and 
I  Bod  windows  will  get  four  times 
9  ore  solar  heat  in  winter  than  it 
its  in  summer.  But  if  you  broke 
1  the  rules  and  set  the  same 
3use  down  on  a  lot  with  the 
orst  possible  orientation,  it 
ould  receive  nine  times  more 
n  heat  inside  in  summer  than  it 
es  in  winter.  Life  in  it  would 
rdly  be  worth  the  effort. 
Other  findings  were: 
l^pjB  A  wall  or  a  window  facing  south 
,j  (    ceives   almost    five    times   more 
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sun  heat  in  winter  than  in  summer. 

•  A  west  to  northwest  wall  or 
window  receives  six  times  more 
sun  heat  in  summer  than  in  win- 
ter. The  same  is  true  for  the  east 
to  northeast  side  of  a  house. 

•  Walls  and  windows  facing  north 
receive  no  sun  heat  at  all  in  winter. 

A  house  planned  to  take  max- 
imum advantage  of  sun  heat  will 
clearly  gain  in  comfort.  But  even 
the  best  design  may  be  of  little 
use  unless  the  heating  system  is 
efficient.  So  while  some  experts 
have  been  working  on  house  de- 
sign, others  have  come  up  with 
new  ways  to  improve  its  heating 
system. 

New  developments 
in  warm  air  heat 

Some  of  the  biggest  heating 
news  is  the  result  of  more  than 
seven  years  of  field  tests  among 
hundreds  of  houses  in  every  cli- 
mate zone  in  the  country.  A  major 
conclusion  of  the  study  is  that  as 
many  as  80  per  cent  of  all  fur- 
naces are  either  too  large  or  too 
small.  Furthermore,  too  large  a 
unit  is  just  as  bad  as  one  too  small, 
says  C.  W.  Nessell,  chief  of  the 
Field  Investigating  Committee  of 
the  National  Warm  Air  Heating 
and  Air-Conditioning  Associ- 
ation. This  group  runs  the  tests. 

A  classic  example  uncovered 
by  Nessell  was  a  heater  found  in 
a  Fort  Worth  house.  Though  the 
installation  was  a  good  job,  Nes- 
sell says,  the  heater  was  more  than 
50  per  cent  too  large  for  the  house. 
As  a  result,  the  air  supplied  to  the 
rooms  got  too  hot,  and  it  was 
impossible  to  maintain  an  even 
temperature.  These  are  common 
problems.  To  meet  them  the  cor- 
rect heat  load  must  be  accurately 
figured  and  the  right  size  heater 
chosen  to  supply  it. 

The  warm  air  people  have 
also  developed  a  new  theory  of  air 
supply  that  can  greatly  raise  heat- 
ing efficiency  in  new  or  old  houses. 
For  years  common  practice  has 
called  for  setting  a  furnace  to  sup- 
ply warm  air  as  hot  as  200  de- 
grees. The  furnace  stays  on  for 
about  20  minutes,  which  is  too 
long,  then  stays  off  just  as  long. 
Too  much  air  is  blasted  into  the 
rooms  half  of  the  time,  not  enough 
the  rest  of  the  time. 

The  new  theory  is  called 
"comfort  air  circulation."  The 
association  chief.  George  Boed- 
demer.  explains  it  this  way:  "Your 
furnace  is  set  to  cycle  on  and  off 
more  often.  Controls  are  set  so 
the  warm  air  to  the  house  is  never 
hotter  than  160  degrees.  At  tiie 
same  time  tiie  air  blower  is  slowed 
down  and  made  to  run  itiiirh  of  the 
time  in  mild  weather,  most  of  tlie

New  report  on  zoned  control 

Good  heating  may  also  de- 
pend on  whether  you  have  "zoned 
control."  In  general,  this  means  a 
second  thermostat  for  a  part  of 
your  house  which  is  hard  to  heat 
or  which  has  special  heating  needs 
different  from  the  rest  of  the 
rooms.  A  new  survey  shows  that 
nine  out  of  ten  houses  costing 
more  than  $30,000  need  two  or 
more  thermostats  or  else  a  split 
lieating  system  with  one  unit  for 
the  living  areas  of  a  house,  the 
other  for  the  sleeping  zone. 

This  survey  was  made  by  the 
Minneapolis-Honeywell  firm  as  a 
follow-up  of  the  warm  air  field 
test.  They  found  that  zoned  con- 
trol was  needed  in  about  .50  per 
cent  of  all  iiouses  in  the  $20,000 
to  130.000  price  class,  and  in  only 
one  of  every  five  houses  costing 
less  than  $20,000. 

The  principal  condition  re- 
quiring zoned  control  is  "a  spread- 
out  floor  plan,"  the  Honeywell 
people  say.  This  causes  widely  dif- 
fering exposure  problems  under 
one  roof.  It  explains  why  the  lower 
the  price  of  a  house  the  less  likely 
its  needs  for  special  controls;  i.e., 
tlie  smaller  the  house,  the  less 
spread  out  the  floor  plan. 

Other  conditions  requiring 
zoned  controls,  according  to  Hon- 
eywell experts,  are  (1)  rooms  with 
large  glass  areas,  (2)  finished 
basements,  and  (3)  rooms  over  a 
garage.  The  last  two  were  found 
to  be  a  chief  cause  of  chronic 
heating  problems  in  split  level 
houses.  Such  problems  occur  as 
much  in  houses  with  warm  air 
heat  as  they  do  in  houses  with 
hot  water  heat.  It  looks  as  if  the 
best  preventive  is  careful  design 
by  a  good  architect,  combined 
with  the  right  heating  control. 

Hot  water  heat  developments 

Like  their  warm  air  rivals, 
the  hot  water  heating  men  have 
also  thrown  off  obsolete  customs 
and  developed  a  new  way  to  size 
their  equipment  accurately  for  the 
individual  house.  They,  too,  had 
discovered  that  the  wrong  size  unit 
could  be  a  big  problem.  A  few 
years  ago  they  also  launched  an 
industry-wide  crash  program  to 
find  new  ways  to  offer  you  better 
heating  jobs  at  lower  costs.  The 
developments  that  followed,  says 
Robert  Ferry  of  the  Institute  of 
Boiler  and  Radiator  Manufactur- 
ers, made  hot  water  heating  prices 


as  much  as  40  per  cent  lower  to- 
day than  they  used  to  be. 

These  new  developments  in- 
clude some  which  have  already 
been  reported  in  this  magazine: 
new  pygmy-sized  boilers  that  out- 
perform their  large  uneconomical 
predecessors,  new  kinds  of  long, 
slim  baseboard  units  that  are  bet- 
ter looking  and  more  efficient  than 
the  old-style  room  radiators,  and 
low  cost  snow  melting  systems  for 
walks  and  drives  that  are  supplied 
with  hot  water  by  the  same  boiler 
that  is  used  to  heat  the  house. 

What  is  comfort? 

Regardless  of  the  type  of 
heating  you  may  have,  how  can 
you  tell  if  your  system  is  really 
working  right?  How  do  you  know 
if  your  indoor  climate  is  up  to 
par?   In  short,  what  is  comfort? 

The  answers  you  get  will  dif- 
fer. One  group  of  heating  experts 
says  the  test  of  a  good  system  is 
the  temperature  it  keeps.  The 
temperature  spread  from  room  to 
room,  they  say,  should  never  ex- 
ceed 4  degrees;  the  temperature 
difference  between  the  air  at  the 
floor  and  the  air  at  the  ceiling 
should  not  be  more  than  5  to  8  de- 
grees; the  colder  it  is  outdoors, 
the  greater  the  allowable  spread; 
the  floor  itself  should  never  be 
cooler  than  65  degrees,  and  the 
room  air  at  thermostat  level 
should  stay  between  73  and  77 
degrees. 

A  second  group  has  less  tech- 
nical ideas  about  comfort.  They 
maintain  that  properly  checking 
temperatures  throughout  a  house 
may  be  fine  recreation  if  you  pos- 
sess the  necessary  gear  plus  the 
required  patience.  But,  they  say, 
such  checks  give  no  clue  to  the 
body's  heat  loss,  or  to  the  coldness 
of  a  wall  surface,  which,  for  ex- 
ample, is  a  highly  important  com- 
fort factor. 

This  group  says  that  the  acid 

test  of  comfort  is  how  warm  you 

jeel.  If  your  house  feels  perfectly 

comfortable  throughout,  if,  in  fact, 

you  are  blissfully  unaware  of  any 

drafts  or  perceptibly  cold  rooms, 

then  you  are  indeed  comfortable. 

When  you  find  yourself  complain- 

incr  about  chills,  drafts  and  gen- 

-I 
eral  discomfort,  not  to  mention  the 

overly  high  fuel  bills  that  go  hand 
in  hand  with  such  problems,  then 
something  is  wrong.  ; 

Both  groups  agree  that 
things  do  not  go  wrong  if  you 
meet  the  three  main  requirements 
for  comfort:  Build  the  house  cor- 
rectly in  the  first  place;  get  a 
good  heating  system ;  and  have  the 
system  properly  balanced  and  ad- 
justed for  your  particular  house, 
This,  they  emphasize,  means  that 
you  must  make  a  few  checks  be 
forehand. 
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Heating  check  list: 

The  following  list  is  based 
m  the  new  findings  reported  in 
liis  article,  and  on  the  fact  that 
Host  heating  problems  encoun- 
ered  in  houses  boil  down  to  about 
lalf  a  dozen  common  mistakes.

.  Protect  and  shelter  your  house 
rdm  cold  winds.

ead  on  are  a  major  cause  of  high 
lel  consumption. 

!.    Take   advantage   of   free    sun 

eat.  The  sun  can  provide  much 
the  warmth  you  need  indoors 
many  winter  days;  the  heater 

eed  not  go  on  until  nightfall.  It 
n,  that  is,  if  your  house  and  its 

lass  areas  are  planned  properly 
relation  to  the  sun.  The  win- 

ows  should  have  overhead  eaves. 

m  visors  or   "eyebrows"   which 

ill  keep  summer  sun  out  but  let 

inter  sun  in. 


Make  sure  your  house  is  built 
ir  minimum  heat  loss.  The  en- 


tire outside  shell  of  the  house 
should  be  lined  with  heavy-weight 
insulation  (pot  just  token  insula- 
tion), or  two  to  three  times  the 
quantity  of  insulation  formerly 
thought  necessary.  The  walls 
should  get  at  least  three  inches  of 
insulation,  the  roof  or  attic  four 
to  six  inches  or  the  equivalent  in 
aluminum  foil.  (This  is  particu- 
larly necessary  for  flat-top  houses 
where  even  six  to  eight  inches  of 
insulation  under  the  frying-pan 
roof  may  be  needed  to  keep  out 
intense  heat  from  the  sun  in  sum- 
mer.) If  your  builder  balks  at  this 
much  insulation  suggest  that  he 
read  up  on  the  latest  research  find- 
ings. Good  building  practice  also 
calls  for  such  things  as  plenty  of 
weatherstripping.  vapor  barriers 
and.  on  the  north  side,  windows 
with  insulating  glass. 

4.  Use  a  good  heating  dealer.  This 
point  cannot  be  overemphasized. 
It  is  best  to  use  a  progressive  and 
wide-awake  man  who  knows  about 
new  ideas  in  heating  and  also 
knows  how  to  apply  them.  Talk  to 
other  people  he  has  sold  equip- 
ment to.  And  check  his  reputation 
for  service. 

5.  Get  the  right  capacity  heater 


for  your  house.  This  is  important 
because  so  many  heaters  are 
either  too  large  or  too  small  for 
the  houses  they  serve.  Make  sure 
that  a  room-by-room  heat  loss 
computation  is  figured  for  the 
whole  house.  Avoid  the  glib  sales- 
man who  quickly  announces  the 
size  you  need  after  only  a  fast 
rule-of-thumb  calculation. 

6.  Get  good  equipment.  It  has  to 
last  a  long  time.  A  well  estab- 
lished manufacturer  should  stand 
in  back  of  it.  If  it  is  a  warm  air 
furnace,  ask  about  the  guarantee. 
If  it  is  a  cast  iron  hot  water  heat- 
ing boiler,  make  sure  it  has  an 
IBR  (Institute  of  Boiler  and 
Radiator  Manufacturers)  rating 
stamp,  which  certifies  that  its  de- 
sign and  construction  conform  to 
approved  standards.  If  it  is  a  steel 
boiler,  it  should  have  an  SBI 
(Steel  Boiler  Institute)  stamp. 
You  can  avoid  getting  a  bad  boiler 
only  by  refusing  to  accept  one  un- 
less it  has  the  appropriate  stamp. 

7.  Make  a  special  inquiry  about 
the  ductwork  if  you  have  a  warm 
air  heating  system.  Good  duct- 
work is  extremely  important. 
About  nine  out  of  ten  of  all  faulty 
warm    air    installations    can    be 


traced  to  bad  ductwork.  Two  ex- 
amples: poorly  spotted  air  outlets 
and  undersized  branch  lines.  Ev- 
ery duct  system  should  conform 
to  the  design  standards  of  the 
National  Warm  Air  Heating  & 
Air-Conditioning  Association. 
Any  dealer  who  does  not  know 
this  should  try  another  business. 

8.  With  hot  water  heat,  well  made 
heat  distributors  are  essential. 
These  are  the  metal  baseboard 
units  or  recessed  wall  convectors 
in  each  room.  Good  ones  (like 
cast  iron  boilers)  have  an  IBR 
rating.  But  unlike  boilers,  the 
rating  is  noted  in  the  manufac- 
turer's catalogue  and  not  stamped 
on  the  unit  itself. 

9.  Get  the  right  heating  control 
system.  As  noted  earlier,  an 
amazing  number  of  houses  need 
at  least  two  thermostats  to  achieve 
even  temperature  control.  A  house 
with  radiant  floor  slab  heat  should 
also  have  an  outside  anticipator 
thermostat;  it  signals  a  changre  in 
outdoor  temperature  before  the 
change  is  felt  indoors.  It  prevents 
a  lag  in  warming  or  cooling  the 
floor  slab.

10.  Locate  the  inside  thermostat 
properly.  It  should  be  on  an  in- 
terior wall,  away  from  outside 
door  openings  and  in  a  represen- 
tative spot.  It  should  not  be  near 
a  winflow  exposed  to  sunshine,  nor 
near  a  fireplace  where  it  can  be 
exposed  to  tlie  heat  of  a  fire.  The 
latter  occurrence  causes  many  com- 
plaints about  poor  thermostat  per- 
formance when  the  real  problem 
is  poor  locatinii  of  the  thermostat. 

11.  If  you  are  building  a  new 
house  and  intend  to  add  air  cool- 
ing  later,   make   the   light    provi- 


sions at  the  start.  Engineers  stress 
this  most  emphatically.  They 
point  out  that  it  is  an  inexpensive 
and  simple  matter  to  install  the 
heating  system  in  such  a  way  that 
cooling  can  be  added  easily  ariy 
time  later.  For  example,  the  ducts 
should  be  larger  for  year-round 
air  conditioning  than  for  heating 
alone,  space  should  be  left  for  the 
future  cooler,  and  enough  electric 
wiring  capacity  should  be  in- 
stalled to  add  the  future  cooling. 
These  things  cost  much  less  to  do 
when  the  heating  is  put  in.      END

111.  Bathroom  pipes,  like  kit- 
chen |)lund)ing.  must  be  drained  to 
the  last  drop.  But  since  you  will 
rc(|nire  water  until  the  last  min- 
ute, you  may  wish  to  leave  an 
order  with  the  local  plumber  to 
shut  off  the  water  at  the  main  sup- 
ply pipe. 

16.  Throw  away  medicines 

and  lotions  on  the  bathroom 
shelves.  (Old  iodine,  partially 
evaporated,  can  be  strong  enough 
to  cause  a  burn.)  Air  the  laundry 
hampers. 

17.  Check  drips  from  faucets, 
find  where  new  washers  are 
needed,  and  don"t  leave  any  stop- 
pers in  the  drains.  You  might  leave 
a  little  mouse  seed  in  the  bathroom 
as  well  as  around  kitchen  drains. 

18.  Get  rid  of  fire  hazards 

like  cleaning  cloths,  paint  rags, 
open  paint  cans,  inflammable 
stains,  newspapers,  back  numbers 
of  magazines,  lighter  fluid — any- 
thing remotely  given  to  spontane- 
ous combustion  or  easy  ignition. 

19.  Unscrew  light  hulhs,  dis- 
connect lamps,  radio,  record  play- 


er, hi-fi,  TV,  any  installation  using 
electric  cords,  including  conduits 
for  outdoor  garden  lighting. 

20.  Store  sports  equipment, 

folding  baby  carriages  and  mol)ile 
toys.  Drop  some  oil  in  the  mecha- 
nism of  the  power  mower,  and 
hang  or  rack  your  garden  tools  in 
a  dry,  padlocked  j)lace.  Outdoor 
furniture  may  be  impervious  to 
wind  and  rain,  but  wrought  iron 
chairs  and  tables  are  all  the  better 
for  an  oil  rub-down. 

21.  Do  a  lawn  patrol  before 
bidding  goodby  to  the  summer 
house.  Clear  the  grounds  of  rub- 
ble, twigs,  papers;  pry  leaves  and 
acorns  from  any  clogged  gutters 
or  outside  drains.  Take  in  the 
screens,  numbering  them  as  vou 
go,  for  easier  installation  next 
year.  Take  in  porch  or  terrace 
hanging  plant  baskets  as  well  as 
plant  tubs,  pots. 

22.  Lock  windows,  leaving  the 
shades  half  down  where  it  is  not 
necessary  to  shutter  or  board  up 
the  house.  Some  sunlight  is  de- 
sirable; dampness  (especially  at 
the  shore)  is  one  of  the  closed 
house's  worst  enemies. 

23.  Read    the    meters — gas. 

electric  and  water — the  day  before 
you  go  and  have  the  lines  discon- 
nected at  the  main  intake. 

24.  Lock  the  door,  notify  local 
police  when  you  are  leaving,  and 
where  you  can  be  reached.  And 
leave  a  labeled  key  to  the  house 
with  a  year-round  resident.      END

One  of  the  bedeviling  frustra- 
tions of  modern  times  comes  from 
tlie  increasing  complexity  of  ma- 
I  liinery  designed  to  make  life  sim- 
pler.

(luld  not  fix;  today  the  pendulum 
las  swung  so  far  that  there  are  a 
crreat  many  things  in  some  houses 
the  average  service  man  can't  re- 
pair but  must  replace.  In  design- 
ing our  house  at  Sarasota,  we  were 

etermined  that  no  unnecessary 
gadgets  would  be  included.  Ruled 

ut  were  motor-controlled  draper- 
ies, intercoms  and  built-in  music 
systems.  The  latter  two  are,  in  our 

cheme  of  family  living,  destroyers 
rf  privacy,  and  needless  distrac- 
;ions.  Hi-fi  is  available  in  the 
>tudy.  where  the  choice  of  music 
ind  the  time  for  hearing  it  are  the 
serious  listener's  prerogatives. 

Certain    mechanical    devices, 

owever,  seemed  essential.  We  de- 
cided, for  instance,  to  make  the 

edwood  sunshades  motor-oper- 
ited.  on  the  ground  that  they 
vould  be  so  difficult  to  raise  manu- 
dly  that  they  would  not  be  used 
nost  of  the  time  and  would  there- 
ore  lose  much  of  their  effective- 
less. 

Comfort  year  around 


Living  as  we  do  in  Florida, 
[antral  air  conditioning  and  heat- 
ng  are  important,  if  not  absolute- 
y  necessary.  Our  house  is  com- 
letely  comfortable  more  than  half 
e  year  without  mechanical  heat- 
g  or  cooling,  primarily  because 
f  our  sun  control  devices  which 
eep  out  the  heat  in  summer  and 
dmit  direct  sunlight  in  the  winter 
hen  it  is  desired.  Without  sun- 
hades,  balconies  and  vented  ex- 
rior  walls   (see  page  133),  me- 
hanical  cooling  could  be  accom- 
lished  only  by  brute  force  and 
ith  a  much  larger  heat  pump  or 
ir  conditioner. 

Other  mechanical  equipment, 
ough  kept  to  the  minimum,  is 
pressive.  In  the  kitchen  we  have 
o  2-plate  burners,  a  double  oven, 
dishwasher,  a  wall-hung  refrige- 
itor-freezer,  an  electric  grill, 
uilt-in  mixer-blender  and  two 
arbage  disposal  units.  The  laun- 
ry  has  an  automatic  washer  and 
water-cooled  dryer,  and  there  is 
22-cubic-foot  freezer  in  the  hall 
ading  to  the  garage.  There  are 
iree  electric  waterheaters,  one 
Jiving  the  cabaiia. 

We  think  it  is  noteworthy  how 
;w  materials  have  been  used  and 
ow  they  have  been  repeated  to  tie 
le  elements  of  the  house  together, 
uarry  tile  was  chosen  for  all 
oors  other  than  the  entry,  since 
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it  is  equally  suitable  inside  and 
out.  Carried  out  onto  the  balconies 
and  terraces,  it  conveys  a  feeling 
of  great  spaciousness  and  creates 
a  unity  between  the  indoors  and 
outdoors.  The  beige  color  of  the 
tile  relates  the  house  to  the  earth 
and,  at  the  same  time,  serves  as  a 
neutral  background  for  the  other 
colors  in  the  house.  The  floor  in 
the  entry,  the  stair  treads  and  the 
bridge  deck  are  of  Roman  traver- 
tine, which  achieves  a  visual  divi- 
sion between  the  zones  of  the 
house  and  a  pleasing  effect  as  one 
enters  and  first  looks  out  through 
the  patio  to  the  water  beyond. 

White  vs.  dirt 

Roman  travertine  is  also  used 
around  the  fireplace  in  both  the 
living  room  and  study  and  is  found 
again  as  countertop  material  in 
the  powder  room,  lavatories  and  in 
built-in  dressertops  in  the  master 
bedroom  and  hall. 

Plaster  painted  an  off-white 
is  used  in  most  rooms  throughout 
the  house  as  a  bright  but  neutral 
background,  against  which  accent 
colors  stand  out  with  sharp  defini- 
tion. I  have  been  asked  whether 
white  is  not  a  very  difficult  color 
to  keep  clean  with  several  young 
children  in  the  house.  The  answer 
obviously  is  "no."  If,  however,  the 
object  is  to  prevent  dirt  from 
shelving,  then  it  would  not  be  the 
easiest  of  colors  to  keep  up.  But 
even  the  most  practical  mind  can 
appreciate  that  an  off-white  has 
the  advantage  of  not  fading  from 
the  sun  or  washing  out  from 
cleansing  materials. 

The  surest  test 

The  few  exceptions  to  the  off- 
white  plaster  walls  are  the  teak 
paneling  at  the  entry  and  in  the 
living  room,  study  and  dining 
room;  the  gray  and  green  Italian 
glass  mosaic  on  the  fireplace 
walls;  the  travertine  on  some 
walls;  the  plywood  paneling  on 
the  east  wall  of  the  master  bed- 
room; and  the  Italian  glass  mosaic 
and  ceramic  tile  in  the  bathrooms 
and  powder  room. 

By  now,  all  of  the  materials, 
all  of  the  design  details  of  our 
house  have  been  submitted  to  the 
surest  of  tests:  everyday  family 
living.  Our  enthusiasm  for  the 
house  is  simply  boundless.  Much 
of  modern  design  can  be  taken  in 
at  a  glance.  But  here,  the  eye  can 
rove  over  details  and  then  return 
to  see  them  all  differently  in  an- 
other light. 

As  a  family,  we  live  informal-

ly  and  entertain  frequently.  Our 
favorite  type  of  entertaining  is  for 
groups  of  8  to  20.  and  we  very 
occasionally  have  cocktail  parties 
for  .50  to  150.  Even  before  the 
house  was  completed,  we  enter- 
tained over  100  guests  without 
great  difficulty  at  the  reception 
following  our  daughter  Valerie's 
wedding.  And  last  winter  at  our 
three  younger  children's  birthday 
party  (they  were  all  born  on  Janu- 
ary 21st),  there  were  36  children 
and  numerous  parents  to  be  en- 
tertained. Without  encroaching 
upon  one  another,  each  of  the 
l)irthday  children  had  a  separate 
table,  a  j)ersonal  cake  and  his  own 
guests.  Regardless  of  the  social 
demands,  the  house  is  remarkably 
a(laj)table. 

Even  in  kitchen 

Wlien  tlie  family  is  alone,  we 
often  have  informal  meals  on  the 
])ool  terrace  or  in  the  jjatio.^and 
we  sometimes  breakfast  on  one  of 
tlie  l)alconies.  Mrs.  Hiss,  who  par- 
ticularly likes  dining  in  different 
])laces,  often  eats  in  the  kitchen 
with  the  younger  children.  Nor- 
mally. I  dislike  kitchen  eating,  but 
ours  is  so  much  like  the  rest  of  the 
house  that  I  occasionally  enjoy 
eating  there,  too. 

Household  work  is  never  a 
grinding  task,  partly  because  we 


have  some  help  but  primarily  be-  j 
cause  Mrs.  Hiss  has  a  sensibly  I 
organized  housekeeping  routine.  A 
cook  who  lives  in  the  house  is  away 
two  afternoons  and  evenings  a 
week.  A  cleaning  woman  comes 
for  six  hours  on  Mondays  and 
Thursdays,  and  a  nurse  three  af- 
ternoons a  week  from  2  to  6:30. 
But  Mrs.  Hiss  does  much  of  the 
housework,  including  laundry,  I 
and  cares  for  the  children.  All  of 
the  children  have  chores  them- 
selves in  proportion  to  their  ability 
to  assume  responsibility.  Mrs.  Hiss 
shops  for  the  week  on  MondaySji 
does  the  laundry  on  Wednesday: 
(there  is  children's  laundry,  of 
course,  every  day)  so  that  the 
maid  can  help  iron  the  same  day. 
General  housecleaning  is  done  on 
Mondays  and  Thursdays. 


Budding  architects 

We  live  outdoors  as  much  as 
possible,  and  the  children  have 
been  brought  up  in  the  water.  The 
youngest,  now  3,  can  swim  the 
length  (42  feet)  of  the  pool.  Per- 
haps not  surprisingly,  all  of  the 
children  have  developed  a  lively 
curiosity  about  other  houses,  and 
when  one  of  them  say  he  thinks 
a  house  is  good,  it  usually  is.

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THE  LEGAL  SIDE 
OF  BUILDING  A  HOUSE 


By  Robert  Scharfl 


When  you  build  a  house, 
your  most  careful  planning 
will  be  of  little  or  no  avail  if 
you  don"t  look  into  the  legal  side 
of  the  buildinjr  business.  Failing 
to  do  so  may  cause  you  to  find 
yourself  bound  by  legal  ties  to  an 
undesirable  house  which  becomes 
a  millstone  around  your  neck,  a 
burden  upon  which  you  must 
squander  your  life  savings. 

Actually,  when  building  your 
own  home,  you  should  consider 
yourself  as  going  into  partnership 
with  your  general  contractor.  Like 
any  other  business  operation,  the 
succe.ss  or  failure  of  your  house 
will  depend  upon  your  skill  in  se- 
lecting a  good  partner — the  con- 
tractor— and  the  protection  you 
give  yourself  against  possible»mis- 
haps  and  mistakes.  While  your 
lawyer  and  architect  may  act  .\s 
expert  advisers,  the  final  decision 
and  results  are  your  problem. 

Competitive  l)i(l<lin<i 

The  selection  of  a  general 
contractor  starts  with  the  accept- 
ance of  his  bid  to  do  the  job. 
When  the  plans  and  specifications 
have  been  drawn  up  by  your  archi- 
tect, he  generally  calls  for  bids  on 
them  by  inviting  in  certain  build- 
ers whose  reputation  is  known  to 
be  satisfactory.  At  any  rate, 
whether  you  or  the  architect  calls 
for  the  bids,  don't  agree  to  award 
the  job  automatically  to  the  lowest 
bidder.  The  essential  factor  is  to 
l)e  sure  you  get  one  who  is  reli- 
able, capable  and  honest.  Pre- 
liminary investigations  in  your 
community  will  generally  reveal 
such  contractors  as  well  as  those 
who  are  not  entirely  scrupulous. 

When  selecting  bids,  it  is  best 
that  the  job  be  let  out  on  the  basis 
of  the  contractor  completing  the 
entire  house  for  a  stipulated  sum. 
Bids  based  on  the  "percentage 
basis"'  or  "cost  plus  fee  basis" 
usually  result  in  a  higher  cost  to 
the  owner  than  he  had  anticipated. 

The  contract 

Most  troubles  between  you 
and  your  contractor  arise  from 
misunderstanding  of  exactly  what 
is  to  be  done  or  from  failure  to 
draw  up  complete  and  thorough 
contracts.  The  terms  of  each  con- 
tract should  be  definite  and  writ- 
ten. While  oral  ct)ntracts  are  legal- 
ly valid,  they  often  are  impossible 
to  establish.  A  good  construction 
contract   generally   contains   four 
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parts:   agreement,  working  draw 
ings.    specifications    and    general ' 
conditions.     Let's    examine    each 
part: 

The  agreement  should  speci- 
fy as  simply  as  possible  the  follow- 
ing important  items:  (1)  scopi 
of  work;  (2)  time  of  completion 
(3)  the  contract  sum;  (4)  pro; 
ress  of  payments;  (5)  conditio: 
of  acceptance  and  final  payment 
and  (6)  penalties  of  non-pe 
formance.  In  other  words,  th: 
part  of  the  contract  documei 
defines  the  rights  and  duties  yo 
and  the  contractor  have.  It's  yoi 
privilege  as  owner  to  require 
bond  from  the  contractor.  Thii 
performance  bond — usually  pai( 
by  the  owner — is  insurance  thi 
work  you  have  contracted  to  pi 
for  will  be  completed  proper! 
The  cost  of  such  a  bond  generall' 
is  about  one  per  cent  of  the  tola 
cost  of  your  home. 

The  ivorking  drawings  cover 
all  dimensions,  show  the  floor 
plans,  elevations,  sections  and  con- 
struction details  from  which  the 
contractor  will  build  your  home. 
They  will  include  such  informa- 
tion as  how  the  house  should  fit  on 
your  lot,  where  electrical  outlets 
and  fixtures  go,  and  special  or  un- 
usual features.  The  blueprints  that 
are  used  on  the  job  are  merely 
prints  of  the  actual  working  draAv- 
ings,  which  are  drawn  to  scale  on 
tracing  paper. 

The  specifications,  usually 
called  "specs",  set  forth  the  qual- 
ity and  type  of  materials  to  be 
used  and  the  methods  to  be  used 
in  putting  them  together.  The 
"specs"  are  your  check  on  the 
contractor — a  sloppy  job  means  a 
breach  of  contract.  If  specifica- 
tions and  plans  should  disagree, 
the  specifications  would  be  con- 
sidered correct. 

The  general  conditions  should 
cover  every  important  phase  of  the 
contractual  relationship  that  will 
exist  between  you  and  the  contract 
tor  during  the  building  of  youi 
home.  Among  the  things  tha 
should  be  covered  in  this  sectiofl 
of  the  contract  are  provisions  foi 
the  correction  of  work  improperlj 
done,  provision  for  the  arbitration 
of  disputes,  provision  for  mutual 
cancellation  of  the  contract,  proij 
vision  to  reserve  the  right  to  worli| 
on  the  house  yourself,  provision  K 
approve  or  disapprove  subcontrao 
tors,  provision  for  compliance  will 
local  building  code,  etc.  Be  sun,

iision  against  assignment  of  the 
job  to  anotiier  contractor  and  pro- 
ection  against  liens.  A  lien  is  a 
■laim  against  your  property.  For 
nstance,  if  your  contractor  fails  to

ontractor  will  not  cause  any  liens

rty.  require  him  to  produce  re- 
eipts  showing  payment  in  full  to

)ayment.  Also  make  sure  the  con- 
lactor's  workmen's  compensation 
iisurance-policy  number  appears 
a  the  contract. 

Before  actually  signing  any 
I  instruction  contract,  make  sure 
lat  the  document  meets  all  the  re- 
uirements  of  local  and  state  laws, 
ad  that  it  will  be  legally  binding. 
he  contractor  usually  obtains  all 
ecessary  building  forms  and  per- 
lits.  A  minimum  of  three  com- 
lete  sets  of  contract  documents 
generally  required  and  is  dis- 
ibuted  as  follows:  one  set  for  the 
intractor,  one  set  for  you,  and 
le  set  for  the  institution  making 
e  loan.  Additional  sets  of  draw- 
igs  and  specifications  are  a  good 
ivestment,  as  they  will  make  it 
iissible  for  more  contractors  to 
id  in  a  given  time  and  will  also 
( ilitate  the  work,  if  placed  at  the 
-iposal  of  the  various  subcontrac-

converted  into  ordinary  property 
insurance  at  regular  rates. 

There  are  certain  risks  that 
insurance  policies  do  not  nor- 
mally cover.  If,  for  example, 
through  the  grading  of  your  prop- 
erty, a  new  drainage-way  is  cre- 
ated which  carries  excess  rain  wa- 
ter and  dumps  surface  rubbish 
onto  neighboring  grounds,  you 
must  pay  the  cost  of  repairing  the 
damage.  Remember  you  are  legal- 
ly responsible  for  children  playing 
on  your  property  during  construc- 
tion; fortunately,  however,  most 
construction  insurance  policies 
provide  protection  against  any 
such  claims. 

Architectural  supervision 

As  was  stated  previously,  if 
you  desire,  your  architect  may  be 
hired  as  your  professional  adviser. 
He  will  guide  you  through  the  busi- 
ness of  building  your  house  and 
act  as  your  agent  in  dealings  with 
other  persons  on  your  behalf.  But, 
once  you  sign  the  contract  with  the 
builder,  the  architect's  position 
changes.  He  now  becomes  the  offi- 
cial interpreter  of  the  contract's 
conditions.  He  can't  side  with  you 
or  the  contractor,  but  must  see  to 
it  that  the  terms  of  the  contract 
are  lived  up  to  by  both  parties.  He 
inspects  the  construction  to  see 
that  it  conforms  to  the  plans  and 
specifications.  If  he  finds  it  satis- 
factory he  issues  a  certificate  of 
payment  and  you  must  pay  the 
contractor. 

You,  as  the  owner,  owe  duties 
to  the  architect  other  than  the 
payment  of  bills.  You  owe  him 
sympathetic  cooperation  above  all 
other  matters.  You  are  supposed  to 
furnish  him,  too,  with  a  complete 
and  accurate  survey  of  the  site. 
You  should  never  go  over  the  head 
of  your  architect  when  he  is  acting 
as  your  supervisor  and  give  orders 
directly  to  the  contractor,  because 
the  courts  hold  that  by  so  doing 
you  have  waived  the  conditions  of 
the  contract  and  it  no  longer  exists 
as  agreed  upon  in  writing.  Any 
changes  in  construction  must  be 
duly  ordered  through  the  archi- 
tect's office  to  make  them  legal  and 
binding.  END

"I  should  like  to  meet  some.

"An  old  grandmother  Kubli 
lives  across  the  street,"  she  said. 
The  house  she  pointed  out  was 
low  and  ponderous  and  gray  with 
age.  I  crossed  the  road  and 
knocked  on  the  door.  As  I  stood 
waiting,  a  man  appeared  from  be- 
tween some  buildings  and,  stand- 
ing in  the  middle  of  the  road, 
watched  me  silently.  He  was  thin 
and  middle-aged,  his  skin  was 
burned  dark.

I  picked  up  Grandmothe 
rake  and  began  to  work. 

"I  have  heard  it  will  rain 
night,"  I  said.  "The  hay  must  ' 
under  cover."  Jacob  was  of  t' 
same  opinion.  "Is  it  possible 
Grandmother  asked.  "He  con 
from  America  and  he  knows  h 
to  make  hay?"  I  explained  tl 
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I  had  made  a  great  deal  of  hay  on 
my  father's  farm. 

"Are  you  married?"  I  said  I 
wasn't  and  she  said,  "Of  course. 
There  are  no  Swiss  girls  in  Amer- 
ica and  you  have  come  home  to 
Elm  to  find  a  wife."  She  told  me 
of  her  two  granddaughters,  work- 
ing as  waitresses  in  Zurich. 
"Trudi  is  right  for  you.  She  has 
happy  character  and  is  a  good 
worker."  I  started  to  say  that 
since  Trudi  was  my  cousin,  mar- 
riage with  her  would  be  ill-ad- 
vised, but  I  remembered  that  in 
a  family  which  had  been  marry- 
ing itself  for  400  years,  the  argu- 
ment would  not  carry  much 
weight. 

A  small  procession  of  towns- 
people arrived  from  the  village. 
Not  only  were  the  names  the  same 
as  the  names  in  New  Glarus,  but 
also  the  faces  were  the  faces  of 
New  Glarus.  After  a  few  first  mo- 
ents  of  shyness,  they  began  to 
ask  questions  about  America. 

'Is  it  true  that  in  America 
farmers  have  machines  to  do  their 
work?"  a  man  asked.  I  said  that 
ven  with  machines,  farmers 
wrorked  hard.

I  buxom  wife  said.  "I  have  heard

n  their  houses."  I  told  her  that 
ny  mother  and  sister  not  only 
lid  housework  but  often  operated 
ractors  in  the  fields.  "Women 
unning  tractors!"  the  woman 
ixclaimed.  "What  will  it  give 
lext?" 

As  I  spoke,  I  noticed  that 
iome  of  the  Swiss  weirds  I  used 
vere  puzzling  my  listeners.  It  was 
ipparent  that  my  New  Glarus 
lialect  was  no  longer  the  lan- 
uage  of  Elm  but  an  archaic  19th 
entury  patois  spoken  only  in 
ievf  Glarus.  Wisconsin.  The  feei- 
ng of  juxtaposition  both  in  time 
nd  place  increased  when  the  men 
the  group  invited  me  to  a 
asthaus  for  some  beer.  Three 
rien  were  playing  Yass,  just  as 
en  might  have  been  playing  the 
ame  card  game  in  New  Glarus. 
^he  music  coming  from  the 
honograph  was  not  yodeling  as  it 
robably  would  have  been  in  New 
rlarus,  but  tlie  horns  of  Tommy 
)orsey  and  Harry  James.  Beside 
le,  cousin  Oswald  was  humming 
ust  One  of  Those  Things.  Young 
eople  were  dancing  and  when  I 
ied  to  show  a  girl  how  we 
anced  laendlers  and  polkas  in 
ew  Glarus.  she  laughed  and 
aid,  "Du  tanzischt  alt-vaterish. 
ou  dance  old-fashioned." 

We  ate  cheese,  cold  veal 
ausage,  bread  with  strawberry 
im,  the  kind  of  Sunday  night 
ipper  I  would  have  had  in  New 
larus.  Afterwards  Grandmother 
nd  I  sat  on  a  grassy  slope  behind 
le  house,  watching  the  evening 
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shadows    fall    across    the    valley. 

In  the  83  years  of  her  life. 
Grandmother  was  away  from  Elm 
only  twice.  "Once  when  I  was  a 
girl  I  went  to  Zurich.  Ach,  such 
a  big  noisy  town!  The  drinking 
water  tasted  bad  and  I  did  not 
like  Zurich  at  all."  The  second 
time  was  10  years  past  when  a 
boy's  bicycle  collided  with  her 
and  broke  her  leg.  "I  was  taken 
to  the  hospital  in  Glarus  in  an 
automobile."  she  said.  "It  was  the 
only  time  I  rode  in  an  automo- 
bile." She  told  me  there  were 
four  automobiles  in  Elm.  one  of 
them  a  jeep  used  to  haul  milk  and 
cream  from  Alpine  pastures. 
"But  lately  automobiles  come 
here  from  outside  the  valley,"  she 
said.  "It  used  to  be  restful  here 
in  Elm,  but  now  it  has  become 
very  dangerous.  On  Sundays  an 
automobile  goes  by  almost  every 
half  hour."  The  grandson  shuffled 
from  the  house,  still  humming 
Just  One  Of  Those  Things. 

"Ach,  it  is  no  different  be- 
tween you  two  Oswalds,"  Grand- 
mother said.  "He  might  have  been 
born  there  and  you  here.  It  would 
have  been  the  same.  The  young  do 
not  understand  that  peace  comes 
not  from  where  one  lives  but  from 
how  one  lives." 

The  time  had  come  for  me  to 
go  to  the  station  and  mount  the 
little  red  trolley  that  would  take 
me  down  to  Glarus.  Grandmother 
walked  beside  me,  proud  and 
straight,  and  the  little  goat  girl. 
Nonni.  danced  around  us  like  a 
wood  sprite.  Behind  us.  with  his 
wife  and  son,  walked  Jacob,  sol- 
emnly sucking  his  pipe,  and  be- 
hind him  some  of  the  people  I  had 
met  in  the  afternoon.  A  few  bleat- 
ing goats  trailed  at  the  end  of 
the  little  parade.  "Take  our  greet- 
ings to  your  people  in  New 
Glarus,"  they  said  as  I  shook 
hands  around  the  circle.  When  the 
trolley  rolled  away,  they  waved 
and  called  "Uf  widerluga,"  which 
is  Schweizer-Deutsch  for  auf 
W'iedersehen.  The  trolley  rattled 
pell-mell  down  the  mountain. 
Gray  rain  clouds  appeared  over 
the  western  peaks,  filling  the  val- 
ley with  night.  A  blond  boy  on 
the  seat  beside  me  told  me  lie  was 
18,  that  he  lived  in  Schwanden 
and  worked  in  a  weaving  factory. 
Like  Grandmother,  he  had  been 
out  of  Canton  Glarus  once,  for  a 
trip  to  Zurich,  a  city  he  didn't  like 
at  all.  "We  in  Glarnerland  are  not 
accustomed  to  big  towns,"  he  said. 
"We  are  happiest  when  we  stay 
at  home."  Looking  backwards  a 
century,  I  thought  how  much 
more  courageous  than  the  boy 
sitting  beside  me  had  been  the 
eight  young  people  who  became 
my  great-grandparents,  and  for 
this  I  was  glad.  END

eternal  to  the  worldly  and  the 
temporal — what  we  customarily 
label  the  secular — attitude  toward 
life,  leads  right  down  through  the 
years  to  1957. 

Of  many  consequences  stem- 
ming from  the  profound  economic 
and  social  transformation  of  Eu- 
ropean life  and  thought,  the  one 
most  interesting  to  Americans  was 
the  discovery  of  new  wants,  which 
were  promptly  rationalized  into 
needs,  even  as  we  are  prone  to  do 
today.  There  arose  a  universal  de- 
sire for  ease,  comfort,  and  pri- 
vacy, which,  for  the  first  time  since 
Roman  days,  a  large  number  of 
the  well-to-do  had  the  means  to 
humor.  Many  people  acquired 
wealth  during  this  period  of  high 
prices,  and  numerous  Englishmen 
succeeded  in  saving  a  good  deal  of 
money. 

Housing  program 

There  occurred  between  1570 
and  1640  a  revolution  in  housing 
for  the  generality  of  Englishmen, 
made  possible  by  the  laying  out  of 
savings  in  the  modernization  of 
medieval  dwellings,  a  tearing 
down  of  old  structures  and  a  com- 
plete rebuilding  on  the  sites,  or 
the  erection  of  new  buildings  on 
new  lots  in  town  and  country. 
Tiiey  partitioned  off  the  great 
halls  of  the  medieval  house  into 
several  rooms,  and  provided  more 
by  constructing  a  second  story. 
Cheap  glass  made  possible  larger 
windows  and  better  lighting  of  in- 
teriors; and  increasing  coal  pro- 
duction supplied  fuel  for  the  new 
fireplaces  to  warm  the  smaller 
rooms.  Greater  comfort  meant  im- 
proved health.  In  1666.  the  Great 
Fire,  bv  destroying  liundreds  of 
ancient  structures,  forced  further 
rebuilding  in  London,  and  the  city 
set  the  example  for  the  rest  ol 
England. 

By  what  has  been  so  aptly 
called  "Tlie  Great  Rebuilding." 
private  living  could  now  be  de- 
veloped into  an  art.  The  new 
dwellings  required  more  and  bet- 
ter furnishings,  and  as  the  17th 
century  progressed,  especially 
after  the  Restoration  of  1660 
when  King  Charles  II  and  his 
courtiers  returned  from  the  Low 
Countries  with  a  taste  for  comfort 
combined  with  elegance,  the 
severe  and  sparsely  furnished 
great  halls  of  Jacobean  times 
yielded  to  lavishly  furnished,  spe- 
cialized rooms  such  as  those  the 
Pepys  family  delighted  in.  Even 
the  middle  class  began  to  acquire 
fine  beds,  chairs,  tables,  chests, 
and  mirrors  of  a  lighter  and  more 
graceful  style.  Windows  required 
hangings,  paneled  walls  either 
tapestries  or  paint.  Oriental  rugs, 
known  then  as  Turkey-work,  were 
thrown  over  tables  and  chests,  but 
not    yet    on    the   floors;    and    fine 
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naperies,  porcelains,  and  costh 
silver  plate  conspicuously  adorned 
the  dining-rooms  of  the  rich.  Clad 
in  silks  and  expensive  clothing 
members  of  the  households  wined 
and  dined,  played  or  listened  tf 
music,  and  danced  away  theii 
cares.  In  terms  of  color,  the  fa 
miliar  somber  hues  of  1600  gavt 
way  to  kaleidoscopic  brilliance  b\ 
the  end  of  the  century. 

Fancy  for  exotics 

The  Age  of  Discovery  had  re 
vealed  the  East  (India  and  China) 
with  all  its  marvels,  and  the  Nev 
World,  especially  the  West  Indie 
with  its  brightly  colored  wood: 
which  made  possible  the  vogue 
for  inlaid  table-tops.  In  the  17tl 
century  daring  English  ships  regu 
larly  returned  from  these  distant 
places  bringing  to  a  receptiv< 
homeland  new  things,  new  de 
signs,  and  new  ideas,  which  fur 
ther  served  to  whet  the  public  ap 
petite  for  rare  and  strange  arti 
cles.  And,  in  turn,  an  exotic  sucl 
as  tea  gave  rise  to  a  host  of  nev 
kinds  of  household  furniture:  tea 
spoons  (,16S6),  tea-tables  (1688) 
tea-stands  (1697),  tea-kettle^ 
(1705). 

The  satisfying  of  newly  dis 
covered  wants  and  the  blessing 
of  the  new  privacy  enjoyed  by  •■ 
steadily  expanding  upper  middl 
class  produced  in  Englishmei 
what  amounted  to  a  revolution  ii 
human  psychology.  Changes  ii 
externals  at  once  both  reflecte( 
and  caused  changes  in  modes  an< 
manners,  in  thinking,  and  in  rela 
tions  between  people.  Members  o 
the  English  middle  class,  aspirin; 
eagerly  to  move  upward  ani 
ahead,  endeavored  to  improv 
their  speech  and  to  acquire  th 
social  advantages  of  education 
they  also  sought  to  learn  how  t 
behave  by  constant  study  of  Henr 
Peacham's  The  Compleat  Gentli 
man  and  other  etiquette  books 

Cosmopolitan  quality 

Nor  did  this  cult  of  comfoi 
and  privacy  confine  itself  to  th 
wealthy  English.  It  had  first  aj 
peared  in  the  Low  Countries.  b( 
cause  prosperity  had  come  earl 
to  Flanders  and  Holland,  as  th 
detailed  paintings  of  the  Li) 
Masters  so  eloquently  dem! 
strate:  and  in  France  a  smalle 
bourgeoisie  hastened  to  imital 
the  splendors  of  the  Court  ( 
Louis  XIV.  The  cult  was  indee 
an  international  movement. 

In  retrospect  we  are  able  li 
see  the  17th  century  as  one  of  tl: 
seminal  historical  epochs  and  thi 
it  had  a  cosmopolitan  quality  th;  'j 
commends  it  to  us  moderns.  TI 
medieval  currents  of  life  flowir 
in  Western  Europe  in  1600  ha' 
as  a  result  of  the  Tiiirty  Year 
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War,  the  Puritan  Revolution,  con- 
tacts with  China,  India,  and  Amer- 
ica, turned  into  new  channels. 
After  the  mid-century,  ideas  as 
well  as  people  circulated  with 
remarkable  freedom.  Science 
marched  on  apace  because  men 
of  all  nations — Galileo,  Leibniz, 
Descartes.  Newton — made  fun- 
damental contributions  and  came 
into  contact  with  each  other 
through  such  new  academies  as 
the  Royal  Society  of  London. 
Hopes  of  peace  in  Europe  after 
the  terrible  religious  wars  led 
Hugo  Grotius  to  found  the  study 
of  international  law.  This  was 
an  age  of  great  contrasts  and 
one  replete  with  rapid  and  funda- 
mental changes;  it  was  dynamic 
and  never  dull.  Thenceforth  life 
would  be  secular  with  an  increas- 
ing emphasis  on  the  things  of  this 
life;  it  would  be  modern. 

Survival  was  enough 

In  the  midst  of  all  this  fer- 
ment, and  indeed  a  vital  part  of 
it,  the  English  colonies  were  estab- 
lished in  America,  commencing 
with  Virginia,  whose  350th  anni- 
versary we  celebrate  this  year.  It 
took  an  entire  century  to  get  the 
colonies  deeply  rooted.  Naturally, 
therefore,  mere  survival  absorbed 
colonial  energies;  no  time  or 
money  existed  for  cultivation  of 
life's  amenities.  As  one  Bostonian 
put  it:  "The  hungry  Man  would 
count  fine  pictures  but  a  mean  En- 
tertainment. The  Carpenter  who 
builds  a  good  House  to  defend  us 
from  the  Wind  and  Weather  is 
more  serviceable  than  the  curious 
Carver,  who  employs  his  Art  to 


please  his  fancy.  This  condemns 
not  Painting  or  Carving,  but  only 
shows,  that  what's  more  substan- 
tially serviceable  to  Mankind  is 
much  preferable  to  what  is  less 
necessary." 

Thus,  understandably,  it  was 
the  medieval  heritage  in  build- 
ing, furniture,  silversmithing,  and 
decoration  inaccurately  remem- 
bered by  the  occasional  colonial 
craftsman  with  time  enough  to  de- 
vote to  the  embellishments  of  life 
that  persisted  on  these  shores  long 
after  it  became  outmoded  in  the 
Old  World.  Nor  was  sufficient 
wealth  accumulated  before  1700 
by  more  than  a  handful  of  local 
gentry  to  warrant  indulgence  in 
the  new  luxury.  The  real  influence 
of  17th  century  European  develop- 
ments in  architecture  and  the  deco- 
rative arts  was  not  felt  in  America 
until  the  first  half  of  the  18th  cen- 
tury, as  the  succeeding  article  in 
this  series  will  show.  Then,  and 
only  then,  but  with  noteworthy  ra- 
pidity, did  the  colonists  come  up 
to  date. 

The  17th  century  made  two 
distinctly  important  contributions 
to  present-day  architecture,  deco- 
ration, and  style:  first,  English 
and  continental  innovations  led 
(in  the  18th  century  as  men- 
tioned above)  to  what  we  now  call 
the  Colonial  and  Georgian  styles; 
and,  second,  not  until  after  the 
Civil  War,  when  the  "Goldbugs" 
began  to  spend  their  millions  on 
"conspicuous  consumption."  did 
the  Gallic  elegance  of  the  Louis 
Quatorze  style  find  its  way  across 
the  Atlantic.  Today  both  modes 
have  been,  as  it  were,  assimilated 
by  American  decoration.  END 


IDENTIFYING  WOODS

Also  the  annual  growth  rings  that 
make  up  the  "grain"  of  the  wood 
are  not  quite  as  prominent  as  in 
maple.  Coloration  of  the  wood 
may  range  from  almost  white 
through  light  brown.  Many  Early 
American  chairs  were  made,  either 
wholly  or  in  part,  from  it.  The 
wood  is  still  widely  used  in  modern 
furniture  both  as  solid  and  ply- 
wood. It  is  also  often  used  as  the 
faces  of  flush  doors,  both  for 
natural  finish  and  for  paint  and 
for  decorative  plywood  paneling. 

Oak:  Antiques  from  England  of 
the  16th  and  early  17th  centuries 
were  almost  invariably  of  oak; 
some  is  found  in  French  and 
Spanish  pieces  of  the  same 
periods.  Oak,  although  very  light 
in  color,  is  our  most  masculine 
wood.    Its    large,    usually    open, 
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pores  and  other  more  textured 
characteristics  have  made  it  the 
choice  for  massive,  heavy  pieces 
of  furniture.  Many  English  oak- 
paneled  offices  have  been  imported 
intact  for  bank  presidents  and 
other  executives  for  their  modern 
American  offices.

With  the  increasing  emphasis  on  lighter  menus  and  easy 
serving  in  today's  entertaining,  the  hors  d'oeuvre  now  is 
coming  into  its  own  as  an  indispensable  part  of  modern  meals. 
Brillat-Savarin,  incomparable  connoisseur  in  the  art  of  gour- 
mandise,  believed  the  discovery  of  a  new  dish  was  of  more  bene- 
fit to  humanity  than  the  discovery  of  a  new  star.  From  this 
viewpoint,  the  hors  d'oeuvre  course,  a  comparative  newcomer 
to  the  culinary  scene,  can  be  considered  the  gastronomic  equiv- 
alent of  a  whole  galaxy.  Although  the  Romans  had  their  gustus 
or  appetizer  course  in  such  foods  as  oysters,  eggs,  radishes, 
mushrooms  and  pickles,  it  is  generally  accepted  that  hors 
d'oeuvre  as  we  know  them  derived  from  the  zakouski  of  19th 
century  Russia,  an  assortment  of  cold  and  hot  appetizers  which 
were  an  introduction  to  meals,  especially  to  dinner.  Caviar, 
smoked  and  pickled  fish,  salads  and  vegetables  vinaigrette,  cold 
meats,  galantines  of  chicken  and  goose  and  little  piroshki  (pies 
with  savory  fillings)  were  washed  down  with  vodka.  As  dinner 
guests  were  often  three  hours  late,  due  to  the  climate,  road  con- 
ditions and  the  Slavic  spirit,  the  zakouski  table,  set  up  in  a  room 
adjoining  the  dining  salon,  helped  the  punctual  to  stave  off 
hunger,  while  away  the  time  and  temper  their  tippling.  This 
buffet  Russe,  close  cousin  to  the  Swedish  smorgasbord,  was 
adopted  by  enterprising  French  restaurateurs  and  designated 
hors  d'oeuvre  (outside  the  work) — an  indication  that  it  was  to  be 
regarded  as  a  stimulating  and  slightly  frivolous  adjunct  to  the 
menu.  The  now-classic  French  hors  d'oeuvre  varies  (some  com- 
ponents of  which  are  shown  on  the  cover) ,  which  resemble  a  suc- 
culent still  life,  show  a  true  appreciation  of  the  art  of  preparing 
food  to  beguile  the  eye  and  provoke  the  appetite.  At  first,  and  in- 
evitably, controversy  arose  as  to  the  proper  place  and  purpose 
of  the  hors  d'oeuvre.  To  purists  like  Escoffier,  soup  alone  was 
the  correct  gastronomic  beginning  to  dinner,  hors  d'oeuvre  to 
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luncheon,  as  a  replacement  for  soup  (the  only  exceptions  he 
allowed  were  caviar  and  that  sublime  delicacy,  the  oyster,  prized 
equally  by  Julius  Caesar,  the  Walrus  and  the  Carpenter).  Mod- 
ern American  usage  often  applies  the  term  hors  d'oeuvre  to  the 
canape  or  bite-size  cocktail  accessory  eaten  with  the  fingers.  The 
exponents  of  haute  cuisine  frown  on  this  and  consider  the  hors 
d'oeuvre  to  be  a  complete  course  eaten  with  knife  and  fork  at 
the  beginning  of  a  meal.  The  hostess  looks  on  the  hors  d'oeuvre 
as  one  of  the  simplest  ways  to  give  meals  a  decorative  touch  and 
provide  a  varied  and  balanced  menu.  For  instance,  if  the  main 
course  is  to  be  substantial  or  bland,  the  hors  d'oeuvre  can  be 
crisp  and  tart.  Vegetable  or  salad  hors  d'oeuvre  complement  a 
meal  rich  in  protein  or  carbohydrates.  There  is  only  one  basic 
rule:  an  hors  d'oeuvre  must  be  delicate  and  stimulating  to  the 
palate,  never  heavy  or  surfeiting.  Apart  from  this,  the  range  is 
limitless.  Hors  d'oeuvre  may  be  cold  or  hot,  simple  or  rich, 
served  in  individual  dishes,  on  platters  or  from  a  chafing  dish. 
Hot  hors  d'oeuvre  (once  known,  according  to  Larousse,  as  quick 
or  little  entrees)  may  be  prepared  in  a  suave  sauce  or  served 
in  miniature  brioche,  pastry  cases,  petit  choux  or  bouchees 
(these  French  patty  shells  can  be  ordered  from  the  baker  at  a 
day's  notice) .  Cold  hors  d'oeuvre,  which  can  be  molded  in  aspic 
or  arranged  in  colorful  designs  on  dishes  or  a  platter,  actually 
help  to  make  the  table  decorative  when  the  guests  sit  down — a 
point  which  many  hostesses  count  on  when  planning  parties. 


Sicilian  Eggs 

6  1/4"  slices  raw  salami 

1  large  clove  garlic 

6  tablespoons  olive  oil 

6  V^"  slices  Italian  bread 

6  eggs 

1  cup  canned  tomato  sauce 

Grated  Parmesan  cheese 

Trim  the  hard  outside  crust  and  casing 
from  the  salami.  (If  the  salami  is  small  in 
diameter,  buy  3  slices  per  person  but  have 
it  cut  thinner.)  Slice  the  garlic  and  fry  it 
gently  in  4  tablespoons  of  oil  for  3  minutes. 
Remove  garlic.  Fry  the  bread  in  the  oil 
until  golden  brown  on  both  sides.  Place 
bread  in  individual  earthenware  dishes  and 
keep  warm  in  250°  oven.  Fry  the  salami  in 
the  remaining  oil,  allowing  1^2  minutes  to 
each  side — just  long  enough  to  warm  the 
slices.  Place  the  salami  on  the  fried  bread. 
In  the  same  pan  fry  the  eggs,  using  more 
oil  if  necessary.  Heat  the  tomato  sauce. 
Place  the  eggs  on  the  salami.  Cover  with  2 
tablespoonfuls  of  hot  tomato  sauce.  Sprin- 
kle with  grated  cheese  and  put  under  the 
broiler  for  a  few  moments.  Serves  6. 

Egg  Fantasies 

6  hard-cooked  eggs 

1/4  pound  tongue  (boiled  or  canned) 

1  pint  chicken  broth 

1  tablespoon  gelatin 

1  tablespoon  water 

3  drops  yellow  coloring 

1/4  teaspoon  meat  extract 

Mayonnaise 

Dry  mustard 

Water  cress 


Peel  the  eggs  and  cut  the  tongue  into  thin 
slices  using  a  very  sharp  knife.  The  strips 
should  be  about  11/2"  wide.  Heat  the  chick- 
en broth  and  add  the  gelatin  softened  in 
water,  the  yellow  coloring,  and  the  meat 
extract.  Be  sure  that  the  broth  has  enough 
salt.  Pour  the  broth  in  six  individual  oval 
or  round  molds  or  in  large  muffin  pans  and 
chill  in  the  refrigerator  until  a  1/4"  shell 
has  formed  on  the  sides  and  bottom  of  the 
molds.  Pour  off  and  reserve  the  rest,  and  put 
the  molds  in  a  bowl  of  warm  water  to  keep 
the  aspic  liquid.  Line  the  sides  (not  the 
bottom)  with  the  tongue  strips  and  put  in 
each  a  whole  egg.  Cover  with  the  rest  of  the 
aspic  and  leave  in  the  refrigerator  for  sev- 
eral hours.  To  serve,  unmold  on  individual 
plates.  Serve  with  a  bowl  of  mayonnaise 
seasoned  with  dry  mustard  and  garnish 
with  water  cress.  Serves  6. 

Eggs  In  Fancy  Dress 

6  eggs 

1  can  madrilene 

1  lemon 

1  tablespoon  gelatin 

1/2  cup  water 

6  sprigs  parsley 

1  ripe  avocado 

Mayonnaise 

Garlic  salt 

Lemon  juice 

Salt  and  black  pepper 

Ys  teaspoon  cayenne 

1  can  crab  meat 

Lettuce 

1  can  pitted  black  olives 

Italian  bread  sticks 

Cook  eggs  for  4  minutes  and  plunge  them  in 
very  cold  water  to  cool.  Heat  the  madrilene 
and  add  the  juice  of  1/2  lemon  and  the  gela- 
tin dissolved  in  water.  Stir  until  the  gelatin 
has  dissolved.  Dip  the  parsley  in  boiling 
water  for  10  seconds  and  place  in  cold 
water.  When  the  madrilene  is  partially 
cooled  place  a  little  in  each  of  six  chilled 
glass  dessert  cups.  Rotate  the  cups  so  the 
aspic  will  coat  the  sides.  Place  a  sprig  of 
parsley  in  each  cup  and  let  the  liquid  chill 
until  set.  Peel  the  eggs,  place  them  in  the 
cups  and  fill  each  cup  almost  to  the  top 
with  remaining  madrilene.  Chill  2-3  hours. 
Blend  or  mash  the  avocado  pulp  with 
mayonnaise  and  seasonings.  Be  sure  that 
the  dressing  is  highly  seasoned.  Pick  over 
crab  meat.  To  serve,  dip  the  molds  into 
very  hot  water  for  half  a  second  and  un- 
mold onto  a  lettuce-lined  platter.  Sur- 
round with  avocado  mixture.  Cover  with 
crab  meat  and  dot  with  black  olives.  Serve 
very  cold  with  Italian  bread  sticks.  Serves  6.

Coquilles  Saint  Jacques 

1/^  pint  scallops 

y^  cup  dry  white  wine 

1/^  teaspoon  mixed  dried  herbs 

%  teaspoon  salt  -. 

2  teaspoons  grated  onion  ' 
14  pound  mushrooms 

6  tablespoons  butter 

1/4  lemon  I 

%  cup  light  cream 

3  tablespoons  flour 
Lemon  juice 

Fine  bread  crumbs 

Ys  cup  grated  Gruyere  cheese 

Put  the  scallops  in  a  saucepan  with  the 
wine,  herbs,  salt,  onion  and  just  enough 
water  to  cover.  Bring  to  a  boil.  Cover  and 
simmer  5  minutes.  Set  aside.  Wash  and 
trim  the  mushrooms.  Put  in  a  small  sauce- 
pan with  1  tablespoon  of  butter,  the  juice 
of  1/4  lemon  and  enough  water  to  come 
ha^f  way  up  the  mushrooms.  Bring  to  a  boil. 
Cover  and  cook  gently  for  10  minutes. 
Strain  both  the  scallop  and  the  mushroom 
broth  into  a  2-cup  measure.  There  should 
be  about  IV^  cups  liquid.  Fill  to  2-cup  line 
with  light  cream.  Melt  3  tablespoons  butter. 
Blend  in  the  flour.  Add  half  the  liquid  and 
stir  until  smooth.  Add  the  remaining  liquid 
and  stir  until  smooth.  Simmer.  Coarsely 
chop  the  scallops  and  the  mushrooms.  Add 
these  to  the  sauce.  Season  with  salt,  pepper 
and  lemon  juice.  Fill  scallop  shells  or  rame* 
kins  with  the  mixture.  When  cool,  cover 
with  fine  bread  crumbs,  tossed  with  2  table- 
spoons of  melted  butter  and  mixed  with  the 
grated  cheese.  Heat  15  minutes  in  350° 
oven,  browning  under  the  broiler  for  the 
last  few  moments.  Serves  6. 


Hot  Shrimp  Ramekins 


1^2  pounds  raw  shrimp 

Y2  cup  dry  white  wine 

1  cup  water 

Vz  bay  leaf 

Pinch  of  thyme

Chopped  parsley 

Put  the  shrimp  in  a  pan  with  wine,  water?' 
bay  leaf,  thyme  and  salt  and  bring  to  a  slow 
boil.  Cover  and  simmer  10  minutes.  Remove 
and  drain.  Shell  and  de-vein  the  shrimp. 
Place  the  shrimp  in  individual  ramekin& 
Pour  a  generous  amount  of  hot  melted 
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butter  over  each  serving.  Sprinkle  with 
garlic  salt  and  Parmesan  cheese  and  place 
in  a  425°  oven  until  the  butter  sizzles — 
about  3-4  minutes.  Sprinkle  with  chopped 
parsley  and  serve  immediately.  Serves  6. 

Sardine  Appetizers 

2  cans  boneless,  skinless  sardines 

6  slices  white  bread 

%  teaspoon  dry  mustard 

2  egg  yolks 

1  cup  light  cream 
y<i,  teaspoon  salt 

Yq  teaspoon  pepper 

2  tablespoons  butter 
Juice  of  1/4  lemon 

2  tablespoons  chopped  parsley 

Open  the  cans  and  keep  sardines  at  room 
temperature  for  at  least  an  hour  before 
serving.  Trim  the  bread  and  toast  on  one 
side.  Combine  mustard,  egg  yolks,  cream, 
salt  and  pepper  in  the  top  of  a  double 
I  boiler  and  stir  over  boiling  water  until 
I  slightly  thickened.  Remove  from  heat  and 
add  butter  and  lemon  juice.  Keep  warm. 
Place  the  sardines  with  a  little  of  their  oil 
on  untoasted  side  of  bread  slices  on  a  cookie 
sheet.  Before  serving,  slip  under  the  broiler. 
When  sardines  are  hot,  place  on  a  platter. 
Spoon  sauce  over  each  appetizer  and 
sprinkle  with  parsley.  Serves  6. 

Chafing  Dish 
Normandy  Shrimp 

2  pounds  fresh  shrimp 
1  pint  clam  broth 
1  cup  dry  white  wine 
%  cup  water 

1  tablespoon  chopped  onion 
%  bay  leaf 

Pinch  of  powdered  thyme 
V^  teaspoon  salt 
1  pound  mushrooms 
Juice  of  Va  lemon 
Salt  and  pepper 

3  tablespoons  butter 
3  tablespoons  flour 
4-5  drops  red  coloring 
y%  teaspoon  meat  extract 
1  cup  heavy  cream 
y^  cup  brandy 
Buttered  toast 
Chopped  parsley 

Bring  the  shrimp  slowly  to  a  boil  with  the 
combined  clam  broth,  wine,  water,  onion, 
bay  leaf,  thyme  and  salt.  Simmer  10  min- 
utes and  let  cool  in  the  broth.  Wash,  trim 
and  slice  the  mushrooms.  Put  in  a  sauce- 
pan with  enough  water  to  come  half  way  up 
the  mushrooms,  the  juice  of  i/4  lemon,  salt 
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and  pepper,  and  cook  for  10  minutes.  Strain 
the  mushroom  broth  and  shrimp  broth  into 
the  same  container. 

Melt  the  butter  and  blend  in  the  flour. 
Add  1  cup  of  mixed  broths  and  stir  until 
smooth  over  moderate  flame.  Add  1  more 
cup  and  stir  until  it  boils.  Reduce  heat  and 
simmer.  Meanwhile  shell  and  de-vein  the 
shrimp.  Season  the  sauce  with  remaining 
lemon  juice,  salt  and  pepper.  Add  the  col- 
oring and  meat  extract.  Add  the  mushrooms 
and  shrimp  and  simmer  10  minutes  more. 
To  serve,  reheat  the  mixture  in  a  chafing 
dish.  Add  the  cream  and  brandy  but  do  not 
boil.  Serve  on  toast,  sprinkled  with  chopped 
parsley.  Serves  6. 

Lobster  Gratinee 

1  pound  frozen  lobster  tails 
1  can  frozen  lobster  bisque 
Juice  of  %  lemon 
y^  pint  light  cream 
%  cup  grated  Gruyere 
Chopped  parsley 

Thaw  the  tails  so  that  they  will  be  at  room 
temperature  for  cooking.  Combine  the 
thawed  bisque  with  lemon  juice,  cream  and 
salt  and  pepper,  if  necessary.  Place  the 
tails  in  individual  baking  dishes,  preferably 
oval  in  shape.  Cover  with  the  seasoned 
sauce  and  bake  30  minutes  at  275°.  Five 
minutes  before  serving,  sprinkle  with 
cheese  and  brown  under  the  broiler.  Gar- 
nish with  chopped  parsley.  Serves  6. 

Parisian  Oyster  Patty  Shells 

6  patty  shells 

1  pint  shucked  oysters 
%  cup  dry  white  wine 
y^.  pound  mushrooms 
Lemon  juice 

4  tablespoons  butter 

2  tablespoons  flour 
1  cup  boiling  water 

3  egg  yolks 

3  tablespoons  cold  water 
y^  pound  butter,  melted 


Salt,  pepper,  cayenne 
1  tablespoon  brandy 

Patty  shells  may  be  ordered  from  the  baker 
a  day  in  advance.  Simmer  the  oysters  in 
their  own  liquor  and  the  wine  until  the 
edges  curl.  Set  aside.  Clean,  trim  and  slice 
the  mushrooms.  Cook  10  minutes  in  cov- 
ered saucepan  with  1  teaspoon  lemon  juice 
and  2  tablespoons  butter.  Set  aside.  The 
sauce  is  a  kind  of  mock  hoUandaise.  Heat 
remaining  2  tablespoons  butter  and  blend 
in  the  flour.  Add  the  boiling  water  and  stir 
until  smooth.  Set  aside.  Over  direct  heat  or 
in  the  top  of  a  double  boiler  beat  the  egg 
yolks  and  cold  water  with  a  wire  whisk 
until  they  have  the  consistency  of  mayon- 
naise. An  electric  beater  will  shorten  this 
process  considerably.  Remove  the  eggs 
from  the  stove  and  add  the  melted  butter, 
the  flour  mixture  and  enough  seasonings 
and  lemon  juice  to  flavor  well.  To  serve, 
heat  the  patty  shells  in  the  oven  for  a  few 
moments.  Cut  the  drained  oysters  in  quar- 
ters and  add  them  and  the  drained  mush- 
rooms to  the  sauce.  Just  before  serving, 
add  the  brandy  and  fill  the  shells.  Serve  on 
a  heated  platter  or  on  individual  plates. 
Serves  6. 

Bivalves  on  the  Half  Shell 

6-9  oysters,  cherrystone  clams  or  tiny 

mussels  per  person 
1  cup  catsup 
1  tablespoon  horse-radish 

1  tablespoon  Worcestershire  sauce 

2  quarts  chopped  ice 
Dark  bread 
Vnsalted  butter 
Lemon  wedges 

Have  the  bivalves  delivered,  opened,  as  near 
serving  time  as  possible.  Mix  and  chill  the 
catsup,  horse-radish  and  Worcestershire  for 
sauce.  To  serve,  put  a  small  cocktail  glass 
in  the  center  of  a  soup  plate  for  the  sauce. 
Surround  the  glass  with  the  chopped  ice 
and  place  the  bivalves  on  their  lower  shells 
on  the  ice.  Serve  with  dark,  buttered  bread 
and  lemon  wedges. 


Shrimp  and  Caviar  Tartlets 

6  tartlets 

1  large  jar  red  caviar 

^2  lemon 

Black  pepper 

1  small  can  cleaned  shrimp 
y^  cup  mayonnaise 

y^  teaspoon  tomato  paste 

2  hard-cooked  eggs 

1  tabhspoon  chopped  parsley 

Make  the  tartlets  according  to  recipe  for 
Chicken  Liver  Tartlets  and  let  them  cool. 
Rinse  the  excess  salt  from  the  caviar  by 
placing  it  in  a  strainer  and  letting  cold 
water  run  through  it.  Season  with  a  little 
lemon  juice  and  black  pepper.  Chill  while 
preparing  the  rest  of  the  appetizer.  Crush 
the  shrimp  with  the  back  of  a  fork,  and  mix 
thoroughly  with  the  combined  mayonnaise 
and  tomato  paste.  Quarter  the  eggs  length- 
wise and  crush  two  quarters  into  the  shrimp 
mixture.  Season  with  salt,  pepper  and 
lemon  juice.  To  serve,  spread  a  thick  layer 
of  caviar  in  each  tartlet.  Cover  with  a  layer 
of  the  shrimp  mayonnaise  and  garnish  with 
an  egg  quarter  and  parsley.  Serves  6. 

Spanish  Fish  Bowl 

4-6  chicken  lobsters  or  crayfish 
4-6  crabs 

2  pounds  cooked  shrimp 

1  dozen  mussels  or  cherrystone  clams 

Buy  the  freshest  shell  fish  possible.  Boil 
lobsters  and  crabs  in  salted  water  but  do 
not  overcook.  Clams  are  served  raw  but  the 
mussels  should  be  cooked  in  very  little 
water  and  allowed  to  cool  in  the  juice.  They 
are  served  in  the  shell.  Chill  all  the  shell 
fish  thoroughly.  Remove  the  claws  and  the 
tails  from  the  lobsters.  Cut  the  tails  into 
three  pieces  and  crack  the  claws.  Wipe  the 
crabs  if  necessary.  Put  a  layer  of  chopped 
ice  in  the  bottom  of  a  large  bowl  or  platter. 
Prop  the  lobster  bodies  in  the  center  and 
then  surround  with  the  rest  of  the  shell 
fish,  using  the  mussels  or  clams  for  the 
outer  edge.  Serve  with  dry  sherry  or  dry 
white  wine.  Provide  finger  bowls  and  extra 
large  napkins.  Serves  6. 

Smoked  Oyster  Salad  Baskets 

6  pastry  shells 

1  can  smoked  oysters 

1  small  package  cream  cheese 

1  large  clove  garlic,  minced 

1  tablespoon  soy  sauce 

3  tablespoons  chopped  parsley 
Mayonnaise 

WoXer  cress  or  parsley 


Make  the  shells  according  to  directions 
under  Chicken  Salad  Baskets  and  let  them 
cool.  Chop  the  smoked  oysters  rather 
coarsely.  Combine  the  cream  cheese,  gar- 
lic, soy  sauce  and  chopped  parsley  until 
thoroughly  blended.  Add  the  oysters  and 
enough  mayonnaise  to  give  the  mixture  a 
soft,  but  not  a  runny  consistency.  To  serve, 
put  a  few  sprigs  of  water  cress  or  parsley 
in  each  pastry  shell  and  fill  with  the  smoked 
oyster  salad.

Caviar  Toast 

2  large  jars  red  caviar 

Juice  of  y^  lemon 

2  teaspoons  chopped  scallions 

Black  pepper 

4  hard-cooked  eggs 

2  tablespoons  chopped  parsley 

6  slices  white  bread 

Vnsalted  butter  curls 

Place  the  caviar  in  a  strainer  and  rinse  it 
under  the  cold  water  faucet.  Put  in  a  bowl 
and  season  with  lemon  juice,  chopped  scal- 
lions and  black  pepper.  Chill  well.  Sepa- 
rate the  egg  whites  from  the  yolks.  Chop 
the  whites  and  cover  to  keep  from  discolor- 
ing. Sieve  the  egg  yolks.  Trim  the  bread 
and  cut  diagonally.  Toast  bread.  To  serve, 
place  a  little  mound  of  cold  caviar  on  small 
individual  plates.  Surround  with  chopped 
egg  white  and  sprinkle  first  with  the  sieved 
egg  yolk  and  then  with  chopped  parsley. 
Flank  with  toast  slices,  doited  with  butter 


curls.  Put  a  breakfast  or  butter  knife  on 
each  plate.

4  cold  boiled  potatoes 

1  large  can  tuna  steaks 

1  large  can  boneless,  skinless  sardines 

3  hard-cooked  eggs 

1  clove  garlic,  minced 

1  cup  mayonnaise 

1  tablespoon  chopped  pickles 

3  green  olives 

3  black  olives 

lyz  cups  shredded  carrots 

Parsley 

Dice  the  potatoes.  Cut  the  tuna  into  rec- 
tangular strips  as  near  the  size  of  the  sar- 
dines as  possible.  Split  the  sardines  length- 
wise. Halve  the  eggs  and  crush  the  egg 
yolks.  Combine  the  garlic  with  1  cup  of 
mayonnaise.  Mix  all  but  2  tablespoonfuls 
of  the  mayonnaise  into  the  potatoes,  season 
well  with  salt  and  pepper.  On  a  platter, 
form  the  mixture  into  a  long  mound  with 
a  narrow  top  and  sloping  sides.  Alternate 
sardine  halves  and  tuna  fish  sticks  around 
the  sides.  Add  the  rest  of  the  mayonnaise 
to  the  egg  yolks  and  the  pickles,  season 
and  stuff  the  egg  whites.  Place  them  on  the 
top  alternately  with  a  green  and  a  black 
olive.  Chill  in  the  refrigerator.  Surround 
the  salad  with  a  ring  of  grated  carrot  and 
garnish  each  end  with  bouquets  of  parsley.

%  cup  dry  white  wine 

y^  teaspoon  dried  mixed  herbs 

1  can  frozen  shrimp  soup

1  tablespoon  chopped  parsley 

Place  the  sweetbreads,  wine,  herbs  and  a 
pinch  of  salt  in  a  saucepan.  Barely  cover 
with  water  and  bring  gradually  to  a  boil.

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Cover  and  simmer  10  minutes.  Remove  the« 
sweetbreads  and  strain  the  broth  into  afl 
large  measuring  cup.  Remove  the  filaments 
from  the  sweetbreads.

Chopped  parsley 

Soak  raisins  in  wine,  using  a  non-metal 
cup.  Heat  the  butter  and  saute  the  onion, 
letting  the  butter  brown.  Sprinkle  with 
flour,  let  it  brown,  then  add  the  consomme 
mixed  with  mustard  and  tomato  paste.  Add 
water  if  sauce  is  too  thick.  Season  with  salt 
and  pepper.  Place  a  thin  layer  of  sauce  in 
the  bottom  of  individual  baking  dishes.

4  tablespoons  butter 

2  teaspoons  chopped  onion 
2  tablespoons  flour 

IVi  cu/>s  chicken  broth  (fresh  or  canned) 
%  teaspoon  mixed  dried  herbs 
%  cup  Madeira 
Salt  and  pepper 
Lemon  juice 

Trim  the  bread  and  toast  it  lightly.  Spread 
with  shrimp  paste  and  place  on  cooky  sheet. 
Stem  the  grapes  and  chill  them.  Heat  the 
butter  and  saute  the  onion  without  letting 
it  brown.  When  onion  is  soft,  add  the  flour 
and  blend  in  well.  Add  half  the  chicken 
broth  and  stir  until  smooth.  Add  the  rest. 
When  it  boils,  add  the  dried  herbs,  Madeira, 
salt  and  pepper.  Reduce  the  heat  and  sim- 
mer 10  minutes.  Taste  for  seasoning,  adding 
a  little  lemon  juice.

1  large  can  sliced  mushrooms 

1  cup  diced  ham 

2  tablespoons  brandy 

2  tablespoons  chopped  parsley 

4  tablespoons  grated  sharp  Cheddar 

Make  a  thin  pancake  batter  from  your 
favorite  recipe  or  follow  directions  on  box 
of  prepared  pancake  mix.  Let  it  stand 
while  making  the  filling.  Melt  the  butter 
and  blend  in  the  flour.  Stir  in  the  stock  and 
when  smooth,  add  the  milk.  Stir  until  the 
sauce  thickens.  Season  with  salt,  pepper, 
Worcestershire  sauce  and  dry  mustard.  Sim- 
mer for  10  minutes.  Remove  from  the  stove 
and  measure  out  ^/^  cup.  Add  the  mush- 
rooms, ham  and  brandy  to  the  remaining 
sauce.  Let  this  cool.  Make  the  pancakes, 
about  5"  in  diameter  (allow  3  for  each 
serving).  Spread  a  tablespoonful  of  ham- 
mushroom  mixture  in  the  center  of  each 
thin  pancake,  leaving  a  margin  around  the 
edge.

3  cooked  chicken  livers,  chopped 

%  cup  chopped  pistachio  nuts 

1  can  jellied  consomme 

Water  cress,  jellied  aspic,  truffles, 
for  garnish 

Place  the  first  eight  ingredients  in  a  mix- 
ing bowl,  with  1/3  of  the  consomme.  Beat 

5  minutes  with  an  electric  beater.  Melt  the 
remaining  consomme  and  pour  into  shallow 
pan  to  set.  Place  the  pate  in  a  buttered  mold 
and  let  stand  in  a  cool  place.  To  serve,  un- 
mold  the  pate  onto  a  small  platter  and 
decorate  with  rounds  of  jellied  aspic,  water 
cress  and  bits  of  trufile.

6  chicken  livers 

5  tablespoons  butter 

%  teaspoon  powdered  oregano 

2  tablespoons  brandy 

3  cups  seasoned  tomato  juice 

2  scant  tablespoons  gelatin 
y^  cup  water 

Salt  and  fresh  ground  black  pepper 

3  tablespoons  minced  celery 
%  cup  mayonnaise 

1  tablespoon  soy  sauce 
Pumpernickel 

Saute  livers  in  butter  allowing  2-3  minutes 
for  each  side,  depending  on  size.  Sprinkle 
with  oregano.  Add  the  brandy.  When  it  has 
heated  for  a  moment,  ignite  and  stir  the 
livers  gently  while  the  flame  burns.  Remove 
from  the  stove  and  cool.  Heat  the  tomato 
juice,  soften  the  gelatin  in  the  water  and 
add.  When  the  gelatin  is  dissolved,  fill  cus- 
tard cups  or  individual  molds  half  full  with 
the  juice  mixture.  Chill  in  the  refrigerator 
until  firm.  Keep  the  rest  of  the  juice  at 
room  temperature.  Chop  the  livers  very 
coarsely  and  season  with  salt  and  plenty  of 
black  pepper.  Scoop  a  small  hole  in  the 
set  aspic  and  fill  with  the  chopped  livers. 
Fill  the  cups  %  full  with  the  liquid  aspic 
and  place  %  tablespoon  of  minced  celery 
at  the  top.  Chill  in  the  refrigerator.  To  serve, 
unmold  appetizers  onto  individual  plates. 
Garnish  with  mayonnaise  flavored  with  soy 
sauce  and  serve  with  buttered  pumpernickel 
bread.

To  make  tartlets,  follow  the  recipe  on  a 
package  of  pastry  mix,  substituting  rich 
milk  for  the  water.  Roll  out  Vg"  thick  and 
cut  in  4"  circles.  Line  tartlet  pans  or  drape 
the  pastry  circles  on  the  back  of  large 
muffin  pans.  Prick  well.  Bake  10  minutes  at 
450°.  Heat  2  tablespoons  butter  and 
saute  the  chopped  onion  until  tender.  Re- 
move from  the  butter  with  a  slotted  spoon 
and  put  in  the  livers.  Cook  them  IV2  "li"- 
utes  on  each  side.  Heat  the  port,  add  to  the 
livers  and  simmer  10  minutes.  Remove  the 
livers  with  a  slotted  spoon  and  put  in  a 
double  boiler  to  keep  warm  or  to  be  re- 
heated later.  Cream  remaining  butter  and 
flour  and  form  into  little  balls.  Drop  them 
into  the  sauce  one  at  a  time  stirring  after 
each  addition.  Season  with  salt,  pepper  and 
lemon  juice.  Cut  the  chicken  livers  into 
three  pieces  and  put  in  the  warm  tart  shells. 
Spoon  the  hot  sauce  into  the  tarts.  Garnish 
with  parsley.  Serves  6. 

Chicken  Breasts  in  Aspic 

3  large  chicken  breasts 

1  quart  chicken  broth 

2  cups  mixed  cooked  vegetables, 
canned  or  frozen 

2  cold  boiled  potatoes,  diced 
1  clove  garlic,  minced 

1  tablespoon  wine  vinegar 

3  tablespoons  olive  oil 
Salt  and  pepper 

2  tablespoons  gelatin 
y^  cup  cold  water 

3  tablespoons  butter 
3  tablespoons  flour 
y^  cup  cream 
Yellow  coloring 

V2  teaspoon  meat  extract 
Mayonnaise 

Place  the  chicken  in  a  deep  frying  pan  with 
a  quart  of  well  seasoned,  clear  chicken 
broth  (canned  or  home-made).  Cover  and 
cook  gently  for  40  minutes.  Meanwhile  com- 
bine the  mixed  vegetables  with  the  potatoes, 
garlic,  vinegar  and  oil  and  season  with  salt 
and  pepper.  Remove  the  chicken  from  the 
broth  and  cool.  Chill  15  minutes  in  refrig- 
erator and  then  cut  each  breast  in  two. 
Meanwhile,  skim  any  fat  from  the  broth 
and  strain  through  a  linen  towel  into  a  bowl. 
Add  the  gelatin,  softened  in  the  cold  water, 
and  stir  until  dissolved.  In  a  small  sauce- 
pan, heat  the  butter  and  blend  in  the  flour. 
Measure  out  IV2  cups  of  the  broth.  Add  half 


of  this  to  the  mixture,  stirring  until  smooth. 
Add  the  remaining  half  and  the  cream  and 
simmer  without  letting  it  boil  for  10  min- 
utes. Season  with  salt  and  pepper.  Cool. 
Place  in  the  refrigerator  for  a  few  min- 
utes but  do  not  let  it  set.  Arrange  chicken 
breasts  on  a  grill  over  a  platter.  Spoon  the 
cooled  sauce  over  the  chicken  breasts,  cov- 
ering each  piece  twice.  Make  a  flower  or  a 
leaf  pattern  on  each  breast,  using  cooked 
egg  whites  and  yolks,  or  tarragon  leaves, 
or  cherry  tomatoes  and  truffles.  Put  platter 
in  the  refrigerator  to  chill.  Lightly  color  re- 
maining broth  (which  has  been  kept  at 
room  temperature)  with  the  yellow  color- 
ing and  meat  extract  and  chill  in  the  re- 
frigerator for  a  few  moments  until  it  be- 
comes syrupy.  Remove  chicken  breasts  from 
the  refrigerator  and  spoon  this  colored 
aspic  over  them,  taking  care  not  to  disturb 
the  design.  Return  the  chicken  breasts  to 
the  refrigerator  once  more  and  after  a  few 
moments  give  them  one  more  coating  of 
aspic.  Chill  remaining  aspic.  Bind  the 
vegetable  salad  with  a  little  mayonnaise 
and  taste  for  seasoning.  To  serve,  form  flat 
mounds  of  vegetable  salad  (the  same  size 
and  shape  as  the  chicken  breasts)  on  in- 
dividual salad  plates.  Place  a  breast  on  each 
mound.  Stir  up  the  remaining  aspic  with 
a  fork  or  a  wire  whisk  and  arrange  it 
around  each  mound.  If  the  chicken  breasts 
have  not  been  decorated,  garnish  them 
with  crisp  lettuce  and  tiny  yellow  or  red 
cherry  tomatoes.  Serves  6. 


Chicken  Salad  Baskets 

1  cup  boiling  water 

%  teaspoon  salt 

%  pound  butter 

1  cup  sifted  flour 

4  eggs 

ly^  cups  diced  chicken 

y^  cup  shredded  almonds 

Lemon  juice 

Salt  and  pepper 

Mayonnaise 

Bring  the  water,  salt  and  butter  to  a  boil. 
Remove  from  stove  and  put  the  flour  into 
the  pan  all  at  once.  Stir  hard  with  a  wood- 
en spoon  and  put  back  over  a  gentle  heat 
to  dry  the  pastry  until  none  of  it  sticks  to 
the  side.  Add  the  eggs  one  by  one,  beating 
very  hard  after  each  addition.  Remove  from 
the  stove  and  continue  beating  for  several 
minutes.  Using  two  tablespoons,  drop  the 
mixture  onto  a  buttered  and  floured  bak- 
ing sheet.  (This  will  make  more  than  the 
6  pastry  shells  you  will  need — it  will  make 
10-12 — but  they  keep  for  several  days.) 
Bake  15  minutes  at  450°.  Reduce  heat  to 


350°  and  bake  15-20  minutes  longer.  Cool 
before  filling.  Combine  chicken,  almonds, 
lemon  juice,  salt  and  pepper  and  mayon- 
naise. Cut  the  tops  off  the  shells.  Line  with 
a  lettuce  leaf  and  fill  with  the  chicken  salad 
mixture.  Serves  6.

4-6  medium  cucumbers 

Salt 

%  cup  tarragon  vinegar 

%  teaspoon  sugar 

%  teaspoon  white  pepper 

%  teaspoon  paprika 

%  cup  salad  or  peanut  oil 

1  tablespoon  chopped  fresh  tarragon 

1  tablespoon  chopped  parsley 

Peel  the  cucumbers  and  split  them  length- 
wise. Scoop  out  the  seeds  with  a  teaspoon. 
Slice  the  cucumbers,  place  them  in  a  non- 
metal  bowl  and  sprinkle  them  very  gener- 
ously with  salt.  Chill  for  several  hours  in 
the  refrigerator.  Combine  the  remaining 
ingredients,  except  the  chopped  herbs,  for 
the  dressing.  To  serve,  drain  off  all  the 
liquid  from  the  cucumbers.  Arrange  them 
on  individual  salad  plates.  Spoon  the  well 
mixed  dressing  over  the  cucumbers  and 
garnish  with  the  chopped  herbs.  Serves  6-8. 
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French  Tomato  Salad 

6-8  firm  ripe  tomatoes 

%  cup  red  wine  vinegar 

%  teaspoon  salt 

Yg  teaspoon  black  pepper 

%  cup  olive  oil 

%  cup  peanut  or  salad  oil 

2  tablespoons  chopped  parsley 

1  tablespoon  chopped  scallion  or  shallots 

Dip  the  tomatoes  in  boiling  water  for  two 
seconds  and  peel  off  the  skins.  Chill  in  re- 
frigerator. Combine  vinegar,  seasoning  and 
oils  for  the  dressing.  To  serve,  slice  the 
tomatoes  and  put  8-10  slices  on  individual 
salad  plates.  Spoon  well  mixed  dressing 
over  them  (about  two  tablespoons  per  serv- 
ing). Sprinkle  with  chopped  parsley  and 
scallion.  Serves  6. 

Tomato  Cups 

6  firm  ripe  tomatoes 

2  potatoes 

2  tablespoons  tarragon  vinegar 
2  tablespoons  scraped  onion 
Salt  and  pepper 

7  pitted  black  olives 

1  small  cucumber,  diced 
Mayonnaise 

Dip  the  tomatoes  in  boiling  water  and  slip 
off  the  skins.  Cut  off  the  top  third.  Hol- 
low out  the  interior  of  the  tomatoes  leav- 
ing a  V^"  thick  cup.  Turn  the  tomatoes 
upside  down  on  a  plate  to  drain  and  chill 
in  the  refrigerator.  Peel  and  dice  the 
potatoes  and  boil  in  salted  water  for  10 
minutes.  Drain  and  season  immediately 
with  vinegar,  onion,  salt  and  pepper.  Cool. 
Chop  four  olives  coarsely.  Add  olives, 
cucumber,  and  enough  mayonnaise  to  bind 
to  the  potatoes.  To  serve,  fill  the  tomatoes 
with  the  potato  salad.  Cover  the  pota- 
toes with  mayonnaise  and  garnish  with 
half  a  black  olive.  Serves  6. 

Artichoke  Roses 

6  large  artichokes 

lYz  teaspoons  salt 

%  teaspoon  fresh  black  pepper 

y^  teaspoon  prepared  mustard 

I  large  clove  garlic,  minced 

3  tablespoons  chopped  parsley 
%  cup  red  ivine  vinegar 

%  cup  olive  oil 

Cut  off  the  top  quarter  of  the  artichokes 
with  a  sharp  knife.  Remove  the  hard  woody 
leaves  at  the  base  and  pare  the  bottom 
evenly.  Boil  20  minutes  in  salted  water. 
Drain  and  cool  upside  dovm  in  a  colander. 
When  cool,  twist  out  the  spiny  choke  and 
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place  artichokes  on  individual  plates.  Flat- 
ten down  the  outside  leaves  all  around  and 
turn  back  the  rest  to  make  the  artichokes 
look  like  full  blown  roses.  Combine  the  re- 
maining ingredients  for  the  sauce.  Chill  and 
stir  well.  Serve  sauce  separately.  Serves  6. 

Artichokes  Bigote 

6  artichokes 

6  slices  boiled  ham,  ^"  thick 

3  tablespoons  butter 

1  pint  sour  cream 
Mace 

Boil  the  artichokes  in  salted  water  for  20 
minutes  or  until  the  outer  leaves  pull  off 
easily.  Drain  upside  down  in  a  colander 
until  cool  enough  to  handle.  Remove  the 
chokes  and  the  outer  leaves  down  to  the 
point  where  the  leaves  are  pale  green  and 
completely  edible.  Keep  warm  in  a  strainer 
suspended  over  hot  water  (if  the  artichokes 
are  prepared  in  advance  they  can  be  re- 
heated by  plunging  them  in  boiling  water 
for  1  minute).  Saute  the  ham  slices  in  the 
butter  over  a  moderate  flame,  allowing  3 
minutes  for  each  side.  Meanwhile  warm  the 
sour  cream  in  the  top  of  a  double  boiler. 
Place  the  ham  slices  on  a  heated  platter, 
cover  each  one  with  an  artichoke,  rounded 
side  up.  Cover  with  the  cream  and  dust 
with  mace.  Serves  6. 

Cold  Asparagus  Vinaigrette 

2  pounds  asparagus 

Ys  cup  red  wine  vinegar 

y-i  teaspoon  sharp  mustard 

1  clove  garlic,  minced 

%  teaspoon  salt 

%  teaspoon  pepper 

%  cup  olive  oil 

1  small  can  red  pimento 

3  tablespoons  chopped  parsley 

Wash  and  trim  the  asparagus.  Place  on  a 
trivet  in  boiling  salted  water  in  a  deep  fry- 
ing pan  (or  stand  upright  in  bottom  of  a 
double  boiler  with  top  section  inverted  as 
a  cover).  Boil  10-12  minutes.  Drain  thor- 
oughly and  chill  in  the  refrigerator.  Com- 


bine the  remaining  ingredients  (except  the 
pimento  and  parsley)  for  the  dressing. 
Chill.  Cut  the  pimentos  into  thin  strips. 
Arrange  the  cold  asparagus  on  individual 
plates.  Garnish  each  serving  with  three 
strips  of  pimento  and  Yz  tablespoon  parsley. 
Spoon  a  little  of  the  well  mixed  dressing  on 
each  portion  of  asparagus  and  serve  the 
rest  in  a  separate  bowl.  Serves  6. 

VARIATION 

Serve  cold  cooked  leeks  in  the  same  way. 

Hot  Asparagus  Appetizer 

2  pounds  asparagus 

2  tablespoons  tarragon  vinegar 

4  tablespoons  water 

y-i  teaspoon  salt 

%  teaspoon  white  pepper 

4  egg  yolks 

y^  pound  butter 

6  pieces  white  bread 

Cayenne 

Wash  the  asparagus  and  trim  off  the  in- 
edible part.  Place  on  a  trivet  that  will  fit 
into  a  deep  frying  pan  (or  stand  upright  in 
a  double  boiler).  Boil  in  salted  water  for 
10-12  minutes  just  before  serving.  Lift  the 
trivet  out  with  two  forks  and  place  over  a 
pan  to  drain.  Asparagus  must  be  well 
drained  but  transferring  it  to  a  colander 
often  breaks  the  stalks,  so  the  trivet  method 
is  better.  Combine  the  vinegar,  water,  salt, 
pepper  and  egg  yolks  in  the  top  of  a  double 
boiler.  Stir  over  simmering  water  until  the 
mixture  thickens,  using  a  wire  whisk.  Add 
the  butter  in  three  stages.  Cover  and  keep 
over  hot  water  until  serving  time.  Trim  and 
toast  the  bread.  To  serve,  place  the  toast  on 
heated  salad  plates.  Cover  with  asparagus 
and  spoon  sauce  over  each  portion.  Sprinkle 
with  cayenne.  Serve  immediately.  Serves  6.

To  make  tartlets,  follow  the  recipe  on  a 
package  of  pastry  mix,  substituting  rich 
milk  for  the  water.  Roll  out  Vg"  thick  and 
cut  in  4"  circles.  Line  tartlet  pans  or  drape 
the  pastry  circles  on  the  back  of  large 
mufi&n  pans.  Prick  well.  Bake  10  minutes  at 
450°.  Heat  2  tablespoons  butter  and 
saute  the  chopped  onion  until  tender.  Re- 
move from  the  butter  with  a  slotted  spoon 
and  put  in  the  livers.  Cook  them  1%  min- 
utes on  each  side.  Heat  the  port,  add  to  the 
livers  and  simmer  10  minutes.  Remove  the 
livers  with  a  slotted  spoon  and  put  in  a 
double  boiler  to  keep  warm  or  to  be  re- 
heated later.  Cream  remaining  butter  and 
flour  and  form  into  little  balls.  Drop  them 
into  the  sauce  one  at  a  time  stirring  after 
each  addition.  Season  with  salt,  pepper  and 
lemon  juice.  Cut  the  chicken  livers  into 
three  pieces  and  put  in  the  warm  tart  shells. 
Spoon  the  hot  sauce  into  the  tarts.  Garnish 
with  parsley.  Serves  6. 

Chicken  Breasts  in  Aspic 

3  large  chicken  breasts 

1  quart  chicken  broth 

2  cups  mixed  cooked  vegetables, 
canned  or  frozen 

2  cold  boiled  potatoes,  diced 
1  clove  garlic,  minced 

1  tablespoon  wine  vinegar 

3  tablespoons  olive  oil 
Salt  and  pepper 

2  tablespoons  gelatin 
1/4  cup  cold  water 

3  tablespoons  butter 
3  tablespoons  flour 
%  cup  cream 
Yellow  coloring 

1/2  teaspoon  meat  extract 
Mayonnaise 

Place  the  chicken  in  a  deep  frying  pan  with 
a  quart  of  well  seasoned,  clear  chicken 
broth  (canned  or  home-made).  Cover  and 
cook  gently  for  40  minutes.  Meanwhile  com- 
bine the  mixed  vegetables  with  the  potatoes, 
garlic,  vinegar  and  oil  and  season  with  salt 
and  pepper.  Remove  the  chicken  from  the 
broth  and  cool.  Chill  15  minutes  in  refrig- 
erator and  then  cut  each  breast  in  two. 
Meanwhile,  skim  any  fat  from  the  broth 
and  strain  through  a  linen  towel  into  a  bowl. 
Add  the  (gelatin,  softened  in  the  cold  water, 
and  stir  until  dissolved.  In  a  small  sauce- 
pan, heat  the  butter  and  blend  in  the  flour. 
Measure  out  1^^  cups  of  the  broth.  Add  half 


of  this  to  the  mixture,  stirring  until  smooth. 
Add  the  remaining  half  and  the  cream  and 
simmer  without  letting  it  boil  for  10  min- 
utes. Season  with  salt  and  pepper.  Cool. 
Place  in  the  refrigerator  for  a  few  min- 
utes but  do  not  let  it  set.  Arrange  chicken 
breasts  on  a  grill  over  a  platter.  Spoon  the 
cooled  sauce  over  the  chicken  breasts,  cov- 
ering each  piece  twice.  Make  a  flower  or  a 
leaf  pattern  on  each  breast,  using  cooked 
egg  whites  and  yolks,  or  tarragon  leaves, 
or  cherry  tomatoes  and  trufiles.  Put  platter 
in  the  refrigerator  to  chill.  Lightly  color  re- 
maining broth  (which  has  been  kept  at 
room  temperature)  with  the  yellow  color- 
ing and  meat  extract  and  chill  in  the  re- 
frigerator for  a  few  moments  until  it  be- 
comes syrupy.  Remove  chicken  breasts  from 
the  refrigerator  and  spoon  this  colored 
aspic  over  them,  taking  care  not  to  disturb 
the  design.  Return  the  chicken  breasts  to 
the  refrigerator  once  more  and  after  a  few 
moments  give  them  one  more  coating  of 
aspic.  Chill  remaining  aspic.  Bind  the 
vegetable  salad  with  a  little  mayonnaise 
and  taste  for  seasoning.  To  serve,  form  flat 
mounds  of  vegetable  salad  (the  same  size 
and  shape  as  the  chicken  breasts)  on  in- 
dividual salad  plates.  Place  a  breast  on  each 
mound.  Stir  up  the  remaining  aspic  with 
a  fork  or  a  wire  whisk  and  arrange  it 
around  each  mound.  If  the  chicken  breasts 
have  not  been  decorated,  garnish  them 
with  crisp  lettuce  and  tiny  yellow  or  red 
cherry  tomatoes.  Serves  6. 


Chicken  Salad  Baskets 

1  cup  boiling  water 

Yz  teaspoon  salt 

%  pound  butter 

1  cup  sifted  flour 

4  eggs 

Ji/2  cups  diced  chicken 

y^  cup  shredded  almonds 

Lemon  juice 

Salt  and  pepper 

Mayonnaise 

Bring  the  water,  salt  and  butter  to  a  boil. 
Remove  from  stove  and  put  the  flour  into 
the  pan  all  at  once.  Stir  hard  with  a  wood- 
en spoon  and  put  back  over  a  gentle  heat 
to  dry  the  pastry  until  none  of  it  sticks  to 
the  side.  Add  the  eggs  one  by  one,  beating 
very  hard  after  each  addition.  Remove  from 
the  stove  and  continue  beating  for  several 
minutes.  Using  two  tablespoons,  drop  the 
mixture  onto  a  buttered  and  floured  bak- 
ing sheet.  (This  will  make  more  than  the 
6  pastry  shells  you  will  need — it  will  make 
10-12 — but  they  keep  for  several  days.) 
Bake  15  minutes  at  450°.  Reduce  heat  to 


350°  and  bake  15-20  minutes  longer.  Cool 
before  filling.  Combine  chicken,  almonds, 
lemon  juice,  salt  and  pepper  and  mayon- 
naise. Cut  the  tops  off  the  shells.  Line  with 
a  lettuce  leaf  and  fill  with  the  chicken  salad 
mixture.  Serves  6.

Yz  cup  peanut  or  salad  oil 

2  tablespoons  chopped  parsley 

1  tablespoon  chopped  scallion  or  shallots 

Dip  the  tomatoes  in  boiling  water  for  two 
seconds  and  peel  off  the  skins.  Chill  in  re- 
frigerator. Combine  vinegar,  seasoning  and 
oils  for  the  dressing.  To  serve,  slice  the 
tomatoes  and  put  8-10  slices  on  individual 
salad  plates.  Spoon  well  mixed  dressing 
over  them  (about  two  tablespoons  per  serv- 
ing).

1  small  cucumber,  diced 
Mayonnaise 

Dip  the  tomatoes  in  boiling  water  and  slip 
off  the  skins.  Cut  off  the  top  third.  Hol- 
low out  the  interior  of  the  tomatoes  leav- 
ing a  Y2"  thick  cup.  Turn  the  tomatoes 
upside  down  on  a  plate  to  drain  and  chill 
in  the  refrigerator.  Peel  and  dice  the 
potatoes  and  boil  in  salted  water  for  10 
minutes.

18  anchovy  filets 
1  loaf  Italian  bread 

1  white  onion 

With  a  fork,  hold  the  peppers  over  a  hot 
flame,  turning  until  toasted  on  all  sides. 
Place  in  a  dish  of  cold  water  and  immediate- 
ly peel  off  the  skins.  Split  the  peppers,  re- 
move the  seeds  and  cut  peppers  in  thin 
strips.  Place  in  a  flat  dish  and  marinate  for 

2  to  3  hours  in  a  mixture  of  the  oil,  vinegar 
and  capers,  seasoned  with  a  little  salt  and 
plenty  of  black  pepper.  To  serve,  arrange 
alternating  strips  of  red  and  green  pepper 
and  anchovy  filets  on  half-inch  slices  of  day- 
old  Italian  bread.  Spoon  the  vinaigrette 
marinade  over  the  appetizers  and  cover 
with  paper-thin  slices  of  raw  onion— 2  to  3 
to  a  serving.  Serves  6. 

Mushrooms  in  Sour  Cream 

IV2  pounds  mushrooms 
4  tablespoons  butter 
Salt  and  pepper 
l^  teaspoon  oregano 
Ys  teaspoon  nutmeg 
Juice  of  y^k  lemon 
8  slices  French  bread 
1  pint  sour  cream 

This  is  a  good  appetizer  to  prepare  in  a 
chafing  dish.  Wash,  trim  and  slice  the 
mushrooms  lengthwise,  cap  and  stem  to- 
gether. Saute  in  butter  over  moderate  flame 
and  cook  in  a  covered  pan  for  10  minutes. 
Remove  from  the  stove  and  season  with 
salt,  pepper,  oregano,  nutmeg  and  lemon 
juice.  Toast  French  bread.  Reheat  the 
mushrooms  in  a  chafing  dish  and  add  the 
sour  cream,  stirring  while  it  heats.  Do  not 
bring  quite  to  the  boiling  point  or  the 
cream  will  separate.  Serve  on  toasted  bread.

Savory  Turkey 
Mushroom  Caps 

24  medium  size  mushroom  caps 

5  tablespoons  butter 

1  small  can  (4  ounces)  smoked  turkey 

2  teaspoons  poultry  dressing 

2  tablespoons  chopped  onion 
Salt  and  black  pepper 

%  cup  sour  cream 

3  tablespoons  cognac 

6  rounds  stale  white  bread 
Parsley 

Trim,  stem  and  wash  the  mushrooms.  Scoop 
out  the  gills  with  a  spoon  to  make  room  for 
the  stuffing.  Melt  .3  tablespoons  of  butter 


in  a  frying  pan  and  saute  the  caps  lightly 
on  each  side.  Remove  to  a  roasting  pan  or 
cooky  sheet.  Chop  the  gills,  half  the  stems 
and  the  smoked  turkey.  Add  the  poultry 
dressing.  Add  2  more  tablespoons  of  but- 
ter to  the  frying  pan  and  saute  the  onion 
for  3  minutes  over  a  moderate  flame.  Add 
the  turkey  mixture,  stir  well  and  continue 
cooking  for  7  minutes.  Season  with  salt  and 
pepper.  Remove  from  the  stove  and  cool  5 
minutes  before  adding  the  cream  and 
cognac.  Stufi  mushroom  caps  with  the  mix- 
ture. Add  more  butter  to  the  frying  pan,  if 
necessary,  and  fry  the  bread.  Place  the 
bread  on  another  cooky  sheet.  Heat  the 
mushroom  caps  in  a  275°  oven  30  minutes 
before  serving.  Reheat  the  fried  bread  dur- 
ing the  final  10  minutes.  To  serve,  place 
the  bread  on  a  heated  platter  and  cover 
each  slice  with  4  stuffed  mushrooms.  Gar- 
nish with  sprigs  of  fresh  parsley.  Serves  6. 

Mushrooms  Cambon 

1  pound  mushrooms 

2  tablespoons  butter 
Juice  of  Vz  lemon 

1  chicken  bouillon  cube 

3  tablespoons  butter 
3  tablespoons  flour 

2  tablespoons  brandy 
6  eggs 

Wash  and  trim  the  mushrooms  and  slice 
them  very  thin.  Place  them  in  a  saucepan 
with  2  tablespoons  butter,  lemon  juice  and 
water  to  half  cover  mushrooms.  Cook  gent- 
ly for  10  minutes  with  cover  on.  Strain  the 
broth  into  a  measuring  cup.  Add  enough 
hot  water  to  make  2  cups  and  dissolve  the 
bouillon  cube  in  the  broth.  Place  the  mush- 
rooms in  a  double  boiler.  Heat  the  3  table- 
spoons butter  and  blend  in  the  flour.  Stir  in 
half  the  broth  and  blend.  When  the  sauce 
is  smooth,  add  the  rest  of  the  liquid.  Simmer 
10  minutes.  Taste  for  seasoning  and  add 


the  brandy.  Pour  this  mixture  over  the 
mushrooms.  To  serve,  arrange  the  mush- 
rooms on  a  deep  platter.  Garnish  with  the 
shelled  eggs  which  have  been  cooked  4 
minutes.  Serves  6. 

Russian  Salad  in 
Scallop   Shells 

3  cups  mixed  cooked  vegetables  (fresh, 

frozen  or  canned)

Yl  teaspoon  scraped  onion 
1  teaspoon  salt 
Ys  teaspoon  white  pepper 
Pinch  of  monosodium  glutamate 

(A&cent  or  MSG) 
1/3  cup  salad  oil 

1  tablespoon  gelatin 

2  tablespoons  water 
1  cup  mayonnaise 
1  can  anchovies 
Capers 
Parsley 

Put  the  vegetables  in  a  bowl  and  season 
with  jhe  vinegar,  onion,  salt,  pepper  and 
monosodium  glutamate.  Mix  well,  then  add 
the  oil.  Let  stand  at  least  1  hour.  Drain  and 
place  in  scallop  shells  or  individual  shallow 
dishes.  Chill  30  minutes.  Meanwhile,  soften 
the  gelatin  in  water  and  melt  in  double 
boiler.  Mix  with  half  the  mayonnaise  and 
keep  over  warm  water  until  ready  to  use. 
Split  the  anchovies  in  two  lengthwise.  To 
serve,  frost  the  surface  of  the  vegetable 
salad  with  a  layer  of  unstiffened  mayon- 
naise. Make  a  lattice  of  anchovies  on  the 
surface  of  each  salad  and  alternate  capers 
with  sprigs  of  parsley  in  the  openings. 
Force  the  stiff  mayonnaise  through  a  small 
pastry  tube  around  the  edge  of  each  shell 
for  a  decorative  border.  Serves  6. 

Vodka  Melon  Coupe 

5  small  ripe  cantaloupes 

1  lime 

1  small  honeydew  melon 

3  tablespoons  vodka 

Vs  cup  sugar 

Mint  leaves 

Halve  and  seed  the  cantaloupes.  Rub  the 
insides  with  the  cut  side  of  a  lime.  Sprinkle 
very  lightly  with  sugar  and  place  in  the 
refrigerator.  Split  and  seed  the  honeydew 
melon  and  cut  into  small  balls  with  a  vege- 
table cutter.  Mix  with  the  juice  of  the  lime, 
vodka  and  V^  cup  sugar.  Cover  and  chill. 
To  serve,  fill  the  cantaloupe  cavities  with 
the  honeydew  balls  and  divide  the  syrup 
from  them  among  the  six  melon  halves.

THE  LIGHTHEARTEI 


By  James   A.   Beard 


The  fair  vale  of  the  Loire  is  the 
true  chateaux  country  of 
PVance;  not  the  chateaux-  that 
mean  vineyards  as  in  Bordeaux, 
but  the  famed  chateaux  of  fiction 
and  history.  There  are  literally 
scores  of  them  along  the  Loire. 
Many  date  back  800  or  900  years 
and  they  range  in  style  from  heav- 
ily towered  stone  castles  built  for 
defense,  to  delicate  lacy  country 
palaces   built    for   pleasure. 

Richard  Coeur  de  Lion  was 
held  prisoner  in  Montrichard  cas- 
tle; Joan  of  Arc  first  met  the 
Dauphin  at  Chinon.  and  later  led 
Frencii  soldiers  on  to  victory 
storming  it;  French  kings  and 
nobles  vied  with  each  other  con- 
structing some  of  these  elaborate 
pleasure  palaces;  Diane  de  Poi- 
tiers. Madame  de  Pompadouf  and 
Catherine  de  Medici  retreated  to 
chateaux  in  this  rolling  country- 
side where  they  gave  luxurious 
fetes  and  mascpierade  parties. 

The  French  nobility  was  at- 
tracted to  this  valley  for  a  good 
reason :  it  is  a  garden  spot  provid- 
ing excellent  food  and  wine.  Ma- 
dame de  Sevigne  wrote  her  beloved 
daughter  in  1680.  describing  her 
trip  by  barge  down  the  Loire 
River  and  the  delicious  eating  and 
drinking  en  route.  Tourists  today, 
as  then,  revel  in  fresh  fish  from  the 
river,  game  from  the  woodlands, 
fine  pork,  rich  butter,  magnificent 
asparagus  and  strawberries  from 
the  farms.  And  to  wash  it  all  down, 
the  wines  of  the  Loire — festive  and 
romantic  as  the  surrounding  cha- 
teaux. 

To  be  sure,  Loire  wines  are 
not  the  equal  of  the  great  wines  of 
Bordeaux  or  Burgundy.  They  do 
not  pretend  to  be.  They  are  light, 
carefree  and  refreshing — the  per- 
fect choice  for  the  frolics  and 
fetes  of  French  courtiers  so  long 
ago.  and  the  perfect  choice  today 
for  lighthearted  entertaining. 

Nevers.  a  town  near  the  center 
of  France,  is  a  good  spot  to  start  a 
wine  tasting  jaunt  down  the  Loire 
Valley.  I  can't  recall  the  number  of 
times  Fve  passed  through  Nevers 
and  I  always  bump  into  other  wine 
bibbers  there — old  friends  I  may 
not  have  seen  for  years.  Where  are 
they  coming  from  or  going  to? 
Pouilly-sur-Loire,  of  course.  This 
small  district,  a  few  miles  to  the 
norlii  down  river,  is  famed  for  a 
delicious  white  wine,  Pouilly- 
Fiime. 
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Pouilly-FuiTie :  Do  not  confuse 
this  white  wine  of  the  Loire  Valley 
with  the  Pouilly-Fuisse  of  southern 
Burgundy.  Though  Pouilly-Fume 
resembles  the  Burgundy  wine  in  its 
light  dryness,  it  has  its  own  dis-. 
tinct  qualities.  It  is  soft,  perfumed. 
Sip  it  and  you  notice  an  unusual, 
almost  earthy,  taste.  Alexis  Li- 
chine,  author  of  Wines  of  France, 
says  it  tastes  of  cheese  and  truf- 
fles. I  feel  this  is  a  slight  exaggera- 
tion, but  people  tend  to  romanti 
cize  this  enchanting  wine.  I  admit 
I  sometimes  detect  a  faint  flavor 
of  fungi,  clean  and  refreshing. 

.Strangely  enough,  Pouilly- 
Fume  is  made  from  Sauvignon. 
grapes,  the  variety  used  to  produce 
the  sweet  whites  of  Bordeaux 
What  a  difference  a  few  miles  and 
a  change  in  soil  can  make! 

Pouilly-Fume  should  be  drunk 
young,  and  chilled,  of  course. 

Pouilly-sur-Loire:   This  wine. 

named  for  the  district,  is  another 
wiiite,  but  made  from  the  Chasse-. 
las  grape  variety.  It  is  less  delicate 
less  interesting,  but  can  be  a  very 
satisfying  drink. 

Sancerre :  This  white  wine  comes 
from  the  Sancerre  district,  directly 
across  the  Loire.  It  has  a  fresh,  dry 
taste  that  is  appetite  provoking, 
Try  it  with  hors  d'oeuvre.  It  is  ex- 
cellent with  shellfish. 

All  of  these  wines  have  been 
growing  in  popularity  and  many 
Parisian  restaurants  now  serve 
them  regularly.  Sancerre,  especial' 
ly.  has  become  a  standard  wine  in 
the  small  bistros  of  the  French 
capital.  It's  gratifying  to  know 
that  these  charming  Loire  Valley 
wines  are  finally  being  "discov 
ered."  but  unfortunately,  now  that 
they  are  fashionable,  there  is  not 
enough  to  meet  the  demand. 

Quincy  and  Reuilly:  Thes^i 
two  small  wine  districts  are  about 
30  miles  west  of  Sancerre  neai 
Bourges.  a  favorite  tourist  spot  be- 
cause of  its  old  Renaissance  pah 
aces  and  fine  cathedral.  Botlj 
Quincy  and  Reuilly  are  white 
wines  of  unusually  low  alcoholid. 
content.  They  are  very  light,  al- 
most airy.  Because  they  are  low 
in  alcohol,  it  was  long  thought 
that  these  wines  would  not  travel 
but  Quincy  has  been  successfully 
imported  for  several  years  and  ha; 
a  growing  number  of  admirer; 
here.  Reuilly  is  not  yet  available  ir 
this  country.

WINES  OF  THE  LOIRE 


Vouvray:  This  most  famed  of  the 
Loire  wine  districts  is  across  the 
river  from  the  city  of  Tours  and  in 
the  center  of  the  region  of  great 
chateaux.  Here  indeed  is  fine 
drinking,  eating  and  sightseeing. 
The  local  restaurants  and  inns 
serve  tasty  pork  pates,  rilettes  and 
blood  sausages,  to  be  washed  down 
with  plenty  of  the  wine  from  the 
nearby  vineyards. 

The  Chenin  grapevines  are 
planted  high  up  the  slopes  of 
Vouvray  and  nature  has  provided 
perfect  storage  space,  for  the  sides 
of  these  same  slopes  are  penetrated 
with  lateral  caves.  I  once  had  a 
memorable  lunch  with  a  group  of 
vintners  in  the  cool  depth  of  one 
of  these  natural  storehouses.  Many 
of  the  caves,  opening  out  from  the 
sides  of  the  soft  stone  hills,  have 
been  occupied  since  prehistoric 
times  and  some  of  them  still  serve 
as  homes.  The  owners  have  built 
house-fronts  out  from  the  mouths 
of  their  caves,  presenting  proper 
doorways  to  the  outside  world,  but 
they  use  the  inner  recesses  for  liv- 
ing quarters. 

The  Vouvrays  are  white  wines, 
soft  and  fruity.  They  range  from 
rather  dry  to  very  sweet.  Some 
Vouvrays  are  prepared  especially 
as  dessert  wines,  the  grapes  being 
gathered  very  late  after  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  "'noble  rot."  These 
sweet  wines  resemble  those  of  Ger- 
many and  Bordeaux  and  can  some- 
times be  mellow  and  very  long- 
lived,  but  they  seldom  achieve  the 
great  richness  of  the  best  sauternes 
or  German  trockenbeerenauslesen. 
The  drier  Vouvrays  are  easier  to 
find.  They  should  be  drunk  young 
and  fresh. 

Sometimes  one  encounters  a 
Vouvray  that  is  what  the  French 
call  petillant — slightly  foamy,  al- 
most sparkling.  This  quality  is  the 
result  of  the  high  sugar  content  of 
the  grapes.  When  the  wine  is  bot- 
tled before  all  the  sugar  has 
changed  to  alcohol,  a  trace  of 
"fizz"  develops.  As  one  friend  of 
mine  said,  it  feels  "puffy"  on  the 
tongue. 

Sparkling  Vouvray:  The  vint- 
ners of  Vouvray  also  produce 
mousseux,  or  sparkling  wines, 
sometimes  naturally,  as  in  the 
Champagne  region ;  sometimes  by 
artificial  means.  Most  of  these 
[  sparkling  Vouvrays  are  rather 
sweet,  but  if  you  search  you  may 
be  able  to  find  a  refreshing  demi- 


sec.  Of  course,  even  the  demi-sec 
can  not  compare  to  a  fine  brut 
from  Champagne,  but  it  is  excel- 
lent, well  chilled,  for  everyday 
summer  drinking.  Try  it  with  the 
addition  of  a  drop  or  two  of  creme 
de  cassis. 

Chinon :  This  district  produced 
Rabelais,  lover  of  the  good  life, 
and  a  red  wine  made  from  Caber- 
net grapes.  They  got  along  very 
well.  Rabelais  consumed  Chinon 
in  vast  amounts  and  praised  it  lav- 
ishly. It  is  hardly  as  great  as  he 
claimed,  but  his  judgment  may 
have  been  befuddled  by  local  pa- 
triotism or  the  wine  itself.  Still, 
it  can  be  a  pleasant  and  satisfying 
wine.  Last  week,  I  tried  a  bottle 
from  a  new  shipment  that  had  just 
arrived  and  was  well  pleased. 
Drink  it  young  and  do  not  be 
afraid  to  chill  it. 

From  nearby  Bourgueil  comes 
a  similar  red  wine. 

Saumur:  The  white  wine  of 
Saumur  can  be  light  and  charm- 
ing if  dry  enough.  Some  of  it  is  too 
sweet.  A  delicious  Saumur  is 
served  as  the  wine  of  the  house  by 
Pierre  Traiteur  at  his  small  bistro 
in  the  Place  Valois  in  Paris,  a 
gathering  spot  for  many  who  know 
good  food.  The  wine  is  a  favorite 
with  M.  Traiteur's  customers. 

Sparkling  Saumur:  These 
wines  were  once  in  great  demand, 
but  tastes  change,  and  today  they 
seem  too  heavy  and  sweet. 

Anjou:  This  district  produces 
both  white  and  rose  wines.  Some 
of  the  whites  are  outstanding  des- 
sert wines  with  a  flowery  bouquet, 
sweet  and  yet  delicate  and  light. 

Anjou  roses  tend  to  be  sweet- 
ish but  when  well  chilled  are  ex- 
cellent with  creamed  fish  or  sea- 
food, cold  fish  dishes  and  salads. 
They  also  go  unusually  well  with 
ham;  a  ham  baked  in  Anjou  rose 
is  a  great  treat. 

Museadet:  From  the  last  of  the 
Loire  Valley  wine  districts  comes 
one  of  my  favorite  light  white 
wines — Museadet.  It  is  dry,  with  a 
fresh,  spirited  tang.  Chill  it  and 
serve  with  fish,  seafood,  a  simply 
grilled  chicken,  cold  foods,  light 
luncheon  dishes.  I  like  to  keep  it 
on  ice  all  summer  as  a  regular 
thirst  quencher. 

Buy  Loire  Valley  wines  when 
they  are  young,  chill  them  and 
serve  them  at  gay,  informal  parties.

Since  odors  dont  care  where  they  go 


Give  a  good  ventilating  fan  a  chance,  and  it  will  do  the  job 
it  is  supposed  to  do  for  you:  get  rid  of  fumes  and  odors, 
reduce  heat  and  moisture.  Cardinal  rule  for  good  ventilation  is 
to  ventilate  at  the  major  source  of  odor.  In  the  kitchen,  the  major 
source  is  the  range  and  oven.  The  closer  you  are  to  the  source, 
the  better  chance  your  ventilator  has  to  capture  odors,  grease, 
smoke,  heat  and  moisture,  then  direct  them  outside.  If  you  have 
an  appliance  center  some  distance  from  the  range,  you  should 
have  a  second  ventilator  for  best  results.  Air  always  follows  the 
line  of  least  resistance,  so  in  planning  kitchen  ventilation,  create 
a  path  for  it  to  follow.  The  more  nearly  you  succeed  in  covering 
the  source  (as  witli  a  hood  over  the  range),  the  better  chance 
you  have  of  controlling  odors.  Lacking  that  possibility,  place 
your  exhaust  fan  at  a  point  where  air  can  enter  the  kitchen 
through  a  door  or  window,  cross  over  the  range  (picking  up 
fumes  as  it  goes),  and  leave  the  kitchen  by  way  of  the  fan. 
The  two  types  of  ventilators  used  in  kitchens  are  blower  and 
ordinary  fan.s.  Ordinary  fans  have  a  motor  at  the  center  and 
blades  extending  out  from  it.  A  blower  is  a  centrifugal-type  fan 
that  takes  in  air  at  its  center  and  discharges  it  at  the  blade  tips. 
In  selecting  a  ventilator  for  your  kitchen,  be  guided  by  its  cubic 
foot  per  minute  (CFM)  air  pull.  If  you  want  to  change  the  air 
completely  every  two  or  three  minutes,  compute  the  cubic  feet  in 
your  kitchen  and  divide  by  2  or  3  (minutes)  to  get  the  desired 
CFM.  No  one  system  is  the  answer  to  all  kitchen  ventilating 
problems.  If  the  plan  for  your  kitchen  ventilation  makes  it  possi- 
ble for  you  to  catch  most  undesirable  vapors  right  at  their  source, 
then  the  quantity  of  the  air  pull  (CFM  )  in  your  kitchen  can  be  re- 
duced  somewhat,   and   you   still  will   have  an   effective   system.

exceedingly  difficult  lilies  for.  if 
anyone,  experts  only.  But  we  be- 
lieve that  ordinary  standards  are 
not  good  enough  for  lilies  and  that, 
since  almost  any  lily  bulb  that-is 
bought  from  a  good  source  and 
planted  with  reasonable  care  will 
bloom  at  least  once,  beginners 
might  well  include  a  few  of  the 
most  precious,  along  with  the  pret- 
ty but  safe  ones.  By  tlie  same  rea- 
soning, we  hold  that  tiie  practiced 
gardeners  (the  truly  skilled  ones 
know  this  already)  would  do  well 
to  grow  and  study  and  come  to  ap- 
preciate the  more  modest  species 
from  which  the  spectacular  new 
strains  and  liybrids  have  been  de- 
rived. 

The  varied  forms 

We  have  included  with  tliis  ar- 
ticle photographs  of  several  as- 
sorted lilies  tliat  indicate  the  kind 
of  selection  we  have  in  mind.  Two 
are  a  small  flowered  species  from 
eastern  Asia.  Liliiim  pitmilum.  and 
Mrs.  H.  O.  Backliouse.  both  photo- 
graphed in  the  Mt.  Kisco,  N.  Y, 
garden  of  Mrs.  Helen  M.  Fox,  one 
of  America's  truly  distinguished 
gardeners,  who  has  grown  most  of 
the  lilies  worth  growing  over  a 
period  of  many  years.  Of  the  other 
three,  L.  tsiniitaiicnsc.  the  ma- 
jestic Aurelian,  and  the  umbella- 
tum  hybrid  are  in  the  garden  of 
Miss  Alida  Livingston,  who,  at 
Oyster  Bay,  N.  Y.,  grows  the  great- 
est and  the  least  of  lilies  with  un- 
flagging skill  and  devotion.  Some 
of  these  lilies  are  all  but  fool- 
proof and  one  of  them  may  not 
suffer  gladly  even  a  knowing  gar- 
dener. All  are  lovely,  all  worth  a 
venturesome  trial.  As  you  search 
the  specialists'  lists  (and  with  but 
one  or  two  exceptions  only  special- 
ists can  supply  you  witii  a  wide 
range  of  good  quality  bulbs),  you 
will  find  all  the  further  inspira- 
tion you  need.  We  do,  however, 
suggest  the  following  unadorned 
list,  limited  and  arbitrary,  in  the 
hope  that  a  year  from  now  you 
may  just  possibly  thank  us  for  it. 
These  lilies  may,  in  turn,  afford 
you  flowers  continuously  from  late 
May  until  October.

Start  them  well 

Some  of  these  and  other  lilies 
will  thrive  for  you  and  not  your 
neighbor.  Many  will  acquire  and 
many  succumb  to  rot  or  virus.  As 
you  buy.  study  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  growers  for  special 
care,  till  you  make  up  your  own 
rules  based  on  personal  experi- 
ence. But  for  all  lilies,  this  one  ad- 
monition: Provide  a  deep,  sandy 
soil,  well  drained  and  well  charged 
with  leafmold  and  compost,  on 
M'hich  during  the  season  you  will 
spread  a  hot  weather  mulch  of 
pine  needles  or  wood  chips.  If  you 
cannot  do  this  the  first  season, 
provide  good  garden  loam,  in  u 
well  drained  site,  and  make  im- 
provements later.  You  will  also,  it 
need  scarcely  be  said,  make  im- 
provements on  our  list,  or  any- 
l)ody"s  list,  of  good  varieties.  That, 
too.  is  part  of  the  luxury,  part  of 
the  easy  convenience  of  lilies.

improve  the  result.  To  have  fine 
spring  flowers  you  must  have 
planted  good  bulbs  in  autumn. 
To  stand  out  among  the  common 
run  of  spring  flowers,  your  varie- 
ties must  be  out  of  the  ordinary, 
promising  the  clearest  colors,  the 
most  appropriate  form,  the  great- 
est vigor  that  the  type  affords. 
Perusal  of  good  dealers'  cata- 
logues is  essential  to  the  greatest 
personal  satisfaction,  although  the 
beginner  will  be  off  to  a  fast  start 
if  he  follows  H&G's  suggestions 
and    the    planting    plan    above. 

The  actual  plan,  and  the 
drawing  on  page  109,  are  sugges- 
tive only  of  likely  combinations 
of  kind,  variety,  color,  size  and 
time  of  flowering.  A  pool  is  not  es- 
sential, any  more  than  are  the 
particular  rocks  and  trees  pic- 
tured. But  the  suitability  and  use 
of  such  natural  accompaniments 
are  important.  Just  broadcasting 
your  bulbs  across  the  landscape 
and  burying  them  where  they  fall 
will  not  do,  nor  will  rigid  place- 
ment, however  carefully  done,  in 
formal  strips  and  circles.  Sponta- 
neity is  the  soul  of  spring  flower- 
ing bulbs.  Even  the  stately  tulips 
and  the  slightly  pompous  hya- 
cinths will  be  more  effective  for 
free  and  informal  arrangement 
among  shrubs,  in  the  hardy  bor- 
der, at  the  fore  edge  of  woods. 


While  they 
may  be  a  little  more  difficult  to 
care  for  than  they  would  be  in 
geometrical  beds,  in  casual  arrav 
they  tolerate  equally  casual  sched- 
uling of  the  necessary  routine  care. 
Weeding  and  fertilizing,  lifting,  di- 
viding and  resetting — all  these  re- 
quirements become  less  rigid,  con- 
sequently are  more  likely  to  be 
properly  looked  after. 

The  soil  for  all  bulbs,  hardy 
or  merely  seasonal,  should  be  well 
dug  and  well  drained.  With  good 
drainage,  a  heavy  clay  loam  or  a 
gritty,  even  rocky  situation  may  be 
improved  with  supplements  of 
compost,  leafmold  or  peatmoss  so 
that  they  give  satisfactory  results 
over  many  seasons.  Plenty  of  wat- 
er is  essential  during  the  time 
when  root  growth  is  most  active — 
autumn  and  just  after  flowering, 
when  flowers  for  the  following  sea- 
son are  being  formed  underground 
— and  annual  or  biennial  applica- 
tions of  fertilizer  (never  fresh 
manure)  should  be  timed  so  that 
the  nutrients  will  be  available 
during  seasons  of  greatest  growth. 

There  are  no  hard  and  fast 
rules  about  depths  at  which  bulbs 
should  be  planted.  Size  varies 
enormously,  as  does  the  density 
of  soils.  Cover  your  bulbs  with  a 
depth  of  soil  equal  to  two  and  a

THE  GENTLEMA 


One  (if  the  most  charminji  and  certainly  one  of  the  most 
talented  writers  America  has  produced  was  the  late 
Booth  TarkinCTton.  For  some  30  years  a  stream  of  novels. 
short  stories  and  plays  poured  from  his  inventive  and  al- 
ways delijrhtful  mind.  He  had  something  to  say  to  every- 
one— the  young,  the  old.  the  frivolous  and  the  thoughtful. 
It  woidd  he  fair  to  say  that  Tarkington  was  the  closest  any 
American  has  come  to  the  huhhling  genius  of  Charles 
Dickens  or  Anthony  Trollope. 

Late  this  Novemher  Doubleday  (bless  their  hearts) 
will  issue  a  Tarkington  anthology.  The  Gentleman  from 
Indianapolis.  It  is  edited  by  John  Beecroft  (he  compiled  the 
company's  best  selling  anthologies  of  Somerset  Maugham 
and  Kudyard  Kipling),  and  it  will  contain  736  pages  with 
many  drawings  and  color  illustrations.  At  a  scheduled 
price  of  $3.9.5.  it  will  be  one  of  the  year's  bargains  in  litera- 
ture. Although  no  anthology  ever  can  supplant  the  full  set 
of  an  author's  works.  The  Gentleman  from  Indianapolis 
will  deserve  a  place  of  honor  in  the  library  of  any  begin- 
ning collector. 

Booth  Tarkington  was  an  Indiana  aristocrat  with  an 
astonishing  knowledge  of  the  common  man  (who  in  his 
day  would  have  been  outraged  at  the  idea  of  being  a  "com- 
mon man" ) .  Tarkington  saw  a  great  deal  of  life.  He  was 
educated  at  Phillij)s  (Exeter)  Academy  and  Princeton, 
but  he  attended  Purdue  Ihiiversity.  too.  He  served  in  the 
Indiana  Legislature.  He  was  a  cosmopolite  in  the  best 
sense  of  the  word:  in  his  travels,  in  fact,  he  was  a  crony  of 
such  rarefied  spirits  as  Norman  Douglas.  He  knew  much 
about  art.  hut  he  also  was  the  first  of  our  major  writers  to 
sense  the  true  significance  of  the  industrial  age. 

All  these  facets  of  his  life  were  reflected  in  his  writ- 
ings: they  gave  it  richness  and  a  variety  none  of  his  con- 
temporaries could  match.  Unfortunately,  they  kept  him 
from  achieving  greatness.  He  needed  money  to  do  the 
things  he  enjoyed,  and  so  he  iiad  to  write  for  the  popular 
market.  In  his  day  that  meant  compromise,  and  if  a  writer 
is  to  be  great  he  must  expunge  the  word  compromise  from 
his  vocabidary. 

As  James  Branch  Cai)cll   puinlcd  out  some  25  years 
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ago.  Tarkington's  novel  The  Magnificent  Ambersons  (it  is 
included  in  the  forthcoming  anthology)  would  have  been 
the  best  American  novel  up  to  that  time  if  he  had  stopped 
with  the  penultimate  chapter.  But  he  had  to  have  a  happy 
ending — and  a  false  one — and  he  sacrificed  his  art  for  the 
sale.  Although  mutilation  of  books  is  akin  to  blasphemy,  I 
am  going  to  suggest  that  buyers  of  the  anthology  cut  the 
last  chapter  of  The  Magnificent  Ambersons  out  and  burn 
it  up  without  looking  at  it.  Their  appreciation  of  Tarking- 
ton  will  be  the  greater. 

Both  The  Magnificent  Ambersons  and  Alice  Adams, 
which  was  a  penetrating  and  touching  novel  of  a  girl  who 
tried  too  hard  to  be  popular,  won  Pulitzer  Prizes.  Seven- 
teen, which  was  the  equivalent  in  his  time  of  J.  D.  Salinger's 
The  Catcher  in  the  Rye,  fascinated  teen-agers  and  con- 
vulsed their  elders  with  its  insight  into  the  frustrations  of 
youtli.  The  Gentleman  from  Indiana,  The  Turmoil,  The 
Midlander  and  all  the  others  were  years  ahead  of  their 
times  in  foreseeing  the  changes  inevitable  in  American 
society  under  the  impact  of  the  assembly  line's  hammers. 
Tarkington's  stories  about  politics  and  its  temptations  have 
never  been  bettered.  He  had  a  more  profound  understand- 
ing of  Babbitt  than  Sinclair  Lewis  had,  and  he  gained  it 
before  Lewis  came  on  the  scene. 

Tarkington  did  not  write  for  hep  kids  in  leather 
jackets  or  for  half-baked  minds  interested  only  in  case 
histories  that  properly  should  be  confined  to  hospital  li- 
braries. In  his  time  and  for  his  market  he  could  not  write 
about  sex.  But  if  you  read  him  carefully,  you  will  find  tlie 
implications  there  just  as  you  will  find  them  in  many  of 
Anthony  Trollope's  novels.  Tarkington  knew  people 
through  and  through.  He  was  in  the  great  tradition  of  story 
telling  and  character  creating,  but  he  also  was  one  of  the 
most  acute  observers  of  the  American  scene.  In  many  re- 
spects it  will  be  turning  back  the  clock  to  read  him  again, 
but  he  had  one  virtue  as  true  today  as  ever:  he  could  write 
the  English  language  with  greater  skill  than  any  novelist 
we  have  produced.  And  he  was  a  gracious  product  of  an 
age  which,  however  its  detractors  now  scorn  it,  had  more 
than  its  share  of  graciousness.  J.  H  .D. 
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A  GOOD  BUY 
IN  BEETHOVEN

This  fall  the  record  companies 
have  put  forward  several  new 
candidates  for  the  concerto  hest- 
seller  list.  The  most  ambitious  of 
these  undertakings  is  an  album 
containing  Beethoven's  Five  Pi- 
ano Concertos  performed  by  Arlur 
Rubinstein  and  the  Symphony  of 
the  Air  under  the  Viennese  con- 
ductor .Josef  Krips  (RCA  Victor 
I^M  6702) .  These  records  are  also 
available  singly,  concerto  by  con- 
certo, but  the  bargain-minded 
should  note  that  the  album  offers 
five  discs  for  the  price  of  four.  No 
one  needs  to  be  told  that  Rubin- 
stein is  a  master  (indeed,  today 
the  master)  of  the  grand  manner. 
He  catches  the  heroic  note  in  these 
concertos  with  triiunphant  bravu- 
ra, and  he  rijiples  off  the  fast 
movements  with  marvelous  aban- 
don. What  1  miss  in  his  playing 
is  the  full  allotment  of  meditative 
inwardness  reposing  in  these 
works  which  the  late  Artur  .Schna- 
bel  evoked  so  well.  .Schnabel  also 
made  recordings  of  the  five  Beeth- 
oven concertos  (RCA  Victor  LCT 
0700)  but  they  date  from  a  period 
when  recorded  soimd  was  far  less 
brilliant  and  ample  than  today's. 
A  measure  of  the  present  com- 
petition for  the  record  buyer's  dol- 
lar can  be  detected  in  the  simulta- 
neous appearance  of  three  differ- 
ent versions  of  the  Tchaikovsky 
Violin  Concerto.  London  tenders 
the  Italo-British  violinist  Alfredo 
Campoli,  whose  interpretation  is 
free  and  rhapsodic  (LL  1647.  with 
Ataulfo  Argenta  conducting  the 
London  Symphony  )  ,  Epic  brings 
IIS  Arthur  Cruiniaux,  a  young  Bel- 
gian who  favors  a  refined  and  un- 
derstated approach  (LC  3365, 
with  Bogo  Lescovich  conducting 
the  Vienna  Symphony)  ;  but  both 
these  efforts  pale  beside  RCA  Vic- 
tor's, which  has  Jascha  Heifetz 
and  the  Chicago  Symphony  under 
Fritz  Reiner  (LM  2129).  This  is 
Heifetz's  third  and  best  recording 
of  the  Tchaikovsky  Concerto,  ef- 
fortlessly accurate,  suavely  ele- 
gant; moreover,  the  work  of  Rein- 
er and  the  Chicagoans  can  be  cited 
as  a  model  of  what  a  concerto 
accompaniment  ought  to  be. 

Before  leaving  concertos,  I 
should  like  to  recommend  two  re- 
cordings of  less  familiar  works: 
the  songful  Dvorak  Violin  Con- 
certo, which  receives  its  finest  re- 
corded performance  to  date  from 
Nathan    Milstcin    and    the    Pitts- 


burgh Symphony  conducted  by 
William  Steinberg  (Capitol  P 
8382 ) .  and  Prokofiev's  Cello  Con- 
certo, a  winning  example  of  that 
composer's  melodic  vein,  played 
by  Janos  Starker  and  the  Philhai- 
monia  Orchestra  under  Walter 
Susskind  (Angel  35418). 

Evening-length  ballets  con- 
tinue to  be  in  vogue.  The  trend 
was  started  here  by  the  Sadler's 
Wells  Ballet — now  renamed  the 
Royal  Ballet — with  its  complete, 
three-act  productions  of  Swan 
Lake  and  Sleeping  Beauty.  Re- 
cently the  English  company  com- 
missioned a  contemporary  ballet 
of  similar  proportions.  The  Prince 
of  the  Pagodas  (choreography  by 
.Jolin  Cranko.  music  by  Benjanitn 
Britten  ) ,  which  had  its  premiere 
in  London  last  .January.  The  music 
can  be  heard  on  a  two-record  set 
(London  LL  1690/1)  conducted 
by  the  composer,  two  hour's  worth 
of  tonal  scene-painting  packed 
with  lovely  melodies  and  splendid 
orchestral  effects.  Anyone  who  en- 
joys ballet  music  in  large  doses 
should  enjoy  The  Prince  of  the 
Pagodas.  Another  full-length  bal- 
let of  fairly  recent  vintage.  Proko- 
fiev's Romeo  and  Juliet,  can  be 
sampled  in  a  record  of  excerpts 
conducted  by  Leopold  Stokowski 
(RCA  Victor  LM  2117).  This 
music  of  sweet,  doleful  lyricism 
is  magnificently  re-created  here; 
it  is  one  of  Stokowski's  most  suc- 
cessful achievements.  Competition 
shows  up  again  in  the  concurrent 
release  of  three  versions  of  Stra- 
vinsky's Fire  Bird  Suite,  conduct- 
ed by  Leonard  Bernstein  (Colum- 
bia ML  5182).  Carlo  Maria  Giu- 
lini  (Angel  35462),  and  Pierre 
Monteux  (RCA  Victor  LM  2113 ) . 
But  the  newest  are  not  necessarily 
improvements  over  the  old.  None 
of  these  Fire  Birds  displaces  cer- 
tain recordings  already  in  the  cat- 
alogue, most  notably  the  compos- 
er's own  (Columbia  ML  4882) 
and  Hermann  Scherchen's  (West- 
minster 7032), 

Kirsten  Flagstad  bade  fare- 
well to  America  in  1952  with  a 
few  valedictory  performances  of 
Cluck's  Alceste  at  the  Metropoli- 
tan Opera,  but  fortunately  the  Nor- 
wegian soprano  did  not  go  into 
complete  retirement.  In  Europe 
she  continues  to  make  recordings 
that  are  the  envy  of  other  singers 
half  her  age.  One  of  the  recent

arrivals  is  a  complete  Alceste,  re- 
corded in  England  under  the  di- 
rection of  Geraint  Jones  with 
Raoul  Jobin  in  the  role  of  Admetus 
(London  XLLA  49).  Flagstad 
communicated  more  pathos  in  the 
Met's  English-language  produc- 
tion than  she  does  in  this  recorded 
performance  sung  in  Italian,  but 
tlie  noble  serenity  of  her  declama- 
tion is  as  affecting  as  ever.  The  set 
would  be  worth  owning  alone  for 
the  solemn  scene  in  the  Grove  of 
Death.  Flagstad  fans  will  also  want 
to  acquire  the  soprano's  new  re- 
cording of  Grieg's  Haugtussa  song 
cycle  (London  LL  1669). 

The  third  Marriage  of  Figaro 
in  three  years  has  just  been  is- 
sued. This  latest  set  (Epic  SC 
6022)  emanates  from  Vienna  and 
is  conducted  by  Karl  Biihni,  who 
makes  his  Metropolitan  debut  this 
season.  There  is  much  to  be  said  in 
its  favor.  The  ensemble  singing  is 
precise  and  nimble,  and  its  Count 
and  Countess  Almaviva  (Paul 
Schtjffler  and  Sena  Juriiiac)  are 
the  best  on  records  since  the  old 
Glyndebourne  set.  However.  Epic's 
Figaro  has  to  compete  with  Lon- 
don's, which  is  more  imaginatively 
conducted  by  the  late  Erich  Klei- 
ber  and  in  certain  roles  is  better 
cast — most  notably  the  Cherubino 
of  Suzanne  Danco  and  the  Figaro 
of  Cesare  Siepi.  If  you  already  own 
the  London  recording,  sit  tight. 
But  if  you're  in  the  market  for 
Figaro,  the  new  Epic  set  is  cer- 
tainly worth  consideration.  For 
one  thing,  it's  considerably  less 
expensive.  RCA  Victor's  new  Rigo- 
letto  (LM  6051)  is  also  less  ex- 
pensive than  most  of  its  rivals,  but 
that  and  the  stylish  singing  of  Jus- 
si  Bjoerling  are  its  only  advan- 
tages. 

Last  fall  the  record  compan- 
ies went  all  out  for  the  young  gen- 
eration of  pianists — Leon  Fleisher, 
Gary  Graffman,  and  Glenn  Gould. 
This  year  the  emphasis  seems  to  be 
on  the  oldsters.  RCA  Victor,  as 
noted  above,  is  plumping  for  Artur 
Rubinstein,  now  (according  to 
Grove's  Dictionary)  approaching 
his  72d  birthday;  and  London  is 
doing  the  same  for  Wilhelni  Back- 
haus,  aged  73.  A  year  or  so  ago. 
.  Backhaus  announced  that  he  was 
taking  an  extended   leave  of  ab- 


sence from  the  concert  hall.  How- 
ever, the  recording  studio  does 
not  seem  to  have  been  off-limits 
for  him,  as  witness  London's  three 
new  Backhaus  LPs  devoted  to 
Bach  (LL  1638).  Brahms  (LL 
1637),  and  Chopin  (LL  1556). 
Everything  is  laid  out  precisely  in 
this  pianist's  invariably  cool,  ob- 
jective style.  Backhaus  does  not  at- 
tempt to  captivate  the  listener  with 
tonal  variations  or  eccentric  in- 
tuitions: instead  he  goes  straight 
to  music's  firm  architecture.  This 
approach  works  wonderfully  in 
Bach,  but  it  seems  at  times  a  little 
too  subdued  for  Brahms  and  Cho- 
pin. Still,  there  are  few  pianists 
around  today  who  can  throw  off 
delicate  arpeggios  with  the  con- 
trolled dexterity  that  Backhaus 
demonstrates  in  Chopin's  A  flat 
Etude,  Op.  25,  No.  1,  to  choose  one 
example  among  many. 

Finally,  a  few  random  recom- 
mendations. Chamber-music  en- 
thusiasts should  not  miss  a  re- 
markable performance  of  Mozart's 
String  Quintet  in  C,  played  by  the 
Aniadeus  Quartet  and  Cecil  Aron- 
owitz  (Angel  45020  ) ,  and  the  first 
of  a  series  of  Beethoven  violin 
sonata  recordings,  Nos.  7  and  10, 
performed  with  finesse  and  under- 
standing by  Arthur  Crumiaux  and 
Clara  Haskil  (Epic  LC  3381). 
Three  sonatas  by  three  modern 
masters — Hindeniith,  Prokofiev, 
and  Ravel — are  interpreted  with 
rare  style  and  keen  rhythmic  verve 
by  Joseph  Szigeti  and  Carlo  Bus- 
sotti  (Columbia  ML  51781.  Cyril 
Ritchard  is  a  delightfully  urbane 
narrator  in  the  umpteenth  Peter 
and  the  Wolf,  this  one  with  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra  conducted 
by  Eugene  Ormandy  (Columbia 
ML  5183).  Unpretentious  songs 
from  Italy  are  rendered  with 
graceful,  relaxed  beauty  by  the 
aging  but  still  agile  tenor  Benia- 
mino  Gigli  (RCA  Victor  LM 
2095)  and  with  sultry,  caressing 
charm  by  a  young  singer  named 
Jula  de  Palma  (Capitol  T  10098).

ARE  WE  READY  FOR  A 


By  John  Sharnik 


November  is  the  month  that  a 
number  of  my  colleagues  in 
the  television  business  must  have- 
been  looking  forward  to  with 
bared  teeth  and  baited  appetite, 
for  reasons  having  nothing  to  do 
with  Thanksgiving  dinner.  The 
season's  special  piece  is  the  debut 
of  a  television  critic  as  a  salaried 
performer  on  the  other  side  of  the 
cameras.  He  ought  to  have  a  guar- 
anteed audience  consisting,  at  the 
very  least,  of  every  producer, 
script  writer,  featured  actor  and 
under-five-line  bit  player  ever 
wounded  by  a  bad  review — they 
all,  I  imagine,  having  studiously 
stayed  up  too  late,  drunk  too 
much,  and  quarreled  with  their 
wives  beforehand,  in  order  to  get 
what  they  figure  to  be  a  critic's 
outlook  on  the  performance.  , 

John  Crosby,  the  man  on  the 
21-inch  (over-all  diagonal)  spot, 
is  assuming  the  role  of  master  of 
ceremonies  of  a  new  CBS  Sunday 
evening  entry.  The  Seven  Lively 
Arts.  This  is  a  weekly  hour-long 
project  in  which  the  spectacle  of 
a  man  feeding  himself  to  the 
wolves  will  be  only  an  incidental 
piece  of  audacity. 

Lively  Arts  is  setting  out  to 
make  entertainment  from  some 
rather  improbable  material:  Love, 
for  example,  as  a  matter  of  fash- 
ion, reflected  in  the  popular  arts 
of  the  last  few  decades;  the  city 
as  a  series  of  highly  personal  im- 
pressions registered  by  a  sensitive 
essayist;  a  mine  disaster  as  a 
coincidence  of  social  forces,  de- 
scribed and  explained  by  a  tal- 
ented reporter. 

"Anything  goes  on  this  pro- 
gram." according  to  its  executive 
producer.  John  Houseman,  "pro- 
vided it  deals  with  cultural  phe- 
nomena that  interest  people" — a 
fairly  audacious  statement  in  it- 
self. Normally,  around  the  tele- 
vision studios,  "culture"  is  a  word 
that  doesn't  crop  up  very  often, 
except  in  the  germ-count  demon- 
strations on  mouthwash  and  soap- 
flake  commercials.  As  applied  to 
program  material,  it  is  widely  be- 
lieved to  have  death-dealing  pow- 
ers equaled  only  by  curare  and 
Boy  Scout  cooking.  However, 
since  Houseman  interprets  cul- 
ture to  cover  "anything  from  a 
symphony  concert  to  a  ball  game," 
he  uses  the  term  with  only  faint 
misgivings. 

As  a  theme  running  through 
the  arts  of  the  last  few  decades, 
love  was  handled  by  subjecting  it 
to  the  special  wit  of  S.  J.  Perel- 
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man,  a  satirist  with  a  knack  for 
turning  the  language  inside-out 
and  pulling  any  given  subject 
along  with  it.  In  this  case,  the  haul 
includes  examples  of  romance  as 
practised  in  the  movies  (film  clips 
of  Garbo,  John  Gilbert,  Cagney 
and  James  Dean  in  action)  ;  on 
the  stage  (scene  from  Clifford 
Odets)  ;  in  the  novel  (F.  Scott 
Fitzgerald);  popular  magazines, 
advertising  and  scientific  litera- 
ture   (the  Kinsey  report). 

A  couple  of  the  other  assort- 
ed subjects  in  which  Houseman 
intends  to  demonstrate  great  pos- 
sibilities of  entertainment  are 
evangelism  and  the  motion  pic- 
ture industry.  In  both  cases,  he 
proposes  to  deal  "not  just  with 
the  art  but  the  logistics  of  the 
thing" — the  big  organizations  it 
takes  to  conduct  religious  re- 
vivals.  and  the  methods  and  mo- 
tives involved  in  making  Holly- 
wood movies  abroad. 

In  dramatizing  the  Centralia 
mine  tragedy  of  a  few  years  back, 
Lively  Arts  plans  to  take  as  its 
text  John  Bartlow  Martin's  bril- 
liant magazine  articles  on  the  sub- 
ject. This  was  the  accident  in 
which  117  miners  died  because, 
according  to  Martin,  the  interests 
of  safety  were  subordinated  to  the 
interests  of  labor  prestige,  Illinois 
state  politics  and  the  country's 
postwar  economic  needs. 

Each  item  on  the  schedule 
will  receive  the  full-length  treat- 
ment: just  one  subject  to  every 
program.  Almost  none  of  it  is  the 
stuff  you  normally  expect  to  find 
on  your  television  set — not,  at 
least,  since  the  Ford  Foundation 
pulled  the  money  out  from  under 
Omnibus.  Apparently  Omnibus  is 
going  to  be  working  similar  fields 
this  season,  under  private  auspices. 
But  Houseman  doesn't  seem  to  be 
much  concerned  with  either  prec- 
edent or  competition.  As  a  pro- 
ducer in  radio  (the  old  Orson 
Welles  group),  the  theatre  (espe- 
cially Shakespeare),  and  motion 
pictures  (the  Van  Gogh  biog- 
raphy. Lust  for  Life),  he  has  a 
reputation  for  going  his  own  way, 
and  bringing  the  public  along 
with  him. 

Houseman,  an  over-age.  over- 
size cherub  of  a  man.  figures  that 
television  offers  him  more  room 
for  originality.  "Here."  he  said, 
glancing  around  a  network  office 
containing  an  impermanent  look- 
ing arrangement  of  chairs  and 
Herman  Miller  conference  table, 
"here   I   think  we   can   avoid   the 
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strait  jacket  of  the  movies — hav- 
ing to  tell  a  story,  with  a  hegin- 
ning,  a  middle  and  an  end."  He 
shrugged  off  these  constraints 
with  a  mild  gesture. 

To  tell  his  stories,  or  non- 
stories,  in  the  living  rooms,  he  is 
using  the  words  of  some  outstand- 
ing practitioners  of  the  language. 
New  York  is  being  treated  in  a 
documentary  film  illustrating 
E.  B.  White's  highly  subjective, 
nostalgic  essay  on  the  city.  An- 
other well  known  word  man. 
Ernest  Hemingway,  is  both  the 
author  and  the  subject  of  one  pro- 
gram. Five  of  his  short  stories,  all 
revolving  around  the  presumably 
autobiographical  character  of 
Nick  Adams,  were  dramatized  by 
A.  E.  Hotchner  for  the  second  pro- 
gram in  the  series  (November  10) . 
John  Crosby's  commentary,  as 
master  of  ceremonies,  explains 
the  relationship  of  Adams'  (Hem- 
ingway's) personal  experiences — 
friendship,  love,  war — to  Heming- 
way's own  theories  of  writing. 

Just  how  all  this  material  can 
be  crowded  in  under  the  pro- 
gram's title,  nobody  around  the 
place  is  quite  sure.  Neither  is  any- 
body very  worried  about  it.  "  'The 
seven  lively  arts.'  "  one  member  of 
the  staff  said,  "is  just  a  handy 
phrase,  to  sort  of  stake  out  the 
general  area.  Even  Gilbert  Seldes 
(the  critic  of  the  lively,  or  popu- 
lar, arts)  wasn't  taking  the  figure 
too  literally  when  he  first  used  it, 
years  ago.  Music,  for  instance. 
There's  concert  music  and  opera 
and  popular  music.  There's  seri- 
ous dancing  and  Fred  Astaire; 
motion  pictures,  and  then  all  the 
different  kinds  of  writing,  includ- 
ing the  art  of  journalism." 

Lively  Arts  proposes  to  show 
and  explain  things  of  general  in- 
terest in  just  about  all  these  fields. 
But  it  will  also  merely  use  the  arts 
without  explaining  any  part  of 
them.  "Sometimes,"  according  to 
Houseman's  chief  lieutenant, 
Robert  Herridge,  "we  will  be  do- 
ing the  thing  itself." 

One  of  the  things  in  the 
works  is  a  performance  of  Tchai- 
kovsky's Nutcracker  ballet,  to  be 
directed  by  George  Balanchine, 
the  man  who  has  made  it  a  popu- 
lar annual  event  on  New  York's 
ballet  stage.  Another  is  a  program 
which  Herridge  describes  as  "a 
kind  of  jazz  concert." 

Herridge.  an  intense  man 
with  an  outdoor  face,  an  indoor 
manner,  and  a  demonstrated  flair 
for  the  offbeat,   will   function   as 
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shirt-sleeve  producer  of  about  half 
the  shows  in  the  series.  He  de- 
scribes himself  as  one  of  the  too- 
few  people  in  his  field  who  take 
television  seriously.  Between 
meetings  with  his  set  designer  and 
mouthfuls  of  a  ham-and-cheese 
sandwich  for  lunch,  he  elaborated 
on  this  theme,  seriously: 

"Like  everything  we  do,  our 
jazz  concert  will  have  a  viewpoint. 
It  will  not  be  the  usual  history  of 
jazz.  I'm  convinced  you  can  find 
the  beginnings  of  it  in  the  field- 
hands'  work  songs — solo  voice. 
Then  the  instrumental  blues,  and 
so  on.  Well,  we're  not  going  to  say 
any  of  this,  we're  going  to  let  you 
hear  it,  played  by  some  of  the  best 
jazz  musicians  in  the  country. 
We've  been  dealing  with  20  or  .30 
of  the  really  fine  artists — Count 
Basic  and  his  whole  rhythm  sec- 
tion, Billie  HoUiday,  Henry 
(Red)  Allen,  and  a  marvelous 
Chicago  blues  singer  named  Big 
Bill  Broonzy.  We'll  also  let  you 
hear  what  some  of  these  people 
have  to  say  about  jazz — reminis- 
cences of  personal  experience, 
which  we're  putting  on  tape." 

He  swallowed  a  final  bite  of 
his  sandwich,  threw  the  wrap- 
pings into  a  wastebasket.  and 
summed  up.  "What  we're  trying 
to  do  here  is  to  get  the  atmosphere 
of  about  three  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  in  one  of  those  places 
where  musicians  get  together  and 
talk  and  play  the  kind  of  music 
they  like." 

Like  Crosby,  their  front  man, 
Herridge  and  Houseman  have  put 
themselves  on  a  spot.  Their  proj- 
ect represents  the  latest  in  a  series 
of  increasingly  ambitious — and 
expensive — efforts  by  the  net- 
works to  offer  some  decent  alter- 
native to  the  situation  comedies, 
quiz  shows  and  dramas  of  gun- 
play. The  new  Omnibus  on  NBC 
is  part  of  this  pattern;  so.  appar- 
ently, is  the  revised  version  of 
NBC's  Wide  Wide  World,  in 
which  the  travelogue  element  is 
being  reduced  in  favor  of  more 
substantial  material.  The  problem 
common  to  all  is  to  satisfy  the 
public's  demand  to  be  more  in- 
telligently entertained  without 
being  deliberately  uplifted.  From 
the  plans  announced  so  far,  it 
sounds  like  art,  all  right:  a  great 
many  people  are  hoping  it  also 
turns  out  to  be  lively.  That  goes 
not  just  for  the  network  executives 
but  also  for  a  lot  of  us  sitting  in 
front  of  the  little  box  in  our  own 
living  rooms.  END 
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beauty  you  can  see  and  hear

EARLY  AMERICAN 
SILVER 


Pari  II 


By  Gregor  Norman-Wilcox 


A  pronounced  heightening  of 
interest  in  early  American 
silver  has  heen  a  significant  recent 
development  among  collectors  of 
antiques.  Within  the  past  year  or 
so  museums  across  the  country 
have  organized  special  exhibits  of 
silver  and  have  issued  (the  Piiila- 
(lelphia  Museum,  Minneapolis  In- 
stitute of  Arts,  and  Boston  Mu- 
seum, for  example)  illustrated 
catalogues.  Several  books  and 
itooklets  liave  been  published. 
(Colonial  Williamsl)urg"s  The  Sil- 
versmith in  18th  Century  Wil- 
liamsburg, a  charming  booklet,  is 
among  them.)  The  .SOth  anniver- 
sary of  the  first  recognized  exhibi- 
tion of  early  American  silver  v\ras 
observed.  This  piling  up  of  events 
and  publications  cannot  be 
ignored. 

Museums  do  not  go  to  such 
trouble,  nor  writers  to  such  pain, 
unless  to  meet  a  large  demand. 
The  first  collectors  (most  of  them 
writers,  too)  were  only  a  liandful 
Hollis  French  and  Francis  Hill 
Higelow,  R.  T.  H.  Halsey  and 
Judge  Clearwater.  George  S. 
I'almer  and  Maurice  Brix — but 
tiiese  noted  few  have  spread  their 
enthusiasm  to  an  earnest  and 
iiappy  fraternity  numbering  in  the 
iiundreds.  American  silver  has 
come  to  be  counted  among  the 
most  satisfactory  of  all  collectible 
antiques,  whether  for  delight  or 
(to  be   practical)    as  investment. 

Say  these  enchanted  people: 
old  silver  is  better  than  new.  for 
its  jecl  of  quality,  its  agreeable 
weight  and  balance,  its  mellow 
darkling  color.  Years  and  years 
of  hand-polishing  have  brought  to 
it  a  surface  that  catches  the  light 
softly.  And  our  early  American 
silver,  the  collectors  say.  is  best  of 
all. 

Not  that  there  was  any  dis- 
tinctive American  style  in  silver- 
work.  For  the  most  part  the  charm 
of  our  early  work  was  its  very  ab- 
sence of  artificial  graces.  True, 
currently  fashionable  English 
models  were  transported  to  Amer- 
ica, but  they  appeared  here,  after 
some  delay,  in  lean,  pared-down 
versions  that  gave  principal  atten- 
tion to  form  itself;  little  effort  was 
sjient  on  idle  decoration. 


One  thinks  of  the  French 
pilot-writer  Antoine  de  Saint 
Exupery's  remark  in  fVind,  Sand 
and  Stars,  "In  anything  at  all  per- 
fection is  attained  not  when  there 
is  no  longer  anything  to  add.  but 
when  there  is  no  longer  anything 
to  take  away."  American  silver 
was  for  use,  and  looked  it. 

Favorite  articles  might  be 
made  for  three  or  four  genera- 
tions. For  instance,  porringers 
with  pierced  scroll  handles  of  the 
so-called  "Keyhole"'  pattern  were 
made  witiiout  change  from  about 
1725  into  the  1830s.  just  as  simple 
Queen  Anne  furniture  remained 
in  favor  here  past  the  fancy  Chip- 
pendale period  for  60  years  at 
least.  Our  output  did  not  drift  with 
the  fickle  currents  of  fashion,  but 
was  handsome  or  plain  according 
to  the  taste  and  purse  of  the  pur- 
chaser. 

From  this  tradition  of  sober 
old-fashioned  styles,  the  master- 
pieces in  American  silverwork 
stand  out  all  the  more  impressive- 
ly. For  those  who  could  afford 
them,  "great"  pieces  were  indeed 
made  here.  But  imported  articles 
always  carried  prestige.  Well 
might  the  Boston  goldsmith  Daniel 
Henchman  bewail  "those  among 
us  who  import  and  sell  English 
Plate,  to  the  great  Hurt  and  Preju- 
dice of  the  Townsmen  who  have 
been  bred  to  the  Business."  Fac- 
ing this  competition,  American 
workers  had  to  show  surpassing 
excellence. 

How  might  one  choose  from 
the  list  of  our  ablest  masters? 
New  York  had  the  Dutchman 
Peter  Van  Dyke,  the  great  Jewish 
silversmith  Myer  Myers.  Phila- 
delphia had  Johannis  Nys.  a  Men- 
nonite ;  Cesar  Ghiselin.  the  Hugue- 
not; the  Richardson  family  of 
Quakers.  A  group  of  men  with 
fresh  ideas  worked  through  Rhode 
Island  and  Connecticut,  mostly 
bound  by  blood  ties  or  from  ap- 
prenticeship to  the  great  school  of 
Boston  makers. 

To  represent  them  all,  four 
outstanding  examples  are  pic- 
tured here — the  first  by  peerless 
John  Coney,  the  17th  century 
master  goldsmith  (1655/6-1722). 
His  portrait  shows  a  proud  Bos- 
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tonian  in  a  great  curled  wig.  look- 
ing quite  the  part  of  a  fellow  who 
worked  for  important  patrons. 
He  was  much  mentioned  in  diaries 
and  public  records.  Among  sev- 
eral who  trained  in  his  workshop 
was  a  certain  Apollos  Rivoire  (fa- 
ther of  the  patriot),  who  suc- 
ceeded to  Coney's  business,  chang- 
ing his  name  to  Paul  Revere  "so 
the  bumpkins  could  pronounce  it 
easier." 

Coney's  masterpiece 

Coney  left  a  far  greater  vari- 
ety of  work  than  others  of  his 
time,  even  Jeremiah  Dummer  or 
the  somewhat  younger  Edward 
Winslow.    His    masterpiece,    the

silver.  Two  pieces  made  later 
in  Philadelphia — the  elaborate 
Plumsted  kettle  (made  about  17.50 
for  the  mayor  by  Joseph  Richard- 
son) and  John  Le  Teller's  splen- 
did monteith  of  about  1780  (now 
at  Winterthur) — are  famous  but 
scarcely  rival  it. 

The  monteith  was  the  fash- 
ionable punchbowl  with  deeply 
notched  or  scalloped  brim,  seen 
in  English  silverwork  since  about 
1690.  Tall-stemmed  punch  glasses 
were  hung  around  such  a  bowl, 
their  feet  held  in  the  notches,  and 
much  ceremony  was  made  of  lad- 
ling hot  "paunch."  an  exotic  drink 
from  the  Indies. 

Coney's  11-inch  fluted  bowl 
with  its  rich  baroque  gallery  of 
cast  scrolls,  brackets  and  cherub 
heads  is  like  no  other.  It  was 
made  about  1710  for  the  wealthy 
Boston  merchant  John  Colman 
and  engraved  inside  with  his  coat 
of  arms.  If  such  an  ambitious  piece 
surprises  us.  remember  the  com- 
ment of   the   English   clergyman. 


Daniel  Neal.  in  his  History  of 
New  England  (1718)  on  Boston's 
sophistication,  "many  of  their 
Merchants  having  travel'd  into 
Europe."  or  another  observer's 
complaint  that  "our  Extravagance 
in  Apparel  and  Luxury  at  our 
Tables,  are  hastening  the  ruin  of 
our  Country." 

"Mr.  Tyng's  bishop" 

By  comparison,  the  quiet  ele- 
gance of  Hurd's  grace-cup  (a 
loving  cup  passed  about  the  table) 
shows  how  ideas  had  changed  in 
30  years.  Jacob  Hurd  (1702/3- 
1758)  was  Boston's  leading  silver- 
smith in  1744,  when  this  15-inch 
cup  was  commissioned  "by  the 
Merchants  of  BOSTON"  in  grati- 
tude to  Commodore  Edward  Tyng, 
"for  his  good  Service  done  the 
TRADE"  in  capturing  the  first 
French  privateer  preying  on  New 
England  commerce. 

The  plain  surface  of  such  a 
piece  invited  fine  engraving,  here 
confined  to  a  handsome  inscrip- 
tion "graven  on  the  Forepart  of 
it."  Thanks  to  this,  the  cup  was 
recovered  when   in   1775  country

soldiery  stole  "Mr.  Tyng's  Bishop, 
a  piece  of  plate  said  to  be  worth 
500  pounds  Old  Tenor"  and  weigh- 
ing 96  ounces.  "Bishop"  was  a 
richly  sweetened  drink  the  Com- 
modore and  his  son,  Colonel  Wil- 
liam Tyng.  took  from  this  noble 
cup  "with  two  Ears";  it  was  a 
globby  mixture  of  oranges  or 
lemons  with  mulled  and  spiced 
port  wine.

sport  that,  like  smuggling,  had 
many  followers  and  involved  no 
disgrace  unless  one  were  caught. 
Samuel  Casey,  of  Little  Rest, 
.South  Kingston.  Rhode  Island, 
made  the  mistake.  His  career  of 
25  years  (at  master  silverwork. 
not  counterfeiting)  was  thus  broTi- 
eu  abruptly  in  1770.  and  Casey 
was  sentenced  to  be  hanged.  But 
tlie  night  before  this  fatal  exer- 
cise, loyal  friends  opened  his  cage 
in  the  pokey,  and  he  rode  off  into 
the  dark  never  to  be  heard  from 
again. 

However  good  his  coins,  cof- 
feepots were  never  better  than 
one  shown  here,  made  by  Casey 
al)out  1760  and  afterwards  taken 
to  England  by  a  fleeing  royalist. 
In  recent  years  it  was  found  there 
and  brought  back  for  the  Marble 
Collection,  at  Los  Angeles  Mu- 
seum.

Extravagant  people  wanted 
something  richer  than  Tyng's  cup 
to  go  with  the  new  Chippendale 
furniture.  To  satisfy  their  taste. 
Casey  loaded  his  pot  with  relief- 
chased  flowers  and  frilled  scroll- 
work, engraved  his  patron's  coat 
of  arms  and  perched  a  saucy 
bird  on  the  cover.  If  not  .so  lavish, 
similar  "chased  silver  Teapots, 
newest  fashion"  were  advertised 
in  1759  in  Boston,  while  "chas'd 
and  plain  double  &  single  belly'd 
coffee-pots"  were  made  by  Ed- 
mund Milne  of  Philadelphia  in 
1763.  Of  this  fancy-scrolling  roco- 
co style,  which  lasted  in  America 
until  about  1780,  Casey's  pot  is 
among  the  finest  examples. 

Paul  Revere's  best 

Previous  to  the  Revolution. 
iwo  or  tliree  pieces  of  costly  silver 
iiad  been  used  on  the  tea  table 
with  "an  elegant  sett  of  china 
Service."  But  later  development 
of  the  sideboard  as  a  new  piece 
of  furniture  encourajied  the  mak- 


ing of  whole  silver  services,  to  be 
displayed  there  on  a  silver  tray. 
Manners  were  more  genteel ;  the 
robust  tankard  gave  way  to  the 
goblet  and  "cann"  (a  baluster- 
shaped  mug) . 

In  the  popular  mind,  this  neo- 
classic  style  of  the  early  Federal 
period  is  chiefly  associated  with 
Paul  Revere,  its  most  famous 
practitioner.  Objects  were  of  ex- 
tremely simple  form  and  clean 
line.  The  urn  shape  was  used 
wherever  possible,  often  with 
finely  beaded  edges  and  a  refined 
sort  of  decoration  called  "bright- 
cut"  engraving. 

Revere  made  no  silver  in  the 
war  years  1775-80.  when  this  ele- 
gant style  was  taking  hold  in  Eng- 
land; but  in  the  next  two  decades 
he  could  not  satisfy  the  orders  for 
silverwork  in  the  classic  mode. 

Finest  of  his  tea  services  is 
pictured  here,  from  the  Minne- 
apolis collection  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
James  Ford  Bell.  Revere's  ledger 
on  April  17.  1797  listed  the  arti- 
cles separately,  giving  the  costs 
of  making  and  engraving.  Here 
was  the  only  tea-caddy  mentioned 
in  his  daybooks,  even  a  caddy- 
scoop  and  sugar  tongs.  Made  for 
John  and  Mehitabel  Templeman 
of  Boston,  the  set  was  divided 
among  descendants  from  Mary- 
land to  Montana,  and  only  in  1926 
brought  together  again  by  its  pres- 
ent owners.

A  sugar  urn  of  this  same  pat- 
tern (Boston  Museum)  was  fash- 
ioned by  Revere  "for  his  family 
use."  But  one  should  also  be 
warned  that  pieces  with  identical 
engraving  (the  Karolik  Collec- 
tion I  were  made  by  Revere's  con- 
temporaries. Benjamin  Burt  and 
Joseph  Loring.  In  that  time  as 
well  as  our  own.  whatever  was 
outstanding  had  its  respectful 
imitators.  END

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30  NEW  ART  BOOKS 
FOR  CHRISTMAS

Each  fall  sees  art  books  de- 
scenclino  thick  and  colorful 
a-  autninn  leaves  on  the  book 
( oimters  of  America  to  entice 
early  Christmas  shoppers.  This 
\rar's  harvest  seems  more  bril- 
liant in  jackets  and  illustrations 
and  occasionally  in  content — 
ilian  ever  before.  Color  reproduc- 
liim  continues  to  improve.  But 
with  a  fine  art  book,  as  with  all 
Christmas  (jifts.  it  takes  careful 
thought  to  pick  the  right  item  for 
I  he  right  person. 

Interesting  in  the  new  crop 
of  art  books  is  the  diversity.  In 
I  it  her  years  one  found  counters 
heavy  with  volumes  reproducing 
familiar  works  of  art  in  the 
wiirld's  great  museums  and  bear- 
ing such  titles  as  A  Treasury  of 
lit  Masterpieces,  or  Great  Paint- 
iii^s  in  America,  or  Art  Treasures 
1/  the  Louvre,  or  Italian  Painting: 
I'lif  Renaissance.  (Copies  of  all 
hese  are  still  available  in  book 
-hops,  along  with  many  similar 
ifw  collections,  and  they  make 
lust  as  attractive  and  useful  gift 
tetns  as  when  first  published.) 
liiit  this  year  an  uncommonly 
uge  number  of  the  new  publica- 
ions  presents  out  of  the  ordinary 
'naterial  that  will  be  fresh  even 
0  the  art-lover  or  scholar  Who 
Has  Everything. 

Among  the  handsomest  are 
he  eight  volumes  in  the  World 
Vrt  Series  (two  more  are  in  prep- 
iration)  put  out  by  the  New  York 
jraphic  Society  in  cooperation 
vith  the  United  Nations  Educa- 
ional.  Scientific,  and  Cultural 
)rganization.  Each  volume  is  de- 
oted  to  a  particular  monument  or 
)eriod  of  art  in  a  UNESCO  mem- 
)er  state.  All  the  magnificent  col- 
>r  reproductions  were  made  from 
lew  photographs  taken  of  the 
iriginal  subjects  by  UNESCO 
)hotographers.  Each  volume  car- 
ies 32  large  (generally  15  by  11 
nehes)  color  reproductions,  plus 
everal  black-and-whites.  and  any- 
where from  five  to  10.000  words  of 
nformative  and  readable  text. 

The  present  volumes  in  the 
eries  are  entitled,  India,  Paint- 
igs  from  the  Ajanta  Caves; 
gypt,  Paintings  from  Tombs  and 
'emples;  Australia,  Aboriginal 
'aintings;  Jugoslavia,  Medieval 
rescoes;  Norway,  Paintings  from 
•tave  Churches  (perhaps  the  most 
nusual    and    beautiful    book    of 
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them  all)  ;  Italy;  Masaccio's 
Frescoes  in  Florence;  Spain, 
Catalonian  Romanesque  Paint- 
ing, and  Ceylon,  Shrine,  Temple 
and  Rock  in  Paintings.  Each  costs 
$16.50. 

A  few  more  unusual  items  de- 
serve mention  here.  Under  the  for- 
midable title.  The  Tao  of  Paint- 
ing: A  Study  of  the  Ritual  Dis- 
position of  Chinese  Painting, 
Pantheon  Books.  Inc.,  have  put 
out  one  of  the  most  enchanting  art 
publications  in  years,  a  delight  to 
look  at  for  its  many  illustrations 
of  exquisite  Chinese  paintings  and 
a  far  simpler  and  more  absorbing 
book  to  read  than  many  dealing 
with  more  familiar  material,  A 
two-volume  set  ($25  for  both)  be- 
ginning with  an  introductory  es- 
say by  Mai-Mai  Sze.  well-known 
writer,  lecturer  and  artist,  the 
publication  is  essentially  a  trans- 
lation and  annotation,  also  by 
Miss  Sze,  of  a  famous  17th  cen- 
tury manual  of  Chinese  painting. 

A  new  volume  entitled 
Angkor,  published  by  Frederick 
A.  Praeger  ($15),  and  presenting 
in  excellent  text  and  many  hand- 
some photographs  a  full  picture 
of  the  art  and  civilization  of 
medieval  Cambodia,  makes  an- 
other exceptional  item.  The  mys- 
terious and  magnificent  sculp- 
tured temples  of  Angkor,  in  what 
is  now  Indo-China,  were  uncov- 
ered less  than  100  years  ago.  In- 
formation about  them  is  at  present 
still  incomplete.  Angkor,  there- 
fore, has  special  value  as  a  sys- 
tematic and  scholarly  but  thor- 
oughly readable  examination  of 
the  Khmer  people  who  built  the 
temples,  of  the  religious  ideas  that 
dictated  their  forms,  and  of  the 
architecture  and  sculpture. 

But  there  is  another  group  of 
persons  for  whom  art  books  make 
splendid  Christmas  presents.  They 
may  not  have  a  deep  enough  in- 
terest or  broad  enough  art  back- 
ground to  ensure  their  enjoying 
such  specialized  volumes  as  these. 
Their  preoccupation  is  with  cul- 
tural ideas  of  all  sorts,  only  inci- 
dentally including  the  visual  arts. 

For  them  the  new  Andre 
Malraux  volume  Saturn,  pub- 
lished by  Phaidon  Press  ($10). 
might  be  a  felicitioiis  choice. 
Saturn  is  a  handsomely  illustrated 
essay  on  Goya  in  which  Malraux 
Continued  on  next  page 
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gives  little  space  to  the  well 
known  facts  of  Goya's  life,  or  to 
analysis  of  his  technique,  but  does 
give  much  space  to  a  discussion 
of  his  ideas  as  they  are  reflected  in 
his  art.  The  ideas  are  universal 
ones,  dealing  with  man's  fate, 
weaknesses,  morals,  brutality  and 
torments,  and  the  distinguished 
French  novelist  discusses  them 
with  extraordinary  poetic  insight, 
and  even   great  passion. 

Another  excellent  art  book 
choice  for  the  reader  more  inter- 
ested in  ideas  than  in  a  specific 
artist,  period  or  group  of  works,  is 
Selden  Rodman's  Conversation 
with  Artists,  published  by  Devin- 
Adair  ($4).  The  author,  who  is 
also  a  poet,  reports  in  his  volume 
3.S  conversations  with  American 
painters,  sculptors  and  architects 
of  wide  variety  of  style  and  out- 
look. Tiie  conversations,  of  course, 
are  ai)out  their  work,  any  artist's 
favorite  subject  and  one  on  wiiich 
most  artists,  despite  their  loud  in- 
sistence that  art  can  not  i)c  talked 
about,  are  surprisingly  articulate. 

The  third  kind  of  person  for 
whom  an  art  book  makes  a  most 
welcome  Christmas  gift  may  iiave 
only  a  casual  interest  in  art  but 
does  enjoy  having  handsome  pic- 
lure  hooks  about  the  iiouse.  For 
him  the  choice  of  suitable  new 
publications  is  broadest  of  all. 
Most  of  these  are  packages,  so  to 
speak,  of  impressive  color  repro- 
ductions threaded  on  a  single 
theme,  period,  medium,  artist  or 
even  place  of  ownership,  and  ac- 
companied iiy  relatively  i)rief  text 
of  varying  quality.  From  the 
house  of  Harry  N.  Abrains.  Inc.. 
which  some  years  ago  started  com- 
piling impressive  series  of  books 
reproducing  the  treasures  in  vari- 
ous national  museums,  come  three 


more  such  volumes.  They  are:  Art 
Treasures  of  the  British  Museum 
($12,501  :  Great  French  Painting 
in  the  Hermitage,  in  Leningrad 
($22..50l.  and  Art  Treasures  of 
the  Pinakothek,  in  Munich  ($201. 
From  this  publisher  comes  as  well 
a  survey  of  Italian  Stained  Glass 
W'indoKS  ($2.51.  with  text  by 
Giuseppe  Marchini.  director  of 
the  Galleries  of  Pesaro  and  Ur- 
bino ;  Italian  Miniatures  ( $17.50 1 . 
with  text  by  Mario  Salmi,  profes- 
sor of  art  history  at  the  University 
of  Rome,  and  The  Picture  History 
of  Painting  ($15).  with  text  by 
H.  U  .  and  Dora  .lanson. 

.Similar  art  anthologies  ap- 
pear on  the  list  of  tiie  New  ^  ork 
Grapiiic  .Society,  including  one  of 
the  few  books  of  the  year  dealing 
with  modern  American  art:  Neic 
Art  in  America  ($22.50).  a  color- 
illustrated  survey  of  50  painters 
of  the  20th-century,  edited  ably 
and  without  bias  by  John  I.  H. 
Baur.  curator  of  the  Whitney  Mu- 
seum of  American  Art.  \  series 
of  volumes  entitled  The  Great 
Masters  of  the  Past  also  comes 
from  this  publisher  and  includes 
separate  books  on  Antonello  and 
liotticelli  ($18  each),  on  the 
Ravenna  Mosaics  ($20).  on  Ital- 
ian Painting  ($20).  and  on  The 
Louvre,  Masterpieces  of  Italian 
Painting   ($18). 

In  a  class  by  themselves,  be- 
cause they  are  inexpensive,  au- 
thoritative, unpretentious  but 
good-looking,  are  the  books  de- 
voted to  the  works  of  single  artists 
publisiied  by  .Skira  at  $4.95  and 
$5.75.  Among  the  most  recent  and 
successful  of  these  small  but  ex- 
cellently color-illustrated  volumes 
are  those  dealing  witli  the  art  of 
Goya.  Manet.  Botticelli  and  El 
Greco.  END

BOURBON 

AMERICA'S  "NATIONAL "  DRINK 

By  James  A.  Beard 


Not  long  ago  I  asked  a  British 
friend  who  was  visiting  here 
to  enumerate  what  he  regarded  as 
the  chief  wonders  of  the  New 
World;  I  was  startled  when  he 
said:  "Bourbon  whiskey,  the  Em- 
pire State  Building  and  the  Grand 
Canyon  of  the  Colorado.'' 

We  Americans  take  bourbon 
for  granted.  Next  time  you  order 
a  bourbon-on-the-rocks  (and  I'll 
join  you  in  this),  pause  and  re- 
flect that  here  is  one  of  the  truly 
great  liquors.  Bourbon  is  to 
Americans  what  scotch  is  to  Scots- 
men; it's  our  "national"  drink.  It 
is  among  the  most  vigorous  of 
alcoholic  beverages  and,  at  its 
best,  treacherously  smooth.  It  is 
dry,  yet  subtly  sweet.  Its  flavor, 
based  on  Indian  maize,  was  com- 
pletely unknown  to  our  European 
progenitors;  this  taste  sensation 
is  our  own  invention,  and  no  other 
country  has  successfully  imitated 
it.  Bourbon  is  as  exclusively 
American  as  the  Fourth  of  July. 

It's  a  county 

Let  me  say  at  the  outset  that 

the    name    "bourbon"    does    not 

stem    directly    from    the    ancient 

royal  family  of  Europe,  but  from 

Bourbon  County,  Kentucky,  in  the 

heart   of   the    blue    grass   region. 

People  who  try  to  give  our  native 

I  whiskey  elegance  by  pronouncing 

lit  hour -bong  a  la  French  are  sim- 

jply  putting  on  airs.  The  word  is 

I  properly   pronounced   bur-bun  in 

lold  Kentucky  style. 

Those  lovely  juleps 

A  trek  through  the  Kentucky 
blue  grass  country  takes  you  past 
lellow   old   mansions   with   wide 
Jorches,  set  in  the  midst  of  gently 
tolling  meadows.  Here  Kentucky 
colonels    actually    do    ply    their 
quests  with  delectable  mint  juleps, 
lade  of  the  finest  bourbon   and 
vith  infinite  care,  as  I  explained 
|n    a    recent    Corkscrev/    column. 
The   preparation   and   serving   of 
ihe  julep  is  almost  a  ritual,  and 
[he   hospitality   it   denotes  is   the 
Ipen-hearted  tradition  that  dates 
pack   to    the    frontier    when    any 
veary    traveler    would    be    wel- 
lomed   at  the  humble  log   cabin 
Ind  offered  a  generous  beaker  of 
rcorn  likker"  to  relieve  his  aching 
bones.  The  smooth,  mellow  bour- 
bon of  today  is  the  descendant  of 


the  fiery  brew  of  the  frontiersman, 
just  as  the  Kentucky  colonel  him- 
self may  be  the  descendant  of  a 
rough,  hearty  pioneer. 

The  distillation  of  corn  whis- 
key began  early  in  our  history. 
Settlers  in  colonial  times  had  a 
choice  of  two  sorts  of  liquor — 
brandy  imported  from  Europe,  or 
rum  made  from  the  molasses  of 
the  West  Indies.  Brandy  was  often 
too  dear  and  too  difficult  to  get. 
Of  course,  rum  was  a  very  popu- 
lar drink,  but  many  colonials  sup- 
plemented it  with  a  liquor  made 
from  their  own  plentiful  crops  of 
corn  and  rye.  It  was  a  landowner's 
privilege  to  distill  for  his  own  use. 

Settlers  on  the  frontier,  par- 
ticularly in  far  western  Pennsyl- 
vania, many  miles  from  the  popu- 
lated centers,  soon  found  that 
their  corn  harvests  were  easier  to 
transport  to  market  in  liquid 
form,  and  they  took  to  distilling 
"corn  likker"  in  large  quantities. 
Many  of  them  built  up  a  lively 
two-way  trade.  They  offered  whis- 
key to  the  Indians  in  return  for 
furs  and  then  took  the  furs  to 
Eastern  markets.  Indeed,  much  of 
our  early  frontier  economy  was 
based  on  the  corn-to-whiskey-to- 
fur  transactions. 

Death  and  taxes 

Shortly  after  the  Revolution, 
while  Washington  was  still  presi- 
dent, the  young  nation  found  itself 
in  need  of  money.  Where  to  get 
revenue?  Ah,  said  the  financial 
expert  Alexander  Hamilton,  a 
whiskey  tax.  In  typical  frontier 
style,  western  Pennsylvanians 
rose  in  wrath.  They  tarred  and 
feathered  tax  collectors  and  rode 
them  on  rails  out  of  their  district. 
The  uprising  is  known  in  our  his- 
tory books  as  the  Whiskey  Rebel- 
lion. Washington  sent  federal 
troops  to  put  down  the  rebellious 
settlers,  and  although  the  tax  was 
successfully  enforced,  many  west- 
ern Pennsylvania  frontiersmen 
decided  that  civilization  with  its 
laws  had  crept  too  close.  They 
started  looking  for  fresh  lands  far- 
ther afield.  Picking  up  their  stills 
they  headed  westward  and  many 
ended  up  in  Kentucky  and  south- 
ern Indiana.  Here  they  found  wa- 
ter that  was  perfect  for  distilling. 

The  first  whiskey  made  in  the 

new  land — at  least  for  commercial

purposes — came  from  Bourbon 
County  in  the  blue  grass  region. 
Since  that  time,  all  American 
whiskey  made  mainly  from  corn 
has  been  called  bourbon. 

White  likker 

This  early  corn  likker  was-  a 
rough,  raw  drink,  sold  "white"  as 
it  ran  from  the  still.  Those  of  you 
who  remember  prohibition  days 
have  probably  tasted  such  whis- 
key. (A  somewhat  refined  version 
is  legally  bottled  in  the  South  for 
those  with  an  unreconstructed 
taste.)  It  was  a  miracle  in  the 
twenties  to  find  any  bourbon  more 
than  three  weeks  old.  Even  today, 
in  some  parts  of  Kentucky.  Ten- 
nessee and  West  Virginia  old  fash- 
ioned "moonshine"  is  made  and 
sold  illegally.  It  is  potent  stuff. 

Not  only  did  corn  likker  lack 
proper  aging;  it  also  varied  in 
strength,  (|uality  and  purity.  I  sus- 
pect much  of  it  was  made  with  the 
addition  of  corn  cobs,  stalks  apd 
some  of  the  terrain.  It  was  fer- 
mented in  tubs  that  stood  open  to 
liie  air.  Wild  yeasts  settled  in  the 
mash  and  changed  the  character 
of  the  whiskey.  No  one  knew  what 
the  final  result  would  taste  like. 

Over  100  years  ago.  some  dis- 
tilleries began  to  apply  scientific 
methods,  and  today  bourbon  made 
by  leading  companies  is  carefully 
controlled.  The  result  is  fine  mel- 
low whiskey  the  equal  of  any  in 
the  world.  Indeed,  the  best  de- 
serves to  be  sipped  slowly  with 
black  coffee  as  an  elegant  after- 
dinner  drink. 

The  corn  counts 

Bourbon  must  be  made  of  at 
least  .51  per  cent  corn;  the  rest  of 
the  mash  may  be  other  grains.  The 
grains  are  carefully  selected, 
freed  of  all  dirt  and  chaff  and 
then  milled.  The  milled  grain,  to- 
gether with  a  small  amount  of 
malt,  is  heated  into  a  mash.  Yeast 
is  added  to  the  mash  and  this 
mixture,  called  wort,  is  fermented 
in  large  vats.  Unlike  the  early 
frontiersman,  today's  scientifical- 
ly minded  distiller  sees  that  his 
vats  are  carefully  protected  from 
any  contaminating  wild  yeasts 
that  may  be  floating  in  the  air. 
After  fermentation  the  liquid,  or 
"beer."  is  strained  off  and  then 
distilled.  The  raw  whiskey  comes 
out  somewhere  near  160  proof — 
that  is,  with  about  80  per  cent 
alcohol.  The  proof  is  reduced  with 
pure  water  and  the  whiskey  is 
stored  in  oaken  barrels  to  age. 

Bonded  bourbon,  a  term  that 
baffles  some  people,  is  not  neces- 
sarily the  highest  quality.  If  the 
word  Bonded  appears  on  the  label 
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it  merely  means  that  the  whiskey 
was  stored  in  government  ware- 
houses under  specified  conditions: 
at  100  proof  (50  per  cent  alcohol) 
in  charred  oaken  barrels  for  at 
least  four  years.  The  distiller  can 
postpone  the  payment  of  the  gov- 
ernment excise  tax  until  he  wishes 
to  withdraw  the  bourbon  and  mar- 
ket it. 

"Bourbon  Blend" 

When  the  whiskey  is  taken 
from  the  warehouse  it  is  reduced 
in  proof  again,  for  during  aging 
some  of  the  liquid  disappears  and 
the  alcoholic  content  goes  up.  It 
may  be  reduced  to  100  proof 
straight  bourbon  sold  as  "Bottled 
in  Bond."  It  may  be  reduced  to 
86  proof  (43  per  cent  alcohol) 
and  sold  as  "straight"  bourbon. 
If  mixed  with  neutral  spirits  but 
retaining  at  least  51  per  cent  bour- 
bon, and  reduced  to  86  proof,  it  is 
sold  as  "Bourbon  Blend". 

A  bourbon  sold  at  86  proof, 
not  bonded,  can  be  just  as  high  or 
higher  in  quality  than  a  100  proof 
bonded  whiskey. 

Smoother,  richer  .  .  . 

Often  age  does  have  a  definite 
effect  on  the  taste  of  whiskey. 
Bourbon  is  stored  in  charred 
oaken  barrels  and  the  wood  mel- 
lows it.  giving  it  a  smoother,  rich- 
er flavor.  It  also  changes  the  color 
from  white  to  the  well  known 
warm  russet  glow.  Naturally,  the 
whiskey  must  be  good  to  begin 
with,  for  aging  can  not  disguise 
poor  quality.  You  can  not  make  a 
bourbon  good  by  aging,  but  you 
can  make  a  good  bourbon  better. 

A  fine  bourbon  aged  eight  or 
12  years  is  superb.  Today,  unfor- 
tunately, these  are  scarce.  Excel- 
lent four  and  six  year  olds  are 
readily  available. 

"Sourmash"  is  another  term 
that  mystifies  some  people.  This 
means  that  the  distiller  saves  a 
little  of  the  mash  each  time  and 
adds  this  old  mash — just  a  touch 
of  it — to  each  new  batch.  It  acts 
as  a  sort  of  starter.  Sweet  mash  or 
regular  bourbon  is  made  with  all 
fresh  mash  each  time.  There  is  an 
unmistakable  difference  in  taste. 
Now  there  is  nothing  "sour"  about 
a  sour  mash  whiskey !  On  the  con- 
trary, it's  sweeter  than  regular 
bourbon. 

Actually,  all  bourbon  is 
sweetish  for  a  whiskey.  There  is 
an  overtone  from  the  natural 
sugar  in  the  corn,  a  quality  that 
gives  our  native  whiskey  its  espe- 
cially rich  flavor,  just  as  the  peat 
smoke  gives  scotch  its  distinctive 
taste.  If  you  are  interested  in  try- 
ing sour  mash  bourbons,  look  for 
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the  following  labels:  Old  Fitz- 
gerald, Jack  Daniels,  Bonded 
Beam.  There  are  others,  also  fine, 
on  the  market,  and  the  term  "sour 
mash"  is  on  the  label. 

Jack  Daniels  whiskey,  by  the 
way,  is  not  produced  in  Kentucky, 
but  in  the  neighboring  state  of 
Tennessee,  and  the  bottles  are 
labeled  Tennessee  W'hiskey.  Don't 
be  confused.  This  is  genuine  mel- 
low bourbon.  Indeed  bourbons  are 
produced  in  western  Pennsyl- 
vania. Maryland.  Virginia,  parts 
of  West  Virginia,  southern  In- 
diana, and  Tennessee  as  well  as 
in  Kentucky.  These  are  the  areas 
that  have  the  right  kind  of  water 
— spring  water  flowing  over  layers 
of  limestone,  fresh,  pure  and  lack- 
ing iron  salts.  (Traditional  bour- 
bons bear  such  time-honored 
names  as  Old  Grand  Dad,  Old 
Forester.  I.W.  Harper.  Old  Crow 
and  Old  Taylor.) 

Famous  admirers 

No  matter  what  state  it  comes 
from,  whether  it's  100  proof  or  86 
proof,  bottled  in  bond  or  not. 
bourbon  can  be  a  fine  mellow 
drink  of  which  Americans  should 
be  proud.  Mark  Twain  and  Irvin 
S.  Cobb  wrote  in  ecstatic  praise 


of  it.  Thomas  Jefferson  ordered  it 
by  the  barrel.  Daniel  Webster  de- 
clared it  unequaled.  and  Henry 
Clay  made  it  part  of  his  daily  diet. 
Bourbon  is  woven  through  our 
history,  and  its  associations  with 
the  blue  grass  of  Kentucky  have 
made  it  part  of  our  pleasantest 
traditions. 

No  adulteration,  suh 

For  my  taste,  a  truly  fine 
bourbon  is  too  wonderful  to  adul- 
terate with  additions.  I  sip  it 
straight  as  a  brandy  or  take  it  over 
ice.  But  I  concede  that  it's  hard 
to  resist  many  popular  bourbon 
drinks.  For  example,  a  good  bour- 
bon makes  a  truly  superb  Old 
Fashioned — if  you  make  it  right. 
Follow  this  recipe  and  you'll  have 
a  drink  with  authority: 

Old  Fashioned:  Crush  Y^  lump 
of  sugar  with  a  good  dash  of  bit- 
ters and  a  thin  slice  of  lemon. 
Blend  well  in  an  old  fashioned 
glass  and  add  ice  cubes  to  the  top. 
Fill  to  the  brim  with  fine  bourbon. 
No  garbage,  no  water,  and  don't 
skimp  on  the  whiskey.  This  is  a 
man's  drink  with  plenty  of  power. 
When  the  cold  blasts  of  win- 
ter get  you  down,  try  this  to  warm 
you  from  top  to  toe: 


Bourbon    Toddy:    In    an    old 

fashioned  glass  put  I/2  lump  of 
sugar,  a  thin  slice  of  lemon  stuck 
with  1  clove,  and  a  dash  of  bitters. 
Pour  in  2  to  3  ounces  of  good 
bourbon  and  fill  to  the  top  with 
boiling  water.  Sip  by  the  fire. 

One  word  about  cooking  with 
bourbon — a  much  neglected  art. 
Our  American  whiskey  can  add 
richness  and  flavor  to  many  a  dish 
and  deserves  to  become  a  regular 
on  the  kitchen  shelf.  Try  it  with 
peaches:  peel  and  halve  fresh 
peaches  and  poach  them  in  a 
sugar  syrup  flavored  with  vanilla 
bean.  Rush  them  to  the  table  and 
blaze  with  bourbon !  Or  broil 
peach  halves  dusted  with  brown 
sugar  and  topped  with  butter; 
blaze  with  bourbon  and  serve  with 
whipped  cream.  Heat  canned 
peaches  and  serve  them  blazed 
with  bourbon.  A  good  winter 
treat  is  a  dish  of  baked  pears 
blazed  with  bourbon.  Are  you  a 
steak  fan?  Try  the  Steak  au 
Poivre — the  recipe  is  in  the  Sep- 
tember H&G  Cook  Book — using 
bourbon  to  rinse  the  pan  and 
blaze  the  steak.  Use  bourbon  on 
your  holiday  puddings  and  fruit 
cakes  and  dig  up  that  old  recipe 
for  grandmother's  whiskey  cake.

Report    from    Paris 


Prepared  by  the  Editors  of  Maison  &  Jardin 


For  the  1 1th  time  since  the  First 
Triennale  in  1924,  mid-summer 
Milan  ajid  its  visitors  have  braved 
the  Po  valley's  sticky  heat  and 
flocked  to  the  handsome  exhibi- 
tion hall  in  the  park  behind  the 
ancient  castle  of  the  Sforzas.  Here, 
every  three  years,  designers  and 
artisans  from  alt  over  the  world 
displav  their  new  creations  and. 
without  traveling  to  Helsinki. 
Amsterdam  or  Yokohama,  one  can 
glimpse  the  creative  trend  of  a 
score  of  countries. 

From  a  project  launched 
three  decades  ago  by  a  small 
group  of  Lombard  architects,  the 
Triennale  has  become  an  affair  of 
the  Italian  government,  and  the 
pride  of  Italy's  most  progressive 
city.  Objects  are  selected  and  ex- 
posed by  invitation  of  a  Triennale 
committee  which  functions  in  the 
various  participating  countries, 
giving  rise  sometimes  to  omissions 
and  surprises,  but  everybody  tries 
to  put  his  best  foot  forwai^d. 
and  the  average  is  probably 
higher  than  in  any  other  dec- 
orative arts  exposition  in  the 
world    today. 

This  year  the  real  surprise 
was  in  the  composition  of  the  Ital- 
ian exhibit,  which  is  naturally 
larger  than  that  of  any  other 
country  and  occupies  a  fourth  of 
the  total  space.  The  Milanese 
architects,  headed  by  Gio  Ponti, 
who  have  always  been  the  stand- 
bys  of  the  Triennales.  withdrew 
from  the  organization  as  a  group. 
The  notable  Ernesto  Rogers,  Al- 
bini.  C/uardella.  Belgioioso  are 
entirely  lacking,  and  Gio  Ponti 
is  represented  only  as  an  indus- 
trial designer.  In  part  politics, 
say  some;  in  part  an  honest  dif- 
ference of  opinion,  say  others.  The 
Triennale  secretariat  believed  in 
a  show  of  existing  and  avail- 
able objects,  while  the  archi- 
tects held  out  for  prototypes 
and  experiments,  even  if  their 
ultimate  realization  was  im- 
probable. 

The  secretariat  won  the  dis- 
cussion, and  the  architects  with- 
drew to  the  Villa  Olmo  at  Como. 
where  31  model  rooms  jjave  evi- 


dence of  their  originality;  but  Vil- 
la Olmo  closed  September  1.  and 
the  main  news  is  in  Milan,  where 
the  Triennale  keeps  open  house 
until  November. 

The  Italian  second  team  has 
come  through  surprisingly  well,  as 
so  often  occurs.  Its  outstanding 
fact  is  the  devotion  to  form,  at  the 
expense  of  decoration  or  color. 
Whether  in  metal,  pottery,  glass, 
wood  or  straw  there  is  an  absence 
of  painted  or  carved  design  that  is 
surprising  in  Italian  work,  famous 
for  its  sometimes  too  facile  orna- 
ment. Colors  are  either  muted,  or 
are  the  natural  colors  of  the  ma- 
terial. This  change  obviously 
springs  from  a  point  of  view  of  the 
selecting  jury,  as  Italian  artisans 
and  firms  continue,  on  the  whole, 
to  produce  decorated  wares.  But 
some  attractive  results  have  been 
secured,  quite  different  from 
Northern  Europe's  efforts  in  the 
same  direction. 

In  the  glass  section  Stilnovo 
of  Florence  shows  an  interesting 
line  of  smoothly  blown,  faintly 
colored  flasks  and  bottles.  Venini 
of  Venice,  in  addition  to  heavy 
bowls  and  jars  of  somewhat  Swed- 
ish appearance,  renews  imagina- 
tively the  subject  of  the  hourglass, 
making  objects  of  such  beauty 
that  any  mantelpiece  would  be 
proud  to  wear  one.  Silver  designs 
are  flat  and  sleek;  ceramics  take 
strange  itew  turns;  there  are  in- 
teresting multiple  lamps,  entirely 
new.  by  Arteluce  who  invented  the 
flexible  octopus-armed  lamps  that 
have  delighted  modern  decorators 
since  the  1948  Triennale. 

New  Italian  fabrics  range 
from  the  sheerest  sheers  to  heavy 
brocades.  Their  prints  leave  us 
cold,  in  both  the  color  and  de- 
sign, but  thin  linen  glass-curtains 
resembling  drawn  work,  one-color 
cotton  brocades  with  a  discreet 
Lurex  thread,  and  curtain  materi- 
als alternating  bands  of  canapa 
cloth  and  knitted  cotton  are  news. 
Canapa,  by  the  way,  is  the  new 
darling  of  Italian  fabrics.  Ameri- 
cans should  be  interested  in  it  be- 
cause it  was  a  Marshall  Plan  proj- 
ect, and  a  very  successful  one,  to

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restore  and  spread  the  growing  of 
this  Indian  hemp  in  poverty-strick- 
en South  Italy,  where  few  cash 
crops  will  survive.  Canapa  re- 
sembles a  coarse  linen  thread  and 
is  used  either  alone  or  with  other 
fibers;  but  we  have  also  seen  some 
very  fine  experimental  weavings 
that  caused  us  to  believe  that  it 
may  also  be  worked  in  lawn-like 
weights. 

With  the  possible  exception 
of  Denmark,  Italy  is  the  country 
that  has  preserved  the  most  of  its 
handcrafts,  and  a  selection  of 
these  is  a  feature  of  each  Trien- 
nale.  We  have  seen  so  much  of  the 
^traw.  leather  and  pottery  from 
the  Florentine  market  that  the 
peninsular  work  seemed  too  fa- 
miliar. More  exciting  were  the  ex- 
hibits from  the  islands  Sardinia 
and  Sicily.  Just  to  mention  two  ob- 
jects: a  type  of  Oriental  rug 
from  the  former,  in  eggshell  and 
discreet  blue,  smart  and  very 
handsome.  A  rag  rug  from  Sicily 
has  an  astonishing  flexibility  of 
design,  considering  the  crude 
medium. 

The  French  section  was  con- 
siderably better  than  in  1954,  but 
still  disappointing.  Since  the  war, 
France  has  not  been  a  favored  ter- 
rain for  contemporary  design  in 
the  home  field.  Much  criticism  was 
also  evoked  among  visitors  by  a 
model  cottage  showing  how  a 
French  decorator  thinks  a  young 
French  workman  should  live  in  a 
Paris  factory  suburb.  Such  a  proj- 
ect might  be  a  good  idea  if  the 
workman  could  afford  it,  but  was 
out  of  place  in  an  exhibition  dedi- 
cated to  good  taste.  In  the  In- 
dustrial Design  section,  how- 
ever, everyone  paused  to  ad- 
mire France's  newest  automobile, 
the  DS  Citroen,  imaginatively 
displayed,  aslant  the  top  of  a 
steel  column,  as  if  poised  in 
flight. 

The  Oscar  in  the  furniture 
field  unmistakably  goes  to  Den- 
mark. America  knows  well  the 
work  of  Finn  Juhl,  but  since  he 
was  the  head  of  his  country's  se- 
lection committee,  he  tactfully  left 
JUt  any  of  his  own  pieces.  But  his

leadership  has  created  a  school, 
and  we  put  in  our  notebook  to  re- 
member the  names  of  Kofod-Lar- 
sen,  Willy  Beck,  and  Ole  Wan- 
scher.  A  return  to  wood  carving, 
not  merely  turning  and  assem- 
bling, is  evident  in  the  beautiful 
curves  of  their  teak-wood  arms 
and  legs.  The  combination  of 
black  calf  and  teak  is  startling 
in  its  dark  distinction. 

Sweden  chose  to  play  with 
fire  and  ice  at  the  same  time  and 
handsomely  features  steel  and 
glass.  The  exhibit  of  the  great 
Orrefors  workshop  is  notable  for 
pale  green  or  smoke  gray  glass  by 
Ingeborg  Lundin.  Also  from  Orre- 
fors came  an  attractive  ceiling 
lamp,  consisting  of  a  cylinder  of 
white  crystal  protected  by  a  shade 
of  smoke-gray  crystal.  A  flight  of 
stylized  crystal  birds,  lit  and  sus- 
pended by  nylon  threads  from  a 
dark  ceiling,  enlivens  an  ante- 
room. Table  settings  in  stainless 
steel  and  ebony  look  very  hand- 
some. 

Germany  has  an  important 
showing:  glassware,  porcelain, 
and  radios  of  excellent  design; 
fabrics  not  so  excellent;  some 
comfortable  chairs  interpreting  in 
simpler  and  doubtless  machine- 
made  forms  the  famous  Mies  van 
der  Robe  "Barcelona"  chair 
(1935)  which  everybody  loves  and 
few  can  afford.  In  fact,  this  admi- 
ration of  the  Barcelona  is  evident 
in  several  countries.  The  various 
interpretations  of  this  beautiful 
piece,  with  its  base  spread  like  the 
wings  of  a  gull,  aim  at  producing 
it  by  factory  methods,  within  your 
and  my  reach.  The  Germans  try  it 
in  steel,  the  Italians  in  aluminum, 
the  Finns  in  wood.  The  results  are 
good,  but  lack  the  great  quality 
of  the  original. 

The  Finns  again  show  ethe- 
real glass  by  Kaj  Franck,  in  muted 
green  or  gray  or  purest,  almost  in- 
visible, white.  One  interesting 
novelty  is  a  carafe  with  a  stopper 
that  is  itself  a  smaller  carafe.  One 
can  imagine  B  and  B  served  from 
the  same  ensemble!  Teapots  in  a 
black  pottery  like  carved  coal  are

Czechoslovakia  is  an  old 
friend  at  the  Triennales.  celebrat- 
ing the  virtuosity  of  Bohemian 
glass,  but  this  year  three  new 
countries  peeped  from  behind  the 
Iron  Curtain.  Jugoslavia  brought 
a  model  room  furnished  in  walnut 
wood,  but  the  program  admitted 
frankly  that  the  pieces  were  proto- 
types, not  yet  regularly  manufac- 
tured in  that  very  poor  country. 
PoLand  included  interesting  fab- 
rics; the  prints,  weavings  and 
nigs  have  a  vigor  truly  Slavic. 
Rumania  has  obliged  with  a  few 
strange  anthropomorphic  pot- 
teries and  a  collection  of  propa- 
ganda posters. 

The  Japanese  transported  a 
dozen  tons  of  black  seashore  cob- 
bles of  exactly  the  same  size  and 
sha})e.  to  serve  as  floor  for  a 
shadowy  garden  of  ceramic  files, 
low  tea-tables  and  a  weirdly  beau- 
tiful "sculpture"  that  is  in  fact  a 
bou(]uel.  of  brown  porcelain  in- 
sulators normally  used  on  high- 
tension  electric  towers.  The  en- 
semble is  original  and  attractive 
but  adds  nothing  to  the  progress 
of  contemporary  design. 

By  no  less  than  eight  coun- 
tries variations  of  sheer  fabrics 
suitable  for  glass  curtains  were 
placed  on  display:  in  linen,  cot- 
ton, canapa.  silk:  in  one  case 
linen  combined  with  barley  straw. 
Missing  are  the  long  familiar 
embroidery  designs  on  muslin. 
Although  transparency  is  of 
primary  importance  texture  seems 
to   count,    and   one   has   the   feel- 


ing  of   a    subject   completely  re- 
newed. 

Canada.  Spain.  Mexico,  Nor- 
way. Holland.  Switzerland,  Bel- 
gium. Austria  have  been  among 
those  present.  A  whole  pavilion 
held  together  by  guy  ropes  shel- 
tered the  U.S.A.  exhibit  dedicated 
to  communications.  It  is  no  secret 
that  the  designs  of  American 
radios,  dictaphones,  tape-record- 
ers, telephones,  etc.,  are  often  very 
fine,  indeed. 

While  we  have  spoken  only 
of  decorative  furnishings,  interest- 
ing to  the  public  at  large,  the 
student  who  visits  the  Triennale 
is  also  inclined  to  pore  over  the 
rooms  of  architectural  models  and 
the  blow-ups  of  city  planning  and 
public  designs.  And,  last  but  not 
least,  several  halls  are  devoted  to 
the  new  Italian  specialty  of  mu- 
seum arrangement.  Throughout 
the  world,  this  art-cum-science 
has  made  great  strides  since  the 
war.  but  nowhere  more  than  in 
Milan,  where  the  problems  of 
lighting,  placing  and  analysis 
have  been  reduced  to  perfected 
systems.  (Milanese  architects 
have  done  over  museums  in 
Genoa  and  Florence  as  well.) 
With  appetite  whetted  by  this  sam- 
ple of  the  ancient  amid  the  con- 
temporary images  of  the  Trien- 
nale, one  must  cross  the  park  to 
the  Sforza  Castle,  today  a  mu- 
seum, where  the  gathered  treas- 
ures of  the  Viscontis,  Sforzas.  and 
Borromeos  are  displayed  with  a 
verve  and  imagination  hardly 
equalled  in  any  other  museum.

TALE  OF  A  CHEST 

How  an  antique  from  the  Paris  Flea  Market 
inspired  a  fine  new  reproduction 


Atypical  exanij)le  of  tlie  lime- 
lessness  of  j^ood  traflitional 
desifjn  is  the  Directoire  chest  pic- 
tured iiere.  The  original  piece, 
above,  lias  the  edge  in  years,  hut 
the  reproduction,  below,  sustains 
the  spirit  and  detail.  Tlie  story  of 
these  looi<-alii<es  is  of  more  than 
usual  interest  to  H&G  readers 
since  it  concerns  another  nieml)er 
of  the  Conde  Nasi  family  of  pub- 
lications. 

On  a  busman's  lioliday  in 
Europe  Mollis  S.  Baker,  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  Baker  I'\irni- 
ture.  Inc..  admired  the  original 
piece  in  the  home  of  Thomas  Ker- 
nan.  editor  of  Maison  &  Jardin 
(the  French  House  &  C/arden  ) .  on 
the  Place  Vendonie.  "I  thought  it 
was  one  of  the  most  beautiful  of 
its  type  I  had  ever  seen,  both  in  its 
design  and  in  the  extraordinary 
beauty  of  the  wood."  he  said.  Mr. 
Baker,  who  is  a  design  detective  of 
unusual  perception,  wished  to  add 
a  similar  piece  to  his  company's 
new  Documentary  Group  of  accent 
pieces.  He  considered  the  design 
adaptable  to  present  day  style  be- 
cause "it  has  the  classic  tradition 
but  is  executed  principally  in 
fruitwoods  which  give  it  an  infor- 
mal appearance." 

Mr.  Kernan  had  the  design 
drawn  in  detail  and  sent  along 
a  water  color  showing  the  char- 
acter of  the  veneers.  Mr.  Baker 
then  proceeded  to  duplicate  the 
chest  in  America.  Fortunately,  his 
company  had  veneer  from  Paris 


(hat  cnaljled  tliem  to  ajiproximate 
the  face  of  the  original  piece, 
which  was  made  of  merisier 
(French  cherry)  anil  a  faded 
French  walnut  with  extraordinary 
markings.  The  interior  of  the  piece 
was  kept  unchanged,  and  similar 
hardware  was  used. 

According  to  Mr.  Baker,  there 
is  no  great  diflerence  in  the  pro- 
duction metliods  except  that  mod- 
ern techniques  have  been  em- 
ph)yed  in  the  current  model.  .Mod- 
ern machinery  used  in  (he  jirepa- 
ration  of  the  wood  accompli.-hes 
the  same  purpose  as  the  original 
hand-sawn,  hand-planed  methods. 
The  wood  is  scientifically  dried  so 
there  will  be  no  difficulty  with 
warping,  swelling  or  sep:iration  of 
joints.  The  same  principles  of 
hand  work  synonymous  with  fine 
cabinet  work  of  the  past  have  been 
applied  to  the  fitting  of  drawers 
and  finer  details.  The  exception  i> 
in  the  application  of  small  parts; 
instead  of  animal  glues,  modern 
adhesives  are  u.sed  to  insure  a  long 
life.  The  final  finishing  is  done  by 
hand  in  the  "French  polish"  meth- 
od, the  same  as  in  the  original. 

The  original  piece  was  dis- 
covered by  Mr.  Kernan  at  the 
Flea  Market  in  19,37.  He  was  in 
the  process  of  furnishing  his  first 
Paris  flat  after  leaving  the  New 
York  office  and  bought  the  chest 
for  the  proverbial  song.  $40.  Those 
were  the  good  old  days.  Fortu- 
nately it  was  in  good  repair  and 
has  required  only  careful  waxing 
and  rubbing.  Today,  similar 
pieces  cost  considerably  more 
(from  f.SOO  to  $2,000.  according  to 
Mr.  Baker)  and  in  all  probability 
would  require  some  expenditure 
in  restoration.  It  is  possible  to  own 
a  Baker  reproduction  for  approxi- 
mately $450  to  $500.  No  eflort  has 
been  made  to  improve  on  the  mod- 
el— a  paragon  of  good  period  de- 
sign. END

If  you  have  never  been  quite 
able  to  see  why  so  many  peo- 
ple have  spent  so  much  time  visit- 
ing, writing  and  dreaming  about 
island  paradises,  we  urge  you 
not  to  close  your  mind  to  the  sub- 
ject until  you  have  seen  Jamaica 
in  the  British  West  Indies.

Lying 
directly  in  the  path  of  the  trade 
winds.  Jamaica  enjoys  a  pleasing 
air-cooled  temperature  in  the  70s 
at  sea  level  and  in  the  60s  in  the 
hills.  There  is  a  variation  of  per- 
haps five  degrees  between  winter 
and  summer. 


How   to   get   there 


Lying  south  of  Cuba  and 
west  of  Haiti,  some  575  miles  from 
Miami  and  1.400  from  New  York. 
Jamaica  is  easily  reached  by  plane 
in  two  and  a  half  hours  from 
Miami  (by  Pan  American  Air- 
ways, KLM.  or  BO  AC)  ;  in  six 
and  a  half  hours  from  Chicago 
and  in  four  and  a  half  hours  from 
New  Orleans  (by  Delta  Airlines)  ; 
in  eleven  and  a  half  hours  from 
Montreal,  in  ten  hours  from  Tor-

The  leisurely  life 

Here  is  the  report  of  one  very 
pleased  visitor  of  last  winter.  We 
left  New  York  at  about  noon  on  a 
cold  day  in  the  drab  beginning  of 
February  on  a  BOAC  non-stop 
flight.

The  perfect  record  storage 


An  ingenious  system  of  storing  and  programming  a  record 
collection  has  been  incorporated  in  a  piece  of  furniture 
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■  he  problem  of  storing  records  in  small  space  is  not 
r  ■  .  unlike  trying  to  fit  a  square  peg  into  a  round  hole. 
The  cleverest  solution  to  date  is  the  inspiration  of  a  clergy- 
man. It  consists  of  an  accordion-like  drum  of  heavy  paper 
folded  to  form  four  banks  of  pockets  into  which  records  are  in- 
serted. Hinged  gates,  labeled  to  correspond  with  numbers  on 
the  pockets  and  tabs  on  the  records,  support  the  records  in  the 
pockets.  The  device  has  been  built  into  a  handsome  end  table- 
cabinet  by  Imperial  Furniture  Company.  The  inventor,  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Neal  Punt  of  Charlevoix,  Michigan,  worked  in 
the  Imperial  plant  while  he  was  a  student  at  Calvin  College 
and  Seminary.  Called  the  "Music  Minder,"  the  piece  is  a  new 
addition  to  the  Embassy  group  and  is  available  in  two  sizes. 
The  larger  (shown  here)  contains  four  banks  of  50  records 
and  opens  on  the  side  for  easy  selection.  It  is  walnut  with 
brass  trim,  and  costs  $129.  The  smaller  piece,  whicli  opens 
from  the  front,  contains  four  banks  of  30  records,  costs  $119. 
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Folded  paper  core  holds  200  records, 
50  inserted  in  each  side.  You  have  a 
choice  of  2  banks  of  12",  1  bank  of 
10".  1  bank  of  7",  or  4  banks  of  12". 
One   in   four  is  accessible  at  a   time.

Each  bank  of  50  records  is  identified 
by  labels  inserted  in  gate.

Adopt  the  Austrian  custom  of  spreading  pine  and  fir  boughs  on  the 

walk  as  a  Christmas  welcome  mat.  Mrs.  Richard  Walker  of  San  Francisco        ' 

finds  that  it  provides  sure  footing  when  the  weather 

is  snowy  or  icy.  The  crushed  needles  have  a  deep-woods  fragrance. 

Display  Christmas  cards  on  a  large  tree  in  the  entrance  hall 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Menzies  of  San  Francisco  let  their  children  have 

the  fun  of  punching  holes  in  the  cards,  tying  them  on  with  red  ribbon. 

Create  a  Christmas  mobile  for  a  high-ceilinged  hall  with 
large  colorful  ornaments.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gerald  Stratford 
of  San  Francisco  suspend  2"  high  angels,  giant  candy  canes 
and  outsize  Christmas  bells  from  thin  metal  rods  which 
they  connect  with  strong  cord  and  hang  from  the  rafters.

ohift  the  scene  of  your  Christmas  dinner.  Mrs.  Richard  Walker  likes  to 
move  it  out  to  her  mountain  ski  lodge.  She  takes  an  easy,  portable  menu 
of  canned  fruit  cocktail  (to  be  flavored  with  orange  juice  and  sherry)  ;  cold 
turkey:  canned  peas  and  onions  (the  latter  are  heated  in  cream  sauce)  ;  frozen 
apple  pies  which  are  served  with  a  hard  sauce  of  brown  sugar,  butter  and 
cognac.  Wine,  coffee  and  brandy  complete  the  meal.  Decorations  for  the 
cedar  walls  of  her  living  room  are  slices  of  fir  trees  (portion  of  trunk  with 
branches  attached  is  cut  straight  across)  ;  they  look  like  green  sunbursts.

Base  a  week  of  entertaining  on  change-about 
decorations,  pre-planned  menus 

Start  by  tallying  the  parties  you  will  be  giving  (Christmas 
dinner,  buffets,  open  house,  brunch,  children's  parties)  and 
dovetail  menus  so  you  are  not  left  with  a  bulging  refrigerator. 

Plan  different  uses  for  food  bought  in  quantity.  For 
instance,  Christmas  turkey  appears  as  turkey  hash  for  a  supper 
party,  turkey-stuffed  pancakes  for  brunch.  Leftover  buffet 
ham  is  minced  for  cocktail  spreads,  souffles.  Lobster  and 
shrimp  turn  up  in  hors  d'oeuvre,  chafing  dish  recipes  such  as 
curry  and  Newburg.  Make  giant  amounts  of  dips  and  spreads 
to  use  throughout  the  week.  Use  a  freezer  to  the  full. 

Repeat  this  formula  for  holiday  drinks.  Mix  cocktails  ahead 
(punch  bases  too)  and  store  in  gallon  jars  in  the  refrigerator. 

Borrow  or  hire  extra  chafing  dishes  and  make  them  the  point 
of  an  evening  open  house  (recipes  can  use  Christmas  leftovers). 
Turn  off  the  lights  and  let  the  flames  of  a  log  fire  and  the 
flickering  lights  of  chafing  dishes  serve  as  sole  illumi- 
nation for  an  evening  of  Christmas  music  and  good  talk. 

Make  a  pyramid  from  the  water-retaining  plastic  called  Oasis 

and  use  it  as  a  basis  for  table  decorations  of  leaves 

and  flowers.  ( It  holds  short  stalks  firmly.)  Vary  color  schemes 

to  suit  different  occasions:  gold-sprayed  laurel  leaves, 

yellow  and  bronze  chrysanthemums  for  an  afternoon  party;  silvered 

leaves  and  carnations  in  three  shades  of  pink  or  red-and- 

white  for  evening.  (Flowers  last  well  if  stems  are  really  short.) 

Capitalize  on  the  fact  that  candles  spell  festivity. 
Mass  big  candles  in  different  colors  on  a  sideboard  or  mantel; 
spot  smaller  ones  around  the  room.  Repeat  color  with  ribbon 
bows  on  garlands  of  leaves  which  disguise  candle  bases. 

Revive  the  bead  curtain  in  different  materials  for  windows 
that  back  a  buffet.  Take  down  curtains:  wire  to  rods 
(or  attach  with  cafe  clips)  strings  of  gold  foil  ornaments, 
tinsel  stars,  Christmas  balls.  ( For  a  glittering  effect, 
intersperse  every  2  feet  with  the  tiniest  tree  lights.) 

Finally,  do  allow  yourself  the  luxury  of  extra  help  for 
special  events,  when  your  party  is  preceded  by  a  concert  or 
play.  The  bliss  of  knowing  everything  will  be  reagly 
when  you  and  your  guests  return  is  well  worth  the  outlay.

How  to  choose 
and  use  a 

HEDGE 


First  of  all,  it  does  not  have  to  be  privet,  although 
you  could  do  worse  (more  about  that  later).  It 
does  not  have  to  be  clipped  and  curried  every 
weekend.  It  need  not  be  expensive  either  to  plant 
or  to  keep  up.  But  because  the  uses  of  a  hedge  are 
many,  and  especially  because  a  hedge  is  com- 
posed of  living  plants,  you  must,  if  you  wish  to 
get  your  money's  worth,  choose  wisely  among  the 
many  dependable  species  offered  by  nurseries 
the  country  over.  Most  commonly,  perhaps,  hedges 
are  used  to  supplement  or  take  the  place  of  walls 
and  fences,  either  to  insure  privacy  or  to  create 
a  practical  barrier.  Such  uses  call  for  plants  that 
will  serve  as  screens,  and  this,  all  too  often,  is 
where  the  ubiquitous  privets  come  into  the  pic- 
ture. If  you  want  to  go  the  privets  one  better, 
adding  real  foliage  interest  as  well  as  greater 
adaptability  to  your  living  screen,  plant  the  "poor 
man's  hedge"  pictured  at  right.  In  Dr.  F.  A.  Bart- 
lett's  Connecticut  garden  a  dozen  kinds  of  seedling 

trees  were  set  out  a  foot  or  two  apart  and  allowed  to  grow  together.  Where 
the  line  runs  under  the  shade  of  big  trees,  viburnum,  dogwood,  and  other 
shade  tolerant  species  predominate.  In  moist  places  beech  and  elm  do  well; 
in  sun  the  maples,  ash  and  birch.  A  hedge  like  this  may  cost  less  than  $1 
per  running  foot  and  will  grow  with  surprising  speed.  Plants  may  be  set 
out  bare-rooted,  and  shearing  is  required  only  once  or  twice  a  year. 

Whether  a  hedge  is  a  hedge  because  of  the  way  it  is  grown,  trained, 
pruned,  sheared,  whether  it  marks  a  boundary,  screens  a  view,  defines  some 
element  of  a  landscape  plan  or  erects  a  barrier,  a  good  choice  of  plants 
will  greatly  enhance  its  effectiveness.  Hedge  plants,  like  all  others,  are  (or  , 
should  be)  chosen  not  only  for  appropriateness  to  their  use  but  for  hardi- 
ness to  regional  climate  and  suitability  to  prevailing  growing  conditions 
(including  soil,  sun  and  shade,  exposure  to  prevailing  winds).  They  should 
have  good  resistance  to  disease  and  insect  attack,  as  well  as  the  maximum 
number  of  good  qualities  of  flower  and  foliage,  fruit  or  berry,  branch  or 
twig  that  may  be  of  value  where  the  hedge  is  to  grow.  The  range  is  great. 
H&G's  suggestions  on  these  pages  include  some  of  the  likeliest  possibilities

among  those  plants  that  have  few  but  strik- 
ing beauties  as  well  as  the  less  spectacular 
sorts  whose  merit  lies  principally  in  de- 
pendability and  versatility.  Unusual  but 
easily  grown  is  the  highbush  blueberry.  It 
asks  only  a  well  drained  sandy  loam  en- 
riched with  leafmold  or  peatmoss.  It  is  a 
happy  choice  for  a  hedge  that  is  primarily 
decorative,  like  that  at  upper  left.  Its  dainty 

flower  spikes  in  spring,  welcome  summer  fruit,  handsome  fall  leaves  and 
winter  twig  color  yield  a  sequence  of  arresting  effects.  In  contrast,  such  a 
temperate-climate  standby  as  boxwood,  at  right  above,  enjoys  almost  un- 
limited usefulness,  although  its  principal  fame  is  attributable  to  its  superb 
evergreen  foliage  texture. 

Less  familiar  to  most  gardeners  than  boxwood,  and  certainly  more 
dependable  for  a  wide  range  of  climates  and  situations,  is  Japanese  holly, 
pictured  at  left  in  one  of  its  most  appealing  forms,  as  a  substantial  evergreen 
providing  a  setting  and  background  for  line  garden  plants.  Sheared,  clipped, 
pruned  or  left  substantially  to  its  own  devices,  this  and  other  hollies  serve, 
like  boxwood,  a  multitude  of  hedge  functions  in  many  sizes  from  a  couple 
of  feet  or  less  to  10  feet  or  more  in  height  and  width. 
Some  have  bright  berries,  too.  Yews,  in  many  forms, 
serve  comparable  purposes,  although  too  often  they 
appear  to  suffer  from  the  neglect  that  overpopularity 
may  engender.  Hemlocks,  on  the  other  hand,  seem  not 
to  suffer  at  all  from  being  liked  by  everybody.  Their 
usefulness  is,  to  be  sure,  more  limited,  since  they  be- 
come very  large,  even  in  hedges,  and  cannot  be  kept 
much  below  six  feet  in  height  for  more  than  a  few 
vears.  In  the  10  to  20  foot  range  of  evergreen  screens, 
hemlocks  are  unexcelled,  in  whatever  way  they  may 
be  trained.  As  flanking  accents  for  Miss  Alida  Liv- 
ingston's Long  Island  driveway,  at  left,  or  sheared  to 
form  a  high  wall  about  the  Alan  Kempners'  swimming 
pool  at  Purchase,  N.  Y.,  left  below,  hemlock  has  the  texture  and  substance 
of  the  perfect  hedge.  That  all  fine  evergreens  are  expensive  compared,  say, 
with  common  privet,  goes  without  saying.  Start  box,  holly,  yew  or  hemlock 
with  two-foot  plants  set  two  feet  apart  and  your  cost  will  be  at  least  $5  per 
running  foot.  You  can  cut  that  cost  in  half  if  you  choose  among  the  many 
flowering  but  non-evergreen  species,  such  as  lilac  and  kolkwitzia.  For  $1  a 
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Ubiquitous  privet  is  here  sheared  flat 

for  graceful  line,  substantial  form 


foot  you  can  launch  a  pretty  good  hedge — including  privet.  Privet  is  amen- 
able, durable  and  attractive,  and  inexpensive.  It  will  take  time  to  have  a 
hedge  like  that  above,  in  the  stable  yard  at  Jefferson's  Monticello — it  will 
also  take  a  great  deal  of  regular  shearing,  five  or  more  times  a  season,  to 
approximate  such  fine  grooming.  But  privet  need  not  be  pruned  at  all  un- 
less space  is  at  a  premium  or  a  curried  effect  desired.  Indeed  some  of  the 
handsomest  big  hedgerows  of  all  consist  of  privet  that  has  been  permitted 
to  take  its  own  airy  and  graceful  shape.  A  typical  example  is  pictured  at 
right.  Along  a  roadside  in  Great  Neck,  New  York,  it  is  15  feet  high,  at  least 
10  feet  thick  and  has  never  been  approached  by  a  pruning  blade  since  it 
was  planted  more  than  a  generation  ago.  Kegel's  privet  is  one  of  the  hand- 
somest species  for  use  in  an  unpruned  hedge  and,  like  this  one,  will  thrive 
in  the  shade  of  and  among  the  roots  of  even  great  elms. 

The  health  and  vigor  of  all  hedges,  including  the  undemanding  privets, 
depends  to  a  great  degree  on  good  initial  planting  and  yearly  fertilizing, 
especially  where  close  placement  prevails  or  competition  from  other  plants 
is  severe.  Start  your  hedge  plants  in  well  prepared  soil  as  though  each  were 
a  separate  garden  specimen  if  you  would  insure  their  long  life;  feed  them 
when  you  feed  other  ornamental  trees  or  shrubs;  spray  for  insects  if  insects 
assail  the  species  you  have  selected;  prune  regularly  with  sharp  tools  where 
shaping  is  required.  General  clipping  rule:  taper  hedge  sides  inward  toward 
the  top  to  let  light  reach  the  foliage  at  the  base  of  the  plants  and  thus  to 
keep  growth  even  and  full. 

Some  hedges  should  not  be  pruned  at  all,  except  as  any  shrub  may  be 
shaped  when  real  need  arises.  Among  them  are  those  selected  chiefly  for 
floral  effect  (or  for  the  fruits,  which,  of  course,  depend  upon  the  flowers). 
Kolkwitzia,  which  you  have  seen,  is  but  one  example.  Among  evergreens 
no  example  is  more  conspicuous  than  the  mountain-laurel,  right,  whose 
foam  of  pink  flowers  in  the  June  sun,  or  the  shade  of  spring  tree  foliage,  is 
comparable  to  nothing  else.  Prune  your  laurel  and,  by  at  least  a  little,  you 
are  almost  sure  to  curtail  its  flowering.  Prunable,  but  with  an  eye  to  good 

structure  rather  than  surface,  are 
such  hedge  trees  as  dogwood,  beech 
and  the  handsome  hornbeam,  left, 
in  the  Eliot  Kahns'  Westbury,  N.  Y., 
garden.  Costly  to  buy,  they  will 
live  virtually  forever.  There  are 
many  more.  For  an  illustrated 
check  list  of  especially  hardy  hedge 
plants,   please   turn   to   page   258.

to  new  worlds 
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New  wallpaper  designs  suggest  a  world 
of  unusual  decorating  ideas,  from 
rich  textural  backgrounds  to  gay,  in- 
dividual cut-outs.  The  clear  colors  and  detailed, 
often  fanciful,  patterns  let  you  express  your  in- 
dividuality or  the  personality  of  your  family. 

Carefully  chosen  patterns  create  illusions, 
play  up  good  features  or  camouflage  architec- 
tural defects.  A  dark  stairway  will  gain  a  won- 
derfully sunny  feeling  if  you  paper  the  stairwell 
with  a  tree  that  rises  two  floors  high;  with 
wallpaper  moldings  or  lattices  a  small  dining 
area  becomes  a  romantic  French  balcony;  a 
tranquil  wallpaper  scene  will  create  a  center  of 
interest  in  a  room  where  none  exists;  related 
patterns  can  bring  unity  to  separate  rooms. 
Nostalgic  florals,  broad  stripes  and  tone-on-tone 
damasks  will  help  you  interpret  the  marked 
trend  to  more  decorative  wall  treatments. 

Used  as  an  accent,  wallpaper  can  draw 
attention  to  a  beautiful  door,  add  a  storybook 
touch  to  a  child's  room.  Used  as  background. 
tiny  prints,  coin  dots  and  checks  take  to  one 
wall  or  all  four  walls.  Textured  papers  lend 
variety  and  richness,  are  at  home  with  both  tra- 
ditional and  contemporary  furniture.  Here,  you 
have  the  choice  of  delicate  or  brilliant  colors 
in  grass  cloth  and  shiki  silk,  of  wall  coverings 
that  simulate  bamboo,  cork,  stone  or  marble. 

Thanks  to  new  finishes  and  coatings  that 
resist  fading,  water,  grease  and  stains,  wall  cov- 
erings now  have  a  longer  life  expectancy.  Fabric- 
backed,  vinyl  plastic  wall  coverings  provide 
handsome  surface  interest,  take  rugged  wear 
and  are  simple  to  hang.  Among  the  pre-pasted 
papers,  many  need  only  a  dip  in  water  before 
going  on  the  wall. 

Before  you  select  your  wall  covering,  de- 
cide how  and  where  you  are  going  to  use  it.  Is 
it  to  be  an  accent,  a  background  paper,  a  mural? 
Does  it  need  to  be  washable,  fairly  scuff-proof, 
or  can  it  be  a  rich  texture  or  pattern?  Then, 
from  the  array  of  new  patterns,  you  will  find 
the  one  best  suited  to  your  own  requirements.

Children  on  the  blueprint 

Most  houses  are  built  today  for  growing  families,  but  too  feiv  of  them  really  satisfy  the  children's  needs. 
Here  are  three  fine  houses  expressly  planned  to  enrich  the  lives  of  children  and  parents  alike. 


A  WORLD  APART 
FOR  CHILDREN 
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Any  couple  with  three  pie-school  children  is  confronted  with  a  vexing 
-^^^  domestic  problem :  How,  under  one  roof,  does  one  supervise  the 
chikhen  when  necessary,  let  them  alone  when  desirable  and  still  enjoy 
the  luxury  of  adult  activities?  The  house  shown  here  represents  one  artful 
solution.  Essentially  a  simple,  one-story  rectangle,  it  is  divided  into  three 
zones — a  children's  area  including  three  bedrooms  and  a  combined  play- 
room and  kitchen  center;  a  living-dining  zone;  and  a  master  bedroom-study 
zone.  Largely  because  it  is  so  adeptly  planned  for  family  living  this  house 
recently    won    an    important    American    Institute    of   Architecture    award. 
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Children's  play  yard  lies  just  outside 
the  playroom-kitchen  center,  from  which 
parents  have  an  unobstructed  view  through 
wide  window  wall.  The  children  may  reach 
their  separate  realm — the  playroom,  their 
bedrooms  and  bath — without  passing 
through  any  part  of  the  house  devoted  to 
adult  activities.  House,  well  back  from  the 
street,  is  oriented  so  children  are  attracted 
to  the  wooded  property,  safe  from  traffic.

Despite  its  flat-roofed  design  and  perfect  rectangular  form,  this  house 
is  by  no  means  a  rigid  mold  which  dictates  an  arbitrary  manner  of  living. 
Its  three  zones  may  be  shut  off,  one  from  the  other,  by  sliding  doors: 
yet,  when  sitting  in  the  living  room,  one  may  view  a  wooded  scene  on  the 
front,  another  at  the  back  and — through  the  open  study  door — a  third  be- 
yond the  parents'  balcony.  Skylights  above  the  living  room  and  screened 
porch  add  still  another  dimension  of  openness.  During  the  daytime,  the 
children's  zone  is  the  center  of  family  life.  The  kitchen  at  one  end  of 
the  large  playroom  is  its  control  center,  an  ideal  vantage  point  from 
which  to  watch  the  children  while  preparing  meals  or  doing  the  laundry. 
Materials  throughout  the  house  are  both  beautiful  and  practical.  Flooring 
in  the  living-dining  zone  is  a  charcoal-colored  Italian  quarry  tile.  Cypress 
vertical  boarding  is  used  on  most  walls  in  living  and  parents'  rooms.

HOW  TO  SUIT  CHILDREN  TO  A  "T" 

This  plan  anticipated  a  family's  living  pattern 


Designing  a  successful  house  for  a  growing  family  calls 
for  a  perfect  meeting  of  minds.  The  architect  must 
understand  the  family,  and  the  family  must  understand 
itself.  This  house,  built  for  a  family  with  three  children 
ranging  from  5  to  12,  is  the  product  of  such  understand- 
ing. Placed  on  a  sloping,  wooded  site,  it  is  a  pleasantly 
informal  house  whose  rustic  appearance  derives  from  the 
use  of  local  boulders  for  the  fireplace  and  redwood  board- 
ing as  exterior  siding.  But  it  is  the  T-shaped  plan  that 
tells  the  story  of  the  family.  At  one  side  of  the  main  en- 
trance is  a  children's  doorway  which  leads  to  a  "mud 
room''  and  lavatory.  From  this  point  the  children,  now 
clean  and  presentable,  may  go  directly  to  their  wing  con- 
sisting of  four  bedrooms,  bath  and  a  large  (15'x2r)  play- 
room. Laundry  equipment  and  a  countertop  separate  the 
playroom  and  kitchen,  thus  making  it  possible  to  keep 
an  eye  on  the  children  while  cooking.  Well  removed  from 
the  children's  domain  are  the  living  room,  down  six  steps 
from  the  entrance  level,  and  the  master  bedroom,  study 
and  guest  room,  up  six  steps  from   the  entrance  level. 


Rustic  fireplace  and  long  sweep  of  roof 
are  in  key  with  the  character  of  wooded 
site.  Paved  dining  terrace  is  at  rear  of 
house,  accessible  from  living  room  through 
door  at  left.  Drawing  below  shows  how 
flagstone  walk  joins  terrace  and  dining 
room  and  children's  rooms  on  upper  level. 
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On  muddy  days,  the  children 
can  skirt  aduhs'  rooms  altogether 
by  using  a  side  entrance  leading 
first  to  a  "mud  room"  and  then 
to  their  own  playroom

A  PLAN  TO  BRING  A  FAMILY  TOGETHER 


Dr.  and  Mrs.  Russell  R.  Klein,  whose  handsome  California 
house  is  shown  here,  take  a  refreshing  view  of  family  living: 
"We  felt  that  our  house  should  be  for  the  family,  including  chil- 
dren— not  just  for  adults  with  children  pushed  off  into  a  play- 
room." Although  it  is  the  Kleins'  feeling  that  privacy  is  some- 
times essential  for  both  parents  and  children,  they  favored  a  house 
that  would  encourage  their  son,  who  is  10,  and  daughters,  9  and 
8.  to  congregate  with  them  rather  than  go  their  separate  ways. 
The  best  architectural  expression  of  this  idea  is  an  exception- 
ally spacious  living-dining  area,  strategically  situated  between  the 
parents'  and  children's  wings  as  the  natural  family  gathering-place.

The  plan  expresses  the  owners'  wish  for  a  centrally  located  living-dining 
area,  as  well  as  for  personal  privacy  for  each  family  member  when  de- 
sired.

Interiors  have  style  and  durability 


Built  on  an  open  site  once  occupied  by  a  small  vineyard,  the 
Kleins'  house  lacks  a  spectacular  vista  of  the  kind  often  associated 
with  the  San  Francisco  Bay  area.  But  it  has  other  qualities  that 
easily  compensate.  The  property  is  screened  from  the  road  and 
neighbors  by  a  dense  grove  of  evergreens,  thus  permitting  extensive 
use  of  glass  walls.  For  a  house  planned  to  absorb  the  hard  wear  of 
three  young  children,  the  interior  strikes  an  unusually  sophisticated 
tone:  yet  the  materials  are  eminently  practical.  Most  floor  surfaces, 
for  instance,  are  the  concrete  slab  itself,  integrally  colored  and 
waxed.  The  ceilings  are  gypsum  board  throughout.  In  the  living 
room  and  study  the  joints  of  gypsum  board  are  covered  by  red- 
wood l)atl('ns.  which  make  an  attractive  design.  Especially  pleas- 
ing to  Mrs.  Klein  is  the  storage  space.^which  is  not  only  abundant 
but  also  located  in  the  right  places  for  storing  the  right  things.

Efficient  kitchen,  thougli  an  average  9'  x  15'  in  size,  is  planned  in 
IJ-shape  to  provide  large  countertop  area  and  to  save  steps.  Long  wall 
above  has  birch  cupboards,  built-in  oven,  surface  burners  and  a  pass- 
through  to  the  dining  room.  Sink  is  centered  at  end  beneath  a  wide  win- 
dow which  lets  in  south  light,  permits  view  of  terrace,  trees  beyond.

There  is  probably  nothing  the  housewife  takes  more  for 
granted  than  the  almost  endless  succession  of  miracles 
performed  for  her  each  day  by  electricity.  It  isn't  easy  to 
explain  this  matter-of-fact  attitude  toward  the  role  electricit\ 
plays  in  our  everyday  lives.  Certainly  electricity  and  all  it 
does  is  new  enough  to  merit  more  attention.  Less  than  40 
years  ago  only  one  out  of  three  homes  even  had  electric 
lights  and,  of  the  nine  million  appliances  scattered  through- 
out the  country,  over  half  were  hand  irons.  Washers,  vacuum 
cleaners,  toasters  and  heating  pads  were  the  only  others  on 
the  market.  There  was  hardh  a  thought  given  to  the  possi- 
bilit)  that  electricity  could  automatically  preserve  food,  cook 
it.  air  condition  our  homes  and  nioti\ate  a  wide  range  of 
leisure  time  activities. 

Yet  today's  housewife  would  find  it  almost  impossible 
to  go  through  a  day  without  the  service  of  electricity.  From 
early  morning,  when  it  begins  heating  the  house  and  brewing 
the  coffee — even  before  it  routs  you  out  of  bed — to  late  in 
the  evening  when  it  provides  illumination  and  entertainment 
in  the  hours  just  before  bedtime,  electricity  is  the  constant 
servant  of  every  American.  Even  during  our  sleeping  hours 
it  has  a  role  to  play — in  maintaining  the  desired  temperature 
in  the  house,  in  warming  the  beds  we  sleep  in.  and  in  provid- 
ing instantly  available  light  and  power  at  the  turn  of  a  switch. 

Electricity  has,  in  fact,  done  pretty  much  for  the  home 
what  automation  has  done  recently  for  industr).  It  "pro- 
grams" our  day  s  work,  provides  ever-ready  power  to  perform 
that  work,  and  does  all  this  with  a  very  minimum  of  atten- 
tion. When  you  stop  to  think  of  it.  we  probably  take  the 
magic  of  electricity  so  nmch  for  granted  because  it  requires 
so  little  attention. 

But  in  attem|)liMg  to  appreciate  what  electricity  does 
for  the  average  home  it  is  not  enough  merely  to  catalogue 
the  hundreds  of  jobs  which  it  performs.  Beyond  that,  one 
must  realize  that  eleclricit)  has  become  the  handmaiden  of 
a  social  revolution  which  has  reshaped  the  life  of  the  aver- 
age American. 

Everyone,  for  example,  realizes  that  the  servant  has,  to 
a  large  extent,  disappeared  from  the  American  home.  What 
we  oftentimes  do  not  realize  is  that  electricity  has  paved  the 
way  for  this  sociological  change  by  making  it  easier  to  do 
without  hired  help. 

In  the  same  manner,  almost  everyone  realizes  that  in 
recent  years  America  has  been  more  "family-directed."  This 
does  not  mean  just  bigger  families  (although  that  quite  obvi- 


CiOOlvliilj  to  mix,  mash,  bake  and  broil  effortlessly 


ously  is  a  part  of  what's  happening).  It  means,  too,  that  the 
family  is  finding  its  security  and  pleasure  more  and  more 
within  the  family  unit.  Few  would  care  to  argue  that  the 
only  role  electricity  performs  in  this  process  is  providing 
"at-home'  entertainment  in  the  form  of  radios,  phonographs 
or  television  sets.  Every  woman  can  itemize  dozens  of  other 
ways  in  which  electrical  living  has  made  it  easier  for  her  to 
provide  better  living  for  her  and  her  family. 

And  this  is,  after  all,  the  distinctive  contribution  of  elec- 
tricity to  living  today.  For  it  is  through  the  magic  of  electrical 
appliances  and  devices  that  dozens  of  once  tiresome — or  even 
impossible — tasks  are  done  easily  and  efficiently. 

You  don't  have  to  look  far  for  evidence  of  this.  Consider 
what  has  happened  to  the  kitchen.  Long  ago,  it  is  true,  the 
kitchen  was  a  family  room,  largely  because  here  there  was  a 
ready  source  of  heat.  But  central  heating  made  other  rooms 
more  livable,  and  even  as  this  happened  the  kitchen — the 
housewife's  own  domain — tended  to  be  cut  off  from  the  rest 
of  the  house.  Eventually,  in  the  extreme,  it  turned  out  to  be 
a  rather  clinical  work  center.  Not  so  today.  The  simplicity, 
the  good  looks,  above  all  the  unobtrusiveness  of  today's 
appliances  have  made  it  possible  to  make  a  true  "family 
room"  of  the  kitchen.  In  the  process,  the  kitchen  has  once 
again  become  a  part  of  the  home's  living  pattern. 

Elsewhere  in  the  house,  electricity  serves  as  a  modern 
lifeline.  There  are  over  60  distinct  appliances  on  the  market 
today,  and  when  you  consider  that  many  of  these  perform  a 
whole  variety  of  services  in  the  household,  it  is  readily 
apparent  that  electricity's  role  is  almost  beyond  ready  evalu- 
ation. Actually,  electricity  today  can  make  life  as  easy  as 
we  choose. 

This  may  sound  too  good  to  be  true.  Unfortunately,  that's 
too  often  the  case  today.  Why?  The  appliances  which  per- 
form all  these  miracles  are  readily  available.  But  the  average 
home  lacks  anywhere  near  enough  power  to  utilize  these 
products  properly.  The  villain  in  the  piece  is  inadequate  wir- 
ing and  chances  are  extremely  good  (perhaps  as  high  as 
four  to  one)  that  your  home  suffers  from  this  affliction.  Even 
some  of  the  newest  of  new  homes  don't  have  enough  elec- 
trical capacity  to  take  advantage  of  today's  appliances. 

How  did  this  happen?  Remember,  first,  that  many  wiring 
systems  were  designed  when  there  were  only  a  few  appliances 
available.  That's  why  many  homes  have  wiring  systems  with  a 
capacity  of  no  more  than  3,600  watts.  Once  that  may  have  been 
enough.  Today,  however,  it's  {Continued  on  page  249) 


HOW  MUCH  IS 
ENOUGH  WIRING? 

To  most  laymen,  electricity  is  an  intimidating  phenomenon.  It 
flows  through  a  wire  but  cannot  l)e  seen,  and  its  nomenclature 
seems  bafHing.  What,  for  instance,  is  the  difference  between  an 
ampere  and  a  volt?  Or  a  volt  and  a  watt?  Here  are  simple 
definitions  of  the  three  primary  terms: 

AMPERE:    a  term   commonly  used   to  express   an   amount 
of  electric  current. 

VOLT:  the  rate  of  pressure  exerted  on  the  current  itself 
flowing  through  a  wire.  It  may  be  likened  to  the 
pressure  exerted  on  water  in  a  pipe. 

WATT:  the  product  of  amperes  and  volts;  that  is,  the 
"working"  electrical  power  produced  by  a  certain  rate 
of  pressure  exerted  on  a  certain  amount  of  current. 

Fortunately,  in  making  a  general  assessment  of  the  electric  serv- 
ice in  your  home,  it  isn't  vital  to  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  interplay  of  the  above  elements.  But  these  basic  facts  will 
at  least  enable  you  to  communicate  with  an  electrical  contractor 
or  your  electric  service  company: 

Major  appliances,  such  as  an  electric  range,  water  heater 
or  clothes  drier,  require  240  volts. 

Electric  service  entrance  (incoming  power)  in  a  1,000- 
square-foot  house  (a  small  house,  indeed)  should  provide 
at  least  3,500  watts  for  lighting  and  plug-in  appliances, 
plus  any  of  these  permanently  connected  major  appliances:

November  gardeners,  having  swept  under  the  rug 

whatever  was  left  of  the  old  season,  are 

notv  ushering  the  netv  year  through  the  front  door. 


First  weekend 


North  temperate  zone:  During  the  long  twilight  period  be- 
tween the  time  of  the  first  hard  frosts  and  final  freezing  of  the 
ground  many  niceties  of  next  spring's  garden  are  determined. 
Among  these  count  the  random  but  calculated  insertion  under 
ground  covers  of  some  especially  choice  daffodil  varieties,  a 
colony  of  Spanish  squill,  a  few  tall  tulips,  planted  deep.  Such 
bulbs  will  live  long  and  prosper  beneath  creeping  myrtle  ( Vinca 
minor),  will  persevere  a  number  of  seasons  even  among  the 
matted  roots  of  pachysandra  and  ivy.  Planting  technique: 
loosen  soil  with  a  fork  as  deeply  as  tines  will  reach;  tease  a  path 
among  roots  for  insertion  of  bulbs  (to  6  inches  for  daffodils. 
LS  inches  for  late  tulips)  ;  settle  bulbs  and  roots  in  place  with 
generous  watering  from  bucket  or  open  hose.  .  .  .  Transplanting 
of  deciduous  shrubs  may  start  when  fall  of  leaves  indicates  ap- 
proaching dormancy  of  plant.  At  that  lime  retention  of  earth 
around  roots  is  less  important  than  keeping  roots  intact  and 
preventing   their  drying  in   transit. 

California  coast:  Withholding  fertilizer  and  water  from 
flowering  plants  ready  for  dormancy  (tuberous  begonias,  for 
instance)  should  not  induce  neglect  of  those  with  flowers  still 
to  come,  such  as  chrysanthemums.  Overstimulation  is  worth 
risking,  for  without  (lowers  chrysantiicrnunis  ate  dull  indeed. 


Second  weekend 


Rose  country  (which  means  almost  everywhere)  :  Three  un- 
lovely aspects  of  rose  husbandry  that  are  universally  skimped 
are  nonetheless  universally  important  in  November.  One  is  the 
elimination  from  climbing  types  of  all  undesirable  or  super- 
annuated (over  four  years)  growth,  and  the  proper  securing 
of  wayward  canes.  Another:  necessary  thinning  (to  remove 
weak  shoots)  and  cutting  back  (to  leave  a  strong  framework 
to  withstand  winter  winds  and  support  spring's  growth  surge). 
The  third:  thorough  application  of  at  least  one  clean-up  spray 
before  winter  (malathion  and  lindane,  best  insecticides:  cop- 
per or  ferbam.  best  fungicides).  Same  spray  may  prove  sound 
insurance  for  new  fall-planted  roses.  Stern  reminder:  what  you 
do  now  has  more  bearing  on  flowering  next  June  than  anything 
you  can  do  in  the  spring.      ^ 

Miclsouth:  Making  a  garden  border  bear  two  crops  a  season 
instead  of  one  is  good  soil  management.  In  beds  where  summer 
annuals  have  finished  their  season,  sow  winter  rye  (not  rye 
grass)  at  rate  of  8  lbs.  per  1.000  sq.  ft.  Rye  will  sprout  in  day 
or  two,  flourish  till  January,  resume  growth  in  February,  sup- 
ply lush  "green  manure"  crop,  both  leaf  and  root  fiber,  for 
spading  under  in  March.  When  next  spring's  flowers  are  ready 
to  set  out.  the  beds  will  be  richer  for  the  organic  supplement. 


Third  weekend 


North  and  northeast:  Lazy  gardeners  long  have  held  that 
dead  leaves  of  perennials  and  similar  horticultural  debris  con- 
stituted a  good  protective  mulch  for  the  hardy  border.  Less 
philosophical  people  deplore  leaving  refuse  in  which  insects 
and  disease  spores  may  breed  and  multiply.  Safe  generaliza- 
tion: any  mulching  or  other  value  inherent  in  dead  plant  tops 
is  outweighed  by  the  harm  such  material  may  cause,  includ- 
ing possible  upsetting  of  the  normal  cycle  of  freezing  and 
thawing.  .  .  .  Corollary:  mulch  now  (and  not  with  decaying 
foliage )  only  such  plants  as  you  wish  to  protect  from  too  early 
or  too  profound  cold.  For  late  winter  protection  of  cold-hardy 
plants,  apply  mulches  only  after  ground  is  completely  frozen. 
Northwest:  In  a  region  where  many  shrubs  retain  all  winter 
the  leaves  they  would  shed  in  autumn  elsewhere,  the  coto- 
neasters  get  less  than  their  full  due.  Weak  on  floral  brilliance, 
they  more  than  make  up  for  it  with  fine  berries,  striking  branch 
forms,  brilliantly  colored,  sometimes  evergreen,  fall  and  win- 
ter foliage.  Few  shrub  groups  of  such  grace  and  delicacy  have 
a  greater  range  of  size,  form  and  general  garden  usefulness.

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Fourth  weekend 


North  central  and  northeast:  Horticultural  conscience, 
if  not  innate  frugality,  may  prevent  your  discarding  tender 
summer  flowering  bulbs  at  season's  end,  lead  you  into  the  fuss 
and  frustration  of  winter  storage.  Basic  aim  of  storage  is  to  pre- 
serve ripened  bulb,  corm  or  tuber  in  dormant  state,  unshriveled 
by  excessive  drying,  unrotted  by  excessive  moisture,  unsprouted 
by  excessive  heat.  If  there  is  a  safe  general  rule  for  all  types: 
dig  roots  when  frost  has  killed  plant  tops:  dry  earth  clinging 
about  root  fairly  rapidly  (in  sun  or  airy  shade)  ;  pack  dry  roots 
in  vermiculite  (expanded  mica)  or  Perlite  (fluffy  mineral  sub- 
stance) in  a  dry  basement  (temperature  40°  to  50°). 
Northwest,  northeast :  At  the  upper  corners  of  the  country, 
where  rocks  protrude  like  horns,  winter  is  no  time  to  let  things 
slide,  literally  or  figuratively.  Prevention  of  winter  erosion 
among  rock  plantings  is  rewarded  in  spring  by  improved  vigor, 
more  abundant  flowering.  Reset  dislodged  plants,  renew  stone 
chip  mulches,  remove  soggy  leaves,  reletter  faded  labels. 
Fireside  note:  Primarily  for  enjoyment,  not  horticultural

(Continued  from  page  55) 


sunny  life  where  perhaps  the  most 
difficult  decision  of  the  morning 
is  whether  to  have  one  more  swim 
before  lunch  or  not.  All  our  wak- 
ing hours  were  spent  out  of  doors; 
it  rained  for  all  of  15  minutes  dur- 
ing our  ten  day  visit.  Lunch  was 
either  on  the  sands  or  on  the  ad- 
jacent open  veranda  dining  room. 
Dinner  was  under  the  stars.  The 
food,  particularly  the  island  fruit 
and  local  fish,  was  excellent  as 
was  the  wine.  The  Jamaican  serv- 
ice was  outstanding.  There  were 
dancing  and  native  entertainment 
each  night.  The  rhythms  of  the 
calypso,  the  mento  and  the  mer- 
ingue we  decided  do  not  travel 
well.  They  sound  far  more  casual, 
spontaneous  and  light-hearted  in 
their  Caribbean  home. 

What  to  buy 

Dress  is  altogether  informal 
and   colorful.   Bathing   suits   and 
sports  clothes  are  the  order  of  the 
day.  Dinner  clothes  are  often  worn 
but  not  required  in  the  evening. 
Montego   Bay  offers  many   shop- 
ping   temptations    including    fine 
ports  clothes  and  accessories.  Be- 
cause Jamaica  has  a  customs-free 
port  you  can  also  buy  duty-free 
merchandise    on    the    island     at 
prices    some    60    per    cent    below 
what  they  are  in  the  United  States. 
Y^ou  can  buy  under  free  port  con- 
ditions  such   things   as   perfume, 
watches,   cameras,   silver,   crystal 
nd  china,  cashmeres  and  liquor, 
f   you    stay    out    of    the    United 
tates  for  two  days,  you  are  al- 
owed    to    bring    home    duty-free 
5200  worth  of  purchases.  If  you 
ire  away  for  18  days  you  are  al- 
owed  $500  worth  of  free  imports. 
Our  visit  seemed  to  pass  too 
juickly  in  swimming,  in  lolling  on 
he  sand  under  a  sun  that  never 
earned  too  hot    (in  fact,  the  cli- 
nate  was  so  pleasant  that  we  were 
lever  aware  of  it  at  all),  in  din- 


ing and  in  sleeping.  But  we  did 
somehow  manage  to  do  some  shop- 
ping, to  read  a  bit  of  the  island's 
colonial  history,  to  hire  a  U-drive 
car  and  visit  some  sugar  planta- 
tions and  historic  landmarks,  to 
drive  along  the  beautiful  coastal 
road  from  Montego  Bay  eastward 
to  Ocho  Rios  for  lunch  at  another 
and  quite  different,  rather  more 
tropical  and  verdant,  coastal  re- 
sort, to  look  in  at  most  of  the 
other  hotels  along  the  north  coast, 
to  see  a  polo  match,  to  try  out  one 
or  two  local  night  clubs  where 
we  found  the  entertainment  no 
better  than  at  the  hotel,  to  have  a 
long  day's  sail  in  a  30  foot  sloop 
and  to  study  ten  entirely  different 
sunsets  from  our  terrace. 

The  next  visit 

We  are  determined  to  return, 
however,  because  there  are  so 
many  things  which  we  ought  to 
have  done  but  did  not  do.  We 
should  like  to  see  more  of  the 
island:  To  visit  again  Kingston, 
the  capital  and  its  great  harbor, 
to  see  the  cool  hills  around  Man- 
deville.  to  climb  to  the  top  of  Blue 
Mountain  and  to  look  down  on  the 
island  from  its  7.400  foot  peak,  to 
visit  Port  Antonio  and  ride  down 
the  Rio  Grande  River  by  bamboo 
raft  through  gentle  rapids  and  be- 
neath spreading  tropical  trees, 
and  perhaps,  if  we  are  so  moved, 
to  play  golf  and  tennis,  to  go  cro- 
codile hunting,  to  fish  with  a 
spear  and  from  a  boat  in  blue  wa- 
ter beyond  the  reefs,  and  perhaps 
to  go  to  the  horse  races  or  a 
cricket  match. 

But  on  the  whole  perhaps  we 
had  better  really  concentrate  next 
time  on  the  art  of  lolling  on  the 
sand;  we  did  not  manage  truly 
to  master  all  of  its  nuances.  Then 
the  year  after  next  we  can  see  and 
do  all  the  other  things.

possible  to  tot  up  3,600  watts  of 
appliance  capacity  without  even 
leaving  the  kitchen.  The  reason: 
we  use  more  appliances  today 
than  ever  before  and  even  those 
which  have  been  with  us  for  years 
have  bigger  "appetites"  for  elec- 
tricity. Toasters,  for  example, 
once  drew  only  600  watts.  Today 
they  need  1,000  watts.  Suppose 
you  use  an  electric  skillet,  coffee- 
maker  and  toaster  to  fix  breakfast. 
The  three  together  draw  3,000 
watts.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  a 
3,600  watt  (or  even  larger)  capac- 
ity is  inadequate  in  terms  of  to- 
day's living?  What's  even  worse, 
improvements  in  residential  wir- 
ing until  very  recently  have  not 
even  kept  pace  with  the  multiply- 
ing list  of  appliances  which  de- 
pend on  such  wiring  for  their  very 
life-blood. 

Within  the  last  20  years,  for 
example,  the  average  home's  elec- 
trical consumption  has  quad- 
rupled and  within  the  next  10 
years  it  will  have  doubled  again. 

Can  anything  be  done  about 
this  bottleneck?  Yes — if  the  indi- 
vidual homeowner  chooses  to  do  so. 
It  is  the  individual  who  must  spec- 
cify  adequate  wiring  when  build- 
ing or  order  it  installed  to  cor- 
rect inadequate  wiring  in  his  pres- 
ent home.  Local  power  companies 
and  contractors  are  the  best 
guides  to  designing  an  adequate 
wiring  system  tailored  to  your 
home,  but  there  are  a  few  guide- 
posts  you  can  use  in  checking  on 
your  own  wiring: 

•  Your  service  entrance  equip- 
ment (the  main  switch  and  the 
fuse  board)  should  have  at  least 
a  100  ampere  capacity. 

•  There  should  be  a  general 
purpose  circuit  for  each  500 
square  feet  of  floor  area ;  there 
should  be  at  least  two  small  ap- 
pliance circuits  in  the  kitchen, 
laundry  and  possibly  the  dining 
areas.  In  addition,  there  should  be 
individual  circuits  for  specific 
products  such  as  ranges,  dish- 
washers, driers  and  the  heating 
plant. 

•  Finally,  there  should  be 
enough  conveniently  located  out- 
lets and  switches  to  insure  easy 
and  efficient  utilization  of  the  serv- 
vices  provided  by  today's  electri- 
cal equipment. 

An  adequate  wiring  system 
like  this  will  pay  dividends  which 
are  both  immediate  and  long-term. 
Much  as  good  wiring  is  needed  to 
take  advantage  of  the  products 
already  on  the  market,  just  so 
much  more  will  be  vital  for  the  en- 
joyment of  electrical  servants  still 
in  the  planning  stage. 

•  What  more  can  be  expected 
of  tomorrow's  appliances?  It  does 
seem  that  almost  every  present 
day  task  has  been  simplified  al- 
ready by  appliances  currently  on 
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the  market.  Yet  designers  will  tell 
you  that  vast  areas  of  product  im- 
provement are  still  ahead.  Today's 
appliances  can,  first  of  all,  be 
made  more  efficient.  They  can  be 
redesigned  to  permit  easier  in- 
stallation. They  can  be  improved 
to  utilize  new  sources  of  power, 
new  principles  of  operation  and 
new  levels  of  automation. 

What  will  all  this  mean  in 
terms  of  specific  products?  Con- 
sider the  kitchen  range.  Already 
it  has  begun  to  "disintegrate"  into 
separate  ovens  and  surface  burn- 
ers. The  process  may  well  con- 
tinue with  specialized  cooking 
facilities  provided  at  several 
points  in  the  kitchen — or  even  in 
the  dining  room.  Already  there  is 
a  shift  from  electric  to  electronic 
cooking,  and  induction  heatint; 
may  provide  still  a  third  means 
of  cooking  with  electricity. 

Similarly,  refrigeration  may 
one  day  be  found  in  a  number  of 
spots  throughout  the  kitchen  in- 
stead of  in  today's  central  unit. 
Developments  in  frozen  foods  and 
in  irradiated  foods  may  change 
some  of  the  functions  expected  of 
the  refrigerator.  The  refrigerator 
and  range  may  even  be  integrated 
in  a  single  unit  which  at  the  press 
of  a  button  will  "program"  a 
whole  meal.  Various  dishes  would 
move  from  the  refrigerator  to  the 
range  at  properly  timed  intervals 
so  that  at  a  pre-selected  moment 
a  complete  meal  is  ready. 

In  dishwashers  and  clothes 
washers  ultra-sonic  methods  may 
revolutionize  these  products  as  we 
know  them  today.  Special  new 
appliances  may  be  developed  to 
care  for  the  growing  list  of  miracle 
fabrics  on  the  market.  One  sug- 
gestion is  a  "laundry-closet"  in 
which  a  soiled  change  of  clothing 
may  be  hung  at  night  and  from 
which  the  same  suit  may  be  re- 
moved a  few  hours  later,  cleaned 
and  ready  to  wear. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  ob- 
vious possibilities  for  the  future. 
In  other  rooms  of  the  house  closed 
circuit  television  could  monitor  a 
variety  of  tasks  and  serve  as  a  true 
electronic  baby-sitter.  Radiant 
canopies  over  beds  may  make  it 
possible  to  sleep  without  the  need 
for  bedcoverings.  Some  scientists 
are  even  studying  a  revolutionary 
waste  disposal  system  which 
would  process  all  household 
wastes;  the  only  by-product  would 
be  clean,  re-usable  water. 

Most  of  these  ideas  are  still 
in  the  planning  stage.  That  does 
not  make  them  any  less  likely  to 
materialize  someday.  And  if  such 
developments  stagger  your  imag- 
ination you  can  take  some  solace 
from  the  fact  that  our  parents 
and  grandparents  would  never 
have  believed  even  today's  level 
of  electrical  living  possible.

To  the  hedges  discussed  on  pages  82  to  85.  add  11  that  pos- 
sess the  virtue  of  tolerance  to  windswept  and  bitter  winter 
situations.  H&G  photographed  these  among  the  extensive 
hedge  plantings  in  the  Morton  Arboretum  at  Lyle,  111.,  a  few 
miles  west  of  Chicago.  Here,  where  winters  are  blustery, 
summers  relentless,  all  the  hedges  shown  can  be  relied  on. 


White  pine  (Pinus  strobus)  is 
a  graceful,  fine  needled  ever- 
green when  trimmed  annually 
in  spring.  Good  height:  6-8  ft.  by 
5  ft.  wide.  Requires  sun.  well 
drained  loamy  soil  to  do  well. 
About  $1   a   ft.   from   .-seedlings.

If  you  enjoy  wonderful  old 
Christmas  customs  as  much  as 
I  do,  you  will  be  spendinfj  a  lot 
of  time  between  December  20th 
and  Twelfth  Nifjht  dropping  in 
on  friends,  and  having  friends 
drop  in  on  you.  to  celebrate  the 
yuletide.  This  cheerful  tradition 
enables  us  to  share  some  of  life's 
finest  sentiments.  It  also  brings 
out  an  astonishing  array  of  alco- 
holic beverages  known  generi- 
cally  as  "Christmas  drinks": 
punches,  nogs,  negus;  liqueurs  of 
many  hues  and  flavors;  wines  of 
many  lands. 

I  suppose  that  in  more  than 
a  quarter  of  a  century  of  yuletide 
celebrating  I've  tasted  about  every 
special  holiday  drink.  There  are 
quite  a  few  Christmas  beverages 
that  I  like  very  much;  others  I 
can  gladly  do  without.  Those  I 
especially  like  lend  to  be  simple, 
not  too  rich  (Christmas  food  sup- 
plies plenty  of  calories),  and  easy 
to  make.  Before  I  list  recommenda- 
tions, let  me  urge  all  wlio  intend 
to  be  yuletide  hosts  to  maintain 
a  well  rounded  stock  of  drinks 
and  to  offer  guests  a  choice.  A  rich 
sweetish  mixture  in  a  large  punch- 
bowl is  an  appropriate  holiday 
touch,  but  don't  serve  this  alone. 
.Such  mixtures  leave  many  people 
with  the  misery  of  the  gueiili'  de 
bois,  a  French  expression  that 
means,  roughly,  a  "head""  or 
"hangover."'  If  the  large  Christmas 
bowl  is  a  family  tradition,  or  if 
you  admire  the  hospitable  look 
of  its  girth,  then  by  all  means  have 
it;  but  in  deference  to  me  and 
other  opinionated  guests,  also  of- 
fer any  of  the  following: 

BLACK  VELVET:  This  is  my  par- 
ticular  choice  for  the  holiday  sea- 
son and  for  other  special  occasions 
too.  I  first  had  it  one  Christmas 
in  England,  where  it  is  a  na- 
tional yuletide  favorite.  To  make 
Black  Velvet,  simply  combine  half 
Guiness's  stout  and  half  cham- 
pagne. Both  should  be  well 
chilled,  and  the  champagne  should 
•    be  the  very  driest  sort,  brut. 

Of  course,  our  English  cou- 
sins don't  like  this  drink  too  cold; 
generally  they  back  away  from 
iced  drinks.  Now  I  readily  con- 
cede that  Black  Velvet  does  gain 
in  flavor  when  it  is  not  too  cold; 
still  I  am  sure  that  American 
tastes  require  that  it  be  chilled. 
It    is    a    foamy    mixture,    hearty, 


smooth;  it  has  body,  yet  it  is  light 
enough  to  bring  a  lift  to  your  holi- 
day spirits.  I  like  it  served  in  a 
tall  fluted  glass  or  a  Pilsner  glass 
so  I  can  look  down  and  watch  the 
bubbles  coming  up  from  deep 
down  in  the  dark  liquid. 

CHAMPAGNE:  Speaking  of  bub- 
bles, nothing  could  be  more  suit- 
able for  holiday  entertaining  than 
champagne.  Some  of  my  friends 
follow  an  interesting  and  stiniulat- 
ing  custom  of  serving  champagne 
at  the  family  breakfast  on  Christ- 
mas Day.  .\fter  all,  champagne  (5 
a  fruit  juice;  so  why  not?  I  can 
think  of  no  better  way  to  begin 
this  holiday  imbued  with  warmth 
and  gaiety. 

SCOTCH:  There  are  so  many 
scotch  lovers  that  this  is  a  "must" 
among  your  holiday  offerings. 
Most  people  these  days  appear  to 
be  drinking  it  on-the-rocks.  A 
sizable  and  vocal  minority  insists 
on  having  it  without  ice  and  with 
just  a  touch  of  branch  water.  And 
a  few  people  want  scotch-and- 
soda.  and.  1  suppose,  their  prefer- 
ence must  be  heeded,  despite  the 
fact  that  the  soda  has  the  barbaric 
effect  of  smothering  the  flavor  of 
the  liquor. 

For  scotch-on-the-rocks,  use  a 
small  Old-Fashioned  glass  (now 
often  called  an  "on-the-rocks" 
glass)  ;  fill  the  glass  with  cracked 
ice  and  pour  the  scotch  over  it. 
Don't  measure — just  pour  a  gen- 
erous helping.  The  drink  called 
Scotch  Mist  is  the  same  thing 
made  with  crushed  rather  than 
cracked  ice. 

Lacking  "on-the-rocks"  glass- 
es, you  can  feel  perfectly  at  ease 
serving  scotch  in  a  tall  glass  con- 
taining  several  ice  cubes,  adding 
branch  water  (or  soda)  as  re- 
quested. If  vou  live  in  an  area 
where  the  drinking  water  is  heav- 
ily chlorinated,  buy  bottled  water 
and  use  it  for  making  ice  cubes 
and  for  adding  to  drinks.  The  true 
scotch  lover  will  tell  you  that 
scotch  and  chlorinated  water  are 
an  unhappy  combination. 

BOURBON  AND  RYE:  These 
two  popular  whiskies  take  to  the 
same  treatment  as  scotch.  .Some 
bourbon  fanciers  enjoy  a  twist  of 
lemon  peel  in  bourbon-on-the- 
rocks.  Keep  a  bowl  of  cut  peel 
handy  on  your  yuletide  bar.

THE  SNOWS  OF 


When  I  was  a  child  in  Massachusetts,  it  always  snowed 
for  Christmas.  If  it  had  not.  there  would  have  been 
general  indignation*  and  letters  to  the  Boston  Transcript 
quoting  from  Snowbound.  The  snow  began  falling  at  dusk 
on  Christmas  Eve,  and  fell  softly  but  adequately  all  night. 
Christmas  Day.  however,  dawned  clear  and  glittering,  with 

No  cloud  above,  no  earth  beloir. — 
A  universe  of  sky  and  snow. 

Calvin  Coolidge  was  president,  the  Red  Sox  played  consist- 
ent baseball  (down  there  in  the  cellar),  and  it  always 
snowed  for  Christmas. 

This  was  so  certain,  indeed,  that  I  used  to  wonder 
why  my  father  bothered  to  forecast  the  weather  on  the  day 
before.  He  was  not  a  meteorologist,  he  was  a  doctor,  but 
he  communed  with  his  barometer  every  morning  after 
breakfast  by  tapping  it  smartly  and  peering  at  it.  He  then 
predicted  the  weather  we  could  expect  for  the  next  24 
hours.  He  was  usually  right,  too.  day  in  and  day  out,  for  a 
number  of  years.  It  was  during  Roosevelt's  third  adminis- 
tration that  the  barometer's  reflexes  began  to  slow  down, 
to  the  point  that  it  registered,  not  the  weather  to  come,  but 
the  weather  at  hand.  "It's  raining."  my  father  would  an- 
nounce after  consulting  it.  and  a  (rlance  out  the  window 
would  prove  him  triumphantly  correct.  In  recent  years  the 
lag  has  grown  even  worse,  and  the  instrument  now  re- 
minds him  what  yesterday's  weather  was  like;  he  has  con- 
sidered having  it  cleaned  and  adjusted. 

It  always  snowed  for  Christmas,  then,  but  snow  was 
only  one  element  in  our  fixed  and  solemn  rituals.  I  believe 
that  once  you  have  grown  out  of  childhood.  Christmas  is 
never  what  it  was.  is  never  quite  Christmas  again,  simply 
because  it  is  a  child's  day.  It  is  not  dedicated,  after  all,  to 
Bacchus,  nor  the  Tenth  Muse,  who  is  the  Muse  of  Merchan- 
dising. It  is  dedicated  to  a  child — "Ye  shall  find  the  babe 
wrapped  in  swaddling  clothes,  lying  in  a  manger" — and  it 
means  most  to  a  child.  Therefore,  the  ways  in  which  a 
family  observes  it  are  Christmas  for  him.  When  he  no  longer 
hangs  up  his  stocking,  when  he  no  longer  believes  a 
Flexible  Flyer  is  a  more  marvelous  vehicle  than  a 
Jaguar,  some  of  the  wonder  is  lost  forever.  All  he  can  do

ESTER YEAR 


A  Christmas  Memory      By  Lysander  Kemp 

when  he  grows  up  is  see  to  it  that  his  own  children  cele- 
brate the  season  properly. 

We  celebrated  it  in  what  I  consider  a  proper  and 
orthodox  fashion,  with  no  such  heresies  as  opening  the 
presents  on  Christmas  Eve.  Our  tree,  for  example,  was 
practically  the  same  year  after  year,  except  for  the  new 
ornaments  to  replace  the  inevitable  casualties.  First  the  two 
sets  of  colored  lights,  arranged  by  my  father  with  the  help 
of  aesthetic  suggestions  from  my  mother.  Next  the  strings 
of  popcorn  and  of  cranberries,  which  I  made  myself  with 
stout  thread  and  a  long  needle,  without  great  loss  of  blood. 
Next  the  glass  ornaments — I  particularly  remember  a  pea- 
green  zeppelin — and  the  candy  canes,  and  the  angel  at  the 
top  with  her  shining  spun-glass  hair.  Finally  the  icicles. 
Nothing  more.  And  nothing  less. 

The  nearest  thing  to  a  departure  from  tradition  came 
when  my  father  bought  two  new  sets  of  lights  for  the  tree. 
The  bulbs  were  a  little  larger  than  the  usual,  and  the  wires 
a  little  thicker,  but  the  almost  sensational  feature  was  that 
when  one  light  went  out  the  others  did  not.  Therefore  you 
could  spy  and  replace  the  failure  without  having  to  test 
every  bulb  in  the  string.  My  father  was  very  proud  of  his 
purchase,  and  his  pride  was  not  lessened  by  the  accident 
which  occurred  about  10  minutes  after  he  had  first  draped 
and  lighted  them.  He  was  up  on  the  step-ladder,  hanging 
foil  icicles  at  the  top  of  the  tree,  while  my  mother  was 
switching  the  bulbs  around  in  order  to  balance  the  colors. 
A  scrap  of  icicle  fell  from  an  upper  twig  straight  into  the 
socket  from  which  my  mother  had  just  removed  the  bulb. 
There  was  a  glorious  hissing  flash,  as  if  we  had  included 
a  touch  of  the  Fourth  in  our  yuletide  rites,  and  that  was  the 
end  of  the  socket.  My  father  cut  it  out  of  the  line,  spliced 
the  wires,  and  wrapped  the  splice  with  tape,  humming  Joy 
to  the  World  as  he  did  so.  "She  wrecked  the  socket,"  he 
later  said  joyously  to  visitors,  "but  the  rest  of  the  lights 
stayed  on!" 

These  new  strings  were  quite  an  innovation  for  us, 
and  perhaps  that  is  why  we  never  succumbed  to  the  blinker- 
button  plague  which  ravaged  the  area  for  a  few  seasons.  I 
have  not  seen  a  blinker-button  used  in  a  private  home  for 
at    least   25    years,    and    I  (Continued   on   page    14)

NEW  NOTES  IN 
CHRISTMAS  MUSIC 

By   Roland   Gelatt 


For  those  who  want  something 
different  from  Adeste  Fideles, 
The  First  Noel,  and  Silent  Night 
for  Cliristmas  music,  this  is  a 
good  year  in  records.  Capitol  has 
issued  eight  new  Christmas  discs 
recorded  in  different  countries. 
I  found  Christmas  in  Spain 
(T  10094)  especially  appealing. 
.Spanish  Christmas  music  has  a 
haunting  sweet  solemnity,  and 
the  white,  hleaty  sound  of  .Span- 
ish boy  sopranos  is  happily  far 
removed  from  the  saccharine 
crooning  of  some  of  our  own 
carolers.  Christr/ias  in  Holland 
(T  100961  estahlislies  a  properly 
atmospheric  note  by  beginning 
with  .some  carillon  bells  recorded 
at  the  New  Church  in  Delft  and» 
then  proceeds  to  Dutch  yuletide 
songs  performed  by  the  Amster- 
dam Oratorio  Choir.  Their  singing 
of  "Er  is  Een  Kindeken  Geboren" 
shouhl  put  even  the  most  carol- 
fatigued  listener  into  a  cheery 
Christmas  mood.  The  other  rec- 
ords in  tiiis  series  do  not  maintain 
quite  so  high  a  level  but  each  of- 
fers a  few  performances  of  un- 
hackneyed Christmas  music. 

Unfortunately.  I  have  to  re- 
port that  these  international  rec- 
ords pui)iis!ied  by  Capitol  also 
contain  their  sliare  of  familiar 
Clnislmas  chestnuts.  They  sound 
somewhat  less  commonplace  in  a 
foreign  tongue,  to  be  sure;  but 
whether  it's  "Bianco  Natale." 
"Noel  Blanc."  "Navidades  Blan- 
cas."  or  "Weisse  Weihnacht,"  the 
Irving  Berlin  tune  is  still  the  same 
Irving  Berlin  tune. 

The  perils  of  Christmas  for 
tiie  record  buyer  reside,  however, 
not  in  carols  alone.  There  is  the 


equally  hazardous  problem  of 
gifts.  Long-play  records  in  their 
colorful  jackets  make  an  im- 
pressive appearance  under  the 
Christmas  tree;  but  if  they  hap- 
pen to  duplicate  music  which  the 
hapless  recipient  already  owns, 
their  welcome  may  be  brief. 

For  the  neophyte  who  has  just 
acquired  a  record  player  there  is. 
of  course,  little  difficulty.  New 
recordings  of  standard  symphonic 
pieces  can  be  given  without  undue 
risk  of  duplication.  Any  embry- 
onic collection  would  be  graced, 
for  example,  by  Mozart's  last 
three  symphonies  interpreted  with 
inimitable  style  by  Sir  Thomas 
Beecham  and  the  Royal  Philhar- 
monic in  crisp  new  recordings. 
(Symphonies  39  and  40  are  issued 
on  Columbia  ML  5194;  No.  41. 
the  "Jupiter,"  is  to  be  found  on 
Angel  35459.  coupled  with  the  ex- 
quisite Divertimento  No.  2  in  D.) 
A  more  lavisii  gift  for  the  still 
relatively  uncluttered  record  li- 
brary is  the  five-LP  album  of 
Beethoven  piano  concertos,  ren- 
dered with  exuberant  vigor  by 
Artur  Rubinstein  and  the  Sym- 
phony of  the  Air  under  Josef  Krips 
(RCA  Victor  LM  6702).  And 
those  partial  to  elegant  fiddle 
playing  should  be  happy  to  receive 
Jascha  Heifetz's  new  recording  of 
the  Tchaikovsky  Concerto  (RCA 
Victor  LM  2129)  and  Zino  Fran- 
cescatti's  of  the  Lalo  Symphonie 
Espagnole  (Columbia  ML  5184). 

When  we  turn  to  the  assidu- 
ous record  collector,  the  man  who 
speaks  the  lingo  of  high  fidelity 
and  knows  his  record  catalogues 
by  heart,  the  choice  of  a  gift  be-

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comes  more  parlous.  Let  us  sup- 
pose he  is  an  opera  buff.  One 
might  present  him  with  the  new 
recording  of  La  Boheme  featuring 
the  artful  Mimi  of  Maria  Callas 
(Angel  3560)  only  to  discover 
that  he  is  a  rabid  Tebaldi  fan 
who  holds  her  earlier  recording 
of  the  opera  (London  XLL  462/3) 
to  be  unsurpassable.  Or  one  might 
give  him  the  new  Tosca  with 
Zinka  Milanov  and  Jussi  Bjoerling 
(RCA  Victor  6052)  and  subse- 
quently learn  that  he  considers 
the  older  Callas-Di  Stefano  ver- 
sion (Angel  3508)  to  be  the  ne 
plus  ultra. 

The  opera  problem 

You  can  see  the  pitfalls.  But 
since  the  problem  of  the  sophisti- 
cated opera  lover  has  arisen,  we 
might  as  well  grapple  with  it.  My 
advice  would  be  to  give  the  stand- 
ard operas  a  wide  berth,  unless 
you're  sure  that  the  recipient  of 
your  largesse  is  actually  pining 
away  for  a  Boheme  with  Callas 
(or  Albanese,  De  los  Angeles, 
Tebaldi  as  the  case  may  be),  and 
favor  instead  some  of  the  less 
publicized  vocal  releases.  For  ex- 
ample, there's  a  two-record  album 
entitled  The  Art  of  Rosa  Ponselle 
(RCA  Camden  CBL  100)  which 
ought  to  gladden  any  devotee  of

Italian  opera.  The  recordings  are 
all  old  (1924  to  1939).  but  they 
have  been  out  of  circulation  for 
so  many  years  that  the  peril  of 
duplication  is  small.  Most  of  the 
soprano's  memorable  solos  are 
among  them,  as  well  as  oncjjf  the 
greatest  of  all  recorded  ensem- 
bles— the  finale  to  Forza  del  Des- 
tino  sung  by  Ponselle,  Martinelli, 
and  Pinza.  Another  treasurable 
dip  into  the  past  is  the  Kathleen 
Ferrier  Broadcast  Recital  from 
Norway  (London  LL  1670),  taken 
from  a  tape  made  eight  years  ago, 
in  which  the  lamented  British 
contralto  sings  music  by  Purcell. 
Handel,   and   Hugo  Wolf. 

For  piano  addicts  I  counsel 
a  similar  avoidance  of  the  beaten 
track.  The  combination  to  search 
for  is  inspired  pianism  coupled  to 
relatively  unfamiliar  music.  It  can 
be  found  to  perfection,  I  think,  in 
a  selection  of  Grieg's  Lyric  Pieces 
recorded  by  Walter  Gieseking  last 
year,  just  before  his  death  (Angel 
35450/1).  These  vignettes  range 
from  impressionistic  scene-paint- 
ing to  boisterous  dances.  Giesek- 
ing's  playing  exhibits  his  unique 
command  of  tone  coloration  to  the 
full. 

If  you  prefer  to  give  orches- 
tral recordings,  the  prudent  course 
will  be  to  choose  either  fairly 
old    or    fairly    new    music,    since 


the  Bach-to-Brahms  period  may 
already  be  pretty  thoroughly  rep- 
resented in  a  well  stocked  record 
library.  An  excellent  example  of 
the  sort  of  thing  I  have  in  mind 
is  Stravinsky's  Persephone,  a 
"melodrama"  for  orchestra,  cho- 
rus, tenor,  and  narrator,  which  has 
been  recorded  for  the  first  time. 
This  retelling  of  the  myth  of 
springtime  is  one  of  Stravinsky's 
most  moving  scores,  and  the  re- 
cording under  the  composer's  di- 
rection is  not  likely  to  be  soon 
surpassed    (Columbia  ML  5196). 

In  the  "spoken  word"  field 
the  outstanding  fall  release  is 
Hamlet,  recorded  complete  by  Sir 
John  Gielgud  and  members  of 
London's  Old  Vic  Company  (RCA 
Victor  LM  6404).  Gielgud  re- 
mains the  most  cogent  and  silver- 
voiced  Hamlet  of  our  time. 

Among  the  season's  flood  of 
pop  album  I  was  particularly 
smitten  with  a  large  collection  of 
Cole  Porter  music  on  two  LPs 
played  by  Michel  Legrand  and 
his  orchestra  (Columbia  C2L-4). 
I'll  be  the  first  to  admit  that  Cole 
Porter  without  words  is  theo- 
retically a  pretty  dim  notion,  but 
Legrand's  witty,  original  arrange- 
ments make  the  actual  result 
highly  palatable.  Occasionally  he 
overarranges,  but  his  best  mo- 
ments— the     antiphony     between 


wood  wind  and  brass  in  "Don't 
Fence  Me  In,"  for  instance,  or  the 
delicate  viola-celesta  duet  in 
"Close" — are  very  good.  If  you 
want  to  give  something  in  the 
Continental  line,  you  can't  go 
wrong  with  Sidewalks  of  Rome 
(Liberty  LRP  3066) ,  a  miscellany 
of  popular  Italian  songs  per- 
formed con  amore  by  Rud  Whar- 
ton. Edith  Piaf's  onetime  accom- 
panist, and  his  Musette  Street 
Players. 

British  humor 

A  two-man  revue  which  had 
a  successful  run  in  London  last 
season  has  been  perpetuated  on  a 
record  that  ought  to  be  happily 
relished  by  anyone  who  is  not 
allergic  to  British  humor.  It's 
called  At  the  Drop  of  a  Hat  (An- 
gel 65042),  and  in  it  Michael 
Flanders  and  Donald  Swann  poke 
sly  fun  at  several  eminently  de- 
flatable  contemporary  cults,  in- 
cluding high  fidelity  and  interior 
decoration.  And  for  the  man  who 
likes  to  indulge  a  streak  of  nos- 
talgia there's  nothing  better  than 
7900  in  Hi-Fi  (San  Francisco 
M  33006) ,  a  collection  of  cylinder 
recordings  made  in  the  first 
decade  of  this  century  which 
evoke  the  palmy  days  of  Amer- 
ican vaudeville.  END

It  is  possible,  though  im- 
probable, that  you  have  a  literate 
friend  who  has  not  got  around  to 
reading  this  masterpiece  of  the 
novelist  many  consider  America's 
best.  If  so.  it  is  the  perfect  gift. 
Nobel  Prizes  notwithstanding,  By 
Love  Possessed  is  by  far  the  most 
important  work  of  fiction  that  has 
appeared  since  Mr.  Cozzen's 
Guard  of  Honor  (1948),  and  it 
has  aroused  a  literary  furor  ifti- 
equalled  in  the  last  30  years. 

Three  Hundred  Years  of 
American  Painting,  by  Alex- 
ander Eliot,  art  editor  of  Time 
magazine  and  with  an  introduc- 
tion by  John  Walker,  director  of 
the  National  Gallery.  (Time, 
Inc.,  and  Random  House,  $13.50.) 
Tliis  book  covers  American  paint- 
ers of  every  style  and  genre  from 
llie  17th  century  to  today  and  con- 
tains 2,50  full-color  plates.  No  bet- 
ter introduction  to  the  subject 
could  be  obtained. 

The    Turn    of   the   Tide,    by 

Sir  Arthur  Bryant.  (Doubleday, 
16.95.)  Based  on  the  diaries  of 
Field  Marshal  Lord  Alanbrooke, 
who  was  chief  of  the  British  Im- 
perial Staff  and  Winston  Church- 
ilTs  closest  military  adviser,  it 
tells  the  inside  story  of  Allied 
military  operations  from  1939  to 
1943,  is  the  most  fa.scinating  ac- 
count of  its  kind  yet  published  and 
gives  the  best  portrait  drawn  so 
far  of  the  mighty  Churchill.  It  is 


indispensable  reading  for  any  stu- 
dent of  World  War  II. 

Dreamers  of  the  American 
Dream,  by  Stewart  H.  Hol- 
brook.  (Doubleday,  $5.75.)  This 
volume  of  the  Mainstream  of 
America  Series,  which  is  edited  by 
Lewis  Gannett,  is  devoted  to  ex- 
amination of  the  accomplishments 
and  failures  of  visionaries  who 
tried  to  change  American  society. 
You  will  find  in  it  the  strange 
communal  society  established  at 
Oneida,  N.  Y.,  ax-wielding  Carrie 
Nation,  tax  reformer  Henry 
George,  Coxey's  Army  and  many 
others.  Mr.  Holbrook,  author  of 
The  Age  of  the  Moguls,  writes 
well  and  has  a  subtle  appreciation 
of  the  off-beat  in  history  and  its 
significance  in  social  trends. 

Poets    in    a    Landscape,    by 

Gilbert  Highet.  (Knopf,  $6.50.) 
One  of  the  most  distinguished 
critics  of  our  time  examines  sev- 
en Latin  poets — Catullus,  Vergil, 
Propertius,  Horace.  Tibullus,  Ovid 
and  Juvenal — and  their  poetry 
against  the  background  of  their 
times  in  which  the  Roman  republic 
gave  way  to  empire  and  empire 
gave  way  to  corruption.  Anyone 
who  ever  studied  Latin  or  Roman 
liistory  will  find  this  beautifully 
written  book  a  joy. 

The  Reformation,  by  Will 
Durant.  (Simon  &  Schuster, 
$7.50.)  This  is  the  sixth  install- 
ment of  Mr.  Durant's  Story  of 
Civilization,  and  is  distinguished, 
as  have  been  all  his  works,  by 
lucidity  of  style  that  makes  even 
abstruse  philosophy  palatable  to 
the  average  reader.  It  is  highly 
recommended. 

A  History  of  the  English- 
Speaking  Peoples,  Vol.  HI: 
The  Age  of  Revolution,  by 

Winston  Churchill.  (Dodd,  Mead. 
$6.00.)  In  this  third  volume  of 
his  monumental  work.  Sir  Winston 
continues  to  amaze  us  with  his 
power,   his   grasp   of  history,   his 


trust  that  what  I  say  about  it 
will  not  bring  on  a  sentimental 
revival.  It  was  a  yellow  disc  about 
an  eighth  of  an  inch  thick  and 
the  circumference  of  an  elec- 
trical socket.  When  you  dropped 
it  into  a  socket  and  screwed  in 
the  bulb  or  plug,  it  acted  as  a 
rircuitbreaker,  stopping  the  cur- 
rent a  few  seconds,  letting  it  pass, 
stopping  it  again  and  so  on  into 
the  nijiht. 


THE  SNOWS  OF 

During  the  plague  years  the 
fashion  was  to  insert  a  button  into 
the  line  to  the  tree  lights.  The 
whole  damned  tree  flashed  on  and 
off,  on  and  off,  on  and  off.  It  was, 
in  the  full  New  England  mean- 
ing of  the  word,  a  "sight."  But 
the  epidemic  reached  its  virulent 
peak  in  the  Kimball  house.  It  was 
an  old  three-story  mansion  with 
a  great  many  windows,  and  in  each 
and  every  window  tiiere  was  an 
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ability  to  bring  to  life  the  great 
leaders  of  the  past.  This  volume 
covers  the  years  1688  to  1815  and 
ranges  all  over  the  world. 

Alarms     &     Diversions,     by 

James  Thurber.  (Harper.  $4.50.) 
This  is  a  collection  from  Mr. 
Thurber's  work,  both  prose  and 
drawings,  of  the  last  20  years. 
One-third  of  the  text  has  not  been 
published  previously  in  book 
form.  Included  are  short  stories 
and  essays,  recapitulations  of  two 
notorious  murder  cases  and  his 
devastating  parable  in  pictures. 
The  Last  Floiver,  of  especial  per- 
tinence in  this  year  of  Sputnik. 
Mr.  Thurber  has  no  peer  among 
today's  humorists  and  few  among 
today's  prose  writers. 

The    King    Ranch,    by    Tom 

Lea.  Two  volumes,  boxed.  (Little, 
Brown,  $17.50.)  This  is  the  story 
of  the  fabulous  1,000,000-acre 
King  Ranch  in  Texas.  America's 
greatest  private  domain,  told  and 
illustrated  by  the  brilliant  Texas 
painter  who  became  a  successful 
author,  too,  when  he  wrote  The 
Brave  Bulls.  Mr.  Lea  spent  years 
in  research  on  the  subject,  and  his 
two  volumes  are  required  reading 
for  anyone  interested  in  the 
American  West. 

Connoisseur  Period  Guides, 

edited  by  Ralph  Edwards  and 
L.  G.  G.  Ramsey.  (Reynal  &  Com- 
pany, $8.75  a  volume.)  These  four 
volumes — The  Tudor  Period,  The 
Stuart  Period,  The  Early  Geor- 
gian Period  and  The  Late 
Georgian  Period — will  make  as 
handsome  a  Christmas  present  as 
you  can  find  in  a  bookstore.  Com- 
piled from  the  distinguished  Brit- 
ish magazine  devoted  to  the 
decorative  arts,  and  beautifully 
illustrated,  they  set  the  social 
scenes  of  the  different  periods  and 
describe  the  evolution  of  the  dif- 
ferent architectures  and  interior 
decoration  of  the  periods,  as  well 
as   their   painting,   sculpture   and 


costume.  They  compose  an  in- 
valuable work  of  reference. 

This  Was  Andersonville,  ed- 
ited by  Roy  Meredith.  (McDowell, 
Oblensky,  $12.50.)  For  anyone 
interested  in  the  Civil  War  and 
the  notorious  Confederate  prison 
camp  but  repelled  by  MacKinlay 
Kantor's  fictional  treatment  of  it 
in  Andersonville,  this  book  is  the 
answer.  It  is  taken  from  the  writ- 
ings of  John  McElroy,  a  journal- 
ist, who  was  in  the  first  contingent 
of  Union  prisoners  sent  to  Ander- 
sonville but  managed  to  survive 
all  its  horrors. 

Jubilee,  edited  by  Edward  Weeks 
and  Emily  Flint.  (Atlantic,  $7.50.) 
This  book  marks  the  centennial 
year  of  The  Atlantic  Monthly,  one 
of  the  world's  outstanding  literary 
magazines.  Its  1,200  issues  were 
culled  for  the  best  material,  and 
Jubilee  is  the  result.  Works  of  132 
of  the  finest  authors  of  the  cen- 
tury are  included — among  them 
Holmes,  Thoreau,  Twain,  Brown- 
ing, Hawthorne,  Benet,  Eliot, 
Shaw,  Hemingway,  Marquand, 
Masefield,  Yeats,  Joyce,  to  name 
only  a  few.  A  perfect  bedside  book. 

The  Fall,  by  Albert  Camus. 
(Knopf,  13.00.)  That  the  author 
has  just  received  the  Nobel  Prize 
increases  interest  in  this  French 
intellectual's  ruminations  on  man, 
sin  and  the  universe.  Camus  is 
not  to  everyone's  taste,  but  his  im- 
portance on  the  literary  scene  can- 
not be  denied.  This  is  a  novel  in 
the  form  of  a  monologue. 

Byron,  by  Leslie  A.  Marchand. 
Three  volumes.  (Knopf,  $20.00.) 
This  is  a  monumental  biography, 
10  years  in  the  writing,  of  George 
Gordon,  Lord  Byron,  one  of  the 
most  romantic  figures  in  history 
and  a  poet  of  universal  appeal. 
The  author,  professor  of  English 
at  Rutgers  University,  has  uncov- 
ered a  wealth  of  new  material  and 
produced  a  book  necessary  to 
scholars,  fascinating  to  all.  J.H.D. 
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electric  candle.  If  a  single  button 
had  been  put  into  the  main  circuit, 
so  that  all  the  lights  went  out  and 
came  on  at  the  same  time,  that 
would  have  been  awesome  enough 
for  anybody  .  .  .  for  anybody  but 
the  Kimballs.

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I  think  there  are  sound  arguments 
in  its  favor.  If  the  fireplace  is  in 
the  living-room  with  the  tree,  the 
pleasure  of  ransacking  the  stock- 
ing is  diminisiied  by  the  sight  of 
the  larger  presents  under  the  tree, 
and  a  small  child  can  hardly  get 
it  down  without  turning  on  a  light.

It  was 
cheating,  though  I  forget  why,  to 
put  on   the  light. 

No  Useful  Presents 

The  contents  could  be  almost 
anything.  The  only  requirements 
were  an  orange  in  the  toe  and  an 
absence  of  Useful  Presents.  I  al- 
ways hoped  that  Santa  had  gone 
light  on  the  fruit  and  candy,  and 
heavy  on  the  toys,  but  there  had 
to  be  an  orange  in  the  toe.  I  have 
learned  since  that  this  custom 
dates  back  to  the  days  when 
oranges  were  comparatively  rare 
and  expensive.  By  the  time  I  was 
hanging  up  my  stocking  they  were 
much  too  commonplace  to  be  con- 
sidered a  treat,  but  if  that  orange 
had  not  been  there  I  would  have 
felt  that  Santa  had  slipped  up 
rather  badly.  As  for  Useful  Pres- 
ents, any  right-thinking  child  will 
ajiree  that  a  stocking  is  not  the 
place  for  a  nice  pair  of  mittens. 

The  elusive  train 

After  the  stocking,  the  larger 
prescnls.  The  only  tradition  I  re- 
call about  them  was  a  tradition  all 
my  own,  the  annual  hope  that  I 
would  find  an  electric  train  wait- 
ing for  me  under  the  tree.  Before 
each  Christmas  I  announced  that 
all  I  wanted  was  an  electric  train. 
My  father  explained  that  our 
house  was  on  direct  current,  and 
that  Santa  Claus  (later  himself) 
could  not  be  expected  to  give  me 
both  a  train  and  a  transformer. 
And  on  Christmas  morning  I 
looked  for  a  train  anyway.  What 
1  found  was  a  Flexible  Flyer,  or 
a  model  steam-engine  that  ac- 
tually worked,  or  a  bicycle  with 
a  coaster  brake  .  .  .  something  so 
wonderful  that  the  train  was  for- 
gotten till  next  Christmas.  When 
finally  we  had  alternating  current 
I  was  hoping  for  the  Complete 
Works  of  Edgar  Allan   Poe. 

The  last  ritual  was  Christmas 
dinner.  I  know  that  this,  too, 
should  be  fraught  with  fragrant 
memories,  but  I  must  confess  that 
for  me  it  was  always  an  anti- 
climax. It  had  none  of  the  excite- 
ment of  the  stocking  or  the  pres- 
ents or  even  of  trimming  the  tree. 
Its  menu  was  much  the  same  as 


that  for  Thanksgiving.  And  there 
was  the  phenomenon  of  Great- 
/Vunt  Janet.  We  ate  a  late  breakfast 
on  Christmas  morning,  gave  a  lick 
and  a  promise  to  the  wrapping- 
strewn  living-room,  and  drove  over 
to  grandmother's  house — in  the 
Essex,  not  a  sleigh — for  dinner. 
The  house  teemed  with  aunts  and 
uncles  and  cousins,  but  through 
the  tumult,  or  somehow  over  it, 
sailed  Aunt  Janet. 

After  the  experience  of  Janet, 
dinner  was  only  another  humdrum 
meal.  In  one  hand  she  bore  a  gold- 
tipped  Egyptian  cigarette;  in  the 
other  she  bore  a  gold-decorated 
bottle  of  passion-fruit  cordial;  and 
she  spoke  such  beautiful  English, 
with  no  trace  of  a  New  England 
accent,  that  we  could  scarcely  un- 
derstand her.  I  remember  my 
mother  telling  me,  one  Christmas 
on  the  way  home  in  the  Essex,  that 
Aunt  Janet,  though  her  husband 
was  long  dead,  lived  on  by  choice 
in  Chicago.  Which,  of  course, 
would  explain  almost  anything. 
Probably  this  blot  on  the  'scutch- 
eon was  revealed  to  me  on  the 
same  day  Janet  told  everybody  she 
had  been  given  the  passion-fruit 
cordial  by  Marshal  Foch.  No  doubt 
she  had.  but  as  my  father  re- 
marked to  my  mother,  it  could  not 
be  the  same  bottle  we  had  seen  on 
previous  Christmas  Days  .  .  .  and 
were  to  see.  if  he  had  known,  on  a 
good  many  more.  I  have  been 
brooding  over  the  problem,  and  I 
think  I  know  the  answer:  I  think 
the  kind  marshal  must  have  given 
her  a  whole  case. 


A  guilty  pleasure 

The  last  Christmas  I  spent  at 
home  was  five  years  ago.  There 
was  no  bulging  stocking,  no  trip 
to  grandmother's  house,  but  at 
nightfall  on  Christmas  Eve  it  be- 
gan to  snow,  and  snowed  all  night. 
We  watched  A  Christmas  Carol  on 
television,  opened  our  presents 
with  guilty  pleasure,  and  then  sat 
talking  and  sipping  eggnog  by  the 
lights  of  the  tree.  Christmas  Day 
was  even  more  sparkling  bright 
than  it  was  obliged  to  be.  and  the 
morning  was  spent  all  helping  to 
prepare  the  feast.  When  every- 
thing was  ready,  we  sat  down  to 
drink  a  martini. 

After  a  couple  of  sips,  my 
father  suddenly  put  down  his  glass 
and  walked  over  to  the  barometer. 
In  all  the  bustle  he  had  forgotten 
to  take  his  morning  reading.  Now 
he  tapped  it  once  or  twice,  peered 
at  it  for  a  moment,  and  told  us, 
"It  snowed  last  night."'  He  glanced 
thoughtfully  at  the  world  of  white 
beyond  the  window,  and  then  sat 
down  again  and  raised  his  glass. 
"I  always  do  like  a  white  Christ- 
mas," he  said.  END 
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GIFT  LIST  FOR  EVERYBODY  ELSE  ON  TV

People  in  the  television  busi- 
ness are  no  more  original  or 
efficient  than  anybody  else  when 
it  comes  to  Christmas  shopping. 
A  day  or  two  before  the  holiday, 
the  network  offices  will  be  in  the 
same  shape  as  all  the  other  busi- 
nesses: phones  unattended,  letters 
unanswered,  bills  unpaid — be- 
cause all  the  producers'  secretaries 
will  be  out  scurrying  through  the 
stores,  trying  to  pick  out  presents 
that  their  bosses  never  got  around 
to.  It's  a  wonder  they  ever  manage 
to  get  the  blue  snow  ordered  for 
White  Christmas,  or  the  calypso 
dancers  outfitted  for  Santa  Claus 
Is  Coming  to  Town. 

Murrow's  easy  chair 

Well,  this  year  I've  deter- 
mined to  take  the  extra  load  off 
the  industry's  mind  so  it  can  con- 
centrate on  the  workaday  prob- 
lems of  the  season.  Our  own 
Christmas  shopping  is  under  con- 
trol— we're  giving  green  stamps — 
so  I've  had  time  to  make  out  a  list 
of  gifts  that  I  wish  other  people 
would  give  each  other. 


Ed  Murrow,  for  example, 
needn't  rack  his  brain  about  what 
to  give  Dave  Garroway,  Steve 
Allen  or  any  of  those  other  low- 
budget  operators  who  have  to  do 
their  shows  while  perched  so  un- 
comfortably on  kitchen  stools.  Ob- 
viously they  could  make  good  use 
of  one  of  those  deep,  overpadded 
easy  chairs  from  which  Murrow 
conducts  his  electronic  visits. 

Mind  you.  I've  never  heard  so 
much  as  a  whimper  from  Allen  or 
Garroway  about  the  seating  ac- 
commodations on  their  shows,  but 
I've  noticed  that  their  guests  tend 
to  plant  themselves  rather  ginger- 
ly. Especially  the  ones  in  evening 
clothes.  They  have  the  startled, 
somewhat  embarrassed  look  of  a 
visitor  who  has  arrived  dressed 
for  dinner,  and  found  himself 
called  in  to  the  refrigerator  to 
help  whip  up  a  tuna  fish  salad. 

Another  charitable  gesture 
that  would  seem  appropriate  at 
this  season  would  be  some  new 
phonograph  records  for  the  big 
dramatic  shows.  Orchestral  ar- 
rangements, with  a  whole  lot  of 
different    instruments.    Many    of 


these  programs  have  been  strug- 
gling along  for  years  now  with 
those  solo  harmonicas  and  guitars 
that  give  all  plays  the  mood  of  a 
Sunday  afternoon  in  shanty  town. 
Every  time  you  hear  that  lonely 
mouth  organ  start  to  wail,  you  ex- 
pect a  cast  of  seedy-looking  waifs 
in  torn  knickers  and  center-parted 
haircuts  to  lurch  onto  the  scene. 

Give  a  host 

As  for  the  guitarists,  I  figure 
they  can't  keep  going  much  long- 
er, anyway;  their  mine  of  im- 
provization  has  been  just  about 
worked  dry.  Not  long  ago  I  was 
involved  in  a  program  for  which 
we  hired  a  guitar  to  give  us  the 
Hungarian  national  anthem.  I've 
never  been  sure  we  got  what  we 
paid  for,  because  a  few  weeks 
later  I  heard  him  use  the  same 
tune  on  a  90-minute  Western,  in 
the  scene  where  the  gunfighter 
gets  his  on  the  steps  of  the  saloon. 

The  drama  programs  them- 
selves shouldn't  have  too  much 
trouble  deciding  what  sort  of  pres- 
ents to  send.  There  must  be  some- 


body on  their  lists  who  would  love 
to  get  a  host  for  Christmas,  and  I 
don't  know  of  any  dramatic  show 
that  couldn't  spare  one  very  easily. 

A  host,  of  course,  is  an  other- 
wise unemployed  actor  in  dinner 
clothes  who  comes  on  just  before 
the  opening  commercial  to  tell  you 
that  tonight's  play  is  a  drama  of 
terrifying  suspense,  starring  sev- 
eral worthy  players,  and  that  it 
will  become  visible  after  the  open- 
ing commercial.  Nowadays,  the 
woods  are  just  full  of  hosts,  to  say 
nothing  of  assistant  hosts  and 
deputy  hosts.  In  at  least  one  re- 
corded instance,  a  man  was  in- 
troduced as  "guest  host" — a  so- 
cial position  not  covered  by  any 
known  rules  of  etiquette. 

The  host  is  sometimes  intro- 
duced by  his  host,  the  commercial 
announcer,  who  may  be  intro- 
duced, in  turn,  by  a  program  an- 
nouncer. Program  announcers 
function  only  as  off-camera 
voices;  they  are  never  seen — pre- 
sumably because  they  don't  own 
dinner  clothes. 

Hosts  being  such  a  glut  on

WESTERN  SKI 
ROUND-UP 

Six  skiers  report  on  their  favorite  slopes 


JACKSON  HOLE,   WYOMING 
By  Dorothy  Hoyt  Nebel 

hen  the  snow  leaves  Belleayre,  in  New  York 
State,  where  I  head  the  ski  school,  my  hus- 
band, Charlie,  and  I  take  off  for  a  skiing  vacation  in 
the  West.  We  have  skied  most  of  the  Western  places 
hut  Jackson  Hole  in  the  Tetons  of  Wyoming  is  our 
favorite.  Jackson  is  about  175  miles  north  by  road 
from  the  Union  Pacific  stop  at  Rock  Springs  (Mon- 
days and  Fridays  there  is  a  bus.  taxis  anytime). 
Several  small  iiotels  in  Jackson  stay  open  for  the  skiing  season,  but  we 
always  stay  at  Betty  Woolsey's  Trail  Creek  Ranch  in  Wilson  at  the  foot 
of  Teton  Pass.  Her  place  is  simple,  a  main  house  for  meals  with  sui'- 
rounding  cabins,  but  the  setting  is  lovely — a  clearing  of  pasture  land  at 
the  edge  of  the  forest — and  the  company  is  always  congenial.  Usually 
we  start  off  by  driving  in  to  Jackson  where  there  is  a  fine  chair  lift  on 
Snow  King  Mountain  and  a  good  choice  of  runs — steep  slopes,  smooth 
or  bumpy  as  you  like,  trails  or  open  woods.  After  a  fresh  fall  of  snow 
we  like  to  ski  the  lift  line,  a  1600  foot  drop  in  4000,  and  only  about 
30  feet  wide  so  you  have  to  be  wide  awake  as  you  zoom  around  the 
towers.  One  of  the  real  high  points  of  skiing  at  Betty  Woolsey's  is  the 
trip  to  Granite  Hot  Springs.  You  pack  in.  carrying  your  food  and 
sleeping  bags,  and  then  swim  in  a  beautiful  forest  pool  of  hot  spring 
water  with  the  snow-covered  mountains  towering  above  you.  A  long, 
slow  climb  up  the  mountain  with  skins  on  your  skis  .  .  .  the  wonderful 
peace  of  the  mountain  silence  .  .  .  then  a  descent  in  linked  turns  on 
perfect  corn  snow  .  .  .  and  finally  a  swim  in  warm  water.  Some  days  we 
just  take  it  easy,  eating  lunch  and  sunbathing  on  the  bare  rocks  beside 
the  pool.  And  a  quick  dip  before  bed  really  relaxes  you  for  the  night. 

SQUAW  VALLEY,  CALIFORNIA

The  Squaw  Valley  skiing  season  starts  with  the 
traditional  Turkey  Trophy  race  at  Thanksgiving 
and  ends  on  the  Fourth  of  July  with  the  annual  Mid- 
Summer  Ski  Derby.  February  and  March  are  con- 
sidered the  height  of  the  season,  but  as  soon  as  snow 
flies  and  the  lifts  start  operating,  skiers  flock  to 
!  ^^L^  1  Squaw  Valley.  We  think  it  is  one  of  the  really  well-

V  '  k:^mI    ^^"lili^s  including  beginners  and  experts  all  find  the 

WkU-  1^  ■HIp  right  slopes  here.  There  are  four  rope  tows  for  the 
beginners'  area  on  the  lower  slopes  just  outside  the  lodge.  The  main 
lift  is  a  few  yards  from  the  lodge,  extending  8200  feet  up  the  mountain 
with  three  way  stations.  Beyond  its  upper  terminal,  another  section  of 
aerial  tramway  continues  to  the  top  of  Squaw  Peak,  giving  access  to 
North  Bowl  and  Sun  Bowl  on  the  back  of  the  peak,  and  to  the  steep 
face  of  Headwall,  a  challenge  to  the  best.  There  is  a  lift  which  starts 
near  the  lodge,  going  up  KT-22  for  8200  ft.  with  a  900  ft.  vertical 
rise.  New  this  winter  is  another  3000  ft.  double  chair  lift,  the  first 
of  three  being  constructed  for  the  1960  Olympic  Games.  Accommoda- 
tions are  close  to  the  lodge,  with  rates  to  meet  every  requirement,  rang- 
ing from  dormitories  at  $3  to  suites  at  $26.  A  feature  of  the  resort  is 
a  five-day  "learn  to  ski  special,"  offering  accommodations,  meals,  use 
of  all  lifts  and  tows,  and  ski  lessons.  The  Squaw  Valley  Ski  School  is 
well  known  f»r  its  instruction  in  the  parallel  (French)  technique  of 
skiing.

ASPEN,   COLORADO 

By  Grace  Carter  Lindley 


A  spen  is  more  like  a  European  skiing  town  than 
-'^~*-  any  other  place  in  the  U.  S.  I  think  this  is  be- 
cause it  i.sn't  a  resort  superimposed  on  the  landscape 
hut  a  real  town  full  of  shops,  restaurants,  bars  and 
many  different  places  to  stay — from  quickies  like 
.  Ed's  Beds  to  the  solid  Victorian  comforts  of  the  old 
Jerome  Hotel.  Prices  range  from  a  dollar  a  night  to 
as  much  as  you  wish  to  splurge  in  "Parlor  A"  of  the 
Jerome.  Many  skiers  stay  in  small  establishments 
that  don't  serve  meals,  but  there  are  plenty  of  handy  spots  for  eating. 
Our  favorite  for  breakfasts  and  teas  is  the  Epicure  on  the  corner  near 
the  Jerome.  It's  tiny,  with  a  short  counter  looking  into  the  big  kitchen. 
They  also  serve  a  table  d'hote  dinner  for  a  dollar,  which  is  a  boon  to 
parents  becau.<e  children  can  trot  over  there  alone,  eat  the  simple  one- 
[)late  meal,  and  return  home  unattended. 

Aspen  is  really  heaven  for  teenagers.  They  stroll  in  utter  freedom 
from  siu)p  to  soda  fountain  to  movie  to  rock-and-roll  joint.  And  for 
little  children  it's  a  Pied  Piper  place.  Moppets  aged  seven — this  I 
know — go  off  to  ski  school  quite  alone,  each  a  walking  parka  stuffed 
with  spare  mittens,  chocolate,  Kleenex,  ski  wax.  extra  sweater.  And,  I 
might  add.  the  ski  school  is  surely  one  of  the  best  in  the  world,  as  it 
ougiit  to  i)e  with  such  maestri  as  Fred  Iselin  and  Friedl  Pfeifler.  The 
home  mountain — Ajax  on  the  nfaps.  but  more  often  called  Aspen — is 
300  vertical  feet  of  very  skiable  drop,  backstopped  by  an  exquisite  cir- 
cle of  really  rugged  high  peaks — remote  and  glaciered.  Ajax-Aspen 
and  its  sister  Bell,  are  steep  enough  and  interesting  enough  to  test 
tlie  world's  champions. 

SUN  VALLEY,   IDAHO 
By  Nelson  Bennett 

The  big  news  for  skiers  at  Sun  Valley  is  the  new 
double  chair  lift  on  the  top  third  of  Baldy  Moun- 
tain. The  capacity  of  this  lift — 800  skiers  an  hour — 
added  to  the  capacity  of  the  main  lift  line — 300  skiers 
fif  an  hour — means  ready  access  to  the  best  skiing  ter- 
||  rain  at  .Sun  Valley  with  little  or  no  waiting  in  line. 
I  If  Although  Baldy  Mountain  is  the  goal  of  all  skiers  at 
111  Sun  Valley,  Dollar  Mountain  has  excellent  skiing 
111  for  intermediates  and  beginners.  There  are  no  rope 
—^  -  f  JL»-  tows  at  Sun  Valley,  and  even  the  beginners  have  their 
own  chair  lift  up  novice  hill  or  "Half  Dollar."  The 
ski  school  headed  by  Sigi  Engl  has  more  than  50  instructors  this  win- 
ter. There  are  special  classes  for  children,  with  instructors  carefully 
selected.  A  free  nursery  school  for  children  over  three  is  also  provided 
so  that  parents  may  be  free  for  their  own  skiing.  Sun  Valley  has  two 
hotels,  the  Lodge  and  the  Challenger  Inn.  as  well  as  a  group  of  skiers' 
chalets.  They  are  all  under  the  management  of  the  Union  Pacific  Rail- 
road, and  all  facilities  are  open  to  visitors  no  matter  where  they  stay. 
And  there  are  lots  of  facilities:  swimming  pools,  skating  rinks,  bowl- 
ing, trap  shooting,  and  gay  night  life,  if  your  skiing  can  take  it.  The 
Challenger  Inn  is  less  expensive  than  the  Lodge  and  popular  with  fam- 
ilies with  children  who  like  to  eat  in  the  continental  buffet,  where  there 
is  quick  self  service.  The  chalets  with  their  four  bunk  rooms  are  the 
mosi  popular  accommodations  for  college  students  and  ski  club  groups. 
These  rooms  rent  for  as  little  as  $3  a  night  per  person.  "Learn-to-ski" 
weeks  (January  5-ApriI  5)  offer  another  means  for  inexpensive  ski 
vacations  in  the  Valley.  For  a  flat  rate  a  skier  gets  room  and  meals  for 
a  week,  six  days  of  ski  instruction  and  unlimited  use  of  the  ski  lifts. 
.Sun  Valley  is  reached  by  the  streamliners  of  the  Union  Pacific  to 
Shoshone,  Idaho,  where  passengers  are  picked  up  by  Sun  Valley  buses. 
It  may  also  be  reached  by  the  United  Air  Line  to  Twin  Falls,  Idaho, 
and  by  private  planes  to  Hailey,  Idaho,  12  miles  from  Sun  Valley. 
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ALTA,  UTAH

Aha,  just  an  hour's  drive  from  Salt  Lake  City,  is 
-  a  wonderful  skiing  spot  for  us  because  it's  such 
a  good  family  resort.  Last  March  we  took  the  three 
oldest  boys,  12.  9  and  7,  but  this  year  we  also  plan 
to  take  the  younger  two.  There  is  a  very  gentle  nur- 
sery slope  right  in  front  of  the  Alta  Lodge,  where 
we  stayed,  and  because  the  lodges  are  down  long 
ramps  from  the  highway  you  don't  have  to  worry 
about  cars.  Alf  Engen,  who  heads  the  ski  school  at 
Alta.  is  really  interested  in  teaching  children;  he  has  a  boy  of  his 
own  who  looks  like  a  coming  champion.  Another  good  thing,  for  chil- 
dren at  least,  is  that  Alta  is  so  quiet.  In  the  old  days  of  silver  mining  it 
was  a  town  of  5000,  but  now  it  is  just  four  lodges  (Alta,  Rustler,  Per- 
uvian and  Snow  Pine ) .  a  few  private  chalets  and  the  Wasatch  Forest 
Ranger  Station.  Most  evenings  there  will  be  a  square  dance  or  a  ski 
movie  in  one  of  the  lodges — you  visit  around — but  there's  no  night  life 
and  the  general  atmosphere  is  simple.  Only  people  who  really  like  to 
ski,  and  who  love  unspoiled  mountain  beauty,  come  to  Alta.  Alta  is 
famous  for  its  "deep  powder" — it  has  a  long  season  (Thanksgiving  to 
early  May),  heavy  snowfall,  and  very  dry  air.  The  lifts  are  good  and, 
comparatively,  not  expensive.  There  are  no  long  hikes  or  bus  rides  to 
get  to  the  lift.  You  put  on  your  skis  in  the  morning  and  ski  to  the  lift. 
Coming  home,  there  are  little  rope  tows  that  haul  you  back  to  your 
lodge.  There  is  a  pleasant  shelter  up  the  mountain,  between  the  two 
main  lifts,  where  you  can  get  a  light  lunch  or  rest  between  runs  on  a 
sunny  terrace.  There  is  good  "touring"  at  Alta,  especially  the  trip  over 
to  the  neighboring  resort  of  Brighton.  You  go  over  by  one  route,  have 
lunch  at  the  Alpine  Rose  Lodge  in  Brighton,  then  ride  up  the  Brighton 
lift  and  ski  back  to  Alta  by  a  different  route.  Sunday  is  the  day  for 
"touring,"  when  the  Alta  slopes  are  crowded  with  skiers  up  for  the 
day  from  Salt  Lake  City.  On  weekdays,  it  is  never  jammed — the  total 
capacity  of  all  four  lodges  is  only  about  250.  And  it  is  a  high  country. 
The  lodges  are  at  about  8700  feet,  and  you  ski  up  another  2000.  This 
crives  you  good  open  slopes,  but  scattered  tongues  of  timber  run  up  to 
the  passes,  so  there  is  protection  from  the  wind. 


SUGAR  BOWL,   CALIFORNIA 

By  Dorothea  Walker 

Sugar  Bowl,  190  miles  north  and  east  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, is  one  mile  west  of  Donner  Summit,  41 
miles  west  of  Reno.  It  is  a  ski  village  (26  private 
houses  and  a  ski  lodge)  in  the  upper  reaches  of  the 
Sierra  Nevada  Mountains,  accessible  only  by  over- 
head tramway  (the  Magic  Carpet).  There  are  two 
rope  tows  and  two  double  chair  lifts,  a  1200  foot  drop 
on  Mt.  Disney,  a  1600  foot  drop  on  Mt.  Lincoln,  and 
^  no  waiting  lines.  It  claims  the  best  ski  school  in  the 
far  west  and  one  of  the  best  in  the  country,  led  by  Luggi  Foeger,  former- 
ly of  St.  Anton,  Austria.  The  season  opens  December  13.  You  can  ex- 
pect waist-deep  powder  snow  in  January  and  February,  five  sunny  days 
out  of  seven  in  March  and  April.  March  is  the  best  all-round  bet  for 
good  weather  and  ski  conditions.  The  average  snowfall  a  season  is 
14  feet  and  the  temperature  never  gets  below  zero.  All  slopes  are  open. 
Spring  brings  exceptionally  good  skiing  conditions.  There  is  no  so- 
called  season  but  accommodations  are  booked  well  in  advance  for  New 
Year  and  Easter  weeks.  Skiers  come  mostly  from  San  Francisco  Bay 
area.  The  householders  are  San  Franciscans.  Some  will  rent  their  houses 
furnished  at  |10  per  day  per  person.  Weasels  (tractor-like  conveyances) 
deliver  groceries,  haul  laundry  and  baggage,  take  non-skiing  guests  on 
short  excursions.  Prices  in  the  lodge  range  from  $12  a  day  for  balcony 
room  with  private  bath  (single)  to  $3  a  day,  dormitory.  The  lodge 
offers  movies,  ping  pong,  and  bingo.  Householders  entertain  at  out-of- 
door  buffet  luncheons,  picnics  on  Mt.  Lincoln,  buffet  dinner  parties,  tea 
and  cocktail  parties.  There  is  an  air  of  informal  gaiety  but  almost 
everyone  goes  to  bed  early.  The  Sugar  Bowl  attracts  dedicated  skiers.

the  drama  shows,  I'm  sure  it 
would  be  all  right  with  the  view- 
ers if  Climax,  for  example,  gave 
somebody  William  Lundigan  for 
Christmas,  or  if  Suspicion  wanted 
to  send  Dennis  O'Keefe  across 
town  in  holly-printed  wrappings. 
I  mean,  it's  something  we  could 
probably  get  used  to,  because 
most  of  us  were  brought  up  any- 
way on  movies  or  the  theatre, 
where  nobody  did  anything  for 
you  except  to  tear  your  ticket  in 
half  and  show  you  where  the  seats 
were.  You  had  to  figure  out  for 
yourself  what  kind  of  drama  it 
was,  and  that,  actually,  was  not 
too  hard,  once  you  managed  to  get 
the  hang  of  it. 

Of  course,  if  you're  giving  a 
host  for  Christmas,  you  want  to 
send  him  to  somebody  who'll  ap- 
preciate him — say,  to  a  panel 
show  or  a  variety  show,  where 
be  can  be  put  to  use  as  a  guest. 
Normally,  a  guest  is  a  man  with 
a  program  of  iiis  own  coming  up 
later  in  the  week,  or  else  one  with 
a  new  movie  just  released,  a  new 
play  just  opening,  a  new  book  just 
published,  or  a  new  recipe  soon  to 
be  premiered  at  Ruby  Foo's  Chi- 
nese restaurant  in  New  York.  The 
nice  thing  about  this  Christmas 
gift  is  that  it  would  be  an  unusual 
kind  of  guest.  I'm  sure  Perry 
Como  or  II  hat's  My  Line?  would 


be  delighted  to  have  a  visitor  who. 
when  introduced,  could  say,  "No, 
I'm  not  doing  a  thing  right  now. 
Just  happened  to  have  a  little  time 
to  kill,  and  figured  the  exposure 
wouldn't  do  me  any  harm." 

_  I  even  have  a  couple  of 
smashing  gift  ideas  for  sponsors. 
Inexpensive.  too,  because  it 
amounts  to  a  simple  exchange  of 
goods.  The  headache-remedy  peo- 
ple, for  instance,  miglit  send  a  box 
of  their  pills  over  to  the  girl  who 
demonstrates  dull,  stringy  hair  on 
the  wave-set  commercials.  Actual- 
ly, as  far  as  I  can  see.  there's  noth- 
ing wrong  with  her  hair;  it's  just 
that  pained,  pinched  expression 
she  wears  that  makes  her  unat- 
tractive. Get  her  out  from  under 
that  migraine  and  you'd  be  sur- 
prised what  a  fine  looking  girl  she 
really  is. 

In  return,  tlie  wave-set  people 
might  ship  one  of  their  kits — suit- 
ably gift-wrapped,  of  course — to 
the  housewife  all  knotted  up  witii 
pain  in  the  nagging-headache 
message.  If  you  ask  me.  her  trou- 
ble is  all  in  her  mind;  she  has 
simply  let  her  appearance  go.  and 
she  knows  it.  while  messing 
around  in  the  kitchen.  Just  let  her 
get  that  frizzy  hairdo  out  of  her 
eyes  and  I'll  bet  she'd  perk  up 
considerably. 

Come  to  think  of  it,  for  the 


really  distinguished  gift,  why  not 
send  a  sponsor — I'm  sure  the  old- 
movie  programs  can  spare  a  few. 
They  all  have  dozens  of  sponsors 
standing  around,  jostling  each 
other  for  elbow  room  in  between 
segments  of  the  movie.  Sometimes 
the  movie  itself  gets  in  the  way, 
sort  of  slows  down  the  snappy 
pace  built  up  by  one  commercial 
after  another.  I  think  everybody 
might  be  happier  if  the  programs 
sent  a  few  of  their  sponsors,  say, 
to  some  of  the  Sunday-afternoon 
current-affairs  o  r  discussion 
shows,  where  the  performers  have 
to  go  on  cold,  without  an  impor- 
tant message  about  soap,  beer  or 
home  appliances  to  grab  the  view- 
er's attention.  It  ought  to  work 
out  fine  for  the  sponsors,  too,  be- 
cause over  there  they'd  have  those 
long  uninterrupted  minutes  of 
nothing  but  program,  building  up 
suspense   for   the  commercials. 


Well,  those  network  secre- 
taries can  stay  in  the  office  this 
year,  where  they  belong,  address- 
ing the  gift  tags,  tying  the  ribbons, 
and  prettying  themselves  up  for 
the  office  party.  I  wish  I  could  be 
there  on  Christmas  morning  when 
the  packages  are  opened,  to  see 
all  the  delighted  faces  up  and 
down  Madison  Avenue.  END

The  sprue-  and  holly  wreaths,  garlands  and  arches  are  mounted  on  a 
metal  framework  which  can  he  lu-nl  with  or.linary  pliers.  If  vou  nee.l  to 
sever  the  metal,  use  h.-ax  y  wire  .utters  or  a  hacksaw,  hut  the  wide  range 
of  sizes  should  ,-liminate  this.  The  trellis-like  fram.work  may  he  hooked 
to  nails  in  woodwork  or  to  jifl^  hangers  on  plasfr  walls.  (For  plaster,  use 
a  light  .onstruclion.  plenty  of  hangers.)  Although  made  to  last,  these 
decorations  are  lifelike  enough  to  he  -omhin.-d  with  real  evergreens.

For  a  brunch  party,  wire  the  grapes  in  3  colors  to  small  holly 
trees  (with  candles  removed)  as  sideboard  decoration,  put 
individual  centerpieces  of  grapes,  white  birds  on  small  tables.

OPEN  HOUSE  PARTY 

To  suit  the  simplicity  of  a  contemporary  living  room,  left,  spruce 
tree  and  wreaths  are  decorated  with  red  berries,  apples,  white  birds.

Materials  as  humble  as  the  wood  and  straw  of  the  manger  were  used  to  create  these  enchanting  yuletide  figures.  Designed 
in  the  mood  of  contemporary  art,  the  exquisite  angels  on  the  page  opposite  were  made  from  tongue  depressors,  ice  cream 
sticks,  wooden  balls  (for  heads)  and  pipe  cleaners,  all  stapled  and  glued  together.  Bits  of  gold  paper  lace  and  ribbon  lend 
the  look  of  professional  elegance,  appearing  as  golden  hair,  crowns,  and  robe  trimming.  Yet,  not  one  of  the  angels  costs  more 
than  25  cents  to  make.  These  and  other  Christmas  symbols,  made  of  the  same  simple  elements,  can  be  used  effectively  as 
decoration  anywhere  in  your  home.  Painted  to  blend  with  individual  room  schemes,  they  can  be  grouped  to  form  a 
seraphic  scene  over  a  sideboard  or  on  a  fireplace  wall.  You  may  hang  them  as  tree  ornaments  or  arrange  them  with  candles 
as  a  dramatic  centerpiece  for  a  holiday  buffet  or  seated  dinner.  On  a  day  when  you  feel  equipped  with  the  patience  of  an 
angel  yourself,  you  might  put  your  youngsters  to  work  on  decorations  the  family  will  cherish  over  the  years.  Instructions 
for  making  these  and  delightful  Christmas  wrappings  from  the  same  sort  of  materials  are  on  the  following  pages.

ow  you  make 
and  use  angel  decorations 


The  series  of  sketches  at  the  left  shows  how  to  construct  an  angel  and  gives 
the  basic  technique  for  endless  variations  of  Christmas  figures  your  family 
can  create.  Nimble  hands  can  fashion  trees,  reindeer  heads,  Santa  Claus, 
even  a  l)ird  design.  Before  cutting  the  tongue  depressors  and  ice  cream 
sticks  (for  clipping  wings,  rounding  edges),  soak  them  in  water  for  five 
minutes.  This  will  soften  the  wood  and  keep  it  from  splitting.  The  tools  you 
use  are  important  for  a  finished  effect  and  for  saving  time.  A  stapler  works 
well.  You  can  use  either  casein  glue  or  regular  household  cement.  Serrated 
scissors  give  a  professional  look  in  work  with  metal  foil.  Any  type  or  design 
of  braid,  ribbon,  gold  rick-rack,  stars  or  paper  lace  is  suitable  for  trim- 
ming, gives  the  angels  individuality  and  a  touch  of  your  own  personality.

Effective  Christmas  decorations  require  thoughtful  planning.  Scale  is  an 
important  consideration,  for  one  truly  exciting  decoration  has  more  impact 
than  three  or  four  mediocre  arrangements.  It  is  better  to  err  on  the  over- 
size rather  than  the  undersize  decoration.  A  perfect  tree,  trimmed  with  only 
a  few  ornaments,  might  well  be  the  focal  point,  for  it  is  beautiful  in  its 
simplicity.  You  may  find  that  a  simple  grouping  of  dried  plant  materials  or 
evergreen  boughs,  combined  with  gold  stars  and  a  trio  of  angels,  is  all  the 
decoration  your  living  room  requires.  For  a  dining  room,  the  angels  lend 
themselves  to  imaginative  scenes  over  a  sideboard.  On  the  page  opposite,  they 
are  used  as  a  centerpiece  with  a  small  iron  candelabrum  that  holds  seven 
candles.  Grouped  in  this  manner,  the  kneeling  and  standing  angels  suggest  the 

ancient  Swedish  custom   of  St.   Lucia   and   fiie  traditional   festival   of   light.

Elaborately  wrapped  gift  packages  take  hours  to  create,  seconds  to  tear  apart.  Some  of  the  wrappings  on  the 
opposite  page  have  unbreakable  decorations,  which  can  be  preserved  to  adorn  the  whole  house.  Gift  wrapping 
materials  need  not  be  lavish,  but  the  effects  you  create  can  be.  Such  mundane  things  as  paper  clips,  metal- 
rimmed  tags — even  notebook  stickers,  red-rimmed  labels  and  pai)er  plates — can  be  transformed  into  fasci- 
nating ornaments.  If  the  design  is  kept  flat,  the  trimming  is  ideal  for  packages  that  must  be  mailed  or  toted. 
Youngsters  can  stick,  paste,  glue  and  pat  notebook  stickers  into  storybook  animal  shapes,  or  wrap  brightly  col- 
ored yarn  around  cardboard  figures.  By  bending  four  metal-rimmed  tags,  gluing  them  together  and  adding 
colorful  lace  trim,  you  can  create  shimmering  package  ornaments  and  move  them  to  the  tree  after  the  pack- 
ages are  opened.  Contrive  charming  effects  with  the  multitude  of  pressed-out  stars  and  gold  paper  medallions 
that  are  available.  Best  way  to  find  what  a  material  can  or  cannot  do  is  to  begin  playing  with  it.  Two-ply 
Strathmore  paper,  cut  in  inch-wide  strips,  suddenly  will  fall  into  a  design.  Then  all  you  do  is  staple  it  in  place.

DRAMATIZE  YOUR  GIFTS 


You  put  a  bit  of  yourseft'into  Christmas  when  you  make 
your  own  gift  wrappings,  for  you  give  your  own  time 
and  effort.  If  there  is  any  secret  to  successful  gift  wrap- 
ping, it  is  the  use  of  unusual  colors  and  designs  on  a 
neatly  wrapped  box.  Rubber  cement  makes  the  most  satis- 
factory closing  if  you  are  using  tissue  paper,  and  for 
metal  foil  or  other  heavy  papers,  sticking  tape  is  best. 
The  Christmas  t|see  with  snow-laden  boughs  at  the  top  of 
the  opposite  page  was  made  from  the  edges  of  6-inch 
white  paper  plates,  trimmed  with  gold  paper  lace  and 
topped  with  a  pressed  gold  star.  The  reindeer  head  on 
the  bright  blue  package  is  the  basic  tongue-depressor 
form,  inverted,  and  with  ears  and  antlers  added.  The 
angel  in  the  red  robe  was  fashioned  from  cardboard 
wrapped  with  red  yarn,  while  the  hunch  of  grapes  was 
created  from  graduated  sizes  of  metal-rimmed  tags.  Orna- 
ments on  the  green  package  were  made  from  four  tags 
bent  in  the  middle,  glued  together  and  trimmed  with  gold 
medallions  suspended  on  gold  tord.  Strathmore  paper 
strips  form  the  bird  with  the  generous  tail  and  the  grace- 
ful ornament  on  the  mauve  package  next  to  it.  Surveying 
the  gifts  is  an  angel  made  from  a  Danish  paper  lamp- 
shade, her  head  a  wooden  bead,  her  wings  gold  metal  foil, 
her  pleated  robe  trimmed  with  gold  medallions  and  a 
pressed  gold  star.

House   and   site   are   virtually   one   .    .    . 

The  plot  plan  at  right  (black  area  shows  the  house)  epitomizes  one  of 

the  surest  skills  of  modern  architecture:  the  wise  use  of  land.  Even  on  the 

smallest  of  sites,  there  is  room  for  superior  design 

and  abundant  living  facilities.  Certainly,  no  neater  economy 

of  space  could  be  imagined  than  the  use  this  Seattle  house  makes 

of  its  60'  wide  site;  in  fact,  it  barely  fits  inside  the  lot  lines. 

Yet,  as  these  pages  show,  it  combines  complete  privacy  and  rich  variety. 


.    .    .    the   facade   expresses   a   modern   dignity   .    . 

Viewed  from  a  distance,  this  house  presents  a  well  ordered 

and  inviting  fagade.  But  it  keeps  secret  the  plan  behind  the  wall. 

lliough  the  house  stands  close  to  the  street,  its  peace  and  quiet 

are  insured  by  the  windowless  walls,  the  carport  and,  at  right, 

a  garage.  The  narrow  plot  slopes  downward  to  the  north; 

this  makes  practical  a  two-story  bedroom  unit  behind  carport. 


.    .    .    and   past   the   entrance,   the   unexpected 

The  entrance  doors  open,  not  to  the  house  itself,  but  to  an 

entrance  foyer.  Ascending  the  two  steps  shown  at  left, 

one  unexpectedly  encounters  the  delightful  courtyard,  opposite  page. 

This  sunny  spot  is  bounded  on  all  sides  by  the  house — by  the  covered 

walk  at  left,  the  dining  room  at  the  far  end,  the  kitchen-family  room 

wing  at  right,  and  by  the  garage  and  entrance  foyer 

on  street  side.

Comfort  and  formality 

thrive  together 

When  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  Wanamaker,  the  owners  of 
this  house,  first  approached  their  architects,  they  told 
them  they  wanted  a  feeling  of  spaciousness,  privacy  and  a 
minimum  of  hall  area.  "And  most  of  all."  they  added,  "we'd 
like  an  architectural  gem."  The  plan  below  shows  how  their 
wishes  were  fulfilled.  Spaciousness  is  gained  in  several  ways. 
Behind  the  entrance  foyer  is  the  large  interior  courtyard, 
accessible  from  the  dining  room  and  family  room.  At  the 
rear,  the  living  room  has  a  large  window  wall  overlooking 
a  terrace  and  the  house's  only  broad  view— of  the  fairways 
of  a  golf  course.  As  for  privacy,  the  exterior  walls  themselves 
serve  to  screen  most  street  traffic.  The  small  garden  opposite 
the  courtyard  is  shielded  from  neighbor  and  street  by  a 
fence.  Indoors,  there  is  individual  privacy  for  the  family. 
The  bedrooms  are  well  apart  from  the  living  area  and  on 
two  levels;   the  ground  Worn  guest  suite  even  has  a  small 
kitchen.  The  family  room  (see  plan  and  the  picture  at  right ) 
was  planned  with  only  one  indoor  entrance— through  the 
kitchen— to  encourage  its  use  as  an  informal  family  retreat.

CHAPTER 


Tradition  up  to  date 

The  art  of  combining  contemporary  seating  pieces 

with  period  furniture  for  modern  con  fort 


Open  plans,  light-flooded  interiors  and  an  informal  way  of  living  have  changed  our 
approach  to  decorating  with  traditional  furniture.  In  October  H&G  showed  how  to  bring 
tradition  up  to  date  with  contemporary  backgrounds  and  arrangements.  In  this  issue  we 
concentrate  on  comfort.  Comfort  as  we  enjoy  it  today  is  vastly  different  from  the  18th 
century,  described  on  page  63,  when  lounging  would  have  been  considere;^  undignified. 
We  value  relaxation  as  highly  as  beauty,  and  our  decorating  schemes  should  qualify  on 
both  counts.  To  accomplish  this  requires  skilful  mixing.  Modern  sofas  and  chairs  which 
conform  to  the  human  figure  as  a  slipper  to  the  foot  can  be  used  as  the  key  to  com- 
fort in  every  room  of  the  house.  Because  of  their  trimly  tailored  lines  and  light  scale 
they  can  be  combined  with  furniture  of  other  periods.  To  achieve  balance  and  unity,  the 
goal  of  good  decoration,  it  is  important  to  choose  pieces  which  harmonize  in  line  and 
scale  with  your  antiques.  The  variety  of  styles  available  today,  many  of  which  can  trace 
tiieir  ancestry  to  period  pieces,  makes  this  possible.  The  object  of  the  following  pages  is 
to  guide  you  in  selecting  appropriate  types  of  seating  pieces  for  your  rooms  and  needs. 


Comfort  for 
the  living  room 


Comfort  to  one  generation  meant  the  spindle  back 
settle,  to  another  the  wing  chair,  to  another  the 
Recamier  couch.  Characteristic  of  20th  century  comfort  is 
the  long,  broad,  low  sofa  in  all  its  variations.  Simple  pieces 
without  such  superfluous  ornamentation  as  nailheads  or 
fringe  are  good  any  place.  With  heavily  carved  17th  cen- 
tury furniture  you  can  use  extreme  contemporary  pieces.

If  you  have  a 
majority  of  dark  woods  in  the  room  you  may  feel  the  need 
of  a  strong  solid  color  on  your  main  seating  piece  to  act  as 
a  balance  of  power  for  the  brown  tones.

The  basic  simplicity  of  this  room  brings  out  the  elegance  of  choice  antiques.  Instead 
of  masking  the  beauty  of  their  furniture  with  too  much  fussiness,  the  owners  chose 
white  waifs  and  a  white  marble  floor  which  permit  them  to  be  seen  in  a  fresh,  gay 
atmosphere.  The  fabric  used  at  the  windows  and  on  Louis  XV  bergeres  has  a  white  back- 
ground printed  in  a  green  floral  motif.  The  sofa  was  purposely  covered  in  solid  green 
rather  than  tiie  print  to  minimize  its  size.  (This  piece  had  to  have  enough  "weight" 
to  serve  as  the  nucleus  of  a  grouping  standing  away  from  the  walls.)  It  is  a  con- 
temporary design  but  has  softly  rounded  lines  that  complement  the  curves  of  the 
antiques.  The  rug  is  also  contemporary  in  design  and  color  but  has  the  feeling  of 
an  Auhusson  usually  found  in  rooms  which  are  predominantly  French  18th  century.

Because  of  its  personal  character  the  bedroom  is  a  natural  place  to 
express  the  desire  for  variety  in  decoration.  To  avoid  the  monot- 
ony of  matched  pieces  you  can  combine  beloved  antiques  with  modern 
beds,  which  are  the  ultimate  in  comfort.  There  are  contemporary  head- 
boards, many  restyled  from  traditional  types  and  compatible  with 
whatever  style  of  furniture  predominates  in  the  room.  The  camouflaged 
bed  is  the  solution  for  bed-sitting  rooms.  Although  the  idea  is  not  new,  to- 
day we  have  beds  that  serve  as  sofas  and  need  not  be  hidden  in  a  niche 
or  closet.  The  platform  bed  is  one  example ;  to  many  it  may  seem  informal 
but  it  is  elegant  enough  to  go  with  antiques  by  virtue  of  its  simplicity.

Today  you  can  mix  chairs,  tables  and  chests  of  different  periods  if 
the  pieces  are  compatible  in  finish  and  line.  In  today's  homes  where  dining 
space  is  often  integrated  with  living  areas,  dining  chairs  are  called  upon 
to  serve  as  extra  seats  for  games  or  conversation.  Since  they  must  be  sturdy 
and  lightweight — and  antique  chairs  are  costly  to  put  in  first-class  condi- 
tion— the  solution  lies  in  the  contoured  comfort  of  contemporary  design. 
You  can  mix  modern  and  antique  pieces  which  balance  each  other  in  de- 
sign and  in  purpose.  Pieces  with  heavy  cabriole  legs  will  go  with  straight- 
lined  pieces.  The  patina  of  a  Regency  rosewood  cabinet  harmonizes  with 
a  highly  polished  modern  finish.  Contrast  in  style  and  wood  tones  gives  vari- 
ety to  small  space  which  will  not  accommodate  too  many  colors  or  patterns.

The  Great  Age 
in  Design 

for  Living 

It  also  discovered 

an  American  architectural  talent 

that  is  flourishing  today

"How  much  we  are  excelled  by  those  in  Europe!"  exclaimed 
young  Edward  Shippen  in  an  abashed  and  envious  mood 
when  he  reported  his  first  encounter  with  the  splendors  of 
Georgian  London  in  1749.  Yet  not  long  after,  his  father's 
friend  Benjamin  Franklin,  also  writing  from  London,  ex- 
pressed in  maturer  vein  to  Charles  Willson  Peale  his  firm 
conviction  that  "the  Arts  have  always  travelled  westward, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  of  their  flourishing  hereafter  on  our 
side  of  the  Atlantic,  as  the  number  of  wealthy  inhabitants 
shall  increase,  who  may  be  able  and  willing  suitably  to  re- 
ward them;  since  from  several  instances,  it  appears  that  our 
people  are  not  deficient  in  genius."' 

The  opinions  of  these  two  Philadelphians  strikingly  re- 
veal the  opposing  points  of  view  that  have  characterized 
American  attitudes  toward  the  arts  from  the  18th  century  to 
our  own  day.  The  former  may  be  called  the  colonial  and  the 
latter  the  American  state  of  mind:  the  one  is  imitative,  tra- 
ditional, and  aristocratic;  the  other  is  self-reliant,  original, 
and  usually  democratic. 

The  dictum  of  Hosea  Bigelow  notwithstanding,  history 
never  "runs  smooth  es  grease,"  and  nothing  is  further  re- 
moved from  the  truth  than  the  common  belief  that  the  18th 
century  was  decorous,  stately,  and  calm.  In  Europe  it  opened 
in  war  and  in  war  it  closed ;  and  in  between  men  lived  through 
four  global  conflicts  and  two  world-shaking  revolutions.  Clas- 
sic ideas  crumbled  under  romantic  attacks.  Contests  for  men's 
minds  were  almost  as  familiar  then  as  now.  In  the  American 
colonies  the  hundred  years  that  opened  with  the  witchcraft 
frenzy  in  Massachusetts  ended  with  the  apparent  triumph  of 
enlightenment  symbolized  by  the  election  of  Thomas  Jefferson 
to  the  Presidency.  The  decorum  of  the  age  seems  to  have  been 
merely  a  surface  matter,  glcssing  the  restless,  seething  temper 
underneath.  Challenge  and  change  were  in  the  air. 

During  the  preceding  century,  as  pointed  out  in  the  pre- 
vious article  in  this  series,  colonial  Americans  devoted  all

their  energies  to  wresting  a  living  from  the  land  and  sea  in  the 
new  environment.  Stark  necessity  dictated  that  the  enjoyment 
of  the  amenities  of  life  be  postponed,  and,  in  consequence, 
medieval  styles  still  prevailed  as  late  as  1700.  What  happened 
along  the  Atlantic  seaboard  by  1770  to  give  validity  to  Frank- 
lin's brilliant  perception  that  the  arts  were  crossing  the  ocean? 

The  answer,  in  a  word,  lies  in  GROWTH — a  dynamic 
development  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  the  western 
world.  Benjamin  Franklin  pointed  out  that  the  colonial  popu- 
lation doubled  itself  every  25  years.  From  a  mere  210,000  in 
1700  it  rose  to  2,500,000  in  1776,  and  by  1800  to  5,300,000. 
Compared  with  this  vast  and  rapid  accretion,  the  barbarian 
invasions  of  the  Roman  Empire  appear  puny.  Thus  in  the 
first  half  of  the  period  with  a  well-nigh  dazzling  speed  the 
Scotch-Irish,  Germans,  Dutch,  and  French  grafted  on  a  basi- 
cally English  stock  attained  maturity  as  a  new  breed,  the 
American;  and  in  1776  they  stood  ready  to  create  "a  nation 
where  none  before  hath  stood." 

Growth  in  numbers  induced  a  remarkable  expansion  of 
settlement  and  agriculture  that  extended  to  the  AUeghenies 
by  the  outbreak  of  the  War  for  Independence  and  far  into  the 
Ohio  Valley  by  1800.  The  country,  blessed  by  nature  with  a 
fruitful  soil  and  limitless  resources,  underwent  a  steady  ex- 
ploitation by  this  energetic  people.  Agricultural  surpluses  of 
tobacco,  rice,  grains,  and  meats  provided  the  colonial  mer- 
chants with  the  means  to  purchase  articles  from  England, 
and  also  brought  about  the  growth  of  seaports.  Large  for 
their  time,  these  first  American  cities  turned  out  to  be  one  of 
the  wonders  of  the  18th  century,  and  Philadelphia,  with 
40,000  inhabitants,  in  1776  outnumbered  any  city  in  England 
except  London. 

As  population  and  settlement  expanded,  colonial  society 
rapidly  piled  up  wealth.  The  average  man  lived  far  above  the 
level  of  his  European  fellows,  and  fortune  favored  a  few  mer- 
chants and  planters  with  riches  that  permitted  them  to  coalesce 
into  a  distinct  upper  class.  All  the  colonists  readily  accepted 
the  idea  of  a  hierarchy  of  social  ranks  as  the  normal  and 
proper  arrangement  for  persons  in  society;  they  merely  de- 
manded an  opportunity  to  rise  if  their  talents  and  achieve- 
ments made  this  possible.  Aristocracy  in  America  reached  its 
apogee  between  1750  and  1800;  its  gentlemen  and  ladies 
constituted  the  Old  Regime  of  the  New  American  society. 

Under  the  aegis  of  this  gentry,  taste  was  imported  to  the 
western  shores  of  the  Atlantic.  Many  provincial  nabobs  had 
visited  Britain  and  viewed  its  upper-class  mode  of  life;  a  few, 
like  Dr.  John  Morgan  and  Samuel  Powel  (who  called  on 
Voltaire  and  the  Pope  on  one  journey),  essayed  the  Grand 
Tour,  but  all,  whether  from  impressions  at  first  hand  or  from 
perusing  books  and  gazing  at  prints  and  models,  passionately 
desired  to  practice  the  cult  of  elegance  in  the  manner  of  the 
English  gentry.  Had  not  a  former  Philadelphian,  James, Ralph, 
told  Londoners  that  "no  man  can  properly  be  styled  a  gentle- 
man who  has  not  made  use  of  every  opportunity  to  enrich  his 
own  capacity  and  settle  the  elements  of  taste,  which  he  may 
improve  at  his  leisure"? 

Colonial  taste  was  born  of  imitation  by  those  who,  like 
Edward  Shippen,  had  been  overwhelmed  and  impressed  by 
the  superiority  of  Europe  and  ( Continued  on  page  135  ) 
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H  &  G's  New  Dictionary  of  Design.  Part  11: 

18th  CENTURY 


The  18th  century  was  a  decorative-arts  century,  one  of  the  richest  the  world  has  known.  People 
were  ready  for  the  comforts  of  furniture  and  houses  designed  to  reflect  the  elaborate  social 
customs  of  the  day.  The  fashion  pendulum  swung  from  the  early  flamboyant  baroque  to  the 
exuberant  rococo  of  the  mid-1 700s  and  on  to  the  simplicity  and  discipline  of  neo-classicism. 
Designers  and  craftsmen  came  into  their  own,  and  four  great  names  from  England  alone  are 
widely  honored  to  this  day:  Thomas  Chippendale,  the  brothers  Adam,  George  Hepplewhite 
and  Thomas  Sheraton.  A  new  tradition  of  taste  was  firmly  established.  Styles  were  naryed  for 
the  reigns  of  the  period,  Anne  and  the  Georges  in  England,  the  Regence,  Louis  XV,  XVI  in 
France,  as  well  as  for  the  craftsmen  who  created  them.  For  the  most  part  these  styles  overlapped 
or  merged  gradually  into  one  another.  The  American  colonies  reflected  the  taste  of  the  mother 
country,  often  clinging  to  styles  abandoned  in  ^-ondon  and  frequently  adding  touches  of  some- 
what surprising  refinement.  The  styles  developed  in  France,  England  and  the  colonies  were 
aspects  of  similar  changes  of  taste  throughout  Europe.  Italy,  Germany,  Austria  and  the  Scandi- 
navian countries  responded  to  the  rococo  style,  until  the  delicate  neo-classicism  of  the  Eng- 
lish architect-designer  Robert  Adam  introduced  a  new  note.  His  translation  of  the  Roman  art 
discovered  among  the  ruins  of  Herculaneum  and  Pompeii  created  a  new  vocabulary  of  design. 
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In  France,  +he  high  throne-IIke  chairs  of  Louis  XIV  (1)  yielded  to  furniture  of  the 
Regence  (2),  gracefully  curved  and  dedicated  to  comfort.  This  style  reached  its  peak 
in  the  reign  of  Louis  XV  (3).  Carving  becanne  more  elaborate;  curves  and  scrolls  re- 
placed straight  lines.  The  wave  of  neo-classicism  that  swept  Europe  in  the  1760s  meant 
the  end  of  this  rococo  exuberance.  The  furniture  of  Louis  XVI  (4)  was  again  restrained, 
with  its  carved  and  gilded  elegance  expressed  in  classic  motifs.  A  transitional  bergere 
(5)   combines  characteristics  of  both   Louis  XV  and  XVI  styles. 
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French  hergere:  first  designed  to  cater  to  comfort— now  a  classic 


In  English  and  American  furniture  Queen  Anne  (6)  is  the 

transitional  style  between  the  17th  century  baroque  and  Chippendale.  The 
cabriole  leg,  shaped  but  undecorated  splat,  and  pad  feet  are  typical.  It  was 
followed  by  carved  decoration  and  the  bold  claw-and-ball  of  early  English 
Georgian  (7)  and  American  Chippendale.  Thomas  Chippendale  designed 
carved  cabriole  legs  in  the  French  taste  (8)  and  also  straight,  undecorated 
legs  and  lattice-work  splats  (9)  in  the  Gothic.  By  the  1770s  a  new  style  had 
been  introduced  by  Robert  Adam  (10)  and  his  classic  elegance  strongly 
influenced  George  Hepplewhite.  Slender  tapered  legs,  shield  or  oval  backs, 
and  inlaid  decoration  are  Hepplewhite  characteristics  (11).  Thomas  Sheraton 
favored    square    backs,    and    turned     legs     (12    and    13). 


Contitiitcd 
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Chair  shapes  became  more  varied,  and  comfortable  upholstered 
wing  chairs  v/ere  popular  in  every  style.  Early  examples  had  claw- 
and-ball  feet  and  arms  formed  in  vertical  rolls  (14);  later  Hepple- 
white  versions  were  broader,  with  straight  legs  and  horizontal  arms 
(15).  The  Queen  Anne  corner  chair  wijh  low  back  and  upholstered 
seat  (16)  was  a  useful  desk  chair.  Such  pieces  were  not  numerous — 
the  average  household  was  more  likely  to  have  turned,  slat-backed 
arm-chairs  with  rush  seats  (17)  or  a  Windsor  (18)  with  wooden  seat 
and   spindles  set  in  a  shaped   back;  this  one   is  called  a   bow-back.

English  side  chairs.  The  Queen  Anne  style,  restrained  and  of  graceful  proportions  (19)  enjoyed 
a  long  life  in  America.  The  heavily  carved  furniture  popular  in  the  England  of  George  I  (20)  sug- 
gests Louis  XV  rococo.  Too  ponderous  to  be  practical,  it  yielded  In  England  to  the  Chippendale  style, 
which  achieved  elegance  in  the  colonies.  A  richly  carved  rococo  Chippendale  chair  (21  )  might  be  ordered 
from  a  Philadelphia  maker  while  a  Hepplewhite  shield-back  (22)  was  being  made  in  New  England  or  a 
Chinese  Chippendale  ladder-back  (23)  was  finished  in  New  York.  At  the  same  time  a  rectangular  carved- 
back  in  Sheraton  style  (24)  was  being  decorated  in  London  with  fluting  and  rosettes.  The  influence  of  the 
Orient  was  reflected  in  the  Chinese  Chippendale  style  (25). 


The  sofa  achieved  popularity  as 
the  social  customs  of  the  tea  table 
and  the  salon  came  to  have  impor- 
tance. The  Queen  Anne  piece  (26) 
is  low  and  small  in  scale,  with  cabri- 
ole legs  and  pad  feet.  The  American 
Chippendale  version  (27)  is  taller 
and  has  typical  claw-and-ball  feet. 
A  number  of  style  elements — Gothic 
and  Chinese — are  combined  in  the 
triple-chair-back  Chippendale  set- 
tee (28).

(31)  still  has  the  characteris- 
tics of  an  extended  arm  chair.

(32)  is  elaborately  carved  and 
arms  are  enclosed.  The  French 
provincial  piece  (33)  In  Louis 
XV   style    is   less   ornate. 
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Hiah-pOSt  beds  appeared  early  in  the  century,  usually  topped 
by  wood  t-rames  hung  with  fabric.  Queen  Anne  and  early  Chippendale 
beds  (34)  had  slender  tapering  posts  and  pad  or  claw-and-bali  -feet. 
The  tent  or  field  bed  of  the  late  1700s  (35)  had  an  arched  frame  for 
the  canopy  and  curtains;  legs  and  posts  became  more  rectangular,  with 
fluting  and  carved  decoration.  In  France  the  alcove  bed  (36),  with  its 
straight  legs,  head  and  footboard  of  the  same  height,  and  damask 
upholstery,  was  popular  from  the  time  of  Louis  XVI.  In  Southern  Europe 
the  low  bed  without  hangings  remained  in  favor,  and  the  gilded  baroque 
of  the  early  Venetian  style  (37)  was  gradually  replaced  by  rococo 
painted  and  carved  beds.  Crude  rope  supports  for  bedding  were  re- 
placed by  wooden  frames  to  hold  the  newly  introduced  mattresses.  Bed- 
frames  were  carved,  gilded,  and  painted,  and  in  the  more  elegant 
court  pieces  had   elaborate  ornaments  and   frames  topping  the  canopy. 


Tables  for  drawing  room  use  were  in  demand  as  the  tea  drinking  fashion  brought  from  the 
Orient  flourished.  Some  had  candle  slides  on  the  side  (38).  Drop-leaf  tables  (39)  served  for 
dining  until  the  formal  dining  table  appeared  in  Hepplewhite's  time.  Console  tables  (40),  gilded 
and  often  marble  topped,  were  used  in  France  and  England  in  formal  rooms:  marble  was  also  favored 
for  the  top  of  pier  or  wall  tables  (41).  Candle  stands  (42)  were  carved  and  gilded  in  the  Chinese 
taste,  or  simply  made  with  pedestal  bases  (43).  Tilt-top  tables  (44),  often  with  scrolled  or  piecrust 
edge,  served  as  tea  tables  from  the  Queen  Anne  period  on.  Gaming  tables  had  carved  leaves 
that  folded  flat  (45)  or  were  raised  against  the  wall;  some  had  tops  covered  in  needlepoint  (46). 
The  gate-leg  table  was  replaced  by  the  spider-leg  (47),  a  lighter  type  with  many  slender  legs;  and  the 
Pembroke  table  (48)  with  small  drop  leaves  became  a  favorite  in  the  Hepplewhite  period.  Rich- 
ness of  woods  and  use  of  marble  or  metal  ornament  characterized  French  tables  of  all  sizes  (49,  50). 
Tiered  tables  (51  )   served  as  "dumb-waiters"  in  dining  room  and  drawing  room. 


The   modern   sideboard 

evolved  from  Robert  Adam's  side 
table  flanked  by  pedestals  (52) 
used  as  plate  warmers  (with  port- 
able braziers  or  cellarettes)  and 
surmounted  by  urns.  The  pedes- 
tals were  next  incorporated  in  the 
table;  urns  could  be  placed  on  the 
top  (53).  The  Hepplewhite  side- 
board (54)  completes  the  de- 
velopment— it  is  raised  on  slender 
legs,  has  a  graceful  serpentine 
front  with  drawers  and  cupboard 
space,  and  has  inlay  decoration.

Desks,  in  the  1700s,  developed  most  of  the  forms  that  we  know 
today.  The  Queen  Anne  desk-on-franne  (55),  with  slant  top  and  slender 
legs,  resembled  the  original  writing  box  on  stand.  The  American  Chip- 
pendale slant-top  (56)  often  had  bracket  feet  and  delicate  carving  on 
the  inner  drawers  and  compartments.  In  France  a  light  piece  known  as  the 
bonheur  du  jour  (57)  was  used  as  a  lady's  writing  desk  and  dressing  table. 
Sheraton  desks  and  this  Hepplewhite  example  (58)  were  also  lighter  and 
raised  on  tapering  legs — the  upper  part  constructed  with  tambours  (slid- 
ing panels  made  of  slender  strips  of  veneered  wood  on  canvas).  The 
writing  table  (59),  often  decorated  with  metal  mounts,  was  popular  in 
France  and  England.  Heavier  pedestal  tables  fitted  with  drawers  and 
topped  with  leather  '60)  were  another  type  that  was  developed 
in  the  Chippendale  period  for  the  libraries  of  great  English  country  houses. 


The  lowboy,  of  the  late  17th 
century,  was  in  style  through  the 
Chippendale  period.  Used  as  dress- 
ing tables,  the  small  Queen  Anne 
pieces  (61)  often  had  simple  shell- 
carved  legs.  The  Chippendale  low- 
boys (62),  more  elaborate,  had 
carved  shells  and  leaves  on  the 
bottom    drawer    and    cabriole    legs.

Decorated  chests,  exemplified  by  this  English 
commode  c.  1765  (63),  displayed  the  great  skill  and 
imagination  of  the  cabinetmaker.  Even  the  simple 
dower  chest  (64)  of  the  average  home  was  paneled 
and  painted.  Early  chests  of  drawers  were  primarily 
functional,  resting  on  bracket  feet  (65).  Newport 
cabinetmakers  created  a  distinctive  style  in  the  block- 
front  (66),  raised  panels  carved  at  the  top  with  shells, 
sometimes  alternating  with  concave  sections.  By  mid- 
century  the  French  taste  for  exotic  woods  and  metal 
ornament  had  spread  to  England,  and  craftsmen  in 
both  countries  produced  graceful  curved  pieces  with 
scroll  feet  and  serpentine  fronts;  they  sometimes  ex- 
tended the  lower  part  of  the  frame  in  a  bombe,  or 
bulging  S-shape  curve.  An  American  Hepplewhite 
example  (67)  has  a  swellfront.  Semi-circular  com- 
modes (68),  the  French  term  applied  to  English  and 
American  pieces  as  well,  were  elegantly  made,  with 
painted  and  satinwood  decoration.  French  provincial 
chests  simplified  the  extreme  rococo  of  Louis  XV  (69) 
in  two  and  three  drawer  pieces.  The  classic  elegance 
of  Louis  XVI  court  furniture  (70)  concealed  drawers 
with     a     skilful     matching     of    woods    and     ornament.

was  created  when  cases  of 
drawers  were  added  to  the  low- 
boy frame.  Queen  Anne  versions 
(73)  have  flat  tops,  while  the 
more  elaborate  Chippendale 
pieces  (74)  have  arched  or 
scrolled  "bonnet"  tops  and  carv- 
ing on  legs,  bottom  center 
drawer,  and  finials.  The  Chippen- 
dale style  was  a  decorative  peak. 


The  secretory,  or  desk-bookcase,  became  more 
elegant  with  each  successive  style.  Queen  Anne  pieces 
(75)  were  slant-top  desks  on  carved  legs  topped  by 
a  cabinet  with  mirrors  or  paneled  doors.  Italian  lac- 
quered pieces  (76)  were  decorated  in  the  Chinese 
taste  and  had  many  intricate  drawers.  In  Chippen- 
dale pieces  the  tops  had  glazed  (77)  or  paneled 
(78)  doors.  The  French  favored  carved  and  veneered 
drop-front  cabinets  (79),  often  with  mechanical  de- 
vices (80).  Hepplewhite  secretaries  (81)  had 
glass  panels  in   narrow  geometric  molding. 


Cupboards  and  bookcases  were  necessary  household  furniture  in  a  century 
when  closets  were  unknown.  The  large  Dutch  kas  (82)  of  the  17th  century,  with  painted 
decoration,  was  continued  into  the  early  18th  century.  Cupboards  were  often  built  into 
the  wall  (83)  and  used  to  display  and  store  china.  French  provincial  armoires  (84),  or 
clothes  presses,  with  rococo  carving  were  made  well  into  the  1  800s.  Bookcases  such  as  this 
early  English  one  (85)  and  American  block-front  (86)  became  heavier  and  more  elabo- 
rate, reaching  their  finest  form  in  the  English  breakfront  (87).  Rarely  made  in 
America  until  the  end  of  the  century,  it  was  a  joined  series  of  bookcases  with  cupboards 
underneath.  Hepplewhite  and  Sheraton  pieces  (88)  were  smaller,  often  with  inlaid 
drawers  in  a  serpentine  front.

brightest  news 
in  house  plants

Marantas  are  a  group  of  tropical  plants,  found  chiefly  in  equatorial 
South  America,  that  are  being  discovered  in  the  north  for  their 
brilliant  and  colorful  foliage  as  indoor  plants.  Quite  apart  from 
their  beauty,  half  the  fun  of  growing  them  lies  in  the  contradictions  and  con- 
versation -they  afford  to  expert  and  amateur  alike.  The  chief  contradiction,  of 
course,  is  that  an  equatorial  rain-forest  plant  should  lend  itself,  even  indiffer- 
ently, to  survival  in  a  world  of  soot,  smog  and  central  heating.  Conversation 
enters,  first,  when  you  talk  with  Alfred  Graf  about  his  pursuit  of  exotic  plants 
across  the  world's  jungles  and  then  when  your  friends  see  in  your  living  room 
a  collection  of  marantas  like  those  on  the  opposite  page.  Marantas,  a  family  of 
plants  in  three  or  four  closely  related  genera,  are  little  known  in  this  country 
except  for  a  few  species,  including  the  "prayer  plant"  that  is  carried  by  most 
florists.  They  are  little  known  for  two  reasons.  Because  in  Europe  they  had 
always  been  considered  "stove"  plants,  suitable  only  for  warm  greenhouses  or 
conservatories,  they  were  regarded,  without  trial,  as  poor  risks  for  superheated 
houses  and  apartments  here.  More  important,  perhaps,  was  the  fact  that  not 
many  people  had  studied  the  marantas  in  their  native  habitat  or  bothered  to 
collect  and  propagate  them  for  general  distribution.  In  the  course  of  preparing 
an  inclusive  and  definitive  illustrated  book  on  plants  for  indoor  growing,  Alfred 
Graf  has  done  both.  As  a  dedicated  plant  hunter,  explorer,  photographer  and 
plantsman,  as  well  as  general  manager  of  one  of  the  best  known  commercial 
greenhouses  in  the  country,  he  has  photographed  some  70  species  and  varieties, 
is  growing  them  all  under  glass,  or  on  windo\f  sills,  or  over  the  kitchen  sink,  or 
at  the  back  of  his  desk,  or  other  less  likely  places.  Somewhat  to  his  own  surprise, 
they  are  doing  well  almost  everywhere  he  puts  them.  There  appear  to  be  two 
reasons  for  this.  One  is  that  he  tends  almost  instinctively  to  do  nothing  that  will 
not  benefit  his  plants.  The  other  is  that  marantas  can  make  good  house  plants. 
About  marantas  several  facts  stand  out  in  the  Graf  lexicon.  First,  some  are 
more  amenable  to  home  conditions  than  others  (see  list,  page  73).  The  best 
known  are  not  necessarily  the  best  grown.  All  will  make  good  use  of  all  the 
humidity  you  can  provide  in  the  air  around  them.  Primarily  foliage  plants, 
marantas  do  not  need  much  sunlight — in  fact,  will  not  thrive  in  a  sunny  window 
unless  special  shading  is  provided.  They  do  well  in  artificial  light.  The  soil  in 
which  marantas  are  grown  should  never  for  a  moment  be  permitted  to  dry  out. 
Clay  pots  are  preferred  for  members  of  the  maranta  family  wherever  the  sur- 
roundings are  moist  enough  so  that  the  pot  will  (Continued  on  page  73}

Moisture,    subdued    light    are    the

not  hasten  the  loss  of  moisture  from  the  roots.  In  dry  atmospheres,  or  where 
pots  tend  to  dry  out  rapidly,  plastic  or  nonporous  containers  are  preferred. 

There  are  four  principal  genera  of  marantas,  each  with  several  species  and 
varieties.  Best  known  are  some  of  those  bearing  the  generic  name,  maranta, 
including  M.  kerchoveana,  the  familiar  prayer  plant  whose  brilliant  but  thin 
leaves  lift  and  fold  at  night.  The  big  news,  however,  is  afforded  by  the  calatheas, 
with  heavier  leaves,  a  greater  range  of  shape,  size  and  leaf  color,  and  the  advan- 
tage of  both  novelty  and  rarity.  Less  familiar — and  less  pronounceable — are 
the  few  stromanthes  (the  "e"  is  sounded)  and  ctenanthes  (the  "c"  is  silent). 
Several  of  all  four  genera  are  shown  in  color  on  page  71,  in  the  three  planter 
groups  opposite  and  on  page  155  and,  at  least  categorically,  in  the  decorative 
but  practical  settings  sketched  below.  The  range  of  foliage  color,  leaf  pattern 
and  shape  is  enormous.  It  is  doubtful  if  any  cultivated  plant  group  actually  ex- 
ceeds it  in  all  round  variety.  Most  are  slow  growing  and  remain  fairly  constant 
in  form,  seldom  becoming  leggy  or  scrawny.  Their  names  are  jaw-breakers, 
every  one  of  them.  But  no  one  pronounces  them  correctly  anyway,  so  you  need 
have  no  embarrassment  in  using  your  own  versions.  The  plants  selected  by  Mr. 
Graf  for  H&G's  photographs  give  you  a  good  idea  of  their  form,  shape,  scale, 
and  relative  sizes,  as  well  as  their  compatibility  with  more  familiar  house  plants 
that  need  similar  growing  conditions.  Individual  differences  between  varieties 
are  so  numerous  that  all  their  characteristics  would  be  impossible  to  list  and 
describe.  All  conceivable  hues  and  intensities  of  green  are  available,  with  reds, 
pinks,  yellows,  browns  and  whites  for  contrast  and  embellishment  in  truly

Sucii 
trays  are  invaluable  where  deep  plant  boxes  cannot  be  accom- 
modated. ...  As  heat  l)uilds  up.  |)esls  increase,  especially  scales 
and  mealy  bug.  Regular  but  r«daxed  fussing  with  an  artist's 
small  brush  dipped  in  rubbing  alcohol  is  first,  best  resort. 
West  coast:  Wind  and  water  are  the  hallmarks  of  most  Pacific 
DecemixTs,  wilii  overtones  of  snow  in  the  hills,  and  freak  frosts 
almost  anywhere  except  the  south  coast.

North  temperate  states:  Wherever  leaves  fall  and  plant  tops 
wither  in  autumn,  bonfires  come  into  seasonal  flower.  Whatever 
their  virtues,  simply  nostalgic  or  as  means  of  working  off  per- 
sonal aggressions,  fires  can  destroy  garden  refuse,  including 
many  a  bug  and  blight.  They  also  get  away  from  the  fire  tender 
about  one  chance  in  10 — which  is  too  often.  Burn  refuse,  yes, 
but  observe  (assuming  legality  of  fires  where  you  live)  a  few 
basic  rules:  keep  fires  small;  feed  fires  from  pile  placed  up- 
wind of  flames;  have  connected  hose  or  filled  water  buckets  at 
hand;  keep  children  upwind  and  tree  branches  out  from  over; 
if  flaming  particles  fly.  postpone  l)urning  to  a  calmer  day;  wet 
down  and  cover  with  earth  untended  coals;  never  assist  com- 
bustion with  gasoline  (which  can  kill  you)  or  old  crankcase  oil 
(which  can  kill  your  soil).  .  .  .  When  oaks  and  beech  trees  drop 
their  leaves  (either  your  neighbor.s'  or  your  own),  collect  and 
sprea<l  them  in  ankle  deep  layers  beneath  all  broadleaf  ever- 
greens, especially,  rhododendrons  and  azaleas,  the  hollies,  moun- 
tain laurel.  j)ieris,  leucolhoe  and  mahonia. 
Mid-south :  Those  who  know  the  merits  of  the  red-fruiting 
Mandina  doinrstica  will  enjoy  another  member  of  the  barberry 
family,  Brrhrris  stenophylla  corallina,  an  evergreen  of  delicacy 
and    grace    with   profuse   yellow   florets,   frosty   black   berries.

Gardener's  Christmas:  Among  personal  gifts  suitable  for 
either  gardeners  or  civilians,  count  pots  of  bulbs  rooted  and 
ready  to  be  cherished  and  flowered  in  a  winter  window.  For  the 
knowing,  pot  a  choice  variety  of  narcissus;  for  the  beginner, 
plan  sure-fire  hyacinths,  or  buy  a  florist's  pot  of  lily-of-the-valley. 
From  one  good  gardener  to  another:  a  handsome  pink  or  white 
amaryllis  bulb,  potted  waist  deep  in  a  spongy  mixture  of  sand, 
loam  and  peat,  with  a  dash  of  bonemeal.  .  .  .  Give  a  living  tree, 
but  not  one  to  dominate  a  living  room ;  rather  a  two-foot  Burford 
holly,  a  tubbed  spreading  yew  {Taxus  baccata  repandens), 
or  a  glossy  cherry-laurel  in  an  8-  or  10-inch  tin.  Such  small  gems 
can  grace  a  buffet,  a  coffee  table,  a  stair  during  the  holidays, 
go  in  the  garden  immediately  after.  .  .  .  Among  new  books, 
consider  Cornelius  Ackerson's  The  Complete  Book  of  Chrysan- 
themums (American  Garden  Guild — Doubleday,  $4.95),  which 
merits  its  title  in  both  authority  and  devotion.  ...  Or  bring  a 
ray  of  light  into  a  city  dweller's  backyard  with  Ruth  Marie 
Peters'  Your  Garden  in  Town  (Holt,  $3.75).  Its  sound  advice 
shuns  the  cute,  cleaves  to  practical  good  taste. .  . .  For  a  favored 
amateur  of  house  plants  who  appears  to  "have  everything,"  (rive 
surprise  and  delight  with  Exotica  (Julius  Roehrs  Co.,  $17.50), 
Alfred  Byrd  Graf's  definitive  omnium-gatherum,'just  out.

Post  Christmas  puttering:  In  that  gray-brown  vacuum  that 
intervenes  between  Christmas  and  the  new  year,  descend  into 
the  basement  or  to  the  utility  level  and  put  steel  wool  to  the 
grimy  surfaces  of  stored  tools;  set  all  blades  on  edge  with  a  good 
file.  Such  harmless  enterprise  on  a  winter's  evening  casts  the 
glow  of  good  husbandry  over  a  vanished  season.  And  it  is  good 
for  the  tools,  especially  if  the  clean  sharp  metal  is  rubbed  with 
an  oily  rag  or  misted  with  an  oil  aerosol.  Next  to  a  clean  tool 
your  professional  plantsman  values  a  sharp  one.  Next  to  a 
sharp  tool  he  values  his  life.  .  .  .  Along  the  seedling  rows  where 
summer-sown  pansies,  canterbury  bells,  foxgloves  await  spring, 
place  an  interlaced  mulch  of  salt  marsh  hay.  bracken,  or  other 
dry  mulch.  These  are  the  first  of  the  frost-hardy  plants  to  be 
protected.  Those  with  older,  deeper  roots  need  be  protected  only 
from  the  wrenching  and  eroding  of  later  winter.  .  .  .  Plant  all 
"living"  Christmas  trees  immediately  after  the  important  day. 
Dismember  the  branches  of  cut  trees  and  interweave  them 
among  foliage  of  garden  evergreens  in  south  facing  locations 
where  sun  may  burn  leaves  in  spring,  or  snow  and  ice  break 
vulnerable  shoots.  ...  At  last  go  over  the  1957  catalogues, 
preserving  those  marginal  notes  worth  carrying  into  the  new 
catalogues  that  are  even  now   pushing  over  the  transom.

Each  magnificent  ham  now  hang- 
ing in  our  aging  rooms,  slowly  cured, 
smoked  to  a  rich  mahogany  hue, 
aged  approx.  one  year,  has  been 
tended  by  hand  through  each  un- 
hurried step  —  as  we  have  done  for 
the  past  117  years.  These  carefully 
selected  hams  are  put  down  in  dry 
salt  in  cool  cellars  for  25  to  45  days, 
and  turned  often.  The  salt  is  re- 
moved and  the  ham  allowed  to  ma- 
ture for  three  weeks.  Next  it  is 
rubbed  by  hand  with  a  thick  coat  of 
black  pepper.  Then  it  goes  into  the 
smokehouse  to  hang  for  30  days  and 
nights  over  hand  tended  fires,  until 
the  juices  drip  and  the  dense,  pun- 
gent hickory  smoke  permeates  and 
flavors  the  meat.  Then  to  darkened 
aging  rooms,  to  hang  for  months. 

And  finally,  just  before  shipment, 
each  ham  (in  a  40-hour  process)  is 
soaked,  simmered,  the  skin  re- 
moved, the  fat  trimmed,  then  glazed 
with  sugar  and  baked  with  wine  to 
a  savory  feast  of  firm,  sweet  and 
tender  meat.

who  possessed  the  leisure  wealth 
imparted.  What  could  be  more 
natural  to  a  new  upper  class  than 
to  indulge  in  a  slavish  imitation 
of  an  established  gentry?  Tobacco 
and  rice  lined  the  banks  of  the 
James  and  Potomac,  the  Cooper 
and  the  Ashley,  with  costly  great 
houses.  Wealth  wrung  from  com- 
merce and  privateering,  or  from 
war  contracts,  erected  not  only 
the  sightly  town  houses  of  Charles- 
ton, Philadelphia,  New^  York, 
Newport,  and  Boston,  but  likewise 
enabled  many  of  its  possessors  to 
build  an  out-of-town  residence 
and  "live  downright  in  the  country 
way"  as  Isaac  Norris  put  it. 
Master-builders,  not  infrequently 
assisted  by  the  gentlemen  them- 
selves (one  thinks  immediately 
of  George  Washington  at  Mount 
Vernon),  worked  out,  from  such 
imported  English  manuals  as  those 
by  Gibbs,  Ware,  Swan,  and  Batty 
Langley,  the  designs  for  these 
mansions  and  their  gardens.  The 
style  of  building  known  today  as 
Georgian  (1700-1780)  came  to  the 
colonies  in  books.  Though  it  was 
to  exhibit  provincial  variations 
largely  based  on  available  mate- 
rials and  the  refusal  of  many  re- 
cently risen  bourgeois-aristocrats 
to  sacrifice  comfort  for  symmetry, 
it  nevertheless  remained  essen- 
tially imitative — colonial  in  the 
truest  sense.  Innovation  could  not 
be  expected  before  1776,  since 
architecture  had  not  yet  become  a 
profession. 

Imitative  advances 

The  interiors  of  colonial  man- 
sions also  reflected  bookish  and 
imitative  qualities.  They  were 
decorated  and  furnished,  as  the 
newspapers  said,  with  "European 
Goods  Fit  for  the  Season."  The 
dark  and  heavy  wainscoting  of  the 
early  1700s  gave  way  to  the  dado 
after  1730  when  wallpapers  were 
imported.  Numerous  English 
papier-mache-and-stucco  workers 
began  to  arrive  two  decades  later 
to  lend  their  skills  in  the  lighten- 
ing of  Georgian  rooms.  Improve- 
ments in  heating  by  means  of 
better  fireplace  construction  and 
Delft  stoves  made  larger  win- 
dows practicable  and  before 
long  Venetian  blinds  became 
very  popular.  Importation  of  win- 
dow hangings,  tapestries,  rugs, 
and  upholstery  fabrics  increased 
throughout  the  country. 

Equal  to  the  best 

Arresting  evidence  of  the  dy- 
namic nature  of  the  18th  century 
is  seen  in  the  rapid  changes  in 
furniture  fashions.  It  opened  with 
the    universal    use    of    medieval 


styles  inherited  from  the  first 
settlers,  but  the  mode  soon  shifted 
to  the  Restoration,  then  the  Queen 
Anne,  and  by  mid-century  pro- 
vincial taste  had  made  up  for  lost 
time  and  come  full-abreast  of 
that  of  the  Mother  Country, 
where  Chippendale's  chinoiserie 
was  in  vogue.  Pennsylvania  wood- 
carvers  and  cabinetmakers  by  this 
time  had  produced  a  "Philadel- 
phia Chippendale"  style  equal  to 
the  best  that  English  craftsmen 
could  show  either  in  design  or  exe- 
cution. And  at  Newport  on  Rhode 
Island  the  Townsends  and  God- 
dards  displayed  not  merely  an 
exquisite  artistry  but  also  the  first 
native  American  contribution  to 
their  craft  in  the  celebrated 
"block-front"  chests. 

Substitute  for  banks 

The  absence  of  banks  and 
places  for  safe-keeping  induced 
gentlemen  to  turn  their  money  into 
plate.  Thereby  encouraged,  silver- 
smiths prospered  in  every  city. 
James  Richardson  and  other 
Philadelphia  Quakers  turned  out 
ware  of  a  simple  beauty  suitable 
to  the  Society  of  Friends  that  con- 
trasted markedly  with  the  rococo 
designs  currently  popular.  One 
Newport  Friend  soberly  bragged 
to  Dean  George  Berkeley  that 
even  Queen  Charlotte  did  not  own 
such  a  treasure  as  his  solid  gold 
teapot.  At  any  rate,  pewter  rap- 
idly disappeared  from  the  side- 
boards of  the  gentry. 

All  this  colonial  elegance  and 
display,  however,  was  the  privilege 
of  the  aristocratic  few — a  very 
few  in  each  colony.  "You  may  de- 
pend upon  it."  said  Chief  Justice 
William  Allen  of  Pennsylvania, 
"that  this  is  one  of  the  best  poor 
Man's  Countrys  in  the  World." 
Such  was  the  genius  of  America, 
this  universal  well-being,  not  its 
aristocratic  quality.  Most  Ameri- 
cans lived  a  plain  existence  in 
severe,  unadorned  surroundings. 
Their  diet  was  spare,  their  dress 
simple,  and  nought  about  them 
suororested  abundance,  let  alone 
luxury.  The  90  per  cent  of  the 
colonial  population  who  were 
farmers  and  the  "middling  and 
inferior  sort"  who  lived  in  the 
cities  considered  themselves  fortu- 
nate if  they  owned  a  mirror  and 
a  piece  of  carpet  in  addition  to 
the  barest  essentials  in  tables  and 
chairs.  The  Townsends  of  New- 
port and  cabinetmakers  of  Phila- 
delphia and  Boston  made  50  or 
more  pieces  of  cheap  furniture  to 
one  of  their  handsome  block- 
fronts  or  a  Chippendale  chest-on- 
chest,  but  little  of  this  has  survived 
for  our  museums.  The  humble,

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framed  or  log  houses  in  which 
people  of  farm  and  city  lived  are 
scarce  indeed.  Only  the  best  has 
been  deemed  worthy  of  preserv- 
ing. Williamsburg  is  in  a  very  real 
sense  deceptive  despite  the  care 
of  its  restorers;  it  is  so  much 
neater  than  the  original,  and  we 
ought  not  to  be  misled.  We  must 
keep  reminding  ourselves  that 
Georgian  architecture  was  en- 
joyed only  by  the  aristocratic  few. 

Noble  architecture 

Then  came  the  Revolution. 
There  was  no  guillotine,  but  for 
eight  years  war  consumed  the 
patiently  saved  wealth  of  colonial 
days,  and  recovery  took  five  years 
more.  Not  until  the  mid-80s  were 
Americans  again  ready  to  take  up 
the  embeliislmients  of  gentle  liv- 
ing. Then  Samuel  Mclntire  com- 
menced building  noble  hou.ses  with 
superb  interiors  at  Salem,  and 
Litchfield  moved  to  its  place  as 
the  most  beautiful  New  Eng- 
land town.  In  Bulfinch.  Hoban. 
Latroi)e.  McComb.  Thornton, 
and  above  all.  Thomas  .lefferson 
(whose  capitol  at  Richmond  sig- 
nalized the  country's  architec- 
tural coming  of  age)  appeared  an 
able  group  of  designers  who 
joined  their  talents  to  give  orig- 
inalily  and  great  distinction  to 
public  and  private  building. 

The  French  arrive 

Franklin's  estimate  was  cor- 
rect ;  the  arts  were  moving  west- 
ward. Although  British  cultural 
imperialism  long  survived  polit- 
ical independence,  the  war  had 
i)roken  up  the  exclusive  reliance 
on  things  English,  permitting 
entry  of  French  and  continental 
fashions.  In  1780  Count  Rocham- 
beau's  officers,  astonished  and 
charmed  by  tiie  poi.se.  cultivation, 
and  beauty  of  the  Misses  Hunter 
and  their  circle  at  Newport,  in- 
troduced their  new  American 
acquaintances  for  the  first  time  to 
some  of  the  luxury,  splendor,  and 


ceremonial  artificiality  of  an 
already  decadent  continental  so- 
ciety. After  the  war  things  French 
came  into  fashion  with  the  Ameri- 
can gentry,  and  yet  a  more  amaz- 
ing contrast  than  that  between 
colonial  simplicity  and  French 
sophistication  can  scarcely  be  im- 
agined. Basically  the  difference 
had  its  origin  in  wealth:  the  mod- 
est framed   houses  of  the  Rhode 

-  Islanders,  and  even  Peter  Harri- 
son's lovely  classical  structures, 
bore  no  resemblance  to  the  mag- 
nificence of  a  Petit  Trianon,  and 
beside  the  brilliant  if  unsubstan- 
tial grace  of  the  Louis  Quinze  and 
Louis  Seize  furniture  and  the 
marvelous  lacquerwork  of  the 
Vernis  Martin  family,  the  sturdy 
cabinetwork  of  the  Townsend- 
Goddard  clan  made  a  poor  figure. 
By  a  curious  inversion  of  tastes, 
however,  where  the  French  nobles 
saw  in  America  the  kind  of  bu- 
colic naturalness  they  pursued  so 
eagerly  in  their  search  for  happi- 
ness, glimpses  of  what  vast  wealth 
and  aristocratic  surroundings 
could   produce   inevitably   evoked 

'  envy  and  aspiration  in  the  Yan- 
kees. Both  were  fortunately  un- 
aware of  the  fact  that  timely 
French  support  of  the  revolting 
colonies  was  hastening  the  finan- 
cial collapse  of  the  Bourbon 
Monarchy,  and  that  in  a  mere 
nineteen  years  the  deluge  would 
break  loose  and  end  the  vogue. 

In  1800  the  importation  was 
small,  but  very  important,  en- 
joyed only  by  the  gentle  few  who 
provided  the  aristocratic  patron- 
age that  Europeans  had  said 
would  be  lacking  in  a  republic  and 
without  which  the  arts  could  never 
flourish.  Nearly  all  the  leaders  of 
the  new  nation  expressed  concern 
about  these  assertions,  and  they 
anxiously  scanned  the  horizon  for 
signs  of  native  talent.  They  found 
it  in  architecture  and  in  painting 
but  not  in  the  decorative  arts. 
Americans  remained  derivative 
when  they  essayed  them  at  all. 
Edward  Shippen  was  right:  we 
were  still  excelled  by  Europe.

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GIN:  Confirmed  martini  drinkers 
do  not  change  their  drinking 
habits  at  holiday  time.  Here  are  a 
fev/  reminders  about  the  best  way 
to  mix  this  popular  dry  cocktail. 
First  of  all,  make  space  in  your 
refrigerator  for  storing  martini 
glasses,  for  martinis  gain  im- 
measurably if  served  in  chilled 
containers.  Fill  a  pitcher  or  large 
beaker  with  ice  and  let  it  stand 
until  very  cold.  Pour  off  the  ice 
and  add  fresh.  Then  add  the  gin 
and  vermouth.  There  is  no  fixed 
recipe  for  martinis.  Proportions 
depend  on  taste:  four,  five  or  six 
parts  of  gin  to  one  part  of  dry 
French  vermouth.  Stir  rapidly  un- 
til blended  and  chilled.  Strain  into 
the  chilled  glasses.  If  there  is  any 
martini  left  over  strain  it  into  a 
small  pitcher  and  store  it  in  the 
refrigerator.  A  primary  rule  in 
martini  stirring  is  not  to  let  the 
ice  stay  in  the  gin  and  vermouth 
any  longer  than  necessary  to 
chill  it  well.  A  watery  martini  is 
as  unforgivable  as  a  warm  one. 

Add  olives,  small  pickled 
onions  or  lemon  peel  to  order. 
The  Gibson,  as  practically  every- 
body knows  by  now,  is  a  very  dry 
martini  (at  least  six  parts  gin  to 
one  part  vermouth)  with  a  pickled 
onion  added. 

A  word  about  vermouth.  Buy 
it  in  small  amounts  and  use  it  up 
quickly  once  the  bottle  is  opened. 
The  fresher  the  vermouth,  the 
zestier  the  martini.  If  you  find 
yourself  with  vermouth  on  hand 
and  no  prospect  of  martini  drink- 
ers in  the  near  future,  use  it  in 
cooking.  Vermouth  is  an  excellent 
substitute  for  white  wine  in 
hundreds  of  recipes. 

VODKA:  Martinis  made  with  a 
vodka  base  have  continued  to  grow 
in  popularity.  Follow  the  rules  for 
gin  martinis. 

The  Bloody  Mary  appeals  to 
many  people  around  brunch  time 
on  a  cold  yuletide  day.  I  make  it 
vnth  three  parts  of  tomato  juice  to 
two  parts  of  vodka,  a  dash  of 
Tabasco,  a  touch  of  Worcester- 
shire sauce  and  a  good  sluo^  of 
lemon  juice  for  tang.  Add  ice  and 
shake  to  a  froth.  Then  strain  the 
drink  into  chilled  glasses:  small 
tulip  shaped  wine  glasses,  over- 
sized cocktail  glasses,  or  sour 
glasses.  This  is  a  filling  drink  and 
more  than  one  before  a  meal 
seems  too  much.  "Seconds"  mieht

be  plain  chilled  vodka  or  vodka- 
on-the-rocks. 

PHILIP'S  PUNCH:  If  you  are 
playing  host  to  a  large  group  dur- 
ing the  holidays,  this  punch, 
created  by  my  friend  Philip 
Brown,  is  my  choice  to  fill  that 
large  bowl  in  the  center  of  the 
table.  It's  a  light,  refreshing;  drink, 
but  it  packs  a  good  holiday 
wallop.  You  can  make  it  as  sweet 
or  as  tart  as  you  please. 

Start  by  mixing  four  bottles 
of  white  wine — Rhine.  Moselle. 
Alsatian,  Pinot  Chardonnay,  or 
any  white  you  choose — with  a  fifth 
of  cognac,  a  fifth  of  dark  rum  and 
a  cup  of  freshly  squeezed  lemon 
juice.  Add  sugar  to  taste.  I  like  it 
on  the  tart  side  and  use  only 
enough  sweetening  to  blend  the 
punch  nicely.  Pour  the  mixture 
over  a  block  of  ice  in  a  large 
punchbowl  and  add  two  bottles  of 
sparkling  water — or.  for  the  ul- 
timate in  sparkle,  champagne. 

MILK  PUNCH:  This  is  my  old 
standby,  simple  to  make  and  the 
most  perfect  reviver  I  know.  Chill 
a  large  pitcher;  chill  a  bottle  of 
cognac;  chill  a  bottle  of  good 
.lamaica  rum.  Into  the  pitcher 
pour  one  quart  of  cold  milk.  1/2 
cup  of  the  cold  cognac  and  ^4  cup 
of  the  rum.  Mix  thoroughly  and 
pour  into  tall  glasses. 

OTHER  SUGGESTIONS:  Keep 
sherry  and  port  on  your  yuletide 
sideboard  for  those  who  enjoy 
them  with  fruit  cake  and  Christ- 
mas cookies.  It  goes  almost  with- 
out saying  that  many  people  who 
don't  care  for  mixed  drinks  really 
enjoy  a  bit  of  fortified  wine  during 
the  holidays.  Personally  I  like  the 
very  dry  sherries — the  finos — but 
the  taste  buds  of  those  who  seldom 
drink  tend  toward  the  sweet. 

Cognac,  of  course,  is  a  holiday 
requirement,  not  only  to  serve  as 
a  drink,  but  to  use  on  Christmas 
puddings  and  cakes.  A  good  hot 
pick-me-up  for  this  season  of  the 
year  is  strong  black  coffee  (I  like 
the  Italian  coffee  known  as  es- 
presso) laced  with  cognac. 

And  finally,  for  that  morning- 
after  feeling,  here  is  a  breakfast 
drink  to  put  starch  in  your  bones, 
.lust  take  a  tall  beaker  of  that 
chilled  stout  you  have  on  hand  for 
mixing  Black  Velvet! 

Happy  yuletide  imbibing!

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Christmas  foods  are  as  vital  a  part  of  the  tradition  and  trap- 
pings of  Christmas  as  the  glittering  tree,  the  hospitable 
yule  log  and  the  saucy  sprig  of  mistletoe.  The  origin  of  such  a  rich 
and  rare  delicacy  as  plum  pudding  may  be  remote,  its  ingredients 
refined  to  suit  the  less  prodigious  appetites  of  later  generations. 
(The  first  "plum  porridge"  was  boiled  beef  or  mutton  spiced 
with  raisins,  prunes,  currants,  cloves,  mace  and  ginger;  it 
did  not  evolve  into  the  more  familiar  plum  pudding  until  1675.) 
Yet  each  year  the  pudding  comes  into  its  own ;  ushered  in  with  its 
wreath  of  blue  flame,  it  remains  the  piece  de  resistance  of  the 
Christmas  board  century  after  enduring  century.  In  every 
country  that  observes  Christmas,  baking  has  become  part  of  a 
time-honored  ritual,  calling  forth  the  cook's  most  practiced  art. 
The  Scandinavian  custom  of  keeping  open  house  throughout 
an  extended  holiday  season  requires  an  orgy  of  baking  to  stock 
the  larder  with  cookies,  cakes,  breads  and  special  meat  and 
fish  dishes.  Christmas  sees  the  revival  of  dishes  hallowed  by 
tradition,  each  with  its  own  special  significance.  The  buche  de 
Noel  is  an  edible,  small-scale  cake  imitation  of  the  Nordic  yule 
log;  the  spices  in  the  French  gingerbread  called  pain  d'epice 
commemorate  those  found  by  the  Crusaders  in  the  Holy  Land; 
the  bean  in  the  Twelfth  Night  galette  des  rois  and  the  almond  in 
the  Scandinavian  rice  porridge,  which  are  supposed  to  bring 
good  luck  to  the  finder,  are  echoes  of  a  custom  derived  from 
the  Roman  Saturnalia,  festival  of  the  winter  solstice.  The 
coflee-and-bun  refreshment  delivered  to  Swedish  households  at 
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dawn  by  the  family  "Lucia"  or  Queen  of  Light,  a  young  girl 
wearing  a  crown  of  candles,  honors  St.  Lucia,  whose  day,  Decem- 
ber 13,  starts  the  Swedish  holiday  season.  Even  in  less  prosperous 
countries  and  times  than  ours  Ciiristmas  has  meant  a  time  of 
feasting  and  joy  for  everyone.  The  Tudor  yeoman  enjoyed  his 
pig  and  brawn  and  "mustard  witlial,"  goose  and  capon,  cheese 
and  apples  with  "goode  cheer  and  plaie."  In  1715  an  especially 
bitter  winter  was  warmed  by  the  roasting  of  whole  oxen  on  the 
frozen  Thames  for  the  people  of  London.  One  of  the  most  stupe- 
fying holiday  feasts  on  record  is  that  of  King  John,  unwilling 
signer  of  Magna  Carta.  Although  his  exchequer  was  empty,  he 
celebrated  with  20  hogsheads  of  wine,  200  head  of  pork,  1,000 
hens,  15,000  herrings  and  other  fish — but  could  afford  no  more 
than  a  scant  two  dozen  napkins  for  his  guests.  The  New  World's 
contribution  to  Christmas  is,  above  all,  the  turkey.  This  homely 
but  tasty  bird  supplanted  the  noble  peacock  and  the  magnificent 
(if  unaesthetic)  boar's  head,  which  was  borne  to  England's  royal 
table  on  a  gold  platter,  circled  with  a  chaplet  of  rosemary,  her- 
alded by  trumpets  and  followed  by  a  procession  of  noblemen  and 
their  ladies.  Christmas  today  can  offer  no  sight  such  as  this 
but  we  too,  in  company  with  our  ancestors,  can  enjoy  the  mince 
pie,  once  lauded  as  "King  of  Cates,"  and  agree  with  Herrick, 
"Now  the  mirth  comes  with  the  cake  full  of  plums."  On  the 
following  pages  we  give  you  recipes  in  the  great  tradition 
of  Christmas,  including  recipes  for  the  roast  goose,  stuffed 
pike,  buche  de  Noel  and  Christmas  cake  shown  on  the  cover. 


Soups 


Cream  of  Pea  Soup 

(Potage  St.  Germain) 

1  pound  dried  peas

Bring  to  a  boil,  skim,  add  the  onions 
studded  witii  the  cloves,  the  carrot,  thinly 
sliced  and  sauteed  in  2  teaspoons  butter, 
and  the  ham  bone.  Add  the  leek  greens  and 
allow  to  cook  very  slowly  for  1^^  hours. 
Rub  through  a  very  fine  strainer  and  dilute 
with  a  little  of  the  water  (the  soup  should 
be  rather  on  the  thick  side).  Season  with 
salt  and  pepper  and  add  a  little  sugar  to 
remove  the  bitter  taste  of  the  onion.  Beat 
in,  bit  by  bit,  the  remaining  butter.  Add  the 
y2  cup  peas,  the  ham  and  the  boDed  milk. 
Serve  garnished  with  the  croutons.  Serves  4. 


Lobster  Bisque

Pour  on  the  fish  stock  and  stir  over 
the  fire  until  it  comes  to  a  boil.  Simmer 
10  minutes.  Meanwhile,  shell  the  lobster, 
reserve  the  meat  and  crush  the  shells  in  a 
mortar  with  a  pestle.

Wash  the  turkey  well  in  ice  water.  Dry  thor- 
oughly with  cheesecloth.  Season  the  inside 
with  salt  and  pepper  and  brush  all  over  in- 
side with  melted  butter.  Put  the  ground 
veal  twice  through  a  meat  chopper  with 
the  bread,  which  has  been  squeezed  dry. 
Mix  in  the  egg  whites  and  slowly  beat  in 
the  light  cream.  Season  well  with  salt  and 
pepper  and  mix  in  1  cup  of  the  chestnut 
puree  and  the  sausage  meat.  Add  the  onion 
and  parsley  and  set  aside  in  a  cool  place. 

Meanwhile,  carefully  loosen  all  the 
skin  of  the  turkey  without  breaking  it.  Cut 
the  trufiBes  in  thin  slices  and  lay  them  on 
the  turkey  meat,  under  the  skin.  Pull  the 
skin  taut  over  the  top  and  fill  the  turkey 
with  the  stuffing.  Truss  for  roasting.  Roast 
in  a  375^  oven,  allowing  20-25  minutes  per 
pound,  reducing  the  heat  the  last  half  of 
the  cooking  time.  During  roasting,  baste  fre- 
quently, rubbing  the  top  of  the  turkey  with 
unmelted  salt  butter  and  adding  2  or  3  tea- 
spoons dry  vermouth  each  time  (reserve 
V^  cup  for  gravy).  Should  the  skin  get  too 
brown,  cover  with  heavy  waxed  paper  or 
aluminum  foil.  To  serve,  arrange  the  turkey 
on  a  large  serving  dish,  rub  the  top  with  a 
little  more  unmelted  butter  and  put  cutlet 
frills  on  the  legs.  Heat  the  roasting  pan  and 
add  the  14  cup  vermouth,  a  little  water  and 
the  brandy.  Reboil,  strain  and  pour  a  little 
of  this  gravy  over  the  turkey.  Serve  the  rest 
separately  in  a  sauceboat. 

Gently  reheat  the  artichokes  in  a  little 
butter.  Beat  the  remaining  chestnut  puree 
to  a  cream  with  a  little  butter,  salt  and  pep- 
per. When  quite  smooth,  put  in  a  pastry 
bag  with  a  rose  tube  and  fill  the  artichoke 
bottoms.  Sprinkle  with  grated  Parmesan 
cheese,  dot  with  butter  and  brown  quickly

Chicken  Breasts  in  Wine 

Take  4  small  chicken  breasts  (fresh  or 
frozen)  ;  season  with  salt  and  pepper  and 
brush  with  a  little  brandy.  Cut  a  slit,  like  a 
pocket,  in  each  and  insert  a  slice  of  boiled 
ham.  Brown  on  top  of  the  range  in  hot 
butter,  until  rooked   through.  Flame  with 


two  tablespoons  warmed  brandy.  Remove 
breasts  from  pan  and  slir  in  2  teaspoons 
potato  flour,  1  teaspoon  Bovril  or  BV,  1 
teaspoon  tomato  paste.  Pour  on  1  cup 
chicken  stock  (fresh  or  canned) ,  %  cup  dry 
white  wine  and  2-3  tablespoons  dry  sherry. 
Stir  over  fire  until  mixture  comes  to  a  boil. 
Arrange  chicken  breasts  (do  not  overlap) 
on  a  hot  serving  dish,  put  a  slice  of  Swiss 
Gruyere  cheese  on  each,  pour  sauce  over  and 
brown  quickly  under  the  broiler.  Serves  4. 
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under  the  broiler.  Arrange  around  the  tur- 
key as  garnish.  Serve  with  Bread  Sauce  (see 
recipe  under  Sauces),  roast  potatoes  and 
small  Yorkshire  puddings. 

Small  Yorkshire  Puddings 

Sift  1  cup  flour  and  1  teaspoon  salt  into  a 
bowl.  Stir  in,  with  a  whisk,  1  cup  milk  and 
2  beaten  eggs.  Beat  with  a  mixer  for  10  min- 
utes. Allow  to  get  very  cold  in  the  refrigera- 
tor. Heat  12  popover  pans,  custard  cups  or 
iron  pans  until  very  hot.  Heat  1  tablespoon 
beef  fat  or  vegetable  shortening  and  put  a 
little  in  the  bottom  of  each  pan  or  cup.  Half- 
fill  with  the  batter.  Bake  in  a  425°  oven  for 
25-30  minutes.  Remove,  turn  out  and  serve.

Wash  the  goose  well.  Dry  thoroughly.  Sea- 
son inside  with  salt  and  pepper.  Mix  the  re- 
maining ingredients,  season  with  salt  and 
pepper,  stuff  the  goose  with  the  mixture 
and  tie  it  up  securely.  Place  on  a  roasting 
rack  and  brush  the  top  with  a  little  melted 
butter,  salt  and  pepper.  Roast  in  a  375° 
oven,  allowing  15-20  minutes  per  pound. 
Baste  frequently,  adding  1  tablespoon  wa- 
ter to  the  pan  each  time. 

To  serve,  put  the  goose  on  a  platter  and 
surround  with  cream-puff  baskets  filled 
with  vegetables.  To  make  baskets,  pipe 
cream-puff  dough  through  the  narrow,  plain 
tube  of  a  pastry  bag,  pinwheel  fashion,  into 
shallow,  round  tart  pans.  Bake  untU  a  deli- 
cate golden  brown.  Fill  baskets  with  any 
appropriate  accompaniments:  peas,  glazed 
turnip  balls,  cranberry  sauce  topped  with 
prunes.   Serve  with  gravy,  wine  jelly. 

Wine  Jelly 

Rind  and  juice  of  1  orange,  1  lemon,  1  lime

Put  all  ingredients  except  the  egg  whites  in 
a  saucepan  and  stir  over  a  slow  fire  until  the 
mixture  comes  just  to  a  boil.

12-pound  ham

18  peppercorns,  bruised 
4  cloves,  bruised 
%  cup  red  burgundy 
%  cup  brandy,  flamed 

3  tablespoons  honey 
6  cups  flour 

y^  teaspoon  powdered  juniper  berries 

4  teaspoons  double-acting  baking  powder 
y^,  teaspoon  poivdered  sage 

1  teaspoon  dry  mustard 

2  teaspoons  salt 
1  cup  firm  lard 
ly^  cups  iced  milk 
1  beaten  egg 

If  the  ham  is  the  Virginia  or  smoked 
type,  scrub  it  well  and  soak  in  cold  water 
for  36  hours,  changing  the  water  every  6-8 
hours.  Drain,  put  in  a  deep  pot  and  cover 
with  boiling  beer.  Add  peppercorns  and 
cloves.  Bring  to  a  boil  again,  reduce  heat 
and  simmer  gently  1%  hours,  replenishing 
beer  if  necessary  to  keep  ham  covered. 
Drain  and  dry  thoroughly  with  paper 
towels.  Carefully  remove  rind  and  all  but 
about  a  y^"  coating  of  fat.  Place  in  a  deep 
roasting  pan  and  pour  over  the  burgundy 
and  flaming  brandy.  Roast  in  a  350°  oven 
for  2^/^-3  hours,  basting  frequently. 

Lay  the  ham  on  a  wooden  board  and 
carefully  carve  in  thin  slices.  Replace 
slices  and  reshape  ham.  Mix  3  tablespoons 
of  wine  from  the  roasting  pan  with  the 
honey  and  brush  all  over  the  ham.  Set  in 
the  refrigerator  for  10  minutes  to  firm  so 
it  holds  together. 

Meanwhile  make  dough  for  the  crust. 
Sift  the  flour  with  the  other  dry  ingredients. 
Rub  in  the  lard  until  the  mixture  resembles 
coarse  corn  meal.  Add  the  milk.  Turn  the 
dough  out  onto  a  pastry  board  and  knead 
for  a  minute  or  two  until  it  is  quite  smooth 
on  top.  Roll  out  to  1/4"  thickness  and  cover 


the  chilled  ham  completely  with  it,  fold- 
ing it  over  and  encasing  the  ham.  Trim  off 
edges  and  make  leaves,  flowers,  geometric 
shapes  or  any  decorative  designs  with  the 
discarded  dough  to  embellish  the  top  of  the 
crust.  Brush  crust  with  beaten  egg.  Bake 
in  a  450°  oven  for  10  minutes,  then  reduce 
heat  to  350°  and  bake,  brushing  the  crust 
twice  with  cold  milk,  for  15  minutes.  Serve 
hot  or  cold  with  applesauce,  chilled  cran- 
berry sauce,  horse-radish  sauce  or  black 
raspberry  jelly.

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Wash  the  ducks  well  inside  and  out  and 
dry  thoroughly.  Season  inside  with  salt  and 
pepper.  Stuff  each  with  1  orange,  1  onion 
and  y2.  clove  garlic.  Tie  up  carefully  and 
rub  salt  and  pepper  all  over  the  outsides. 
Place  on  roasting  racks  and  brush  with 
melted  butter.  Pour  a  little  stock  in  the 
roasting  pan  and  roast  at  375°  for  20  min- 
utes. Remove,  baste  well,  add  a  little  water 
to  the  pan  and  brush  ducks  with  a  little 
more  melted  butter.  Reduce  heat  to  350° 
and  continue  roasting  for  a  further  i/^  hour. 
Remove  and  cool. 

Dissolve  y-i  stick  butter  in  a  small, 
heavy  pan.  Add  sliced  vegetables  and  cook 
very  slowly,  without  browning,  for  3-4  min- 
utes. Add  flour  and  cook  slowly  until  dark 
nut-brown.  Stir  in,  off  the  fire,  the  tomato 
paste,  meat  glaze,  mushroom  peelings  and 
tomato.  Pour  on  remaining  stock  and  cur- 
rant jelly  and  stir  over  the  fire  until  it  comes 
to  a  boil.  Strain  the  liquid  from  the  soaked 
figs  and  add  to  the  sauce.  Stir  over  fire 
until  it  comes  to  a  boil  and  cook  until  re- 
duced to  the  consistency  of  heavy  cream. 
Remove  legs  from  ducks  and  cut  them  in 
half.  Place  in  bottom  of  a  large,  heavy 
casserole.  Cut  figs  in  four  and  place  on 
top  of  legs.  Cut  off  breasts  of  duck  in  one 
piece  and  slice  thinly,  lengthwise.  Arrange 
slices  overlapping  on  top  of  figs.  Heat  and 
flame  the  brandy  and  pour  over  the  duck. 
Strain  the  brown  sauce,  add  the  trullle  and 
pour  over  the  duck.  Cover  casserole  with 
wax  paper  and  the  lid  and  put  in  350° 
oven  for  ^2-%  hour.  Meanwhile,  put  diced 
vegetables  in  a  pan  and  cover  with  water. 
Bring  to  a  boil  and  drain.  Melt  a  little  but- 
ter in  a  pan  and  add  the  vegetables.  Cover 
with  wax  paper  and  the  lid  and  cook  for 
15  minutes  in  350°  oven. 

To  serve,  pile  up  vegetables  in  the  cen- 
ter of  a  flat  serving  dish.  Arrange  duck  legs 
on  top,  then  the  figs,  then  the  breast  of  duck. 
Pour  over  the  sauce  and  surround  with  the 
fried  croutons.  Serves  4.

8  artichoke  bottoms,  cooked

2  cups  unsiveetened  chestnut  puree 
6  rounds  of  bread 

Tie  up  the  quail  and  brown  them  slowly  all 
over  in  melted  butter.  Flame  with  brandy. 


Cover  the  pan  and  braise  in  a  375°  oven 
for  20  minutes.  Remove,  set  quail  aside  and 
stir  into  the  pan  the  tomato  paste,  meat 
glaze  and  potato  flour.  Pour  on  the  stock, 
add  the  jelly  and  stir  over  the  fire  until 
mixture  comes  to  a  boil.  If  too  thick,  add 
a  little  more  stock.  Strain  over  the  quail 
and  keep  warm. 

Heat  artichoke,  bottoms  in  a  little  but- 
ter with  salt  and  pepper  and  set  aside.  Melt 
1  or  2  tablespoons  butter  in  a  pan,  add  the 
chestnut  puree,  salt  and  pepper  and  beat 
over  the  fire  until  hot.  Fry  the  rounds  of 
bread  in  a  little  butter  until  golden  brown 
on  each  side. 

To  serve,  arrange  the  bread  rounds  on 
a  long  serving  dish.  Fill  artichoke  bottoms 
with  chestnut  puree,  forcing  it  through 
large  round  tube  on  a  pastry  bag.  Put  a 
quail  on  top  of  each  alternate  artichoke.

Cut  fish  down  the  back  (not 
the  belly ) ,  bone  it  and  remove  the  inedible 
parts.  Wash  in  cold  water.  Dry  on  paper 
towels.  Spread  it  out  on  a  board  and  brush 


inside  with  brandy. 

Skin  and  bone  the  salmon  and  put 
through  a  fine  meat  chopper.  Put  in  an  elec- 
tric mixer  with  the  egg  whites,  beat  well 
and  slowly  add  the  cream  and  salt.  Beat 
until  very  thick,  then  add  the  pepper.  Stuff 
pike  with  this  salmon  mousse,  reshape  fish 
and  arrange  on  a  greased  baking  dish. 
Make  a  few  scores  on  top  with  a  knife. 
Melt  the  butter,  add  2  tablespoons  brandy 
and  pour  over  the  fish.  Bake  in  a  375°  oven 
for  25  minutes.  Prepare  garnishes.  Just  be- 
fore serving,  pour  Hollandaise  Sauce  (see 
recipe  under  Sauces)  over  fish  and  brown 
for  a  minute  or  two  under  the  broiler.  Serves 

4  as  main  course. 

Garnish:  Pile  halved  tomatoes  with 
any  remaining  salmon  mousse  and  set 
around  fish  on  serving  platter.  Split  shrimp 
lengthwise  and  insert  halves  (tail  end)  into 
incisions  on  top  of  fish.  Place  a  slice  of 
truffle  in  split  shrimp.  Arrange  langoustines 
on  the  side  of  the  fish  (see  photograph  on 
cover) .

Remove  tails  from  lobsters  and  cut  each  tail 
into  3  pieces.

Sauce:  Melt  3  tablespoons  butter,  stir 
in  3  tablespoons  flour,  season  with  salt  Jand 
pepper  and  pour  on  1  cup  light  cream.  Stir 
until  it  boils.  Add,  bit  by  bit,  2  teaspoons 
sweet  butter.  Mix  2  egg  yolks  with  Yz  tea-

Remove 
from  fire  and  stir  in  the  mustard,  cheeses 
and  egg  yolks.  Then  carefully  fold  in  the 
egg  whites,  which  have  been  beaten  by  hand 
in  a  metal  bowl.  Pour  this  souffle  mixture  on 
top  of  the  lobster  in  the  souffle  dish  (mix- 
ture should  barely  come  to  top  of  dish). 
Sprinkle  top  with  grated  Parmesan  and 
bake  in  a  375°  oven  for  %  hour.  Serve  im- 
mediately with  remaining  sauce  (1  table- 
spoon per  serving).  Serves  4. 

Coulibiac 

Brioche  dough 

3  hard-cooked  eggs,  chopped 
V2  pint  sour  cream 

1  pound  fresh  raw  salmon,  thinly  sliced 
%  pound  cooked  shrimp 

Fresh  chopped  dill 
Beaten  egg  yolk 

To  make  brioche  dough,  put  IV2  cups  flour 
in  a  bowl  and  add  3  large  beaten  eggs, 

2  teaspoons  sugar  and  ^/^  teaspoon  salt. 
Work  to  a  dough  and  beat  on  a  board  until 
light.  Mix  in  5  ounces  creamed  butter  and 
1  package  yeast  that  has  been  dissolved  in 
^  cup  warm  water.  Mix  in  %  cup  more 
flour  and  let  stand  until  dough  rises.  Place 
in  a  lightly  greased  and  floured  bowl,  cover 
with  a  cloth,  and  allow  to  rise  until  double 
its  bulk  at  room  temperature.  Chill  over- 
night in  the  refrigerator  (or  for  1  hour  in 
the  deep-freeze).  Remove,  roll  out  to  ^4" 
thickness  on  a  floured  board,  brush  with 
melted  butter  and  sprinkle  with  a  few 
browned  bread  crumbs. 

Put  a  layer  of  finely  chopped  egg  on 
top  of  the  dough  and  dot  with  sour  cream. 
On  top  of  this  put  thin  slices  of  salmon,  thin 
slices  of  shrimp  and  sprinkle  with  dill.  Dot 
with  more  sour  cream  and  roll  up  like  a 
jelly  roll.  Put  in  a  well  greased  bread  tin, 
cover  with  a  cloth  and  put  to  rise  in  a  warm 
place  for  i/4  hour.  Brush  with  beaten  egg 
yolk  and  bake  in  a  425°  oven  for  30  minutes.

2  packets  active  dry  yeast 

2y2  cups  warm  milk 

1  cup  melted  butter

%  c"/)  blanched,  chopped,  browned 

almonds 
Coarse  sugar  granules 

Dissolve  the  yeast  in  I/2  cup  warm  milk. 
Mix  the  butter  with  the  remaining  milk, 
sugar,  salt,  cardamom  seeds  and  a  small 
amount  of  the  flour.  Beat  until  quite  smooth, 
add  the  yeast  and,  gradually,  the  rest  of  the 
flour,  beating  with  a  wooden  spoon  until 
smooth  and  firm.  Sprinkle  the  dough  with 
a  little  flour  and  cover  it  with  a  clean  cloth. 
Allow  to  rise  in  a  warm  place  until  double 
its  bulk  (about  2  hours) .  Then  turn  out  onto 
a  lightly  floured  board  and  knead  until 
smooth.

2  tablespoons  chopped  fresh  parsley 
y^.  teaspoon  each,  powdered  sage  and 

powdered  rosemary 
y%  teaspoon  salt 

^  teaspoon  freshly  cracked  black  pepper 
y^  teaspoon  French  mustard 
1  small  square  loaf  rye  bread,  sliced 

Beat  the  butter  until  very  light  and  fluffy. 
Add  onion,  herbs,  seasonings  and  mustard. 
Spread  mixture  evenly  between  the  slices 
of  bread.  Reshape  loaf,  wrap  in  aluminum 
foil  and  bake  in  350°  oven  for  10-12  min- 
utes.

Saffron  Bread 

2  cakes  compressed  yeast 
2y%  cups  tvarm  milk 
1  teaspoon  saffron 

1  tablespoon  brandy 

iy2  cups  granulated  sugar 
y^  teaspoon  salt 

2  eggs 

1  cup  melted  butter 

8  cups  flour 

1/2  cup  ground  almonds 

1  cup  white  seedless  raisins 

y^  cup  chopped  citron  peel 

yi  cup  chopped  orange  peel 

Grated  rind  of  1  lemon 

Dissolve  the  yeast  in  i/^  cup  warm  milk.  Put 
the  saffron  and  brandy  in  a  mortar  and 
pound  with  a  pestle  until  smooth.  Mix  the 
remaining  milk  with  the  saffron,  sugar,  salt, 
eggs,  half  the  butter  and  a  small  amount  of 
the  flour.  Add  the  dissolved  yeast  and, 
gradually,  the  rest  of  the  flour.  Beat  with  a 
wooden  spoon  until  smooth  and  firm. 
Sprinkle  with  a  little  flour  and  cover  with 
a  clean  cloth.  Allow  to  rise  in  a  warm  place 
until  double  its  bulk  (about  2  hours) .  Turn 
out  dough  onto  a  floured  board  and  knead 
until  smooth.  Cover  with  a  cloth  and  leave 
for  14  hour.  Then  roll  out  into  a  long  sheet, 
brush  with  the  remaining  butter,  sprinkle 
the  top  evenly  with  the  almonds,  raisins, 
citron  and  orange  peels  and  grated  lemon 
rind,  pressing  them  down  well  with  the  back 
of  a  wooden  spoon  and  sprinkle  well  with 
granulated  sugar.  Roll  up  like  a  jelly  roll, 
very  tightly.  Chill  well  for  1  hour,  then  cut 
into  %"  slices.  Place  on  well  buttered  bak- 
ing sheets  and  allow  to  rise  in  a  warm  place 
for  y2  to  %  hour.  Brush  with  a  mixture  of 
milk  and  sugar  and  bake  in  a  375°  oven  for 
15-20  minutes,  or  until  lightly  browned.

Mushrooms  en   Croute 

1  large  loaf  unsliced  tvhite  bread 
Fat  for  deep  frying 

1  cup  finely  chopped  mixed  herbs 

2  pounds  firm  white  mushrooms 
Lemon  juice 

%  pound  sweet  butter 

Salt  and  freshly  cracked  pepper 

^/4  cup  finely  chopped  shallots 

Carefully  remove  the  crusts  from  the  loaf 
and  scoop  out  the  inside,  leaving  a  V4"  rim 
all  around.  Fry  in  350°  fat  until  golden 
brown  all  over.  Remove  and  drain  well  on 
paper  towels.  Sprinkle  all  over  with  the 
chopped  fresh  herbs. 

Wash  the  mushrooms  well  in  lemon 
juice  and  water,  and  cut  a  thin  slice  off  the 
bottom  of  each  stalk.  Reserve  4  mushrooms 
for  garnish  and  cut  the  rest  in  half.  Melt  3 
ounces  butter  in  a  pan,  season  with  salt 
and  pepper,  add  lemon  juice  and  the  mush- 
rooms. Saute  briskly  for  2-3  minutes,  then 
add  the  rest  of  the  butter,  bit  by  bit,  shak- 
ing the  pan  vigorously  all  the  time.  Correct 
seasoning,  add  the  chopped  shallots  and 
stuff  the  bread  crust  with  this  filling.  Gar- 
nish with  the  whole  mushrooms,  peeled  with 
a  sharp  knife  so  that  the  tops  are  fluted. 
Serves  6. 

Tossed  Green  Salad 

2  small  Boston  lettuce 

1  escarole 

1  endive 

A  few  young  spinach  leaves 

Dressing 

1  cup  croutons  (bread  cubes  fried  in 
butter  with  garlic) 

Yi  cup  shredded  fried  bacon 

2  tablespoons  chopped  parsley 
y4.  cup  chervil  leaves 

Wash  the  greens  thoroughly  in  well  salted 
water,  then  in  ice  water.  Dry  well  in  paper 
towels,  place  in  a  large  plastic  bag  and 
bury  in  a  bowl  of  crushed  ice  (this  should 


be  done  several  hours  ahead  of 
time) .  Make  the  dressing: 
In  a  screw-top  pint  jar,  put 
1  teaspoon  salt,  Yz  teaspoon 
cracked  black  pepper,  3  table- 
spoons tarragon  vinegar,  i/4  teaspoon 
sugar,  y2  teaspoon  French  mustard,  1  tea- 
spoon lemon  juice,  V^  cup  vegetable  oil, 
2  tablespoons  olive  oU  and  1  raw  egg.  Shake 
thoroughly. 

Fry  the  croutons  and  bacon  just  before, 
serving  (they  should  be  hot  when  added). 
Place  the  salad  greens  in  a  wooden  or  porce- 
lain bowl,  sprinkle  with  the  parsley  and 
chervil,  pour  over  the  well  mixed  dressing 
and  scatter  the  hot  croutons  and  bacon  over 
the  top.  Toss  well  and  serve.  Serves  6.

%  cup  sweet  butter 

%  cup  blanched,  shredded  almonds 

1  tablespoon  dark  brown  sugar 

2  teaspoons  chopped  garlic 
%  teaspoon  salt 

V4  teaspoon  black  pepper 

A  little  dry  white  wine 

4  dozen  small  white  onions 

Melt  the  butter  in  a  heavy  casserole;  stir  in 
the  almonds  and  sugar.  Add  garlic,  season- 
ings and  wine.  Put  in  the  onions  and  stir  un- 
til they  are  well  coated.  Cover  pan  and  bake 
in  a  350°  oven  for  1  hour,  shaking  every  15 
minutes.  Serve  in  the  casserole.  Serves  6-8. 

Spinach  with  Pine 
Kernel  Nuts 

(Epinard  a  Tltalienne) 

2  pounds  spinach 

4  tablespoons  butter 

3  tablespoons  olive  oil 

3  finely  chopped  garlic  cloves 
Salt,  cayenne  pepper 

4  tablespoons  stoned  raisins 

4  tablespoons  pine  kernel  nuts 
Parmesan  cheese,  coarsely  grated 

Wash  the  spinach  well,  drain  and  cut  in 
coarse  shreds.  Put  in  boiling  water,  re- 
move and  drain.  Heat  2  tablespoons  butter 
and  the  oil  in  a  pan;  add  the  garlic  and 
season  with  salt  and  cayenne  pepper.  Cook 
over  a  moderate  fire  for  2-3  minutes.  Add 
raisins  and  pine  nuts  and  cook  for  2  min- 
utes. Mix  into  spinach  until  all  is  well  blend- 
ed. Arrange  on  a  hot,  flat  serving  dish. 
Scatter  Parmesan  cheese  over  the  top,  melt 
the  remaining  butter,  pour  over  and  brown 
quickly  under  the  broiler.  Serves  4.

Bread   Sauce 

2  cups  milk 

V2  teaspoon  salt 

y^  teaspoon  freshly  cracked  black  pepper 

2  ounces  butter 

1  small  lohite  onion  studded  with  2  cloves 

1  bay  leaf 

V2  loaf  ivhite  bread,  trimmed  of  crust 

Put  the  milk,  salt,  pepper,  butter,  onion 
and  bay  leaf  into  a  pan  and  stir  over  a  slow 
fire  until  it  comes  to  a  boil.  Break  up  the 
bread  and  stir  it  into  the  hot  milk.  When 
the  bread  is  quite  soft,  beat  well  with  a 
wooden  spoon  until  smooth.  Just  before 
serving,  add  a  lump  of  butter.

Beat  ail  ingredients  well  together.  Place  in 
a  pan  and  bring  to  a  boil.  Serve  immediate- 
ly. Makes  1  cup. 

Hard   Sauce   for 
Plum   Pudding 

1  cup  butter 

1  cup  confectioners'  sugar 
34.  cup  brandy 

Beat  the  butter  well.  Add  the  sugar  gradual- 
ly, then  the  brandy.  Chill  well.  Makes  2^4 
cups. 

Hollandaise   Sauce 

2  egg  yolks 

1  tablespoon  tarragon  vinegar 
1/2  teaspoon  salt 

Pinch  cayenne  pepper 

2  tablespoons  light  cream 

1  stick  sweet  butter 

2  tablespoons  heavy  cream 
2  drops  lemon  juice 

Put  egg  yolks,  vinegar,  salt  and  pepper  in 
a  small  bowl  and  beat  well.  Mix  in  the  light 
cream  and  stand  the  bowl  in  a  pan  of  hot 
water  over  a  slow  fire.  Beat  with  a  small 
wire  whisk  until  the  mixture  begins  to 
thicken,  then  add  the  butler,  bit  by  bit.

Vs  teaspoon  salt 
5  large  well  beaten  eggs 
Grated  rind  and  juice  of  2  lemons 
V2  cup  black  raspberry  felly 
Cooled  melted  butter 

Put  the  first  nine  ingredients  (fruit  and 
nuts)  in  a  large  bowl,  add  the  brandy  and 
let  soak  for  24  hours,  stirring  occasionally. 
Sift  the  flour  with  the  spices.  Mix  together 
the  spiced  flour,  the  suet,  bread  crumbs, 
sugars  and  salt.  Add  to  the  fruit  mixture 
and  combine  with  the  eggs,  lemon  rind  and 
juice  and  jelly.  Butter  4  English  plum  pud- 
ding bowls  or  8"  molds.  Fill  them  almost  to 
the  top  with  the  pudding  mixture  and  over 
each  pour  a  little  cool  melted  butter.  Cover 
with  well  buttered  paper  and  with  a  cloth, 
dampened,  wrung  out  and  dusted  with 
flour.  Tie  around  the  edge  of  the  bowl  with 
string.  Take  opposite  ends  of  the  cloth  and 
tie  them  in  a  knot  on  top.  (This  forms  a 
handle  for  lowering  or  raising  pudding  in 
pan.)  Put  in  pan  with  boiling  water  and 
cook  gently  for  8  hours,  being  sure  water 
does  not  submerge  bowls  but  remains  about 
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1"  below  top.  Add  more  water,  if  it  falls 
below  this  level. 

Remove  from  water  and  store  puddings 
in  bowls  (allow  3-4  weeks  for  pudding  to 
mature).  Steam  again  for  3  hours  just  be- 
fore serving.  Serve  with  flaming  brandy  and 
plum  pudding  sauce  (see  recipes  under 
Sauces) .  Each  pudding  will  serve  8. 

Pineapple  Fromage 

1  ripe  pineapple 

2  whole  eggs,  separated 

2  egg  yolks 
y2  cup  sugar 
Juice  of  y-i  lime 

1  tablespoon  unflavored  gelatin  soaked  in 

2  tablespoons  water 
7^2  cups  heavy  cream,  whipped 
Lingonberries  or  sweet  cranberries 

Remove  rind  of  the  pineapple  and  mash  half 
the  fruit  to  a  pulp.  Dice  1  cupful  of  the  re- 
maining half  and  slice  the  rest. 

Beat  the  4  egg  yolks  and  sugar  with  an 
electric  beater  until  thick  and  fluflfy.  Add 
the  lime  juice  and  the  pineapple  pulp.  Stir 
the  gelatin  and  water  in  a  bowl  over  hot 
water  until  dissolved.  Add  to  the  egg- 
pineapple  mixture  and  stir  over  ice  until 
thick.  Fold  in  the  stiSly  beaten  egg  whites 
and  the  whipped  cream.  Add  the  1  cup 
diced  pineapple.  Rinse  a  large,  deep  bombe 
mold  with  cold  water  and  pour  in  the  mix- 
ture. Chill  in  refrigerator  for  at  least  3 
hours.  To  serve,  turn  mold  upside  down  on 
a  serving  dish,  wring  out  a  cloth  in  very 
hot  water  and  fold  it  around  the  mold.  Turn 
out  the  fromage  and  garnish  with  pine- 
apple slices  and  berries.  Serves  4. 

Biiche  de  Noel 

(Christmas  log) 
(See  cover) 

3  large  eggs 
y^  cup  sugar 
Vs  cup  rice  flour 

1  teaspoon  baking  powder 

2  tablespoons  cocoa 
%  teaspoon  salt 

1  cup  apricot  jam,  softened 

Beat  the  eggs  and  sugar  in  a  mixer  until 
thick  and  foamy.  Sift  together  the  flour, 
baking  powder,  cocoa  and  salt  and  care- 
fully fold  into  the  egg  mixture.  Grease  a 
large  jelly  roll  pan  and  line  it  with  waxed 
paper.  Grease  again  heavily.  Spread  the 
mixture  evenly  on  top  of  the  greased  paper 
and  bake  for  7  minutes  in  a  375°  oven  or 
until  just  firm  (slide  the  pan  horizontally 
onto  a  high  oven  shelf  so  it  will  bake  even- 
ly) .  Remove,  cover  with  a  damp  cloth,  cool 
and  carefully  loosen  from  the  tin.  Carefully 


remove  the  waxed  paper  but  leave  the  cloth 
underneath  to  help  with  the  rolling.  Sprin- 
kle the  top  with  a  little  granulated  sugar 
and  turn  out  onto  waxed  paper.  Carefully 
spread  the  top  with  the  soft  apricot  jam  and 
roll  up  sidewise  into  a  long,  narrow  roll. 

To  make  frosting:  Beat  3  egg  yolks 
until  light  and  fluffy.  Cook  1^  cups  sugar 
with  1/2  cup  water  until  it  forms  a  light 
thread.  Pour  onto  egg  yolks,  beating  con- 
stantly. Continue  beating  until  thick  and 
cold.  Add  2  sticks  sweet  butter,  creamed, 
and  2  tablespoons  dark  rum.  Reserve  4 
tablespoons  of  this  mixture  to  be  flavored 
with  coffee.  Dissolve  2  teaspoons  instant 
coffee  in  1  tablespoon  hot  water  and  add  to 
the  reserved  mixture.  Melt  6  ounces  dark, 
sweet  chocolate  with  2  tablespoons  water 
in  a  bowl  over  hot  water,  stir  until  dissolved 
and  add  to  the  remaining  frosting  mixture. 

To  decorate:  Cut  a  diagonal  slice  from 
each  end  of  the  roll  and  place  them  at  ran- 
dom on  the  top  to  represent  the  stumps  of 
cut-off  branches.  Frost  the  roll  with  the 
chocolate-flavored  frosting  and  frost  the 
"cut"  ends  of  the  branches  with  the  coffee- 
flavored  frosting,  to  represent  the  inner 
wood.  Draw  a  fork  jaggedly  through  the 
frosting  several  times,  from  end  to  end,  to 
give  the  roughened  effect  of  bark.  If  de- 
sired, the  log  may  be  further  decorated 
with  leaves  shaped  from  green-tinted  al- 
mond paste  and  curls  of  dark,  sweet  choco- 
late. (Put  a  thick  piece  of  chocolate  on  a 
heavy  board  and,  using  a  sharp,  heavy 
knife,  cut  downward  as  thinly  as  possible.) 

Christmas   Cake 

(See   cover) 

1  pound  batter 

1  pound  broivn  sugar 

6  ounces  ground  almonds 

7  eggs 

1  pound  mixed  chopped  candied  peel 

(orange,  lemon,  citron) 
4  ounces  chopped  angelica 
14  pound  glaceed  cherries,  cut  in  half 
1  pound  currants 
1  pound  white  sultanas 
1  pound  black  raisins 
1  pound  flour 
y-i,  cup  sherry 
1  teaspoon  baking  powder 
1  level  teaspoon  salt 
A  little  milk 
yi  cup  red  currant  jelly 
Fondant  icing 
Royal  frosting 

Beat  the  butter  to  a  cream,  slowly  add  the 
sugar  and  beat  until  very  light  and  fluffy. 
Mix  in  the  ground  almonds.  Add  the  eggs, 
one  at  a  time.  Thoroughly  mix  the  candied 
fruits,     currants,     sultanas     and     raisins. 
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Dredge  with  Vi  pound  of  the  measured 
flour.  Mix  into  the  batter  and  slowly  add 
the  rest  of  the  flour.  Beat  well.  Add  sherry, 
baking  powder,  salt  and,  if  necessary,  a 
little  milk— the  mixture  should  just  drop 
from  the  spoon  when  finished.  Well  grease 
a  12"  spring-form  cake  pan.  Line  bottom 
and  sides  with  waxed  paper  and  grease 
again.  Fill  with  cake  batter  (it  should 
come  almost  to  the  top  of  the  pan).  Bake 
in  a  350°  oven  for  11/2  hours.  Test  cake  with 
a  straw  or  ice-pick;  if  it  comes  out  clean, 
the  cake  is  done.  Remove,  allow  to  cool  for 
14  hour,  then  turn  out  and  finish  cooling  at 
room  temperature.  Turn  upside  down  on  a 
rack  and  carefully  peel  o£F  the  paper. 
Cover  top  and  sides  of  cake  with  the  jelly, 
pressing  it  in  with  a  spatula.  Have  ready 
fondant  and  frosting  mixtures. 

To  make  fondant :  Put  3  poimds  sugar, 
3  cups  water  and  1/2  teaspoon  cream  of  tar- 
tar into  a  heavy  pan  and  stir  over  a  slow 
fire  until  dissolved.  Allow  to  boil  gently, 
without  stirring,  until  it  reaches  the  hard- 
ball stage.  Pour  onto  a  wet  marble  slab  or 
a  wet  porcelain  platter  and  let  stand  until 
it  does  not  stick  to  the  finger  when  touched. 
Work  the  mixture  with  a  flat  pastry  spatula 
until  it  becomes  white  and  opa(|ue,  then 
knead  with  the  hands  until  it  is  soft  and 
pliable  (the  fondant  may  be  made  ahead 
of  time  and  will  keep  well  if  packed  tightly 
in  a  bowl  and  covered  with  a  wet  towel). 
Mix  1  pound  finely  ground  blanched  al- 
monds into  the  fondant  and  add  1  teaspoon 
almond  essence.  Roll  out  this  almond  paste 
V2"  thick,  cut  a  round  which  exactly  fits  the 
top  of  the  cake.  Roll  out  the  remainder  and 
cut  to  fit  sides  of  cake.  Cover  with  paste 
and  then  with  Royal  Frosting. 

To  make  Royal  Frosting:  Put  4  egg 
whites  into  an  electric  beater  and  slowly 
add  5  pounds  confectioners'  sugar  and 
about  14  cup  fresh  lemon  juice.  Beat  well 
until  frosting  is  of  thick  spreading  con- 
sistency (the  quantity  of  sugar  and  lemon 
juice  will  vary,  according  to  the  size  of  the 
egg  whites). 

When  cake  is  completely  covered  with 
frosting,  decorate  by  forcing  the  rest  of 
the  frosting  tlirough  a  pastry  bag  with  a 
star  tube  and,  if  desired,  put  small  Christ- 
mas favors  on  top.  Allow  cake  to  stand  for 
48  hours  before  serving.  (This  cake  im- 
proves with  aging  and  should  be  made  as 
long  before  Christmas  as  possible.  It  will 
keep  moist  if  stored  in  an  air-tight  tin.) 

Gateau  Favorite 

1  cup  water 

3  tablespoons  sweet  butter 

Vs  teaspoon  salt 

V2  ''n^P  flour 


3  large  or  4  small  eggs 

1  beaten  egg 

i%  cups  blanched,  shredded  almonds 

Chocolate  pastry  cream 

Put  the  water  and  butter  in  a  small,  heavy 
pan  and  bring  slowly  to  a  boil.  As  it  bub- 
bles, add  the  salt  and  flour.  Remove  from 
the  fire  and  beat  until  smooth.  Beat  in  the 
3  large  or  4  small  eggs,  one  at  a  time. 
Grease  a  cookie  sheet  and  mark  on  it  an  8" 
circle.  Fill  a  pastry  bag  with  a  large  plain 
round  tube  with  the  paste  and  pipe  onto 
the  cookie  sheet,  covering  the  circle.  Brush 
the  top  with  the  beaten  egg  and  sprinkle 
generously  with  the  shredded  almonds. 
Bake  in  a  375°  oven  for  25-30  minutes,  or 
until  well  risen  and  golden-brown  all  over. 
Remove  and  cool.  Carefully  split  across  in 
half  and  fill  the  bottom  of  the  cake  with 
Chocolate  Pastry  Cream. 

Chocolate  Pastry  Cream 

Put  in  a  bowl  1  whole  egg  and  1  egg  yolk, 
3  tablespoons  flour  and  3  tablespoons 
granulated  sugar.  Beat  until  smooth.  Add  2 
teaspoons  plain  gelatin,  mix  well,  and  pour 
on  %  cup  hot  rich  milk.  Stir  over  the  fire 
until  the  mixture  comes  just  to  a  boil,  then 
stir  over  ice  until  it  is  on  the  point  of  set- 
ting. Add  4  ounces  dark  sweet  chocolate 
which  has  been  melted  with  3  tablespoons 
water.  Stir  into  the  egg  mixture.  When  mix- 
ture is  cool  and  thick,  add  1  stiffly  beaten 
egg  white,  4  tablespoons  whipped  cream 
and  2  tablespoons  dark  rum.  Fill  into  a  pas- 
try bag  with  a  plain  tube  and  cover  the  bot- 
tom of  the  cake.  Cover  the  top  with  whipped 
cream  (about  1%  cups)  forced  through  the 
rose  tube  of  a  pastry  bag.  Cover  with  other 
half  of  cake,  sprinkle  well  with  confection- 
ers' sugar,  chill  in  the  refrigerator  before 
serving. 
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Tonilles 

4  ounces  butter 

%  cup  sugar 

i^/4  cups  flour 
3  ounces  ground  filberts  or  almonds  (un- 

blanched) 
Honey 
Confectioners'  sugar 

Cream  the  butter,  add  the  sugar  and  beat 
until  light  and  fluffy.  Mix  in  the  flour  and 


work  until  it  is  well  distributed.  Add  the 
ground  nuts.  Turn  mixture  out  onto  a  pas- 
try board  and  roll  out  a  little  less  than 
14"  thick.  Cut  in  P^"  rounds  with  a  cookie 
cutter.  Bake  on  a  cookie  sheet  at  350°  until 
a  delicate  brown,  about  8-10  minutes. 

Remove,  cool,  sandwich  two  rounds 
together  with  honey,  dust  each  sandwich 
with  confectioners'  sugar.  Makes  12. 

Viennese  Vanilla  Crescents 

%  cup  (iy2  sticks)  siveet  butter 

4  tablespoons  powdered  sugar 

2  cups  sifted  flour 

V2  cup  ground  almonds  or  hazelnuts,  un- 

blanched 
Pinch  of  salt 
Confectioners'  sugar  flavored  with 

vanilla  bean 

Cream  the  butter,  slowly  add  the  powdered 
sugar  and  work  in  the  flour,  a  little  at  a 
time.  Add  the  ground  nuts. 

Chill  mixture  for  2  hours  in  the  re- 
frigerator. Roll  out  on  a  floured  board  and 
make  a  finger-thick  roll.  Cut  into  segments 
3"  long  and  curve  each  to  make  a  crescent 
shape.  Bake  in  a  350°  oven  on  a  cookie 
sheet  for  10-15  minutes.  Remove  at  once, 
and  very  gently  toss  the  crescents  in  fla- 
vored confectioners*  sugar  (to  make  this, 
put  a  vanilla  bean  into  a  container  of  sugar 
about  2  hours  before  making  the  cookies; 
put  about  V^  cup  of  this  vanilla  sugar  in 
a  bowl  for  cookie  coating)  until  well  cov- 
ered. Makes  24  cookies. 


Mince  Pie 

Pie  crust  for  a  two-crust  pie 

y^  pound  beef  suet 

%  pound  raisins 

%  pound  currants 

%  pound  moist  brown  sugar 

%  pound  chopped  apples 

y^  pound  sultanas 

%  pound  mixed  peel 

%  pound  sweet  almonds 

Rind  and  juice  of  2  lemons 

Pinch  of  mixed  spice 

1  cup  brandy 

Warm  everything  except  the  pie  crust  and 
brandy  in  the  oven  for  V2  ''oi^r  ^^  250°. 
When  all  is  thoroughly  mingled,  add  the 
brandy  and  put  in  a  crock.  As  it  is  essen- 
tial for  this  mincemeat  mixture  to  mature, 
make  it  2  or  3  weeks  in  advance  of  using — 
ideally  4-6  months  before  Christmas.  It  will 
keep  as  long  as  3  years  if  kept  in  a  covered, 
air-tight  crock  in  a  cool  place.  When  ready 
to  use,  fill  pie  crust  (use  about  3  cups  of 
the  mincemeat)  and  bake  at  350°  for  30-35 
miniites.  Serves  6.

HOUSE  PLANTS 

Leaves  vary  in  shape  from 
shields  to  spears,  from  thick  and 
leathery  to  really  transparent. 
Patterns  may  be  precise  and  geo- 
metric or  irregular  and  impres- 
sionistic. Until  you  have  grown  or 
seen  enough  to  form  first  hand 
opinions,  you  could  scarcely  find 
an  uninteresting  plant  in  the  lot. 
In  the  United  States  marantas 
grow  better  indoors  under  favor- 
able conditions  than  they  do  out- 
doors— with  a  few  exceptions.  In 
California,  Ctenanthe  humilis 
makes  a  good  tub  plant,  tolerant 
of  full  sunlight  and  reaching  three 
feet  or  more  in  height.  Calathea 
zebrina  and  the  common  maranta 
species  are  freely  grown  outside 
in  southern  Florida.  For  all  in- 
door growing,  here  are  Alfred 
Graf's  basic  suggestions  for  suc- 
ceeding with  the  maranta  clan: 
Soil — rich  in  humus  provided  by 
compost,  leafmold,  coarse  manure,

or  dried  manure  (peatmoss  is  use- 
ful only  if  fertilizing  supplements 
are  given ) .  Situation — shade  or 
filtered  sunlight,  never  direct  sun 
except  briefly  or  in  winter.  Sub- 
dued light  is  preferred.  Artificial 
light,  especially  from  ordinary  in- 
candescent fixtures  or  fluorescent 
tubes  high  in  blue  and  red  rays, 
will  keep  maranta  foliage  healthy 
and  bright.  Temperature — from 
60°  or  so  at  night  to  70°  or  more 
in  the  daytime,  in  other  words,  ap- 
proximately the  winter  tempera- 
tures maintained  in  most  heated 
houses  and  apartments.  Humid- 
ity— relatively  high,  far  higher 
in  fact  than  ordinarily  heated 
winter  rooms  can  provide  without 
efficient  air  conditioning.  How- 
ever, such  a  "pool"  garden  as  that 
pictured  on  page  71,  or  the  plant 
boxes  on  page  72  and  below  in 
which  clay  plant  pots  are  packed

HOUSE    PLANTS 

in  moist  peatmoss,  with  a  drainage 
layer  of  grits  or  gravel  in  a  water- 
tight tray  beneath,  will  offer  at 
least  the  minimum  working  hu- 
midity and  general  moisture  in 
most  cases.  Where  pots  may  not 
be  packed  or  grouped  in  moist 
planters,  glazed  or  nonporous 
containers  will  help  preserve 
moisture  about  the  roots.  Wher- 
ever it  is  possible  to  provide  a 
tray  of  water  in  close  association 
with  your  marantas  (example:  on 
the  floor  under  the  square  tiered 
planter  sketched  on  page  73)  re- 
sults will  be  improved.  With  the 
drainage  material,  especially  in 
watertight  containers.  include 
chunks  of  charcoal  to  help  keep 
water,  soil  sweet.

In  using  individual  pots  of 
marantas  decoratively  in  your 
house,  be  as  inventive  as  you  like. 
But  where  moisture  conditions  or 
humidity  are  unfavorable,  assign 
your  plants  to  duty  in  relays,  re- 
storing them  to  plant  boxes  or 
more  orthodox  conditions  for  rest 
and  recuperation.  In  this  way  you 
will  enjoy  the  marantas'  astonish- 
ing foliage  variety,  and  you  will 
be  enabled  to  put  your  plants  to 
decorative  uses  not  otherwise 
practical.  Take  time  to  wash  or 
syringe  plant  leaves  daily  and  you 
will  succeed  as  well  as  an  expert 
would  be  likely  to  do.  And  you 
should  have  twice  as  much  fun 
experimenting  as  the  profession- 
al could   possibly  afford  to  have. 
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
